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Prefatory  Note 


The  ekctkn  of  General  Grant  to  the  Presidency  by  the  people  of  the 
United  States  was  another  instance  iUnstrating  the  gratitude  of  a  lepab- 
lie  to  a  soccessfnl  soMier.  Bat  for  the  great  civil  war  no  one  supposes 
he  would  ever  have  been  elevated  to  this  exalted  post.  His  sqiiees  in 
that  heroic  struggle  were  soch  as  to  win  the  highest  enoominms  from  his 
coontxyxnen,  and  naturally  at  the  first  opportunity  after  the  dosing  of 
the  war  when  a  Chief  Executive  was  to  be  chosen  they  turned  their  eyes 
to  the  most  con^cuous  figure  in  that  war  and  made  him  President  of 
the  United  States.  This  volume,  the  seventh  of  the  series,  comprises  his 
eight  years  and  the  four  years  of  his  successor.  Mr.  Hayes.  During  this 
period  of  twelve  years — that  is,  from  Mardi  4,  1869,  to  March  4,  18S1 — 
the  legislation  for  the  restoration  <rf  the  Southern  States  to  their  origi- 
nal positions  in  the  Union  was  enacted,  the  reunion  of  the  States  was 
perfected,  and  all  sections  of  the  land  again  given  fall  and  free  represen- 
tation in  Congress.  Much  of  the  bitterness  engendered  by  the  war.  and 
which  had  been  left  alive  at  its  closing,  and  which  was  not  diminished 
to  any  appreciable  extent  during  President  Johnson's  term,  was  largely 
assuaged  during  President  Grant's  Administration,  and  under  that  of 
President  Hayes  was  further  softened  and  almost  entirely  dissipated. 

It  will  be  seen  that  President  Grant  in  his  papers  dwelt  especially 
upon  the  duty  of  paying  the  national  debt  in  gold  and  returning  to 
specie  pa>Tnents;  that  he  urged  upon  Congress  a  proposition  to  annex 
Santo  Domingo;  that  during  his  Administration  the  *  *  Quaker  Peace 
Commission'*  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  Indians,  the  fifteenth 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  was  proclaimed,  the 
treaty  of  Washington  was  negotiated,  and,  with  a  subsequent  arbitration 
at  Geneva,  a  settlement  was  provided  of  the  difficulties  relating  to  the 
Alabama  claims  and  the  fisheries;  that  in  1870  and  frequently  after- 
wards he  urged  upon  Congress  the  need  of  reform  in  the  ci\'il  servnce. 
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His  appeals  secured  the  passage  of  the  law  of  March  3, 1871,  under  which 
he  appointed  a  civil  service  commission.  This  commission  framed  rules, 
which  were  approved  by  the  President.  They  provided  for  open  com- 
petitive examination,  and  went  into  effect  January  i,  1872;  and  out  of 
these  grew  the  present  civil-service  rules.  One  of  his  most  important 
papers  was  the  message  vetoing  the  **  inflation  bill." 

The  closing  months  of  his  public  life  covered  the  stormy  and  exciting 
period  following  the  Presidential  election  of  1876,  when  the  result  as 
between  Mr.  Tilden  and  Mr.  Hayes  was  so  long  in  doubt.  There  is 
very  little,  however,  in  any  Presidential  paper  of  that  period  to  indicate 
the  great  peril  to  the  country  and  the  severe  strain  to  which  our  institu- 
tions were  subjected  in  that  memorable  contest. 

The  Administration  of  Mr.  Hayes,  though  it  began  amid  exciting 
scenes  and  an  unprecedented  situation  which  threatened  disasters,  was 
rather  marked  by  moderation  and  a  sympathy  with  what  he  considered 
true  reform.  Some  of  his  vetoes  are  highly  interesting,  and  indicate 
independence  of  character  and  that  he  was  not  always  controlled  by 
mere  party  politics.  One  of  the  most  famous  and  best  remembered  of 
his  messages  is  that  vetoing  the  Bland- Allison  Act,  which  restored 
the  legal-tender  quality  to  the  silver  dollar  and  provided  for  its  limited 
coinage. 

Other  papers  of  interest  are  his  message  recommending  the  resump- 
tion of  specie  payments;  vetoes  of  a  bill  to  restrict  Chinese  immigration, 
of  an  Army  appropriation  bill,  of  a  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial 
appropriation  bill,  and  of  the  act  known  as  the  ''funding  act  of  1881." 
It  was  during  Mr.  Hayes's  Administration,  when  the  Forty-fifth  Congress 
met  in  extraordinary  session  on  March  18,  1879,  that  for  the  first  time 
since  the  Congress  that  was  chosen  with  Mr.  Buchanan  in  1856  the 
Democratic  party  was  in  control  of  both  Houses.

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Ulysses  S.  Grant 


TJI.YSSKS  S.  Grant  was  bom  at  Point  Pleasant,  Clermont  County, 
Ohio,  April  27, 1822.  He  was  of  Scotch  ancestry,  but  his  family  had  been 
American  in  all  its  branches  for  several  generations.  Was  a  descendant 
of  Mathew  Grant,  who  arrived  at  Dorchester,  Mass.,  in  May,  1630.  His 
father  was  Jesse  R.  Grant  and  his  mother  Hannah  Simpson;  they  were 
married  in  Clermont  County,  Ohio,  in  June,  182 1.  In  the  fall  of  1823 
his  parents  removed  to  Georgetown,  the  county  seat  of  Brown  County, 
Ohio.  Ulysses,  the  eldest  of  six  children,  spent  his  boyhood  in  assisting 
his  father  on  the  farm,  which  was  more  congenial  than  working  in  the 
tannery  of  which  his  father  was  proprietor.  From  an  early  age  until  17 
years  old  attended  the  subscription  schools  of  Georgetown,  except  dur- 
ing the  winters  of  1836-37  and  1838-39,  which  were  spent  at  schools  in 
Maysville,  Ky.,  and  Ripley,  Ohio.  In  the  spring  of  1839,  at  the  age  of 
17,  was  appointed  to  a  cadetship  in  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point 
by  Thomas  L.  Hamer,  a  Member  of  Congress,  and  entered  the  Academy 
July  I,  1839.  The  name  given  him  at  birth  was  Hiram  ITlyssos,  but  lie 
was  always  called  by  his  middle  name.  Mr.  Hamer,  thinking  Ulysses  his 
first  name,  and  that  his  middle  name  was  probably  that  of  his  mother's 
family,  inserted  in  the  official  appointment  the  name  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 
The  officials  of  the  Academy  were  notified  by  Cadet  Grant  of  the  error, 
but  they  did  not  feel  authorized  to  correct  it,  and  it  was  acciuiesced  in 
and  became  the  name  by  which  he  was  always  known.  (Graduated  from 
the  Academy  in  1843,  twenty-first  in  a  class  of  thirty-nine  ineinl)ers. 
Was  attached  to  the  Fourth  United  vStates  Infantry  as  brevet  second 
lieutenant  July  i,  1843;  was  appointed  second  lieutenant,  Seventh  Infan- 
tr}',  September  30,  1845,  and  transferred  to  the  Fourth  Infantry  N(weni- 
ber  15,  1845.  During  the  Mexican  War  (1846-1848)  took  part  with  liis 
regiment  in  active  service,  and  was  in  all  the  battles  fought  byCienerals 
Scott  and  Taylor  except  that  of  Buena  Vista.  Was  brevetted  for  gal- 
lant conduct  at  the  battles  of  Palo  Alto  and  Resaca  de  la  Palina,  but 
decHned  the  honor.  At  the  battle  of  Monterey  distinguished  himself  by 
volunteering  to  run  the  gantlet  and  bring  ammunition  for  the  troops 
into  the  city.     September  8,  1847,  was  appointed  brevet  fir.st  lieutenant 
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for  gallant  conduct  at  MoHno  del  Rey.  Acted  as  regimental  quarter- 
master April  I,  1847,  to  July  23,  1848,  and  from  November  17,  1848,  to 
August  5,  1853.  September  13,  1847,  was  brevetted  captain  for  gallant 
conduct  at  the  battle  of  Chapultepec,  and  on  September  16  was  appointed 
first  lieutenant.  At  San  Cosme  was  mentioned  in  special  orders  by  his 
commanders — regimental,  brigade,  and  division.  After  the  Mexican  War 
his  regiment  was  sent  to  Pascagoula,  Miss. ,  and  afterwards  to  Sacketts 
Harbor,  N.  Y.,  and  Detroit,  Mich.  August  22, 1848,  married  Miss  Julia 
Dent,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  In  1852  his  regiment  was  sent  to  the  Pacific 
Coast.  August  5,  1853,  was  appointed  captain.  Resigned  July  31,  1854, 
and  went  to  live  on  a  farm  near  St.  Louis,  but  in  1858  gave  up  farming 
on  account  of  his  health,  and  entered  into  the  real-estate  business  in  St. 
Louis.  In  May, i860,  removed  to  Galena,  111.,  and  became  a  clerk  in  his 
father*s  store.  In  April,  1861,  after  President  Lincoln's  call  for  troops, 
presided  at  a  public  meeting  in  Galena,  which  resulted  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  company  of  volunteers,  which  he  drilled  and  accompanied  to 
Springfield,  111.  Was  employed  by  Governor  Yates  in  the  adjutant- 
general's  office,  and  appointed  mustering  officer.  Offered  his  services 
to  the  National  Government  in  a  letter  written  May  24,  1861,  but  no 
answer  was  ever  made  to  it.  June  17,  186 1,  was  appointed  colonel  of 
the  Twenty-first  Illinois  Volunteers,  and  served  until  August  7,  when 
he  was  appointed  brigadier-general  of  volunteers  by  the  President,  his 
commission  to  date  from  May  17,  1861.  Was  assigned  September  i  to 
command  the  District  of  Southeastern  Missouri.  September  4  estab- 
lished his  headquarters  at  Cairo,  and  on  the  6th  captured  Paducah,  Ky. 
February  2, 1862,  advanced  from  Cairo;  on  the  6th  captured  Fort  Henry, 
and  on  the  i6th  Fort  Donelson.  Soon  after^vards  was  made  a  major- 
general  of  volunteers,  his  commission  dating  from  Februar>'  1 6.  March  4 
was  reliex'ed  from  his  command  and  ordered  to  remain  at  Fort  Henry, 
but  on  the  13th  was  restored.  Commanded  at  the  battle  of  Shiloh,  April 
6  and  7,  1862.  General  Halleck  on  April  11  assumed  command  of  the 
combined  armies,  and  General  Grant  l)ecame  second  in  command  during 
the  ad\Tince  upon  and  the  siege  of  Corinth.  In  July  Halleck  became 
general  in  chief  of  all  the  annies,  and  General  Grant  was  placed  in  com- 
mand of  the  District  of  West  Tennessee.  In  September  fought  the  battle 
of  luka,  Miss.,  and  in  October  the  iKittle  of  Corinth.  Januar>-  29.  1863, 
mo\'ed  down  the  Mississippi  Ri\-er  and  tix>k  command  of  the  troops  oppo- 
site Vicksburg.  On  March  29  sent  one  corps  of  his  army  across  the 
peninsula  opposite  Vicksburg,  and  on  April  16  ran  the  batteries  with 
seven  gunboats  and  three  transports.  April  22  six  other  transports  ran 
the  batteries.  His  army  was  now  below  Vicksburg,  and  on  the  29th 
bombarded  Grand  Gulf.  May  i  fought  the  battle  at  Port  Gibson,  and 
on  May  3  captured  Grand  Gulf.  May  12  defeated  the  Confederates  at 
Raymond,  and  on  the  14th  captured  Jackson,  Miss,  After  se\"eral  en- 
gagements the  Confederates  were  driven  by  him  into  Vicksburg,  when 
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he  began  the  siege  of  that  city,  which  was  surrendered  July  4,  1863.  On 
the  same  day  was  commissioned  a  major-general  in  the  United  States 
Army.  In  August  went  to  New  Orleans  to  confer  w  ith  General  Banks, 
and  while  reviewing  the  troops  there  was  injured  by  his  hors^  falling  on 
him.  About  the  middle  of  October  w^as  assigned  to  the  command  of  the 
Militar>'  Di\'ision  of  the  Mississippi,  w^hich  included  Rosecrans's  army  at 
Chattanooga.  Tenn.  Arrived  at  Chattanooga  October  2^,  and  the  next 
day  issued  orders  which  resuUed  in  the  battle  of  Wauhatchie  on  the 
29th*  Attacked  the  Confederates  under  General  Bragg  on  November  23, 
and  after  three  days'  fighting  captured  Missionary  Ridge,  whereupon  the 
Confederates  retreated  to  Dalton»  Ga.  For  his  successes  Congress,  in 
December,  iS63»  passed  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  him  and  the  officers  and 
soldiers  of  his  command,  and  presented  him  with  a  gold  medal.  The 
bill  restoring  the  grade  of  lieutenaut-geueral  Ijecame  a  law  in  Februar>\ 
1864,  and  on  March  1  he  w^as  nominated  for  the  position  and  was  con- 
firmed the  succeeding  day.  On  March  12  assumed  conunand  of  all  the 
annies  of  the  United  States,  and  immediately  began  the  plan  of  campaign 
that  kept  all  the  armies  in  motion  until  the  war  ended.     About  May  4, 

1864,  tliis  campaign,  the  greatest  of  the  w^ar,  l>egau,and  lasted  until  the 
surrender  of  the  Confederates  in  April,  1865.  During  this  period  there 
were  fought  some  of  the  bloodiest  battles  of  the  world.  On  April  9, 1865, 
General  Lee  surrendered  his  army  at  Appomattox, Va.,  to  General  Grant, 
who  then  displayed  the  greatest  magnanimity  to  the  Confederates,  and 
won  for  himself  from  his  late  enemies  their  w^armest  gratitude.  His 
magnanimity  will  ahvays  be  remenilDered  by  the  Confederate  soldiers, 
and  will  stand  in  history  as  long  as  nobility  of  character  shall  be  appre- 
ciated by  mankind.  On  the  clasing  of  the  war  directed  his  attention  to 
mustering  out  of  service  the  great  army  under  his  command  and  the  dis- 
posal of  the  enormous  quantity  of  stores  of  the  Government.  In  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  visited  different  sections  of  the  countr>'  and  was 
p^ceived  every wiiere  with  enthusiasm.  The  citizens  of  Philadelphia  pre- 
sented him  with  a  handsome  residence  in  that  city;  his  old  neighbors  in 
Galena  gave  him  a  pretty  home  in  their  towm;  the  people  of  New  York 
presented  to  him  a  check  for  $105,000.     In  November  and  December, 

1865,  traveled  through  the  Southeni  States,  and  made  a  report  to  the 
President  upon  the  conditions  there.  In  May,  1866,  submitted  a  plan 
to  the  Government  for  tlie  reorganization  of  the  Regular  Army  of  the 
United  States,  which  became  the  basis  of  its  reorganization.  July  25 
Congress  passed  an  act  creating  the  grade  of  general  of  the  armies  of 
the  United  States,  and  on  the  same  day  he  w*as  appointed  to  this  rank. 
August  12,  1867,  was  appoiiited  by  President  Johnson  Secretarj^  of  War 
ad  interim,  which  position  he  held  until  Januar>'  14,  1868.  At  the  national 
convention  of  the  KepuV)lica!i  party  wliich  met  in  Chicago  on  May  20, 
i86S»  was  unanimously  nominated  for  President  on  the  first  call  of  States. 
His  letter  of  acceptance  of  that  nomination  was  brief,  and  contained  the 
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famous  sentence,  *'Let  us  have  peace."  At  the  election  in  November 
was  chosen  to  be  President,  receiving  214  electoral  votes,  while  Horatio 
Seymour  received  80.  Was  renominated  by  his  party  in  national  con- 
vention in  Philadelphia  June  6,  1872,  and  at  the  election  in  November 
received  286  electoral  votes,  against  66  which  would  have  been  cast  for 
Horace  Greeley  if  he  had  lived.  Retired  from  office  March  4,  1877. 
After  his  retirement  made  a  journey  into  foreign  countries,  and  was 
received  with  great  distinction  and  pomp  by  all  the  governments  and 
peoples  he  visited.  An  earnest  effort  was  made  to  nominate  him  for  a 
third  term,  but  it  failed.  By  special  act  of  Congress  passed  March  3, 
1885,  was  placed  as  general  on  the  retired  list  of  the  Army.  He  died 
July  23, 1885,  at  Mount  McGregor,  N.  Y.,  and  was  buried  at  Riverside 
Park,  New  York  City,  on  the  Hudson  River. 


FIRST  INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

Citizens  of  the  United  States: 

Your  suffrages  having  elected  me  to  the  office  of  President  of  the  United 
States,  I  have,  in  conformity  to  the  Constitution  of  our  country,  taken  the 
oath  of  office  prescribed  therein.  I  have  taken  this  oath  without  mental 
reser\'ation  and  with  the  determination  to  do  to  the  best  of  my  ability  all 
that  is  required  of  me.  The  responsibilities  of  the  position  I  feel,  but 
accept  them  without  fear.  The  office  has  come  to  me  unsought;  I  com- 
mence its  duties  untrammeled.  I  bring  to  it  a  conscious  desire  and 
determination  to  fill  it  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
people. 

On  all  leading  questions  agitating  the  pubUc  mind  I  will  always  express 
my  views  to  Congress  and  urge  them  according  to  my  judgment,  and  when 
I  think  it  advisable  will  exercise  the  constitutional  privilege  of  interposing 
a  veto  to  defeat  measures  which  I  oppose;  but  all  laws  will  be  faithfully 
executed,  whether  they  meet  my  approval  or  not. 

I  sh^l  on  all  subjects  have  a  policy  to  recommend,  but  none  to  enforce 
against  the  will  of  the  x>eople.  Laws  are  to  govern  all  alike — those 
opposed  as  well  as  those  who  favor  them.  I  know  no  method  to  secure 
the  repeal  of  bad  or  obnoxious  laws  so  effective  as  their  stringent  exe- 
cution. 

The  country  having  just  emerged  from  a  great  rebellion,  many  questions 
will  come  before  it  for  settlement  in  the  next  four  years  which  preceding 
Administrations  have  never  had  to  deal  with.  In  meeting  these  it  is 
desirable  that  they  should  be  approached  calmly,  without  prejudice,  hate, 
or  sectional  pride,  remembering  that  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number  is  the  object  to  be  attained. 
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This  requires  security  of  person,  property,  and  free  religiotis  and  polit* 
ical  opinioti  in  every  part  of  our  common  country,  without  regard  to  local 
prejudice.  All  laws  to  secure  these  ^3xAs  will  receive  my  best  efforts  for 
their  enforcement. 

A  great  debt  has  been  contracted  in  securing  to  us  and  our  posterity  the 
Union.  The  payment  of  this,  principal  and  interest,  as  well  as  the  return 
to  a  specie  basis  as  soon  as  it  can  be  accomplished  without  material  detri- 
ment to  the  debtor  class  or  to  the  country  at  large,  must  be  pro\4ded  for. 
To  protect  the  national  honor,  every  dollar  of  Government  indebtedness 
should  be  paid  in  gold,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  in  the  con- 
tract. Let  it  be  understood  that  no  repudiator  of  one  farthing  of  our 
public  debt  will  be  trusted  in  public  place,  and  it  will  go  far  toward 
strengthening  a  credit  which  ought  to  be  the  best  in  the  world,  and  will 
ultimately  enable  us  to  replace  the  debt  with  bonds  bearing  less  interest 
than  we  now  pay.  To  this  should  be  added  a  faithful  collection  of  the 
revenue,  a  strict  accountability  to  the  Treasury  for  every  dollar  collected, 
and  the  greatest  practicable  retrenchment  in  expenditure  in  ever>'  depart- 
ment of  Government. 

When  we  compare  the  paying  capacity  of  the  coimtry  now»  with  the  ten 
States  in  poverty  from  the  effects  of  war,  but  soon  to  emerge,  1  trust,  into 
greater  prosperity  than  ever  before,  with  its  paying  capacity  tw'cnty-five 
years  ago,  and  calculate  what  it  probably  wnll  be  twenty-five  years  hence, 
who  can  doubt  the  feasibility  of  paying  ever>^  dollar  then  with  more  ease 
than  we  now"  pay  for  useless  luxuries?  Why,  it  looks  as  though  Provi- 
dence had  bestow^ed  upon  us  a  strong  box  in  the  precious  metals  locked 
up  in  the  sterile  mountains  of  the  far  West,  and  which  we  are  now^  for- 
ging the  key  to  unlock,  to  meet  the  ver>^  contingency  that  is  now  upon  us. 

Ultimately  it  may  Ije  necessary  to  insure  the  facilities  to  reach  these 
riches,  and  it  may  be  nec^ssar>^  also  that  the  General  Government  should 
give  its  aid  to  secure  this  access;  but  that  should  only  be  w^hen  a  dollar 
of  obUgation  to  pay  secures  precisely  the  same  sort  of  dollar  to  use  now, 
and  not  before.  Whilst  the  question  of  specie  payments  is  in  abeyance 
the  prudent  business  man  is  careful  about  contracting  debts  payable  in 
the  distant  future.  The  nation  should  follow  the  same  rule.  A  pros- 
trate commerce  is  to  be  rebuilt  and  all  industries  encouraged. 

The  young  men  of  the  country — tho.se  w^ho  from  their  age  must  be  its 
nilers  twenty-five  years  hence — have  a  peculiar  interest  in  maintaining 
the  national  honor.  A  moment's  reflection  as  to  what  will  be  our  com- 
manding influence  among  the  nations  of  the  earth  in  their  day,  if  they 
are  only  true  to  themselv'es,  should  inspire  them  w^ith  national  pride. 
All  divisions — geographical,  political ,  and  religious — can  join  in  this  com- 
mon sentiment.  How  the  public  debt  is  to  l>e  paid  or  specie  payments 
resumed  is  not  so  important  as  that  a  plan  should  be  adopted  and  acqui- 
esced in,  A  united  determination  to  do  is  worth  more  than  divided 
Is  upon  the  method  of  doing,     Legislation  upon  this  subject  may 
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not  be  necessary  now,  nor  even  advisable,  but  it  will  be  when  the  civil 
law  is  more  fully  restored  in  all  parts  of  the  country  and  trade  resumes 
its  wonted  channels. 

It  will  be  my  endeavor  to  execute  all  laws  in  good  faith,  to  collect  all 
revenues  assessed,  and  to  have  them  properly  accounted  for  and  econom- 
ically disbursed.  I  will  to  the  best  of  my  ability  appoint  to  office  those 
only  who  will  carry  out  this  design. 

In  regard  to  foreign  policy,  I  would  deal  with  nations  as  equitable  law 
requires  individuals  to  deal  with  each  other,  and  I  would  protect  the  law- 
abiding  citizen,  whether  of  native  or  foreign  birth,  wherever  his  rights 
are  jeopardized  or  the  flag  of  our  country  floats.  I  would  respect  the 
rights  of  all  nations,  demanding  equal  respect  for  our  own.  If  others 
depart  from  this  rule  in  their  dealings  with  us,  we  may  be  compelled  to 
follow  their  precedent. 

The  proper  treatment  of  the  original  occupants  of  this  land — the  In- 
dians— is  one  deserving  of  careful  study.  I  will  favor  any  course  toward 
them  which  tends  to  their  civilization  and  ultimate  citizenship. 

The  question  of  suffrage  is  one  which  is  likely  to  agitate  the  public  so 
long  as  a  portion  of  the  citizens  of  the  nation  are  excluded  from  its  privi- 
leges in  any  State.  It  seems  to  me  very  desirable  that  this  question 
should  be  settled  now,  and  I  entertain  the  hope  and  express  the  desire 
that  it  may  be  by  the  ratification  of  the  fifteenth  article  of  amendment  to 
the  Constitution. 

In  conclusion  I  ask  patient  forbearance  one  toward  another  throughout 
the  land,  and  a  determined  effort  on  the  part  of  every  citizen  to  do  his 
share  toward  cementing  a  happy  union;  and  I  ask  the  prayers  of  the 
nation  to  Almighty  God  in  behalf  of  this  consummation.

Since  the  nomination  and  confirmation  of  Alexander  T.  Stewart  to  the 
oflBce  of  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  I  find  that  by  the  eighth  section  of 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  September  2,  1789,  it  is  provided  as  follows, 
to  wit: 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  person  appointed  to  any  office  instituted  by  this 
act  shaU,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  concerned  or  interested  in  canying  on  the  busi- 
ness of  trade  or  commerce;  or  be  owner,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  sea  vessel;  or 
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purchase,  by  himself  or  another  in  trust  for  him,  any  public  lands  or  other  public 
property;  or  be  concerned  in  the  purchase  or  disposal  of  any  public  securities  of  any 
State  or  of  the  United  States;  or  take  or  apply  to  his  own  use  any  emolument  or 
gain  for  negotiating  or  transacting  any  business  in  the  said  Department  other  than 
what  shall  be  allowed  by  law;  and  if  any  person  shall  offend  against  any  of  the 
prohibitions  of  this  act  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high  misdemeanor  and  for- 
feit to  the  United  States  the  penalty  of  {3,000,  and  shall  upon  conviction  be  removed 
from  oflSce  and  forever  thereafter  incapable  of  holding  any  office  under  the  United 
States:  Provided^  That  if  any  other  person  than  a  public  prosecutor  shall  give  infor- 
mation of  any  such  offense,  upon  which  a  prosecution  and  conviction  shall  be  had, 
one-half  the  aforesaid  penalty  of  l3,ooo,  when  recovered,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
person  giving  such  information. 

In  view  of  these  provisions  and  the  fact  that  Mr.  Stewart  has  been 
unanimously  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  I  would  ask  that  he  be  exempted 
by  joint  resolution  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  from  the  operations  of 
the  same.

While  I  am  aware  that  the  time  in  which  Congress  proposes  now 
to  remain  in  session  is  very  brief,  and  that  it  is  its  desire,  as  far  as  is 
consistent  with  the  pubUc  interest,  to  avoid  entering  upon  the  general 
business  of  legislation,  there  is  one  subject  which  concerns  so  deeply 
the  welfare  of  the  country  that  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  bring  it  before  you. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  concur  with  me  in  the  opinion  that  it  is 
desirable  to  restore  the  States  which  were  engaged  in  the  rebellion  to 
their  proper  relations  to  the  Government  and  the  country  at  as  early  a 
period  as  the  people  of  those  States  shall  be  found  willing  to  become 
peaceful  and  orderly  communities  and  to  adopt  and  maintain  such  con- 
stitutions and  laws  as  will  effectually  secure  the  civil  and  political  rights 
of  all  persons  within  their  borders.  The  authority  of  the  United  States, 
which  has  been  vindicated  and  established  by  its  military  power,  must 
undoubtedly  be  asserted  for  the  absolute  protection  of  all  its  citizens  in 
the  full  enjoyment  of  the  freedom  and  security  which  is  the  object  of  a 
repubUcan  government;  but  whenever  the  people  of  a  rebellious  State 
are  ready  to  enter  in  good  faith  upon  the  accomplishment  of  this  object, 
in  entire  conformity  with  the  constitutional  authority  of  Congress,  it  is 
certainly  desirable  that  all  causes  of  irritation  should  be  removed  as 
promptly  as  possible,  that  a  more  perfect  union  may  be  established  and 
the  country  be  restored  to  peace  and  prosperity. 

The  convention  of  the  people  of  Virginia  which  met  in  Richmond  on 
Tuesday,  December  3,  1867,  framed  a  constitution  for  that  State,  which 
was  adopted  by  the  convention  on  the  17th  of  April,  1868,  and  I  desire 
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respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  propriety  of  provid- 
ing by  law  for  the  holding  of  an  election  in  that  State  at  some  time  dur- 
ing the  months  of  May  and  June  next,  under  the  direction  of  the  military 
commander  of  that  district,  at  which  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  that 
constitution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  the  State;  and  if  this 
should  seem  desirable,  I  would  recommend  that  a  separate  vote  be  taken 
upon  such  parts  as  may  be  thought  expedient,  and  that  at  the  same  time 
and  under  the  same  authority  there  shall  be  an  election  for  the  officers 
provided  under  such  constitution,  and  that  the  constitution,  or  such  parts 
thereof  as  shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  people,  be  submitted  to  Con- 
gress on  the  first  Monday  of  December  next  for  its  consideration,  so  that 
if  the  same  is  then  approved  the  necessary  steps  will  have  been  taken  for 
the  restoration  of  the  State  of  Virginia  to  its  proper  relations  to  the  Union. 
I  am  led  to  make  this  recommendation  from  the  confident  hope  and  belief 
that  the  people  of  that  State  are  now  ready  to  cooperate  with  the  National 
Government  in  bringing  it  again  into  such  relations  to  the  Union  as  it 
ought  as  soon  as  possible  to  establish  and  maintain,  and  to  give  to  all 
its  people  those  equal  rights  under  the  law  which  were  asserted  in  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  in  the  words  of  one  of  the  most  illustrious 
of  its  sons. 

I  desire  also  to  ask  the  consideration  of  Congress  to  the  question 
whether  there  is  not  just  ground  for  believing  that  the  constitution 
framed  by  a  convention  of  the  people  of  Mississippi  for  that  State,  and 
once  rejected,  might  not  be  again  submitted  to  the  people  of  that  State  in 
like  manner,  and  with  the  probabiUty  of  the  same  result.

PROCLAMATIONS. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
A  proclamation. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April 
10,  1869,  I  hereby  designate  the  6th  day  of  July,  1869,  as  the  time  for 
submitting  the  constitution  passed  by  the  convention  which  met  in  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  on  Tuesday,  the  3d  day  of  December,  1867,  to  the  voters  of 
said  State  registered  at  the  date  of  such  submission,  viz,  July  6,  1869,  for 
ratification  or  rejection. 

And  I  submit  to  a  separate  vote  the  fourth  clause  of  section  i  of  article 
3  of  said  constitution,  which  is  in  the  following  words: 

Every  {>erson  who  has  been  a  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress,  or  elector 
of  President  or  Vice-President,  or  who  held  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the 
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United  States,  or  tinder  any  State,  who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  as  a  member  of  any  State 
legislature,  or  as  an  executive  or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  shall  have  engaged  in 
insurrection  or  rebellion  against  the  same  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies 
thereof.  This  clause  shall  include  the  following  officers:  Governor,  lieutenant- 
governor,  secretary  of  state,  auditor  of  public  accounts,  second  auditor,  register  of 
the  land  office,  State  treasurer,  attorney-general,  sheriffs,  sergeant  of  a  city  or  town, 
commissioner  of  the  revenue,  county  surveyors,  constables,  overseers  of  the  poor, 
commissioner  of  the  board  of  public  works,  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  judges 
of  the  circuit  court,  judges  of  the  court  of  hustings,  justices  of  the  county  courts, 
mayor,  recorder,  alderman,  councilmen  of  a  city  or  town,  coroners,  escheators,  in- 
spectors of  tobacco,  flour,  etc.,  clerks  of  the  supreme,  district,  circuit,  and  county 
courts  and  of  the  court  of  hustings,  and  attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth:  Pro- 
videdy  That  the  legislature  may,  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  both  houses,  remove  the 
disabilities  incurred  by  this  clause  from  any  person  included  therein,  by  a  separate 
vote  in  each  case. 

And  I  also  submit  to  a  separate  vote  the  seventh  section  of  article  3  of 
the  said  constitution,  which  is  in  the  words  followmg: 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  oath  of  office,  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  mem- 
bers of  the  general  assembly,  secretary  of  state,  auditor  of  public  accounts,  State 
treasurer,  attorney-general,  and  all  persons  elected  to  any  convention  to  frame  a 
constitution  for  this  State  or  to  amend  or  revise  this  constitution  in  any  manner, 
and  mayor  and  council  of  any  city  or  town,  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation:  /Vt^ 
i*idedy  The  disabilities  therein  contained  may  be  individually  removed  by  a  three- 
fifths  vote  of  the  general  assembly: 

**I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  have  never  voluntarily  borne  arms 
against  the  United  States  since  I  have  been  a  citizen  thereof;  that  I  have  volun- 
tarily given  no  aid,  countenance,  counsel,  or  encouragement  to  persons  engaged 
in  armed  hostility  thereto;  that  I  have  never  sought  nor  accepted  nor  attempted  to 
exercise  the  functions  of  any  office  whatever  under  any  authority  or  pretended  au- 
thority in  hostility  to  the  United  States;  that  I  have  not  yielded  a  voluntary  support 
to  any  pretended  government,  authority,  power,  or  constitution  within  the  United 
States  hostile  or  inimical  thereto.  And  I  do  further  swear  (or  affirm)  that,  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability,  I  will  support  and  defend  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  against  all  enemies,  foreign  and  domestic;  that  I  will  bear  true 
faith  and  allegiance  to  the  same;  that  I  take  this  obligation  freely,  without  any 
mental  reservation  or  purpose  of  evasion,  and  that  I  will  well  and  faithfully  dischaige 
the  duties  of  the  office  on  which  I  am  about  to  enter.    So  help  me  God.** 

The  above  oath  shall  also  be  taken  by  all  the  city  and  county  ofl5- 
cers  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  and  by  all  other  State  oflScers  not 
included  in  the  above  provision.  I  direct  the  vote  to  be  taken  upon  each 
of  the  above-cited  provisions  alone,  and  upon  the  other  portions  of  the 
said  constitution  in  the  following  manner,  viz: 

Each  voter  favoring  the  ratification  of  the  constitution  (excluding  the 
provisions  above  quoted)  as  framed  by  the  convention  of  December  3, 
1867,  shall  express  his  judgment  by  voting  for  the  constitution. 

Each  voter  favoring  the  rejection  of  the  constitution  (excluding  the 
provisions  above  quoted)  shall  express  his  judgment  by  voting  against 
the  constitution. 
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Each  voter  will  be  allowed  to  cast  a  separate  ballot  for  or  against  either 
or  both  of  the  provisions  above  quoted.

In  piu^uance  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April 
10,  1869,  I  hereby  designate  Tuesday,  the  30th  day  of  November,  1869, 
as  the  time  for  submitting  the  constitution  adopted  on  the  15th  day  of 
May,  1868,  by  the  convention  which  met  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  to  the  voters 
of  said  State  registered  at  the  date  of  such  submission,  viz,  November 
30.  1869. 

And  I  submit  to  a  separate  vote  that  part  of  section  3  of  Article  VII 
of  said  constitution  which  is  in  the  following  words: 

That  I  am  not  disfranchised  in  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  acts  known  as  the 
reconstruction  acts  of  the  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth  Congress,  and  that  I  admit 
the  political  and  civil  equality  of  all  men.  So  help  me  God:  Provided^  If  Congress 
shall  at  any  time  remove  the  disabilities  of  any  person  disfranchised  in  said  recon- 
struction acts  of  the  said  Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth  Congress  (and  the  legislature  of 
this  State  shaU  concur  therein),  then  so  much  of  this  oath,  and  so  much  only,  as 
refers  to  the  said  reconstruction  acts  shall  not  be  required  of  such  person  so  pardoned 
to  entitle  him  to  be  registered. 

And  I  further  submit  to  a  separate  vote  section  5  of  the  same  article 
of  said  constitution,  which  is  in  the  following  words: 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  civil  or  military,  in  this 
State  who,  as  a  member  of  the  legislature,  voted  for  the  call  of  the  convention  that 
passed  the  ordinance  of  secession,  or  who,  as  a  delegate  to  any  convention,  voted  for 
or  signed  any  ordinance  of  secession,  or  who  gave  voluntary  aid,  countenance,  coun- 
sel, or  encouragement  to  persons  engaged  in  armed  hostility  to  the  United  States, 
or  who  accepted  or  attempted  to  exercise  the  functions  of  any  office,  civil  or  mili- 
tary, under  any  authority  or  pretended  government,  authority,  power,  or  constitution

That  nothing  in  this  section,  except  voting  for  or  signing  the  ordinance  of  secession, 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  exclude  from  office  the  private  soldier  of  the  late  so-caUed 
Confederate  States  army. 

And  I  further  submit  to  a  separate  vote  section  5  of  Article  XII  of  the 
said  constitution,  which  is  in  the  following  words: 
The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  pledged  or  loaned  in  aid  of  any  person,  1 
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ciation,  or  corporation;  nor  shall  the  State  hereafter  become  a  stockholder  in  any 
corporation  or  association. 

And  I  further  submit  to  a  separate  vote  part  of  the  oath  of  office  pre- 
scribed in  section  26  of  Article  XII  of  the  said  constitution,  which  is  in 
the  following  words: 

That  I  have  never,  as  a  member  of  any  convention,  voted  for  or  signed  any  ordi- 
nance of  secession;  that  I  have  never,  as  a  member  of  any  State  legislature,  voted 
for  the  call  of  any  convention  that  passed  any  such  ordinance. 

The  above  oath  shall  also  be  taken  by  all  the  city  and  county  officers 
before  entering  upon  their  duties,  and  by  all  other  State  officials  not 
included  in  the  above  provision.  I  direct  the  vote  to  be  taken  upon 
each  of  the  above-dted  provisions  aloae,  and  upon  the  other  portions  of 
the  said  constitution  in  the  following  manner,  viz: 

Each  voter  favoring  the  ratification  of  the  constitution  (excluding  the 
provisions  above  quoted),  as  adopted  by  the  convention  of  May  15,  1868, 
shall  express  his  judgment  by  voting  for  the  constitution. 

Each  voter  favoring  the  rejection  of  the  constitution  (excluding  the 
provisions  above  quoted)  shall  express  his  judgment  by  voting  against 
the  constitution. 

Each  voter  will  be  allowed  to  cast  a  separate  ballot  for  or  against  either 
or  both  of  the  provisions  above  quoted. 

It  is  understood  that  sections  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9, 10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  and  15 
of  Article  XIII,  under  the  head  of  **  Ordinance, '  *  are  considered  as  form- 
ing no  part  of  the  said  constitution.

^t  purchases  of  goods  for  Indian  purposes,  and  inspect  said  purchases, 
advising  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  in  regard  thereto. 

5.  Whene\^er  they  shall  deem  it  necessary  or  advisable  that  instruc- 
tions of  superintendents  or  agents  l>e  changed  or  modified,  the}'  will 
communicate  such  advice  through  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Intlian 
Affaiis  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior^  and  in  like  manner  their  advice 
as  to  changes  in  modes  of  purchasing  goods  or  conducting  the  affairs  of 
the  Indian  Bureau  proper.  Complaints  against  superintendents  or  agents 
or  other  officers  will  in  the  same  manner  be  forw^arded  to  the  Indian 
Bureau  or  Department  of  the  Interior  for  action. 

6.  The  commission  will  at  their  board  meetings  detennine  upon  the 
rfcommendations  to  be  made  as  to  the  plans  of  ci\ilizing  or  dealing

FIRST  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Executive  Mansion, 
Washington,  D.  C,  December  6,  /86q. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  coming  before  you  for  the  first  time  as  Chief  Magistrate  of  this 
great  nation,  it  is  with  gratitude  to  the  Giver  of  All  Goo<l  for  the  many 
benefits  we  enjoy.     We  are  blessed  with  peace  at  home,  and  are  witlunit 
entangling  alliances  abroad  to  forebode  trouble;  with  a  territory  unsur- 
passed in  fertility,  of  an  area  equal  to  the  almndant  supix^rt  of  5(x^rxxj/xx; 
people, and  abounding  in  every  variety  of  useful  mineral  in  quantity  suf- 
ficient to  supply  the  world  for  generations;  with  exulx;rant  ctoi>s;  with 
^  variety  of  climate  adapted  to  the  production  of  every  six.-cies  of  earth' s 
^ches  and  suited  to  the  habits,  tastes,  and  requirements  of  every  living 
tliiug.  with  a  population  of  40,000,000  free  people,  all  speaking  one  lan- 
.^^ge;   with  facilities  for  ever>'  mortal  to  acquire  an  education;    with 
"^titutions  closing  to  none  the  avenues  to  fame  or  any  blessing  of  for- 
^^e  that  may  be  coveted;  with  freedom  of  the  pulpit,  the  press,  and  the 
^hool;  with  a  revenue  flowing  into  the  National  Treasury  beyond  the 
^nirements  of  the  Government.     Happily,  harmony  is  IxriiiK  rapidly 
^^tored  mthin  our  own  borders.     Manufactures  hitherto  unknown  in 
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taxation  than  the  citizen  has  endured  for  six  years  past,  the  entire  pub- 
lic debt  could  l)e  paid  in  ten  years.  But  it  is  not  desirable  that  the 
people  should  l>e  taxed  to  pay  it  in  that  lime.  Year  by  year  the  ability 
to  pay  increases  in  a  rapitl  ratio.  But  the  liurdeu  of  interest  ought  to 
be  reduced  as  rapidly  as  can  Ixf  done  without  the  violation  of  contract. 
The  public  delit  is  rei>rest;nted  in  great  part  by  bunds  having  from  five 
to  twenty  and  from  ten  to  forty  years  to  rnu,  l>earing  interest  at  the  rate 
of  6  |»er  cent  and  5  |kt  cent,  res|x^tively.  It  is  optional  with  the  Gov- 
ernment to  pay  these  l)ouds  at  any  ixrrioil  after  the  expiration  of  the 
least  time  mentioned  i\\\a\\  their  face.  The  time  has  already  expired 
when  a  j^rcat  part  of  them  may  l)e  taken  up.  and  is  rapidly  approaching 
when  all  may  be.  It  is  believed  that  all  which  are  now  due  ma}'  l>e 
replaced  by  bonds  l>eariug  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  43^  per  cent, 
and  as  rapidly  as  the  remainder  lieconie  due  that  they  may  be  replaced 
in  the  same  way.  To  accomplish  this  it  may  l>e  necessary'  to  authorize 
the  interest  to  be  paid  at  either  of  three  or  four  of  the  money  centers  of 
Enrr>pe.  or  l>y  any  assistaut  treasurer  of  the  United  States,  at  the  option 
of  the  holder  of  the  Injud.  I  suggest  this  subject  for  the  consideration  of 
Congress,  and  als(3,  sinniltaneotisly  with  this,  tlie  propriety  of  redeem- 
ing our  cnrrcncy.  as  beftjre  suggested,  at  its  market  value  at  the  time 
the  law  goes  into  effect,  increasing  the  rate  at  which  currency  shall  Ite 
bought  and  sold  from  day  to  day  or  week  to  w^eek,  at  the  same  rate  of 
interest  as  Governuicut  pays  upon  its  lx)nds. 

The  subjects  of  tarifl  and  internal  taxation  will  necessarily  receive 
your  attention.  The  revenues  of  the  c*>untry  are  greater  than  the 
requirements,  and  may  with  safety  be  reduced.  But  as  the  funding  *>f 
the  debt  in  a  4  or  a  4)4  per  cent  loan  would  reduce  annual  current  ex- 
peuses  largely,  thus,  after  funding,  justifying  a  greater  reduction  of 
taxation  than  would  be  now  exjx^dient,  I  suggest  postponement  of  this 
question  until  the  next  meeting  of  Congress, 

It  may  be  advisable  to  modify  taxation  and  tariff  in  instances  where 
unjust  or  burdensome  discriminations  are  made  by  the  present  laws,  but 
a  general  revision  of  the  laws  regulating  tins  subject  I  recommend  the 
postponement  of  for  the  present,  I  also  suggest  the  renewal  of  the  tax 
on  incomes,  but  at  a  reduced  rate,  say  of  3  per  cent,  and  this  tax  to 
expire  in  three  years. 

With  the  funding  of  the  national  debt,  as  here  suggested,  I  feel  safe 
in  saying  that  taxes  and  the  revenue  from  imports  may  be  reduced  safely 
from  sixty  to  eighty  millions  jier  antuim  at  once,  and  may  be  still  further 
reduced  from  year  to  year,  as  the  resources  of  the  conntr>^  are  developed. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasnr\'  shows  the  receipts  of  the 
Govenimeut  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1869,  to  be  $370,943,747, 
and  the  expenditures,  including  interest » bounties^  etc. ,  to  be  $32 1 .490, 597. 
The  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  are  more  favorable  to  the  Goiernmeut. 
and  will  no  doubt  show  a  much  larger  decrease  of  the  pub  he  debt.

The  receipts  in  tlie  Treasury  lj>eyond  expenditures  have  exceeded  t!ie 
amount  necessar>^  to  place  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund,  as  jmiv  ided 
bv  law.  To  look  up  the  surplus  in  the  Treasury  and  withhold  it  fnnu 
circulation  would  lead  to  such  a  contraction  of  the  currency  as  to  cripple 
trade  and  seriously  affect  the  prosperity  of  the  coiuUr> .  Under  these 
drcumstances  the  Secretar>^  of  the  Treasury  and  myself  lieartily  con- 
ctuxed  in  the  propriety  of  using  all  the  surplus  currenc>"  in  the  Treasury 
in  thepurcliase  of  Government  bonds,  thus  reducin^^  the  interest-bearing 
iiidebte<hie*vs  of  the  country,  and  of  submittiuj^  to  Congress  the  question 
of  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  the  bonds  so  purchased.  The  Ixiiids  now 
held  by  the  Treasury  amount  to  alx>ut  seventy-flve  millions,  including 
those  belonging  to  the  sinking  fund.  1  recoinnieml  that  the  whttle  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund. 

Your  attention  is  respectfulh'  invited  to  the  reconnnendations  of  the 
Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  for  the  creation  uf  the  ulfice  of  comuiissiouer 
of  customs  revenue;  for  the  increase  of  salaries  to  certain  classes  of  offi- 
^oals;  tlie  substitution  of  increased  nationahbank  circulation  to  replace 
;he  outstanding  3  jxrr  cent  certi6cates;  and  must  esjx-cially  to  his  recom- 
mendation for  the  repeal  of  laws  allowing  shares  of  fines,  penalties,  for- 
feitures^etc,  to  officers  of  the  Government  or  to  informers. 

The  office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue  is  one  of  the  most 
arduous  and  responsible  under  the  Government.  It  falls  but  little,  if 
any,  short  of  a  Cabinet  position  in  its  importance  and  res|x>nsibiljlies,  I 
would  ask  for  it»  therefore,  such  legislation  as  in  your  judgment  will 
place  the  office  upt:>n  a  fiKJting  of  dignity  commensurate  with  its  im- 

Cportance  and  with  the  character  and  qualifications  of  the  class  of  men 
^^^quired  to  fill  it  properly. 
As  the  United  States  is  the  freest  of  all  nations,  so,  too,  itfi  people  sym- 
pathize with  all  people  struggling  for  liU^rty  and  self-govermnent;  but 
^hile  so  sympathizing  it  is  due  to  our  honor  that  we  should  abstain  from 
enforcing  our  \news  upon  unwilling  nations  and  from  taking  an  inter- 
ested part,  xvithout  invHaiwn,  in  the  quarrels  lietween  different  nations  or 
lietween  govenmients  and  their  suljjects.  Our  course  should  always  l>e 
in  conformity  w^ith  strict  justice  and  law,  inteniational  and  locaL  vSuch 
lias  been  the  policy  of  the  Administration  in  dealing  with  these  questions. 
For  more  than  a  year  a  valuable  province  of  Spain,  and  a  near  neighbor 
of  ours,  in  whom  all  our  people  can  not  but  feel  a  deep  interest »  has  been 
gling  for  indepen<lence  and  freedom.  The  people  and  Government 
the  United  States  entertain  the  same  warm  feelings  and  sympathies 
for  the  people  of  Cuba  in  their  pending  struggle  that  they  manifested 
throughout  the  previous  struggles  between  Spain  and  her  former  colonies 
in  Ijehalf  of  the  latter.  But  the  contest  has  at  no  time  assuaied  the  con- 
ditious  which  amount  to  a  war  in  the  sense  of  international  law,  or  which 
would  show^  the  existence  of  a  defacio  political  organization  of  the  insur- 
nts  sufficient  to  justify  a  recx)guition  uf  belligerency. 
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The  principle  is  maintained,  however,  that  this  nation  is  its  own  jud 
when  to  accord  the  rights  of  belligerency,  either  to  a  people  struggli 
to  free  themselves  from  a  government  they  believe  to  be  oppressive  or 
independent  nations  at  war  with  each  other. 

The  United  States  have  no  disposition  to  interfere  with  the  existi 
relations  of  Spain  to  her  colonial  possessions  on  this  continent.  Tl 
believe  that  in  due  time  Spain  and  other  European  powers  will  find  th 
interest  in  terminating  those  relations  and  establishing  their  pres< 
dependencies  as  independent  powers — members  of  the  family  of  natio: 
These  dependencies  are  no  longer  regarded  as  subject  to  transfer  fn 
one  European  power  to  another.  When  the  present  relation  of  colon 
ceases,  they  are  to  become  independent  powers,  exercising  the  right 
Ij  choice  and  of  self-control  in  the  determination  of  their  future  conditi 

and  relations  with  other  powers. 

The  United  States,  in  order  to  put  a  stop  to  bloodshed  in  Cuba,  and 
the  interest  of  a  neighboring  people,  proposed  their  good  oflSces  to  bri 
the  existing  contest  to  a  termination.  The  offer,  not  being  accepted 
Spain  on  a  basis  which  we  believed  could  be  received  by  Cuba,  was  wii 
drawn.  It  is  hoped  that  the  good  offices  of  the  United  States  may  \ 
prove  advantageous  for  the  settlement  of  this  unhappy  strife.  Mes 
while  a  number  of  illegal  expeditions  against  Cuba  liave  been  broken  i 
It  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  Administration  to  execute  the  neutral 
laws  in  good  faith,  no  matter  how  unpleasant  the  task,  made  so  by  t 
sufferings  we  have  endured  from  lack  of  like  good  faith  toward  us 
other  nations. 
J  On  the  26th  of  March  last  the  United  States  schooner  Lizzie  Ma^ 

was  arrested  on  the  high  seas  by  a  Spanish  frigate,  and  two  passeng( 
I  jj  .  taken  from  it  and  carried  as  prisoners  to  Cuba.    Representations  of  th< 

*  facts  were  made  to  the  Spanish  Government  as  soon  as  oflScial  infom 

tion  of  them  reached  Washington.  The  two  passengers  were  set 
liberty,  and  the  Spanish  Government  assured  the  United  States  that  t 
captain  of  the  frigate  in  making  the  capture  had  acted  without  law,  tl 
he  had  been  reprimanded  for  the  irregularity  of  his  conduct,  and  that  t 
Spanish  authorities  in  Cuba  would  not  sanction  any  act  that  could  v 
late  the  rights  or  treat  with  disrespect  the  sovereignty  of  this  nation. 

The  question  of  the  seizure  of  the  brig  Mary  Lowell  at  one  of  t 
Bahama  Islands  by  Spanish  authorities  is  now  the  subject  of  correspoi 
ence  between  this  Government  and  those  of  Spain  and  Great  Britain. 

The  Captain-General  of  Cuba  about  May  last  issued  a  proclamati 
!  authorizing  search  to  be  made  of  vessels  on  the  high  seas.     Immedi; 

remonstrance  was  made  against  this,  whereupon  the  Captain-Gene 
issued  a  new  proclamation  limiting  the  right  of  search  to  vessels  of  1 
United  States  so  far  as  authorized  under  the  treaty  of  1795.  This  pr 
lamation,  however,  was  immediately  withdrawn. 

I  have  always  felt  that  the  most  intimate  relations  should  be  cultival 
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between  the  Repablic  of  the  United  States  and  all  independent  nations  on 
this  continent.  It  may  be  well  worth  considering  whether  new  treaties 
between  us  and  them  may  not  be  profitably  entered  into,  to  secure  more 
intimate  relations — friendly,  commercial,  and  otherwise. 

The  subject  of  an  interoceanic  canal  to  connect  the  Atlantic  and  P^fic 
oceans  through  the  Isthmus  of  Darien  is  one  in  which  commerce  is 
greatly  interested-  Instructions  have  been  given  to  our  minister  to  the 
RepuUic  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia  toendeax-or  to  obtain  authority 
for  a  survey  by  this  Government,  in  order  to  determine  the  practicability 
of  such  an  undertaking,  and  a  charter  for  the  right  of  way  to  build,  by 
private  enterprise,  such  a  work,  if  the  survey  pro\'es  it  to  be  practicable. 

In  order  to  comply  with  the  agreement  of  the  United  States  as  to  a 
mixed  commission  at  Lima  for  the  adjustment  of  claims,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  send  a  commissioner  and  secretar>'  to  Lima  in  August  last.  No 
appropriadcHi  having  been  made  by  Congress  for  this  purpose,  it  is  now 
asked  that  one  be  made  covering  the  past  and  future  expenses  of  the 
commission. 

The  good  offices  of  the  United  States  to  bring  about  a  peace  between 
Spain  and  the  South  American  Republics  with  which  she  is  at  war  hav- 
ing been  accepted  by  Spain,  Peru,  and  Chile,  a  congress  has  been  in\nted 
to  be  held  in  Washington  during  the  present  winter. 

A  grant  has  been  gix-en  to  Europeans  of  an  exclusive  right  of  transit 
over  the  territcwy  of  Nicaragua,  to  which  Costa  Rica  has  given  its  assent, 
which,  it  is  alleged,  conflicts  with  vested  rights  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  The  Department  of  State  has  now  this  subject  under  consid- 
eration. 

The  minister  of  Peru  hax-ing  made  representations  that  there  was  a 
state  of  war  between  Peru  and  Spain,  and  that  Sjxiin  was  constnicting, 
in  and  near  New  York,  thirty  gunboats,  which  might  l>e  used  by  Sjxiin  in 
such  a  way  as  to  relieve  the  naval  force  at  Cul)a.  so  as  to  operate  against 
Peru,  orders  were  given  to  prevent  their  departiu-e.  No  further  steps 
having  been  taken  by  the  representati\e  of  the  Peni\-ian  Government 
to  prevent  the  departure  of  these  vessels,  and  I  not  feeling  authorized  to 
detain  the  property  of  a  nation  with  which  we  are  at  peace  on  a  mere 
Executive  order,  the  matter  has  been  referreil  to  the  anirts  to  decide. 

The  conduct  of  the  war  between  the  allies  and  the  Republic  of  Para- 
guay has  made  the  intercourse  with  that  countr>-  so  difficult  that  it  has 
been  deemed  adx-isable  to  withdraw  our  representative  from  there. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  last  Administration  a  convention  was  signed  at 
London  for  the  settlement  of  all  outstanding  claims  Ix^tween  Great  Brit- 
ain and  the  United  States,  which  failed  to  receive  the  ad\*ice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  to  its  ratification.  The  time  and  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  negotiation  of  that  treaty  were  unfavorable  to  its  acceptance  by  the 
people  of  the  United  States,  and  its  provisions  were  wholly  inadequate 
for  the  settlement  of  the  grave  wTongs  that  had  been  sustained  by  this 
M  P — vol.  ra— 3 
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Government,  as  well  as  by  its  citizens.  The  injuries  resulting  to  the 
United  States  by  reason  of  the  cx)urse  adopted  by  Great  Britain  during 
our  late  civil  war — in  the  increased  rates  of  instu^nce;  in  the  diminution 
of  exports  and  imports,  and  other  obstructions  to  domestic  industr>^  and 
production;  in  its  effect  upon  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  country;  in 
the  decrease  and  transfer  to  Great  Britain  of  our  commercial  marine; 
in  the  prolongation  of  the  war  and  the  increased  cost  (both  in  treasure 
and  in  lives)  of  its  suppression — could  not  be  adjusted  and  satisfied  as 
ordinary  commercial  claims,  which  continually  arise  between  commercial 
nations;  and  yet  the  convention  treated  them  simply  as  such  ordinary 
claims,  from  which  they  differ  more  widely  in  the  gravity  of  their  char- 
acter than  in  the  magnitude  of  their  amount,  great  even  as  is  that  differ- 
ence. Not  a  word  was  found  in  the  treaty,  and  not  an  inference  could 
be  drawn  from  it,  to  remove  t!ie  sense  of  the  unfriendUness  of  the  course 
of  Great  Britain  in  our  struggle  for  existence,  which  had  so  deeply  and 
universally  impressed  itself  upon  the  people  of  this  country. 

BeUeving  that  a  convention  thus  misconceived  in  its  scope  and  inad- 
equate in  its  provisions  would  not  have  produced  the  hearty,  cordial  set- 
tlement of  pending  questions,  which  alone  is  consistent  with  the  relations 
which  I  desire  to  have  firmly  established  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain,  I  regarded  the  action  of  the  Senate  in  rejecting  the  treaty 
to  have  been  wisely  taken  in  the  interest  of  peace  and  as  a  necessary  step 
in  the  direction  of  a  perfect  and  cordial  friendship  between  the  two  coun- 
tries. A  sensitive  people,  conscious  of  their  power,  are  more  at  ease 
under  a  great  wrong  wholly  unatoned  than  under  the  restraint  of  a  set- 
tlement which  satisfies  neither  their  ideas  of  justice  nor  their  grave  sense 
of  the  grievance  they  have  sustained.  The  rejection  of  the  treaty  was 
followed  by  a  state  of  public  feeling  on  both  sides  which  I  thought  not 
favorable  to  an  immediate  attempt  at  renewed  negotiations.  I  accord- 
ingly so  instructed  the  minister  of  the  United  States  to  Great  Britain, 
and  found  that  my  views  in  this  regard  were  shared  by  Her  Majesty's 
ministers.  I  hope  that  the  time  may  soon  arrive  when  the  two  Govern- 
ments can  approach  the  solution  of  this  momentous  question  with  an 
appreciation  of  what  is  due  to  the  rights,  dignity,  and  honor  of  each,  and 
with  the  determination  not  only  to  remove  the  causes  of  complaint  in  the 
past,  but  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  broad  principle  of  public  law  which 
will  prevent  future  differences  and  tend  to  firm  and  continued  peace  and 
friendship. 

This  is  now  the  only  grave  question  which  the  United  States  has  with 
any  foreign  nation. 

The  question  of  renewing  a  treaty  for  reciprocal  trade  between  the 
United  States  and  the  British  Provinces  on  this  continent  has  not  been 
favorably  considered  by  the  Administration.  The  advantages  of  such  a 
treaty  would  be  wholly  in  favor  of  the  British  producer.  Except,  pos- 
sibly, a  few  engaged  in  the  trade  between  the  two  sections,  no  citizen  of 
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the  United  States  would  be  benefited  by  reciprocity.  Our  internal  taxa- 
tion would  prove  a  protection  to  the  British  producer  ahnost  equal  to 
the  protection  which  our  manufacturers  now  receive  from  the  tariff. 
Some  arrangement,  however,  for  the  regulation  of  commercial  inter- 
course between  the  United  States  antl  the  Dominion  of  Canada  may  be 
desirable. 

The  commission  for  adjusting^  the  claims  of  the  * '  lludsous  Bay  and 
Puget  Sound  Agricultural  Company '  *  upon  the  United  States  has  termi- 
nated its  labors.  The  award  of  $650,000  has  been  made  and  all  rights 
and  titles  of  the  company  on  the  territory  of  the  United  States  have  been 
extinguished.  Deeds  for  the  property  of  the  company  ha\  e  lieen  deliv- 
ered.    An  appropriation  by  Congress  to  meet  this  sum  is  asked. 

The  commissioners  for  determining  the  northwestern  land  tonndary 
between  the  United  States  and  the  British  possessions  under  the  treaty 
of  1856  have  completed  their  labors,  and  the  commission  has  been  dis- 
solved. 

In  conformity  with  the  recommendation  of  Congress,  a  proposition  was 
early  made  to  the  British  Government  to  alx>lish  the  mixed  courts  created 
under  the  treaty  of  April  7,  1862,  for  the  suppression  of  the  slave  trade. 
The  subject  is  still  imder  negotiation. 

It  having  come  to  my  knowledge  that  a  corporate  company,  organized 
under  British  laws,  proposed  to  land  upon  the  shores  of  the  United  States 
and  to  operate  there  a  submarine  cable,  imder  a  concession  from  His 
Majesty  the  Em|Teror  of  the  French  of  an  exclusive  right  for  twenty 
yearn  of  telegraphic  communication  between  tlie  shores  of  France  and 
the  United  States,  with  the  very  objectionalilc  feature  of  subjecting  all 
messages  conveyed  thereby  to  the  scrutiny  and  control  of  the  French 
Government.  I  caused  the  French  and  British  legations  at  Washington 
to  be  made  acquainted  with  the  probable  policy  of  Congress  on  tliis  sub- 
ject, as  foreshadowed  by  the  bill  which  passed  the  Senate  in  March  last. 
This  drew  from  the  representatives  of  the  company  an  agreement  to 
accept  as  the  basis  of  their  operations  the  provisions  of  that  bill,  or  of 
such  other  enactment  on  the  subject  as  might  Ixf  passed  during  the 
approaching  session  of  Congress;  also,  to  use  tlitfir  influence  to  secure 
from  the  French  Government  a  modification  of  tlieir  concession,  so  as  to 
permit  the  landing  upon  French  soil  of  any  cable  Ix^longing  to  any  com- 
pany incorporated  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  State 
ill  the  Union,  and » on  their  part,  not  to  opiX)se  tlie  e^itablislnnent  of  any 
such  cable.  In  consideration  of  this  agreement  I  directed  the  with- 
drawal of  all  opposition  by  the  United  States  authorities  to  the  landing 
of  the  cable  and  to  the  working  of  it  until  the  meeting  of  Congress.  I 
regret  to  say  that  there  has  l>een  no  modification  made  in  the  company *s 
concession,  nor.  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  have  they  attempted  to  secure  one. 
Their  concession  excludes  tlie  capital  and  the  citizens  of  the  Ignited 
Slates   from   competition   upon   the  shores  of  France,     I  recommend 
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legislation  to  protect  the  rights  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  as  well  as 
the  dignity  and  sovereignty  of  the  nation,  against  such  an  assumption. 
I  shall  also  endeavor  to  secure,  by  negotiation,  an  abandonment  of  the 
principle  of  monopolies  in  ocean  telegraphic  cables.  Copies  of  this  cor- 
respondence are  herewith  furnished. 

The  unsettled  political  condition,  of  other  countries,  less  fortunate  than 
our  own,  sometimes  induces  their  citizens  to  come  to  the  United  States 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  becoming  nattu'alized.  Having  secured  this,  they 
return  to  their  native  country  and  reside  there,  without  disclosing  their 
change  of  allegiance.  They  accept  official  positions  of  trust  or  honor, 
which  can  only  be  held  by  citizens  of  their  native  land;  they  journey 
under  passports  describing  them  as  such  citizens;  and  it  is  only  when 
civil  discord,  after  perhaps  years  of  quiet,  threatens  their  persons  or  their 
property,  or  when  their  native  state  drafts  them  into  its  military  service, 
that  the  fact  of  their  change  of  allegiance  is  made  known.  They  reside 
permanently  away  from  the  United  States,  they  contribute  nothing  to  its 
revenues,  they  avoid  the  duties  of  its  citizenship,  and  they  only  make 
themselves  known  by  a  claim  of  protection.  I  have  directed  the  diplo- 
matic and  consular  officers  of  the  United  States  to  scrutinize  carefully 
all  such  claims  for  protection.  The  citizen  of  the  United  States,  whether 
native  or  adopted,  who  discharges  his  duty  to  his  countr>',  is  entitled  to 
its  complete  protection.  While  I  have  a  voice  in  the  direction  of  affairs 
I  shall  not  consent  to  imperil  this  sacred  right  by  conferring  it  upon  fic- 
titious or  fraudulent  claimants. 

On  the  accession  of  the  present  Administration  it  was  found  that  the 
minister  for  North  Germany  had  made  propositions  for  the  negotiation 
of  a  convention  for  the  protection  of  emigrant  passengers,  to  which  no 
response  had  been  given.  It  was  concluded  that  to  be  effectual  all  the 
maritime  powers  engaged  in  the  trade  should  join  in  such  a  measure. 
luN-itations  have  been  extended  to  the  cabinets  of  London,  Paris,  Flor- 
ence, Berlin,  Brussels,  The  Hague,  Copenhagen,  and  Stockholm  to  em- 
power their  representatives  at  Washington  to  simultaneously  enter  into 
negotiations  and  to  conclude  with  the  United  States  conventions  iden- 
tical in  form,  making  uniform  regulations  as  to  the  construction  of  the 
parts  of  vessels  to  be  devoted  to  the  use  of  emigrant  passengers,  as  to 
the  quality  and  quantity  of  food,  as  to  the  medical  treatment  of  the  sick, 
and  as  to  the  rules  to  be  obser\'ed  during  the  voyage,  in  order  to  secure 
ventilation,  to  promote  health,  to  prevent  intrusion,  and  to  protect  the 
females;  and  pro\'iding  for  the  establishment  of  tribunals  in  the  several 
countries  for  enforcing  such  regulations  by  sunimar>'  process. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  law  regulating  the  tariff  on 
Russian  hemp,  and  to  the  question  whether  to  fix  the  charges  on  Russian 
hemp  higher  than  they  are  fixed  upon  manila  is  not  a  \4olation  of  our 
treaty  with  Russia  placing  her  products  upon  the  same  footing  with 
those  of  the  most  favored  nations. 
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Oiir  manufactures  are  increasing  with  wonderful  rapidity  under  the 
encouragement  which  they  now  recei\^e.  With  the  improvements  in 
machinery-  already  effected,  and  still  increasing,  causing  machinery  to 
lake  the  place  of  skilled  lalK>r  to  a  large  extent,  our  iniix^rts  of  many 
articles  must  fall  off  largely  within  a  ver>'  few  years.  Fortunately^  too, 
manufactures  are  not  confined  to  a  few  localities,  as  formerly,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  will  become  more  and  more  diffused,  making  the  interest 
in  them  equal  in  all  sections.  They  give  employment  and  snpjiort  to 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  at  home,  and  retain  with  us  the  means 
which  otherwise  would  Ije  sliippcfl  abroad.  The  extension  of  railroads 
in  Europe  and  the  Kast  is  bringing  into  competition  witli  our  agri- 
cultural products  like  products  of  other  countries.  Self-interest,  if  not 
self-preservation,  therefore  dictates  caution  against  disturbing  any  indus- 
trial interest  of  the  country.  It  teaches  us  also  the  necessity  of  looking 
to  other  markets  for  the  sale  of  our  surplus.  Our  neighbors  south  of 
us.  and  China  and  Japan,  should  receive  our  special  attention.  It  will 
be  the  endeavor  of  the  Administration  to  cultivate  sucli  relations  with 
all  these  nations  as  to  entitle  us  to  their  confidence  and  make  it  their 
interest,  as  well  as  ours,  to  establish  l>etter  commercial  relations. 

Through  the  agency  of  a  more  enlightened  policy  than  that  lieretofore 
pursued  toward  China,  largely  due  to  the  sagacity  and  efforts  of  one  of 
our  own  distinguished  citizens,  the  world  is  aljout  to  commence  largely 
increased  relations  with  that  iwpnlous  atid  hitherto  exclusive  nation. 
As  the  United  States  have  !)een  the  initiators  in  this  new  policy,  so  they 
should  be  the  most  earnest  in  showing  their  gfxid  faith  in  making  it  a 
success.  In  this  connection  I  advise  such  legislation  as  will  forever  pre- 
clude the  enslavement  of  the  Chinese  upon  our  soil  under  the  name  of 
coohes,  and  also  prevent  American  vessels  from  engaging  in  the  trans- 
portation of  coolies  to  any  country  tolerating  the  system.  I  alsfj  recom- 
mend that  the  mission  to  China  l)e  raised  to  one  of  the  first  class. 

On  my  assuming  the  responsible  duties  of  Chief  Magistrate  of  the 
tJiiited  States  it  was  with  the  conviction  that  three  things  were  essential 
to  its  peace,  prosperity,  and  fullest  development.  First  among  these  is 
strict  integrity  in  fulfilling  all  our  obligations;  second,  to  secure  pro- 
tection to  the  person  aud  property  of  the  citi/vcn  of  the  United  States 
in  each  and  every  portion  of  oin*  common  cDuntr>\  wherever  he  may 
choase  to  move,  without  reference  to  original  nationality,  religion,  color, 
or  politics,  demanding  of  him  only  obedience  to  the  laws  and  prof>er 
respect  for  the  rights  of  others;  third,  union  of  all  the  States,  with  equal 
rights,  indestructible  by  any  constitutional  means. 

To  secure  the  first  of  these,  Congress  has  taken  two  essential  steps: 
First,  in  declaring  by  joint  resolution  that  the  public  debt  shall  l^e  paid, 

i principal  and  interest,  in  coin:  and,  second,  by  providing  the  means  for 
pacing.  Providing  the  means,  hnwev^er,  could  not  secure  the  object 
desired  without  a  proper  administration  of  the  laws  for  the  collection  of 
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thi*:  r^'frnoe^  ^tA  an  ec^ioriczxal  disbaiscsieixt  of  them.  To  tins  snb- 
jtf.t  the  Acr;:n>traty>n  has  nofit  earnestly  axidresEcd  itself,  with  results, 
I  h^4#t,  •sait:.'!tar,v>r>'  *j»  the  crjantry.  There  has  been  no  hesitation  in 
changing  offi/iiaLs  in  order  to  sectire  an  efficient  cxenition  of  the  laws, 
sometimes,  too.  when,  in  a  mere  party  view,  nndesirabic  political  results 
were  likely  to  follow:  nor  any  hesitatioa  in  sustaining  efficient  officials 
a$(ain«st  rem^-rtistrances  wholly  poI:t:caL 

It  may  }jt  well  to  mention  here  the  embarraissnient  possible  to  arise 
from  lea'.'in^  fm  the  statute  books  the  so-called  "  tenure-of -office  acts," 
and  iff  earnestly  recommend  their  total  reptal.  It  could  not  have  been 
the  intention  of  the  fraraers  of  the  Constitution,  when  providing  that 
app^/intments  made  by  the  President  should  recei\'e  the  consent  of  the 
Senate,  that  the  latter  should  have  the  power  to  retain  in  office  persons 
placed  there  by  Federal  appointment  against  the  will  of  the  President. 
The  law  is  inc^jnsistent  ii-ith  a  faithful  and  efficient  administration  of  the 
f>n'emment.  What  faith  can  an  Executive  put  in  officials  forced  upon 
him,  and  those,  too,  whom  he  has  suspended  for  reason?  How  will  such 
officials  be  likely  to  ser\'e  an  Administration  which  they  know  does  not 
trust  them? 

Kr/r  the  second  requisite  to  our  growth  and  prosperity  time  and  a  firm 
1/ut  humane  administration  of  existing  laws  (amended  from  time  to  time 
as  they  may  f^rm-e  ineffective  or  pro\'e  harsh  and  unuecessar>')  are  prob- 
ably all  that  are  rer^uired. 

The  third  can  not  be  attained  by  special  legislation,  but  must  be 
regarded  as  fixed  by  the  Constitution  itself  and  gradually  acquiesced  in 
by  force  of  public  opinion. 

From  the  foundation  of  the  Government  to  the  present  the  manage- 
ment of  the  original  inhabitants  of  this  continent — the  Indians — ^has  been 
a  .subject  of  eml>arrassment  and  expense,  and  has  been  attended  with 
continuous  robberies,  murders,  and  wars.  From  my  own  experience 
upon  the  frontiers  and  in  Indian  countries,  I  do  not  hold  either  leg^isla- 
tion  or  the  conduct  of  the  whites  who  come  most  in  contact  with  the 
Indian  blameless  for  these  hostilities.  The  past,  however,  can  not  be 
undone,  and  the  question  must  be  met  as  we  now  find  it.  I  have 
attempted  a  new  policy  toward  these  wards  of  the  nation  (they  can 
not  be  regarded  in  any  other  light  than  as  wards),  with  fair  results  so 
far  as  tried,  and  which  I  hope  will  be  attended  ultimately  with  great 
success.  The  vSociety  of  Friends  is  well  known  as  having  succeeded  in 
living  in  peace  with  the  Indians  in  the  early  settlement  of  Pennsylvania, 
while  their  white  neighbors  of  other  sects  in  other  sections  were  con- 
stantly embroiled.  They  are  also  known  for  their  opposition  to  all  strife, 
violence,  and  war,  and  are  generally  noted  for  their  strict  integrity  and 
fair  dealings.  These  considerations  induced  me  to  give  the  management 
of  a  few  reservations  of  Indians  to  them  and  to  throw  the  burden  of  the 
selection  of  agents  upon  the  society  itself.     The  result  has  proven  most 


satisfactory.  It  will  be  found  more  fully  set  forth  in  tlic  report  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs.  For  superintendents  and  Indian  agents 
not  on  the  reserv^ations,  officers  of  tlie  Army  were  selected*  The  rea- 
sons for  this  are  numerous.  Where  luchan  agents  are  sent,  there,  or  near 
there,  troops  must  be  sent  also.  The  agent  and  the  commander  of  troops 
are  independent  of  each  other,  and  are  subject  to  orders  from  different 
Departments  of  the  Government,  The  army  officer  holds  a  ]}ositiou  for 
life;  the  agent,  one  at  the  will  of  the  PresideiU.  The  former  is  person- 
ally interested  in  living  in  hannoixy  with  the  Indian  and  in  establishing 
a  permanent  |>eace,  to  the  end  that  some  ix^^rtion  of  his  Hfe  may  be  spent 
within  the  limits  of  civjlized  society;  the  latter  has  no  such  personal 
interest.  Another  reason  is  an  econoniic  one;  and  still  another,  the  hold 
which  the  Govenmient  has  ni>on  a  life  officer  tcj  secure  a  faithful  discharge 
of  duties  in  carrying  out  a  given  policy.  | 

The  building  of  railroads,  and  the  access  thereby  given  to  all  the  agri-  *■ 

cultural  and  mineral  regions  of  the  cQnntr>',  is  rapidly  bringing  civilized 
settlements  into  contact  vnth  all  the  tribes  of  Indians.  No  matter  what 
ought  to  ])e  the  relations  l:)et%veen  such  settlements  and  the  aborigines, 
the  fact  is  they  do  not  harmonize  well,  and  one  or  the  other  has  to  give 
way  in  the  end.  A  system  which  looks  to  the  extinction  of  a  race  is  too 
horrible  for  a  nation  to  adopt  witliout  entailing  upon  itself  the  wrath  of 
ail  Christendom  and  engendering  in  the  citizen  a  disregard  for  human 
life  and  the  rights  of  others,  dangerous  to  society.  I  see  no  substitute 
for  such  a  system,  except  in  placing  all  the  Indians  on  large  reservations, 
as  rapidly  as  it  can  be  done,  and  giving  them  absolute  protection  there. 
As  soon  as  they  are  fitted  for  it  they  should  Ije  induced  to  take  their 
lands  in  sex^eralty  atid  to  set  up  Territorial  govenimeuts  for  tlieir  own 
protection.  For  full  details  on  this  subject  I  call  3^our  special  attention 
to  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs. 

The  rei>ort  of  the  Secretary  of  War  shows  the  expenditures  of  the  War 
Department  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1869,  to  be  $80, 644^042,  of 
which  $23,882,310  was  disbursed  in  the  payment  of  debts  contracted 
during  the  war,  and  is  not  chargeable  to  current  army  expenses.  His 
estimate  of  $34,531,031  for  the  expenses  of  the  Army  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  is  as  low^  as  it  is  lielieved  can  l>e  relied  on.  The  estimates  of  bureau 
officers  have  been  carefully  scrutinized,  and  reduced  wherever  it  has  been 
deemed  practicable.  If,  however,  the  condition  of  the  country  should  be 
sudi  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year  as  to  admit  of  a  greater 
concentration  of  trooi>s.  the  appropriation  asked  for  will  not  be  expended. 

The  appropriations  estimated  for  river  and  harbor  improvements  and 
for  fortifications  are  submitted  separately.  Whatever  amount  Congress 
may  deem  proper  to  appropriate  for  these  purposes  will  be  expended. 

The  recommendation  of  the  General  of  the  Army  that  appropriations 
be  made  for  the  forts  at  Boston,  Portland,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  New 
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Orleans,  and  San  Francisco,  if  for  no  other,  is  concurred  in.  I  also  ask 
your  special  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  general  command- 
ing the  Militar>'  Di\nsion  of  the  Pacific  for  the  sale  of  the  seal  islands  of 
St.  Paul  and  St.  George,  Alaska  Territory,  and  suggest  that  it  either  be 
comphed  with  or  that  legislation  be  had  for  the  protection  of  the  seal 
fisheries  from  which  a  revenue  should  be  derived. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar>'  of  War  contains  a  synopsis  of  the  reports 
of  the  heads  of  bureaus,  of  the  commanders  of  militar>^  diN-isions,  and  of 
the  districts  of  Virginia,  Mississippi,  and  Texas,  and  the  report  of  the 
General  of  the  Army  in  full.  The  recommendations  therein  contained 
haN^e  been  well  considered,  and  are  submitted  for  yoiu"  action.  I,  how- 
e\-er,  call  special  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of  Ord- 
nance for  the  sale  of  arsenals  and  lands  no  longer  of  use  to  the  Govern- 
ment; also,  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretar>-  of  War  that  the  act 
of  3d  March,  1869,  prohibiting  promotions  and  appointments  in  the  stafiF 
corps  of  the  Army,  be  repealed.  The  extent  of  coimtry  to  be  garrisoned 
and  the  number  of  militar>'  posts  to  be  occupied  is  the  same  with  a  re- 
duced Army  as  w4th  a  large  one.  The  number  of  staff  ofl&cers  required 
is  more  dependent  upon  the  latter  than  the  former  condition. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Na^'>'  accompan>nng  this  shows  the 
condition  of  the  Na\'>-  when  this  Administration  came  into  office  and  the 
changes  made  since.  Strenuous  efforts  have  been  made  to  place  as  many 
vessels  *'in  commission, '■  or  render  them  fit  for  ser\nce  if  required,  as 
possible,  and  to  substitute  the  sail  for  steam  while  cruising,  thus  materi- 
ally reducing  the  expenses  of  the  NaN-^*  and  adding  greatly  to  its  effi- 
ciency. Looking  to  our  future,  I  recommend  a  liberal,  though  not 
extravagant,  policy  toward  this  branch  of  the  pubUc  service. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster- General  furnishes  a  dear  and  comprehen- 
sive exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  postal  service  and  of  the  financaal 
condition  of  the  Post-Office  Dejxutment.  The  ordinar>'  postal  revenues 
for  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  Jime.  1S69,  amounted  to $18,344,510.  and 
the  expenditures  to  $23.698. 131 ,  showing  an  excess  of  expenditures  over 
receipts  of  $5*353.620.  The  excess  of  expenditures  ox-er  receipts  for  the 
prexious  year  amounted  to  $6,437,992.  The  increase  of  revenues  for 
1S69  o\'er  those  of  1868  was  $2.05 1 ,909.  and  the  increase  of  expenditures 
was  $967,538.  The  increased  rex-enue  in  1S69  exceeded  the  increased 
revenue  in  1868  by  $996,336.  and  the  increased  expenditure  in  1869  was 
$2,527,570  less  than  the  increased  expenditure  in  1868.  sho^*ing  by  com- 
parison this  gratif>'ing  feature  of  impro\'ement,  that  while  the  increase 
of  expenditures  o\-er  the  increase  of  receipts  in  1868  was  $^.439,535, 
the  increase  of  receipts  o^-er  the  increase  of  exp^idituies  in  1869  was 
$1,084,371. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  recommendations  made  by 
the  Postmaster-General  for  authority  to  change  the  rate  of  compensation 
tc  the  main  trunk  railroad  lines  for  their  ser\nces  in  carrying  the  mails; 
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for  having  post-route  maps  executed;  for  reorganmng  and  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  special-agency  service;  for  increase  of  the  raail  ser\'ice  on 
the  Pacific,  and  for  establishing  niail  service,  under  the  flag  of  the  Union, 
on  the  Atlantic;  and  most  especially  do  I  call  your  attention  to  his  recom- 
mendation for  the  total  abolition  of  the  franking  pri\'ilege.  This  is  an 
ibuse  from  which  no  one  receives  a  commensurate  advantage:  it  reduces 
the  receipts  for  postal  service  from  25  to  30  per  cent  and  largely  increases 
the  service  to  be  performed.  The  method  by  which  postage  should  be 
paid  upon  public  matter  is  set  forth  *fnlly  in  the  report  of  the  Postmaster- 
General. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shows  that  the  quantity  of 
public  lands  disposed  of  during  the  year  ending  the  30th  of  June,  1869, 
was  7,666»I52  acres,  exceeding  that  of  the  preceding  year  by  1,010,409 
Of  this  amount  2,899,544  acres  were  sold  for  cash  and  2,737,365 
acres  entered  under  the  homestead  laws.  The  remainder  was  granted  to 
aid  in  the  construction  of  works  of  internal  improvement,  approved  to  the 
States  as  swamp  land»  and  located  with  warrants  and  scrip.  The  cash 
receipts  from  all  sources  were  $4,472,886,  exceeding  those  of  the  preced- 
ing year  $2,840,140. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  23,196  names  were  added  to  the  |>ension 
rolls  and  4,876  dropped  therefrom,  leaving  at  its  close  187,963.  The 
amount  j)aid  to  pensioners,  including  the  com|)ensation  of  disbursing 
agents,  was  $28,422,884,  an  increase  of  $4,41 1 ,902  on  that  of  the  previous 
year.  The  munificence  of  Congress  has  l>een  a>nspicuously  manifested 
in  its  legislation  for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  suffered  in  the  recent 
I  straggle  to  maintain  ' '  that  unity  of  government  which  makes  us  one 
^K  people/*  The  additions  to  the  pension  rolls  of  each  successive  3'ear  since 
^Hthe  conclusion  of  hf^tilities  result  in  a  great  degree  from  the  repeated 
^Hamendments  of  the  act  of  the  14th  of  July^  1862,  which  extended  its  pro- 
^H^1sions  to  cases  not  falling  within  its  original  scope.  The  large  outlay 
^H  which  is  thus  occasioned  is  further  increased  by  the  more  liberal  allow- 
^B  ance  bestowed  since  that  date  ujxjn  those  who  in  the  line  of  duty  were 
^■wholly  or  permanently  disabled.  Public  opinion  has  given  an  emphatic 
^H sanction  to  these  measures  of  Congress,  and  it  will  be  conceded  that  no 
^H  part  of  our  public  burden  is  more  cheerfully  borne  than  that  which  is 
'  imposed  by  this  branch  of  the  servnce.  It  necessitates  for  the  next  fiscal 
year,  in  addition  to  the  amount  justly  chargeable  to  the  naval  pension 
fund,  an  appropriation  of  $30,000,000. 

During  the  year  ending  the  3otli  of  September,  1869,  the  Patent  Office 
issued  13*762  patents,  and  its  receipts  were  $686,389,  being  $213,926 
more  thaji  the  expenditures, 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Secretarj^  of  the  Interior  for  uniting  the  duties  of  super\'ising  the  educa- 
tion of  freednien  with  the  other  duties  devolving  upon  the  Commissioner 
of  Education.

In  the  Executi\^  message  of  December  6, 1869,  to  Congress  the  impor- 
tance of  taking  steps  to  revive  our  drooping  merchant  marine  was  urged, 
and  a  special  message  promised  at  a  future  day  during  the  present  ses- 
sion, recommending  more  specifically  plans  to  accomphsh  this  reiult. 
Now  that  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  intnisted  with 
the  labor  of  ascertaining  *  *  the  cause  of  the  decline  of  American  com- 
merce'* has  completed  its  work  and  submitted  its  report  to  the  legisla- 
tive branch  of  the  Go\^emment»  I  deem  this  a  fitting  time  to  execute  that 
promise. 

The  very  able,  calm,  and  exliaustiv^e  report  of  the  committee  points  out 
the  grave  wrongs  which  have  produced  the  decline  in  our  commerce.  It 
is  a  national  humiliation  that  we  are  now  compelled  to  pay  from  twenty 
to  thirty  million  dollars  annually  (exclusive  of  passage  money,  which  we 
should  share  wnth  vessels  of  other  nations)  to  foreigners  for  doing  the 
work  which  should  be  done  by  American  vessels,  American  built,  Ameri- 
cm  owned,  and  American  manned.  This  is  a  direct  drain  upon  the 
icsoorces  of  the  country  of  just  so  much  money,  equal  to  casting  it  into 
the  sea»  so  far  as  this  nation  is  concerned. 

A  nation  of  the  vast  and  ever-increasing  interior  resources  of  the 
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United  States,  extending,  as  it  does,  from  one  to  the  otber  of  the  great 
oceans  of  the  world,  with  an  industrious,  intelligent,  energetic  popula- 
tion, must  one  day  possess  its  full  share  of  the  commerce  of  these  oceans, 
no  matter  what  the  cost.  Delay  will  only  increase  this  cost  and  enhance 
tlie  difficulty  of  attaining  the  result. 

1  therefore  pot  in  an  earnest  plea  for  early  action  in  this  matter,  in  a 
way  to  secure  the  desired  increase  of  American  commerce.  The  advanced 
period  of  the  year  and  the  fact  that  no  contracts  for  shipbuilding  will 
probably  l)e  entered  into  until  this  question  is  settled  by  Congress,  and 
the  further  fact  that  if  there  should  be  much  delaj'  all  large  vessels  con- 
tracted for  tills  year  will  fail  of  completion  before  winter  sets  in,  and 
w^ill  therefore  be  carried  over  for  another  year,  induces  me  to  request 
your  early  consideration  of  this  subject, 

I  regard  it  of  such  grave  importance,  affecting  every  interest  of  the 
country  to  so  great  an  extent,  that  any  method  which  will  gain  the  end 
will  secure  a  rich  national  blessing.  Building  ships  and  na%4gating  them 
utilizes  vast  capital  at  home;  it  employs  thousands  of  workmen  in  their 
construction  and  manning;  it  creates  a  home  market  for  the  products  of 
the  farm  and  the  shop:  it  diminishes  the  balance  of  trade  against  us 
precisely  to  the  extent  of  freights  and  passage  money  paid  to  American 
vessels,  and  gives  lis  a  supremacy  uix>n  the  seas  of  inestimable  value  in 
case  of  foreign  war. 

Our  Navy  at  the  commencement  of  the  late  war  consisted  of  less  than 
loo  vessels,  of  about  150,000  tons  and  a  force  of  about  8,000  men.  We 
drew  from  the  merchant  marine,  which  had  cost  the  Government  nothing, 
but  which  had  lieen  a  source  of  national  wealth,  600  vessels,  exceeding 
i.ooo»ooo  tons^  and  about  70,000  men,  to  aid  in  the  suppression  of  the 
rebellion. 

This  statement  demonstrates  the  value  of  the  merchant  marine  as  a 
means  of  national  defense  in  time  of  need. 

The  Committee  on  the  Causes  of  the  Reduction  of  American  Tonnage, 
after  tracing  the  causes  of  its  decline,  submit  two  bills,  w^hich,  if  adopted, 
they  believe  will  restore  to  the  nation  its  maritime  power.  Their  report 
shows  with  great  minuteness  the  actual  and  comparative  American  ton- 
nage at  the  time  of  its  greatest  prosperity;  the  actual  and  comparative 
decline  since,  together  with  the  causes;  and  exhibits  all  other  statistics  of 
material  interest  in  reference  to  the  subject.  As  the  rei>ort  is  before 
Congress,  I  will  not  recapitulate  any  of  its  statistics,  but  refer  only  to  the 
methods  recommended  by  the  committee  to  give  back  to  us  our  lost 
commerce. 

As  a  general  nile,  wlien  it  can  be  adopted,  I  believe  a  direct  money 
subsidy  is  less  liable  to  abuse  than  an  indirect  aid  given  to  the  same 
enterprise.  In  this  case,  however,  my  opinion  is  that  subsidies,  while 
they  may  be  given  to  specified  lines  of  steamers  or  other  vessels,  should

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was  fixed  and  universal  in  the  civilized  portion  of  the  white  race,  regarded 
as  an  axiom  in  morals  as  well  as  in  politics,  that  black  men  had  no  rights 
which  the  white  man  was  bound  to  respect " )  >  ^  indeed  a  measure  of 
grander  importance  than  any  other  one  act  of  the  kind  from  the  founda- 
tion of  our  free  Government  to  the  present  day. 

Institutions  like  ours,  in  which  all  power  is  derived  directly  from  the 
people,  must  depend  mainly  upon  their  intelligence,  patriotism,  and  in- 
dustry. I  call  the  attention,  therefore,  of  the  newly  enfranchised  race 
to  the  importance  of  their  striving  in  every  honorable  manner  to  make 
themselves  worthy  of  their  new  privilege.  To  the  race  more  favored 
heretofore  by  oiu*  laws  I  would  say,  Withhold  no  legal  privilege  of  ad- 
vancement to  the  new  citizen.  The  framers  of  our  Constitution  firmly 
believed  that  a  republican  government  could  not  endure  without  intelli- 
gence and  education  generally  diffused  among  the  people.  The  Father 
of  his  Country,  in  his  Farewell  Address,  uses  this  language: 

Promote,  then,  as  an  object  of  primary  importance,  institutions  for  the  general 
diffusion  of  knowledge.  In  proportion  as  the  structure  of  a  government  gives  force 
to  public  opinion,  it  is  essential  that  public  opinion  should  be  enlightened. 

In  his  first  annual  message  to  Congress  the  same  views  are  forcibly 
presented,  and  are  again  urged  in  his  eighth  message. 

I  repeat  that  the  adoption  of  the  fifteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion completes  the  greatest  civil  change  and  constitutes  the  most  impor- 
tant event  that  has  occurred  since  the  nation  came  into  life.  The  change 
will  be  beneficial  in  proportion  to  the  heed  that  is  given  to  the  lu^gent 
recommendations  of  Washington.  If  these  recommendations  were  im- 
portant then,  with  a  population  of  but  a  few  millions,  how  much  more 
important  now,  wth  a  population  of  40,000,000,  and  increasing  in  a  rapid 
ratio.  I  would  therefore  call  upon  Congress  to  take  all  the  means  within 
their  constitutional  powers  to  promote  and  encourage  popular  education 
throughout  the  country,  and  upon  the  people  everjrwhere  to  see  to  it  that 
all  who  possess  and  exercise  political  rights  shall  have  the  opportunity  to 
acquire  the  knowledge  which  will  make  their  share  in  the  Government  a 
blessing  and  not  a  danger.  By  such  means  only  can  the  benefits  contem- 
plated by  this  amendment  to  the  Constitution  be  seciu'ed.

those  regions  and  to  secure  to  the  United  States  that  proportionate  share  of  the  trade 
of  this  continent  to  which  their  close  relations  of  geographical  contiguity  and  polit- 
ical friendship  with  all  the  States  of  America  justly  entitle  them,"  has  the  honor  to 
report: 

The  resolution  justly  regards  the  conmiercial  and  the  political  relations  of  the 
Uniteii  States  witli  the  Americ:m  States  of  Spanish  origin  as  necessarily  dependent 
upon  each  other.  If  the  coniuierce  of  tliose  countries  has  been  diverted  from  its 
natural  connection  with  the  United  States,  the  fact  may  probably  be  partly  traced 
to  political  causes,  which  ha\-e  been  swept  away  by  the  great  civil  con^'ulsion  in 
this  countr>\ 

For  the  just  comprehension  of  the  position  of  this  Government  in  the  American 
political  system,  and  for  the  causes  which  ha\-e  failed  to  gi\-e  it  hitherto  the  influence

Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  a  communication  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  relative  to  the  obligation  of  Congress  to  make  the 
necessary  appropriations  to  carr>'  out  the  Indian  treaties  made  by  what 
is  known  as  the  Peace  Commission  of  1867.

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policy.  Domestic  questions  of  territorial  organization,  of  social  emancipation,  and 
of  national  unity  have  also  largely  occupied  the  minds  and  the  attention  of  the  later 
Administrations. 

The  treaties  of  alliance  and  guaranty  with  France,  which  contributed  so  much  to 
our  independence,  were  one  source  of  solicitude  to  the  early  Administrations,  which 
were  endeavoring  to  protect  our  commerce  from  the  depredations  and  wrongs  to 
which  the  maritime  policy  of  England  and  the  reaction  of  that  policy  on  Prance 
subjected  it.  For  twenty  years  we  struggled  in  vain  to  accomplish  this,  and  at  last 
drifted  into  war. 

The  avoidance  of  entangling  alliances,  the  characteristic  feature  of  the  foreign 
policy  of  Washington,  sprang  from  this  condition  of  things.  But  the  entangling 
alliances  which  then  existed  were  engagements  made  with  France  as  a  part  of  the 
general  contract  under  which  aid  was  furnished  to  us  for  the  achievement  of  our 
independence.  France  was  willing  to  waive  the  letter  of  the  obligation  as  to  her 
West  India  |x>ssessions,  but  demanded  in  its  stead  privileges  in  our  ports  which  the 
Administration  was  unwilling  to  concede.  To  make  its  refusal  acceptable  to  a  pub- 
lic which  sympathized  with  France,  the  Cabinet  of  General  Washington  exaggerated 
the  principle  into  a  theorj-  tending  to  national  isolation. 

The  public  measures  designed  to  maintain  unimpaired  the  domestic  sovereignty 
and  the  international  neutrality  of  the  United  States  were  independent  of  this  policy, 
though  apparently  incidental  to  it.  The  municipal  laws  enacted  by  Congress  then 
and  since  have  been  but  declarations  of  the  law  of  nations.  They  are  essential  to  the 
preservation  of  our  national  dignity  and  honor;  they  have  for  their  object  to  repress 
and  punish  all  enterprises  of  pri\*ate  war,  one  of  the  last  relics  of  mediaeval  barba- 
rism; and  they  hax-e  descended  to  us  from  the  fathers  of  the  Republic,  supported 
and  enforced  by  everj-  succeeding  President  of  the  United  States. 

The  foreign  policy  of  these  early  days  was  not  a  narrow  one.  During  this  period 
we  secured  the  ev*acuation  by  Great  Britain  of  the  country  wrongfully  occupied  by 
her  on  the  Lakes;  we  acquired  Louisiana;  we  measured  forces  on  the  sea  with 
France,  and  on  the  land  and  sea  with  England;  we  set  the  example  of  resisting  and 
chastising  the  piracies  of  the  Barbary  States;  we  initiated  in  negotiations  with  Prussia 
the  long  line  of  treaties  for  the  liberalization  of  war  and  the  promotion  of  interna- 
tional intercourse;  and  we  steadily  demanded,  and  at  length  obtained,  indemnifica- 
tion from  various  governments  for  the  losses  we  had  suffered  by  foreign  spoliations 
in  the  wars  of  Europe. 

To  this  point  in  our  foreign  policy  we  had  a^ri^•ed  when  the  revolutionary  move- 
ments in  Spanish  and  Portuguese  America  compelled  a  modification  of  our  relations 
with  Europe,  in  consequence  of  the  rise  of  new  and  independent  states  in  America. 

The  ^e^*olution  which  commenced  in  iSio,  and  extended  through  all  the  Spanish 
American  continental  colonies,  after  \-ain  efforts  of  repression  on  the  part  of  Spain, 
protracteil  through  twenty  \*ears,  terminated  in  the  establishment  of  the  independ- 
ent States  of  Mexico,  Guatemala,  San  Salvador,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Costa  Rica, 
Venezuela,  Colombia,  Ecuador,  Peru,  Chile,  Bolivia,  the  Argentine  Republic,  Uru- 
guay, and  Paraguay,  to  which  the  Empire  of  Brazil  came  in  time  to  be  added.  These 
events  necessarily  enlarged  the  sphere  of  action  of  the  United  States,  and  essentially 
modifie^l  our  relations  with  Europe  and  our  attitude  to  the  rest  of  this  continent. 

The  new  States  were,  like  ourselves,  revolted  colonies.  They  continued  the  prece- 
dent we  had  set,  of  separating  from  Europe.  Their  assumption  of  independence  was 
stimulated  by  our  example.  They  prt>fessedly  imitated  us,  and  copied  our  National 
Constitution,  sometimes  even  to  their  inconvenience. 

The  Spanish  American  colonies  had  not  the  same  preparation  for  indcpendenoe 
thAt  we  had.  Each  of  the  British  colonies  possessetl  complete  local  aotonofny.  Its 
form.^1  transition  fTv>m  dependence  to  independence  consisted!  chiefly  in  expelling 
the  British  goN-emor  of  llie  colony  and  electing  a  goveriKM-  of  the  State,  from 
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vhich  to  the  organizecl  Union  was  but  a  step.  All  these  conditions  of  success  were 
wanting  in  Spanish  America,  and  hence  many  of  the  difficulties  in  their  career  as  • 
independent  stales;  and,  further,  while  the  revolution  in  British  America  wa,«;  the 
exclusive  result  of  tlie  march  of  opinion  in  the  British  colonies,  tlie  simultaneous 
action  <»f  the  separate  Spanish  colonics,  though  showing  a  desire  for  iiidependifnce, 
was  principally  produced  by  the  accident  of  the  invasion  of  Spain  by  France. 

The  formation  of  these  new  sovereignties  in  America  was  impt^rtant  to  ns,  n**!  only 
txrcaxise  of  the  cessation  of  colonial  monopolies  to  that  extent,  but  l>ecause  of  the 
geographical  relations  to  ns  held  by  so  many  new  nations,  all,  like  ourselves,  created 
from  European  stock  and  interested  in  excluding  l-vurnpcan  politics,  dynastic  ques- 
tions, and  balances  of  power  from  further  influence  in  the  New  World. 

Thus  the  United  States  were  force<i  into  new  lines  of  action ,  which,  though  appar- 
ently in  some  re«pccts  conflicting,  were  really  in  harmony  with  the  line  lufirked  «>nt 
by  Washington.  The  avoidance  of  entangling  political  alliances  and  the  main- 
tenance of  our  own  indef>enderil  neutrality  became  floubly  imjxtrtant  from  the  fact 
that  they  became  applicalde  to  the  new  Republics  as  well  as  to  the  mother  connlrv". 
The  duty  of  noninterference  had  lieen  admitted  by  every  President.  The  quetition 
came  up  in  the  time  of  the  first  Adams,  on  the  occaiiion  of  the  enlistment  projects  <if 
Miranda,  It  apj^eared  again  under  Jefferson  (anterior  to  tlie  revolt  of  the  Spanish 
colonies)  in  the  schemes  of  Aaron  Burr.  It  was  an  ever-present  c|uestion  in  the  Ad- 
ministrations of  Madison,  Monrf>e,  anil  die  younger  Ailams,  in  reference  to  the  ques- 
tions of  foreign  enlistment  or  equipment  in  the  United  States,  and  when  these  new 
Republics  entered  the  family  of  nations,  many  of  them  very  feeble,  and  all  t(»o  much 
subject  to  internal  revolution  and  civil  war,  a  strict  adlierence  to  our  previous  jwdicy 
and  a  strict  enforcement  of  our  laws  became  essential  to  the  preservation  of  friendly 
relations  with  them;  for  since  that  time  it  has  been  one  of  the  principal  cares  of 
those  intruste<l  with  the  achninistration  of  the  Goveniment  to  prevent  piratical  expe- 
flitions  against  these  sister  Republics  from  leaving  our  ports.  And  tlms  the  changed 
condition  of  the  New  World  made  no  change  in  the  traditional  and  peaceful  |Kdicy 
of  the  United  States  in  this  respect. 

In  one  respect,  however,  the  advent  of  these  new  States  in  America  did  compel  an 
ap^mrent  change  of  foreigTi  policy  on  our  jiart.  It  devolved  upon  us  tlie  determina- 
tion of  the  great  international  question  at  what  time  and  under  what  circnn instances 
to  recognize  a  new  power  £is  entitled  to  a  place  among  the  family  of  nations.  There 
was  but  little  of  precedent  to  guide  ns,  except  our  own  case.  Something,  indeed, 
could  be  inferred  from  the  historical  origin  of  the  Netheriauds  ancl  Switzerland. 
But  our  own  case,  carefully  and  conscientiously  considered,  was  sufficient  to  guitle 
us  to  right  conclusions.  We  maintained  our  yiosition  of  international  friendship  and 
of  treaty  obligations  toward  Spain,  but  we  did  not  consiiler  that  we  were  biund  to 
wait  for  its  recognition  of  the  new  Republics  before  admitting  them  into  treaty  rela- 
tbns  with  ns  as  sovereign  states.  We  held  that  it  was  for  us  to  judge  whetlier  or  not 
they  had  attained  to  the  condition  of  actual  independence,  and  the  consequent  right 
of  recognition  by  ns.  We  considered  this  question  of  fact  delil^)erately  and  coolly. 
We  sent  commissioners  to  Spanish  America  to  ascertain  aufl  report  for  our  information 
concerning  their  actual  circumstances,  and  in  the  fullness  of  time  we  acknowle^lged 
their  independence;  we  exchanged  diplomatic  ministers,  and  made  treaties  of  amity 
with  them,  the  earliest  of  which,  negotiated  by  Mr.  John  Qnincy  Adams,  served  as  the 
inoilel  for  the  subsequent  treaties  with  tlie  Spanish  American  Republics,  We  also, 
simultaneously  therewith,  exerted  our  good  offices  w  ith  Spain  to  induce  her  to  submit 
to  the  inevitable  result  and  herself  to  accept  and  acknowled^^e  the  independence  of 
ker  Jate  colonies.  We  endeavored  to  induce  Russia  to  join  us  in  these  representa- 
tions. In  all  this  our  action  was  positive,  in  the  direction  of  promoting  the  complete 
political  separation  of  America  from  Europe. 

K  vast  field  was  thus  opened  to  the  statesmen  of  the  United  States  for  the  peaceful 
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Introduction » the  spread,  and  tlie  permanent  establisliment  of  the  American  ideas  of 
.  republican  government,  of  mollification  of  tlie  laws  of  war,  of  liberalization  of  con 
merce,  of  religious  freedom  and   toleration,  and  of  the  emancipation  of  the  Nc 
World  from  the  dynastic  and  balance  of  power  controversies  of  Europe. 

Mr,  John  Quincy  Adams^  l>eyond  any  otiier  statesman  of  the  time  in  this  country^" 
had  the  knowledge  and  experience,  both  European  and  American,  the  comprclieu- 
sion  of  thought  and  purpose,  and  the  moral  con-dctions  which  peculiarly  filled  liim  to 
intro<luce  oiir  country  into  tliis  new  field  and  to  lay  the  foundation  of  an  American 
jxjilicy.  The  declaration  known  as  the  Monroe  doctrine,  and  the  objects  and  purposes 
of  Llie  congress  of  Panama,  botli  suppose^l  to  have  been  largely  inspired  by  Mr.  Adajns^^^ 
have  influenced  public  events  from  that  day  to  this  as  a  principle  of  government  fQ||^| 
this  continent  and  its  adjacent  islands.  ^^ 

It  was  at  the  period  of  the  congreis  of  Aix-la-Chapelle  and  of  Laybach,  when  the 
**  Holy  Alliance  "  was  combined  to  arrest  all  pohtical  changes  in  Kurope  in  tlie  sense 
of  hberly,  when  tliey  were  inleneniug  in  southern  Hnro|>e  for  Uie  reestablishment  of 
absolutism,  «ud  when  they  were  nieditating  inlerfercnce  to  check  the  progress  of  free 
govcninient  in  America,  that  Mr.  Monroe,  in  his  ainiual  mess^ige  of  Decemljer,  1823, 
declared  tliat  the  Utiited  States  would  consider  any  attempt  to  extend  the  Euro|x"an 
system  to  any  portion  of  this  hemisphere  as  dangerous  to  our  peace  i\\\A  safety.  * '  Witli 
the  existing  colonies  or  dependencies  of  any  Ivuropean  power,*'  he  said,  *'  we  have  not 
interfered  and  shall  not  interfere;  but  with  the  governments  who  have  declared  tlieir 
independence  and  maintained  it,  and  w^hose  independence  we  have,  on  great  consid- 
eration and  on  just  principles,  acknowle<lged,  we  conld  not  view*  any  interposition  for 
the  purpose  f»f  oppressing  tliem,or  controlling  in  any  other  manner  tlieir  destiu}-,  by 
any  Kuropean  power  in  any  other  light  than  as  tlie  manifestation  of  an  unfriendly 
disposition  toward  the  United  States/* 

This  declaration  resfdved  the  solution  of  the  immediate  question  of  the  nidepend- 
euce  of  tlie  Spanish  American  colonies,  and  is  supposed  to  have  exercised  some  influ- 
ence upon  tlie  ctmrse  of  the  British  cabinet  in  regard  to  the  absolutist  schemes  in 
Europe  as  well  as  in  America, 

It  has  also  exercised  a  permanent  influence  on  this  continent.  It  was  at  once 
invoked  in  consequence  of  the  sn]jposed  |>eril  of  Cuba  on  the  side  of  Europe;  it  was 
applied  to  a  similar  danger  threatening  Yucatan;  it  was  embodied  in  the  treaty  of  the 
United  States  and  Great  BriUiin  as  to  Central  America;  it  proihiceii  the  snccessfid 
opjKJsition  of  the  United  States  to  the  attempt  of  Circat  Ilritain  to  exercise  dominion 
in  Nicamgua  under  the  cover  t>f  the  Mosc^uito  Indians;  and  it  operated  in  like  man- 
ner to  prevent  the  establishment  of  a  European  dynasty  in  Mexico. 

The  Unitetl  SUtes  stand  solemnly  coramittetl  by  repeated  declarations  and  repeated 
acts  to  this  tloctrinc^  and  its  application  to  the  affairs  of  this  continent.  In  his  mes- 
sage to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  session  tlic 
President,  following  the  teachings  of  all  our  history-,  said  that  the  existing  **  depend^^H 
encies  are  no  longer  regarded  as  subject  to  transfer  from  one  European  power  td^| 
another.  When  the  present  relation  of  colonies  ceases,  they  are  to  become  inde- 
pendent powers,  exercising  the  right  of  choice  and  of  self-cimtrol  in  the  determina- 
tion of  their  future  condition  and  relations  with  otlier  powers." 

This  policy  is  not  a  policy  of  aggression;  but  it  opposes  the  creation  of  Europea: 
dominion  on  American  soil,  or  its  transfer  to  other  European  powers,  and  it  looks 
hope f idly  to  the  time  when,  by  the  voluntary  departure  of  European  Governments 
from  this  continent  and  the  adjacent  islands,  America  shall  l^  wholly  American. 

It  does  not  contemplate  forcible  intervention  in  any  legitimate  contest,  but  it  pro- 
tests against  permitting  such  a  contest  to  result  in  the  increase  of  European  power  or 
influence;  and  it  ever  impels  this  Government,  as  in  the  late  contest  between  the 
South  American  Repubhcs  and  Spain,  to  interpose  its  good  oflices  to  secure  an  hon- 
orable peace. 
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The  congress  of  Panama  was  planned  by  Bolivar  to  secure  the  union  of  Spanish 
America  against  Spain.  It  had  ori^iialh'  miliUin^  as  well  a^s  political  puq>ijse,s.  In 
the  military  objects  the  United  Stiites  could  take  no  part;  and,  iudeetl,  the  necessity 
for  such  objects  ccase^l  when  tlie  full  effects  of  Mr.  Monroe's  declarations  were  felt. 
But  the  pacific  objects  of  the  congress — the  establishment  of  close  and  cordial  rela- 
tions of  amity,  the  creation  of  commercial  intercourse,  of  interchange  of  j-Hiliticiil 
tlionght,  and  of  habits  of  good  understanding  l»etweeu  Uie  new  Republics  and  the 
Tnited  States  and  tlieir  respective  citizens — might  perhaps  have  l>een  attained  had 
the  Administration  of  that  day  received  the  united  support  of  the  country'.  Unhap- 
pily, they  were  lost;  the  new  States  were  removed  from  the  Rynii>atlietic  and  protect- 
ing inHuf^ce  of  our  example,  and  their  commerce,  which  we  might  then  have  secured, 
passed  into  otlier  hands,  unfriendly  to  the  United  States. 

In  looking  back  upon  the  Panama  congress  from  this  lengtli  of  time  it  is  easy  to 
understand  w^hy  the  earnest  and  patriotic  men  who  endeavoretl  to  cr>'sta!liie  an 
American  system  for  tliis  continent  faiJeil. 

IVlr.  Clay  and  Mn  Ailams  were  far-sighted  statesmen^  but,  unfortunately,  they  struck 
against  tlic  rock  of  African  slavery.  One  of  the  questions  pm|K)sed  for  discussion  in 
the  conference  was  **the  consideration  of  the  means  to  Ije  adopte*l  for  the  entire 
Abolition  of  the  African  slave  trade.**  to  which  proposition  tlic  cnnunittee  of  the 
United  States  Senate  of  tliat  day  replied:  "The  United  States  have  not  certainly 
tlie  right,  and  ought  never  to  feel  the  inclination,  to  dictate  to  others  who  may  differ 
witli  tliem  upon  this  subject;  nor  do  the  committee  see  the  expe<Hency  of  lusidtiug 
other  states  w4th  whom  we  are  maintaining  relations  of  perfect  amity  1)3^  ascending 
tlie  moral  chair  and  proclaiming  from  thence  mere  abstract  principles,  of  the  rec- 
titude of  which  each  nation  enjoys  the  perfect  right  of  deciding  for  itself.'*  The 
same  committee  also  alludeti  to  the  jxissibility  that  the  condition  of  the  i*>lunds  of 
Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  still  the  possessions  of  Spain  and  still  slavcholding,  might  1>e 
made  tlie  subject  of  discussion  and  of  cnntcmplatcd  action  fiy  the  Panama  congress. 
"If  ever  the  United  States,'*  they  said,  "permit  themselves  to  l)c  assficiated  with 
these  nations  in  any  general  congress  assembled  for  the  discussion  of  common  plans 
la  any  way  affecting  Kiuropean  interests,  they  will  !)v  such  act  not  only  deprive^ 
themselves  of  the  ability  they  ntnv  possess  uf  rendering  useful  assistance  tn  the  other 
American  States,  but  also  produce  other  effects  prejudicial  to  their  own  interests/* 

Tims  the  necessit}^  at  that  day  of  presening  the  great  interest  of  the  Southern 
States  in  African  slavery,  and  of  preventing  a  change  in  the  character  of  lalH^r  in  the 
islaniis  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  lost  to  tlie  United  States  tlie  opportunity  of  giving 
a  permanent  direction  to  tlie  p'^litical  and  commercial  connectiims  of  the  newly 
enfranchiseti  Spanish  Americxin  States,  and  their  trade  passed  into  hands  unfriendly 
to  tlie  United  States,  and  has  remained  there  ever  since. 

Events  subsequent  to  tliat  date  have  tended  to  place  us  in  a  position  to  retrieve  our 

kes,  among  which  events  may  l)e  particularly-  named  the  suppression  of  the 

tlion,  the  manif ecstatic n  of  our  untlevcloped  and  unexpected  militar)^  power*  the 

retirement  of  tlie  French  from  Mexico,  and  the  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  United 

States. 

There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  latter  fact  has  had  an  important  influ- 
ence in  our  favor  in  Spanish  America.  It  has  caused  us  to  be  regarded  there  with 
more  sympathetic  as  well  as  more  respectful  consideration.  It  has  relieved  those 
Republics  from  the  fear  of  filibusterism  which  had  been  formerly  incited  against 
Central  America  and  Mearico  in  the  interest  of  slave  extension,  and  it  haij  prcMluced 
an  impression  of  tlie  stability  of  our  institutions  and  of  our  public  strength  sufficient 
to  disstpate  the  fears  of  our  friends  or  the  hopes  of  those  who  wish  us  ill. 

Thus  there  exists  in  the  Spanish  American  Republics  con6dence  toward  tlie  United 
States^  On  our  side  they  find  a  feeling  of  cordial  amity  and  friendship,  and  a  desire 
to  cultivate  and  develop  our  common  interests  on  this  continent.      With  some  of 
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these  States  our  relations  are  more  intimate  than  with  others,  either  by  reason  oil 
closer  similarity  of  constitutional  forms,  of  greater  commercial  intercxiurse,  of  prox^ 
iniily  in  fact^  or  of  the  construction  or  contemplalefl  construction  of  lines  of  transit  ' 
for  our  trade  and  connnercc  Ijet^n'cen  the  Atlantic  and  tlie  Pacific.  Witli  several  of 
them  wc  have  peculiar  treaty  relations.  The  treaty  of  1846  bet'ween  the  United 
States  and  New  Granada  contains  stipulations  of  guaranty  for  the  neutrality  of  that 
part  of  the  Isthmus  within  the  present  territory*  of  Colombia,  and  for  tlie  protection 
of  tlie  rights  of  sovereii^nty  and  property  therein  belonging  to  Colombia,  Similar 
stipulations  appear  in  the  treaty  of  1867  with  Nicaragua,  and  of  July,  1S64,  with  Hon- 
duras. Those  treaties  (like  the  treaty  of  alliance  made  with  France  in  177S  Ijy  Ehr. 
I'ranklin,  Silas  Deane,  an<i  Arthur  Lee)  constitute  pro  Ian  to  a  true  protective  alliance 
Ijetvseen  Hie  Unite<l  States  and  each  of  those  Republics.  Provisions  of  like  effect 
appear  in  the  treaty  of  April  19,  iSsoJietween  Great  Britain  and  the  Unite<l  States. 

Brazil,  with  her  iinpcrial  semblance  and  constitutional  reality^  has  always  held 
relations  of  amity  with  us,  which  have  l>eeii  fortiile^l  by  the  i^pening  of  her  great 
rivers  to  conmierce.     It  neeils  only  tliat,  in  emulation  of  Russia  and  tlie  United 
States,  she  should  emancipate  her  slaves  to  place  her  in  more  complete  .sympathjMl 
Willi  the  rest  of  America.  ^B 

It  will  not  be  presumptuous,  after  the  foregoing  sketch,  to  say,  witli  entire  consider- 
ation for  the  sovereignty  ami  national  pride  of  the  Sfianish  American  Republics,  that 
tlie  Unitetl  States,  by  the  priority  of  their  independence,  by  the  stability  of  their 
institutions^  by  the  regard  of  their  people  for  the  forms  of  law,  by  their  resources^™ 
as  a  government,  by  their  naval  power,  by  tlieir  commercial  enterprise,  by  the  attrac-^H 
tions  which  they  offer  to  European  immigration,  by  the  prodigious  internal  develop- 
ment of  tbcir  resources  and  wealtb,  and  by  the  intellectual  life  of  their  population, 
occupy  of  necessity-  a  prominent  position  on  this  continent,  which  they  neither  can 
nor  should  abdicate,  which  entitles  them  to  a  leading  voice,  and  which  imposes  upon 
tbem  duties  of  right  and  of  honor  reganling  American  questions,  wliether  those  queSi^^ 
tituis  a  fleet  einaiici|>aLte<l  colonies  or  colonies  still  subject  to  European  dominion*       ^J 

The  public  questions  which  existed  as  to  all  Euro|>ean  colonies  prior  to  and  during 
the  revolutions  in  the  continental  colonies  of  Spain  and  Portugal  still  exist  with  ref- 
erence to  the  European  colonies  wbicb  remain;  and  the\^  now  return  upon  us  in  full 
force,  as  we  watcb  events  in  Cuba  ami  Porto  Rico. 

Whatever  may  Ix:  tbc  result  of  the  pending  contest  in  Cuba,  it  appears  to  be  the 
iHflief  of  .some  i>f  the  leading  statesmen  of  Spain  that  the  relations  which  now  exist 
between  the  island  and  the  mother  country  can  not  h^  long  continued.  It  is  under- 
stofxl  that  the  resources  for  carrying  on  the  struggle  have  been  supplied  mainly  from 
Cuba,  by  the  aid  of  that  pirtion  of  the  pcjpulation  which  does  not  desire  to  see  its 
political  destinies  intrusted  to  the  persons  who  direct  the  movements  of  the  insur- 
gents; but  it  does  not  follow  tliat  its  political  relations  with  Spain  arc  to  remain 
inichangcd,  or  that  even  the  party  which  is  now  dominant  in  the  island  will  wish. 
to  forever  continue  colonists, 

The,se  facts  give  reason  to  think  that  when  tlie  contest  shall  close,  Cuba,  with  lief 
resources  strained,  but  unexhausted  (whatever  may  Ijc  her  political  relations),  will 
resume  and  ccnilinue  her  old  commercial  relations  with  the  United  States;  audit  is 
not  impossible  that  at  some  day,  not  far  distant  when  meiisure<l  b)  the  course  of  his* 
tory,  she  will  be  called  up<m  to  elect  lier  |>osition  in  the  family  of  nations. 

Although  the  resolution  of  tlie  Senate  does  not  in  tenns  apply  to  the  islands  of 
the  Antilles,  it  is  impossible  to  answer  it  without  speaking  of  them.  They  outlie  the 
southern  coast  of  the  United  Stales  and  guard  the  approaches  to  the  ports  of  Mex- 
ico, \*eneznela,  and  tlie  Isthmus,  by  which  we  reach  from  the  east  the  western  coasts 
of  Mexico  and  of  the  Spanish  States,  The  people  of  the  Spanish  islands  speak  the 
language  and  share  the  traditions,  customs,  ideas,  and  religion  of  the  Spanish  Amer- 
ican States  of  the  continent,  and  ^vill  probably,  like  them,  become  at  some  time 
independent  of  the  mother  country.  It  would,  therefore,  be  unwse,  while  shaping' 
ft  commercial  policy  for  the  continent,  to  disregard  the  islands  which  lie  so  much 
nearer  to  our  seaports. 
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With  tlie  Spanish  islands  of  Culm  and  Poi-to  Rico  wc  maintain,  in  spite  of  t!ieir 
adverse  legislation,  a  large  commerce  by  reason  of  our  necessities  and  of  their  prox- 
imily*  In  the  year  ending  June  50.  1869,  we  iinportetl  from  tlietn  merchandise  val- 
ued at  ^65,609,274.     During  the  same  lime  we  sent  them  goofls  to  the  value  only  of 

Thc  prohibitory  duties  forced  upon  them  by  the  policy  of  Spain  shut  out  much  thai 
we  might  supply.  Their  tropical  productions,  for  instance,  are  too  valuable  to  allow 
llicir  lands  to  be  given  up  to  the  growth  of  breadstuff's;  yet,  iiLstcad  of  taking  these 
articles  from  the  suj>erabun(lrtnt  fields  of  their  nearest  neighVKjrs,  they  are  forced 
to  go  to  the  distant  plains  of  Spain.  It  will  lie  for  tlie  interest  of  tlie  United  States  to 
shape  its  general  poHcy  scj  that  this  relation  of  itn|>ortsand  exports  shall  be  altered 
ill  Cuba  when  peace  is  restoretl  and  its  political  condition  is  satisfactorily  esiablij^hed. 

With  none  of  the  otlier  Spanish  American  States  in  Nortli  and  South  America  are 
OUT  commercial  relations  what  they  should  be.  Our  total  imports  in  the  year  ending 
June  30»  1869,  from  these  countries  were  less  than  125,000,000  (or  not  one-half  the 
amount  from  Cuba  alone),  and  our  exports  for  the  same  time  to  them  were  only 
|I7»850,3I3;  and  yet  these  countries  have  an  aggregate  population  nearly  or  quite  as 
great  as  that  of  the  United  States;  they  have  republican  fonus  of  government,  and 
they  profess  to  lie,  and  probably  really  are,  in  political  sviiipathy  with  us. 

This  Department  is  not  able  to  give  with  entire  acci»racy  the  impcjrts  and  exports 
of  Great  Britain  with  the  same  countries  during  the  corresponding  j>eriotl.  It  is 
believed,  however,  tlie  following  figures  will  Ijc  found  to  Ix-  not  far  from  correct: 
Imports  to  Great  Britain, ^2,820,942;  exports  from  Great  Brilain^jf4o, 682,102. 

It  thus  appears  that  notwithstanding  the  greater  distance  which  the  commerce 
has  to  travel  in  coming  to  and  from  Great  IVrihtin,  nolwithstiuiding  llie  ixditical 
s\Tnpathy  which  ought  naturally  to  exist  Ix^tween  republics,  notw^ithslanding  tlie 
American  idea  which  has  been  so  prominently  and  so  c«>nstantly  put  for^vard  by 
the  Government  of  the  ITnited  States,  notwithstanding  the  acknowledged  skill  of 
American  manufacturers,  notwithstanding  the  ready  markets  which  Oie  great  cities 
of  the  United  States  afford  for  the  consumption  of  tropical  prtMluctions,  the  inhiib- 
itants  of  the  Spanisli  American  continent  consume  of  the  prtxlucts  of  Great  Britain 
more  than  twice  the  quantity  they  take  of  the  prwlucts  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  they  sell  to  us  only  three-fifths  of  the  amount  they  sell  to  Great  Britain, 

The  Secretar^^  of  State  appends  to  this  report  the  tables  on  which  these  statements 
are  founded.  That  tlicir  commerce  with  the  United  States  is  not  large  may  be  par- 
tially explained  by  the  fact  that  tliese  States  have  t>een  sulijcct  to  many  successive 
revolutions  since  the  failure  of  the  congress  of  Panama.  These  revolutions  not  only 
exhaust  their  re^sources  and  burden  them  with  debt,  but  they  check  t.'migratiou,  pre- 
vent the  flow  of  foreign  capital  into  the  country,  and  stop  the  enterprise  which  needs 
a  stable  government  for  its  development. 

These  suggestions  are,  however,  apjdicable  to  the  British  commerce  as  well  as  to 
ourowiir  aOid  they  do  not  explain  why  wc,  with  the  natural  advantages  in  our  favor^ 
fall  so  far  behind.  The  Isthmus  of  Panama  is  the  common  point  where  the  com- 
tneree  of  the  western  coasts  of  Mexico  and  South  America  meets,  WTien  it  arrives 
there,  why  should  it  seek  Lii'erpool  and  London  rather  than  New  York? 

The  political  causes  which  have  operated  to  divert  this  commerce  from  lis  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  has  endeavored  to  explain.  A  favorable  time  has  now  come  for 
removing  them— for  laying  the  foundation  of  an  American  policy  which  shall  bind 
in  closer  union  the  American  Republics.  Let  tliem  understand  that  the  United 
States  do  not  covet  their  territories;  that  our  only  desire  is  to  see  them  peaceful,  with 
free  and  stable  governments,  increasing  in  wealth  antl  population,  and  developing  in 
the  lines  in  which  their  own  traditions,  customs,  habits,  laws,  and  modes  of  thought 
will  naturally  take  them.  Let  them  feel  that,  as  in  1826,  so  now,  this  Government  is 
ready  to  aid  them  to  tlie  full  extent  of  its  constitutional  power  in  any  steps  which 
they  may  take  for  their  better  protection  against  anarchy.  I^t  them  be  convinced 
that  the  United  States  is  prepared,  in  good  faith  and  without  ulterior  purposes,  to  join 
thou  in  the  development  of  a  peaceful  American  commercial  policy  that  may  iti  time 
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include  this  continent  and  the  West  Indian  Islands.  Let  this  be  comprehended,  and 
there  will  be  no  political  reason  why  we  may  not  **  secure  to  the  United  States  that 
proportionate  share  of  the  trade  of  this  continent  to  which  their  close  relations  of 
geog^phical  contiguity  and  political  friendship  with  all  the  States  of  America  justly 
entitle  them." 

It  may  not  be  enough  to  remove  the  political  obstacles  only.  The  financial  policy 
which  the  war  made  necessary  may  have  operated  injuriously  upon  our  commerce 
with  these  States.  The  resolution  of  the  Senate  calls,  on  these  points,  for  detailed 
information  which  is  not  within  the  control  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  for  recom- 
mendations for  the  future  which  he  is  not  prepared  to  give  without  that  information. 
To  fully  answer  the  Senate's  call,  it  would  probably  be  necessary  to  employ  some 
competent  agent,  familiar  with  the  Spanish  American  States,  to  collate  ai:^d  arrange 
the  information  asked  for.     For  this  there  is  no  appropriation  by  Congress.

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time  are  insuflScieiit  to  meet  the  demand  which  the  existence  of  a  war 
in  Europe  will  impose  upon  the  commerce  of  the  United  States,  and  I 
submit  to  the  consideration  of  Congress  that  the  interests  of  the  coun- 
try will  be  advanced  by  the  opportunity  a£Forded  to  our  citizens  to  pur- 
chase vessels  of  foreign  construction  for  the  foreign  trade  of  the  country. 
An  act  to  this  effect  may  be  limited  in  its  duration  to  meet  the  imme- 
diate exigency. 

The  foreign-mail  service  of  the  United  States  is  in  a  large  degree  depend- 
ent upon  the  Bremen  and  Hamburg  lines  of  steamers.  The  Post-Office 
Department  has  entered  into  contracts  in  writing  with  the  two  companies 
above  named,  and  with  the  Williams  and  Guion  lines,  respectively,  for  a 
regular  and  continuous  service  of  two  years.  The  only  arrangement  that 
could  be  made  with  the  Inman  and  Cunard  lines  is  temporary,  and  may 
be  broken  off  at  any  time. 

The  North  German  lines  are  first  class  in  point  of  speed  and  equip- 
ment, their  steamers  usually  making  the  trip  across  the  Atlantic  in  from 
twenty-four  to  thirty-six  hours  in  advance  of  the  Williams  and  Guion 
lines. 

Should  the  North  German  steamers  be  blockaded  or  impeded  by 
France,  our  postal  intercoiu'se  with  foreign  nations  will  be  greatly  em- 
barrassed unless  Congress  shall  interpose  for  its  relief. 

I  suggest  to  Congress  the  propriety  of  further  postponing  the  time  for 
adjournment,  with  the  view  of  considering  the  questions  herein  commu-

Secretary  of  War, 

Sm:  In  tlie  year  1855  RolHn  "White  obtained  letters  patent  for  improvetncnts  in 
repeating  pistols,  in  (among  other  Ihin^)  extemlitig  the  chanilx^rs  of  Uie  rf»Utiog 
cylinder  throngh  to  the  rear,  so  as  to  ejiable  the  chambers  to  be  chargei!  at  the  rear 
hand  or  by  a  self-acting  charger. 

Some  time  afterwards,  and  prior  to  tlie  breaking  ont  of  the  rebellion,  he  assigned 
this  patent  to  Smith  &  Wesson,  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  for  the  sum  of  J500  in  cash  and 
;tbeir  obligation  to  pay  him  25  cents  royalty  on  each  pistol  manufactured  nnder  the 

tent,  binding  himself  to  apply  for  and  to  use  his  influence  to  procure  a  renewal  of 

le  patent.  He  afterwards  surrendered  this  original  patent  and  obtained  a  reissue 
in  three  dix^sions.  Two  years  before  the  expiration  of  the  latter  he  applied  to  tlie 
Conmiissioner  of  Patents  for  an  extension,  upon  the  ground  of  insufficiency  of  com- 
.tion.     The  Commissioner  rejected  tlie  application  for  an  exteusion,  without 

iigning  any  reason,  and  the  patents  expired  by  liiiiitalion  on  tlie  3d  of  April,  ia69» 
and  the  invention  became  public  property. 

On  the  9th  of  April,  1869,  a  bill  authorizing  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  to  recon- 
;ttiler  Uie  application  of  RolHn  White  for  exlenston  of  his  patents  was  intrixluced  in 
the  Senate  and  passed  without  de^wite.  It  passicd  the  House  without  dcljate  on  the 
ioth  of  April,  but  failed  to  receive  the  signature  of  the  Vice-President  before  Con- 
gress adjourned*  It  is  understood  that  it  has  now  been  signed  by  that  officer,  and 
only  awaits  the  approval  of  the  President  to  become  a  law* 

Unless  the  ends  of  justice  require  the  extension  of  tliis  patent,  it  should  not  be 
renewed*  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  justice  to  the  (ioverjiTnent  and  to 
the  public  forbids  this  patent  from  being  renewed. 

The  validity  of  the  patent  has  l>ecn  questioned  for  many  years,  and  it  is  understood 
that  it  was  only  aiiinned  by  the  Supreme  Court  by  a  tie  vote,  four  of  the  justices  vot- 
ing affirmatively  and  an  equal  iiuml>er  negatively. 

Its  renewal  is  m^ge*!  by  Rollin  White  upon  tlie  ground  that  he  has  not  been  suffi- 
ciently compensated  for  his  invention.  Rollin  White  has  received  nearly  II7 1,000  as 
royalty.  Smith  &  Wesson,  for  the  years  1862,  1S63,  1864,  1865,  1S66,  1867,  and  1868, 
relumed  incomes  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  alx»ut  jp r  ,cioo,ocio.  This  was  derived 
chiefly  from  tl*t  manufacture  of  lirearms  under  Rollin  White's  patent*  tliat  firm  hold- 
ing the  ejcclusivc  right  to  nianufacture  under  it  and  being  engaged  almost  exclu- 
sively in  their  manufactnre. 

It  is  believed  that  tlie  Government  suiTcrt^l  inconvenience  and  embarrassment 
enough  during  the  war  in  consequence  of  the  inability  of  manufacturers  to  use  this 
patent^  and  tliat  its  further  extension  will  operate  prejudicially  to  its  interest  by  com- 
pelling it  to  pay  to  p>arties  already  well  paid  a  large  royal Ij^  for  altering  its  revolvers 
to  use  metallic  cartridges. 

For  these  reasons  I  respectfully  request  that  you  wll  call  the  attention  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  this  subject  before  he  acts  upon  the  bill  which  is  now 
before  Ijim.

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  Senate  bill  No.  476,  "An  act 
to  fix  the  status  of  certain  Federal  soldiers  enlisting  in  the  Union  Army 
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from  the  States  of  Alabama  and  Florida/*  for  the  reasons  embodied  i^^ 
the  following  facts,  which  ha\  e  been  obtained  from  the  office  of  tb^| 
Second  Comptroller: 

The  First  Regiment  of  Florida  Cavalr>',  composed  of  six  companies, 
was  organized  from  December,  1862,  to  August,  1864.  to  serve  three  years. 
It  was  mustered  out  of  ser\uce  November  17,  1S65,  b3'  reason  of  general 
order  from  the  War  Department  discharging  all  cavalry  organization^^ 
cast  of  the  Mississippi.  iH 

The  men  of  this  regiment  enlisting  prior  to  July  iS,  1S64,  received  $25 
advance  l-wjunty  at  nuister-in,  and  the  discharged  soldiers  and  heirs  oj^ 
those  deceased  have  been  paid  the  same  bounty  under  act  of  July  22|^| 
1 86 1,  joint  res^ilution  of  Januar>^  13,  1864, an  act  of  July  28,  1866,  as  men 
enlisted  at  the  same  time  in  other  volunteer  organizations. 

The  Second  Regiment  of  Florida  Cavalry,  composed  of  seven  com- 
panies, was  organized  from  Decem!>er,  1863,  to  June,  1864,  to  ser\^e  three 
years.  It  was  mustered  out  Novemljer  29.  1865,  by  reason  of  the  order 
ch'scharging  cavalry  organizations  east  of  the  Mississippi,  Most  of  the 
ujen  received  the  $25  advance  tounty  at  muster- in,  and  the  discharged 
men  and  heirs  of  decea,sed  men  have  received  bount\'  under  the  several 
acts  of  Congress  cited  above,  suliject  to  the  same  cotulitions  which  apply 
to  men  who  enlisted  at  the  same  time  in  other  volunteer  orgaiiizaticjns^l 

The  First  Alabama  Cavalry  was  originally  organized  as  a  one-year  regi*" 
ment  from  December,  1862,  to  September,  1863,  and  two  companies  of 
three- years  men  ( Companies  I  and  K)  were  added  to  complete  its  organ- 
ization. These  companies  were  formerly  Coi^panies  D  and  K  of  the 
First  Middle  Tennessee  Cavalry.  Prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
the  one-year  men,  the  Adjntnnt-General  of  the  Army,  of  date  May  15, 
i863,ainhQrized  General  Dcxlge  to  fill  up  this  command,  and  hi  accord- 
ance therewith  the  places  of  the  companies  discharged  by  re^on  of  expi- 
ration uf  Jtcrm  were  filled  by  companies  of  men  fiilisted  for  three  years. 
The  original  companies,  A,  B,  C»  D,  E,  F,  G,  H,  and  ly,  were  organized  from 
December,  i862»  to  September  25,  1863,  and  were  discharged  by  companies 
from  Deceml>er  22,  1863,  to  September  28, 1864, in  order  as  the  tenn  (one 
year)  of  each  company  expired.  Companies  I  and  K,  mustered  in  Au- 
gust, 1862,  to  ser^^e  three  years,  were  discharged  in  July,  1865,  by  reason 
of  expiration  of  term  of  sen*ice.  As  reorganized  under  the  order  above 
mentioned,  the  regiment  consisted  of  Companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  and  G. 
organized  from  Februar>*  5,  1864,  to  October,  1864,  to  ser\'e  three  years; 
Companies  F,  L,  and  M,  organized  from  December  28, 1863,  to  Octol>er 
51,  1 8 64 » to  serve  one  and  three  years;  Company  H,  organized  in  March 
and  April,  1865,  to  serv^e  three  years,  and  Companies  I  and  K,  of  the  old 
organir-ation  described  above.  The  men  of  the  First  Alabama  Cavalr>^ 
who  enlisted  for  three  j-ears  have  been  paid  bountj^  under  the  several 
acts  of  Congress  upon  the  same  principles  which  apply  to  other  three-years 
volunteers.     The  one- year  men  enlisted  prior  to  July  18, 1864.  received 
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no  bounty,  but  $ioo  bounty  has  been  paid  the  proper  heirs  of  the  one-year 
men  of  this  organization  who  died  in  the  service,  in  accordance  with  the 
act  of  July  22.  1861,  under  which  the  regiment  w^as  originally  organized. 

Some  of  the  men  of  these  organizations  were  erroneously  paid  by  the 
Pay  Department  at  the  time  of  their  muster  out  of  sen4ce»  they  having 
been  p)aid  but  Sioo,  when  they  should  have  l)een  allowed  $300  under  the 
juint  resohition  of  January  13,  1864.  The  balance  of  bounty  due  these 
men  is  being  paid  by  the  proper  accounting  officers.  It  will  be  seen  by 
comparing  the  alx>ve  statement  wnth  the  act  under  consideration  that  the 
effect  of  the  act  will  be  to  give  the  one-year  men  of  the  First  Alabama 
Cavalry-,  nearly  all  of  wdiom  enlisted  in  1862  and  1863,  a  Ixjunty  of  $roo 
each,  or  a  proportionate  part,  according  to  the  time  serv^ed.  It  would 
give  each  man  of  Companies  I  and  K  of  the  First  Alabama  Cavalry  $ico 
more  bounty.  The  bounty  of  the  other  three-years  men  of  the  First  Ala- 
Ijama  Cavalr>%  First  Florida  Cavalr>%  and  Second  Florida  C?valry,  who 
enhsted  prior  to  December  25,  1863,  and  from  April  i,  1S64,  to  July  17, 
1864,  inclusive,  and  who  were  discharged  by  reason  of  orders  from  the 
War  Department,  will  not  be  affected. 

The  men  enlisting  in  these  organizations  under  joint  resolution  of 
Januaiy  13,  1864,  receive  under  existing  laws  $100  more  bounty  than  they 
would  be  entitled  to  receive  if  the  act  under  consideration  becomes  a  law. 

In  case  of  deceased  men  the  working  of  the  act  is  still  more  perplex- 
ing, as  the  prescribed  order  of  inheritance  under  the  act  of  July  4.  1864^ 
is  entirely  different  from  that  under  all  other  acts. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  claims  in  case  of  the  deceased  men  have  been 
settled,  and  the  bounties  have  been  paid  fathers,  mothers,  brothers,  and 
sisters,  the  proper  heirs  under  existing  laws,  which  under  this  act  would 
go  only  to  the  ividow,  children,  and  widowed  mother.  Bounty  has  also 
been  paid  to  parents  under  act  of  July  28,  1866,  which  this  act  would 
re<iuire  to  be  paid  to  the  widow,  although  she  may  have  remarried. 

Under  the  act  of  July  28,  1866,  children  of  age  are  not  entitled,  but 
this  act  makes  them  joint  heirs  with  the  minor  children. 

In  case  of  the  deceased  one-year  men, and  the  three-years  men  enlisted 
under  joint  resolution  of  January  13^  1864,  the  effect  of  this  act  would 
only  be  to  change  the  prescrilied  order  of  inheritance. 

In  case  of  the  three-years  men  enlLsted  under  act  of  July  22,  186 1,  the 
order  of  inheritance  is  changed  by  this  act,  and  the  heirs  entitled  (widow, 
children,  and  wiilowed  mother)  will  receive  $100  more  bounty  than  they 
are  now  entitled  to  receive. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  that  November  14,  1864,  the  War  Department 
gave  authority  to  enlist  men  who  had  deserted  from  the  rebel  army  as 
recruits  for  the  First  Alabama  Cavalry,  with  the  distinct  understanding 
that  they  were  to  receive  no  bounty.  Such  recruits  have  not  been  paid 
bounty » and  it  may  l)e  a  question  whether  the  act  under  consideration 
would  entitle  them  to  any.  y  g   Qgj^j^jT,

sular jurisdiction  over  the  crews  of  vessels  of  such  foreign  nations  in  the 
waters  and  ports  of  the  United  States,**  it  is  provided  that  before  that 
act  shall  take  effect  as  to  the  ships  and  vessels  of  any  particular  nation 
having  such  treaty  with  the  United  States  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  have  been  satisfied  that  similar  provisions  have  been  made 
for  the  execution  of  such  treaty  by  the  other  contracting  party,  and  shall 
have  issued  his  proclamation  to  that  effect,  declaring  that  act  to  be  in 
force  as  to  such  nation ;  and 

Whereas  due  inquiry  having  been  made  and  satisfactory  answers  hav- 
ing been  received  that  similar  provisions  are  in  force  in  France,  Prussia 
and  the  other  States  of  the  North  German  Union,  and  Italy: 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  do  hereby  proclaim  the  same  accordingly.

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  admonish  all  good  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  all  i>er- 
sons  withhi  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  uf  the  United  States  against 
aiding,  countenancing,  abetting,  or  taking  part  in  such  unlawful  pro- 
ceedings; and  I  do  hereby  warn  all  i>ers*>ns  that  by  connnitting  such 
illegal  acts  they  wull  forfeit  all  right  to  the  protection  of  the  Government 
or  to  its  interference  in  tlieir  behalf  to  rescue  them  from  the  consequences 
of  their  owni  acts;  and  I  do  hereliy  enjfjin  all  officers  in  the  seiTice  of  the 
United  States  to  employ  alt  tlieir  lawful  authority  and  power  to  prevent 
and  defeat  the  aforesaid  utdjuvful  proceedings  and  to  arrest  and  bring  to 
justice  all  perscms  who  may  Ije  engaged  therein.

Whereas  great  numbers  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  reside 
within  the  territories  or  dominions  of  each  of  the  said  Ijelligerents  and 
carry  on  commerce,  trade,  or  other  busine^ssor  pursuits  therein,  protected 
by  the  faith  of  treaties;  and 

Whereas  great  nnmbers  of  the  siil>jects  or  citizens  of  each  of  the  said 
belligerents  reside  within  the  territory  or  jurisdiction  of  the  Unilec!  States 
and  carr>^  on  commerce,  trade,  or  other  business  or  pursuits  therein;  and 

Whereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  without  interfering  with  the 
free  expression  of  opinion  and  sympathy,  or  with  the  open  manufacture 
or  sale  of  arms  or  munitions  of  war,  nevertheless  impose  upon  all  i»er- 
sons  wdio  may  lie  w^ithin  their  territory  and  jurisdiction  the  duty  of  an 
impartial  neutrality  during  the  i^xistence  of  the  contest: 

Now,  therefore,,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States, 
in  order  to  X3reser\^e  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  and  of  their  citi- 
zens and  of  i>ersons  within  their  territory  and  jurisdiction,  and  to  enforce 
their  laws,  and  in  order  that  all  perscjns,  lieing  warned  of  the  general 
tenor  of  the  laws  and  treaties  of  the  United  States  in  this  t)ehalf  and  of 
the  law  of  nations,  may  thus  be  preventetl  from  an  luiintentional  \Hola- 
tion  of  the  same,  do  hereby  declare  and  xiroclaim  that  by  the  act  passed 
on  the  2oth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  i8iS,  commonly  known  as  the  **  neutrality 
law/*  the  following  acts  are  forbidden  toT)e  done,  under  severe  penaltieS|« 
within  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  to  wit:  ^| 

1,  Accepting  and  exercising  a  commission  to  ser\'e  either  of  the  said 
belligerents,  by  land  or  by  sea,  against  the  other  belligerent. 

2.  Enlisting  or  entering  into  the  service  of  either  of  the  said  l>elliger- 
ents  as  a  st^ldier  or  as  a  marine  or  seaman  on  board  of  any  vessel  of  war, 
letter  of  marque,  or  privateer. 

3,  Hiring  or  retaining  another  person  to  enlist  or  enter  himself  in  the 
ser\^ice  of  either  of  the  said  belligerents  as  a  soldier  or  as  a  marine  or 
seaman  on  board  of  any  vessel  of  war,  letter  of  marque,  or  privateer, 

4.  Hiring  another  person  to  go  lieyond  the  limits  or  jurisdiction  of  i\ 
United  States  with  intent  to  l>e  eulistetl  as  aforesaid. 

5,  Hiring  another  person  to  go  bej^ond  the  limits  of  the  United  State 
with  intent  to  l>e  entered  into  service  as  aforesaid, 

6.  Retaining  another  person  to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United 
States  with  intent  to  be  enlisted  as  aforesaid*

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7.  Retaining  another  person  to  go  beyond  tlie  limits  of  the  United 
Slates  with  intent  to  Ije  entered  into  service  as  aforesaid,  (But  the  said 
act  is  not  to  be  construed  to  extend  to  a  citizen  or  subject  of  either  bellig- 
erent who,  being  transiently  within  the  United  States,  shall,  on  board  of 
any  vessel  of  war  which  at  the  time  of  its  arrival  within  the  United 
States  was  fitted  and  equipped  as  such  vessel  of  war,  enhst  or  enter  him- 
self, or  hire  or  retain  another  subject  or  citizen  of  the  sameljelligerent  who 
is  transiently  within  tlie  United  States  to  enlist  or  enter  himself,  to  serve 
such  beUigerent  on  board  such  vessel  of  war,  if  the  United  States  shall 
then  be  at  peace  w ith  such  belligerent. ) 

8.  Fitting  out  and  anning,  or  attempting  to  fit  out  and  ami,  or  pro- 
curing to  be  fitted  out  and  armed,  or  knowingly  being  concerned  in  the 
ftirnishing,  fitting  out,  or  arming  of  any  ship  or  vessel  with  intent  tlmt 
such  ship  or  vessel  shall  be  employed  in  the  service  of  either  of  the  said 
belligerents. 

9.  Issuing  or  delivering  a  commission  within  the  territory  or  jurisdic* 
tion  of  the  United  States  for  any  ship  or  vessel  to  the  intent  that  she 
loay  be  employed  as  aforesaid. 

10.  Increasing  or  augmenting,  or  procuring  to  be  increased  or  aug- 
mented, or  knowingly  Ijeing  concerned  in  increasing  or  augmenting,  the 
force  of  any  .ship  of  war,  cruiser »  or  other  armed  vessel  which  at  the  time 
of  her  arrival  within  the  United  States  was  a  ship  of  war,  cruiser,  or 
armed  vessel  in  the  service  of  either  of  the  said  Ijclligerents,  or  belonging 
to  the  subjects  or  citizens  of  either,  by  adding  to  the  numlDer  of  guns  of 
^9uch  vessel,  or  by  changing  those  on  bcjard  of  her  for  guns  of  a  larger 

liber,  or  by  the  addition  thereto  of  any  et|uipment  solely  applicable  to 
war. 

11.  Beginning  or  setting  on  foot  or  providing  or  preparing  the  means 
for  any  militar>'  expedition  or  enterprise  to  lie  carried  on  from  the  terri- 
lor>*  or  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  against  the  territories  or  domiti- 
ions  of  either  of  the  said  l>elligere!its. 

And  I  do  further  declare  and  proclaim  that  by  the  nineteenth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  amity  and  conunerce  which  was  conchided  between  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia  and  the  United  States  of  America  on  the  i  itb 
day  of  Juh\  A.  D.  1799,  which  article  was  revived  by  the  treaty  of  May  i, 
A.  D.  1828,  between  the  same  parties,  and  is  still  in  force,  it  was  agreed 
that  "the  vessels  of  war,  public  and  private,  of  both  parties  shall  carry 
freely,  wheresoever  they  please,  the  vessels  and  effects  taken  from  their 
enemies,  without  being  obliged  to  pay  any  duties,  charges,  or  fees  to 
officers  of  admiralty,  of  the  customs,  or  any  others:  nor  shall  such  prizes 
be  arrested,  searched,  or  put  under  legal  process  when  they  come  to  and 
enter  the  ports  of  the  other  party,  but  may  freely  be  carried  out  again 
at  any  time  by  their  captors  to  the  places  expressed  in  their  commissions, 
which  the  commanding  officer  of  such  vessel  shall  be  obliged  to  show. ' ' 
I         And  I  do  further  declare  and  proclaim  that  it  has  been  offidally 
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conimunicatetl  to  the  Goveninient  of  the  United  States  by  the  envoy  ex- 
traordiunry  and  iniiiister  plenipotentiary'  of  the  North  German  Confed- 
eration at  WashinjLTton  that  private  property  on  the  high  seas  will  be 
exempted  from  seiznre  by  the  ships  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Prussia, 
without  regard  to  reciprocity. 

And  I  do  further  declare  and  proclaim  that  it  has  been  ofEcially  com* 
municated  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  by  the  envoy  extraor- 
dinar>'  and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  the 
French  at  Washington  that  orders  have  been  given  that  in  the  conduct 
of  the  war  the  commanders  of  the  French  forces  on  land  and  on  the  seas 
shall  scmpnlonsly  obscn^e  toward  neutral  jxjwers  the  rules  of  interna- 
tional law  and  that  they  shall  strictly  adhere  to  the  principles  set  forth 
in  the  declaration  of  the  congress  of  Paris  of  the  i6th  of  April,  1S56; 
that  is  to  say: 

First.  That  privateering  is  and  remains  abolished. 

Secon<h  That  the  neutral  flag  covers  enemy's  goods,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  contraband  of  war. 

Third,  That  neutral  goods,  with  the  exception  of  contraband  of  war, 
are  not  liable  to  capture  under  the  enemy's  flag. 

Fourth.  That  blockades,  in  order  tol>e  binding,  must  be  effective—that 
is  to  say,  maintained  by  a  force  sufficient  really  to  prevent  access  to  the 
coast  of  the  euem}-;  and  that,  although  the  United  States  have  not  ad- 
hered to  the  declaration  of  1S56,  the  vessels  of  His  Majesty  will  not  seize 
enemy's  property  found  on  board  of  a  vessel  of  the  United  States,  pro- 
vided that  iiroj^rty  is  not  contraliand  of  war. 

And  I  do  further  declare  and  proclaim  that  the  statutes  of  the  United 
States  and  the  law  of  nations  alike  require  that  no  |5erson  wnthin  the 
territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  Ihnted  States  shall  take  part,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  the  said  war,  but  shall  remain  at  peace  with  each  of  the 
said  belligerents  and  shall  maintain  a  strict  and  impartial  neutrality,  and 
that  whatever  privileges  shall  be  accorded  to  one  belligerent  within  the 
ports  of  the  United  States  shall  be  in  like  manner  accordetl  to  the  other. 

And  I  do  hereby  enjoin  all  the  good  citizens  of  the  United  States  and 
all  persons  residing  or  Ijeing  within  the  territory'  or  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  to  observ^e  the  laws  thereof  and  to  commit  no  act  contra r>^ 
to  the  provisions  of  the  said  statutes  or  in  violation  of  the  law  of  nations 
in  that  behalf. 

And  I  do  hereby  warn  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  all  persons 
residing  or  being  within  their  territory  or  jurisdiction  that  while  the  free 
and  full  expression  of  sympathies  in  public  and  private  is  not  restricted 
by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  military  forces  in  aid  of  either  bellig- 
erent can  not  lawfully  l>e  originated  or  organized  within  their  jurisdiction; 
and  that  while  all  persons  may  lawfully  and  without  restriction,  by  reason 
of  the  aforesaid  state  of  war,  manufacture  and  sell  within  the  United 
States  arms  and  munitions  of  war  and  other  articles  ordinarily  known 
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as  ''contraband  of  war/*  yet  they  can  not  carry  such  articles  upon  the 
high  seas  for  the  use  or  service  of  either  belligerent,  nor  can  they  trans- 
port soldiers  and  officers  of  either,  or  attempt  to  !>reak  any  blockade 
which  may  be  lawfully  established  and  maintained  during  the  war,  with- 
out incurring  the  risk  of  hostile  capture  and  the  penalties  denoiuiced  by 
the  law  of  nations  in  that  behalf. 

And  I  do  hereby  give  notice  that  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  and 
others  who  may  claim  the  protection  of  this  Government  who  may  mis- 
conduct themselves  in  the  premises  will  do  st>  at  their  peril,  and  that 
they  call  in  no  wise  obtain  any  protection  from  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  against  the  consequences  of  their  misconduct.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  on  the  2 2d  day  of  August,  1870.  my  proclamation  was  issued 
enjoining  neutrality  in  the  present  war  between  France  and  the  North 
German  Confederation  and  its  allies,  and  dcclarin^^,  so  far  as  then  seemed 
to  be  necessary,  the  respective  rights  and  obHgations  of  the  belligerent 
parties  and  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  sul>sefiuent  information  gives  reason  to  apprehend  that  armed 
cruisers  of  the  belligerents  may  Ijc  tempted  to  abuse  the  hospitality  ac- 
corded to  them  in  the  ports,  harbors,  roadsteads,  and  other  waters  of  the 
United  States,  by  making  such  waters  subservient  to  the  purposes  of  war: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  do  hereby  proclaim  and  declare  that  any  frequenting  and  use 
of  the  waters  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  by 
the  armed  vessels  of  either  lx;lligerent,  whether  public  ships  or  pri%^ateers, 
lor  the  purpose  of  preparing  for  hastile  oj>erations  or  as  posts  of  obser- 
vation upon  the  ships  of  war  or  privateers  or  merchant  vessels  of  the 
otho*  belligerent  lying  within  or  being  about  to  enter  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States,  must  be  regarded  as  unfriendly  and  offensive  and  in 
violation  of  that  neutrality  which  it  is  the  determination  of  this  Gov- 
ernment to  observ^e:  and  to  the  end  that  the  hazard  and  inconvenience 
of  such  apprehended  practices  may  be  avoided,  I  further  proclaim  and 
declare  that  from  and  after  the  12th  day  of  October  instant,  and  during 
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the  continuance  of  the  present  hostilities  between  France  and  the  North 
Gennan  Confederation  and  its  allies,  no  ship  of  war  or  privateer  of  either 
belligerent  shall  be  permitted  to  make  use  of  any  port,  harbor,  roadstead, 
or  other  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  as  a  station  or 
place  of  resort  for  any  warlike  purpose  or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
any  facilities  of  warlike  equipment;  and  no  ship  of  war  or  privateer  of 
either  belligerent  shall  be  permitted  to  sail  out  of  or  leave  ^\\y  port^  har- 
bor» roadstead,  or  waters  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
from  which  a  vessel  of  the  other  belligerent  (whether  the  same  shall  V>e 
a  ship  of  war,  a  privateer,  or  a  merchant  ship  J  shall  have  previously 
departed  until  after  the  expiration  of  at  least  twenty- four  hours  from 
the  departure  of  such  last-mentioned  vessel  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States.  If  any  ship  of  war  or  privateer  of  either  belligerent  shall, 
after  the  time  this  notification  takes  effect,  enter  any  port,  harbor,  road- 
stead, or  waters  of  the  United  States,  such  vessel  shall  be  required  to 
depart  and  to  put  to  sea  within  twenty- four  hours  after  her  entrance 
into  such  port,  harbor,  roadstead,  or  waters,  except  in  case  of  stress  of 
weather  or  of  her  requiring  pro\dsions  or  things  necessary  for  the  sul> 
sistence  of  her  crew  or  for  repairs,  in  either  of  which  cases  the  authorities 
of  the  port  or  of  the  nearest  port  (as  the  case  may  be)  shall  require  her 
to  put  to  sea  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  expiration  of  such  period  of 
twentj^-fonr  hours,  without  permitting  her  to  take  in  supplies  beyond 
what  may  !:>e  necessary  for  her  immediate  iise;  and  no  such  vessel  which 
may  have  l:>een  permitted  to  remain  within  the  waters  of  the  United  States 
for  the  purpose  of  repair  shall  continue  witliin  such  port,  hartor,  road- 
stead, or  waters  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours  after  her 
necessar>^  repairs  shall  have  been  completed,  unless  within  such  twenty- 
four  hours  a  vessel,  \\'hether  ship  of  war,  privateer,  or  merchant  ship,  of 
the  other  Ijelligerent  shall  have  departed  therefrom,  in  which  case  the 
time  Hmited  for  the  departure  of  such  ship  of  war  or  privateer  shall  lie 
extended  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  an  inter\*al  of  not  less  than 
twenty- four  hours  between  such  departure  and  that  of  au}^  ship  of  war, 
privateer,  or  merchant  ship  of  the  other  belligerent  which  may  have  pre- 
viously quit  the  same  port,  harbor,  roadstead,  or  waters.  No  ship  of 
war  or  privateer  of  either  l^elligerent  shall  be  detained  in  any  port,  har- 
bor, roadstead,  or  waters  of  the  United  States  more  than  twenty-four 
hours  by  reason  of  the  successive  departtu'es  from  such  port,  harbor, 
roadstead,  or  waters  of  more  than  one  vessel  of  the  other  belligerenl. 
But  if  there  be  several  vessels  of  each  or  eitlier  of  the  two  belligerents 
in  the  same  port,  harbor,  roadstead,  or  waters,  the  order  of  their  depar- 
ture therefrom  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  afford  the  opportunity  of  leaving 
alternately  to  the  vessels  of  the  respective  Ijelligerents  and  to  cause  the 
least  detention  consistent  with  the  objects  of  this  proclamation.  No  ship 
of  war  or  privateer  of  either  belligerent  shall  be  permitted,  while  in  any 
port,  harbor,  roadstead,  or  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
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States,  to  take  in  any  supplies  except  provisions  and  snch  other  things 
as  may  be  requisite  for  the  subsistence  of  her  crew,  and  except  so  much 
coal  only  as  may  be  sufficient  to  carry  such  vessel,  if  without  sail  power, 
to  the  nearest  Kuropean  port  uf  her  own  country,  or,  in  case  the  vessel 
is  rigged  to  go  under  sail  and  may  also  be  propelled  by  steam  power, 
then  with  half  the  quantity  of  coal  which  she  would  be  entitled  to  receive 
if  dependent  upon  steam  alone:  and  no  c<xil  shall  lie  again  supplied  to 
any  such  ship  of  war  or  privateer  in  the  same  or  any  other  port,  harbor, 
roadstead*  or  waters  of  the  United  States,  witlunit  sjx^cial  i>eniiissiou, 
until  after  the  expiratiou  of  three  months  from  the  tiuie  when  such  coal 
may  have  been  last  supplied  to  her  within  the  waters  of  the  United  States, 
unless  such  ship  of  war  or  privateer  shall,  since  last  thus  supplied »  have| 
entered  a  European  p^rt  of  the  Government  to  which  she  belongs.

xxvg  to  have  powers  of  government  over  portions  of  the  territories  or 
dominions  of  powers  with  whom  the  United  States  are  at  peace,  or^  b>' 
Ijeing  or  assuming  to  be  members  of  such  bodies,  by  levying  or  collecting 
money  for  the  purpose  or  for  the  alleged  purpose  of  using  the  same  in 
carrying  on  military  enterprises  against  such  territories  or  dominions  by 
enlisting  and  organi/,ing  armed  fr>rces  to  be  used  against  such  powers, 
and  by  fitting  out.  equipping,  and  arming  vessels  to  transport  such  organ- 
ized armed  forces  to  lie  employed  in  hostilities  against  such  powers;  and 

Whereas  it  is  alleged  and  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that  such  evih 
disposed  persons  have  also  at  sundr>^  times  within  the  territory'  and  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States  \dolated  the  laws  thereof  by  accepting  and 
exercising  commissions  to  ser\^e  by  land  or  by  sea  against  powers  with 
whom  the  United  States  are  at  peace  by  enlisting  themselves  or  other 
persons  to  carry  on  war  against  such  powers  by  fitting  out  and  arming 
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vessels  with  intent  that  the  same  shall  be  employed  to  cruise  or  commit 
hostilities  against  such  powers,  or  by  delivering  commissions  within  the

to  punishment,  will  not  be  entitled  to  expect  or  receive  the  clemency  of 
the  Executive  to  save  them  from  the  consequences  of  their  guilt;  and  I 
enjoin  upon  every  officer  of  this  Government,  civil  or  miUtary  or  naval, 
to  use  all  eflForts  in  his  power  to  arrest  for  trial  and  punishment  every 
such  offender  against  the  laws  providing  for  the  performance  of  our 
sacred  obligations  to  friendly  powers.

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SECOND  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

ExECUTivK  Mansion,  December  5,  1870, 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

A  year  of  peace  and  general  prosperity  to  this  nation  has  passed  since 
the  last -assembling  of  Congress.  We  have,  through  a  kind  Providence, 
been  blessed  with  abundant  crops,  and  have  been  spared  from  complica- 
tions and  war  with  foreign  nations.  In  our  midst  comparative  harmony 
has  been  restored.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  however,  that  a  free  exercise  of 
the  elective  franchise  has  by  violence  and  intimidation  been  denied  to 
citizens  in  exceptional  cases  in  several  of  the  States  lately  in  rebellion, 
and  the  verdict  of  the  people  has  thereby  been  reversed.  The  States 
of  Virginia,  Mississippi,  and  Texas  have  been  restored  to  representation 
in  otu*  national  councils.  Georgia,  the  only  State  now  without  repre- 
sentation, may  confidently  be  expected  to  take  her  place  there  also  at 
the  beginning  of  the  new  year,  and  then,  let  us  hope,will  be  completed  the 
work  of  reconstruction.  With  an  acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  whole 
people  in  the  national  obligation  to  pay  the  public  debt  created  as  the 
price  of  our  Union,  the  pensions  to  our  disabled  soldiers  and  sailors  and 
their  widows  and  orphans,  and  in  the  changes  to  the  Constitution  which 
have  been  made  necessary  by  a  great  rebellion,  there  is  no  reason  why 
we  should  not  advance  in  material  prosperity  and  happiness  as  no  other 
nation  ever  did  after  so  protracted  and  devastating  a  war. 

Soon  after  the  existing  war  broke  out  in  Eiu-ope  the  protection  of  the 
United  States  minister  in  Paris  was  invoked  in  favor  of  North  Germans 
domiciled  in  French  territory.  Instructions  were  issued  to  grant  the 
protection.  This  has  been  followed  by  an  extension  of  American  protec- 
tion to  citizens  of  Saxony,  Hesse  and  Saxe-Coburg,Gotha, Colombia,  Por- 
tugal, Uruguay,  the  Dominican  Republic,  Ecuador,  Chile,  Paraguay,  and 
Venezuela  in  Paris.  The  charge  was  an  onerous  one,  requiring  constant 
and  severe  labor,  as  well  as  the  exercise  of  patience,  prudence,  and  good 
judgment.  It  has  been  performed  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  this  Gov- 
ernment, and,  as  I  am  officially  informed,  equally  so  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Government  of  North  Germany. 

As  soon  as  I  learned  that  a  repubUc  had  been  proclaimed  at  Paris  and 
that  the  people  of  France  had  acquiesced  in  the  change,  the  minister  of 
the  United  States  was  directed  by  telegraph  to  recognize  it  and  to  tender 
my  congratulations  and  those  of  the  people  of  the  United  States.  The 
reestablishment  in  France  of  a  system  of  government  disconnected  with 
the  dynastic  traditions  of  Europe  appeared  to  be  a  proper  subject  for  the 
felicitations  of  Americans.  Should  the  present  struggle  result  in  attach- 
ing the  hearts  of  the  French  to  our  simpler  forms  of  representative  gov- 
ernment, it  will  be  a  subject  of  still  further  satisfaction  to  our  people* 
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Awhile  we  make  no  efiFort  to  impose  our  institutions  upon  the  iiihaliitaiits 
of  other  cx)Utatries,  and  while  we  adhere  to  our  traditional  neiUraUty  iji 
civil  contests  elsewhere,  we  can  not  be  indifferent  to  the  sx>read  of  Ameri- 
can political  ideas  in  a  great  and  lii.£fhly  civilized  country  like  France* 

We  w^ere  asked  by  the  new  Government  to  use  our  good  offices,  jointly 
w^ith  tliose  of  European  |x>wers,  in  the  interests  of  peace.  Answer  was 
made  that  the  established  policy  and  the  true  interests  of  the  Ilniteil 
States  forbade  them  to  interfere  in  European  questions  jointly  with 
European  powers.  I  ascertained,  infomaally  and  unofficially,  that  the 
Government  of  North  Germany  was  not  then  disposed  to  listen  to  such 
representations  from  any  p<jwer,and  though  earnestly  wishing  to  see  the 
blessings  of  peace  restored  to  the  l>elligerents,  with  all  of  whom  the  United 
States  are  on  terms  of  friendship,  I  declined  on  the  part  of  this  Govern- 
ment to  take  a  step  which  could  only  result  in  injury  to  our  true  interests, 
without  advancing  the  object  for  w^hich  our  intervention  w^as  invoked. 
Should  the  time  come  when  the  action  of  the  United  States  can  hasten 
the  return  of  peace  by  a  single  hour,  that  action  will  Ixr  heartily  taken. 
I  deemed  it  prudent,  in  view  of  the  number  of  persons  of  German  and 
French  birth  hving  in  tlie  United  States,  to  issue,  soon  after  official  notice 
of  a  state *of  war  liad  l)een  received  frum  Ix.ith  l>elligerents,  a  proclamation* 
defining  the  duties  of  the  United  States  as  a  neutral  and  the  obhgations 
of  persons  residing  within  their  territory  to  observe  their  laws  and  the 
laws  of  nations.  This  proclamation  was  followed  by  others, fas  circnni- 
stances  seemed  to  call  for  them.  The  i>eople,  thus  acquainted  in  advance 
of  their  duties  and  obhgations,  have  assisted  in  preventing  violations  of 
the  neutrality  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  not  understood  that  the  condition  of  the  insurrection  in  Cuba  has 
materially  changed  since  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  Congress.  In  an 
early  stage  of  the  contest  the  authorities  of  Spain  inaugurated  a  system 
of  arbitrary  arrests,  of  close  confinement*  and  of  military  trial  and  execu- 
tion of  persons  suspected  of  complicity  with  the  insurgents,  and  of  sum* 
mary  embargo  of  their  properties,  and  sequestration  of  their  revenues  by 
executive  warrant,  »Such  proceedings,  so  far  as  they  affected  the  per- 
sons or  property  of  citizens  of  the  United  States,  were  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty  of  1795  between  the  United  States  and  Spain. 

Representations  of  injuries  resulting  to  several  ]>ersous  claiming  to  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States  by  reason  of  such  violations  w^ere  made  to 
the  Spanish  Government.  From  April,  1869,10  June  last  the  Spanish 
minister  at  Washington  had  been  clothed  with  a  Umited  power  to  aid  in 
redressing  such  wrongs.  That  power  was  found  to  be  withdrawn,  *'in 
\iew/*  iis  it  was  said,  **of  the  favorable  situation  in  wliich  tlie  island  of 
Cuba*'  then  *'was,"  which,  how^ever,did  not  lead  to  a  revocation  or  sus- 
pension of  the  extraordinary  and  arbitrar>'  functions  exercised  by  the 
executive  power  in  Cuba,  and  we  were  obhged  to  make  our  complaints

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at  Madrid.  In  the  negotiations  thus  opened,  and  still  pending  there,  the 
United  States  only  claimed  that  for  the  future  the  rights  secured  to  their 
citizens  by  treaty  should  he  respected  in  Cul>a,  and  that  as  to  the  past  a 
joint  tribunal  should  l>e  established  in  the  United  States  \vith  full  juris- 
diction over  all  such  claims.  Before  such  ati  impartial  tribunal  each 
claimant  would  be  required  to  prove  his  case.  On  the  other  hand,  Spain 
would  be  at  liberty  to  tra\'erse  e^'erj-  material  fact,  and  thus  complete 
equity  w^ould  be  done.  A  case  which  at  one  time  threatened  seriously 
to  affect  the  relations  between  the  United  States  and  Spain  has  already 
fjeen  disposed  of  in  this  way.  The  claim  of  the  owners  of  the  Coiond 
IJoyd  AsfiinwaU  for  the  illegal  seizure  and  detention  of  that  vessel  was 
referred  to  arbitration  by  mutual  consent,  and  has  resulted  in  an  award 
to  the  United  States,  for  the  owners,  of  the  sum  of  $19,702.50  in  gold. 
Another  and  long-pending  claim  of  like  nature,  that  of  the  wlialeship 
Canada,  has  l:>een  disposed  of  by  friendly  arbitrament  daring  the  present 
year.  It  w^as  referred,  by  the  joint  consent  of  Brazil  and  the  United 
States,  to  the  decision  of  Sir  Edward  Thornton,  Her  Britannic  Majesty's 
minister  at  Washington,  who  kindly  undertook  the  lal>orious  task  of  ex- 
amining the  voluminous  mass  of  correspondence  and  testimony  submitted 
by  the  tw^o  Governments,  and  awarded  to  the  United  States  the  sum  of 
$100,740.09  in  gold,  which  has  since  lx*en  paid  l>y  the  Imjierial  Gov- 
ernment. These  recent  examj>les  show  that  the  mode  which  the  United 
States  have  proposed  to  Spain  for  adjusting  the  pending  claims  is  just 
and  feasible,  and  that  it  may  l>e  agreed  to  by  either  nation  without  dis- 
honor. It  is  to  he  hoj>ed  that  this  moderate  demand  ma}'  l>e  acceded 
to  by  Spain  without  further  delay.  Should  the  pending  negotiations, 
unfortunately  and  unexpectedly,  be  without  result,  it  will  then  become 
my  tlnt>^  to  communioite  that  fact  to  Congress  and  invitt*  its  action  on 
the  subject. 

The  long-deferred  peace  conference  l:>etween  Spain  and  the  allied 
South  American  Republics  has  been  inaugurated  in  W'asliington  under 
the  auspices  of  the  United  States.  Pursuant  to  the  recommendation 
contained  in  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  17th 
of  December,  i  S66,  the  executive  depirtment  of  the  Go%'ernment  offered 
its  friendly  offices  for  the  promotion  of  peace  and  harmony  between 
Spain  and  the  allied  Republics.  Hesitations  and  obstacles  occurred  to 
the  acceptance  of  the  offer.  Ultimately,  however,  a  conference  was 
arranged,  and  was  opened  in  this  city  on  the  29th  of  October  last,  at 
wliich  I  authorized  the  Secretar>^  of  State  to  preside.  It  w^as  attended 
by  the  ministers  of  Spain,  Peru,  Chile,  and  Ecuador.  In  consequence 
of  the  absence  of  a  representati%^e  from  Bolivia,  the  conference  %vas 
adjourned  until  the  attendance  of  a  plenipotentiars'  from  lliat  Republic 
could  be  secured  or  other  measures  could  be  adopted  toward  compassing 
its  objects. 

The  allied  and  other  Republics  of  Spanish  origin  on  this  continent 
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e  in  this  fact  a  new  proof  of  our  sincere  interest  in  their  welfare. 
of  our  desire  to  see  tlieni  blessed  with  goo<^l  govenimeiils,  capal)le  of 
niaititaining  order  and  of  preser\4ng  their  respective  territorial  integrity 
and  of  our  sincere  wish  to  extend  our  own  commercial  and  social  rela- 
tions ^Hth  them.     The  time  is  not  probably  far  distant  when,  in  the 
nattiral  course  of  events,  the  European  political  connection  with  this 
,  continent  wHll  cease.     Our  policy  should  be  shaped,  in  view  of  this  prob- 
ability, so  as  to  ally  the  commercial  interests  of  the  Spanish  American 
States  more  closely  to  our  own .  and  thus  give  the  United  States  all  the 
preeminence  and  all  the  advantage  which  Mr.  Monroe,  Mr.  Adams,  and 
Mr,  Cla)^  contemplated  when  they  proposed  to  join  in  the  congress  of 
Panama. 
During  the  last  session  of  Congress  a  treaty  for  the  annexation  of  the 
I  Republic  of  San  Domingo  to  the  United  States  failed  to  receive  the  requi- 
site two-thirds  vote  of  the  Senate,     I  was  thoroughly  con\dnced  then  that 
the  best  interests  of  this  country,  commercially  and  materially,  demanded 
its  ratification.    Time  has  only  confirmed  me  in  this  view*     I  nuw  firmly 
beheve  that  the  moment  it  is  known  that  the  United  States  liave  entirely 
abandoned  the  project  of  accepting  as  a  part  of  its  territor>^  the  island  of 
San  Domingo  a  free  port  will  l>e  negotiated  for  by  European  nations  in 
the  Bay  of  Samana.     A  large  commercial  city  will  spring  up,  to  which 
we  will  be  tributary  without  receiving  corresponding  !>enefits,  and  then 
^^-ill  be  seen  the  folly  of  our  rejecting  so  great  a  prize.     The  Oo\ernment 
of  San  Domingo  has  voluntarily  sought  this  annexation.     It  is  a  weak 
pawer»  numlxiring  probably  less  than  1 20,000  souls,  and  yet  |X)ssessing 
one  of  the  richest  territories  under  the  sun,  capable  of  supporting  a  popu- 
lation of  10,000,000  people  in  luxur>\     The  people  of  San  Domingo  are 
not  capable  of  maintaining  themselves  in  their  present  condition,  and 
must  look  for  outside  support.     They  yearn  for  the  protection  of  our 
Tree  institutions  and  laws,  our  progress  and  civilization.     vShall  we  refuse 
them  ? 

The  acquisition  of  San  Domingo  is  desirable  because  of  its  geograph- 
ical position.  It  corajnands  the  entrance  to  the  Caribl^ean  Sea  and  the 
Isthmus  transit  of  commerce.  It  possesses  the  richest  soil,  liest  and  most 
capacious  harbors,  most  salubrious  climate,  and  the  must  valuable  prt>d- 
iiets  of  the  forests,  mine,  and  soil  of  any  of  the  West  India  Islands,  Its 
fKissession  by  us  will  in  a  few  years  build  up  a  coastwise  commerce  of 
immense  magnitude,  which  \\\\\  go  far  toward  restoring  to  us  onr  lost 
merchant  marine.  It  will  give  to  us  those  articles  which  we  consume 
so  largely  and  do  not  produce,  thus  equalizing  our  exports  antl  imports. 
In  case  of  foreign  w^ar  it  will  give  us  command  of  all  the  islands  referred 
to,  and  thus  prei^ent  an  enemy  from  ever  again  possessing  himself  of 
rendezvous  upon  our  ver>^  coast.  At  present  onr  coa,st  trade  l>etween 
the  States  bordering  on  the  Atlantic  and  those  Ijnrdering  on  the  Gulf  of 
I  Uejdco  is  cut  into  by  the  Bahamas  and  the  Antilles,     Twice  we  must, 
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as  it  were,  pass  tliroiigh  foreign  countries  to  get  by  sea  from  Georg 
to  the  west  coast  uf  Florida. 

San  Domingo,  with  a  stable  government,  under  which  her  iuimeiise 
resources  can  be  developed,  will  give  remunerative  wages  to  lens  of  thon- 
sands  of  laljorers  not  now  uix>ii  the  island.  This  lalxjr  will  take  ad  van- 
tage  of  every  available  means  of  transportation  to  abandon  the  adjacent 
islands  and  seek  the  lilessiugs  of  freedom  and  its  sequence — ^.Mch  inhab- 
itant receiving  the  reward  of  his  own  labor.  Porto  Rico  and  Cuba  will 
have  to  abolish  slavery,  as  a  measure  of  self-preservation ,  to  retain  their 
lal)orers. 

San  Domingo  will  1>ecome  a  large  oonstimer  of  the  products  of  North* 
em  farms  aud  manufactories.  The  cheap  rate  at  wdiich  her  citizens  can 
be  furnished  with  food,  tools,  and  machinery  will  make  it  necessary  that 
contiguous  islands  should  have  the  same  ad^^antages  in  order  to  compete 
in  the  production  of  sugar,  coffee,  tobacco,  tropical  fruits,  etc.  This  %vill 
open  to  us  a  still  wider  market  for  our  products.  The  production  of  our 
own  supply  of  these  articles  will  cut  off  more  than  one  hundred  millions 
of  our  annual  imports,  besides  largely  increasiug  our  exports.  With 
such  a  picture  it  is  easy  to  see  how  our  large  debt  aliroad  is  ultimately  to 
lie  extinguished.  With  a  balauce  of  trade  against  tis  (including  interest 
on  bonds  held  by  foreigners  and  money  spent  by  our  citizens  traveling  in 
foreign  lands)  equal  to  the  entire  yield  of  the  precious  metals  in  this  coun- 
tr>%  it  is  not  so  easy  to  see  how  this  result  is  to  1^  otherwise  accomplished. 

Tbe  acquisition  of  San  Domingo  is  an  adherence  to  the  ' '  Monroe  doc- 
trine/' it  is  a  measiu-e  of  national  protection;  it  is  asserting  our  just  claim 
to  a  controlling  influence  over  the  great  commercial  traffic  soon  to  flow^ 
from  west  to  east  by  way  of  the  Isthmus  of  Darien;  it  is  to  build  up  our 
merchant  marine;  it  is  to  furnish  uew^  markets  for  the  products  of  our 
fanns,  shops,  and  manufactories;  it  is  to  make  slaver}'  insupportable  in 
Cuba  aud  Porto  Rico  at  once,  and  ultimately  so  in  Brazil;  it  is  to  settle 
the  unhappy  condition  of  Cuba  and  end  an  exterminating  conflict;  it  is 
to  provide  honest  means  of  paying  our  honest  debts  %vithout  fjvertaxing 
the  people;  it  is  to  furnish  our  citizens  with  the  necessaries  of  everyday 
life  at  cheaper  rates  than  ever  before;  and  it  is,  in  fine,  a  rapid  stride 
toward  that  greatness  which  the  intelligence,  industrj-,  and  enterprise  of 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States  entitle  this  country  to  assume  among 
natto!is.  ^m 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  question,  I  eam^tly  urge  upon  Coti^l 
gress  early  action  expressive  of  its  views  as  to  the  best  means  of  acquir- 
ing San  Domingo.  My  suggestion  is  that  by  joint  resolution  of  the  two 
Houses  of  Congress  the  Executive  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  commission 
to  negotiate  a  treaty  with  the  authorities  of  San  Domingo  for  the  acqui- 
sition of  that  island,  and  that  an  appropriation  be  made  to  dtffray  the 
expenses  of  such  a  connuLssiou.  The  question  may  then  t>e  determined, 
either  by  the  action  of  the  Senate  upon  the  treaty  or  the  joint  action  of 
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the  two  Houses  of  Congress  upon  a  resolntion  of  annexation,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  acquisition  of  Texas.  So  convinced  am  I  of  tlie  advantages 
to  flow  from  the  acquisition  of  San  Domingo,  and  of  the  great  disad\'an- 
lages — I  might  ahnost  say  calamities — to  flow  from  noimctjiiisitioii*  that 
I  believe  the  subject  has  only  to  be  investigated  to  be  approved. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  our  representations  in  regard  to  the  injuriou?^ 
effects,  especially  upon  the  revenue  of  tlie  United  States,  of  the  policy  of 
the  Mexican  Government  in  exempting  from  impost  duties  a  large  tracj- 
of  its  territory  on  our  borders  have  not  only  l^een  fruitless,  hut  that* it  is 
e\*en  proposed  in  that  countr}^  to  extend  the  limits  within  which  the'pf'ivi- 
lege  adverted  to  has  hitherto  l>eeu  enjoyed.  The  expediency  of 'taking 
into  your  serious  consideration  proper  measures  for  count^cvailing  the 
policy  referred  to  will,  it  is  presumed,  engage  yonr  earnest  attention. 

It  is  the  ob\ious  interest »  especially  of  neighl>oring  nations,  to  provide 
against  impunity  to  those  who  may  have  committed  high  crimes  within 
their  Ix^rders  and  who  may  have  songht  refuge  abroad.  For  this  pnr- 
pose  extradition  treaties  have  lieen  concluded  with  se^-^ral  of  the  Central 
American  Republics,  and  others  are  in  progress. 

The  sense  of  Congress  is  desired,  as  early  as  may  l>e  convenient,  upon 
the  proceedings  of  the  commission  on  claims  against  Venezuela,  as  com- 
OHtnicated  in  my  messages  of  March  i6, 1S69,  March  1,  1870,  and  March 
31,  1S70.  It  has  not  l)een  deemed  adxisablc  to  distribute  any  of  the 
money  which  has  been  received  from  that  Government  until  Congress 
shall  have  actetl  on  the  subject. 

The  massacres  of  French  and  Russian  residents  at  Tien-Tsin»  under 
rircnmstances  of  great  barbarity',  was  suppcised  by  some  to  have  Ixren 
premeditated, and  to  indicate  a  purpose  among  the  populace  to  extermi- 
nate foreigners  in  the  Chinese  Empire.  The  evidence  fails  to  establisli 
such  a  suppasition ,  but  shows  a  complicity  between  the  local  authorities 
and  the  mob.  The  Government  at  Peking,  however,  seems  to  have  been 
disposed  to  fulfill  its  treaty  obligations  so  far  as  it  w^as  able  to  do  so. 
Unfortunately,  the  news  of  the  war  between  the  German  States  anil 
France  reached  China  soon  after  the  massacre.  It  would  appear  that 
tile  popular  mind  became  possessed  with  the  idea  that  this  contest, 
extending  to  Chinese  waters,  would  neutralize  the  Christian  influence 
and  power,  and  that  the  lime  was  coming  when  the  superstitious  masses 
might  expel  all  foreigners  and  restore  mandarin  influence.  Anticipating 
trouble  from  this  canse,  I  invited  France  and  North  Germany  to  make 
an  autliorized  suspension  of  hostilities  in  the  East  (where  they  were  tem- 
porarily suspended  by  act  of  the  commanders),  and  to  act  together  for 
the  future  protection  in  China  of  the  lives  and  properties  of  Americans 
and  Europeans. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  Congress  the  ratifications  of  the  treaty  w^th 
Great  Britain  for  abolishing  the  mixed  courts  for  the  suppressioti  of  the 
slave  trade  have  been  exchanged.     It  is  belie\^ed  that  the  slave  trade  is 
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wm  crxifitxed  to  the  eas^tem  crjccJt  of  Africa,  whence  the  slaves  are  taken 

to  AraLlA^n  market.^. 

The  ratiEr^ti'^ifLS  of  the  nattxralizadoa  CDOventioa  between  Great  Brit- 
ain and  the  rnfted  States  have  also  been  exchanged  during  the  recess, 
and  thii^  a  Ion;(--^tandicg  dL<pa&  between  the  two  Gcremments  has 
>  ^«  neen  ^ttled  in  accordance  with  the  princxpks  always  contemled  for  by 
••/tKe  United  States. 
'^,^n  April  last,  while  engaged  in  locating  a  military  reservation  near  * 
Pembina,  a  corps  of  engineers  disco^-ered  that  the  commonly  received 
lxAnidar>-  line  between  the  United  States  and  the  British  possessions  at 
that  pl&e  is  abont  4,700  feet  south  of  the  true  position  of  the  fort>'-ninth 
parallel,  ^fid* that  the  line,  when  nm  on  what  is  now  supposed  to  be  the 
true  position  ?>f  that  parallel,  would  leave  the  fort  of  the  Hudsons  Bay 
C^impany  at  f  erabina  within  the  territor>-  of  the  United  States.  This 
information  Ijeing- communicated  to  the  British  Government,  I  was  re- 
qne^terl  to  consent,  a^d  did  consent,  that  the  British  occupation  of  the 
fr/rt  of  the  Hudso^Qg  Bay  Company  should  continue  for  the  present.  I 
deem  it  important,  however,  that  this  part  of  the  botmdar>'  line  should 
Ix:  definitely  fixed  by  a  joint  commission  of  the  two  Governments,  and  I 
submit  hereM-ith  estimates  of  the  expense  of  such  a  commission  on  the 
part  of  the  United  States  and  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
ffjT  that  purpose.  The  land  boundary-  has  already  been  fixed  and  marked 
from  the  .summit  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  to  the  Georgian  Bay.  It  should 
now  Ix:  in  like  manner  marked  from  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  to  the  sum* 
mit  of  the  Rfxrky  Mountains. 

I  regret  to  say  that  no  conclusion  has  been  reached  for  the  adjtistment 
of  the  claims  against  Great  Britain  growing  out  of  the  course  adopted  by 
that  C>>vcmment  during  the  rebelhon.  The  cabinet  of  London,  so  far 
as  its  views  have  been  expressed,  does  not  appear  to  be  willing  to  concede 
that  Her  Majesty's  Government  was  guilty  of  any  negligence,  or  did  or 
permittc-d  any  act  during  the  war  by  which  the  United  States  has  just 
aiu.se  of  complaint.  Our  firm  and  unalterable  con\'ictions  are  directly 
the  rever.se.  I  therefore  recommend  to  Congress  to  authorize  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission  to  take  proof  of  the  amount  and  the  ownership  of 
these  .several  claims,  on  notice  to  the  representative  of  Her  Majesty  at 
Wa.shington,  and  that  authority  be  given  for  the  settlement  of  these 
claims  by  the  United  States,  so  that  the  Government  shall  have  the  own- 
ership of  the  private  claims,  as  well  as  the  responsible  control  of  all  the 
demands  again.st  Great  Britain.  It  can  not  be  necessary  to  add  that 
wlienever  Her  Majesty's  Government  shall  entertain  a  desire  for  a  full 
and  friendly  adju.stnient  of  these  claims  the  United  States  will  enter  upon 
their  consideration  with  an  earnest  desire  for  a  conclusion  consistent 
witli  the  honor  and  dignity  of  both  nations. 

The  course  pursued  by  the  Canadian  authorities  toward  the  fishermen 
of  the  United  States  during  the  past  season  has  not  been  marked  by  a 
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faiendly  feding.  By  ibr  fa^  sxticlr  of  tlie  cci\igM(th'«  of  iSuS  hrivc^ctr^ 
Great  Bntahi  and  the  Umted  Suites  it  w«»  ^ngnced  tiMt  llie  inlMiUtJiut^ 
of  the  Umted  Sutes  sboold  have  Innevcr,  m  ooMnon  «ilh  BrilisiEli  mV 
jects,  the  right  of  taking  fish  in  certain  ii!iter&  dKiwi  drilled.  Iti  the 
waters  not  iochtded  in  the  limits  named  tn  the  coimeMkni  i,  within  ^^  miles 
of  parts  of  the  British  coast)  it  has  heen  the  custcim  for  many  >icav^  to 
give  to  intruding  fishennen  of  the  United  States  a  ncasonahk  vmnkt^ 
of  their  \-iolation  oi  the  technical  rights  of  Great  Britain,  The  Imperial 
Government  is  understoo^l  to  ha\x  delegated  the  whole  or  a  riMue  of  itsi 
jurisdiction  or  control  of  these  insliore  fishillK  gtmmids  to  the  eoloiikl 
authority  kno\\ii  as  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  Ihfe  i9eioi*inde|^mteiil 
but  irresponsible  agent  has  exercised  its  delegated  jx>wtrr!i  in  an  unfrieiuUy 
way.  Vessels  have  lieen  seijteti  without  notice  or  wtimiiig,  in  xnobliou 
of  the  custom  prt:\4ously  prevuiling,  and  ha\"e  !>een  taken  into  the  ixtloniiil 
ports,  tlieir  voyages  broken  up*  and  the  vessels  condemned.  There  i*  rea- 
son to  Ixrlieve  that  this  unfriendly  and  vexations  iTriitnient  \vn*<  «U^igiied 
tol)e;ir  harshly  upon  the  hardy  ftshenncn  of  the  United  States,  with  a  \\v\v 
to  political  effect  ujxin  this  Govenimenl,  The  statutes  t»f  the  l^oiiiinion 
of  Canada  assume  a  still  broader  and  more  initenahk-  jnrisihction  mer  tile 
vessels  of  the  United  States.  They  unthori/e  c»nkers  ur  jjcrsons  to  liring 
vessels  hovering  within  3  marine  miles  of  any  of  the  ci>{ists,  Imys,  ereekn, 
or  barters  of  Canada  intuptirt*  to  stNirch  the  nn>;n,  tncxainnu'  the  master 
on  outh  touching  tlie  cargo  and  voyage,  and  in  intlict  ninm  him  a  heavy 
pecuniar^'  penally  if  true  answers  are  nut  given;  and  if  Mich  a  ve*»s4'l  in 
ioxmd  *'preimring  tr*  fish**  within  3  marine  milus  nf  any  u(  stirh  ciiaNlw, 
bays,  creeks,  or  liarbors  without  a  license*  or  rd'ter  the  expiration  of  llic 
periotl  named  in  the  last  license  granted  to  it,  they  provide  that  the  ven* 
sel,  with  her  tackle,  etc.,  shall  be  forfeited.  It  is  not  kiH»wii  that  any 
condemnations  have  l>een  made  under  this  statute.  Shouhl  the  author* 
itics  of  Canada  attempt  to  enforce  it,  it  will  Income  my  duty  to  take 
such  steps  as  may  l>e  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  citi/.en>*  of 
tlie  United  Sutes, 

It  has  been  claimed  by  Her  Majesty's  officers  that  the  fishing  vi*tiM»|ji 
of  the  United  States  have  no  right  to  enter  the  open  portu  of  the  llritlpih 
poasessions  in  North  America,  except  for  the  purpoMm  of  shelter  find  re- 
flailing  damages^  of  ptirchasing  wood  and  obtiiiniug  water;  that  they  hftvc 
no  right  to  enter  at  the  British  custf/m  houses  fir  to  trade  there  excefrt  fit 
the  pctrrhase  of  wood  and  water,  and  that  they  fntmt  de]iart  within  twenty' 
foor  l»ctrB  after  noiice  to  leave.  It  b  not  kn^Twn  that  any  nei^i^ttre  of  a 
Eshing  TeMel  carrying  the  fla^  of  the  Uctitad  Slata^  baa  been  made  tmdar 
this  claim.  So  far  as  the  claim  ia  foornkd  on  an  alleged  oofMtmctkm  #ff 
the  eonrentioa  of  fSf9.it  cm  no!  be  aoqnicaced  tn  by  the  tWtod  Stitmu 
It  is  hoped  that  it  ndll  not  be  mialcd  on  by  Her  Majcaljr'a  Oofurnrntiit* 

During  the  oQofermiceawhidi  pfweded  f^  tmffo&itian  id  thm  mti¥mh 
lion  of  i^ia  the  Brithh  luimniaiiiiHKn  jmptmi  IP  tapriiily  <gwhrf$  Hit 
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fishermen  of  the  United  States  from  '*the  privilege  of  canying  on  trade 
with  any  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  subjects  residing  within  the  limits 
assigned  for  their  use;*'  and  also  that  it  should  not  be  ** lawful  for  the 
vessels  of  the  United  States  engaged  in  said  fishery  to  have  on  board  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  whatever,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  prosecution  of  their  voyages  to  and  from  the  said  fishing  grounds; 
and  any  vessel  of  the  United  States  which  shall  contravene  this  regula- 
tion may  be  seized,  condemned,  and  confiscated,  with  her  cargo." 

This  proposition,  which  is  identical  with  the  construction  now  put  upon 
the  language  of  the  convention,  was  emphatically  rejected  by  the  Ameri- 
can commissioners,  and  thereupon  was  abandoned  by  the  British  plenipo- 
tentiaries, and  Article  I,  as  it  stands  in  the  convention,  was  substituted. 

If,  however,  it  be  said  that  this  claim  is  founded  on  provincial  or  colo- 
nial statutes,  and  not  upon  the  convention,  this  Government  can  not  but 
regard  them  as  unfriendly,  and  in  contravention  of  the  spirit,  if  not  of 
the  letter,  of  the  treaty,  for  the  faithful  execution  of  which  the  Imperial 
Government  is  alone  responsible. 

Anticipating  that  an  attempt  may  possibly  be  made  by  the  Canadian 
authorities  in  the  coming  season  to  repeat  their  unneighborly  acts  toward 
our  fishermen,  I  recommend  you  to  confer  upon  the  Executive  the  power 
to  suspend  by  proclamation  the  operation  of  the  laws  authorizing  the 
transit  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  in  bond  across  the  territory  of 
the  United  States  to  Canada,  and,  further,  should  such  an  extreme  meas- 
ure become  necessary,  to  suspend  the  operation  of  any  laws  whereby  the 
vessels  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  are  permitted  to  enter  the  waters  of 
the  United  States. 

A  like  unfriendly  dispasition  has  been  manifested  on  the  part  of  Canada 
in  the  maintenance  of  a  claim  of  right  to  exclude  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  from  the  navigation  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  This  river  constitutes  a 
natural  outlet  to  the  ocean  for  eight  States,  with  an  aggregate  population 
of  about  17,600,000  inhabitants,  and  with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of  661,367 
tons  upon  the  waters  which  discharge  into  it.  The  foreign  commerce  of 
our  ports  on  these  waters  is  open  to  British  competition,  and  the  major 
part  of  it  is  done  in  British  bottoms. 

If  the  American  seamen  be  excluded  from  this  natural  avenue  to 
the  ocean,  the  monopoly  of  the  direct  commerce  of  the  lake  ports  with 
the  Atlantic  would  be  in  foreign  hands,  their  vessels  on  transatlantic 
voyages  having  an  access  to  our  lake  ports  which  would  be  denied  to 
American  vessels  on  similar  voyages.  To  state  such  a  proposition  is 
to  refute  its  justice. 

During  the  Administration  of  Mr.  John  Quincy  Adams  Mr.  Clay  unan- 
swerably demonstrated  the  natural  right  of  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  to  the  navigation  of  this  river,  claiming  that  the  act  of  the  con- 
gress of  Vienna  in  opehing  the  Rhine  and  other  rivers  to  all  nations 
show^  the  judgment  of  European  jurists  and  statesmen  that  the  inhab- 
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itants  of  a  coiintn'  through  which  a  navigable  river  passes  have  a  nat- 
ural right  to  enjoy  the  navigation  of  that  river  to  and  into  the  sea,  even 
though  passing  through  the  territories  of  another  pjwer.  This  right 
dfjcs  not  ex  chide  the  coequal  right  of  the  sovereign  pt>i8essing  the  ter- 
ritory through  which  the  river  debouches  into  the  sea  to  make  such 
regulations  relative  to  the  pohce  of  the  navigation  as  may  be  reasonably 
necessar>';  but  those  regulations  should  be  framed  in  a  liljeral  spirit  of 
comity,  and  should  not  impose  needless  burdens  upon  the  commerce 
which  has  the  right  of  transit.  It  has  been  found  in  practice  more 
advantageous  to  arrange  these  regulations  l>y  mutual  agreement.  The 
Uuileti  States  are  ready  to  make  any  reasonal>le  arrangement  as  to  the 
police  of  the  St.  LawTence  which  may  be  suggested  by  Great  Britain. 

If  the  claim  made  by  Mr,  Clay  was  just  wheu  tbe  population  of  States 
bordering  on  the  shores  of  the  Lakes  was  only  3, 40*.), coo,  it  now  derives 
greater  force  and  equity  from  the  increased  population,  wealth,  pruduc- 
tion,  and  tonnage  of  the  States  on  the  Canadian  frontier.  Since  Mr.  Clay 
advanced  his  argument  in  behalf  of  our  right  the  principle  for  which  he 
contended  has  been  frequently,  and  by  various  nations,  recognized  by  law 
or  by  treat}',  and  has  been  extended  to  several  other  great  rivers.  By  the 
treaty  concluded  at  Mayence  in  1H31  the  Rhine  was  declared  free  from 
the  point  where  it  is  first  navigable  into  the  sea.  By  the  convention 
between  Sx>ain  and  Portugal  concluded  in  1835  the  nax-igatiou  of  the 
Douro  throughout  its  whole  extent  was  made  free  for  the  sniijects  of  Ixjtli 
Crowns,  In  1853  the  Argentine  Confederation  by  treaty  threw  oi>en 
the  free  navigation  of  the  Parana  and  the  Uruguay  to  the  merchant 
vessels  of  all  nations.  In  1856  the  Crimean  War  was  closed  by  a  treaty 
\\hich  provided  for  the  free  navigation  of  the  DanuLn:;.  In  1858  Bolivia 
by  treaty  declared  that  it  regarded  the  rivers  Amazon  and  La  Plata,  in 
accordance  with  fixed  principles  of  national  law,  as  highways  or  chan- 
nels opened  by  nature  for  the  commerce  of  all  nations.  In  1859  the  Para- 
guay was  made  free  by  treaty,  and  in  December,  1866^  the  Empenjr  of 
Brazil  by  imperial  decree  declared  the  Am  a/,  on  to  be  open  to  the  frontier 
of  Brazil  to  the  merchant  ships  of  all  nations.  The  greatest  living  Brit- 
ish authority  on  this  subject,  while  asserting  the  abstract  right  of  the 
British  daira,  says: 

It  seems  difficult  to  deny  that  Grent  Britain  may  j^roiiiirl  her  refusal  upon  strict 
iiia.%but  it  is  equaUy  difficult  to  deny,  firsl,  that  in  so  doing  she  exercises  harshly  an 
txtreme  and  hard  law;  secondly,  that  her  conduct  with  respect  to  the  navigation  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  is  in  glaring  ai^d  discreditable  inconsistency  with  her  conduct  w*ith 
respect  to  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi.  On  the  ground  that  she  possessed  a  small 
domain  in  whidi  the  Mississippi  took  its  rise,  she  insisted  on  the  right  to  navigate  the 
tntire  valume  of  its  waters.  On  the  ground  that  she  possesses  both  banks  of  tlie  St. 
Lawrence,  where  it  disembogues  itself  into  the  sea,  she  denies  to  the  United  States 
the  right  of  navigation,  though  about  one-half  of  the  waters  of  Irakes  Ontario,  Erie, 
Httmit,  and  Suj^erior,  and  the  whole  of  Lake  Michigan,  through  which  the  river  flows, 
are  the  property  of  the  United  States.

Interior  Department  to  the  War  Department  the  Pension  Bureau,  so  far 
as  it  regulates  the  payment  of  soldiers'  pensions.  1  would  further  rec- 
ommend that  the  payment  of  nax-al  pensions  be  transferred  to  one  of  the 
bureaus  of  the  Nax-y  Department. 

The  estimates  for  the  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  next  fiscal 
year  are  $18,244,346,01  less  than  for  the  current  one,  but  exceed  the 
appropriations  for  the  present  year  for  the  same  items  $8,972,127.56. 
In  this  estimate,  however,  is  included  $22,338*278. 37  for  public  works 
heretofore  begun  imder  Congressional  provision,  and  of  which  only  so 
much  is  asked  as  Congress  may  choose  to  give.  The  appropriation  for 
the  same  works  for  the  present  fiscal  year  was  $1 1,984,518.08. 

The  average  v*alue  of  gold,  as  compared  with  national  currency .  for 
the  whole  of  the  year  1869  was  about  \^^,  and  for  eleven  niontlis  of 
1870  the  same  relative  value  has  been  about  115.  The  approach  to  a 
specie  basis  is  very  gratifying,  but  the  fact  can  not  l>e  denied  that  the 
iiistaljility  of  the  value  of  our  currency  is  prejudicial  to  our  prosjierity, 
aud  tends  to  keep  up  prices,  to  the  detriment  of  trade.  The  evils  of  a 
depreciated  aud  fluctuating  currency  are  so  great  that  now,  when  tlie 
premium  on  gold  has  fallen  so  much,  it  woukl  seem  that  the  time  has 
arrived  when  by  wise  and  prudent  legislation  Congress  should  look  to  a 
policy  which  woukl  place  our  currency  at  par  with  gold  at  no  distant  day. 

The  tax  collected  from  the  jx^ople  has  Ik^cu  retlucetl  more  than  $Ho,- 
000,000  per  annum*  By  steadiness  in  our  present  course  there  is  no  rea- 
son why  in  a  few  short  years  the  national  taxgatherer  may  not  disap^K^ar 
from  the  door  of  the  citizen  almost  entirely.  With  the  reveiuie  stamp 
dispensed  by  postmasters  in  every  commimity,  a  tax  upon  liquors  of  all 
sorts  and  tobacco  in  all  its  forms,  aud  by  a  wise  adjustment  of  the  tariff, 
which  will  put  a  duty  only  ujx>n  those  articles  which  we  could  dis|)ense 
with,  known  as  luxuries,  and  on  those  which  we  use  more  of  than  we  pro- 
duce, re\*enue  enough  may  be  raised  after  a  few  years  of  peace  and  conse- 
quent reduction  of  indebtedneas  to  fulfill  all  our  obligations.  A  further 
reduction  of  expenses,  in  addition  to  a  reduction  of  interest  account,  may 
be  relied  on  to  make  this  practicable.  Revenue  reform,  if  it  means  this, 
has  my  hearty  sup|>ort.  If  it  implies  a  collection  of  all  the  revetuie  for 
the  support  of  the  Gm^emment,  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest 
of  the  public  debt, pensions,  etc., by  directly  taxing  the  people,  then  I  am 
against  revenue  reform,  and  confidently  believe  the  people  arc  with  me. 
If  it  means  failure  to  provide  the  necessary  means  to  defray  all  the 
expenses  of  Government,  and  thereby  repudiation  of  the  pul^lic  del>t  atid 
pensions,  then  I  am  still  more  opptxsed  to  such  kind  of  revenue  refonn. 
Re\'^iue  reform  has  not  been  defined  by  any  of  its  advocates  to  my 
knowledge,  but  seems  to  l>e  accepted  as  something  which  is  to  supply 
ever>"  man's  wants  without  any  cost  or  effort  on  his  part. 


io8  Messages  and  Papers  of  the  Presidents 

A  true  revenue  reform  can  not  be  made  in  a  day,  but  must  be  the  work 
of  national  legislation  and  of  time.  As  soon  as  the  re\'enue  can  be  dis- 
pensed with,  all  duty  should  be  removed  from  coffee,  tea,  and  other  arti- 
cles of  universal  use  not  produced  by  ourselves.  The  necessities  of  the 
country  compel  us  to  collect  revenue  from  our  imports.  An  army  of 
assessors  and  collectors  is  not  a  pleasant  sight  to  the  citizen,  but  that  or 
a  tariff  for  revenue  is  necessary.  Such  a  tariff,  so  far  as  it  acts  as  an 
encouragement  to  home  production,  affords  employment  to  labor  at  living 
wages,  in  contrast  to  the  pauper  labor  of  the  Old  World,  and  also  in  the 
development  of  home  resources. 

Under  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  15th  day  of  July,  1870,  the  Army  has 
gradually  been  reduced,  so  that  on  the  ist  day  of  January,  1 871,  the  num- 
ber of  commissioned  officers  and  men  will  not  exteed  the  number  con- 
templated by  that  law. 

The  War  Department  building  is  an  old  structure,  not  fireproof,  and 
entirely  inadequate  in  dimensions  to  our  present  wants.  Many  thousands 
of  dollars  are  now  paid  annually  for  rent  of  private  buildings  to  accom- 
modate the  various  bureaus  of  the  Department.  I  recommend  an  appro- 
priation for  a  new  War  Department  building,  suited  to  the  present  and 
growing  wants  of  the  nation. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  shows  a  very  satisfactory  reduc- 
tion in  the  expenses  of  the  Army  for  the  last  fiscal  year.  For  details 
3'ou  are  referred  to  his  accompanpng  report. 

The  expenses  of  the  Navy  for  the  whole  of  the  last  year — /.  e, ,  from 
December  i,  1869,  the  date  of  the  last  report — ^are  less  than  $19,000,000, 
or  about  $1 ,000,000  less  than  they  were  the  pre\nous  year.  The  expenses 
since  the  commencement  of  this  fiscal  year — /.  e, ,  since  July  i — show  for 
the  five  months  a  decrease  of  over  $2,400,000  from  those  of  the  corre- 
sponding months  last  year.  The  estimates  for  the  current  year  were 
$28,205,671.37.  Those  for  next  year  are  $20,683,317, with  $955,100 
additional  for  necessary  permanent  improvements.  These  estimates  are 
made  closely  for  the  mere  maintenance  of  the  naval  establishment  as  it 
now  is,  without  much  in  the  nature  of  permanent  improvement.  The 
appropriations  made  for  the  last  and  current  years  were  evidently  intended 
by  Congress,  and  are  sufficient  only,  to  keep  the  Navy  on  its  present  foot- 
ing by  the  repairing  and  refitting  of  our  old  ships. 

This  policy  must,  of  course,  gradually  but  surely  destroy  the  Navy,  and 
it  is  in  itself  far  from  economical,  as  each  year  that  it  is  pursued  the  ne- 
cessity for  mere  repairs  in  ships  and  navy-yards  becomes  more  imperative 
and  more  costly,  and  our  current  expenses  are  annually  increased  for  the 
mere  repair  of  ships,  many  of  which  must  soon  become  unsafe  and  use- 
less. I  hope  during  the  present  session  of  Congress  to  be  able  to  submit 
to  it  a  plan  by  which  naval  vessels  can  be  built  and  repairs  made  with 
great  saving  upon  the  present  cost. 

It  can  hardly  be  wise  statesmanship  in  a  Government  which  represents 
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acomitr>'  witli  over  5,000  miles  ot  coast  line  on  imui  cx^eans,  c? 
of  Alaska,  and  containing  4o,ooo,oi:»o  progresivive  |ieople,  willi  relations  of 
ev^ery  nature  with  almost  ever>'  fordgii  countr>',  to  tt^i  with  such  inade- 
quate means  of  enforcing  any  foreign  policy^  either  of  imitection  or  re* 
dress.  Separateil  by  the  ocean  from  the  nations  of  the  luistcm  Continent, 
our  Navy  is  our  only  means  of  direct  protection  to  our  citizens  abroad  or 
for  the  enforcement  of  any  foreign  |K:)licy. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  l*ostmaster-Oencnd  shows  a  most  mi- 
isfactor>'  working  of  that  Department.  With  the  adoption  of  the  reconi- 
raendations  containe<l  therein,  |xirticularly  those  relating  to  n  reform  in 
the  franking  privilege  antl  the  adoplitni  of  the  *'conus|H>ndf!K'e  iiirds/" 
a  self-sustaining  postal  system  may  speedily  l>e  Itxikeil  for.  and  at  no  dis- 
tant day  a  further  reduction  of  the  rate  of  ]K)stage  Ik^  allaiiKHl, 

I  recommend  aulhori/ation  by  Congress  to  the  Pustniaster-Oencral  and 
Attorney-General  to  issue  all  commissions  to  officials  ap|M>inted  ihnnigh 
their  respective  Departments,  At  present  these  coiimiissiuiis,  where  ap- 
l^wiintnients  are  Presideutiab  are  issued  by  the  Stale  IkpartUK'UL  The 
law  in  all  the  Departments  of  Government,  except  those  of  the  Ptisl-Ofilce 
and  of  Justice,  authorizes  each  to  issue  its  c»vvn  njuiUHssions. 

Always  favoring  practical  reforms,  I  resix-ctfully  call  your  attention  to 
one  abuse  of  long  standing  which  I  wrndd  hke  to  see  remedied  by  this 
Congress.  It  is  a  reform  in  the  civil  service  of  the  coiuitry.  I  wouhl 
have  it  go  beyond  the  mere  fixing  of  the  teiuire  of  ofTue  of  clerks  and 
employees  who  du  not  require  *'the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate" 
to  make  their  ap|Kjintmetits  complete.  I  would  have  it  j^cjvorn,  iifjt 
the  tenure,  but  the  manner  of  making  all  appointments.  There'  is  nu 
duty  which  so  much  embarrasses  the  Executive  and  Ircarls  ai  Ikjuul 
ments  as  that  of  a^ipiiutments,  nor  is  there  any  such  arduous  and  tliiuik- 
less  Ialx>r  imposed  on  Senators  and  Representatives  as  th.it  of  finding 
places  for  constituents.  The  prusent  system  does  not  st^L-urc  tin*  [K*Ht 
men,  and  often  nc»t  even  frt  men.  for  public  place,  'i'lie  elcv.itii*u  and 
purification  of  the  civil  service  of  the  Goveriuiieut  will  W-  h.iilt'd  vvilli 
approval  by  the  whole  people  of  the  United  States. 

Reform  in  the  management  of  Indian  affairs  has  received  the  sjh'ci;U 
attention  of  the  Adnunistration  frotn  its  inauguration  tfithe  present  flay. 
The  experiment  of  making  it  a  missionary  work  was  tried  with  a  few 
agencies  given  to  the  denomination  of  Friends,  and  has  K'cn  found  to 
work  most  advantageously.  All  agencies  and  sni>erinten(lencies  not  so 
disposed  of  were  given  to  officers  of  the  Army.  The  act  of  Congre^Ji  redu* 
cing  the  Army  renders  army  officers  ineligible  for  civil  jKisitions-  Indian 
agencies  being  civil  offices,  I  determined  to  give  all  the  agencies  to  such 
reUgioiis  denominations  as  had  heretofore  established  missionaries  among 
the  Indians,  and  perhaps  to  some  other  denominations  who  wouUl  under- 
take the  work  on  the  same  terms — 1\  c,  as  a  missionary  work.  The 
societies  selected  are  allowed  to  name  their  owu  agents,  subject  to  the 
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approval  of  the  Executive,  and  are  expected  to  watch  over  them  and  aid 
them  as  missionaries,  to  Christianize  and  civilize  the  Indian,  and  to  train 
him  in  the  arts  of  peace.  The  Government  watches  over  the  official  acts 
of  these  agents,  and  requires  of  them  as  strict  an  accountabiUty  as  if  they 
were  appointed  in  any  other  manner.  I  entertain  the  confident  hope 
that  the  policy  now  pursued  will  in  a  few  yeisirs  bring  all  the  Indians 
upon  reservations,  where  they  will  live  in  houses,  and  have  schoolhouses 
and  churches,  and  will  be  pursuing  peaceful  and  self-sustaining  jvoca- 
tions,  and  where  they  may  be  visited  by  the  law-abiding  white  man  with 
the  same  impunity  that  he  now  visits  the  ci\dlized  white  settlements.  I 
call  your  special  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs  for  full  information  on  this  subject. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  8,095,413  acres  of  public  land  were  disposed 
of.  Of  this  quantity  3,698,910.05  acres  were  taken  under  the  home- 
stead law  and  2,159,515.81  acres  sold  for  cash.  The  remainder  was 
located  with  military  warrants,  college  or  Indian  scrip,  or  applied  in  satis- 
faction of  grants  to  railroads  or  for  other  public  uses.  The  entries  under 
the  homestead  law  during  the  last  year  covered  961,545  acres  more  than 
those  during  the  preceding  year.  Surveys  have  been  vigorously  prose- 
cuted to  the  full  extent  of  the  means  applicable  to  the  purpose.  The 
quantity  of  land  in  market  will  amply  supply  the  present  demand. 
The  claim  of  the  settler  under  the  homestead  or  the  preemption  laws 
is  not,  however,  limited  to  lands  subject  to  sale  at  private  entry.  Any 
unappropriated  surveyed  public  land  may,  to  a  limited  amount,  be  ac- 
quired under  the  former  laws  if  the  party  entitled  to  enter  under  them 
will  comply  with  the  requirements  they  prescribe  in  regard  to  the  resi- 
dence and  cultivation.  The  actual  settler's  preference  right  of  purchase 
is  even  broader,  and  extends  to  lands  which  were  unsurveyed  at  the  time 
of  his  settlement.  His  right  was  formerly  confined  within  much  nar- 
rower limits,  and  at  one  period  of  our  history  was  conferred  only  by  spe- 
cial statutes.  They  were  enacted  from  time  to  time  to  legalize  what  was 
then  regarded  as  an  unauthorized  intrusion  upon  the  national  domain. 
The  opinion  that  the  public  lands  should  be  regarded  chiefly  as  a  source 
of  revenue  is  no  longer  maintained.  The  rapid  settlement  and  success- 
ful cultivation  of  them  are  now  justly  considered  of  more  importance  to 
our  well-being  than  is  the  fund  which  the  sale  of  them  would  produce. 
The  remarkable  growth  and  prosperity  of  our  new  States  and  Territories 
attest  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation  which  invites  the  tiller  of  the  soil 
to  secure  a  permanent  home  on  terms  within  the  reach  of  all.  The  pio- 
neer who  incurs  the  dangers  and  privations  of  a  frontier  life,  and  thus 
aids  in  laying  the  foundation  of  new  commonwealths,  renders  a  signal 
scr\nce  to  his  country,  and  is  entitled  to  its  special  favor  and  protection. 
These  laws  secure  that  object  and  largely  promote  the  general  welfare. 
They  should  therefore  be  cherished  as  a  permanent  feattu'e  of  our  land 
system.

Good  faith  requires  us  to  give  full  elTcct  to  existing  grants.  The  time- 
honored  and  Ix^iieficeiU  policy  of  setting  apart  certain  sections  of  public 
land  for  educational  purposes  in  the  new  Stales  should  Ix?  continuetL 
When  ample  provision  shall  have  been  made  for  these  objects,  I  sul>mit 
as  a  question  worthy  of  serious  consideration  whether  the  residue  of  our 
national  domain  should  not  Ix^  wholly  disposed  of  under  the  pronsions  of 
ihe  homestead  and  preemption  laws. 

In  addition  to  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  granted  to  the  States 
in  which  they  are  situated,  the  lands  taken  nncler  the  agriciTlt oral- college 
acts  and  for  internal -improvement  purposes  under  the  act  of  September. 
1S41,  and  the  acts  supplemental  thereto,  there  had  been  conveyed  up  to 
the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  by  patent  or  other  equivalent  title^  to  States 
and  corporations  27,836,257.63  acres  for  railways,  canals,  and  wagon 
roads.  It  is  estimated  that  an  additional  quantity  of  174.735,523  acres 
Ls  still  due  under  grants  for  hke  uses.  The  pilicy  of  thus  aiding  the 
States  in  building  works  of  internal  improvement  was  inaugurated  more 
than  forty  years  since  in  the  grants  to  Indiana  and  Illinois,  to  aid  those 
States  in  opening  canals  to  connect  the  waters  of  the  Wabash  with  those 
of  Lake  Erie  and  the  waters  of  the  Illinois  with  those  of  Lake  Michigan* 
It  was  followed,  with  some  modifications,  in  the  grant  to  Illinois  of  alter- 
nate sections  of  public  land  within  certain  limits  of  the  Illinois  Central 
Railway.  Fourteen  States  and  sundry  corporations  have  received  similar 
subsidies  in  connection  with  railways  completed  or  in  process  of  construc- 
tion. As  the  reserved  sections  are  rated  at  the  doul>le  mininunn.  the  sale 
of  them  at  the  enhancetl  price  has  thus  in  nian>'  instances  indemnified 
the  Treasury  for  the  granted  lands.  The  construction  of  some  of  these 
thoroughfares  has  undoubtedly  given  a  xigorous  impulse  to  the  develop- 
ment of  our  resources  and  the  settlement  of  the  more  distant  portions  of 
tlie  country.  It  may,  howeverjx:  well  insisted  that  much  of  our  legisla- 
tion in  this  regard  has  Wen  characterized  by  indiscriminate  and  i>rofuse 
Uberaiily.  The  United  States  should  not  loan  their  credit  in  aid  of 
any  enterprise  undeftaken  by  States  or  corporations,  nor  grant  lands 
in  any  instance,  unless  tht^  projected  work  is  of  acknowledged  national 
importance.  I  am  strongly  inclined  t*>  the  opinion  that  it  is  inexpe- 
dient and  unnecessary  tol>estow  sul>sidies  of  either  description;  but  should 
Gpigress  determine  otherwise  I  earnestly  recoounend  that  the  right  of 
settlers  and  of  the  public  be  more  effectually  secured  and  protected  by 
appropriate  legislation. 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1870,  there  were  filed  in  the 
'Patent  Office  I9»4ii  applications  for  patents,  3,374  caveats,  and  160 
appUcations  for  the  extension  of  patents.  Thirteen  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  twenty-two  patents,  including  reissues  and  designs,  %vere  issued, 
1,010  extended,  and  1,089  allowed,  but  not  issued  by  reason  of  the  non- 
payment of  the  final  fees.  The  receipts  of  the  oflSce  during  the  fiscal 
year  were  $156,304.29  in  excess  of  its  expenditures.

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The  work  of  the  Census  Bureau  has  beeu  energetically  prosecuted. 
The  preUminary  report,  containing  much  information  of  special  value 
and  interest,  will  be  ready  for  delivery  during  the  present  session.  The 
remaining  volumes  will  lie  completed  with  all  the  dispatch  a>nsistein 
with  perfect  accuracy  in  arranging  and  classifying  the  returns.  We  shall 
thus  at  no  distant  day  be  furnished  with  an  authentic  record  of  our  con- 
dition and  resources.  It  will,  I  doubt  not,  attest  the  grov^'ing  prosperity 
of  the  cotintr>^  although  during  the  decade  which  has  just  closed  it  w^as 
so  se\-erely  tried  by  the  great  w^ar  w^aged  to  maintain  its  integrity  and  to 
secure  and  ^lerpettiate  our  free  institutions. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  the  sum  paid  to  pensioners,  including  the 
cost  of  disbursement,  was  $27,780,81  i.i  i,  and  1,758  bountydand  war- 
rants were  issued.  At  its  close  198,686  names  were  on  the  pen.sioti 
rolls. 

The  labors  of  the  Pension  OfEce  have  been  directed  to  the  severe  scru- 
tiny of  the  evidence  submitted  in  favor  of  new  claims  and  to  the  discovery 
of  fictitious  claims  which  have  been  heretofore  allowed.  The  appropria- 
tion for  the  employment  of  special  agents  for  the  investigation  of  frauds 
has  been  judiciously  used,  and  the  results  obtained  have  been  of  unques- 
tionable benefit  to  the  service. 

The  subjects  of  education  and  agriculture  are  of  great  interest  to  the 
success  of  our  republican  iustittitions,  happiness,  and  grandeur  as  a  na- 
tion. In  the  interest  of  one  a  bureau  has  Ijeen  established  in  the  Interior 
Department — ^the  Bureau  of  Education;  and  in  the  interest  of  the  other, 
a  separate  Depart  me  nt»  that  of  Agriculture.  I  l^elieve  great  general  good 
is  to  flow  from  the  oi3erations  of  both  these  Bureaus  if  properly  fostered. 
I  can  not  commend  to  your  careful  consideration  too  highly  the  reports  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Education  and  of  Agriculture,  nor  urge  too  strongly 
such  litjeral  legislation  as  to  secure  tlieir  efficiency. 

In  conclusion  I  would  sum  up  the  ptjlicy  of  the  Administration  to 
|je  a  thorough  enforcement  of  every  law;  a  faithful  collection  of  ever>^ 
tax  provided  for;  economy  in  the  disbursement  of  the  same;  a  prompt 
payment  of  e\ery  debt  of  the  nation;  a  reduction  of  taxes  as  rapidly  as 
tlie  requirements  of  the  coinitry  wall  admit;  reductions  of  taxation  and 
tariff,  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  afford  the  greatest  relief  to  the  greatest 
nundjer;  honest  and  fair  dealings  wnth  all  other  peoples,  to  the  end  that 
war,  with  all  its  blighting  consequences,  may  be  avoided,  but  without 
surrendering  any  right  or  obUgation  due  to  us;  a  reform  in  the  treat- 
ment of  Indians  aud  in  the  wdiole  civil  ser\nce  of  the  countr>^:  and, 
finally,  in  securing  a  pure,  mrtrammeled  ballot,  where  ever>'  man  enti- 
tled to  cast  a  vote  may  do  so,  just  once  at  each  election,  without  fear  of 
molestation  or  proscription  on  account  of  his  political  faith,  nativity,  or 
color,

In  \nevv  of  a  proclamation  having  been  published  in  newspapers  of  the 
United  States  purport iug  to  emanate  from  Cabral,  a  chieftain  who  opposed 
the  constitutional  authorities  of  the  Republic  of  San  Domingo,  I  deem 
it  but  just  to  communicate  to  the  Senate  of  the  Unitetl  States  the  views 
of  that  chieftain  and  liis  followers,  as  voluntarily  communicated  by  him 
through  the  United  States  minister  to  the  Republic  of  Hayti  in  June  last. 
It  will  be  obsen^ed  by  the  letter  of  Minister  Basse tt  that  Cabral  did  not 
wish  his  views  to  h^  made  public  before  the  question  of  annexation  was 
disposetl  of,  in  a  way  to  wcjrk  prejudice  to  his  interest*  But  as  the 
object  which  Cabral  had  already  in  view  was  to  declare  to  the  treaty- 
making  power  of  the  United  States  his  \^ews  and  those  of  his  followers 
upon  the  subject  of  annexation  of  the  Republic  of  San  Domingo,  and  as 
the  Senate  is  a  branch  of  that  power,  I  deem  it  no  breach  of  confidence 
to  commtinicate  this  letter  to  the  Senate.  I  ask»  however,  that  it  may  be 
read  in  executive  session  and  that  the  request  of  Cabral  be  observed,  so 
that  in  no  case  they  shall  be  made  public  or  used  against  him  uutil  the 
question  of  annexation  is  disposed  of.

I  transmit  herewith  an  official  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  council 
of  Indian  triljes  held  at  Ocmulgee  in  December  last,  which  resulted  in  the 
adoption  of  a  declaration  of  rights  and  a  constitution  for  their  govern- 
ment.  together  with  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Conunissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs  and  the  \4ews  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  thereon. 

It  would  seem  highly  desirable  that  the  civili/ed  Indians  of  the  couu- 
\xy  should  be  encouraged  in  estabhsliing  for  themselves  forms  of  Terri- 
torial government  compatible  with  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
and  with  the  previous  customs  toward  communities  lying  outside  of  State 
hmits. 

I  conciu-  iu  the  \'iews  expressed  by  the  Secretar>^  of  the  Interior,  that 
it  would  not  be  advisable  to  receive  the  new  Territory  with  the  constitu- 
tion precisely  as  it  is  now  framed.  As  long  as  a  Territorial  form  of  gov- 
ernment is  preser%'ed,  Congress  should  hold  the  power  of  approving  or 
disapproving  of  all  legislative  action  of  the  Territory,  and  the  Executive 
should,  with  **  the  ad\ice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,**  have  the  power  to 
appoint  the  governor  and  judicial  officers  (and  possibly  some  others)  of 
the  Territory. 

This  is  the  first  indication  of  the  aborigines  desiring  to  adopt  our  form 
of  government,  and  it  is  highly  desirable  that  they  l>ecome  self -sustain- 
ing, self -relying,  Christianized,  and  civilized.  If  successful  in  this  their 
first  attempt  at  Territorial  government,  we  may  hope  for  a  gradual  con- 
centration of  other  Indians  in  the  new  Territory.  I  therefore  recommend 
as  close  an  adherence  to  their  washes  as  is  consistent  with  safety. 

It  might  be  well  to  limit  the  appointment  of  all  Territorial  officials 
appointed  by  the  Executive  to  native  citizens  of  the  Territonr\  If  any 
exception  is  made  to  this  rule,  I  would  recommend  that  it  should  he  lim- 
ited to  the  judiciary*. 

It  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  policy  now  being  pursued  toward  the 
Indian  will  fit  him  for  self-government  and  make  him  desire  to  settle 
among  people  of  his  ow^u  race  where  he  can  enjoy  the  full  pri%'ileges  of

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

The  union  of  the  States  of  Germany  into  a  form  of  government  similar 
in  many  respects  to  that  of  the  American  Uimoo  is  an  event  that  can  not 
fail  to  touch  deeply  the  sympathies  of  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

This  union  has  been  brought  about  by  the  long- continued,  persistent 
efforts  of  the  yieople,  with  the  deliberate  approval  of  the  go\^emments 
and  people  of  twenty-four  of  tlie  German  States,  through  their  regularly 
constituted  representatives. 

In  it  the  American  people  see  an  attempt  to  reproduce  in  Europe  some 
of  the  best  features  of  our  own  Constitutiou,  with  such  modifications  as 
the  history  and  condition  of  Germany  seem  to  require.  The  local  gov- 
ernments of  the  several  members  of  the  union  are  preserv^ed,  while  the 
power  conferred  upon  the  chief  imparts  strength  for  the  purposes  of  self- 
defense,  without  authority  to  enter  upon  wars  of  conquest  and  ambition. 

The  cherished  aspiration  for  national  unity  which  for  ages  has  inspired 
the  many  millious  of  people  speaking  the  same  language,  inhabiting  a 
contiguous  and  compact  territory » but  uunattu^ally  separated  and  divided 
by  dynastic  jealousies  and  the  ambition  of  short-sighted  rulers,  has  been 
attained,  and  Germany  now^  contains  a  population  of  about  34,000,000, 
tmited,  like  our  own,  under  one  Government  for  its  relations  with  other 
powers,  but  retaining  in  its  several  mend>ers  the  right  and  |x>wer  of  con- 
trol of  their  local  interests,  habits,  and  institutions. 

The  bringing  of  great  masses  of  thoughtful  and  free  |x;ople  under  a 
single  government  uuist  tend  to  make  governments  what  alone  they 
should  be — the  representatives  of  the  will  and  the  organisation  of  the 
ix>wer  of  the  people. 

The  adoption  in  Europe  of  the  American  system  of  tmion  under  the 
control  and  direction  of  a  free  people,  educated  to  self-restraint,  can  not 
fail  to  extend  popular  institutions  and  to  enlarge  the  peaceful  influence 
of  American  ideas. 

The  relations  of  the  United  States  with  Germany  are  intimate  and 
cordiaL  Tlie  commercial  intercourse  between  the  two  countries  is  exten- 
sive and  is  increasing  from  year  to  year;  and  the  large  number  of  citizens 
and  residents  in  the  United  States  of  German  extraction  and  the  con  tin- 
ned  flow  of  emigration  thence  to  this  couutr>'  have  produced  an  intimacy 
of  pers(jnal  and  political  intercourse  approaching,  if  not  equal  to,  that  with 
the  countr}"  from  which  the  fotmders  of  our  Government  derived  their 
origin. 

The  extent  of  these  interests  and  the  greatness  of  the  German  Union 
seem  to  require  that  in  the  classification  of  the  representatives  of  this  Gov- 
ernment to  foreign  powers  there  should  no  longer  be  an  apparent  under- 
valuation of  the  imfxirtance  of  the  German  mission,  sncli  as  is  uiade  in 
the  diff^^uce  b^tw^eeu  tlie  compensation  allowed  by  law  to  the  miuister  to 
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Germany  and  tliose  to  Great  Britain  and  France.  There  would  seem 
to  be  a  great  propriety  in  placing  tlie  representative  of  this  Government 
at  Berlin  on  the  same  footing  with  that  of  its  representatives  at  London 
and  Paris.  The  union  of  the  several  States  of  Gennany  under  one  Gov- 
erament  and  the  increasing  commercial  and  personal  intercourse  between 
the  two  countries  will  also  add  to  the  lalx>rs  and  the  resf>otisibilities  of  the 
legation, 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  minister  and  of  the  sec- 
retary of  legation  at  Berlin  he  respectively  increased  to  the  same  amounts 
as  are  allowed  to  those  at  Lroudon  and  Paris,  /

The  British  minister  accredited  to  this  Government  recently,  in  com- 

pliance  with  instructions  from  his  Government,  submitted  a  proposal  for 

the  appointment  of  a  "  joint  high  commission,*'  to  be  composed  of  mem- 

hers  to  be  named  by  each  CTOvemment,  to  hold  its  session  at  Washington, 

'  und  to  tr^at  and  di^U3S  tlie  mode  of  settling  the  different  questions  which 
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commissioners,  and  upon  its  receipt  I  felt  that  a  sense  of  duty  and  a  due 
regard  for  our  great  national  interests  required  me  to  negotiate  a  treaty 
for  the  acquisition  of  the  Republic  of  Sau  Domingo. 

As  soiju  as  it  became  publicl)'  known  that  such  a  treaty  had  been 
negotiated,  the  attention  of  the  country  was  occupied  with  allegations 
calculated  to  prejudice  the  merits  of  the  case  and  with  aspersions  upon 
those  whose  duty  had  connected  them  with  it.  Amid  the  pnbhc  excite- 
ment thus  created  the  treaty  failed  to  receive  the  requisite  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Senate,  and  was  rejected;  but  whether  the  action  of  that  body 
was  based  w^holly  upon  the  merits  of  the  treaty,  or  might  not  liave  been 
in  some  degree  influenced  by  such  unfounded  allegations,  could  not  be 
known  by  the  people,  because  the  debates  of  the  Senate  in  secret  session 
are  not  published. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  deemed  it  due  to  the  office  which  I  hold 
and  due  to  the  character  of  the  agents  who  had  l>eeu  charged  with  the 
investigation  that  such  proceedings  should  be  had  as  w^oiild  enable  the 
people  to  know  the  truth.  A  connnission  was  therefore  constituted, 
under  authority  of  Congress,  consisting  of  gentlemen  selected  with  special 
reference  to  tlieir  high  character  and  capacity  for  the  lalx>rious  work 
intrusted  to  them,  who  w^ere  iustnicted  to  visit  the  spot  and  report  upon 
the  facts.  Other  eminent  citizens  were  requested  to  accompany  the  com- 
mission,  in  order  that  the  fx^ople  might  have  the  txenefit  of  their  views. 
Students  of  science  and  correspondents  of  the  press,  without  regard  to 
jxjUtical  opinions,  were  itn^ted  to  join  the  expeditioUj  and  their  numbers 
were  limited  only  by  the  capacity  of  the  vessel. 

The  mere  rejection  by  the  Senate  of  a  treatj'  negotiated  b>-  the  Presi- 
dent only  indicates  a  difference  of  opinion  between  two  coordinate  depart- 
ments of  the  Government,  without  touching  the  character  or  wounding 
the  pride  of  either.  But  when  such  rejection  takes  place  simultaneously 
with  charges  oi>enl}^  made  of  corrtiption  on  the  part  of  the  President  or 
those  employed  by  him  the  case  is  different.  Indeed,  in  such  case  the 
honor  of  the  nation  demands  investigation.  This  has  been  accomplished 
by  die  report  of  the  commissioners  herewith  transmitted,  and  which  fully 
vindicates  the  purity  of  tlie  nioti\'es  and  action  of  those  who  represented 
the  United  States  in  the  negotiation. 

And  now  my  task  is  finished,  and  with  it  ends  all  personal  solici- 
tude uix)u  the  subject.  My  duty  being  done,  yours  begins;  and  I  gladly 
hand  over  the  whole  matter  to  the  judgment  of  the  American  people 
and  of  their  representatives  in  Congress  assembled.  The  facts  will  now 
be  spread  before  the  countr>%  and  a  decision  rendered  by  that  tribunal 
whose  convictions  so  seldom  err,  and  against  whose  \\4ll  I  have  no  policy 
to  enforce.  My  opinion  remains  unchanged;  indeed,  it  is  confirmed  by 
the  repKjit  that  the  interests  of  our  coimtr>'  and  of  San  Domingo  alike 
invite  the  annexation  of  that  Republic. 

In  view  of  the  difference  of  opinion  upon  this  subject,  I  suggest  that 
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no  action  be  taken  at  the  present  session  l:»eyoncl  the  printing  and  gen- 
eral disseuiiuatiun  of  the  report.  Before  the  next  session  of  Congress 
the  people  will  have  considered  the  subject  and  formed  an  intelligent 
opinion  concerning  it.  to  which  opinion,  deliberately  made  up,  it  will  be 
the  duty  of  every  departnietit  of  the  Governnient  to  give  heed;  and  no 
one  ^^11  more  cheerfully  conform  to  it  than  myself.  It  is  not  only  the 
theory  of  our  Constitution  that  tlie  will  of  the  people,  constitutionally 
expressed,  is  the  supreme  law,  but  I  have  ever  believed  that  *'a11  men 
are  wiser  than  any  one  man;'*  and  if  the  people,  upon  a  full  presenta- 
tion of  the  facts,  shall  decide  that  the  atniexation  of  the  Republic  is  not 
desirable,  ever>'  department  of  the  Goveniment  ought  to  acquiesce  in 
that  decision. 

In  again  submitting  to  Congress  a  subject  upon  which  public  senti- 
ment has  been  divided,  and  which  has  Ijeen  made  the  occasion  of  acri- 
tnonious  debates  in  Congress,  as  well  as  of  unjust  aspersions  elsewhere, 
I  may,  I  trnst/l»e  indtilged  in  a  single  remark. 

No  man  could  hope  to  perform  duties  so  delicate  and  respc^nsible  as 
pertain  to  the  Presidential  office  without  sometimes  incurring  the  hos- 
tility of  those  who  deem  their  opinions  and  wishes  treated  with  insuffi- 
cient consideration;  and  he  who  undertakes  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  a 
great  government  as  a  faithful  public  serv^ant,  if  sustained  by  the  ap- 
proval of  his  own  conscience,  may  rely  with  confidence  upon  the  candor 
and  intelligence  of  a  free  people  whose  Ijest  interests  he  has  striven  to 
subserve^  and  can  bear  with  patience  the  censure  of  disappointed  men.

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or  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  and  naval  force  as  shall  be  judged 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  such  insurrection  or  of  causing 
the  laws  to  be  duly  executed;  and 

Whereas  I  have  received  information  that  combinations  of  anued  men, 
unauthorized  by  law,  are  now  disturbing  the  peace  and  safety  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  and  committing  acts  of  \iolence  in 
said  State  of  a  character  and  to  an  extent  which  render  the  power  of  the 
State  and  its  officers  unequal  to  the  task  of  protecting  life  and  property 
and  securing  public  order  therein;  and 

\^^ereas  the  legislattire  of  said  State  is  not  now  in  session  and  can  not 
be  convened  in  time  to  meet  the  present  eu^ergency,  and  the  executive

The  act  of  Congress  entitled  **An  act  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
fourteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  approved  April  20,  A.  D.  187 1,  being  a  law  of  extraor- 
dinary public  importance,  I  consider  it  my  duty  to  issue  this  my  procla- 
mation, calling  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  thereto, 
enjoining  upon  all  good  citizens,  and  especially  upon  all  public  ofl&cers, 
to  be  zealous  in  the  enforcement  thereof,  and  warning  all  persons  to 
abstain  from  committing  any  of  the  acts  thereby  prohibited. 

This  law  of  Congress  applies  to  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  will 
be  enforced  everywhere  to  the  extent  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  Execu- 
tive. But  inasmuch  as  the  necessity  therefor  is  well  known  to  have 
been  caused  chiefly  by  persistent  violations  of  the  rights  of  citizens  of 
the  United  States  by  combinations  of  lawless  and  disaffected  persons  in 
certain  localities  lately  the  theater  of  insurrection  and  military  conflict,  I 
do  particularly  exhort  the  people  of  those  parts  of  the  country  to  suppress 
all  such  combinations  by  their  own  voluntary  efforts  through  the  agency  of 
local  laws  and  to  maintain  the  rights  of  all  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  to  secure  to  all  such  citizens  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

Fully  sensible  of  the  responsibility  imposed  upon  the  Executive  by  the 
act  of  Congress  to  which  public  attention  is  now  called,  and  reluctant  to 
call  into  exercise  any  of  the  extraordinary  powers  thereby  conferred  upon 
me  except  in  cases  of  imperative  necessity,  I  do,  nevertheless,  deem  it 
my  duty  to  make  known  that  I  will  not  hesitate  to  exhaust  the  powers 
thus  vested  in  the  Executive  whenever  and  wherever  it  shall  become 
necessary  to  do  so  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  all  citizens  of  the  United 
States  the  peaceful  enjoyment  of  the  rights  guaranteed  to  them  by  the 
Constitution  and  laws. 

It  is  my  earnest  wish  that  peace  and  cheerful  obedience  to  law  may 
prevail  throughout  the  land  and  that  all  traces  of  our  late  imhappy  civil 
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strife  may  be  speedily  reiiiove^l.  These  ends  can  l>e  easily  reached  by 
acquiescence  in  the  results  of  the  conflict,  now  written  in  our  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  the  due  and  proper  enforcement  of  equal,  just,  and  impartial 
laws  in  every  part  of  our  country. 

The  faihire  of  local  communities  to  furnish  such  means  for  the  attain- 
ment of  results  so  earnestly  desired  imposes  upon  the  National  Gov- 
ernment the  duty  of  putting  forth  alt  its  energies  for  the  protection  of 
its  citizens  of  every  race  and  color  and  for  the  restoration  of  peace  and 
order  throughout  the  entire  country.

field, in  said  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  respect  to  all  persons  arrested 
by  the  marshal  of  the  United  States  for  the  said  district  of  South  Caro- 
lina, or  by  any  of  his  deputies,  or  by  any  military  officer  of  the  United 
States,  or  by  any  soldier  or  citizen  acting  under  the  orders  of  said  mar- 
shal, deputy,  or  such  military  officer  within  any  one  of  said  counties, 
charged  wnth  any  \4olation  of  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid,  during  the 
continuance  of  such  rebellion.

Whereas  by  said  act  of  Congress  it  is  provided  that  before  the  Presi- 
dent shall  suspend  the  privileges  of  the  writ  ui  habeas  corpus  he  shall  first 
have  made  proclamation  commanding  such  insurgents  to  disperse;  and 

Whereas  on  the  3d  day  of  the  present  month  of  November  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  did  issue  his  proclamation,  reciting  therein, 
among  other  things,  that  such  combinations  and  conspiracies  did  then 
exist  in  the  county  of  Union,  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  com- 
manding thereby  all  persons  composing  such  utdawfnl  combinations  and 
conspiracies  to  disperse  and  retire  i>eaceably  to  tlieir  homes  within  five 
days  from  the  date  thereof ^  and  to  deliver  either  to  the  marshal  of  the 
United  States  for  the  district  of  South  Carolina,  or  to  any  of  his  deputies, 
or  to  any  military  officer  of  the  United  States  within  said  connty.  all 
arms,  ammunition,  uniforms,  disguises,  and  other  means  and  implements 
used,  kept,  possessed,  or  controlled  by  them  for  carrying  out  tbe  unlaw- 
ful purposes  for  which  the  said  combinations  and  conspiracies  are  organ- 
ized;  and 

Whereas  the  insurgents  engaged  in  such  unlawful  combinations  and 
conspiracies  within  the  county  aforesaid  have  not  dispersed  and  retired 
peaceably  to  their  respective  homes,  and  have  not  delivered  to  the  mar- 
shal of  the  United  States,  or  to  any  of  his  deputies,  or  to  any  militar>^ 
officer  of  the  United  States  witliin  said  county,  all  arms,  ammunition, 
uniforms,  disguises,  and  other  means  and  implements  used,  kept,  pos- 
sessed ^  or  controlled  by  them  for  carrying  out  the  unla\^^ul  purposes  for 
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which  the  combinations  aiid  conspiracies  are  organized,  as  commanded 
by  said  proclamation,  but  do  still  persist  in  the  unlawful  combinations 
and  conspiracies  aforesaid: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S,  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  l>y  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid,  do  hereby  declare 
that  in  my  judgment  the  public  safety  especially  requires  that  the  privi- 
le^es  of  the  writ  of  ftalreas  corpus  lie  suspended,  to  the  end  that  such  re- 
bellion may  Ix!  overthrown,  and  do  hereby  suspend  the  privileg^es  of  the 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  within  the  county  of  Union,  in  said  State  of  South 
Carolina,  in  respect  to  all  persons  arrested  by  the  marshal  of  the  United 
States  for  the  said  district  of  South  Carolina,  or  by  any  of  his  deputies. 
or  by  any  military  officer  of  the  United  States,  or  by  any  soldier  or  citi- 
zen acting  under  the  orders  of  said  marshal,  deputy,  or  such  military 
officer  within  said  county,  charged  with  any  \nolation  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress aforesaid,  during  the  continuance  of  such  rebellion. 
In  witness  whereof  1  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 

of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

By  thk  President  of  the  United  States. 

executive  order. 

Washington,  March  jr,  iSjr. 
The  act  of  June  15,  1852,  section  i  (10  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  10), 
provides: 

That  whenever  any  officer  of  either  of  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
alisent  therefrom  and  from  the  duties  of  his  office  no  salary  shall  he  paid  him  during 
thfyearin  which  such  absence  shall  occur,  unless  good  cause  therefor  shall  be  shown 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  officially  certify  tiis  opinion  of  such 
cause  to  the  proper  accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury,  to  be  filed  in  his  office. 

It  has  been  the  practice  under  this  law  for  the  Territorial  officers  who 
have  desired  to  be  absent  from  their  respective  Territories  to  apply  for 
leaves  to  the  head  of  the  proper  Department  at  Washington,  and  when 
such  leave  has  been  given  the  required  certificate  of  the  President  has 
been  granted  as  a  matter  of  course. 
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The  unusual  number  of  applications  for  leave  of  absence  which  have 
been  lately  made  b\'  Territorial  officers  has  induced  the  President  to 
announce  that  he  expects  the  gentlemen  who  hold  those  offices  to  stay 
in  their  respective  Territories  and  to  attend  strictly  to  their  official 
duties.  The>^  have  l>een  appointed  for  ser\uce  in  the  Territory  and  for 
the  benefit  and  convenience  of  the  Territorial  population.  He  expects 
them  b}'  their  personal  presence  to  identify  themselves  with  the  people 
and  acquire  local  information,  without  which  their  duties  can  not  be 
\^'ell  performed.  Frequent  or  long  absence  makes  them  in  some  degree 
strangers,  and  therefore  less  acceptable  to  the  people.  Their  absence,  no 
matter  with  what  substitution,  nmst  often  put  the  pefDple  to  inconven- 
ience. Executive  officers  may  be  required  for  emergencies  which  could 
not  be  foreseen.  Judges  should  be  at  hand,  not  only  when  the  courts 
are  in  session,  but  for  matters  of  bail,  habeas  corpus,  orders  in  equity, 
examination  of  persons  charged  with  crime,  and  other  similar  business, 
which  often  arises  in  vacation. 

These  and  similar  considerations  no  doubt  induced  Congress  to  pass 
the  law  above  quoted. 

It  is  therefore  directed  that  in  future  the  heads  of  Departments  shall 
grant  lea\^es  of  absence  to  Territorial  officers  onl>'  for  reasons  of  the  most 
urgent  character,  and  then  only  for  the  shortest  possible  time.

THIRD  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Executive  Mansion,  December  /,  i8jr. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeniatives: 

In  addressing  my  third  annual  message  to  the  law^-makiug  branch  of 
the  Government  it  is  gratifying  to  tie  able  to  state  that  during  the  past 
year  success  has  generally  attended  the  effort  to  execute  all  laws  found 
upon  the  statute  btxiks.  The  poUcy  has  been  not  to  inquire  into  the 
wisdom  of  laws  already  enacted,  but  to  learn  their  spirit  and  intent  and 
to  enforce  them  accordingly. 

The  past  year  has,  under  a  wise  Providence,  been  one  of  general  pros- 
perity to  the  nation.  It  has,  however,  been  attended  with  more  than 
usual  chastisements  in  the  loss  of  life  and  property  by  storm  and  fire. 
These  disasters  have  sensed  to  call  forth  the  best  elements  of  human 
nature  in  our  country  and  to  develop  a  friendship  for  us  on  the  part  of 
foreign  nations  which  goes  far  toward  alleviating  the  distresses  occasioned 
by  these  calamities.  The  benevolent,  who  have  so  generously  shared  their 
mean3  with  the  victims  of  these  misfortunes,  will  reap  their  reward  iu  the 
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consciousness  of  having  performed  a  noble  act  and  in  receiving  the  grate- 
fill  thanks  of  men,  women,  and  children  whose  sufferings  they  have 
relieved. 

The  relations  of  the  United  States  with  foreign  powers  continue  to  be 
friendly.  The  >'ear  has  been  an  eventfnl  one  in  witnessing  two  great 
nations,  speaking  one  language  and  having  one  lineage,  settling  by 
peaceful  arbitration  disputes  of  long  standing  and  liable  at  any  time  to 
bring  those  nations  into  bloody  and  costly  conflict.  An  example  has 
thus  been  set  which,  if  successful  in  its  final  issue»  may  be  follow^ed  by 
other  civilized  nations,  and  finally  be  the  means  of  returning  to  produc- 
tive industry"  millions  of  men  now  maintained  to  settle  the  disputes  of 
nations  by  the  bayonet  and  the  broadside, 

I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  treaty  alluded  to,  which  has  l>een 
concluded  since  the  adjournment  of  Congress  with  Her  Britatmic  Majesty, 
and  a  copy  of  the  protocols  of  the  conferences  of  the  commissioners  by 
whom  it  %vas  negotiated.  This  treaty  provides  methods  for  adjusting 
the  questions  pending  between  the  two>  nations. 

Various  questions  are  to  l^e  adjusted  by  arbitration.  I  recommend 
Congress  at  an  early  day  to  make  the  necessary  provision  for  the  tribu- 
nal at  Geneva  and  for  the  several  connnissioners  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  called  for  by  the  treaty. 

His  Majesty  the  King  of  Italy,  the  President  of  the  Swiss  Confedera- 
tion, and  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Brazil  have  eacli  consented,  on 
the  joint  request  of  the  two  powers,  to  name  an  arbiter  for  the  tribu* 
nal  at  Geneva.  I  have  caused  my  thanks  to  be  suitably  expressed  for 
the  readiness  with  which  the  joint  request  has  been  complied  with,  by  the 
appointment  of  gentlemen  of  eminence  and  learning  to  these  important 
positions. 

His  Majesty  tbe  Emperor  of  Germany  has  been  pleased  to  comply  with 
the  joint  request  of  the  two  Govenmients,  and  has  consented  to  act  as  the 
arbitrator  of  the  disputed  water  boundary'  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain. 

The  contracting  parties  in  the  treaty  have  undertaken  to  regard  as 
between  themselves  certain  principles  of  public  law,  for  which  the  United 
States  have  contended  from  the  commencement  of  their  history.  They 
have  also  agreed  to  bring  those  principles  to  the  knowledge  of  the  other 
maritime  powers  and  to  invite  them  to  accede  to  them.  Negotiations  are 
going  on  as  to  the  form  of  the  note  by  which  the  in\ntation  is  to  be 
extended  to  the  other  pow'ers. 

I  recommend  the  legislation  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  United  States 
to  bring  into  operation  the  articles  of  the  treaty  relating  to  the  fisheries 
and  to  the  other  matters  touching  the  relations  of  the  United  States 
toward  the  British  North  American  possessions,  to  become  operative  so 
soon  as  the  proper  legislation  shall  l>e  had  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain 
and  its  possessions.     It  is  much  to  be  desired  that  this  legislation  may 
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become  operative  before  the  fishermen  of  the  United  States  begin  ta 
make  their  arrangements  for  the  coming  season. 

I  have  addressed  a  communication,  t^f  which  a  copy  is  transmitted  here 
witli,  to  the  governors  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana,  MichiJ 
gan,  Illinois,  and  Wisconsin^  urging  upon  the  governments  of  those  States,^ 
respectively,  tht;  necessar>^  action  on  tlieir  part  to  carry"  into  effect  the 
object  of  the  article  of  the  treaty  which  contemplates  the  use  of  the  canals, 
on  either  side,  connected  with  the  navigation  of  the  lakes  and  rivers  form- 
ing the  boundary,  on  terms  of  equality,  by  the  inhabitants  of  both  coun- 
tries. It  is  hoped  that  the  importance  of  the  object  and  the  benefits  to 
flow  therefrom  will  secure  the  speedy  approval  and  legislative  sanction 
of  the  States  concerned.  ^Jj 

I  renew  the  recommendation  for  an  appropriation  for  determining  the^^ 
true  position  of  the  forty-ninth  parallel  of  latitude  where  it  forms  the 
boundary  between  the  United  States  and  the  British  North  American  pos* 
sessions,  l)etween  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  and  the  summit  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  The  early  action  of  Congress  on  this  recommendation  would 
put  it  in  the  power  of  the  War  Department  to  place  a  force  in  the  field 
during  the  tiext  summer. 

The  resumption  of  diplomatic  relations  between  France  and  Germany 
has  enabled  me  to  give  directions  for  the  withdrawal  of  the  protection 
extended  to  Gennans  in  France  by  the  diplomatic  and  consular  repre- 
seutatives  of  the  United  States  in  that  country.  It  is  just  to  add  that 
tilt!  delicate  duty  of  this  protection  has  been  performed  by  the  ministeraJ 
and  the  consul-general  at  Paris,  and  the  various  consuls  in  France  under^^ 
the  supen^sion  of  the  latter,  with  great  kindness  as  well  as  with  prudence 
and  tact.  Their  course  has  received  the  commendation  of  the  German 
Government,  and  has  wounded  no  susceptibility  of  the  French. 

The  Government  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany  continues  to  manifest  a 
friendly  feeling  toward  the  United  States,  and  a  desire  to  harmonize 
with  the  m<:}derate  and  just  policy  which  this  Government  maintains  in 
its  relations  with  Asiatic  jxjwers,  as  well  as  with  the  South  American 
Republics.  I  have  given  assurances  that  the  friendly  feelings  of  that 
Government  are  fully  shared  by  the  United  States. 

The  ratifications  of  the  consular  and  naturalization  conventions  with 
the  Austro- Hungarian  Empire  have  l>een  exchanged.  ^1 

I  have  been  officially  informed  of  the  annexation  of  the  States  of^' 
the  Church  to  the  Kingdom  of  Italy,  and  the  removal  of  the  capital 
of  that  Kingdom  to  Rome.     In  conformity  with  the  established  policy  of^^J 
the  United  States,  I  have  recognized  this  change.     The   ratifications^" 
of  the  new  treaty  of  commerce  l:>etween  the  United  States  and  Italy  have 
been  exchanged.     The  two  jx)wers  have  agreed  in  this  treaty  that  pri- 
vate  property  at  sea  shall  be  exempt  from  capture  in  case  of  war  between 
the  two  powers.    The  United  States  have  spared  no  opportunity'  of  incor- 
porating this  rule  into  the  obligation  of  nations. 
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The  FortV'first  Congress,  at  its  third  session,  made  an  appropriation 
for  the  organization  of  a  mixed  commission  for  adjudicating  upon  the 
claims  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  against  Spain  growing  out  of 
the  insurrection  in  Cuba,  Tliat  commission  lias  since  lieen  organized, 
I  transmit  herewith  the  correspciiideiice  relating  to  its  formation  and  its 
jurisdiction.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  commission  will  afiford  the  claim- 
ants a  complete  remedy  for  their  inj  uries. 

It  has  been  made  the  agreeable  duty  of  tlie  United  States  to  preside 
over  a  conference  at  Washington  between  the  plenipotentiaries  of  Spain 
and  the  allied  South  American  Republics,  which  has  resulted  in  an 
armistice,  with  the  reasonable  assurance  of  a  jx^rmauent  peace. 

The  intimate  friendly  relations  which  have  so  long  existed  between 
the  United  States  and  Russia  continue  undisturbed.  The  visit  of  the 
third  vSon  of  the  Emperor  is  a  proof  that  there  is  no  desire  on  the  part  of 
his  Govenmient  to  diminish  the  cordiality  of  those  relations.  The  hos- 
pitable reception  whicli  has  !>een  given  to  the  Grand  Duke  is  a  proof  that 
on  our  side  w^e  share  the  wishes  of  that  Government.  The  inexcusable 
course  of  the  Russian  minister  at  Washington  rendered  it  necessary  to 
ask  his  recall  and  to  decline  to  longer  receive  that  functionary  as  a  dip- 
lomatic representative.  It  was  impossible,  with  self-res|3ect  or  with  a 
just  regard  to  the  dignity  of  the  country,  to  permit  Mr,  Catacazy  to  con- 
timie  to  hold  iutercourvSe  with  this  Government  after  his  perscjual  abuse 
of  Government  officials,  and  during  his  persistent  interferences,  through 
various  means,  wnth  the  relations  l^tweeu  the  United  States  and  other 
powers.  In  accordance  with  my  wishes,  this  Government  has  been  re- 
lieved of  further  iutercourse  with  Mr.  Catacazy,  and  the  management  of 
the  affairs  of  the  imperial  legation  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  gentle- 
man entirely  unobjectionable. 

With  Japan  we  continue  to  maintain  intimate  relations.  The  cabinet 
of  the  Mikado  has  since  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  Congress  selected 
citizens  of  the  United  States  to  serv^e  in  offices  of  importance  in  several 
departments  of  Goverumeut*  I  have  reason  to  think  that  this  selection 
is  due  to  an  appreciation  of  the  disinteresteduess  of  the  policy  which  the 
United  States  have  pursued  toward  Japan.  It  is  our  desire  to  continue 
to  maintain  this  disiuterested  and  just  policy  with  China  as  well  as  Japan. 
The  correspondence  transmitted  herewitli  shows  that  there  is  no  disposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  this  Government  to  swerve  from  its  established  course, 

Promptetl  by  a  desire  to  put  an  end  to  the  barbarous  treatment  of  our 
shipwrecked  sailors  on  the  Korean  coast,  I  instnicted  our  minister  at 
Peking  to  endeavor  to  conclude  a  convention  with  Korea  for  securing 
the  safety  and  humane  treatment  of  such  mariners. 

Admiral  Rodgers  was  instructed  to  accompany  him  wnth  a  sufficient 
force  to  protect  him  in  case  of  need. 

A  small  surveying  party  sent  out,  on  reaching  the  coast  w^as  treacli- 
erously  attacked  at  a  disadvantage.  Ample  opportuuitj'  was  given  for 
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explanation  and  apology  for  the  insult.  Neither  came.  A  force  was 
then  landed.  After  an  arduous  march  over  a  rugged  and  difficult  coun- 
try, the  forts  from  which  the  outrages  had  been  committed  were  reduced 
by  a  gallant  assault  and  were  destroyed.  Having  thus  punished  the 
criminals,  and  having  vindicated  the  honor  of  the  flag,  the  expedition 
returned,  finding  it  impracticable  under  the  circumstances  to  conclude 
the  desired  convention.  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  correspondence  relat- 
ing thereto,  herewith  submitted,  and  leave  the  subject  for  such  action  as 
Congress  may  see  fit  to  take. 

The  Republic  of  Mexico  has  not  yet  repealed  the  very  objectionable 
laws  establishing  what  is  knowTi  as  the  **free  zone**  on  the  frontier  of 
the  United  States.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  yet  be  done,  and  also  that 
more  stringent  measures  may  be  taken  by  that  Republic  for  restraining 
lawless  persons  on  its  frontiers.  I  hope  that  Mexico  by  its  own  action 
will  soon  relieve  this  Government  of  the  difficulties  experienced  from 
these  causes. 

Our  relations  with  the  various  Republics  of  Central  and  South  America 
continue,  with  one  exception,  to  be  cordial  and  friendly. 

I  recommend  some  action  by  Congress  regarding  the  overdue  install- 
ments under  the  award  of  the  Venezuelan  Claims  Commission  of  1866. 
The  internal  dissensions  of  this  Government  present  no  justification  for 
the  absence  of  effort  to  meet  their  solemn  treaty  obligations. 

The  ratification  of  an  extradition  treaty  with  Nicaragua  has  been 
exchanged. 

It  is  a  subject  for  congratulation  that  the  great  Empire  of  Brazil  has 
taken  the  initiatory  step  toward  the  abolition  of  slavery.  Our  relations 
with  that  Empire,  always  cordial,  will  naturally  be  made  more  so  by 
this  act.  It  is  not  too  much  to  hope  that  the  Government  of  Brazil  may 
hereafter  find  it  for  its  interest,  as  well  as  intrinsically  right,  to  advance 
toward  entire  emancipation  more  rapidly  than  the  present  act  contem- 
plates: 

The  true  prosperity  and  greatness  of  a  nation  is  to  be  found  in  the 
elevation  and  education  of  its  laborers. 

It  is  a  subject  for  regret  that  the  reforms  in  this  direction  which  were 
voluntarily  promised  by  the  statesmen  of  Spain  have  not  been  carried  out 
in  its  West  India  colonies.  The  laws  and  regulations  for  the  apparent 
aboUtion  of  slavery  in  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  leave  most  of  the  laborers 
in  bondage,  with  no  hope  of  release  until  their  lives  become  a  burden  to 
their  employers. 

I  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  or  persons  claiming  to  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  are  large 
holders  in  foreign  lands- of  this  species  of  property,  forbidden  by  the 
fundamental  law  of  their  alleged  country.  I  recommend  to  Congress  to 
provide  by  stringent  legislation  a  suitable  remedy  against  the  holding, 
owning,  or  dealing  in  slaves,  or  b;^ing  interested  in  slave  property,  in 
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forejgn  lands,  either  as  owners,  hirers,  or  mortgagors,  by  citizens  of  the 
United  States. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  disturbed  condition  of  the  island  of  Cuba 
continues  to  be  a  source  of  annoyance  and  of  anxiety.  The  existence  of 
a  protracted  stmgj^le  in  such  ckjse  proximity  to  onr  own  territor>\  with- 
out apparent  prospect  of  an  early  termination, can  not  be  other  than  an 
object  of  concern  to  a  people  who,  while  abstaining  from  interference 
in  the  affairs  of  other  powers^  naturally  desire  to  see  ever>'  countr>^  in 
the  undisturbed  enjoyment  of  peace,  liberty,  and  the  blessings  of  free 
institutions. 

Our  na\'al  commanders  in  Cuban  waters  have  been  instructed,  in  case 
it  should  become  necessary,  to  spare  no  effort  to  protect  the  Oves  and 
propaty  of  bona  fide  American  citizens  and  to  maintain  the  dignity  of 
the  flag. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  pending  questions  with  Spain  growing  out  of  the 
affairs  in  Cuba  may  be  adjusted  in  the  spirit  of  peace  and  conciliation 
which  has  hitherto  guided  the  two  powers  in  their  treatment  of  such 
questions. 

To  give  importance  to  and  to  add  to  the  efficiency  of  our  diplomatic 
relations  with  Japan  and  China,  and  to  further  aid  in  retaining  the  good 
opinion  of  those  peoples,  and  to  secure  to  the  United  States  its  share  of 
the  commerce  destined  to  flow  between  those  nations  and  the  balance 
of  the  commercial  world,  I  earnestly  recommend  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  to  support  at  least  four  American  youths  in  each  of  those  coun- 
tries, to  serve  as  a  part  of  the  official  family  of  our  ministers  there.  Our 
representatives  would  not  ex'en  then  be  placed  upon  an  equality  with 
the  representatives  of  Great  Britain  and  of  some  other  ixjwers.  As 
now  situated,  our  representatives  in  Japan  and  China  have  to  depend  for 
interpreters  and  translators  U|:>on  natives  of  those  couutrie-S  who  know 
our  language  inii>erfectly»  or  procure  for  the  occasion  the  services  of 
employees  in  foreign  business  houses  or  the  interpreters  to  other  foreign 
ministers. 

I  would  also  recommend  liberal  measures  for  the  purpose  of  support- 
ing the  American  lines  of  steamers  now  plying  between  San  Francisco 
and  Japan  and  China,  and  the  Australian  line — -almost  our  only  remain- 
ing lines  of  ocean  steamers — and  of  increasing  their  sendees. 

The  national  debt  has  1:)een  reduced  to  the  extent  of  $86,057,126.80 
during  the  year,  and  by  the  negotiation  of  national  lx»nds  at  a  lower  rate 
of  interest  the  interest  on  the  public  debt  has  been  so  far  diminished  that 
now  the  sum  to  be  raised  for  the  interest  account  is  nearly  $17,000,000 
less  than  on  the  ist  of  March,  1869.  It  was  highly  desirable  that  this 
rapid  diminution  should  take  place,  both  to  strengthen  the  credit  of  the 
countrv^  and  to  cimvince  its  citizens  of  their  entire  ability  to  meet  every 
dillar  of  liability  without  bankrupting  tbem.  But  in  view  of  the  ac- 
complishment of  these  desirable  ends;  of  the  rapid  development  of  the 
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resources  of  the  coiiiitry;  its  increasing  ability  to  meet  large  demands,  and 
tlie  amount  alread)^  paid,  it  is  not  desirable  that  the  present  resources  of 
the  country*  should  continue  to  1je  taxed  in  order  to  continue  this  rapid 
payment.  I  therefore  reconntiend  a  mixlification  of  l>oth  the  tariff  and 
internal-tax  law.  I  recommend  that  all  taxes  from  internal  sources  be 
abolished,  except  those  collected  from  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  Hquors, 
tobacco  in  its  various  forms,  and  from  stamps. 

In  readjusting  the  tariff  I  suggest  tliat  a  careful  estimate  be  made  of 
the  amount  of  surplus  revenue  collected  under  the  present  laws,  after 
providing  for  the  current  ex|3enses  of  the  Gcn^ernment,  the  interest  ac- 
count, and  a  sinking  fund,  and  that  this  surplus  l>e  reduced  in  soch  a 
manner  as  to  afford  the  greatest  relief  to  the  greatest  number.  There  are 
many  articles  not  produced  at  home,  but  which  enter  largely  into  gen- 
eral consumption  through  articles  which  are  manufactured  at  home,  such 
as  medicines  compounded,  etc,  etc.,  from  which  ver}^  little  re%^enue  is 
derived,  but  which  enter  into  general  use.  All  such  articles  I  recom- 
mend to  be  placed  on  the  *'free  list."  Should  a  further  reduction  prove 
advisable,  I  would  then  recommend  that  it  be  made  upon  those  articles 
which  can  best  bear  it  without  disturbing  home  production  or  reducing 
the  wages  of  American  labor. 

I  have  not  entered  into  figures,  because  to  do  so  would  be  to  repeat 
what  will  be  laid  before  you  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ur>^  The  present  laws  for  collecting  revenue  pay  collectors  of  customs 
small  salaries,  but  provide  for  moieties  (shares  in  all  seizures),  which,  at 
principal  ports  of  entry  particularly,  raise  the  compensation  of  those  offi- 
cials to  a  large  sum.  It  has  always  seemed  to  me  as  if  this  system  must 
at  times  work  perniciously.  It  holds  out  an  inducement  to  dishonest 
men,  should  such  get  possession  of  thfjse  offices,  to  Ije  lax  in  their  sent- 
tiny  of  goods  entered,  to  enable  them  finally  to  make  large  seizures. 
Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  this  subject. 

Continued  fluctuations  in  the  value  of  gold,  as  compared  with  the 
national  currency,  has  a  most  damaging  effect  upon  the  increase  and 
development  of  the  country,  in  keeping  up  prices  of  all  articles  necessar}^ 
in  everyday  life.  It  fosters  a  spirit  of  gandiling,  prejudicial  alike  to 
national  morals  and  the  national  finances.  If  the  question  can  be  met  as 
to  how  to  get  a  fixed  value  to  our  currency,  that  value  constantly  and  uni- 
fomdy  approaching  par  w  ith  specie,  a  ver>'  desirable  object  will  lie  gained. 

For  the  operations  of  the  Army  in  the  past  year,  tlie  exi>ense  of  main- 
taining it,  the  estimate  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  continiung  seacoast 
and  other  improvements  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  War 
Department,  I  refer  you  to  the  accompauying  report  of  tlie  Secretary  of 
War. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  pro\4sions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3,  1869,  which  discontinues  promotions  in  tlie  staff  corps  of  the 
Army  until  provided   for  by  law.     I  recommend  that  the  number  of

officers  in  each  grade  in  the  stafif  corps  be  fixed,  and  that  wlienever 
the  numi>er  in  any  one  grade  falls  Ik*1ow  the  number  so  fixed,  that  the 
vacancy  may  be  filled  by  promotion  from  the  grade  loelow,  I  also  rec- 
ommend tliat  when  the  office  of  chief  of  a  corps  Incomes  vacant  the  place 
may  be  filled  by  selection  from  the  corps  in  which  the  vacancy  exists. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Navy  shows  an  improvement  in 
the  numljer  and  efficiency  of  the  naval  force,  without  material  increase 
in  the  expense  of  supporting  it.  This  is  due  to  the  policy  which  has 
been  adopted,  and  is  l>eing  extended  as  fast  as  our  material  will  admit, 
of  using  smaller  vessels  as  cruisers  on  the  several  stations.  By  this 
means  we  have  been  enabled  to  occupy  at  once  a  larger  extent  of  cruis- 
ing grounds,  to  visit  more  frequently  the  ports  where  the  presence  of 
our  flag  is  desirable,  and  generally  to  discharge  more  efficienth^  the  ap- 
propriate duties  of  the  Navy  in  time  of  peace,  without  exceeding  the 
num!>er  of  men  or  the  expenditure  authorized  by  law. 

During  the  past  year  the  Navy  has,  in  addition  to  its  regular  service,  sup- 
plied the  men  and  officers  for  the  vessels  of  the  Coast  Sur^^ey,  and  has  com- 
pleted the  surveys  authorized  by  Congress  of  the  isthmuses  of  Darien  and 
Tehuantepec,  and,  under  like  authority,  has  sent  out  an  ex|^dition,  com- 
pletely fm-nished  and  equipped,  to  explore  the  unknown  ocean  of  the  north. 

The  suggestions  of  the  report  as  to  the  necessity  for  increasing  and 
improving  the  materiel  of  the  Navy,  and  the  plan  rca^mmended  for  re- 
ducing the  personnel  oi  the  senice  to  a  peace  standard,  by  the  gradual 
abolition  of  certain  grades  of  officers,  the  reduction  of  others,  and  the 
e^lplo)^nent  of  some  in  the  service  of  the  conunercial  marine,  are  well 
considered  and  deserv^e  the  thoughtful  attention  of  Congress, 

I  also  recommend  that  all  promotions  in  the  Navy  a1x>ve  the  rank  of 
captain  l>e  by  selection  instead  of  by  seniority.  This  course  will  secure 
in  the  higher  grades  greater  efficiency  and  hold  out  an  incentive  to  young 
officers  to  improve  themsel%'es  in  the  knowledge  of  their  profession. 

The  present  cost  of  maintaining  the  Naxy.its  cost  compared  with  that 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year  are  con- 
tained in  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

The  enlarged  receipts  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  as  shown  by  the 
accompanying  report  of  the  Postmaster-General,  exhibit  a  gratifying 
increase  in  that  l>ranch  of  the  public  service.  It  is  the  index  of  the 
growth  of  education  and  of  the  prosperity  of  the  people,  two  elements 
highly  conducive  to  the  vigor  and  stability  of  republics.  With  a  vast 
territory^  like  ours,  much  of  it  sparsely  populated,  but  all  requiring  the 
services  of  the  mail,  it  is  not  at  present  to  be  expected  that  this  Depart- 
ment can  be  made  self -sustaining.  But  a  gradual  approach  to  this  end 
from  year  to  year  is  confidently  relied  on,  and  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  the  Post-Office  Department  of  the  Government  will  prove  a  much 
greater  blessing  to  the  whole  people  than  it  is  now. 

The  suggestions  of  the  Postmaster-General  for  improvements  in  the 
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Department  presided  over  by  liim  are  earnestly  recommended  to  yrnir 
special  attention.  Especially  do  I  recommend  fivorable  consideration 
of  the  plan  for  uniting  the  telegraphic  system  of  the  United  States  with 
the  postal  system.  It  is  believed  that  by  such  a  course  the  cost  of  tele- 
graphing  could  be  much  reduced,  and  tlie  sendee  as  well,  if  not  better, 
rendered.  It  would  secure  the  further  advantage  of  extending  the  tele- 
graph through  portions  of  the  country  where  private  enterprise  wnll  not 
construct  it.  Commerce,  trade,  and,  above  all,  the  efforts  to  bring  a  peo- 
ple widely  separated  into  a  community  of  interest  are  always  benefited 
by  a  rapitl  intercotumunicatiou.  Education,  the  groundwork  of  repub- 
lican institutions,  is  encouraged  by  increasing  the  facihtiea  to  gather 
speedy  news  from  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  desire  to  reap  the  bene- 
fit of  such  improvements  will  stimulate  education.  I  refer  you  to  the 
report  of  the  Postmaster-General  for  full  details  of  the  operations  of  last 
year  and  for  comparative  statements  of  results  with  former  years. 

There  has  Ijeen  imposed  upon  the  executive  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment the  execution  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  20,  1871,  and 
commonly  known  as  the  Kuklux  law,  in  a  |x>rtion  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  The  necessity  of  the  course  pursued  will  be  demonstrated  by 
the  report  of  the  Committee  to  Investigate  Southern  Outrages,  lender 
the  provisions  of  the  alxive  act  I  issued  a  proclamation^^  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  people  of  the  United  vStates  to  the  same,  and  declaring  my 
reluctance  to  exercise  any  of  the  extraordinar>^  p)owers  thereby  conferred 
uj^on  me,  except  in  case  of  imperative  necessity,  but  making  known  my 
purpose  to  exercise  such  powers  whenever  it  should  become  necessar}*  to 
do  so  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  the 
peaceful  eujo^^mentof  the  rights  guaranteed  to  them  by  the  Constitution 
and  the  laws. 

After  the  passage  of  this  law  information  was  received  from  time  to 
time  that  combinations  of  the  character  referred  to  in  this  law  existed 
and  were  powerful  in  many  parts  of  the  Southern  States,  particularly  in 
certain  counties  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

Careful  investigation  was  made,  and  it  was  ascertained  that  in  nine 
counties  of  that  Stat^  such  combinations  were  active  and  powerful,  em- 
bracing a  sufficient  portion  of  the  citizens  to  control  the  local  authority, 
and  having,  among  other  things,  the  object  of  depriving  the  emancipated 
class  of  the  substantial  benefits  of  freedom  and  of  preventing  the  free 
political  action  of  those  citizens  who  did  not  sympathize  with  their  own 
views.  Among  their  operations  were  frequent  scourgings  and  occasional 
assassinations,  generally  perpetratetl  at  night  by  disguised  persons,  the 
victims  in  almost  all  cases  being  citizens  of  different  political  sentiments 
from  their  own  or  freed  persons  who  had  shown  a  disposition  to  claim 
equal  rights  with  other  citizens.  Thousands  of  inoffensive  and  well- 
disposed  citizens  were  the  sufferers  by  this  lawless  violence.

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Thereupon ,  on  the  12th  of  October,  1871,  a  prcjclamation*  was  issued, 
ill  terms  of  the  law»  calling  upon  the  nienibers  of  those  combinatioos  to 
disperse  within  five  days  and  to  deliver  to  the  marshal  or  military  offi- 
cers of  the  United  States  all  arms,  ammunition,  nnifomis,  disgaises,  and 
other  means  and  implements  used  by  them  for  carr>nng  out  their  unlaw- 
ful purposes. 

This  warning  not  having  been  heede<l,on  the  lyth  of  October  another 
pnxlamation  t  was  issued,  suspending  the  privileges  of  the  w^rit  of  habeas 
corpus  in  nine  counties  in  that  Stale. 

Direction  was  given  that  within  the  counties  so  designated  persons 
supposed,  upon  creditable  iufonnatioii,  to  lie  memlx;rs  of  such  unlawful 
combinations  should  l>e  arrestetl  by  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States  and  delivered  to  the  marshal,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 
In  two  of  said  counties,  York  and  Spartanburg,  many  arrests  liave  been 
made.  At  the  last  account  the  number  of  persons  thus  arrested  was 
]68.  Several  hundred,  whose  criminality  was  ascertained  to  be  of  an 
inferior  degree*  were  released  ioi  the  present.  Tliese  have  generally 
made  confessions  of  their  guilt. 

Great  caution  has  been  exercised  in  making  these  arrests,  and,  not- 
withstanding the  large  number,  it  is  l>elieved  that  no  innocent  person  is 
now  in  custody.  The  prisoners  will  be  held  for  fegtdar  trial  in  the 
judicial  tribtmals  of  the  United  Stales. 

As  soon  as  it  appeared  that  the  authorities  of  the  United  States  were 
about  to  take  vigorous  measures  to  enforce  the  law,  many  p>ersons  ab- 
sconded, and  there  is  go«3d  ground  for  sup]>osing  that  all  of  such  persons 
have  violated  the  law.  A  full  report  of  what  lias  been  done  under  this 
law  will  txf  submitted  to  Congress  by  the  Attorney-General. 

In  I'tah  there  still  remains*a  remnant  of  barbarism,  repugnant  to  civi- 
lization, to  decency,  and  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States.  Territorial 
officers,  however,  have  been  found  wlio  are  willing  to  perform  their  duty 
in  a  spirit  of  equity  and  with  a  due  sense  of  the  necessity  of  sustaining 
the  majesty  of  the  law.  Neither  polygamy  nor  any  other  violation  of 
existing  statutes  will  be  permitted  within  the  territor>^  of  the  United 
States.  It  is  not  with  the  religion  of  the  self-styled  Saints  that  we  are 
Dw  deaUug,  but  with  their  practices.     They  will  te  protected  in  the 

:>rship  of  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  a>nsciences,  but  they 
will  not  be  permitted  to  violate  the  laws  under  tlie  cloak  of  religion. 

It  may  lie  advisable  for  Congress  to  consider  what,  in  the  execution  of 
the  law^s  against  |x:)lygamy,is  to  be  the  status  of  plural  wnves  and  their 
of  spring.  The  propriety  of  Congress  passing  an  enabbng  act  authoriz- 
ing the  Territorial  legislature  of  Utah  to  legitimize  all  children  born 
prior  to  a  time  fixed  in  the  act  might  Ije  justified  by  its  humanity  to 
these  innocent  children.  This  is  a  suggestion  only,  and  not  a  reoom- 
mendation.

oward  the  Indians  has  resulted  fai 
PS  can  be  judged  from  the  limited  time  during  which  it  has  been  in 
operation.  Through  the  exertions  of  the  various  societies  of  Christians 
to  whom  has  been  intrusted  the  execution  of  the  polic3%  and  the  board 
of  commissioners  authorixed  by  the  law  of  April  lo,  1869,  many  tribes  of 
Indians  have  Ijeen  induced  to  settle  upon  resen^ations,  to  cultivate  the 
soil,  to  perform  productive  lalx>r  of  various  kinds,  and  to  partially  accept 
civilization.  They  are  lieing  cared  for  in  such  a  way,  it  is  hoped,  as  to 
induce  those  still  pursuing  their  old  habits  of  life  to  embrace  the  only 
opportunity  which  is  left  them  to  avoid  extermination. 

I  recommend  liberal  appropriations  to  carry  out  the  Indian  peace 
policy,  not  only  because  it  is  huniauej  Christianlike,  and  economical,  but 
Ix^cause  it  is  right. 

I  recommend  to  your  favorable  consideration  also  the  |x>licy  of  grant- 
ing a  Territorial  govertunent  to  the  Indians  in  the  Indian  Territory^  west 
of  Arkansas  and  Missouri  and  south  of  Kansas.  In  doing  so  ever)"  right 
guaranteed  to  the  Indian  hy  treaty  should  be  secured.  Such  a  course 
might  in  time  be  the  means  of  collecting  most  of  the  Indians  now  between 
the  Missouri  and  the  Pacific  and  south  of  the  British  possessions  into 
one  Territory  or  one  State.  The  Secretar>'  of  the  Interior  lias  treated 
upon  this  subject  at  length,  and  I  commend  to  you  his  suggestions. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  that  the  public  lands  be  regarded  as  a 
heritage  to  our  children /to  be  dis|KJsed  of  only  as  required  for  occui>a- 
tion  and  to  actual  settlers.  Those  already  granted  have  been  in  great 
part  disposed  of  in  such  a  way  as  to  secure  access  to  the  balance  by  the 
hardy  settler  w^ho  may  wish  to  avail  himself  of  them ^  but  caution  should 
be  exercised  even  in  attaining  so  desirable  an  object. 

Educational  interest  may  well  be  sensed  by  the  grant  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  public  lauds  to  settlers.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
recommending  in  the  least  degree  a  curtailment  of  what  is  being  done  by 
the  General  Government  for  the  encouragement  of  education. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary^  of  the  Interior  submitted  with  this  will 
give  you  all  the  information  collected  and  prepared  for  publication  in 
regard  to  the  census  taken  during  the  year  1870;  the  operations  of  the 
Bureau  of  Education  for  the  year;  the  Patent  Office;  the  Pension  Office; 
the  Land  Office,  and  the  Indian  Bureau. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  gives  the  operations  of 
his  Department  for  the  j^ear.  As  agriculture  is  the  groundwork  of  our 
prosperity,  too  much  importance  can  not  Ije  attached  to  the  labors  of  this 
Department.  It  is  in  the  hands  of  an  able  head,  with  able  assistants,  all 
zealously  devoted  to  intnxlucing  into  the  agricultural  productions  of  the 
nation  all  useful  products  adapted  to  any  of  the  various  climates  and 
soils  of  our  vast  territory,  and  to  giving  all  useful  information  as  to  the 
method  of  cultivation,  the  plants,  cereals,  and  other  products  adapted 
to  particular  localities.     Quietly  but  surely  the  Agricultural  Bur^iu  is 
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working  a  great  national  good,  and  if  liberally  supported  the  more  widely 
its  influence  will  be  extended  an<l  the  ks6  depeiident  we  shall  l>e  upon 
the  products  of  foreign  countries. 

The  subject  of  compensation  to  the  heads  of  bureaus  and  officials  hold- 
ing positions  of  resp4.»nsibility,  and  requiring  al>ihly  and  character  to  fill 
properly,  is  one  to  which  your  attention  is  invited.  But  few  of  the  offi- 
cials receiv'e  a  compensatioti  equal  to  tlie  respectable  support  of  a  family, 
while  their  duties  are  such  as  to  involve  millions  of  interest.  In  private 
life  services  demand  compensation  equal  to  the  services  rendered;  a  wise 
economy  would  dictate  the  same  rule  in  the  Government  ser\ncc. 

I  have  not  given  the  estimates  for  the  support  of  Ckivenunent  for  the 
ensuing  year,  nor  the  comparative  statement  between  the  expenditures 
for  the  year  just  passed  and  the  one  just  preceding,  because  all  these 
figures  are  contained  in  the  accompanying  reports  or  in  those  presented 
directly  to  Congress.     These  estimates  have  my  approval. 

More  than  six  years  having  elapsed  since  the  last  hostile  gini  was  fired 
between  the  armies  then  arrayed  against  each  other — one  for  the  per- 
petuation»  the  other  for  the  destruction,  of  the  Union — it  may  well  be 
considered  whether  it  is  not  now  time  that  the  disabilities  iniixised  by  the 
fourteenth  amendment  should  l>e  removed.  That  amendment  does  not 
exclude  the  ballot,  but  only  imposes  the  disability  to  hold  offices  upon 
certain  classes.  When  lite  purity  of  the  ballot  is  secure,  majorities  are 
sure  to  elect  officers  reflecting  the  views  f>f  the  majority.  I  do  not  see 
the  advantage  or  propriety  of  excluding  men  from  office  merely  because 
they  were  before  the  rebellion  of  standing  and  character  sufficient  to  be 
elected  to  positions  requiring  them  to  take  oaths  to  support  the  Consti- 
tution, and  admitting  to  eligibility  those  entertaining  precisely  the  same 
views,  but  of  less  standing  in  their  communities.  It  may  be  said  that  the 
former  violated  an  oath,  while  the  latter  did  not;  the  latter  did  not  have 
it  in  their  power  to  do  so»  If  they  had  taken  this  oath,  it  can  not  be 
doubted  they  would  have  liroken  it  as  did  the  former  class.  If  there  are 
any  great  criminals,  distinguished  alxjve  all  others  for  tlie  part  they  took 
in  opposition  to  the  Government,  they  might,  in  the  judgment  of  Congress, 
l)e  excluded  from  such  an  anuiesty. 

This  subject  is  submitted  for  your  careful  consideration. 

The  condition  of  the  Southern  States  is,  unhappily,  not  such  as  all  true 
patriotic  citizens  would  like  to  see.  Social  ostracism  for  opinion's  sake, 
personal  violence  or  threats  tovt'ard  persons  entertaining  i)ohtical  views 
opposed  to  those  entertained  by  the  majority  of  the  old  citizens,  prevents 
immigration  and  the  flow  of  much-needed  capital  into  the  States  lately  in 
rebellion.  It  will  be  a  happy  condition  of  the  countr>^  when  the  old  citi* 
zens  of  these  States  will  take  an  interest  in  public  affairs,  promulgate 
ideas  honestly  entertained,  vote  for  men  representing  their  views,  and  tol- 
erate the  same  freedom  of  expression  and  ballot  in  those  entertaining 
different  political  convictions. 
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Under  the  pro^nsit>ns  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  2 
a  Territorial  government  was  organized  in  the  District  of  Columbia.  Its 
results  have  thus  far  fully  realized  the  expectations  of  its  advocates. 
Under  the  direction  of  the  Territorial  officers,  a  system  of  improvements 
has  been  inaugurated  by  means  of  which  Washington  is  rapidly  becom- 
ing a  city  worthy  of  the  nation's  capital  The  citizens  of  the  District 
having  voluntarily  taxed  themselves  to  a  large  amount  for  the  purpose 
of  contributing  to  the  adornment  of  the  seat  of  Government,  I  recommend 
liberal  appropriations  on  the  part  of  Congress,  in  order  that  the  Govern- 
ment may  bear  its  just  share  of  the  expense  of  carr\'iiig  out  a  judicious 
system  of  improvements. 

By  the  great  fire  in  Chicago  the  most  important  of  the  Government 
buildings  in  that  city  were  consumed.  Those  burned  had  already  become 
inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  Government  in  that  growing  city ,  and,  look- 
ing to  the  near  future,  were  totall>'  inadequate.  I  recommend,  therefore, 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  immediately  to  purchase  the  remainder  of 
the  square  on  which  the  burned  buildings  stood,  provided  it  can  be  pur- 
chased at  a  fair  valuation,  or  provided  that  the  legislature  of  Illinois  will 
pass  a  law  authorizing  its  condemnation  fof  Government  purposes;  and 
also  an  appropriation  of  as  much  money  as  can  properly  be  expended 
toward  the  erection  of  new  buildings  during  this  fiscal  year.  ^Jl 

The  number  of  immigrants  ignorant  of  our  laws,  habits,  etc.,  coming''^ 
into  our  countr>'  annually  has  become  so  great  and  the  impositions  prac- 
ticed upcm  them  so  numerous  and  flagrant  that  I  suggest  Congressional 
action  for  their  protection.  It  seems  to  me  a  fair  subject  of  legislation 
by  Congress.  1  can  not  now  state  as  fully  as  I  desire  the  nature  of  the 
complaints  made  by  immigrants  of  the  treatment  they  receive,  but  will 
endeavor  to  do  so  during  the  session  of  Congress,  particularly  if  the  sub-  « 
ject  should  receive  your  attention.  H^ 

It  lias  been  the  aim  of  the  Administration  to  enforce  honesty  and  effi- 
ciency in  all  public  offices.  Every  public  servant  who  has  \4olated  the 
trust  placed  in  him  has  l:ieen  proceeded  against  with  all  the  rigor  of  the  law. 
If  Ijad  men  have  secured  places,  it  has  been  the  fault  of  the  system  estab- 
lished by  law  and  custom  for  making  appointments,  or  the  fault  of  those 
who  recommend  for  Government  positions  persons  not  sufficiently  well 
known  to  them  personally,  or  who  give  letters  indorsing  the  characters  of 
office  seekers  without  a  proper  sense  of  the  grave  responsibility  which 
such  a  coiurse  de\^olves  upon  them.  A  civil-ser\dce  reform  which  can  cor- 
rect this  abuse  is  much  desired.  In  mercantile  pursuits  the  business  man 
who  gives  a  letter  of  recommendation  to  a  friend  to  enable  him  to  obtain 
credit  from  a  stranger  is  regarded  as  morally  resprjusible  for  the  integrity 
of  his  friend  and  his  ability  to  meet  his  obligations.  A  reformatory  law 
which  would  enforce  this  principle  against  all  indorsers  of  persons  for  pub- 
lic place  would  insure  great  caution  in  making  recommendations,  A  salu- 
tary lesson  has  been  taught  the  carele3$  and  the  dishonest  public  serv^ant 
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in  the  great  number  of  prosecutious  and  convictions  of  the  last  two 
years. 

It  is  gratifying  to  notice  the  favorable  change  which  is  taking  place 
throughout  the  countr>^  in  bringing  to  pnnisbmeitt  those  who  have  proven 
recreant  to  the  trusts  confided  to  them  and  in  elevating  to  pnblic  office 
none  but  those  who  possess  the  confidence  of  the  honest  and  the  \artuous, 
who,  it  will  always  be  found,  comprise  the  majority  of  the  community  in 
which  they  live. 

In  my  message  to  Congress  one  }^ear  ago  I  urgenth'  recommended  a 
reform  in  the  civil  ser\dce  of  the  country.  In  conformity  with  that 
recommendation  Congress,  in  the  ninth  section  of  **An  act  making 
appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expetises  of  the  Goverament,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  approved  March  t^,  i 871,  gave  the  necessaiy  authority 
to  tlie  Executive  to  inaugurate  a  civil'Ser\^ice  reform,  and  placed  upon 
him  the  responsibility  of  doing  so.  Under  the  autliority  of  said  act  I 
convened  a  board  of  gentlemen  eminently  qualified  fur  tlie  work  to  de- 
vise rules  and  regulations  to  t;ffect  the  needed  refonn.  Their  labors 
are  not  yet  complete,  but  it  is  l>e!ie\'ed  that  they  will  succeed  in  devising 
a  plan  that  can  be  adopted  to  the  great  relief  of  the  Executive,  the  heads 
of  Deixirtments,  and  members  of  Congress,  and  which  will  redound  to 
the  true  interest  of  the  public  service.  At  all  events,  the  experiment 
shall  have  a  fair  trial. 

I  have  thus  hastily  summed  up  the  operations  of  the  Government  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  and  nmde  such  suggestions  as  occur  to  nie  to  be  proper 
for  your  cousideratiou.  I  submit  them  with  a  confidence  that  your 
combined  action  will  be  wuse,  statesmanlike,  and  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  whole  country.

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now  completed,  and  I  transmit  herewith  their  report »*  together  witli  the 
rules  which  they  recoioiiieiid  for  my  action.  These  rules  have  been 
adopted  and  will  go  into  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1872. 

Under  the  law  referred  to,  as  I  interpret  it,  the  authority  is  already 
invested  in  the  Executive  to  enforce  these  regulations,  wnth  full  power 
to  abridge,  alter,  or  amend  them,  at  his  option,  when  changes  may  be 
deemed  advisable. 

These  views,  together  w^itli  the  report  of  the  commissioners,  are  sub- 
mitted for  yonr  careful  consideratiou  as  to  wdiether  further  legislation 
may  be  necessar>^  in  order  to  carr>^  out  an  effective  and  Ijeneficial  civil- 
ser\ice  reform.  If  left  to  me,  without  further  Congressional  action,  the 
rules  prescribed  by  the  commission,  under  the  reserv^alion  already  men- 
tioned, will  lie  faithfully  executed;  but  they  are  not  binding,  without 
further  legislation,  uiM>n  my  successors. 

Being  desirous  of  1  wringing  this  subject  to  the  attention  of  Congress 
before  tlie  approaching  recess,  I  have  not  time  to  sufficiently  t^xamine 
the  accompanying  rei^c^rt  to  enable  me  to  suggest  definite  legislative 
action  to  insure  the  support  which  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  give  a 
thurongh  trial  to  a  policy  long  needed. 

I  ask  for  all  the  strength  which  Congress  can  give  me  to  enable  me  to 
carry  out  the  reforms  in  the  civil  service  recommended  by  the  commis- 
sion, and  adopted  to  take  effect,  as  before  stated,  on  January  i ,  1872. 

The  law  which  pro\ndes  for  the  convening  of  a  commission  to  devise 
rules  and  regulations  for  reforming  the  civil  service  authorizes,  I  think, 
the  permanent  organization  of  a  primary  board  under  whost  geiieral 
direction  all  examinations  of  applicants  for  public  office  shall  be  con- 
ducted. There  is  no  appropriation  to  continue  such  a  board  beyond  the 
termination  of  its  present  labors.  I  therefore  recommend  that  a  proper 
appropriation  l»e  made  to  contiinie  the  services  of  the  present  lx>ard  for 
another  year,  and  in  view^  of  the  fact  that  three  members  of  the  lx>ard 
hold  positions  in  the  public  ser\*ice,  which  precludes  them  from  receiv- 
ing extra  compensation,  under  existing  law^s,  that  they  be  authorized  to 
receive  a  fair  compensation  for  extra  services  rendered  by  them  in  the 
performance  of  this  duty.

Rules  for  the  Civil  Shrxtce. 

1,  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  any  jjosition  in  the  civil  service  within  the 
appointment  of  the  President  or  the  heads  of  Departments  who  is  not  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States;  who  shall  not  have  furnished  satisfactoiy  evidence  in  regard  to 
clmracter,  health,  and  age»and  who  shall  not  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion in  fvpeakin]Lf,  reading,  and  writing  the  English  language. 

2.  An  advisory  Ijoard  of  suitable  persons*,  to  be  employeil  by  the  President  under  the 
nintli  section  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1.H71,  entitled  "An  act  making  appropriations 
for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1872,

and  for  other  purposes,*'  shall,  so  far  as  practicable^  g^roup  the  portions  in  each 
branch  of  the  civil  ser\'ice  according  to  the  character  of  the  duties  to  be  perfontied, 
and  shall  grade  each  group  from  lowest  to  highest  for  the  purpose  of  promotion 
within  tlie  group.  Admission  to  tlie  civil  ser>^ice  shall  always  be  to  the  lowest 
grade  of  any  group;  and  to  such  positions  as  can  not  be  grouped  or  graded  admis- 
siou  shall  be  determined  as  provided  for  the  lowest  grade. 

3.  A  vacancy  occurring  hi  the  lowest  grade  of  any  group  of  ofHces  shall  be  filled, 
after  due  public  notice,  from  all  applicants  who  shall  present  themselves^and  who 
shall  have  furnishetl  the  evidence  and  satisfied  the  preliminary*  examination  already 
mentioned,  and  who  shall  have  passed  a  pnblic,  competitive  examination  to  test  knowl- 
edge, ability,  and  special  qiiiilificaLtions  for  the  |ierformance  of  the  duties  of  the  office* 
The  board  conducting  such  competitive  examination  shall  prepare,  under  tlie  super- 
vision of  the  Advisor}'  Board,  a  list  of  the  names  of  the  applicants  in  the  order  of  their 
excellence  as  proved  by  such  examination,  beginning  with  the  highest,  and  shall 
then  certify  to  the  nominating  or  appointing  power »  as  the  case  may  t>e,  the  names 
standing  at  the  head  of  such  list,  not  exceeding  three,  and  from  the  names  thus 
certified  the  appointment  shall  be  made. 

4.  A  vacancy  occurring  in  any  grade  of  a  group  of  offices  above  the  lowest  shall  Ije 
filled  by  a  competitive  examination  of  applicants  from  the  other  grades  of  that  group, 
and  the  list  of  names  from  which  tlie  appointment  is  to  l>e  made  shall  be  prepared 

id  certifie<l  as  provided  in  the  preceding  rule;  but  if  no  such  applicants  are  found 
^mpetent  the  appointment  stiall  be  made  upon  an  examination  of  all  applicants, 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  for  admission  to  the  lowest  grade. 

5.  Applicants  certified  as  otherwise  qualified  for  appointment  as  cashiers  of  collect- 
ors  of  customs,  cashiers  of  assistant  treasurers,  cashiers  of  postmasters,  superintend- 
ents of  money -order  divisions  in  post-offices,  and  such  other  custodians  of  large  sums 
of  money  as  may  hereafter  be  designated  by  tlie  Advisory  Board,  and  for  whose 
pecuniary"  fidelity  another  officer  is  responsible,  shall,  nevertlieless,  not  be  appointed 
except  with  the  approval  of  such  other  officer » 

6.  Postmasters  wiiose  annual  salary  is  less  than  |2<:x)  may  be  appointed  upon  the 
written  request  of  appliciints,  with  such  endence  of  character  and  fitness  as  shall  Ije 
satisfactory  to  the  head  of  the  FX^parlment. 

7.  The  appointment  of  all  p>erwjns  entering  the  civil  service  in  accordance  with 
these  regulations,  excepting  persons  ap|X)inted  by  the  President  by  and  wnth  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  |x»slmasters,  and  persons  appointed  to  any  position 
in  a  foreign  countr),  shall  be  made  for  a  probationary'  term  of  six  months,  during 
which  the  conduct  and  capacity  of  such  persons  shall  be  tested;  and  if  at  the  end  of 
said  probationary  term  satisfactorv^  proofs  of  their  fitness  shall  have  been  furnished 
by  the  board  of  examiners  to  the  head  of  the  Department  in  wliich  they  shall  ha%^e 
been  eaiployeil  during  said  term,  they  shall  be  reappointed. 

8.  The  President  will  designate  three  persons  in  each  Dejiartment  of  the  public 
service  to  serve  as  a  board  of  examiners,  which,  under  tlie  super\'ision  of  the  Ad\'isory 
Board  and  under  regulations  to  be  prescril>ed  by  it,  and  at  such  times  and  places  as 
it  may  determine,  shall  conduct,  personally  or  by  persons  approved  by  tlie  Advisory 
Board,  all  investigations  and  examinations  for  admission  into  said  Departments  or 
for  promotion  therein. 

9.  Any  person  who,  after  long  and  faithful  service  in  a  Department,  shall  be  inca- 
pacitated by  mental  or  l3odi!y  infirmity  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  position  may  be  appointed  by  the  head  of  the  Department,  at  his  discretion,  to 
a  position  of  less  resf>onsibi]ity  in  the  same  Department. 

10.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  prevent  the  appointment  of  aliens  to  positions  in 
the  consular  service  which  by  reason  of  small  compensation  or  of  other  sufficient 
cause  are,  in  tlie  judgment  of  the  appointing  power,  necessarily  so  filled,  nor  the 
appointment  of  such  persons  within  the  United  States  as  are  indispensable  to  a  proper 
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discliarge  of  the  duties  of  certain  positions,  but  who  may  not  be  familiar  with  the 
English  language  or  legally  capable  of  naturalization, 

11.  No  head  of  a  Department  nor  any  subordinate  officer  of  the  Govemnient  shall,

On 
the  1 6th  of  October  last  he  addressed  me  a  communication  from  South 
Carolina,  in  which  he  stated  that  in  the  couuties  of  Spartanburg,  York, 
Chester^  Union,  Laurens,  Newlierry,  Fairfield,  Lancaster,  and  Chesterfield 

I  there  were  com}>inations  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  free  political 
action  of  citizens  who  were  friendly  to  the  Constitution  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  and  of  depriving  emancipated  classes  of  the 
equal  protection  of  the  laws. 
* '  These  combinations  embrace  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  active  white 
men  of  those  counties,  and  have  the  sympathy  and  countenance  of  a 
majority  of  the  one- third.  They  are  connected  with  similar  combina- 
tions in  other  counties  and  States,  and  no  doubt  are  part  of  a  grand  sys- 
tem of  criminal  associations  per\^ading  most  of  the  Southern  States.  The 
members  are  bound  to  oljedience  and  secrecy  by  oaths  which  they  are 
taught  to  regard  as  of  higher  obligation  than  the  lawful  oaths  taken 
before  civil  magistrates. 
**They  are  organized  and  armed.  They  effect  their  objects  by  per- 
liOiial  violence,  often  extending  to  murder.  They  terrify  witnesses;  they 
control  juries  in  the  State  courts,  and  sometimes  in  the  courts  of  the 
United  States.  Systematic  perjury  is  one  of  the  means  by  which  prose- 
cutions of  the  members  are  defeated.     From  information  given  by  officers

justified  m  affirming  that  the  instances  of  criminal  violence  perpetrated 
by  these  combinations  within  the  last  twelve  mouths  in  the  above-named 
counties  conld  be  reckoned  by  thousands. ' ' 

I  received  infonuation  of  a  similar  import  from  various  other  sources, 
among  which  were  the  Joint  Select  Coiinnittee  of  Congress  upon  South- 
ern Outrages,  the  officers  of  the  State,  the  military  officers  of  the  United 
States  on  duty  in  South  Carolina,  the  United  States  attorut;y  and  mar- 
shal, and  other  civil  officers  of  the  Government,  repentant  and  abjuring 
members  of  tliose  unlawful  organizations,  persons  specially  employed  by 
the  Department  of  Justice  to  detect  crimes  against  the  United  States,  and 
from  other  credible  j>ersons. 

Most,  if  not  all,  of  this  information,  except  what  I  derived  from  the 
Attorney 'General,  came  to  me  orally,  and  was  to  the  effect  that  said  conn- 
ties  were  nnder  the  sway  of  powerful  combinations,  properly  known  as 
' '  Knklux  Klaus, ' '  the  objects  of  which  were  by  force  and  terror  to  pre-

countries  other  than  France,  provided  for  by  my  said  proclamations  of 
the  1 2th  day  of  June,  1S69,  and  the  20th  day  of  November,  1869^  shall 
cease  and  determine,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  acts  imposing  discrim* 
inating  foreigii  tonnage  and  import  duties  in  the  United  States  are  hereby 
revived,  and  shall  henceforth  be  and  remain  in  full  force  as  relates  to 
goods  and  merchandise  impirted  into  the  United  States  in  French  ves- 
sels from  countries  other  than  France,  so  long  as  any  discriminating 
duties  shall  continue  to  be  imposed  by  France  upon  goods  and  merchan- 
dise imported  into  France  in  vessels  of  the  United  States  from  countries 
other  than  the  United  States.

The  Advisory  Board  of  the  civil  service,  having  completed  the  grouping 
contemplated  by  the  niles  already  adopted,  have  recommended  certain 
provisions  for  carr^ring  the  rules  into  effect. 

The  reconnnendations  as  herewith  published  are  approved,  and  the 
provisions  will  be  enforced  as  rapidly  as  the  proper  arrangements  can  be 
made;  and  the  thirteenth  of  the  rules  adopted  on  the  19th  day  of  Decem- 
ber last  is  amended  to  read  as  published  herewith. 

The  utmost  fidelity  and  diligence  will  be  expected  of  all  othcers  in 
ever}'  branch  of  the  public  ser\'ice.  Political  assessments,  as  they  are 
called,  have  been  forbidden  within  the  various  Departments;  and  while 
the  right  of  all  persons  in  official  position  to  take  part  in  politics  is 
acknowledged,  and  the  elective  franchise  is  recognized  as  a  high  trust 
to  be  discharged  by  all  entitled  to  its  exercise,  whether  in  the  employ- 
ment of  the  Goveniment  or  in  private  life,  honesty  and  efficiency,  not  polit- 
ical activity,  will  determiue  the  tenure  of  office.

13.  From  these  mlcs  are  excepted  tlie  heads  of  Departments,  Assistant  Secretaries 
of  Etefmrttnenls,  Assistant  Attorneys-General,  Assistant  Postmasters-General,  Solic- 
itor-General, Solicitor  of  the  Treasurj%  Naval  Solicitor,  Solicitor  of  Internal  Revenue, 
examiner  of  claims  in  the  State  Department,  Treasurer  of  tlie  United  States,  Regis- 
ter of  the  Treasury,  First  anrl  Second  Comptrollers  of  the  Treasurer,  other  lieails 
of  bureaus  in  the  si^veral  Departments,  judges  of  the  ITnited  States  conrts,  district 
attorneys,  private  secretary"  of  the  President,  ambassadors  and  other  public  minis- 
ters, Sui>erintendent  of  the  Coast  Snr\'ey,  Direi tor  of  the  Mint,  governors  of  Terri- 
tories, special  commissioners,  s]>ecial  counsel,  visiting  and  examining  boards,  persons 
appointed  to  positions  without  compensation  for  services,  dispatch  ageutii,  and  bearers 
of  dispatches. 
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t.  No  person  will  be  appointed  to  any  positton  in  the  civil  service  who  shall  not 
have  furnished  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  fidelity  to  the  Union  and  the  Constitution 
of  the  Jnite4  States. 

2.  The  evidence  in  regard  to  character,  health,  age,  and  knowledge  of  the  English 
language  required  by  the  first  rule  shall  l>e  funiislied  in  wTiting.  and  if  fsuch  e\i- 
dence  shall  be  satisfactory^  to  the  head  of  the  Department  in  which  the  appointment 
is  to  be  made  tlie  appJicant  shall  be  notific<^l  when  and  where  to  appear  for  examina- 
tion; but  when  the  applicants  are  so  nnraerous  that  the  examination  of  all  wbose 
preliminary  papers  are  satisfactory  is  plainly  impracticable,  the  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment shall  select  for  examination  a  practicable  imniber  of  those  who  are  apparently 
best  qnalilied. 

5.  Examinations  to  fill  vacancies  in  any  of  the  Executive  Departments  in  Wash- 
ington shall  be  held  not  only  at  the  city  of  Washington,  bnt  als4.i,  when  directed  by 
the  head  of  the  Department  in  which  the  vacEincy  may  exist,  in  tlie  several  States, 
either  at  the  capital  or  other  convenient  place, 

4.  The  appointment  of  persons  to  be  employed  exchisivel}^  in  the  secret  service 
of  the  Government^  also  of  persons  to  be  employed  as  tratiKlators,  stenographers,  or 
private  secretaries,  or  to  be  designated  for  secret  service,  to  fill  vacancies  in  clerk- 
ships in  either  of  the  Executive  DepartmentB  at  Washington,  may  be  excepted  from 
the  operation  of  the  rule«» 

5.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  consvdar  office  of  which  the  lawful  annual  com- 
pensation is  $3t000  or  more,  it  will  be  fdled,  at  the  discretion  of  the  President,  either 
hy  the  transfer  of  some  person  already  in  tlie  service  or  by  a  new  appc»intment, 
which  may  be  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  rule-S.  But  if  the  vacancy  occur 
in  an  oflfice  of  which  the  lawful  annual  compensation,  by  salary  or  by  fees  ascer- 
tained by  the  last  official  returns,  is  more  than  $t,ooo  and  less  than  f3,ono,  and  it  is 
not  filled  by  transfer,  applications  will  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  inclos- 
ing proper  certificates  of  character,  responsibility,  and  capacity*  and  the  Secretary 
will  notify  the  applicant  who  upon  investigation  appears  to  be  most  suitable  and 
competent  to  attend  for  examination;  and  if  he  shall  be  found  qualified  he  will  be 
nominated  for  confirmation,  but  if  not  found  qualified,  or  if  his  nomination  be  not 
confirmed  by  the  Senate,  the  Secretary  will  proceed  in  like  nmnner  with  the  other 
applicants  who  appear  to  him  to  be  qualified.  If,  however,  no  applicants  under  this 
regulation  shall  be  found  suitable  and  qualified,  the  vacancy  will  be  filled  at  discre- 
tion. The  appointment  of  commercial  agents  and  of  consuls  whose  annual  compen- 
sation is  Jtj,ooo  or  less  (if  derived  from  fees,  the  amount  to  be  ascertained  by  the  last 
official  returns),  of  vicenzonsuls,  deputy  consuls,  and  of  consular  agents  and  other 
officers  who  are  api^oiuted  upon  tlie  nomination  of  the  principal  officer,  and  for  whom 
he  is  responsible  upon  his  official  bond,  may  be,  until  otherwise  ordered,  excepted 
from  the  operation  of  the  rules. 

6.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  collector  of  the  customs,  naval  officer, 
appraiser,  or  surveyor  of  the  customs  in  the  customs  districts  of  New  York.  Boston 
and  Charlestown,  Baltimore,  San  Francisco,  New  Orleans,  Philadelphia,  Vermont 
(Burlington),  Oswego,  Niagara,  Buffalo  Creek,  Champlain,  Portland  and  Falmouth, 
Corpus  Christi,  Oswegatchie,  Mobile,  Brazos  de  Santiago  (Brownsville),  Texas  (Gal- 
veston, etc. ).  Sa  van  nail,  Charleston,  Chicago,  or  Detroit,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
my  shall  ascertain  if  any  of  the  subordinates  in  the  customs  districts  in  which  such 
vacancy  occurs  are  suitable  jiers^jiis  qualified  to  discharge  efficiently  t!ie  duties  of  the 
office  to  he  filled;  and  if  such  persons  l>e  found  he  shall  certify  to  the  President  the 
name  or  names  of  those  sulwrdinates,  not  cxcee<liug  three,  who  in  his  jtidgiuent  are 
best  qualified  for  the  position,  from  which  the  President  will  make  the  nomination  to 
fill  the  ^-acancy;  but  if  no  such  subordinate  be  found  qualified,  or  if  the  nomination 
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he  not  cotifintier!,  the  nomination  will  he  made  at  the  discretion  of  the  President. 
Vacancies  occurring  in  such  positions  in  the  customs  service  in  the  said  districts  as 
are  includetl  in  the  suhjoined  classification  will  he  filled  in  accordance  wnth  the 
rales.  Appointments  to  all  other  positions  in  the  cnstoms  service  in  said  districts 
may  he,  until  otherwise  ordered,  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  rules. 

7.  When  a  vaciincy  occurs  in  the  office  of  collector,  appraiser,  surveyor,  or  other 
chief  officer  in  any  customs  district  not  si>ecilied  in  the  preceding  regidation,  appli- 
cations in  writing  from  any  subordinate  or  sulx>rdinatej>  in  the  customs  servdce  of 
the  district,  or  from  other  person  or  persons  residing  ui thin  the  said  *listrict,  may  t>e 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur\\  inclosing  proper  certificates  of  character, 
responsibility,  and  capacity;  and  if  any  of  the  siil>ordi nates  so  applying  shall  te  found 
suitable  and  qualified,  the  name  or  names,  not  exceeding  tliree,  of  the  best  qualified 
shall  l»e  certified  by  the  Iward  of  examiners  to  the  Secretary,  and  froui  this  list  the 
nomination  or  appointment  will  be  made;  but  if  no  such  subt>rdinate  be  found  quali- 
fied, the  said  Ixiard  shall  certify  to  the  Sccretars'  the  name  or  names,  not  exceed- 
ing  three,  of  the  best  qualified  among  the  other  applicants,  and  from  this  list  the 
nomination  or  appointment  will  be  made.  If,  however,  no  applicants  under  this 
regulation  shall  be  found  suitable  and  qualifiecb  the  vacancy  will  be  filled  at  discre- 
tion. Appointments  to  all  other  positions  in  tlie  customs  service  in  said  districts 
may  be,  until  otherwise  ordered,  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  rules. 

8.  When  a  vacancy  f>ccurs  in  the  office  of  postmaster  in  cities  having,  according 
to  the  census  of  1870,  a  papulation  of  20,0013  or  more,  tlie  Postmaster-General  shall 
ascertain  if  any  of  the  subordinates  in  such  office  are  suitable  persons  qualified  to 
discharge  efficiently  the  duties  of  postmaster,  and  if  such  are  found  he  shall  certify 
to  the  President  tlie  name  or  names  of  those  subordinates,  not  exceefling  three  in 
numlMfr,  who  in  his  judgment  are  liest  qualified  for  the  position,  from  which  list  the 
President  will  make  the  nomination  to  fill  the  vacancy;  but  if  no  such  subordinate 
be  found  so  qualified,  or  if  the  nomination  be  not  confirmefl  by  tile  Senate,  tlie 
nomination  will  be  made  at  tlie  discretion  of  the  President.  Vacancies  occurring  in 
such  positions  in  the  Siiid  post-ofiice  as  are  inclufled  in  the  subjoined  classification 
will  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the  rules.  Api)ointmcnts  to  all  other  positions  in 
the  said  post-offices  may  be,  until  otherwise  ordered,  excepted  from  the  operation 
of  the  rules, 

9.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  oflicc  of  postmaster  of  a  class  not  othen^^ise  pro- 
vided for,  applications  for  the  position  from  any  subordinate  or  subordinates  in  the 
office,  or  from  otlier  jjersons  residing  within  the  delivery  of  the  oificc,  may  be  ad- 
dressed to  the  Postmaster-General,  inclosing  proper  certificates  of  character,  respon- 
sibility, and  capacity;  and  if  any  of  the  suljordinatcs  .so  applying  shall  be  found 
suitable  and  qualified,  the  name  or  names  of  the  best  qualifietl,  not  exceeding  tliree, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  board  of  examiners  to  the  Postmaster-General,  and  from  them 
the  nomination  or  appointment  shall  be  made;  but  if  no  subordinate  be  found  quali- 
fied, the  siiid  board  shall  certify  to  the  Postmaster-General  the  name  or  names,  not 
exceeding  three,  of  the  l>est  qualified  among  the  other  applicants,  and  from  them 
the  nomination  or  appoiutment  shall  be  made.  If,  however,  no  applicants  under 
tliis  regulation  shall  lie  found  suitable  and  qualified,  the  vacancy  will  he  filled  at  dis- 
cretion. Apjwintments  to  all  other  positions  in  the  said  post-offices  may  he,  until 
otherwise  ordered,  excepted  from  the  operation  of  the  rules. 

10.  Special  agents  of  the  Post -Office  Department  sliall  be  appointed  by  the  Post- 
master-General at  discretion  from  persons  already  in  the  postal  service,  and  who 
shall  have  served  therein  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year  immediatel}'  preced- 
ing the  appointment;  but  if  no  ptrson  within  the  service  shall,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Postmaster-General,  be  suitable  and  qualified,  the  appointment  shall  be  made 
from  all  applicants  under  the  rules. 

11.  Mail-route  messengers  shall  lie  appointed  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
appointment  of  ijostmasters  whose  annual  salary*  is  less  than  |20o. 

13.  UTien  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  register  or  receiver  of  the  land  office,  or 
of  pension  agent,  applications  in  writing  from  residents  in  the  district  in  which  the 
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vacancy  occurs  niay  he  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  iuclosini^  proper 
certificates  of  character,  responsibility,  imd  capacity ;  and  if  any  of  the  applicants 
shall  tje  found  suitable  and  qualified,  the  name  or  names,  not  exceeding  three,  of  the 
hest  qualified  shall  Ije  certified  by  the  board  of  examiners  to  the  Secretary,  and  from 
this  list  the  nomination  will  be  made.  If,  however,  no  applicants  under  this  regula- 
tion shall  lie  found  suitable  and  qualified,  the  nomination  will  l>e  made  at  discretion, 
r3.  When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Unit«l  States  marshal,  applications  in 
writing  from  residents  in  tlie  district  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  may  l>e  addressed 
to  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States,  inclosing  proper  certificates  of  charac- 
ter, resix>nsibility,  and  capacity;  and  if  any  of  tlie  applicants  shall  be  found  suitable 
and  qualified,  the  name  or  names,  not  exceeding  three,  of  the  best  qualified  shall  be 
certifieii  by  the  t>oard  of  examiners  to  the  Attorney-General,  and  from  this  list  the 
nomination  will  he  made.  If,  however,  no  applicants  under  this  regulation  shall  be 
found  suitable  and  qualified,  the  nomination  will  l>e  made  at  discretion. 

14.  Appointmentii  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  offices  in  the  several  Territories, 
excepting  those  of  judges  of  the  United  States  courts,  Indian  agents,  and  super- 
intenclents,  will  be  made  from  suitable  and  qualified  persons  domiciled  in  the  Terri- 
tory in  which  tlie  vacancy  occurs,  if  any  such  are  found, 

15.  It  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  examining  board  in  each  of  the  Departments  to 
report  to  the  Ad\nsory  Board  such  modifications  in  the  rules  and  regulations  as  in  the 
judgment  of  such  examining  Ixiard  are  required  for  appointments  to  certain  posi- 
tions to  which,  by  reason  of  dii^tance,  or  of  difficult  access,  or  of  other  sufficient 
cause,  the  rules  and  regulations  can  not  be  applied  with  advantage;  and  if  the  rea- 
son for  such  modifications  shall  be  satisfactory  to  tlie  Advisory  Board,  said  board 
will  recomiuend  them  for  approval. 

t6.  Nothing  in  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  prevent  the  reappointment  at 
discretion  of  the  incuml>ents  of  any  office  the  term  of  which  is  fixed  by  law,  and 
when  such  reappointment  is  made  no  vacancy  within  the  meaning  of  the  rules  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  occurred. 

17,  Appointments  to  all  positions  in  the  civil  service  not  included  in  the  sub- 
joined classificatioUt  nor  othen\ise  specially  provided  for  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions, may,  until  otherwise  ordered,  be  excepted  from  tlie  operation  of  the  rules.

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FOURTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Executive  Mansion,  December  2,  1872 
To  ike  Se^taff  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  transmitting  to  you  this  my  fourth  annual  message  it  is  with  thank- 
fulness to  the  Giver  of  All  Good  that  as  a  nation  we  have  been  blessed 
for  the  past  year  with  peace  at  home,  peace  abroad,  and  a  general  pros- 
perity vouchsafed  to  but  few  peojiles. 

With  tlie  exception  of  the  recent  devastating  fire  which  swept  from  the 
earth  with  a  breath,  as  it  were,  millions  of  accumulated  wealth  in  the  city 
of  Boston  J  there  has  l>een  no  overshadowing  calamity  within  the  year  to 
record.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  how,  like  their  fellow -citizens  of  the 
city  of  Chicago  under  similar  drcnmstances  a  year  earlier,  the  citizens  of 
Boston  are  rallying  under  their  misfortunes,  and  the  prospect  that  their 
energ>^  and  perseverance  w'ill  overcome  all  obstacles  and  show  the  same 
prosperity  soon  that  they  would  had  no  disaster  l>efallen  them.  Other-  ^ 
wise  w^e  have  been  free  from  pestilence,  war,  and  calamities,  which  often 
overtake  nationsj  and,  as  far  as  human  judgment  can  penetrate  the 
future,  no  cause  seems  to  exist  to  threaten  our  present  peace,  ^ 

When  Congress  adjonnied  in  June  last,  a  question  had  been  raised  by  "^ 
Great  Britain,  and  was  then  pending,  which  for  a  time  seriously  imperiled 
the  settlement  by  friendly  arbitration  of  the  grave  differences  between 
this  Government  and  that  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  which  by  the  treaty 
of  Washington  had  Ijeen  referred  to  the  tribunal  of  arbitration  w^hich 
had  met  at  Geneva,  in  Switzerland.  ^ 

The  arbitrators,  however,  disjDosed  of  the  question  which  had  jeop- 
arded  the  whole  of  the  treaty  and  threatened  to  involve  the  tw^o  nations 
in  most  unhappy  relations  toward  each  other  in  a  manner  entirely  sat- 
isfactory to  this  Government  and  in  accordance  wnth  the  view^s  and  the 
policy  w^liich  it  had  maintained. 

The  tribunal,  which  had  convened  at  Geneva  in  December^  concluded 
its  laborious  session  on  the  14th  day  of  September  last,  on  which  day, 
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baviiig  availed  itself  of  the  discretionar}^  power  given  to  it  by  the  treaty 
to  award  a  stun  in  gross,  it  made  its  decision,  whereby  it  awarded  the 
sum  of  $i5,5oo,cKXD  in  gold  as  the  indemnity  to  be  paid  by  Great  Britain 
to  the  United  States  for  the  satisfaction  of  all  the  claims  referred  to  its 
consideration. 

Tins  decision  happily  disposes  of  a  long-standing  difference  between 
the  two  Governments,  and,  in  connection  with  anotlier  award,  made  by 
the  German  Emperor  under  a  reference  to  him  by  the  same  treaty,  leaves 
these  two  Governments  without  a  shadow  uiK>n  the  friendly  relations 
which  it  is  my  sincere  hope  may  forever  remain  equally  unclouded. 

The  report  of  the  agent  of  the  United  States  apjK>inted  to  attend  the 
Geneva  tribunal,  accompanied  by  the  protocols  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  arbitrators,  the  arguments  of  the  connsel  of  iKitli  Go%'ernments,  the 
award  of  the  tribunal,  and  the  opinions  given  by  the  several  arbitrators^ 
is  transmitted  herewith. 

I  have  caused  to  be  conmiunicated  to  the  heads  of  the  three  friendly 
powders  w*ho  complied  wnth  the  joint  request  made  to  them  imder  the 
treaty  the  thanks  of  this  Government  for  the  appointntent  of  arbitra* 
tors  made  by  them  respectively,  and  also  my  thanks  to  the  eminent  |)er- 
sonages  named  by  them,  and  my  appreciation  of  the  dignity,  patience, 
impartiality,  and  great  ability  with  which  they  discharged  their  arduous 
and  high  functions. 

Her  Majesty *s  Government  has  communicated  to  me  the  appreciation 
by  Her  Majesty  of  the  al>ility  and  indefatigable  inditstr>^  displayed  by 
Mr,  Adams,  the  arbitrator  named  on  the  part  of  this  Government  during 
the  protracted  inquiries  and  discussions  of  the  tribunal,  I  cordially  unite 
with  Her  Majesty  in  this  appreciation. 

It  is  due  to  the  agent  5f  the  United  Stales  before  the  tribunal  to  re- 
cord my  high  appreciation  of  the  marked  ability,  unwearied  patience, 
and  the  prudence  and  discretion  with  which  he  has  conducted  the  ver>^ 
responsible  and  delicate  duties  committed  to  him,  as  it  is  also  due  to  the 
learned  and  eminent  counsel  who  attended  the  tribunal  on  the  part  of 
this  Government  to  express  my  sense  of  the  talents  and  wisdom  which 
they  brought  to  bear  in  the  attainment  of  the  result  so  happily  reached. 

It  wnll  be  the  province  of  Congress  to  provide  for  the  distribution  among 
those  who  may  be  entitled  to  it  of  their  respective  shares  of  the  money  to 
be  paid.  Although  the  sum  awarded  is  not  payable  nntil  a  year  from 
the  date  of  the  aw^ard,  it  is  deemed  advisable  that  no  time  l)e  lost  in  mak- 
ing a  proper  examination  of  the  several  cases  in  wiiich  indemnification 
may  be  due.  I  consequently  recommend  the  creation  of  a  board  of  com- 
missioners for  the  puq>ose. 

By  the  thirty-fourth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Washington  the  respective 
claims  of  the  United  States  and  of  Great  Britain  in  their  construction  of 
the  treaty  of  the  15th  of  June,  1846,  defining  the  boundar>^  line  between 
their  respective  territories,  were  submitted  to  the  arbitration  and  award 
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of  Hi&  Hajcsly  the  Emperor  of  Gennaoy,  to  decide  which  of  those  k 
b  mosil  in  acoordance  with  the  true  inteqiretatkNi  of  the  treaty  of  1846.

Mr,  Bancroft,  the  representati\Te  of  this  Govemment  at  Berlin,  conducted 
the  case  and  prepared  the  statement  on  the  part  of  the  United  States 
with  the  ability  that  his  past  services  justified  the  public  in  expecting  at 
his  hands.  As  a  memljer  of  the  Cabinet  at  the  date  of  the  treaty*  which 
has  given  rise  to  the  discussion  between  the  two  Governments,  as  the 
minister  to  Great  Britain  when  the  construction  now  pronounced  un- 
founded was  first  ad\*anced,  and  as  the  agent  and  representative  of  the 
Government  to  present  the  case  and  to  receive  the  award,  he  has  been 
associated  with  the  question  in  all  of  its  phases,  and  in  ei-erj'  stage  has 
manifested  a  patriotic  zeal  and  earnestness  in  maintenance  of  the  claim 
of  the  United  States.  He  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  success  which; 
has  attended  the  submission 

After  a  patient  investigation  of  the  case  and  of  the  statements  of  each 
party,  His  Majesty  the  Emperor,  on  the  21st  da}^  of  Ck^tober  last,  signed 
his  award  in  writing,  decreeing  that  the  claim  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  that  the  bonndarj^  line  between  the  territories  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States  should  be  drawn  through  the 
Haro  Channel,  is  most  in  accordance  with  the  true  interpretation  of  the 
treaty  concluded  on  the  15th  of  June,  1846,  between  the  Govenaments  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  of  the  United  States, 

Copies  of  the  ''case"  presented  on  l^ehalf  of  each  Govemment,  and  of 
the  ""statement  in  reply**  of  each,  and  a  translation  of  the  award,  are 
t ra nsnii tted  herewith . 

This  award  confirms  the  United  States  in  their  claim  to  the  impor- 
tant  archipelago  of  islands  lying  between  the  continent  and  Vancouvers 
Island,  which  for  more  than  twenty-six  years  fever  since  the  ratification 
of  the  treaty )  Great  Britain  has  contested,  and  leaves  us^  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  United  States  as  a  nation,  mthout  a  question 
of  disputed  h^undary^  l:>etweeu  our  territory  and  the  possessions  of  Great 
Britain  on  this  continent. 

It  is  my  grateful  duty  to  acknowledge  the  prompt,  spontaneous  action 
of  Her  Majesty's  Government  in  giving  effect  to  the  award.  In  antici- 
pation of  any  request  from  this  Go%'ernment,  and  before  the  reception  in 
the  United  States  of  the  award  signed  by  the  Emperor,  Her  Majesty  had 
^iven  instructions  for  the  removal  of  her  troops  which  had  been  stationed 
there  and  for  the  cessation  of  all  exercise  or  claim  of  jurisdiction,  so  as 
to  leave  the  United  States  in  the  exclusive  possession  of  the  lately  dii 
puted  territory.    I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  announce  that  the  orders  fi 
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the  removal  of  the  troops  have  been  executed,  and  that  the  military  joint 
occupation  of  San  Juan  has  ceased.  The  islands  are  now  in  the  exclu- 
sive  jxjsscssion  of  the  United  States, 

It  now  becomes  necessary  to  complete  the  sun^ey  and  determination 
of  that  portion  of  the  boundary  hne  t  through  the  Haro  Channel )  u|x>n 
wliich  the  commission  which  determined  the  remaining  part  of  the  line 
were  unable  to  agree,  I  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  conmiission 
to  act  jointly  with  one  which  may  be  named  l)y  Her  Majesty  for  that 
purpose. 

Experience  of  the  diflFiculties  attending  the  determination  of  our  ad- 
mitted line  of  lx)undary,  after  the  occupation  of  the  territor>^  and  its  set- 
tlement by  those  owing  allegiance  to  the  respective  Governments,  points 
to  the  importance  of  establishing,  by  natural  objects  or  other  monuments^ 
the  actual  line  between  the  territory  acquired  by  purchase  from  Russia 
and  the  adjoining  possessions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty.  The  region  is 
now  so  sparsely  occupied  that  no  conflicting  interests  of  indi\Hduals  or  of 
jm^isdiction  are  likely  to  interfere  to  the  delay  or  embarrassment  of  the 
actual  h-xration  of  the  line.  If  deferred  until  pt.ipulation  shall  enter  and 
occupy  the  territor>\  some  trivial  contest  of  neighbors  may  again  array 
the  two  Governments  in  antagonism.  I  therefore  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  commission,  to  act  jointh'  with  one  that  may  be  appointed  on 
the  part  of  Great  Britain,  to  detennine  the  line  between  our  Territory  of 
Alaska  and  the  conterminous  possessions  of  Great  Britain. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  reconnnetidcd  the  legislation  uecessar>-  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States  to  bring  into  operation  the  articles  of  the 
treaty  of  Washington  of  May  8,  187 1 ,  relating  to  the  fisheries  and  to  otlier 
matters  touching  the  relations  of  the  United  States  toward  the  British 
North  American  possessions,  to  become  operative  so  soon  as  the  proper 
legislation  should  Ijc  had  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  and  its  possessions. 

That  legislation  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  and  its  possessions  had 
not  then  been  had,  and  during  the  session  of  Congress  a  question  was 
raised  which  for  the  time  raised  a  doubt  whether  any  action  by  Congress 
in  the  direction  indicated  w^ouk!  become  important.  This  question  has 
since  been  disSposed  of,  and  I  have  received  notice  that  the  Imperial 
ParUameut  and  the  legislatures  of  the  provincial  governments  have 
passed  laws  to  carry  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  on  the  matters  referred 
to  into  operation.  I  therefore  recommend  your  early  adoption  of  the 
legislation  in  the  same  direction  necessar>^  on  the  part  of  this  Govern- 
ment, 

The  joint  commission  for  determining  the  boundary  line  between  the 
United  vStates  and  the  British  possessions  betw^een  the  Lake  of  the  Woods 
and  the  Rocky  Mountains  has  organized  and  entered  upon  its  work.  It 
is  desirable  that  the  force  be  increased,  in  order  that  the  completion  of 
the  survey  and  determination  of  the  line  may  be  the  sooner  attained* 
To  this  end  I  recommend  that  a  sufficient  appropriation  be  made. 
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With  France,  our  earliest  ally;  Russia,  the  constant  and  steady  friend 
of  the  United  States;  Gennany,  with  whose  Government  and  people  we 
have  st^  many  causes  of  friendship  and  so  many  common  sympatkies,  and 
the  other  powers  of  Europe,  our  relations  are  maintained  on  the  most 
friendly  terms. 

vSince  my  last  annual  message  the  exchange  has  been  made  of  the 
ratifications  of  a  treaty  with  the  Austro-Hungarian  Empire  relating  to 
naturahzation;  also  of  a  treaty  with  the  Gennan  Empire  respecting  con- 
suls and  trade-marks;  also  of  a  treaty  with  Swetlen  and  Norw^ay  relating 
to  naturalization;  all  of  which  treaties  have  l>een  A\x\y  proclaimed. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  having  made  an  appropriation  to  defray 
the  expense  of  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  the 
International  Statistical  Congress  at  St.  Petersburg,  the  persons  ap- 
f>ointed  in  that  character  proceeded  to  their  destination  and  attended 
the  sessions  of  the  congress.  Tlieir  report  shall  in  due  season  be  laid 
before  you.  This  congress  meets  at  intervals  of  atout  three  years,  and 
has  held  its  sessions  in  several  of  the  countries  of  Europe.  I  submit  to 
your  consideration  the  propriety  of  extending  an  invitation  to  the  con- 
gress to  hold  its  next  meeting  in  the  United  States.  The  Centennial 
Celebration  to  Ije  held  in  1S76  would  afford  an  appropriate  occasion  for 
snch  meeting. 

Preparations  are  making  for  the  international  exposition  to  be  held 
during  the  next  year  in  Vienna,  on  a  scale  of  very  great  magnitude.  The 
tendency  of  these  expositions  is  in  the  direction  of  advanced  civilization, 
and  of  the  elevation  of  industr}^  and  of  labor,  and  of  the  increase  of  human 
happiness,  as  well  as  of  greater  intercourse  and  good  will  between  nations. 
As  this  exposition  is  to  Ije  the  first  which  will  have  lieen  held  in  eastern 
Europe,  it  is  believed  that  American  inventors  and  manufacturers  will  be 
ready  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  for  the  presentation  of  their 
pnxluctions  if  encouraged  by  proper  aid  and  protection. 

At  the  last  session  of  Congress  authority  was  gi\'eu  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  or  more  agents  to  represent  this  Government  at  the  exposi- 
tion. The  authority  thus  given  has  Ixicn  exercised ^  but,  in  the  al>sence 
of  any  appropriation,  there  is  danger  that  the  important  benefits  which 
the  occasion  offers  will  in  a  large  degree  be  lost  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  I  commend  the  subject  strongly  to  yotir  consideration,  and  rec- 
ommend  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made  for  the  purpose. 

To  further  aid  American  exhibitors  at  the  Vienna  Exposition,  I  would 
recommend,  in  addition  to  an  appropriation  of  money,  that  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  be  authorized  to  fit  up  two  naval  vessels  to  transport 
between  our  Atlantic  cities  and  Trieste,  or  the  most  convenient  port  to 
Vienna,  and  back,  their  articles  for  exhibition. 

Since  your  last  session  the  President  of  the  Mexican  Republic,  distin- 
guished by  his  high  character  and  by  his  services  to  his  coimtry,  has  died. 
His  temporary  successor  ha  *  now  been  elected  with  great  unanimity  by 
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the  people — a  proof  of  confidence  011  their  part  in  his  patriotism  and 
wisdom  which  it  is  beh'eved  will  !)c  coiiiirmed  by  the  results  of  his  admin- 
istration. It  is  particnlarly  desirable  that  nothing  should  be  left  undone 
by  the  Government  of  either  Republic  to  strengthen  their  relations  as 
neighbors  and  friends. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  many  lawless  acts  continue  to  disturb 
the  quiet  of  the  settlements  on  the  border  between  our  territory  and 
that  of  Mexico,  and  that  complaints  of  wTougs  to  American  citizens  in 
various  parts  of  the  country  are  made.  The  revolutionary  condition  in 
which  the  neighboring  Repu!ilic  has  scj  long  been  involved  has  in  some 
degree  contributed  to  this  disturbance.  It  is  to  l^e  hoped  that  with  a 
more  settled  rule  of  order  through  the  Republic,  which  may  be  expected 
from  the  present  Government,  the  acts  of  which  just  complaint  is  made 
will  cease. 

The  proceedings  of  the  commission  under  the  convention  with  Mexico 
of  the  4th  of  July,  1868,  on  the  subject  of  claims,  have,  unfortunately,  been 
checked  by  an  obstacle,  for  the  renio\*al  of  which  measures  have  l>een  taken 
by  the  tw^o  Governments  which  it  is  believed  wnll  prove  successful. 

The  commissioners  appointed,  pursuant  to  the  joint  resolution  of  Con- 
gress of  the  7th  of  May  lastnto  inquire  into  deprt^dations  on  tlie  Texan 
frontier  have  diligently  made  investigations  in  that  quarter.  Their  re- 
port upon  the  subject  will  be  communicated  to  you.  Tlieir  researches 
were  necessarily  incomplete,  partly  on  account  of  the  limited  appropria- 
tion made  by  Congress.  Mexico,  on  the  part  of  that  Government »  has 
appointed  a  similar  commission  to  investigate  these  outrages.  It  is  not 
announced  officially,  but  the  press  of  that  countrv^  states  that  the  fullest 
investigation  is  desired,  and  that  the  cooperation  of  all  parties  concerned 
is  invited  to  secure  that  end.  I  therefore  recommend  that  a  special  appro- 
priation be  made  at  the  earliest  day  practicable,  to  enable  the  commission- 
ers on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  retuni  to  their  labors  without  delay. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  have  again  to  announce  a  continuance  of 
the  disturbed  condition  of  the  island  of  Cuba.  No  advance  tow^ard  the 
pacification  of  the  discontented  part  of  the  population  has  been  made. 
While  the  insurrection  has  gained  no  advantages  and  exhibits  no  more 
of  the  elements  of  power  or  of  the  prospects  of  ultimate  success  than  were 
exhibited  a  year  ago,  Spain,  on  the  other  hand,  has  not  succeeded  in  its 
repression,  and  the  parties  stand  apparently  in  the  same  relative  attitude 
which  they  have  occupied  for  a  long  time  jiast. 

This  contest  has  lasted  now^  for  more  than  four  years.  Were  its  scene 
at  a  distance  from  our  neighljorhocKl,  w*e  might  be  indifferent  to  its  re- 
sult, although  humanity  could  not  be  unmoved  by  many  of  its  incidents 
wherever  they  might  occiu-.     It  is,  how^e\*er,  at  our  door, 

I  can  not  doubt  that  the  continued  maintenance  of  slaver>'  in  Cuba  is 
among  the  .strongest  inducements  to  the  continuance  of  this  strife.  A 
terrible  wrong  is  the  natural  cause  of  a  terrible  tx\\.     The  abolition  of 
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slavery  and  the  introduction  of  other  reforms  in  the  administration  of 
government  in  Cuba  could  not  fail  to  advance  the  restoration  of  peace 
and  order.  It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  tlie  present  liberal  Government 
of  Spain  wil!  voluntarily  adopt  this  view. 

The  law  of  emancipation,  which  was  passed  more  than  t%vo  years  since, 
has  remained  unexecuted  in  the  absence  of  regulations  for  its  enforce- 
ment. It  was  but  a  feeble  step  toward  emancipation,  but  it  was  the 
recognition  of  right,  and  was  hailed  as  such,  and  exhibited  Spain  in  har- 
mony with  sentiments  of  humanity  and  of  justice  and  in  sympathy  with 
the  other  [XJwers  of  the  Christian  and  civilised  world. 

Within  the  past  few  weeks  the  regulations  for  carn^iug  out  the  law 
of  emancipation  have  been  aiuiounced,  giving  evidence  of  the  sincerity  of 
intention  of  the  present  Government  to  carr>^  into  effect  the  law  of  1870. 
I  have  not  failed  to  urge  the  consideration  of  the  wisdom,  the  policy,  and 
the  justice  of  a  more  effective  system  for  the  abolition  of  the  great  evil 
w^hich  oppresses  a  race  and  continues  a  bhx>dy  and  destructive  contest 
close  to  our  border,  as  well  as  the  expediency  and  the  justice  of  conced- 
ing reforms  of  which  the  propriety  is  not  questioned. 

Deeply  impressed  with  the  con\'iction  that  the  continuance  of  slavery 
is  one  of  the  most  activ^e  causes  of  the  continuance  of  the  luihappy  con- 
dition in  Cuba,  I  regret  to  believe  that  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or 
those  claiming  to  be  such,  are  large  holders  in  Cul>a  of  what  is  there 
claimed  as  property,  but  i\'bich  is  forbidden  and  denounced  by  the  laws 
of  the  United  States.  They  are  thus,  in  defiance  of  the  spirit  of  our  own 
laws,  contributing  to  the  continuance  of  this  distressing  and  sickening 
contest.  In  my  last  annual  message  I  referred  to  this  subject,  and  I 
again  recommend  such  legislation  as  may  be  proper  to  denounce,  and , 
if  not  prevent,  at  least  to  discourage  American  citizens  from  holding  or 
deahng  in  slaves. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  the  ratifications  of  the  convention 
concluded  under  the  auspices  of  this  Government  between  Spain  on  the 
one  part  and  the  allied  Republics  of  the  Pacific  on  the  other,  providing 
for  an  armistice,  have  been  exchanged.  A  copy  of  the  instrument  is 
herewith  submitted.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  followed  by  a  per- 
manent peace  Ix^tweeu  the  same  parties. 

The  differences  which  at  one  time  threatened  the  maintenance  of  peace 
between  Brazil  and  the  Argentine  Republic  it  is  hoped  are  in  the  way  of 
satisfactory^  adjustment. 

With  these  States,  as  with  the  Republics  of  Central  and  of  South 
America,  we  continue  to  maintain  the  most  friendly  relations. 

It  is  wdth  regret,  however,  I  announce  that  the  Go\'ennneut  of  Vene- 
zuela has  made  no  further  payments  on  account  of  the  awards  under  the 
couveuliou  of  the  25th  of  April,  1866.  That  Republic  is  understood  to 
be  now  almost,  if  not  quite,  trauquilized.  It  is  lioped,  therefore,  that  it 
will  lose  no  time  in  providing  for  the  unpaid  balance  of  its  debt  to  the 
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United  States,  which,  having  originated  in  injuries  to  our  citizens  by 
Venezuelan  authorities,  and  having  been  acknowledged,  pursuant  to  a 
treaty,  in  the  most  solemn  form  known  among  nations,  would  seem  to 
deserve  a  preference  over  debts  of  a  dififerent  origin  and  contracted  in  a 
different  manner.  This  subject  is  again  reconnnended  to  the  attention 
of  Congress  for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

Our  treat}'  relations  with  Japan  remain  unchanged.  An  imposing 
embassy  from  that  interesting  and  progressive  nation  visited  this  coun- 
try during  the  year  that  is  passing,  but,  being  unprovided  with  powers 
for  the  signing  of  a  convention  in  this  country,  no  conclusion  in  that 
direction  was  readied.  It  is  hoi>ed,  however,  that  the  interchange  of 
opinions  which  took  place  during  their  stay  in  this  country  has  led  to  a 
mutual  appreciation  of  the  interests  which  may  be  promoted  when  the 
revision  of  the  existing  treaty  shall  be  undertaken. 

In  tliis  connection  I  renew  ni)-  reconnnendation  of  one  year  ago,  that — 

To  give  iniporlxitice  to  and  lo  mhl  to  the  efficiency  of  our  (liploimitic!  relations  with 
Japan  and  China, and  to  further  aid  in  retaining  the  gootl  opinion  of  those  peoples, 
and  to  secure  to  the  United  States  its  share  of  the  commerce  det^iined  to  flow  between 
Uiose  nations  and  the  balance  of  the  connnercial  world,  an  appropriation  be  made  to 
support  at  least  four  American  youths  in  each  of  those  countries,  to  serve  as  a  part 
of  the  official  family  of  our  ministers  there»  Oiu-  representatives  would  not  even 
then  be  placed  upon  an  equality  wth  the  representatives  of  Great  Britain  and  of 
some  other  powers.  As  now  situated*  our  repret^entalives  in  Japan  and  China  have 
to  depend  for  interpreters  and  translators  upon  natives  of  tliose  countries,  who  know 
our  language  imperfectly,  nr  procure  for  the  occ^ision  tlie  services  of  employees  in 
foreign  business  houses  or  the  inteqireters  to  other  foreign  ministers. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  made  on  a  previous  occasion,  of  the  trans- 
fer to  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  to  which  they  seem  more  appropri- 
ately to  belong,  of  all  the  jiowers  and  duties  in  relation  to  the  Territories 
^ith  which  the  Department  of  State  is  now  charged  by  law  or  by  custom. 

Congress  from  the  beginning  of  the  Government  has  wisely  made  pro- 
\ision  for  the  relief  of  distressed  seamen  in  foreign  countries.  No  similar 
provision,  however,  has  hitherto  been  made  for  the  relief  of  citizens  in 
distress  abroad  other  than  seamen.  It  is  understood  to  be  customary 
with  other  governments  to  authorize  consuls  to  extend  such  relief  to  their 
citizens  or  subjects  in  certain  cases,  A  similar  autliority  and  an  appro- 
priatioia  to  carr>'  it  into  efifect  are  reconnnended  in  the  case  of  citizens  of 
the  United  States  destitute  or  sick  under  such  circumstances.  It  is  well 
known  that  such  citizens  resort  to  foreign  countries  in  great  numbers. 
Though  most  of  them  are  able  to  l>ear  the  expenses  incident  to  locomo- 
tion, there  are  some  who,  through  accident  or  otherwise,  become  penniless, 
and  have  no  friends  at  home  able  to  succor  them.  Persons  in  this  situa- 
tion must  either  perish,  cast  themselves  uixm  the  charity  of  foreigners,  or 
be  relieved  at  the  private  charge  of  our  own  officers,  who  usually,  even 
with  the  most  benevolent  dispositions,  have  nothing  to  spare  for  such 
purposes. 
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Should  the  authority  and  appropriation  asked  for  be  granted,  care  will 
be  taken  so  to  carry  the  beneficence  of  Congress  into  effect  that  it  shall 
not  be  unnecessarily  or  unworthily  bestowed.

With  the  great  reduction  of  taxation  by  the  acts  of  Congjess  at  its 
last  session,  the  exi^enditiire  of  the  Government  in  collecting  the  reve- 
nue will  be  much  reduced  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  It  is  ver)-  doubtful, 
however,  whether  any  further  reduction  of  .so  vexatious  a  burden  upon 
any  people  will  l>e  practicable  for  the  present.  At  all  events,  as  a  meas- 
ure of  justice  to  the  holders  of  the  nation's  certificates  of  indebtedness, 
I  would  recommend  that  no  more  le^slation  l>e  had  on  this  subject, 
unless  it  be  to  correct  errors  of  omission  or  comnus.sion  in  the  present 
la%vs,  until  sufhcient  time  has  elapsed  to  prove  that  it  can  be  done  and 
still  leave  sufficient  revenue  to  meet  current  expen.ses  of  Govennnent, 
pay  interest  on  the  public  debt,  and  provide  for  the  sinking  fund  estab- 
lished by  law.  The  presentation  of  our  national  credit  is  of  the  highest 
importance;  next  in  importance  to  this  comes  a  solemn  duly  to  provide 
a  national  currency  of  f\^fiiX,  unvarying  value  as  compared  with  gold, 
and  as  .soon  as  practicable,  ha\nug  due  regard  for  the  interests  of  the 
debtor  class  and  the  \ncissitudes  of  trade  and  commerce,  convertible  into 
gold  at  par. 

WAR  'department. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar>^  of  War  shows  the  expenditures  of  the  War 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1871 ,  to  l^e  $35,799,991.82, 
and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,1872,  to  be  $35,372, 157.20,  show- 
ing a  reduction  \\\  favor  of  the  last  fiscal  year  of  $427,834.62. 

The  estimates  for  military  appropriations  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  end- 
ing June  30,  1874,  are  $33.^01,378.78. 

The  estimates  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  are  submitted  separately  for 
fortifications,  river  and  harbor  improvements,  and  for  public  buildings 
and  grounds  and  the  Washington  Aqueduct. 

The  affairs  of  the  Freetlmen's  Bureau  have  all  been  transferred  to  the 
War  Department,  and  regulations  have  been  put  into  execution  for  the 
M  P— vol,  vn— 13 
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speedy  payment  of  bounty,  pay,  etc..  due  colored  soldiers,  properly  com- 
ing uuder  that  Bureau.  All  waraccouuts,  for  money  and  properly,  prior 
to  1871  have  l>een  examined  and  transmitted  to  the  Treasury  for  final 
settlement. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  has  Vjeeu  paid  for  transportation  on 
railroads  $1,300,000,  of  which  $800,857  ^^'^.s  over  the  Pacific  railroads; 
for  trausix>rtatiou  by  water  $626,373, 52 »  and  by  stage  $48,975,84:  for 
the  pm"chase  of  transportation  animals,  wagons,  liire  of  teamsters,  etc. , 
$924,650.64, 

About  $370,000  have  beeu  collected  from  Southern  railroads  during 
the  year,  leaving  about  $4,000,000  still  due. 

The  Quartermaster  has  examined  and  transmitted  to  the  accounting 
officers  for  settlement  $367, 172.72  of  claims  by  loyal  citizens  for  quarter- 
master stores  taken  duriug  the  war, 

Sulisistence  supplies  to  the  amount  of  $89,048.12  have  been  issued  to 
Indians. 

The  annual  average  mean  strength  of  the  Anny  was  24,101  white  and 
2,494  colored  soldiers.  The  total  deaths  for  the  year  reported  were  367 
white  and  54  colored. 

The  distribution  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  History*  of  the  War  is  yet 
to  be  ordered  by  Congress. 

There  exists  an  absohtte  necessity  for  a  medical  corps  of  the  full 
number  established  by  act  of  Congress  of  July  28,  1866,  there  l>eiug 
now  fifty-nine  vacaticies,  and  the  number  of  successful  candidates  rarely 
exceeds  eight  or  ten  in  any  one  year. 

The  ri\'er  and  harbor  improvements  have  beeu  carried  on  with  energy 
and  economy.  Though  many  are  only  partially  completed,  tlie  results 
have  saved  to  commerce  many  times  tlie  amount  expended.  The  increase 
of  commerce,  with  greater  depths  of  chaiuiels,  greater  security  in  naviga- 
tion, and  the  saving  of  time,  adds  millions  to  the  wealth  of  the  country 
and  increases  the  resources  of  the  Goveniment. 

The  l>ridge  across  the  Mississippi  River  at  Rock  Island  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  proper  site  has  been  determined  upon  for  the  bridge  at 
La  Crosse, 

The  able  and  exhaustive  report  made  by  the  commission  appointed  to 
investigate  the  Sutro  Tuntiel  has  been  transmitted  to  Congress. 

The  observ^ations  and  reports  of  the  Signal  Office  have  been  continued. 
Stations  have  beeu  maintained  at  each  of  the  priucipal  lake,  seajx^rt,  and 
river  cities.  Ten  additional  stations  have  been  established  in  the  United 
States,  and  arrangements  have  Ijeen  made  for  an  exchange  of  reports 
with  Canada,  and  a  similar  exchange  of  obser\^atious  is  contemplated  w^th 
the  West  India  Islands, 

The  favorable  attention  of  Congress  is  invited  to  the  following  recom- 
mendations of  the  Secretary  of  War: 

A  discontinuance  of  the  appointment  of  extra  lieutenants  to  serve  as 
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adjutants  and  qimrtermasters;  t!ie  adoption  of  a  code  providing  specific 
peDalties  for  well-dermed  offenses,  so  that  the  iuequahty  of  sentences 
adjudged  by  courts- martial  may  be  adjusted;  the  coiisoHdation  of  accounts 
under  which  expenditures  are  made,  as  a  measure  of  economy;  a  reap- 
propriation  of  the  mouc}'  for  the  construction  of  a  depot  at  San  Anlouio, 
the  title  to  the  site  being  now  i>erfected;  a  special  act  placing  the  ceioe- 
ter)'  at  the  City  of  Mexico  on  the  same  basis  as  other  national  cemeteries; 
authority  to  purchase  sites  for  military  posts  in  Texas;  the  appointment 
of  commissary  sergeants  from  noncomnnssioned  officers,  as  a  measure 
for  securing  the  better  care  and  protection  of  supplies;  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  publication  of  the  catalogue  and  tables  of  the  anatomical 
section  of  the  Army  Medical  Museum;  a  reappropriation  of  the  amount 
for  the  manufacture  of  breech -loading  arms,  should  the  selection  be  so 
delayed  by  the  board  of  officers  as  to  leave  the  former  appropriation 
ni]exi>ended  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year;  the  sale  of  such  arsenals  east 
of  the  Mississippi  as  can  lie  spared,  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  one  large  arsenal  of  construction  and  repair  upon  the  Atlantic 
Coast  and  the  purchase  of  a  suilalde  site  for  a  proving  and  experimental 
ground  for  heavy  ordnance;  the  abrogation  of  laws  which  deprive  invent- 
ors in  the  United  States  servHce  from  deri\ing  any  lx;nefit  from  their  in- 
ventions; the  repeal  of  the  law  prohibiting  promotions  in  the  staff  corps; 
a  continuance  of  the  work  u|x>n  coast  defenses;  the  repeal  of  the  seventh 
section  of  the  act  of  July  13.  1866,  taking  from  engineer  soldiers  the  per 
diem  granted  to  other  trot:»ps;  a  limitation  of  time  for  presentation  of  old 
war  claims  for  sul>sistence  supplies  under  act  of  July  4,  1864;  and  a  modi- 
fication in  the  mode  of  the  selection  of  cadets  for  the  Militar}^  Academy* 
in  order  to  enhance  the  usefulness  of  the  Academy^  which  is  impaired 
by  reason  of  the  large  amount  of  time  necessarily  expended  in  giv'ing 
new  cadets  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  more  elementary  branches  of 
learning,  which  they  should  acquire  before  entering  the  Academy.  Also 
an  appropriation  for  philosophical  apparatus  and  an  increase  in  tiie  num- 
bers and  pay  of  the  Military  Academy  band. 

The  attention  of  Congress  will  Ije  called  during  its  present  session  to 
various  enterprises  for  the  more  certain  and  cheaper  transportation  of 
the  constantly  increasing  surplus  of  Western  and  Southern  products 
to  the  Atlantic  Sealxjard.  The  subject  is  one  that  will  force  itself  upon 
the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government  sooner  or  later,  and  I  suggest, 
therefore,  that  immediate  steps  l.>e  taken  to  gain  all  available  information 
to  insure  equable  and  just  legislation. 

One  route  to  connect  the  Mississippi  Valley  with  the  Atlantic,  at 
Charleston,  S.  C,  and  Savannah,  Ga.,  by  water*  by  the  w^ay  of  the  Ohio 
and  Tennessee  rivers,  and  canals  and  slack-w^ater  navigation  to  the 
Savannah  and  Ocmulgee  rivers,  has  been  snr\^eyed,  and  report  made  by 
an  accomplished  engineer  officer  of  the  Army,  Second  and  third  new 
routes  will  be  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  Congpress,  namely,  by  an 
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extension  of  the  Kanawha  and  James  River  Canal  to  the  Ohio»and  b^ 
tension  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal, 

I  am  not  prepared  to  recommend  Government  aid  to  these  or  other 
enterprises  until  it  is  clearly  shown  that  they  are  not  only  of  national 
interest,  hut  that  when  completed  tliey  will  be  of  a  value  commensurate 
with  their  cost. 

That  production  increases  more  rapidly  than  the  means  of  transporta- 
tion in  our  coimtry  has  l>een  demonstrated  by  past  experience.  That  the 
unprecedented  growth  in  population  and  products  of  the  whole  country 
will  require  additional  facilities — ^aud  cheaper  ones  for  the  more  bulky 
articles  of  conmierce  to  reach  tide  water  and  a  market  will  l>e  demanded 
in  the  near  future — is  equally  demonstrable.  I  would  therefore  suggest 
either  a  committee  or  a  commission  to  be  authorized  to  consider  this 
whole  c^uestion,  and  to  report  to  Congress  at  some  future  day  for  its 
Ijetter  guidance  in  legislating  on  this  important  subject. 

The  railroads  of  the  coiiiitr>'  have  Ijeen  rapidly  extended  during  the 
last  few  years  to  meet  the  growing  demands  of  producers,  and  reflect 
much  creflit  upon  the  capitalists  and  managers  engaged  iti  their  con- 
struction. 

In  addition  to  these,  a  project  to  facilitate  commerce  by  the  building  of 
a  ship  canal  around  Niagara  Falls, on  the  United  States  side*  which  has 
been  agitated  for  many  years,  \\\\\  no  doubt  be  called  to  your  attention 
at  this  session. 

Looking  to  the  great  future  grow^th  of  the  country  and  the  increasing 
demands  of  commerce,  it  might  l>e  w^ell  w^hile  on  this  subject  not  only 
to  have  examined  and  reported  upon  the  various  practicable  routes  for 
connecting  the  Mississippi  with  tide  water  on  the  Atlantic,  but  the 
feasilnlity  of  an  almost  continuous  landlocked  navigation  from  Maine 
to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  Such  a  route  along  our  coast  would  be  of  great 
value  at  all  times,  and  of  inestimable  value  in  case  of  a  foreign  war. 
Nature  has  provided  tlie  greater  part  of  this  route»  and  the  obstacles 
to  overcome  are  easily  within  the  skill  of  the  engineer. 

I  have  not  alluded  to  this  subject  with  the  view  of  ha\Hng  any  further 
exi^enditiire  of  public  money  at  this  time  than  may  Ix?  necessar>^  to  prcjcure 
and  jilace  all  the  necessary  information  t>efore  Congress  in  an  authentic 
form,  to  enable  it  hereafter,  if  deemed  practicable  aud  worthy,  to  legislate 
on  the  subject  without  delay. 


NAVY    DHPARTMKNT. 


The  report  of  the  Secretarj^  of  the  Navy  herewith  accompan>^ng  ex- 
plains fully  the  condition  of  that  branch  of  the  public  service,  its  wants 
and  deficiencies,  expenses  incurred  during  the  post  year,  and  appropria- 
tions for  the  same.  It  also  gives  a  complete  history  of  the  services  of 
the  Navy  for  the  past  }'ear  in  addition  to  its  regular  sennce. 

It  is  evident  that  unless  early  steps  are  taken  to  preserve  our  Navy 
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IB  a  very  few  years  the  United  States  will  be  the  weakest  nation  uix:>ti 
the  ocean,  of  all  great  iK>\vers.  With  an  energetic*  progressive^  business 
people  like  ours,  pt^uetrating  and  forming  business  relations  with  every 
part  of  the  known  world,  a  navy  strong  enough  to  command  the  respect 
of  our  flag  abroad  is  necessary  for  the  full  protection  of  their  rights. 

I  recommend  careful  consideration  by  Congress  of  the  recommenda- 
tions made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

POST-OFFICE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Postniaster-General  furnishes  a  full 
and  satisfactory  exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  Post-Office  Department 
during  the  year.  The  ordinar>'  revenues  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1872,  aniounted  to  $2 1^915, 426. 37,  and  the  expend- 
itures to  $26, 658^  192.31.  Compared  with  the  previous  fiscal  year  the 
increase  of  revenue  was  $1,878,330.95,  or  9.37  per  cent,  and  the  increase 
of  ex|K*nditures  $2,268,088.23,  ^^^  9-9  P^^^*  cent.  Adding  to  the  ordinary 
revenues  the  annual  appropriation  of  $700, (X)0  for  free  matter  and  the 
amounts  paid  to  the  subsidised  mail  steamship  lines  from  si>ecial  appro- 
priations, the  deficiency  paid  out  of  the  General  Treasury  was  $3,31 7r 
765.94,  an  excess  of  $389,707.28  over  the  deficiency  for  the  year  1871. 

Other  interesting  statistical  information  relating  to  our  rapidly  extend- 
ing postal  serv^ice  is  furnished  in  this  report.  The  total  length  of  railroad 
mail  routes  on  the  30th  of  June»  1872,  was  57,91 1  miles,  8,077  additional 
miles  of  such  ser\'ice  having  been  put  into  ojieratton  during  the  year. 
Eight  new  lines  of  railway  post-offices  have  been  estaldislied,  with  an 
aggregate  length  of  2,909  miles.  The  number  of  letters  exchanged  in 
the  mails  with  foreign  countries  was  24, 362,500, an  increase  of  4.066,502. 
or  20  per  cent,  over  the  number  in  1871 ;  and  the  postage  thereon  amounted 
to  $1,871,257.25.  The  total  weight  of  the  mails  exchanged  with  Euro- 
pean countries  exceeded  820  tons.  The  cost  of  the  United  States  trans- 
atlantic mail  steamship  service  was  $220,301.70.  The  total  cost  of  the 
United  States  ocean  steamship  service,  including  the  amounts  paid  to 
the  subsidized  lines  of  mail  steamers,  was  $1,027,020.97. 

The  following  are  the  only  steamship  lines  now  receiving  suljsidies  for 
mail  service  under  special  acts  of  Congress:  The  Pacific  Mail  Steamship 
Company  receive  $500,000  per  annum  for  conveying  a  monthly  mail 
between  San  Francisco,  Japan,  and  China,  which  will  be  increased  to 
$i»ooo»ooo  per  annum  for  a  semimonthly  mail  on  and  after  October  i, 
1873;  the  United  States  and  Brazil  Mail  Steamship  Company  receive 
$150,000  per  annum  for  conveying  a  monthly  mail  l>etween  New  York 
and  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil;  and  the  Cahfornia,  Oregon  and  Mexican 
Steamship  Company  receive  $75,000  per  annum  for  conveying  a  monthly 
mail  between  San  Francisco  and  Honolulu  (Hawaiian  Islands),  making 
the  total  amount  of  mail  steamship  subsidies  at  present  $725,000  per 
annum. 
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Our  postal  comnintiications  with  all  parts  of  the  cKnHzed  world  ha\'e 
l>eeii  placed  upon  a  must  advantageous  footing  by  the  improved  prnstal 
conventions  and  arrangements  recently  concluded  with  the  leading  com- 
mercial countries  of  Europe  and  America,  and  the  gratifying  statement  is 
made  that  with  the  couclusion  of  a  satisfactory  ojiiveuticju  with  France, 
the  details  of  which  have  been  definitely  agreed  to  by  the  head  of  the 
French  postal  department,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  minister  of 
finance,  little  remains  to  he  accomplished  by  treaty  for  some  time  to 
come  with  respect  either  to  reduction  of  rates  or  improved  facilities 
of  ^>ostal  intercourse. 

Your  favorable  consideration  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  recommen- 
dations made  by  the  Postmaster-General  for  an  increase  of  service  from 
moutlily  to  seniimonthly  trips  on  the  mail  steamship  route  to  Brazil;  for 
a  subsidy  in  aid  of  the  establishment  of  an  American  line  of  mail  steamers 
between  San  Francisco,  New^  Zealand,  and  Australia;  for  the  establish- 
ment of  post-office  savings  banks,  and  for  the  increase  of  the  salaries  of 
the  heads  of  bureaus.  1  have  heretofore  recommended  the  abolition  of  the 
franking  privilege,  and  see  no  reason  now  for  changing  my  \^ews  on  that 
subject.  It  not  having  been  favorably  regarded  by  Congress,  how^e\'er,  I 
now  suggest  a  modification  of  that  privilege  to  correct  its  glaring  and 
costly  abuses,  I  would  recommend  also  the  appouitmeut  of  a  committee 
or  coniinission  to  take  into  consideration  the  l>est  method  (equitable  to 
pri\^ate  corporations  who  have  invested  their  time  and  capita!  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  telegraph  lines)  of  acquiring  the  title  to  all  telegraph  lines 
now  in  oi_xfration,  and  of  connecting  this  service  with  the  postal  ser\dce  of 
the  nation-  It  is  not  probable  that  this  subject  could  receive  the  proper 
consideration  during  the  hmits  of  a  short  session  of  Congress,  but  it  may 
be  initiated,  so  that  future  action  may  be  fair  to  the  Government  and  to 
private  parlies  concerned. 

There  are  but  three  lines  of  ocean  steamers — namely,  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  Company,  between  San  Francisco,  China,  and  Japan,  with  pro- 
vision made  fur  semimonthly  ser^nce  after  October  i,  1873;  the  United 
States  and  Brazil  line,  monthly;  and  the  California,  New  Zealand,  and 
Australian  line,  monthly — pb^ng  l>etween  the  United  States  and  foreip^i 
ports,  and  owned  and  operated  uuder  our  flag.  I  earnestly  recommeiKl 
that  such  liberal  contracts  for  carr}' ing  the  mails  be  authorized  witli 
these  lines  as  will  insure  tbeir  continuance. 

If  the  expediency  of  extending  the  aid  of  Government  to  lines  of 
steamers  wdiich  hitherto  have  not  received  it  should  be  deemed  worth)- 
of  the  consideration  of  Congress,  political  and  commercial  objects  make 
it  advisable  to  bestow  such  aid  on  a  line  uuder  our  flag  betw^eeu  Panama 
and  the  western  South  American  ports.  By  this  means  much  trade  now 
diverted  to  other  countries  might  be  brought  to  us,  to  the  mutual  advan- 
tage of  this  country  and  those  lying  in  that  quarter  of  the  continent  of 
America, 
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The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will  sliow  an  alanniiig 
falling  off  in  oiir  carrying  trade  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years,  aiul  eveu 
for  the  past  year.  I  do  not  Ijelieve  that  public  treasure  can  be  Ijetter 
expended  in  the  interest  of  the  whole  jieople  than  in  trying  to  reco%^cr 
this  trade.  Ao  exix:nditure  of  $5,000*000  per  annum  for  the  next  five 
years,  if  it  would  restore  to  us  our  proportion  of  the  carrjiug  trade  of 
the  world,  would  be  profitabl}^  expended. 

The  price  of  labor  in  Europe  has  so  much  enhanced  within  the  last  few 
years  that  the  cost  of  building  and  operating  ocean  steamers  in  the  United 
States  is  not  so  much  greater  than  in  Europe;  and  I  lK4ie\*e  tlie  time  has 
arrived  for  Congress  to  take  this  subject  into  serious  consideration. 

DEPARTMENT   OF   JUSTICE. 

Detailed  statements  of  the  disbursements  through  the  Department  of 
Justice  will  be  ftimished  by  the  report  of  the  At torney- General »  and 
though  these  have  lieen  somewhat  increased  by  the  recent  acts  of  Con- 
gress *'to  enforce  the  rights  of  citizens  of  tlie  United  States  to  vote  in  the 
several  States  of  the  Union,'*  and  "  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  four- 
teenth amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States/*  and  the 
amendments  thereto,  I  can  not  question  the  neceasity  and  salutary  effect 
of  those  enactments.  Reckless  and  lawless  men,  I  regret  to  say,  have 
associated  themselves  together  in  some  localities  to  deprive  other  citizens 
of  those  rights  guaranteed  to  them  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  that  end  have  committed  deeds  of  blood  and  violence;  but 
the  prosecution  and  punishment  of  many  of  tliese  persons  have  tended 
greatly  to  the  repression  of  such  disorders.  I  do  not  doul>t  that  a  great 
majority  of  the  people  in  all  parts  of  the  country  favor  the  full  enjojTtient 
by  all  classes  of  persons  of  those  rights  to  which  they  arc  entitled  under 
the  Constittition  and  laws,  and  1  invoke  the  aid  and  influence  of  all  good 
citizens  to  prevent  organizations  whose  objects  are  by  unlawful  means  to 
interfere  with  those  rights.  I  look  with  confidence  to  the  time,  not  far 
distant,  when  the  obvdous  advantages  of  good  order  and  peace  will  induce 
an  abandonment  of  all  combinations  prohibited  by  the  acts  referred  to, 
and  when  it  will  be  imnecessar\^  to  carry^  on  prosecutions  or  inflict  pini- 
ishment  to  protect  citizens  from  the  lawless  doings  of  such  combinations. 

Applications  have  been  made  to  me  to  pardon  persons  competed  of 
a  violation  of  said  acts,  upon  the  groimd  that  clemency  in  such  cases 
would  tend  to  tranquilize  the  public  mind,  and  to  test  the  virtue  of  that 
policy  I  am  disposed,  as  far  as  my  sense  of  justice  will  permit,  to  give 
to  these  applications  a  favorable  consideration;  but  any  action  thereon 
is  not  to  be  construed  as  indicating  any  change  in  my  determination  to 
enforce  with  ^'igor  such  acts  so  long  as  the  conspiracies  and  combinations 
therein  named  disturb  the  peace  of  the  country. 

It  is  much  to  l.)e  regretted,  and  is  regretted  by  no  one  more  than 
myself,  that  a  necessity  has  ever  existed  to  execute  the  ^  *  enforcement 
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act/'     No  one  can  desire  more  than  I  that  the  necessity  of  applying  it 
may  never  again  be  demanded. 

INTERIOR  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  reports  satisfactory  improvement  and 
progress  in  each  of  the  several  bureaus  under  the  control  of  the  Interior 
Department.  They  are  all  in  excellent  condition.  The  work  which  in 
some  of  them  for  some  years  has  been  in  arrears  has  been  brought  down 
to  a  recent  date,  and  in  all  the  current  business  is  being  promptly  dis- 
patched. 

INDIANS. 

The  policy  which  was  adopted  at  the  beginning  of  this  Administration 
with  regard  to  the  management  of  the  Indians  has  been  as  successful  as 
its  most  ardent  friends  anticipated  within  so  short  a  time.  It  has  reduced 
the  expense  of  their  management;  decreased  their  forays  upon  the  white 
settlements;  tended  to  give  the  largest  opportunity  for  the  extension  of 
the  great  railways  through  the  public  domain  and  the  pushing  of  settle- 
ments into  more  remote  districts  of  the  coimtry,  and  at  the  same  time 
improved  the  condition  of  the  Indians.  The  poUcy  will  be  maintained 
without  any  change  excepting  such  as  further  experience  may  show  to 
be  necessary  to  render  it  more  efi&cient. 

The  subject  of  converting  the  so-called  Indian  Territory  south  of  Kan- 
sas into  a  home  for  the  Indian,  and  erecting  therein  a  Territorial  form  of 
government,  is  one  of  great  importance  as  a  complement  of  the  existing 
Indian  policy.  The  question  of  removal  to  that  Territory  has  within 
the  past  year  been  presented  to  many  of  the  tribes  resident  upon  other 
and  less  desirable  portions  of  the  pubUc  domain,  and  has  generally  been 
received  by  them  with  favor.  As  a  preliminary  step  to  the  organization 
of  such  a  Territory,  it  will  be  necessary  to  confine  the  Indians  now  resident 
therein  to  farms  of  proper  size,  which  should  be  secured  to  them  in  fee; 
the  residue  to  l^e  used  for  the  settlement  of  other  friendly  Indians.  EflForts 
will  be  made  in  the  immediate  future  to  induce  the  removal  of  as  many 
peaceably  disposed  Indians  to  the  Indian  Territory  as  can  be  settled  prop- 
erly without  disturbing  the  harmony  of  those  already  there.  There  is 
no  other  location  now  available  where  a  people  who  are  endeavoring  to 
acquire  a  knowledge  of  pastoral  and  agricultural  pursuits  can  be  as  well 
accommodated  as  upon  the  unoccupied  lands  in  the  Indian  Territory. 
A  Territorial  government  should,  however,  protect  the  Indians  from 
the  inroads  of  whites  for  a  term  of  years,  until  they  become  sufi&dently 
advanced  in  the  arts  and  civilization  to  guard  their  own  rights,  and  from 
the  disposal  of  the  lands  held  by  them  for  the  same  period. 

LANDS. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  there  were  disposed  of  out  of  the  public 
lands  11,864,975  acres,  a  quantity  greater  by  1,099,270  acres  than  was 
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disposed  of  the  previous  year.  Of  this  amount  1^370,320  acres  were 
sold  for  cash,  389,460  acres  located  with  military  warrants,  4,671,332 
acres  taken  for  homesteads »  693,613  acres  located  with  college  scrip, 
3,554,887  acres  granted  to  railroads,  465,347  acres  granted  to  wagon 
roads,  714,255  acres  given  to  States  as  swamp  land,  5,760  acres  located 
by  Indian  scrip.  The  cash  receipts  from  all  sources  in  the  Land  Office 
amounted  to  $3,218,100.  During  the  same  |x^rii)d  22,016,608  acres  of 
the  pubhc  lands  were  surveyed,  which, added  to  the  quantity  before  sur- 
veyed,  amounts  to  583,364,780  acres,  leaving  1,257,633,628  acres  of  the 
public  lands  still  unsurv^eyed. 

The  reports  from  the  subordinates  of  the  Land  OflSce  contain  interest- 
ing information  in  regard  to  their  respective  districts.  They  uniformly 
mention  the  fmitfiUness  of  the  soil  during  the  past  season  and  the  in- 
creased yields  of  ail  kinds  of  produce.  Even  in  those  States  and  Terri- 
tories where  mining  is  the  principal  business  agricultural  products  have 
exceeded  the  local  demand,  and  liberal  shipments  have  been  made  to 
distant  points. 

PATENTS, 


During  the  year  ending  September  30,  1872,  there  were  issued  from 
the  Patent  Office  13,626  patents,  233  extensions,  and  556  certificates  and 
registries  of  trade-marks.  During  the  same  time  19,587  applications  for 
patents,  including  reissues  and  designs,  have  been  received  and  3,100 
caveats  filed.  The  fees  receiv^ed  during  the  same  period  amounted  to 
$700,954.86,  and  the  total  expenditures  to  $623,553.90,  making  the  net 
receipts  over  tlie  expenditures  $77,4€k>,96. 

Since  1836  200,000  applications  for  patents  have  been  filed  and  alKUit 
133,000  patents  issued.  The  office  is  being  conducted  under  the  same 
laws  and  general  orgauizatioi*  as  were  adopted  at  its  original  inaugiu'a- 
tion,  when  only  from  100  to  500  applications  were  made  per  annum. 
The  Conmiissioner  shows  that  the  office  has  outgrown  tlie  original  plan, 
and  tliat  a  new  organization  has  liecome  necessary.  This  subject  was 
presented  to  Congress  in  a  special  communication  in  February  last,  with 
my  approval  and  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  the 
suggestions  contained  in  said  commmiication  were  emhraced  in  the  bill 
that  was  reported  to  the  House  by  the  Committee  on  Patents  at  the 
last  session.  The  subject  of  the  reorganization  of  the  Patent  Office,  as 
contemplated  by  the  bill  referred  to,  is  one  of  such  importance  to  the 
industrial  interests  of  the  country  that  I  commend  it  to  the  attention  of 
Congress. 

The  Commissioner  also  treats  the  subject  of  the  separation  of  the 
Patent  Office  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  This  subject  is  also 
embraced  in  the  bill  heretofore  referred  to.  The  Commissioner  com- 
plains of  the  want  of  room  for  the  model  galler>^  and  for  the  working 
force  and  necessary  files  of  the  office*     It  is  impossible  to  transact  the 
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business  of  the  office  properly  without  more  room  in  which  to  arratig 
files  and  drawings,  that  must  be  consulted  hourly  in  the  transaction  of 
business.  The  whole  of  the  Patent  Office  building  will  soon  be  needed, 
if  it  is  not  already,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  Patent 
Office. 

PENSIONS, 

The  amount  paid  for  pensions  in  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $30,169,340, 
an  amount  larger  by  $3,708,434  than  was  paid  during  the  preceding 
year.  Of  this  amount  $2,313,409  were  paid  under  the  act  of  Congress  of 
February  1 7, 187 1 ,  to  survivors  of  the  War  of  1 8 1 2.  The  annual  increase 
of  i^ensions  by  the  legislation  of  Congress  has  more  than  kt-pt  pace  with 
the  natural  yearly  losses  from  the  rolls.  The  act  of  Congress  of  June  8, 
1872,  has  added  an  estimated  amount  of  $750,000  per  annum  to  the  rolls, 
without  increasing  the  number  of  pensioners.  We  can  not,  therefore,  look 
for  any  substantial  decrease  in  the  expenditures  of  this  Department  for 
some  time  to  come,  or  so  long  as  Congress  contiimes  to  so  change  the 
rates  of  pension. 

The  whole  numl>er  of  soldiers  enlisted  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  was 
2,688,523.  The  total  number  of  claims  for  invalid  pensions  is  176,000. 
being  but  6  per  cent  of  the  whole  numlier  of  enlisted  men.  The  total 
number  of  claims  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  91,689;  the 
number  received  during  the  year  was  26,574;  the  number  disposed  of 
was  39,178,  making  a  net  gain  of  12,604.  The  number  of  claims  now 
on  file  is  79^085 . 

On  the  3olh  of  June,  1872,  there  were  on  the  rolls  the  names  of  95,405 
invahd  military  pensioners,  113,518  widows,  orphans,  and  dependent  rel- 
atives, making  an  aggregate  of  208,923  army  pensioners.  At  the  same 
time  there  were  on  the  rolls  the  names  of  1,449  ua\^^  pensioners  and 
r/730  widows,  orplians,  and  dependent  relatives,  making  the  whole  rmm- 
ber  of  naval  j^nsioners  3. 1 79.  There  have  been  received  since  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  to  provide  pensions  for  the  sur\dvors  of  the  War  of  1812 
36,551  applications,  prior  to  June  30,  1872,  Of  these  there  were  allowed 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  20,126  claims;  4,845  were  rejected  during  the 
year,  leaving  11,580  claims  pending  at  that  date.  The  number  of  |>en- 
sions  of  all  classes  granted  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  33*838.  Dur- 
ing that  period  there  were  dropped  from  the  rolls,  for  various  causes, 
9,104  names,  leaving  a  grand  total  of  232,229  pensioners  on  the  rolls  on 
the  30tli  of  June,  1872, 

It  is  thought  that  the  claims  for  pensions  on  account  of  the  War  of 
18 12  wnll  all  be  di.sposed  of  by  the  ist  of  Maj^  1873,  It  is  estimated  that 
$30,480^000  will  be  required  for  the  pension  service  during  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

THE  CENSUS. 

The  Ninth  Census  is  about  completed.  Its  early  completion  is  a  sub- 
ject of  congratulation,  inasmuch  as  the  use  to  he  made  of  the  statistics 
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?in  cx>ntained  depends  very  greatly  on  tlie  promptitude  of  publica- 
tion. 

The  Secretar>^  of  the  Interior  recommends  that  a  census  be  taken  in 
1875,  which  recommendation  should  receive  the  early  attention  of  Con- 
gress. The  interval  at  present  established  between  the  Federal  census 
is  so  long  that  the  information  obtained  at  the  decennial  period  as  to 
the  material  condition,  wants,  and  resources  of  the  nation  is  of  little 
practical  value  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  half  of  that  jx^riixi.  It 
would  probably  obviate  the  constitutional  provision  regarthng  the  decen- 
nial census  if  a  census  taken  in  1875  should  t>e  divested  of  all  pcjlitical 
character  and  no  reapportionment  of  Cungressional  representation  l>e 
made  under  it.  Such  a  census,  coming,  as  it  would,  in  the  last  year  of 
the  first  centur)^  of  our  national  existence,  would  furnish  a  noble  monu- 
meut  of  the  progress  of  the  United  States  during  that  century. 

EDUCATION, 

The  rapidly  increasing  interest  in  education  is  a  most  encouraging 
feature  in  the  current  history  of  the  country,  and  it  is  no  doubt  true 
that  this  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  efforts  of  the  Bureau  of  Edu- 
cation. That  office  is  continually  receiving  evidences,  which  abundantly 
prove  its  efficiency,  from  the  various  institutions  of  learning  and  educa- 
tors of  all  kinds  throughout  the  country. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  contains  a  vast  amount  of  educational 
details  of  great  interest.  The  bill  now  ix*nding  before  Congress,  pro- 
ending  for  the  appropriation  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public 
lands  for  educational  puqioses,  to  aiil  the  States  in  the  general  education 
of  their  rising  generation,  is  a  measure  of  such  great  importailce  to  our 
real  progress  and  is  so  unanimously  approxed  by  the  leading  friends  of 
education  that  I  commend  it  to  the  favorable  attention  of  Congress. 

TERRITORIES. 

Affairs  in  the  Territories  are  generally  satisfactory.  The  energy  and 
business  capacity  of  the  pioneers  who  are  settling  up  the  vast  domains 
not  yet  incorporated  into  States  are  keeping  pace  in  internal  improve- 
ments and  civil  government  with  the  older  communities.  In  but  one 
of  them  (Utah)  is  the  condition  of  affairs  unsatisfactory,  except  so  far 
as  the  quiet  of  the  citizen  may  W  disturbed  b}^  real  or  imaginary  danger 
of  Indian  hostihties.  It  has  seemed  to  be  the  polic)"  of  the  legislature  of 
Utah  to  evade  all  responsibility  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States, 
and  even  to  hold  a  position  in  hostility  to  it. 

I  recommend  a  careful  revision  of  the  present  laws  of  the  Territor>^  by 
Congress,  and  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  (the  one  proposed  in  Con- 
gress  at  its  last  session,  for  instance,  or  sc:>mething  similar  to  it)  as  wnll 
secure  peace,  the  equality  of  all  citizens  before  the  law,  and  the  ultimate 
extinguishment  of  polygamy. 
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Since  the  establishment  of  a  Territorial  government  for  the  District  of 
Columbia  the  iinprovenient  of  the  condition  of  the  city  of  Washington 
and  surroundings  and  the  increased  prosperity  of  the  citizens  are  observ- 
able  to  the  most  casual  visitor.  The  nation,  lieing  a  large  owner  of 
projierty  in  the  city,  should  Ix^ar,  with  the  citizens  of  the  District,  its  just 
share  of  the  expense  of  these  improvements, 

I  reconntiencl,  therefore,  an  appropriation  to  reimburse  the  citizens  for 
the  work  done  by  them  along  and  in  front  of  public  grounds  during  the 
past  year,  and  liberal  appropriations  in  order  that  the  improvements  and 
embellishnients  of  tlie  public  buildings  and  grounds  may  keep  pace  with 
the  improvements  made  by  the  Territorial  authorities. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  gives  a  very  full  and 
interesting  account  of  the  several  di\isions  of  that  Department — ^the  hor- 
ticultural, agricultural,  statistical,  entomological,  and  chemical — and  the 
benefits  conferred  by  each  upon  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  countr>*. 
The  whole  report  is  a  complete  history,  in  detail,  of  the  workings  of  that 
Department  in  all  its  branches,  showing  the  maimer  in  which  the  farmer, 
merchant,  and  miner  is  informed^  and  the  extent  to  which  he  is  aided  in 
his  pursuits. 

The  Commissioner  makes  one  recommendation — ^that  measures  be 
taken  by  Congress  to  protect  and  induce  tlie  planting  of  forests^ — and 
suggests  that  no  part  of  the  public  lands  should  be  disposed  of  without 
the  condition  that  one- tenth  of  it  should  be  reserved  in  timber  wdiere  it 
exists,  and  where  it  does  not  exist  inducements  should  be  offered  for 
planting  it. 

CKNTENNIA.L   CELEBRATION. 

In  accordance  wuth  the  terms  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
5,  1871,  providing  for  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth  anniversary 
of  American  independence,  a  commission  has  been  organized,  consist- 
ing of  two  members  from  each  of  the  States  and  Territories.  This  com- 
mission has  held  two  sessions,  and  has  made  satisfactor>'  progress  in  the 
organization  and  in  the  initiatory  steps  necessary  for  carr\'ing  out  Uie 
provisions  of  the  act^  and  for  executing  also  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  June  I,  1872,  creating  a  centennial  lx>ard  of  finance.  A  preliminary 
report  of  progress  has  been  received  from  the  president  of  the  conmiis- 
sion,  and  is  herewith  transmitted.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  commission 
at  your  coming  session  to  transmit  a  full  report  of  the  progress  made, 
and  to  lay  before  you  the  details  relating  to  the  exhibition  of  Ameri- 
can and  foreign  arts,  products,  and  manufactures,  which  by  the  terras  of 
the  act  is  to  be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia  in  the  year  1876. 

This  celebration  will  lie  looked  forward  to  by  American  citizens  with 
great  interest,  as  marking  a  century  of  greater  progress  and  prosperity 
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than  is  recorded  in  the  history  of  any  other  nation,  and  as  sending  a 
further  good  purpo>se  in  bringing  together  ou  our  soil  peoples  of  all  the 
commercial  nations  of  the  earth  in  a  manner  calculated  to  insure  inter- 
national good  feeling. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

An  earnest  desire  has  been  felt  to  correct  abuses  which  have  ^owu 
up  in  the  civil  service  of  the  country  through  the  defective  method  of 
making  appointments  to  office.  Heretofore  Federal  offices  have  l>eeu 
regarded  too  much  as  the  reward  of  political  serv'ices.  Under  authority 
'  Congress  rules  lia\'e  been  estafjlished  to  regulate  the  tenure  of  office 
Liid  the  mode  of  appointments.  It  can  not  be  expected  that  any  s^^stem 
of  rules  can  be  entirely  effective  and  prove  a  perfect  remedy  for  the 
existing  evils  until  they  have  been  thoroughly  tested  by  actual  practice 
and  amended  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  service.  During  my 
term  of  office  it  shall  be  my  earnest  endeavor  to  so  apply  the  rules  as  to 
secure  the  greatest  possible  reform  in  the  civil  service  of  the  Govern- 
ment, but  it  will  require  the  direct  action  of  Congress  to  render  the 
enforcement  of  the  system  binding  upon  my  successors;  and  I  hope  that 
the  experience  of  the  past  year,  together  with  appropriate  legislation  by 
Congress,  may  reach  a  satisfactory  solution  of  this  question  and  secure  to 
the  public  ser\ice  for  all  time  a  practical  method  of  obtaining  faithful 
and  efficient  officers  and  employees.  jj   c,   PR  ANT

I  consider  it  my  Aw\.\  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  condition 
of  affairs  in  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  to  the  dangers  likely  to  arise  if  it 
continues  during  the  coming  recess,  from  a  threatened  conflict  between 
the  Federal  and  Territorial  authorities. 

No  discussion  is  necessary  in  regard  to  the  general  policy  of  Congress 
respecting  the  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  I  only  wish  now  to 
refer  to  so  much  of  that  policy  as  concerns  their  judicial  affairs  and  the 
enforcement  of  law  within  their  borders. 

No  material  differences  are  found  in  respect  to  these  matters  in  the 
organic  acts  of  the  Tenitories,  but  an  examination  of  them  will  show 
that  it  has  t>een  the  invariable  policy  of  Congress  to  place  and  keep  their 
civil  and  criminal  jurisdiction,  with  certain  limited  exceptions,  in  the 
bands  of  jiersons  nominated  by  the  President  and  confirmed  by  the  Sen- 
ate, and  that  the  general  administration  of  justice  should  l>e  as  prescribed 
by  Congressional  enactment.  Sometimes  the  power  given  to  the  Terri- 
torial legislatures  has  lieen  sotnewhat  larger  and  sometimes  somewhat 
smaller  than  the  powers  generally  conferred.  Never,  however,  have 
powers  l^een  given  to  a  Territorial  legislature  inconsistent  with  the  idea 
that  tlie  general  judicature  of  the  Territory  was  to  be  under  the  direct 
supen^ision  of  the  National  Government. 

Accordingly,  the  organic  law  creating  tlie  Territor>^  of  Utah,  passed 
September  9,  1S50,  pro\ided  for  the  appointment  of  a  supreme  court,  the 
judges  of  which  are  judges  of  the  district  courts,  a  clerk,  marshal,  and 
an  attorney,  and  to  these  Federal  officers  is  confided  jurisdiction  in  all 
important  matters;  but,  as  decided  recently  by  the  Supreme  Court,  the

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act  requires  jurors  to  serine  in  these  courts  to  be  selected  111  such  uiaiuier 
as  the  Territorial  legislature  sees  fit  to  prescribe.  It  lias  iiudoubtedly 
been  the  desire  of  Congress,  so  far  as  the  same  might  be  compatible  with 
the  super\4sory  control  of  the  Territorial  goveriirnent,  to  leave  the  minor 
details  connected  with  the  administration  of  law  to  regulation  by  local 
authority;  but  such  a  desire  ought  not  to  govern  when  the  effect  will 
be,  owning  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  to  produce  a  conflict 
between  the  Federal  and  the  Territorial  autliorities,  or  to  imjxide  the 
enforcement  of  law,  or  in  any  way  to  endanger  the  peace  and  good  order 
of  the  Territory. 

Kvidently  it  was  never  intended  to  intrust  the  Territorial  legislature 
with  power  which  would  enable  it, by  creating  judicatures  of  its  ow*n  or 
increasing  the  jurisdiction  of  courts  appointed  by  Territorial  authority, 
although  recognized  by  Congress,  to  take  the  administration  of  the  law 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  judges  appointed  by  the  President  or  to  interfere 
with  their  action. 

Several  years  of  unhappy  experience  make  it  apparent  that  in  both 
of  these  respects  the  Territory  of  Utah  requires  special  legislation  by 
Congress. 

Public  opinion  in  that  Territory,  produced  by  circumstances  too  notori- 
ous to  require  further  notice,  makes  it  necessary,  in  my  opinion,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  miscarriage  of  justice  and  to  maintain  the  supremacy  of 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Federal  Government,  to  pro- 
vide that  the  selection  of  grand  and  petit  jurors  for  the  district  courts,  if 
not  put  under  the  control  of  Federal  officers,  shall  l>e  placed  in  the  hands 
of  persons  entirely  independent  of  those  who  are  detennined  not  to  enforce 
any  act  of  Congress  obnoxious  to  them,  and  also  to  pass  some  act  which 
shall  deprive  the  probate  courts,  or  any  court  created  by  the  Territorial 
legislature,  of  any  power  to  interfere  with  or  impede  the  action  of  the 
courts  held  by  the  United  States  judges. 

I  am  convinced  that  so  long  as  Congress  lea\'es  the  selection  of  jurora 
to  the  local  authorities  it  will  l>e  futile  to  make  any  effort  to  enforce  laws 
not  acceptable  to  a  majority^  of  the  people  of  the  Territor>%  or  which  in- 
terfere with  local  prejudices  or  provide  for  the  punishment  of  ix)lyganiy 
or  any  of  its  affiliated  vices  or  crimes, 

I  presume  that  Congress,  in  passing  uix>n  the  subject,  will  provide  all 
reasonable  and  proper  safeguards  to  secure  honest  and  impartial  jurors, 
whose  verdicts  will  command  confidence  and  Ixr  a  guaranty  of  equal  pro- 
tection to  all  good  and  law-abiding  citizens,  and  at  the  same  time  make 
it  understo<id  that  crime  can  not  be  committed  with  impunity. 

I  have  before  said  that  wdnle  the  laws  creating  the  several  Territories 
have  generally  contained  uniform  provisions  in  respect  to  the  judiciar>% 
yet  Congress  has  occasionally  varied  these  provisions  in  minor  details,  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  Territor}^  alTectefl  seemed  to  demand;  and  in  creat- 
ing the  Territory  of  Utah  Congress  evidently  thought  that  circumstances

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there  might  require  judicial  remedies  not  necessary  in  other  Territories, 
for  by  section  9  of  the  act  creating  that  Territory  it  is  provided  that  a 
writ  of  error  may  be  brought  from  the  decision  of  any  judge  of  the  su- 
preme or  district  court  of  the  Territory  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  upon  any  writ  of  habeas  corpus  involving  the  question  of  personal 
freedom — a  provision  never  inserted  in  any  other  Territorial  act  except 
that  creating  the  Territor>'  of  New  Mexico. 

This  extraordinar>'^  provision  shows  that  Congress  intended  to  mold 
the  organic  law  to  the  peculiar  necessities  of  the  Territory,  and  the  leg- 
islation which  I  now  recommend  is  in  full  harmony  with  the  precedent 
thus  established. 

I  am  advised  that  United  States  courts  in  Utah  have  been  greatly 
embarrassed  by  the  action  of  the  Territorial  legislature  in  conferring 
criminal  jurisdiction  and  the  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  on 
the  probate  courts  in  the  Territory,  and  by  their  consequent  interference 
with  the  administration  of  justice.  Manifestly  the  legislature  of  the 
Territory  can  not  give  to  any  court  whatever  the  power  to  discharge  by 
habeas  corpus  persons  held  by  or  under  process  from  the  courts  created 
bj^  Congress,  but  complaint  is  made  that  persons  so  held  have  been  dis- 
charged in  that  way  by  the  probate  courts.  I  can  not  doubt  that  Con- 
gress will  agree  with  me  that  such  a  state  of  things  ought  not  longer  to 
be  tolerated,  and  that  no  class  of  persons  anywhere  should  be  allowed 
to  treat  the  laws  of  the  United  States  with  open  defiance  and  contempt. 

Apprehensions  are  entertained  that  if  Congress  adjourns  without  any 
action  upon  this  subject  turbulence  and  disorder  will  follow,  rendering 
military  interference  necessary — a  result  I  should  greatly  deprecate;  and 
in  view  of  this  and  other  obvious  considerations,  I  earnestly  recommend 
that  Congress,  at  the  present  session,  pass  some  act  which  will  enable  the 
district  courts  of  Utah  to  proceed  with  independence  and  efficiencj'  in 
the  administration  of  law  and  justice.  ^  g   PR  A  NT

convention  with  Mexico,  I  transmit  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  State 
and  the  papers  by  which  it  was  accompanied.  *j   q   pranT 

Washington,  February  24,  iSjj. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  my  annual  message  to  Congress  at  the  opening  of  the  second  session 
of  the  present  Congress,  in  December,  187 1 , 1  recommended  the  legislation 
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necessan^  on  the  part  of  tht*  Uiiitec!  States  to  bring  into  operation  the 
articles  of  the  treaty  of  Washington  of  May  S,  1871.  relative  to  tlie  fish- 
eries  and  to  other  matters  touching  the  relations  of  the  Ihiited  States 
toward  the  British  North  American  |x>ssessioiis,  to  Ijeconie  operative  so 
soon  as  the  proper  legislation  should  be  had  on  tlie  part  of  Great  Britain 
and  its  possessions.  That  legislation  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain  and 
its  possessions  had  not  then  been  had. 

Having*  prior  to  the  meeting  of  Congress  in  December  last*  received 
official  information  of  the  consideration  by  Great  Britain  and  its  posses- 
sions of  the  legislation  necessary  on  their  part  to  bring  those  articles  into 
operation,  I  coninmnicated  that  fact  to  Congress  in  my  antnial  message 
at  the  opening  of  the  present  session,  and  renewed  the  recommendation 
for  your  early  adoption  of  the  legislation  in  the  same  direction  necessary 
on  the  part  of  this  Government. 

The  near  approach  of  the  end  of  the  session  inclnces  me  again  to 
urgently  call  yonr  attention  to  the  importance  of  this  legislation  on  the 
part  of  Congress. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  treaty  of  Wasliington  resulted  from  an 
overture  on  tlie  part  of  Great  Britain  to  treat  with  reference  to  the  fish- 
eries on  the  coast  of  Her  Majesty's  possessions  in  North  America  and 
otlier  questions  l>etween  them  affecting  the  relations  of  the  United  States 
toward  these  possessions.  To  this  overture  a  reply  was  made  on  the  part 
of  this  Government  that  while  appreciating  the  importance  of  a  friendly 
and  complete  understanding  between  the  two  Goveraments  with  refer- 
ence to  the  subject  specially  suggested  by  the  British  Government,  it  w^as 
thought  that  the  removal  of  the  differences  growing  out  of  what  were 
generically  known  as  the  Alabama  claims  was  essential  to  tlie  restoration 
of  cordial  and  amicable  relations  between  the  two  Governments,  and  the 
assent  of  this  Govennnent  to  treat  on  the  subject  of  tlie  fislieries  was  jnade 
dependent  on  the  assent  of  Great  Britain  to  allow  the  joint  commission 
which  it  had  prepared  on  the  questions  suggested  by  that  Govennnent 
to  treat  also  and  settle  the  differences  growing  out  of  the  Alal)ama  claims. 

Great  Britain  assented  to  this,  and  the  treaty  of  Washington  proposed 
a  settlement  of  both  classes  of  questions. 

Those  relating  to  the  Alabama  claims  and  to  the  nortluvestern  water 
lx)undary,  commonly  known  as  the  San  Juan  question,  have  been  disposed 
of  in  pursuance  of  the  tenns  of  the  treaty. 

Those  relating  to  the  fisheries  were  made  by  the  terms  of  the  treaty  to 
depend  upon  the  legislation  which  the  constitutions  of  the  respective 
Goveniments  made  necessar}^  to  carry  those  pro\isious  into  effect. 

Great  Britain  and  her  possessions  have  on  their  part  enacted  the  nec- 
essary^ legislation. 

This  Government  is  now  enjoying  the  advantages  of  those  provisions 
of  the  treaty  which  were  the  result  of  the  condition  of  its  assent  to  treat 
upon  the  questions  wdiich  Great  Britain  had  submitted. 
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The  tribunal  at  Geneva  has  made  an  award  in  favor  of  the  United 
States  c/ii  the  Alat^ama  claims,  and  HLs  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  Germany 
has  decided  in  favor  of  the  contention  of  the  United  States  on  the  north- 
western l^ioundary  line. 

I  can  not  urge  too  strongly  the  importance  of  your  early  consideration 
of  the  legislation  that  may  be  necessary  on  the  part  of  this  Government. 

In  addition  to  the  claim  that  Great  Britain  may  have  upon  the  good 
faith  of  this  Government  to  consider  the  legislation  necessary  in  connec- 
ticm  with  the  questions  which  that  Gm'^emment  presented  as  the  subject 
of  a  negotiation  which  has  resulted  so  favorably  to  this  Gm^emment 
upon  the  other  questions  in  which  the  United  States  felt  so  much  interest, 
it  is  of  importance  that  the  rights  of  the  American  fishermen,  as  pro- 
vided for  under  the  treaty,  should  1^  determined  before  the  now  approach- 
ing fishing  season  opens,  and  that  the  serious  difficulties  to  the  fishing 
interests  and  the  grave  questions  between  the  two  Governments  that  may 
arise  therefrom  be  averted.

Executive  Mansion,  February  25,  iSjs- 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana. 

Grave  complications  have  grown  out  of  the  election  there  on  the  6th 
of  Novenilxjr  last,  chiefly  attributable,  it  is  believed,  to  an  organized  at- 
tempt on  the  part  of  those  controlling  the  election  officers  and  returns  to 
defeat  in  that  electicm  the  will  of  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  State. 
Different  ]>ersons  are  claiming  the  executive  offices,  two  bodies  are  claim- 
ing to  l)e  the  legislative  assembly  of  the  State,  and  the  confusion  and 
uncertainty  i)ro<luced  in  this  way  fall  with  paralyzing  effect  upon  all  its 
interests. 

Controversy  arase  as  scx>n  as  the  election  occurred  over  its  proceedings 
and  results,  but  I  declinetl  to  interfere  until  suit  involving  this  contro- 
versy to  some  extent  was  brought  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United 
States  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  Maj'  31,  1870,  entitled  "An  act 
to  enforce  the  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  in  the  several 
States  of  the  Union,  and  for  other  purposes.'* 

Finding  that  resistance  was  made  to  judicial  process  in  that  suit,  with- 
out any  opjwrtiuiity,  and,  in  my  judgment,  without  any  right,  to  re\new 
the  judgment  of  the  court  U]x>n  the  jurisdictional  or  other  questions 
arising  in  the  case,  I  directed  the  United  States  marshal  to  enforce  such 
prixess  and  to  use,  if  necessar>-,  troops  for  that  purpose,  in  accordance 
with  the  thirteenth  section  of  said  act,  which  provides  that  **it  shall 
Ik*  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  employ  such  part 
of  the  land  or  na\'al  forces  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  militia  as 
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shall  be  necessary  to  aid  in  the  execution  of  judicial  process  under  this 
act/' 

Two  bodies  of  persons  claimed  to  be  the  returning  board  for  the  State, 
and  the  circuit  court  in  that  case  decided  that  the  one  to  which  Lynch 
belonged,  usually  designated  by  his  name,  was  the  lawful  returning  board; 
and  this  decision  has  Ix^en  repeatedly  affirmed  by  the  district  and  su- 
preme crjurts  of  the  State.  Having  no  opixjrtunity  or  power  to  canvass 
the  votes,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  case  demanding  an  immetliate  deci- 
sion,! conceived  it  to  lie  my  duty  to  recogtiize  those  persons  as  elected 
who  received  and  held  tlieir  credentials  to  office  from  wliat  then  appeared 
to  me  to  be,  and  has  since  been  decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  the 
State  to  be,  the  legal  returning  board. 

Confonnably  to  the  decisions  of  this  l>oard,  a  full  set  of  State  officers 
has  been  installed  and  a  legislative  asseml>ly  organized,  constituting,  if 
not  a  de  jure,  at  least  a  de  facia  go\*ernment,  which,  since  some  time  in 
Deceml>er  last,  has  had  |X)ssessian  of  the  offices  and  been  exercising  the 
usual  powers  of  govern nient;  but  opposed  to  this  has  been  another  gov- 
eniment  claiming  to  control  the  affairs  of  the  State,  and  which  lias  to 
some  extent  been  profonna  organized. 

Recent  investigation  into  said  electioti  has  developed  so  many  frauds 
and  forgeries  as  to  make  it  doubtful  what  cantlidates  received  a  majority 
of  the  votes  actually  cast,  and  in  view  of  these  facts  a  variety  of  action 
has  been  proposed.  I  ha\'e  no  specific  recommendation  to  make  upon 
the  subject,  but  if  there  is  any  practicable  way  of  removing  these  difficul- 
ties by  legislation,  then  I  earnestly  request  that  such  action  may  be  taken 
at  the  present  session  of  Congress, 

It  seems  advisable  that  I  should  state  now  what  course  I  shall  feel 
bound  to  pursue  in  reference  to  the  matter  in  the  event  of  no  action  by 
Congress  at  this  time.  Subject  to  any  satisfactory  arrangement  that  may 
be  made  by  the  parties  to  the  controversy,  which  of  all  things  is  the  most 
desirable,  it  will  l>e  my  duty,  so  far  as  it  may  l>e  uecessary  for  me  to  act, 
to  adhere  to  tliat  government  heretofore  recognized  by  me.  To  judge  of 
the  election  and  qualifications  of  its  members  is  the  exclusive  province 
of  the  Senate,  as  it  is  also  the  exclusive  province  of  the  House  to  judge  of 
the  election  and  qualifications  of  its  members;  but  as  to  State  offices, 
filled  and  held  under  State  laws,  the  decisions  of  the  State  judicial  tri- 
hunals,  it  seems  to  me,  ought  to  be  respected, 

I  am  extremely  anxious  to  avoid  any  api>earance  of  undue  interference 
in  State  affairs,  and  if  Congress  differs  from  me  as  to  what  ought  to  be 
done  I  respectfully  urge  its  immediate  decision  to  that  effect;  othenvise 
I  shall  feel  obliged,  as  far  as  I  can  by  the  exercise  of  legitimate  authority, 
to  put  an  end  to  the  unhappy  controversy  whicli  disturbs  the  peace  and 
prostrates  the  business  of  Louisiana,  by  the  recognition  and  support  of 
that  government  which  is  recognized  and  upheld  by  the  courts  of  the

Executive  yiK^Sio-^ ,  January  6,  rSjj, 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  herewith,  for  the  further  consideration  of  Congress,  House  bill 
No.  2291,  entitled  '*An  act  for  the  relief  of  Edmund  Jusseii,"  to  which  I 
have  not  appended  my  approval,  for  the  following  reaisons: 

The  bill  cUrects  the  accounting  officers  to  transfer  from  Mr.  Jussen's 
account  to  that  of  his  successor  all  indebtedness  arisitig  from  the  loss  or 
destruction  or  iiontaking  of  warehouse  bonds  on  certain  spirits  destroyed 
by  fire.  This  provision  would  be  wholly  ineffective  in  so  far  as  it  proposes 
to  increase  the  liability  of  Mr.  Jussen's  successor,  he  having  l^een  apjxnnted 
subsequently  to  the  destruction  of  the  .spirits.  It  might  operate  to  relieve 
Mr.  Jusseu,  but  it  seems  probable  that  he  is  already  relieved  by  the  act  of 
May  27,  1872,  paiised  since  the  introduction  of  this  bill.  That  act  pro- 
vides for  the  rebatenient  of  taxes  on  distilled  spirits  destroyed  l>y  fire,  ex- 
cept in  cases  where  the  owners  of  such  spirits  may  be  indenlnified  against 
tax  by  a  valid  claim  of  insurance.  The  relief  of  the  taxpayers  of  course 
includes  the  relief  of  collectors  from  liability  caused  by  failure  to  take 
bonds.  It  does  not  apj^>ear  whether  there  was  any  insurance  in  this  case. 
If  not,  the  applicant  is  already  relieved;  but  if  there  was  an  insurance  the 
elTect  of  this  bill,  if  it  l>ecanie  a  law,  might  l)e  to  except  Mr.  Jussen  from 
the  operation  of  the  general  rule  established  by  the  proviso  of  the  act  of 
May  27,  1872.  If  such  exception  be  proper,  it  shoidd  not  be  confined 
to  an  individual  case,  but  extended  to  all.  If  there  was  an  insurance, 
this  bill  would  relieve  Mr.  Jussen  from  the  liability  with  which  it  is 
very  doulilfnl  if  his  successor  could  be  legally  charged,  or  with  which  he 
ought  to  be  charged.

Sir:  I  herewith  return  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it 
originated,  H.  R,  No.  630,  entitled  *'An  act  in  relation  to  new  trials  in 
the  Court  of  Claims,  * '  without  my  approval.  ^1 

The  object  of  the  bill  is  to  reduce  from  two  years  to  six  months  the 
time  in  which  a  new  trial,  ufion  motion  of  the  United  StateSj  may  be 
granted  in  the  Court  of  Claims.  ^H 

Great  difficulties  are  now  experienced  in  contesting  fraudulent  and 
unjust  claims  against  the  Government  prosecuted  in  said  court,  and  the 
effect  of  this  bill,  if  it  becomes  a  law,  will  be  to  increase  those  difficult 
ties.  Persons  sue  in  this  court  generally  with  the  advantage  of  a  per- 
soTial  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  are  prompted  liy 
personal  interest  to  activity  iu  its  preparation  for  trial,  which  consist 
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sometimes  in  the  production  of  false  testimony  and  the  suppression  of 
the  truth,  while  the  United  States  are  defjendeut  for  defense  upon  such 
inquiries  as  the  officers  of  the  Government,  generally  strangers  to  the 
irausactiou,  are  enahled  to  make,  not  infrequently  in  remote  paits  of 
the  coantr>"  and  among  those  not  averse  to  depredations  uptju  the 
National  Treasury.  Instances  have  occurred  where  the  existing  oppor- 
tunities for  a  new  trial  have  enabled  the  Govennnent  to  discover  and 
defeat  claims  that  ouglit  not  to  have  been  allowed,  after  jodgmeuts 
thereon  had  been  rendered  by  the  Court  of  Claims. 

By  refeiTing  to  the  act  which  it  is  proposed  to  modify  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  payment  of  judgments  recovered  is  not  necessarily  suspended 
for  tw^o  years;  but  where  the  proofs  are  doubtful  or  suspicious  the  Gov- 
ernment may  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court*  and  in  the  meantime  may 
avail  itself  of  any  discovery  or  revelation  of  new  e\adeuce  touchmg  the 
facts  of  the  case. 

I  fail  to  see  the  necessity  or  advantages  of  the  proposed  change  in  the 
law%  and  ^vhatever  may  Ix;  the  purposes  of  the  bill,  its  effect,  if  passed,  I 
am  apprehensive  will  be  to  facilitate  the  prosecution  of  fraudulent  claims 
against  the  United  States.  Believing  that  justice  can  and  will  Ix*  done 
to  honest  claimants  in  the  Court  of  Claims  as  the  law  now  stands,  and 
believing  also  that  the  proposed  change  in  the  law  will  remove  a  valu- 
able safeguard  to  the  Treasury,  I  must  for  these  reasons  respectfully 
withhold  my  assent  to  the  bill.  ,,   ^   PRANT 

Exi?CUTl VTS  Mansion,  January  2g,  18^3, 
To  the  Senate  of  the  United  Siaks: 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith  Senate  bill  No,  490,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  the  Kast  Tennessee  University/'  without  my  approval. 

This  claim,  for  which  $18,500  are  appropriated  out  of  the  moneys  of 
the  United  States,  arises  in  part  for  the  destruction  of  projierty  by  troops 
in  time  of  war,  and  therefore  the  same  objections  attach  to  it  as  were 
expressed  in  my  message  of  June  i,  1872,  returning  the  Senate  bill 
awarding  $25,000  tu  J.  Milton  Best. 

If  tlie  precedent  is  once  established  that  the  Government  is  hable  for 
the  ravages  of  w^ar,  the  end  of  demands  upon  the  pubUc  Treasmr^'  can 
not  be  forecast. 

The  loyalty  of  the  people  of  the  section  in  which  the  university  is 
located,  under  circumstances  of  personal  danger  and  trials,  thus  entitling 
them  to  the  most  favorable  construction  of  the  obligation  of  the  Govern-

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  Senate  bill  No.  161,  entitled 
**An  act  for  the  relief  of  those  suffering  from  the  destruction  of  salt 
w^orks  near  Manchester,  Ky.,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  Major-General 
Carlos  Euell/^ 

All  the  objections  made  by  me  to  the  bill  for  the  relief  of  J.  Milton 
Best,  and  also  of  the  East  Tennessee  University,  apply  ^vith  equal  force-^J 
to  this  bill.  " 

According  to  the  official  report  of  Brigadier- General  Craft,  by  whose 
immediate  command  the  property  in  question  was  destroyed,  there  was  a 
large  rebel  force  in  the  neighborhood,  who  were  using  the  salt  works  and 
had  carried  away  a  considerable  quantity  of  salt, and  were  preparing  to 
take  more  as  soon  as  the  necessary  transportation  could  be  procured; 
and  he  further  states  *  *  that  tlie  leaders  of  the  rebellion  calculated  tipon 
their  supply  of  salt  to  come  from  these  w^orks/'  and  that  in  his  opinion 
their  destruction  was  a  military  necessity,  I  understand  him  to  say,  in 
effect,  that  the  salt  works  were  captured  from  the  rebels;  that  it  w^^s 
impracticable  to  hold  them, and  that  they  were  demohshed  so  as  to  bej 
of  no  further  use  to  the  enemy. 

I  can  not  agree  that  the  owners  of  property  destroyed  under  such  cirn 
cumstances  are  entitled  to  compensation  therefor  from  the  United  States, 
Whatever  other  view  may  be  taken  of  the  subject,  it  is  incontrovertible 
that  these  salt  works  were  destroyed  by  the  Union  Army  while  engaged 
in  regular  military  operations,  and  that  the  sole  object  of  their  destruction 
was  to  weaken,  cripple,  or  defeat  the  armies  of  the  so-called  Southern 
Confederacy, 


as 
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I  am  greatly  appreliensive  that  the  allowance  of  this  claim  could  and 
would  be  construed  iuto  the  recognition  of  a  principle  binding  the  United 
States  to  pay  for  all  property  which  their  military  forces  destroyed  in 
the  late  war  for  the  Union,  No  liability  by  the  Government  to  pay  for 
property  destroyed  by  the  Union  forces  in  conducting  a  battle  or  siege 
has  yet  been  claimed*  but  the  precedent  proposed  by  this  .bill  leads 
directly  and  strongly  in  that  direction,  for  it  is  difficult  npju  any  ground 
of  reason  or  justice  to  distinguish  l>etween  a  case  of  that  kind  ajid  the 
one  under  consideration.  Had  General  Craft  and  liis  connnand  de- 
stroyed the  salt  works  by  shelling  out  the  enemy  found  in  their  actual 
occupancy,  the  case  w^ould  not  have  Ijeen  different  in  principle  frfmi  the 
one  presented  in  this  bill.  What  possible  difference  can  it  make  in 
the  rights  of  owners  or  the  obligations  of  the  Government  whether  the 
destruction  was  in  driving  the  enemy  out  or  in  keeping  them  out  of 
tile  possession  of  the  salt  w*orks? 

This  bill  does  not  present  a  case  where  private  property  is  taken  for 
public  use  in  any  sejise  of  the  Constitution.  It  was  not  taken  from  the 
owners,  but  from  the  enemy;  and  it  was  not  then  used  by  the  Govern- 
ment, but  destroyed.  Its  destniction  was  one  of  the  casualties  of  war, 
and,  thtiugh  not  hapjiening  in  actual  conflict,  was  perhaps  as  disastrous 
to  the  reliels  as  w^ould  liave  l>een  a  victory  in  battle. 

Ow^ners  of  property  destroyed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  a  conflagration, 
as  a  general  rule,  are  not  entitled  to  conipensaliou  therefor;  and  for 
reasons  equally  strong  the  uecessary  destruction  of  propert}^  found  iti  the 
hands  of  the  public  enemy,  and  constituting  a  part  of  their  military  sup- 
plies»  dc:)es  not  entitle  the  owner  to  indemnity  from  the  Government  for 
damages  to  him  in  that  way. 

I  fnlly  appreciate  the  hardship  of  the  case,  and  would  l>e  glad  if  my 
convictions  of  duty  allowed  me  to  join  in  the  prepensed  relief;  but  I  can 
not  consent  to  the  doctrine  which  is  found  in  this  bill,  as  it  seems  to  nie» 
by  which  the  National  Treasury  is  ex|xjsed  to  all  claims  for  ]>ro|x;ny 
injured  or  destroyed  by  tlie  armies  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  pro- 
tracted and  destnictive  war  in  this  country,  ^  ^   GRANT

deemed  a  vacation  of  the  Federal  office  held  by  such  jierson,  and  will 
be  taken  to  be  and  will  be  treated  as  a  resignation  by  sucli  Federal  officer 
of  his  connnission  or  appointment  in  the  senace  of  the  United  States. 

The  offices  of  justices  of  the  j^Jeace,  of  notaries  public,  and  of  commis- 
sioners to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  of  bail,  or  to  administer 
oaths  shall  not  l>e  deemed  w^ithin  the  purv'iew  of  this  order,  and  are 
excepted  from  its  operation  and  may  be  held  by  Federal  officers. 

The  appointment  of  deputy  marshal  of  the  United  States  may  Ijc 
conferred  upon  sheriffs  or  deputy  sheriffs;  and  deputy  postmasters  the 
emoluments  of  whose  office  do  not  exceed  $600  per  annum  are  also 
excepted  from  the  operations  of  this  order,  and  may  accept  and  hold 
apix>intments  under  State,  Territorial,  or  munici])al  authority,  provided 
the  same  be  found  not  to  interfere  with  the  discharge  of  their  dnlies  as 
postmaster. 

Heads  of  Departments  and  other  officers  of  the  Government  who  have 
the  apjx)intment  of  subordinate  officers  are  required  to  take  notice  of 
this  order,  and  to  see  to  the  enforcement  of  its  provisions  and  terms 
within  the  sphere  of  their  respective  Departments  or  offices  and  as  re- 
lates to  the  several  persons  holding  appointments  under  them,  respec- 
tively.

Inquiries  having  been  made  from  various  quarters  as  to  the  application 
of  the  lixecutive  order  issued  on  the  17th  January,  relating  to  the  hold- 
ing of  State  or  municipal  offices  by  persons  holding  civil  offices  under 
the  Federal  Govenunent,  the  President  directs  the  following  reply  to  Ix; 
made: 

It  has  Ijeen  asked  whether  the  order  prohibits  a  Federal  officer  fn>m 
holding  also  the  office  of  an  alderman  or  of  a  common  councilman  in  a 
city,  or  of  a  tow^  councihnan  of  a  town  or  village,  or  of  appointments 
under  city,  town,  or  village  govenanients.  By  some  it  has  been  sug- 
gested that  there  may  be  distinction  made  in  case  the  office  be  with  or 
without  salar>^  or  compensation.  The  city  or  town  offices  of  the  descrip- 
tion referred  to.  by  whatever  names  they  may  Ijc  hxrally  known,  whether 
held  by  election  or  by  appointment,  and  whether  with  or  without  salary 
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pt  compensation,  are  of  the  class  which  the  Executive  order  intends  not 
to  be  held  by  persons  holding  Federal  offices. 

It  has  been  asked  whether  the  order  prohibits  Federal  officers  from 
holding  positions  on  boards  of  education,  school  committees,  public  libra- 
ries, religious  or  eleemosynary  institutions  incorporated  or  established  or 
sustained  by  State  or  municipal  authority.  Positions  and  service  on  such 
boards  or  committees  and  professorships  in  colleges  are  not  regarded  as 
** offices"  within  the  contemplation  of  the  Executive  order,  but  as  em- 
ployments or  service  in  which  all  good  citizens  may  be  engaged  without 
incompatibility,  and  in  many  cases  without  necessary  interference  with 
any  position  which  they  may  hold  under  the  Federal  Government.  Offi- 
cers of  the  Federal  Government  may  therefore  engage  in  such  service, 
provided  the  attention  required  by  such  employment  does  not  interfere 
with  the  regular  and  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office  under 
the  Federal  Government.  The  head  of  the  Department  under  whom  the 
Federal  office  is  held  will  in  all  cases  be  the  sole  judge  whether  or  not 
the  employment  does  thus  interfere. 

The  question  has  also  been  asked  with  regard  to  officers  of  the  State 
militia.  Congress  having  exercised  the  power  conferred  by  the  Consti- 
tution to  provide  for  organizing  the  militia,  which  is  liable  to  be  called 
forth  to  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  is  thus  in 
some  sense  under  the  control  of  the  General  Government,  and  is,  more- 
over, of  the  greatest  value  to  the  public,  the  Executive  order  of  the  17th 
January  is  not  considered  as  prohibiting  Federal  officers  from  being  offi- 
cers of  the  militia  in  the  States  and  Territories. 

It  has  been  asked  whether  the  order  prohibits  persons  holding  office 
under  the  Federal  Government  being  members  of  local  or  municipal  fire 
departments;  also  whether  it  applies  to  mechanics  employed  by  the  day 
in  the  annories,  arsenals,  and  navy-yards,  etc.,  of  the  United  States. 
Unpaid  serv'ice  in  local  or  municipal  fire  departments  is  not  regarded  as 
an  office  within  the  intent  of  the  Executive  order,  and  may  be  performed 
by  Federal  officers,  provided  it  does  not  interfere  with  the  regular  and 
efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  Federal  office,  of  which  the  head 
of  the  Department  under  which  the  office  is  held  will  in  each  case  be  the 
judge.  Employment  by  the  day  as  mechanics  and  laborers  in  the  armo- 
ries, arsenals,  navy-yards,  etc. ,  does  not  constitute  an  office  of  any  kind, 
and  those  thus  employed  are  not  within  the  contemplation  of  the  Execu- 
tive order.  Master  workmen  and  others  who  hold  appointments  from 
the  Government  or  from  any  Department,  whether  for  a  fixed  time  or 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  appointing  power,  are  embraced  within  the  opera- 
tion of  the  order.

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SECOND  INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 

Fellow-Citizens:  Utider  Providence  I  have  been  called  a  second  time  * 
to  act  as  Executive  over  this  great  nation.  It  has  been  niy  endeavor  in 
the  past  to  maintain  all  the  laws,  and,  so  far  as  lay  in  my  power,  to  act 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  people.  My  best  efforts  will  l>e  given 
in  the  same  direction  in  the  futnre,  aided,  I  trust,  by  my  fonr  years* 
experience  in  the  office. 

When  my  lirst  term  of  the  office  of  Chief  Executive  began,  the  coun- 
try had  not  recovered  from  the  effects  of  a  ^eat  internal  revohUionj  and 
three  of  the  former  States  of  the  Union  had  not  Ix^en  restored  to  their 
Federal  relations. 

It  seemed  to  me  i^Hse  that  no  new  qnestions  should  h^  raised  so  long 
as  that  condition  of  affairs  existed.  Therefore  the  past  four  years,  so 
far  as  I  could  control  events,  have  been  consumed  in  the  effort  to  restore 
harmony,  public  credit,  commerce,  and  all  the  arts  of  peace  and  progress. 
It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  the  ci\'ilized  world  is  tending  toward  repub- 
licanism, or  government  by  the  i>eop1e  through  their  chosen  representa- 
tives, and  that  our  own  great  Republic  is  destined  to  be  the  guiding  star 
to  al!  others. 

Under  our  Republic  we  support  an  army  less  than  tliat  of  any  European 
power  of  any  standing  and  a  navy  less  than  that  of  either  uf  at  least  five 
of  them.  There  could  be  no  extension  of  territory  on  the  continent  which 
would  call  for  an  increase  of  this  force,  but  rather  might  such  extension 
enable  us  to  diminish  it. 

The  theor>^  of  government  changes  \\nX\\  general  progress.  Now  /hat 
the  telegraph  is  made  available  for  communicating  thouglit,  together  with 
rapid  transit  by  steam,  all  parts  of  a  continent  are  made  contiguous  for 
all  purp-^ses  of  government,  and  coinmnnication  lietween  the  extreme 
hmits  of  the  country  made  easier  than  it  was  throughout  the  old  thirteen 
States  at  the  iDeginning  of  our  national  existence. 

The  effects  of  the  late  civil  strife  have  been  to  free  the  slave  and  make 
him  a  citi/en.  Yet  he  is  not  possessed  of  the  civil  rights  wdiich  citizen- 
ship should  carr>^  with  it.  This  is  wrong,  and  should  be  corrected.  To 
this  correction  I  stand  committed,  so  far  as  Executive  influence  can  avail. 

Social  equality  is  not  a  subject  to  be  legislated  upon,  nor  shall  I  ask 
that  anything  be  done  to  advance  the  social  status  of  the  colored  man, 
except  to  give  him  a  fair  chance  to  develop  what  there  is  good  in  him, 
give  him  access  to  the  schools,  and  when  he  travels  let  him  feel  assured 
that  his  conduct  will  regulate  the  treatment  and  fare  he  will  receive. 

The  States  lately  at  war  with  the  General  Government  are  now  hap- 
pily rehabilitated,  and  no  Executive  control  is  exercise<l  in  any  one  of 
them  that  would  not  be  exercised  in  any  other  State  under  like  circum- 
stances. 
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In  the  fintt  year  «A  the  pa.st  Admmistratioa  the  proposadon  cxcae  iq> 
for  the  admLsMon  rjf  Santo  Dociingo  as  a  Territory  of  the  Usaoo.  It 
was  nrA  a  question  of  my  seeking,  bat  was  a  propcsitioo  froia  the  people 
r/f  Santo  Domingo,  and  which  I  entertained.  I  bebeve  now,  as  I  cfid 
then,  that  it  was  for  the  best  interest  of  this  coontry.  for  the  people  of 
Santr>  Domingo,  and  all  concerned  that  the  proposition  showild  be  le- 
ceive^l  favoralily.  It  was,  howe\'er,  rejected  constitutionally,  and  theie- 
f^/re  the  «>ufiject  was  nev€;r  brought  up  again  by  me. 

\n  future,  while  I  hold  my  present  office,  the  subject  of  aoqnisitioa  of 
territr/r>'  must  have  the  support  of  the  people  before  I  will  recommend 
any  f>r<4>ositir/n  looking  to  such  acquisition.  I  say  here,  howerer,  that 
1  do  nr/t  share  in  the  apfrrehension  held  by  many  as  to  the  danger  of 
governments  Ixrcoming  weakened  and  destroyed  by  reason  of  th^  ex- 
tensi^jn  of  territory.  Commerce,  education,  and  rapid  transit  of  thought 
and  matter  by  telegraph  and  steam  have  changed  all  this.  Rather  do  I 
Ijelieve  that  our  Great  Maker  is  preparing  the  world,  in  His  own  good 
time,  to  lx:come  one  natimi,  speaking  one  language,  and  when  armies 
and  navies  will  txs  no  longer  recjuired. 

My  efforts  in  the  future  will  Ije  directed  to  the  restoration  of  good  feel- 
ing Ixitwcen  the  different  sections  of  our  common  countr>';  to  the  resto- 
ration of  our  currency  to  a  fixed  value  as  compared  with  the  world's 
standard  of  values — gold — and,  if  possible,  to  a  par  with  it;  to  the  con- 
struction of  cheap  routes  of  transit  throughout  the  land,  to  the  end  that 
the  products  of  all  may  find  a  market  and  leave  a  living  remuneration  to 
the  producer;  to  the  maintenance  of  friendly  relations  with  all  our  neigh- 
]x)rs  and  with  distant  nations;  to  the  reestablishment  of  our  commerce 
and  share  in  the  carrying  trade  upon  the  ocean;  to  the  encouragement 
of  such  manufacturing  industries  as  can  be  economically  pursued  in  this 
coiuitry,  to  the  end  that  the  exports  of  home  products  and  industries 
may  pay  for  our  imports — the  onl}'^  sure  method  of  returning  to  and  per- 
manently maintaining  a  specie  basis;  to  the  elevation  of  labor;  and,  by  a 
humane  course,  to  bring  the  aborigines  of  the  country  under  the  benign 
influences  of  education  and  civilization.  It  is  either  this  or  war  of  ex- 
termination. Wars  of  extermination,  engaged  in  by  people  pursuing 
commerce  and  all  industrial  pursuits,  are  expensive  even  against  the 
weakest  people,  and  are  demoralizing  and  wicked.  Our  superiority  of 
strength  and  advantages  of  civilization  should  make  us  lenient  toward 
the  Indian.  The  wrong  inflicted  upon  him  should  be  taken  into  account 
and  the  balance  placed  to  his  credit.  The  moral  view  of  the  question 
should  be  considered  and  the  question  asked,  Can  not  the  Indian  be  made 
a  useful  and  productive  member  of  society  by  proper  teaching  and  treat- 
ment? If  the  effort  is  made  in  good  faith,  we  will  stand  better  before 
the  civilized  nations  of  the  earth  and  in  our  own  consciences  for  having 
made  it. 

All  these  things  arc  not  to  l)e  accomplished  by  one  individual,  but  they 
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will  receive  my  support  and  such  reconinieiidations  to  Cong:reSwS  as  will 
ill  my  judgment  best  ser\'e  to  carry  tlieni  into  effect.  I  beg  your  sup- 
port and  encouragement. 

It  has  been,  and  is,  my  earnest  desire  to  correct  abuses  that  have  growu 
up  in  the  ci\al  service  of  the  countr>' .  To  secure  this  reformation  rules 
regulating  methods  of  appointment  and  promotions  were  estal>hslied  and 
have  been  tried.  My  efforts  for  such  reformation  shall  be  continued  to 
the  best  of  my  judgment.  The  spirit  of  the  rules  adopted  will  be  main- 
tained. 

I  acknowledge  before  this  assemblage,  representing,  as  it  does,  ever>' 
section  of  our  country,  the  obligation  I  am  under  to  my  countrymen  for 
the  great  honor  they  have  conferred  on  me  by  returning  me  to  the  high- 
est office  within  their  gift,  and  the  further  obligation  resting  on  me  to 
render  to  them  the  best  ser\dccs  within  my  power.  This  I  promise^  look- 
ing forward  with  the  greatest  anxiety  to  the  day  wlien  I  shall  be  released 
from  responsiliilities  that  at  times  are  almost  overvvhelmiiig,  and  from 
which  I  have  scarcely  had  a  respite  since  the  eventful  firing  uxxiu  Furt 
Sumter,  in  April.  1861,  to  the  present  day.  My  ser\'ic<js  were  t!ieu  ten- 
dered and  accepted  under  the  first  call  for  trtjojis  growing  out  of  that 
event. 

I  did  not  ask  for  place  or  position,  and  was  entirely  without  iuflueuce 
or  the  acquaintance  of  persons  of  influence,  but  was  res<ilved  to  perform 
my  part  in  a  struggle  threatening  the  ver>'  existence  of  the  nation.  I 
|>erfomied  a  const.* ient ions  duty,  without  asking  promotion  or  command, 
and  without  a  revengeful  feeling  toward  any  section  or  individual. 

Notwithstanding  this,  throughout  the  war,  and  from  my  candidacy  for 
my  present  office  in  186S  to  the  close  of  the  last  Presidential  campaign, 
I  have  lx»en  the  suliject  of  abuse  and  slander  scarcel}^  c\'er  efjualed  in 
political  history,  w^hich  to-day  I  feel  that  I  can  afford  to  disregard  in  view 
of  your  verdict,  wliich  I  gratefully  accept  as  my  vindicatiou.

lereas,  under  the  pretense  that  William  P,  Kellogg,  the  present 
executive  of  Louisiana,  and  the  officers  associate*!  with  hiin  in  tlie  State 
administration  were  not  duly  elected,  certain  turbulent  and  disorderly 
i:»erscjns  have  combined  together  with  force  aud  amis  to  resist  the  laws 
aud  constituted  authorities  of  said  State;  and 

Whereas  it  has  been  duly  certified  by  the  proper  local  authorities  and 
judicially  determined  by  the  inferior  and  supreme  courts  of  said  State 
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that  said  officers  are  entitled  to  hold  their  offices,  respectively,  and  exe- 
cute and  discharge  the  functions  thereof;  and 

Whereas  Congress,  at  its  late  session,  upon  a  due  consideration  of  the 
subject,  tacitly  recognized  the  said  executive  and  his  associates,  then  as 
now  in  office,  by  refusing  to  take  any  action  with  respect  thereto;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  that 
the  United  States  shall  protect  every  State  in  this  Union,  on  application 
of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  when  the  legislature  can  not  be 
convened,  against  domestic  violence;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  laws  of  the  United  States  that  in  all  cases 
of  insurrection  in  any  State  or  of  obstruction  to  the  laws  thereof  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States,  on  application  of  the 
legislature  of  such  State,  or  of  the  executive  when  the  legislature  can 
not  be  convened,  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  any  other  State  or  States, 
or  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  as  shall  be  judged 
necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  such  insiurection  or  causing  the 
laws  to  be  duly  executed;  and 

Whereas  the  legislatiu-e  of  said  State  is  not  now  in  session,  and  can 
not  be  convened  in  time  to  meet  the  present  emergency,  and  the  execu- 
tive of  said  State,  under  section  4  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  and  the  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  has  there- 
fore made  application  to  me  for  such  part  of  the  military  force  of  the 
United  States  as  may  be  necessary  and  adequate  to  protect  said  State 
and  the  citizens  thereof  against  domestic  violence  and  to  enforce  the  due 
execution  of  the  laws;  and 

Whereas  it  is  required  that  whenever  it  may  be  necessary,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  President,  to  use  the  militar>'  force  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
he  shall  forthwith,  by  proclamation,  command  such  insurgents  to  dis- 
perse and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  homes  within  a  limited  time: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  make  proclamation  and  command  said  turbulent  and  disorderly 
persons  to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  within 
twenty  days  from  this  date,  and  hereafter  to  submit  themselves  to  the 
laws  and  constituted  authorities  of  said  State;  and  I  invoke  the  aid  and 
cooperation  of  all  good  citizens  thereof  to  uphold  law  and  preserve  the 
public  peace.

Articles  XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and  Article  XXX  of  this  treaty  shall  take  effect 
as  soon  as  the  laws  required  to  carry  them  into  operation  shall  have  been  passed  by 
the  Imi>erial  Parliattient  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  parlianient  of  Canada,  and  by  the 
legislature  of  Prince  Edwards  Island  on  tlie  one  hand,  and  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  on  the  other. 

And  whereas  by  the  first  section  of  an  act  entitled  '*An  act  to  carry 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  Ix^tween  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  signed  in  tlie  city  of  Washin^on  tBe  8th  day  of  May, 
187 1,  relating  to  the  fisheries,"  it  is  provided — 

That  whenever  the  President  of  tlic  United  States  shall  receive  satisfactory  evi- 
dence that  the  Itni>erial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  the  parliament  of  Canada,  and 
the  legislature  of  Prince  Edwards  Island  have  passed  laws  on  their  part  to  give  full 
effect  to  the  provisions  of  tlie  treaty  between  the  l^nkeVl  States  and  Great  Britain 
signed  at  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  8th  day  of  May,  1H71,  as  contained  in  arti- 
cles eighteenth  to  twent^^-fifth,  inclusive,  and  article  thirtieth  of  said  treaty,  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  his  proclamation  declaring  that  he  lias  such  evidence* 

And  whereas  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  and  Her  Bri- 
tannic Majesty's  envoy  extraordinary^  and  minister  plenipotentiary  at 
Washington  have  recorded  in  a  protocol  a  conference  held  by  them  at 
the  Department  of  State,  in  Washington,  on  the  7th  day  of  June,  1873, 
in  the  following  langtiage: 

Protocol  of  a  Conference:  held  at  Washington  on  thk  tth  Day  of 

June,  r873- 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Article  XXXIIl  of  the  treaty  between  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  ol  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  United  States 
of  Aiqerics  signed  at  Washington  on  the  8th  of  May,  1S71,  as  follows: 

"article  XXXIII. 

'*The  foregoing  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and  Article  XXX  of  this  treaty 
shall  take  effect  as  soon  as  tlie  law'S  required  to  carry  them  into  operation  shall 
have  been  pa.'wed  by  the  Imperial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  by  the  parlianient 
of  Canada,  and  by  the  legislature  of  Prince  Edwards  Island  on  the  one  hand»  and  by 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  on  the  other.  Such  assent  having  been  given,  the

W-hereas  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the' 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  and  approved  on  t!ie  ist  day  of 
March,  1S73,  by  the  President  of  the  Ignited  States,  intitult-d  "An  act  to  carr>'  into

IXHiereas  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  187!,  providing 
for  a  national  celebration  of  the  one  hnndredlh  anniversary  of  the  inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States  by  the  holding  of  an  International  Exhibi- 
tion uf  Arts,  Mannfactnres,  and  Products  of  the  Soil  and  Mine  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  in  the  year  1876,  it  is  provided  as  follows: 

That  whenever  the  President  shall  be  informed  by  the  governor  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  that  provision  has  been  niade  for  the  erection  of  snitable  buildings 
for  the  purpose,  and  for  the  exclusive  control  by  the  comniission  herein  provided  ftir 
of  the  proposed  exhibition,  the  President  shall,  through  the  Deijartnient  of  State, 
make  proclamation  of  the  same^  setlinjir  forth  tbe  time  at  which  the  exhibition  mil 
open  and  the  place  at  which  tt  will  be  held;  and  he  shall  rominnniaite  to  the  diplo- 
matic representatives  of  all  nations  copies  of  tlie  sanie^  togetlier  with  such  regula- 
tions as  may  lie  adopted  by  the  commissioners,  for  publication  in  their  respective 
countries.

The  President  announces  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Sal- 
mon P.  Chase.  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States,  who  closed  a  life  of  long 
public  ser\-ice,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the  7th  instant,  having  filled 
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the  oflSces  of  Senator  of  the  United  States,  governor  of  Ohio,  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  and  crowning  a  long  career  in  the  exalted  position  of 
Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States.  The  President  directs  that  the  pub-

Rule  I, — It  being  essential  to  the  public  welfare  to  maintain  in  the  Executive  th^ 
exercise  of  the  power  of  nomination  and  appointment  vested  by  the  Constitution, 
and  thereby  to  secure  that  measure  of  independence  and  separate  responsibility 
which  is  contemplated  by  that  instrument;  and  it  being  needful,  in  making  such 
nominations  and  appointments,  that  the  appointing  power  should  obtain  and  in  the 
proper  Department  preserve  the  evidence  of  fitness  in  reference  to  which  all  such 
nominations  and  appointments  should  be  made:  Therefore  recommendations  con- 
cerning any  nomination  or  appointment  to  office  or  place  in  the  civil  service  can  not 

*  Addressed  to  the  heads  of  the  Executive  Departments,  etc. 
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be  considered  unless  made  in  writing,  signed  by  the  pexson  making  them,  setting 
forth  the  character  of  the  person  recommended  and  his  q\ialificationi4  for  the  ulBce 
in  reference  to  which  the  recominendiition  is  made;  nor,  when  the  rt'comintfnilation 
is  by  a  person  holding  an  office  or  station  in  or  under  the  (kjvernincnt  of  tlit  L'nitefl 
States,  can  sucli  writttn  recomniendation,  except  when  made  in  response  to  a  v^Titten 
request  by  the  officer  making  the  appointment,  or  in  the  discharge  of  an  official  duty 
h1  by  the  Constitution  or  the  laws,  l>e  considercti  as  entitled  to  any  greater 
L  utight  than  if  made  by  such  person  as  a  private  individual.  But  this  rule  shall  not 
apply  to  recommendations  made  by  officers  as  to  tlieir  own  subordinates, 

A'li/e*,?.— While  it  is  not  tlie  pnr|5ose  of  the  rules  and  regulations  prescribed  for  the 
government  of  the  ci\al  service  either  to  restrict  the  power  of  removal  or  to  extend 
tlie  tenure  of  service,  such  power  will  not  be  exercised  arbitrarily,  and  theriffore 
applications  must  not  Ije  entertained  by  any  authority  having  the  duty  of  nomina- 
tion or  appointment  for  the  removal  of  any  person  in  the  civil  service,  n«>r  will  any 
person  be  removed  for  the  mere  purpose  of  making  a  place  for  any  other  jieraott, 

Rul^  J. — To  prevent  any  misapprehension  in  the  public  mind  in  regard  to  the 
functions  of  the  members  of  tlie  Civil  Service  Commission  and  of  the  niemlx-rs  of 
any  board  of  eitaminers,  it  is  declared  not  to  be  any  part  of  tlie  duty  or  authority 
of  any  such  member  to  act  upon,  take  part  in,  or  in  any  way  entertain  any  reconi- 
tnendation,  appliaition,  or  question  concerning  appointments  or  removals  in  respect 
of  the  civil  service,  othenA-ise  than  in  the  strict  discharge  of  their  respective  chuies 
'  as  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations;  and  for  the  same  pur[x»se  it  is  further 
declared  that  the  functions  of  the  members  of  said  CommLssion  as  to  tlie  matters 
aforesaid  extend  only  to  the  question  of  the  proper  rules  and  regulations  to  be  made 
and  to  supervising  their  application,  and  that  the  functions  of  the  examiners  as  to 
said  matters  extend  only  to  preparing  for,  conducting,  rating,  and  making  reports 
concenjing  examinations  required  to  be  made  under  such  rules  and  regulations. 

RhU  4. — ^The  grouping  heretofore  made  for  the  Executive  Departments  at  Wasli- 
ington  is  hereby  modified  by  striking  out  the  words  *' female  clerks,  copyists,  and 
counters,  at  ffjoo  a  year/*  these  places  being  Ijelow  the  grade  of  clerkships  of  class  i; 
and  all  applicants  for  sudi  positions  shall  lie  exaniincil  in  (  i )  penmanship,  (2)  copy- 
ing, (3)  elements  of  English  gramma r,  chiefly  orthography ,  and  14)  fumlauieutal 
rules  of  arithmetic,  except  tliat  mere  counters  may  be  examinefl  only  in  tlie  fnuda- 
mental  rules  of  arithmetic  and  as  to  their  facility  in  counting  inimey;  and  those 
found  competent  by  such  examination  shall  be  reixjrteil  in  the  order  of  their  excel- 
lence as  eligible  for  apix>intment,  and  selections  may  be  made  by  the  appointing 
power,  at  discretion,  from  the  list  of  those  so  reported,  being  at  liberty  to  give  pref- 
erence to  such  as  may  be  justly  regarded  as  having  the  highest  claims  to  public  coii- 
sideration  by  reason  of  loss  of  supjxjrt  or  of  property  occasioned  1>y  the  deatli  or 
disability  of  any  person  in  tlie  defense  of  the  Union  in  war  or  in  other  public  service 
of  the  Government.  And  in  the  notices  of  the  examination  of  females  to  fill  vacan- 
cies among  tliose  last  mentioned  it  shall  be  stated  as  follows:  '*That  from  among 
all  those  who  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  tile  head  of  the  Department  will 
be  at  ltt>erty  to  select  such  persons  for  the  vacancies  as  may  be  justly  regarded  as 
having  the  highest  chiims  to  public  consideration/' 

Rule  J. — The  notices  to  appear  at  any  examinations  other  than  those  referred  to 
in  the  fourth  nde  of  this  series,  so  far  as  practicable  and  necessary*  to  prevent  mis- 
apprehension^  shall  advise  female  applicants  to  whom  they  may  be  sent  of  any 
limitation  which  the  law  or  the  necessities  of  the  public  service  impose  ufiou  such 
applicants  entering  the  vacancies  for  which  t!ie  examinations  are  to  take  place. 

Rule  6, — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  resyjective  boards  of  examiners,  on  tlie 
written  request  of  heads  of  Departments,  to  hold  examinations  in  anticipation  of 
vacancies,  as  well  as  to  fill  vacancies,  and  to  prepare  lists  showing  the  results  of  com- 
peiitian^  so  that  when  any  such  vacancy  may  happen  there  shall  be  those  thus 
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shown  to  be  eligible  to  uoiiiination  or  appointnictit,froiii  whom  the  proper  selertion  ' 
shall  be  inade  nccordinj^  to  the  pro\nsioiis  of  the  rules  ainl  regulations  relating  to 
competitive  examination;  iuid  examinations  upon  like  rifquest  shall  l>e  held  in  ref* 
eretiee  to  vacancies  to  be  fille<l  imder  the  fourtli  rule  of  this  series. 

Rule  7.— Applicants  for  opjKiiinment  as  cashiers  of  collectors  of  customs. cashiers 
of  assistant  Ireasnrcrs,  cashiers  tif  postmasters,  suiieriutendents  of  ujoucy-order  divi- 
sions in  post-iifliceSj  and  other  custo<lians  of  large  sums  of  public  money  for  vshose 
fidelity  another  officer  has  given  official  bt>uds  may  fje  ap|x>inted  at  discretion;  but 
this  nde  shall  not  apply  to  any  appotntinciit  to  a  position  grouped  below  the  grade 
of  assistant  tclJer. 

Rule  .*?»— In  cases  of  defalcation  or  embezzlement  of  public  money*  or  other  emer- 
gency calling  for  immediate  action,  where  the  public  servnce  woidd  be  materially 
injured  unless  the  vacancy  is  promptly  fdletl  without  resorting  to  the  methocis  of 
selection  and  ap|x>intmeut  prescribed  by  the  rules  ami  regulations,  or  when  a  vacancy 
hapjjens  at  a  place  reniotr  and  difhcull  tjf  access  and  the  niethixls  prescribed  for  fdl- 
iiig  it  can  Ufi^t  be  applied  without  causing  delay  injurious  to  the  pul)liic  ser\'ice,  the 
appfJintment  may  lie  made  at  discretion;  but  this  rule  shall  not  apply  to  any  ]>lace 
which  is  provided  to  lie  filled  under  the  rules  of  comjx*titive  examination. 

Ritit'  g.^Vox  the  puqx^se  of  bringing  the  examinations  for  the  civil  ser^'ice  as 
near  to  the  residences  of  those  desiring  to  be  examined  as  the  appropriation  at  the 
command  of  the  rresident  will  warrant,  and  for  tlie  further  purpose  of  facilitating  as 
far  as  practicable  the  nmking  of  selections  for  such  senice  eqiiablv  from  tlie  several 
portions  of  the  Union,  while  at  the  same  time  ivreserving  the  principle  of  promoting 
merit  as  tested  by  fair  comjietition,  it  is  provided  as  follows: 

( 1 )  l*hat  the  several  States  and  Territories  are  grouped  into  five  divisions,  to  be 
designated  as  civil -service  districts,  the  said  districts  to  be  numbered  consecutively 
from  one  to  five,  as  follows: 

1.  The  first  district  eud>races  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts, 
Vermont,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  and  New  York;  and  the  examinations  therein 
shall  T>e  held  alternately  at  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  cit^-  of  Boston,  hut  first  at 
the  city  of  New  York. 

IL  The  second  district  embraces  the  States  of  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Dela- 
ware, Maryland.  North  Carolina,  Virginia, West  Virginia, ami  the  District  ol  Columbia; 
and  the  examinations  therein  shall  lie  held  at  Washington.  ■ 

III.  The  tlurd  district  embraces  the  States  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Wisccmsin,! 
and  Kentucky;  and  the  examinations  therein  shall  be  held  alternately  at  Cincin- 
nati and  Detroit,  but  first  at  Cincinnati. 

IV.  The  fourth  district  embraces  the  States  of  Illinois,  Missouri,  Minnesota^  Iowa, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  Nevada,  California,  and  (Oregon,  and  also  all  the  Territories  except 
New  Mexico  and  the  District  of  Columbia;  and  tlie  examinations  tlierein  shall  be 
held  at  St.  Louis.  J 

V.  The  fifth  district  embraces  the  States  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Ala-" 
bama,  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Tennessee,  together  with  the 
Territory  of  New  Mexico;  and  the  examinations  therein  shall  Ix?  held  alternately  at 
the  city  of  Savannah  ami  the  city  of  Memphis,  but  Urst  at  the  city  of  Savannah. 

(2)  That  in  each  of  said  districts  examinations  for  admission  to  tlie  civil  service 
at  Washington  shall  be  conducted  as  hereinafter  providc<l;  and  those  whose  residence 
is  within  any  such  district  at  the  time  of  filing  the  application  for  examination  shall 
t>e  regarde^l  as  !>clonging  to  such  district  in  reference  Imth  to  competition  and  to 
apjx)intments;  and  each  district  shall  lie  treated  as  a  sphere  of  competition,  and  those 
so  residing  therein,  wherever  examined,  shall  l>e  regarded  as  coni|>etiug  onl^*  w*ith 
each  other;  but  a  person  residing  in  any  district  may  be  allowed  or  notified  to  be 
examined  in  any  other  district. 

(^)  All  applicatious  for  examiuatiou  for  service  at  Washin^on  must  be  addre&se<i 
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to  the  head  of  Ihe  Department  at  that  city  which  the  applicant  desires  to  enter,  and 
Ik-  in  conforitiily  tt>  the  previous  rules  and  regnlatiofis  so  far  as  the  same  are  not 
miKlitied  by  lliis  series;  and  every  such  apphration  muht  t>e  ilated,  must  give  tlie 
town  or  municipality  as  well  as  the  State  or  Territory  where  the  ajiplicant  has  his 
legal  residence,  and  also  his  i>ost-Qdlce  address. 

(4)  Each  of  the  heads  of  Departments  will  cause  to  he  kept  in  i>Lrmauent  frtnn 
a  register  of  all  such  applicants  for  hLs  Flepartnient,  to  be  called  a  '*Re|irisier  of 
applicants,*'  and  will  cause  siLich  applications  to  l>e  preserved  on  file  for  convenient 
reference. 

(5 )  The  provisions  of  the  foniier  rules  and  regulations  in  reference  to  the  examin- 
itig  boards  in  the  DepartnienLs  and  in  the  other  local  offices  in  t!ie  various  cities,  so 
far  as  consistent  herewith,  are  continuc^fl  until  otherwise  ordered, 

(6)  The  President  will  employ  ordesij^uate  a  suitable  person  trj  be  chief  examiner, 
whose  duty  it  will  Ix?,  subject  to  the  suiiervision  of  the  Civil  Service  Cunmiisston,to 
promote  unifonnity  in  preparing  for,  conducting,  reporting,  and  grading  the  exami- 
nations  by  said  boards  at  Washington,  and  to  prepare  for,  attend,  supervise^  ami 
report  the  examinations  herein  provided  to  be  held  elsewhere  tlian  at  Washington, 

(7)  The  several  heads  of  Departments  must  also  cause  to  be  made  in  permanLiit 
form  and  to  be  preserved  a  "Record  of  jxrsous  eligible  for  apjxiintmeiit,"  arran- 
ging under  separate  headings  those  resident  in  each  separate  district,  wherein  shall 
Ije  entered  the  names  of  the  jiersous  who  have  been  examined  within  twelve  months 
now  last  past,  and  who  are  still  eligdde  to  nomination  or  iip|Kjintnient;  and  to  such 
record  must  from  time  to  time  be  added  the  names  of  those  persons  w^ho  shall  here- 
after pass  an  examination  which  shall  show  tliem  to  be  so  eligible  for  nomination  or 
appointment.  And  such  "Record  of  persons  eligible  for  appointment"  shall  be  so 
kept  and  the  names  therein  be  so  classiflefl  that  all  those  whose  residences  appearing 
a<i  aforvsaid  to  Ije  in  the  same  districts  shall  Ix.*  tabulated  together,  so  as  to  show 
their  relative  excellence  in  each  said  district,  except  thai  Ihc  names  of  all  those 
examined  under  the  fourth  rule  of  this  series  shall  Ix;  separately  entered  np:»n  the 
"Record  of  persons  eligible  for  apimntment**  for  each  Department,  so  as  to  show 
where  tliey  reside. 

(S)  That  the  officer  ha\4ng  the  p>wcr  of  making  nominatiim  or  appointment  may 
resort  for  tliat  piu-pose  to  those  so  entered  in  the  "Record  «^f  |x*rsons  eligible  for 
appointment*'  as  residing  in  eidier  of  said  ci\dbsenice  districts;  but  (except  in 
respect  of  those  examined  under  siiid  rule  4)  the  method  of  comi>etition  herelo- 
fore  provided  must  be  reganled  as  applying  among  those  so  registered  as  residing 
in  any  such  district^  and  as  requiring  the  noniination  and  apjxtiutinent  to  be  made 
from  sonje  one  of  the  three  persons  grade*!  as  tlie  highest  on  some  one  of  said  five 
fie\*eral  arrangements  of  jx'rsons  so  eligible. 

(9)  At  a  reasonable  lime  before  any  examination  is  to  take  place  each  bead  of 
Department  will  furnish  the  chief  examiner  with  a  list  of  those  to  Ixi  exanuned,  and 
ten  days  before  any  examination  is  to  take  place  in  any  said  district,  elsewhere  than 
at  Washington  J  notice  shall  be  sent  by  mail  by  such  chief  exaunner  to  all  such  ap]di- 
cants  residing  or  allowed  to  be  examined  in  such  district,  stating  the  time  and  place 
of  such  examination  and  the  other  matters  of  which  tlie  rules  and  regulations  require 
notice  to  l»e  given. 

(10)  For  the  purpose  of  the  examinations  last  mentioned  the  said  chief  examiner 
shall  receive  from  the  several  heads  of  l>epartraents  at  Washington  and  from  the 
head  of  any  local  oflice  which  may  request  to  liave  any  examinations  made  of  per- 
sons for  said  offices  the  names  of  those  who  arc  to  be  examined  at  any  place  outside 
of  Washington,  and  shall  make  a  list  of  the  same,  showing  the  date  of  the  filing  of 
each  application,  which  he  shall  produce  at  the  place  of  examination;  and  the  ex- 
amination shall  be  held  of  all  those  on  such  list  who  shall  duly  appear  and  submit 
thereto,  provided  the  uumlx:r  be  not  so  great,  in  the  opinion  of  the  examining  board, 
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as  to  render  the  examination  of  the  whole  impracticable,  in  which  event  only  a  rea- 
sonable numl>cr,  lo  be  selected  in  the  order  of  the  date  of  the  filing  of  their  appli- 
cations, neeij  l>e  examined, 

(  r  I )  For  each  place  outside  of  Washington  where  such  examination  32  to  be  held 
the  President  vdW  desijL.'^nate  jXTSons,  to  l>e,  when  practicable,  suitable  officers  of  the 
United  States,  who,  together  with  such  chief  examiner,  or  some  substituted  depart- 
mental examiner  from  Washini^^tou  to  lie  sent  in  his  place  when  such  chief  examiner 
can  not  attend,  shall  constitute  the  board  for  such  examination-  and  by  said  persons, 
or  a  majority  thereof,  of  whom  such  diief  examiner  or  said  substitute  shall  be  one, 
such  examinations  shall  be  held  and  certified  in  a  uniform  manner;  an<l  tlie  time 
occupied  by  each  fjerson  examined  shall  t>e  noted  on  the  examination  pup>en%.  The 
questions  to  lie  jjuL  to  tliose  examined  as  applicants  tlirough  the  ret|iiest  of  either 
head  of  Department  or  head  of  local  office  shall  be  such  as  may  be  provided  and  as 
njif^ht  f>e  put  if  all  siich  examinations  were, or  were  to  be,  conducted  under  the  rules 
ancl  regulations  by  the  examining  Ix^ards  of  any  such  Department  in  Washington  or 
by  any  such  local  l>oanl. 

(12)  The  chief  examiner  or  his  substitute  shall  make  reports  to  each  Department 
and  local  ofRce  sejiarately  in  respect  of  all  such  persons  as  either  said  heaii  of  De- 
jjarLment  or  of  a  local  office  requested  to  be  examined,  and  said  reports^respectively, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  examination  papers  of  tliose  so  separately  reported;  and 
the  Ixmrd  of  examiners  in  each  Department  or  local  office  shall  make  up  ancl  stiite  the 
excellence  of  each  person  so  reported  as  examined,  and  such  excellence,  being  not 
Ijelow  the  minimum  grade  of  70  per  cent*  shall  be  duly  entered  in  the  **  Record  of 
persons  eligible  for  appointment*'  in  the  proper  district  or  local  office. 

(13)  The  district  examinations  herein  provided  for  shall  be  held  not  more  than 
twice  in  any  one  year  in  the  same  district,  except  in  Washington,  where  an  exami- 
nation may  be  held  in  respect  of  each  Department  as  frequently  as  tlie  head  of  such 
Department^  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President,  may  direct;  and  all  persons  so 
examined  in  Washington,  wherever  they  may  reside,  shall  l>e  eutcrcfl  on  the  '*  Record 
of  persons  eligible  for  appointment**  equally  as  if  examined  elsewhere. 

(14)  Whenever  the  entr\-  of  the  name  of  any  person  has  been  on  the  '*  Record  of 
f^ersons  eligible  for  appointment"  during  eighteen  consecutive  months,  such  entry 
shall  be  marked  ''Time  expired,*'  and  such  name  shall  not  again  lie  placed  tliereon 
except  as  the  result  of  another  examination, 

(15)  Persons  who  may  be  required  to  be  examineil  for  any  custom-house^  post- 
office,  or  other  local  office  or  place  of  service  other  than  Washington  may  be  notified 
by  the  head  of  such  office  to  appear  and  l>e  examined  at  any  examination  proNided 
for  under  this  rule;  and  the  result  of  such  examination  shall  be  reported  by  the 
chief  examiner  or  his  substitute  to  the  proper  examining  TKiard  for  such  office  or 
place,  or  to  the  head  of  tlie  local  office;  and  such  Iroard  shall  enter  the  name,  with 
the  proper  indication  of  the  grade  of  excellence,  among  those  who  are  to  compete  at 
any  such  place  or  office^  and  from  whom  selection,  on  the  basis  of  competition,  shall 
be  made. 

( 16)  But  where  the  result  of  any  examination  aforesaid  shall  show  the  excellence 
of  any  such  applicant  to  l>e  fjelow  the  minimum  grade  of  70  per  cent  { on  the  basis  of 
100  as  perfect),  the  only  entr}-  thereof  to  l>e  made  in  registers  of  the  Department  or 
of  local  office  shall  be  of  the  words  *'Not  eligible/-  which  shall  be  written  against 
the  name  of  such  person  in  the  register  of  applicants;  and  such  applicant  shall  not 
be  again  examined  for  any  Department  or  office  ^^4thin  six  months  of  the  date  of  the 
former  examination, 

(17)  The  provisions  of  this  rule  do  not  apply  to  examinations  for  promotion,  nor 
do  they  apply  to  the  State  Department,  in  which  examinations  will  fx?  conducted 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Executive  order  of  March  14,  1H73. 

'  18^  Subject  to  \hK  other  provisions  of  this  rule,  the  times  of  holding  the  exami' 
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nations  lierein  provided  for  in  the  first,  tliird,  fourtli,  and  fifth  districts,  respectively, 
shiiU  Ix.'  futed  liy  tlie  chief  cxainiiiLr  after  coiisidtatioii  \\\X\i  the  heads  of  DepiirL- 
laents  at  Washhjgtoii.  One  exiimi nation ^  however,  shall  be  held  in  each  of  the  hist- 
mciitionefl  districts  prior  to  the  istday  of  Novend>er  next,  and  the  chief  examiner 
shiili  on  or  iMffore  that  date  make  a  report  in  wTititi^  to  the  Civil  Service  Cotiiiiiis- 
sion»  setting  forth  j^enerally  the  facts  in  regard  to  the  examinations  referred  to  in 
this  rule  and  appropriate  suggestions  for  increasing  their  usefulness. 

Kule  lo. — So  many  of  the  persons  employed  by  the  President  under  the  ninth 
section  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1871,3s  are  referred  to  in  the  upinion  of  the  Attorney- 
General  of  the  date  of  August  31,  1S71,  untler  the  name  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
'  «ion»  and  are  still  in  such  employment,  together  with  the  successt^rs  uf  those  ulm 
have  resigned,  and  their  successors,  shall  hereafter  be  regarded  as  composing  and 
shall  tie  designated  as  "The  Civil  Service  Commission;"  and  tlie  use  of  the  designa- 
tion ** Advisory  Board/*  as  referring  to  such  persons,  will  be  hereafter  discontinued.

FIFTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Executive  Mansion,  December  /,  iSyj, 
Ta  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

The  year  that  has  passed  since  the  submission  of  my  last  message  to 
Congress  has,  especially  during  the  latter  part  of  it,  been  an  eventful  one 
to  the  countr}\  In  the  midst  of  great  national  prosperity  a  financial 
crisis  has  occurred  that  has  brought  low  fortunes  of  gigantic  propor- 
tions; political  partisanship  has  ahnost  ceased  to  exist,  especially  in  the 
agrictdtural  regions;  and,  finally,  the  capture  upon  the  high  seas  of  a 
vessel  bearing  otir  flag  has  for  a  time  threatened  the  most  serious  con- 
sequences, and  has  agitated  the  public  mhul  from  one  end  of  the  coitntr>'^ 
to  the  other.  Btit  this,  happily »  now  is  iu  the  course  of  satisfactory' 
adjustment,  honorable  to  both  nations  concerned. 
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The  relaUoiiA  of  the  United  States,  however,  %vith  most  of  the  other 
|X)wers  continue  to  lie  friendly  and  cordiaL  With  France,  Germany. 
Russia,  Italy,  and  the  minor  European  powers;  with  Brazil  and  most  of 
the  South  American  Republics,  and  with  Japan,  notliiug  has  occurred 
during  the  year  to  demand  special  notice.  The  correspondence  between 
the  Department  of  State  and  various  diplomatic  representatives  in  or  from 
those  coitntries  is  transmitted  herewith. 

In  executing  the  will  of  Congress,  as  expressed  in  its  joint  resolution 
of  the  14th  of  February  last^  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
resolutiim.a  number  of  "practical  artisans/'  of  *' scientific  men,"  and  tif 
"honorary  commissioners"  were  authorized  to  attend  the  exposition  at 
Vienna  as  commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  United  States.  It  is  believed 
that  we  have  obtained  the  object  which  Con^^ress  had  in  \  iew  when  it 
passed  the  joint  resolution — "  in  order  to  enal>le  the  pe<3ple  of  the  United 
States  to  participate  in  the  advantages  of  tlie  International  Exhibition  of 
the  Products  of  Agriculture,  Mamifactures,  and  the  Fine  Arts  to  Ik*  held 
at  Vienna,"  I  take  pleasure  in  adding  that  the  American  exhibitors 
have  received  a  gratifying  number  of  diplomas  and  of  medals.  mtL 

During  the  exposition  a  conference  was  held  at  Vienna  for  the  pur-  * 
pose  of  ccjusnltation  on  the  systems  prevailing  in  different  countries  for 
the  protection  of  inventions.  I  authorized  a  representative  from  the 
Patent  Office  to  be  present  at  Vienna  at  the  time  when  this  conference 
was  to  take  place,  in  order  to  aid  as  far  as  he  might  in  securing  any 
pos.sible  additional  protection  to  American  inventors  in  Europe.  The 
report  of  this  agent  will  be  laid  l>efore  Congress. 

It  is  my  j>lcasant  dnt}'  to  announce  to  Congress  that  the  Emperor  of 
China,  on  attaining  liis  majority,  received  the  diplomatic  representatives 
of  the  Western  powers  in  ijcrson.  An  account  of  these  ceremonies  and  of 
the  interesting  discussions  which  preceded  them  will  l>e  found  in  the 
dixruments  transmitted  herewith.  The  accompanying  papers  show  that 
Mime  advance,  although  slight,  has  Ix^en  made  during  the  past  year 
toward  the  suppression  of  the  infamous  Chinese  cooly  trade.  I  recom- 
mend Congress  to  inquire  whether  additional  legislation  Ije  not  needed 
on  this  subject. 

The  money  awarded  to  the  United  States  by  the  tribunal  of  arbitra- 
tion at  Geneva  was  paid  by  Her  Majesty's  Goveniment  a  few  days  in 
advance  of  the  time  when  it  would  have  become  payable  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  treaty.  In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  March  3,  1873,  it  was  at  once  paid  into  the  Treasur)^  and  used  to 
redeem,  so  far  a^  it  might,  the  public  debt  of  the  United  States;  and  the 
amount  so  redeemed  was  invested  in  a  5  per  cent  registered  bond  of 
the  United  States  for  $15,500,000,  which  is  now  held  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  subject  to  the  future  disfx>sition  of  Congress. 

I  renew  my  recommendation,  made  at  the  opening  of  the  last  session 
of  Congress,  that  a  commission  Ije  created  for  the  purpose  of  auditing  and 
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determining  the  amounts  of  the  several  ''direct  losses  growing  out  of  the 
destnictiou  of  vessels  and  their  cargoes"  by  the  Alabama,  \.\\it Florida, %yx 
the  Shettandoak  after  leaving  Mell>ourne,  for  which  the  sufferers  have 
received  no  equivalent  or  compensation,  and  of  ascertaining  the  names  of 
the  persons  entitled  to  receive  compensation  for  the  same,  nmking  the 
computations  upon  the  liasis  indicated  b}^  the  tribunal  of  arbitration  at 
Geneva;  and  that  paymeut  of  such  losses  l»e  authorized  to  an  extent  not 
to  exceed  the  awards  of  the  tribunal  at  Geneva. 

By  an  act  approved  on  the  14th  day  of  Februar}*  last  Congress  made 
provision  for  completing,  jointly  with  an  officer  or  commissioner  to  Ije 
named  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  the  detennination  of  so  much  of  the 
boundar\*  line  between  the  territory  of  the  United  States  and  the  pos- 
sessions of  Great  Britain  as  was  left  uncompleted  by  the  connnissioners 
appf>inted  under  the  act  of  Congress  of  August  i  r,  1S56.  Under  the  pro- 
\nsions  of  this  act  the  northwest  water  boundary  of  the  United  States 
has  lieen  determiiied  and  marked  in  accordance  with  the  award  of  the 
EmiK*ror  of  Germany.  A  protocol  and  a  copy  of  the  map  upon  which 
the  line  was  thus  marked  are  contained  in  the  pajKfrs  submitted  herewith. 

I  also  transmit  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  commissioner  for  marking 
the  northern  boundary  between  the  United  States  and  the  British  posses- 
sions west  of  the  Lake  of  the  W(X>ds,  of  the  operations  of  the  commissi oti 
during  the  past  season.  Surveys  have  been  made  to  a  point  497  miles 
west  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  leaving  about  350  miles  to  t>e  surve>'ed, 
the  field  work  of  which  can  be  completed  during  the  next  season. 

The  mixed  commission  organized  tmder  tlie  provisions  of  the  treaty  of 
Washington  for  settling  and  determining  the  claims  of  citizens  of  either 
power  against  the  other  arising  out  of  acts  conunitted  against  their  per- 
sons or  property  duruig  the  period  Ixftween  April  15,  iS6i»and  April  9, 
iiS65»  made  its  final  award  on  the  25tli  day  of  SeptemK'r  last.  It  was 
awarded  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  should  pay  to  the 
Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  within  twelve  tnoiiths  from  the 
date  of  the  awards  the  sum  of  $1,929,819  in  gold.  The  commission 
disallowed  or  dismissed  all  other  claims  of  British  subjects  against  the 
United  States.  The  amount  of  the  claims  presented  by  the  British 
Govenunentt  but  disallowed  or  dismissed,  is  understood  to  l^e  about 
$93»coo,ooo.  It  also  disallowed  all  the  claims  of  citizens  of  the  Unitetl 
States  against  Great  Britain  whicli  were  referretl  to  it. 

I  recommend  the  early  passage  of  an  act  appropriating  the  amount 
necessary'  to  pay  this  award  against  the  United  States. 

I  have  caused  to  l>e  connnunicated  to  the  Government  of  the  King  of 
Italy  the  thanks  of  this  Government  for  the  eminent'  ser\'ices  rendered 
by  Count  Corti  as  tlie  third  commissioner  on  this  commission.  With 
dignity,  learning,  and  imi>artiality  he  discharged  duties  requiring  great 
Ial)or  and  constant  patience,  to  the  satisfaction,  I  I  relieve,  of  both  Gov- 
ernments.    I  recommend  legislation  to  create  a  special  court,  to  consist 
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of  three  judges,  who  shall  be  empowered  to  hear  and  determine  all 
claims  of  aliens  upon  the  United  States  arising  out  of  acts  committed 
against  their  persi>ns  or  property  during  the  insurrection.  The  recent 
reference  under  the  treaty  of  Washington  was  confined  to  claims  of 
British  suhjects  arising  during  the  period  named  in  the  treaty;  but  it  is 
understood  that  there  are  other  British  claims  of  a  similar  nature,  arising 
after  the  9th  of  April,  1865,  and  it  is  known  that  other  claims  of  a  hke 
nature  are  advanced  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  other  powers.  It  is 
desirable  to  have  these  claims  also  examined  and  disposed  of. 

Official  information  being  received  from  the  Dutch  Government  of  a 
state  of  war  between  the  King  of  the  Netherlands  and  the  Sultan  of 
Acheen,  the  officers  of  the  United  States  who  wertf  nt^ar  the  seat  of  tlie 
war  were  instructed  to  obser\*e  an  impartial  neutrality.  It  is  believed 
that  they  have  done  so. 

The  joint  commission  under  the  convention  with  Mexico  of  1868, 
having  again  l>een  legally  prolonged,  has  resumed  its  business,  w^hich, 
it  is  boiled,  may  be  brought  to  an  early  conclusion.  The  distinguished 
representative  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  at  Washington  has  kindly  con- 
sented, with  the  approval  of  his  Government,  to  assume  the  arduous  and 
responsible  duties  of  timpire  in  this  commission,  and  to  lend  the  weight 
of  his  character  and  name  to  such  decisions  as  may  not  receive  the  acqui- 
escence of  lioth  the  arbitrators  appointed  by  the  respective  Governments. 

The  commissioners  appointed  pursuant  to  the  atithority  of  Congress 
to  examine  into  the  nature  and  extent  of  tbe  forays  by  trespassers  from 
that  country  upon  the  herds  of  Texas  have  made  a  report,  W'bich  will  be 
submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  Venezuelan  Government  has  l>een  apprised  of  the  sense  of  Con- 
gress in  regard  to  the  awards  of  the  joint  conamission  under  the  conven- 
tion of  25th  April,  1866,  as  expressed  in  the  act  of  the  25th  of  Februar>' 
last. 

It  is  apprehended  that  that  Government  does  not  realize  the  character 
of  its  obligations  under  that  convention.  As  there  is  reason  to  Ijelieve, 
however,  that  its  hesitancy  in  recognizing  them  springs,  in  jrirt  at  least, 
from  real  difficulty  in  discbarging  them  in  connection  with  its  obligations 
to  other  governments,  the  expediency  of  further  forbearance  on  our  part 
is  Ijclieved  to  be  w^orthy  of  your  consideration. 

The  Ottoman  Government  and  that  of  Egj^pt  have  latterly  shown  a 
disposition  to  relieve  foreign  consuls  of  the  judicial  powers  which  here- 
tofore they  have  exercised  in  the  Turkish  dominions,  hy  organizing 
other  tribunals.  As  Congress,  however,  has  by  law  provided  for  the 
discharge  of  judicial  functions  by  consuls  of  the  United  States  in  that 
quarter  under  the  treaty  of  1S30,  I  have  not  felt  at  liberty  foruially  to 
accept  the  proposed  change  without  the  assent  of  Congress,  w^hose  deci- 
sion upon  the  subject  at  as  early  a  period  as  may  be  convenient  is  ear- 
nestly requested. 
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I  transmit  herewith,  for  tlie  consideration  and  determination  of  Con- 
gress, an  application  of  the  Republic  of  Santo  Domingo  to  this  Goveni- 
ment  to  exercise  a  protectorate  over  that  Republic. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  Cong^ress  the  following  treaties  with  forei^i 
powers  have  been  proclaimed:  A  naturalization  con%^ention  with  Den- 
mark; a  convention  with  Mexico  for  renewing  the  Claims  Commission; 
a  convention  of  friendship,  commerce,  and  extradition  with  the  Orange 
Free  State,  and  a  naturalization  convention  with  Ecuador. 

I  renew  tlie  reconuueudation  nia<le  in  my  message  of  December,  1870, 
that  Congress  authorize  the  Postmaster-General  to  issue  all  commissions 
to  officials  appointed  through  his  Department. 

I  invite  the  earnest  attention  of  Congress  to  the  existing  laws  of  the 
Unitetl  States  respecting  expatriation  and  the  election  of  nationality  by 
individuals,  Manj^  citizens  of  the  United  States  reside  permanently 
abroad  with  their  families.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  a]>proved 
February  10.  1S55,  the  children  of  such  persons  are  to  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  but  the  rights  of  citizenship 
are  not  to  descend  to  persons  whose  fathers  never  resided  in  the  United 
States. 

It  thus  happens  that  persons  who  have  never  resided  within  the 
United  States  have  l>een  enal>led  to  put  forward  a  pretension  In  the  pro- 
tection of  the  United  States  against  the  claim  to  military  service  of  the 

vemraent  under  whose  protection  they  were  born  and  ha\'e  been 
reared.  In  some  cases  even  naturalized  citizens  of  the  United  States 
have  returned  to  the  land  of  their  birth,  with  intent  to  remain  there, 
and  their  children,  the  issue  of  a  marriage  contracted  there  after  their 
return,  and  who  have  never  been  in  the  United  States,  have  laid  claim  to 
our  protection  when  the  lapse  of  many  years  had  imjKised  upon  them 
the  duty  of  militar>^  service  to  the  only  govennnent  which  had  ever 
known  them  personally^ 

Until  the  year  1868  it  was  left,  embarrassed  by  conflicting  opinions  of 
courts  and  of  jurists,  to  determine  how  far  the  doctrine  of  perpetual 
allegiance  derived  from  our  former  colonial  relations  with  Great  Britain 
was  applicable  to  American  citizens.  Congress  then  wisely  swept  these 
doubts  away  by  enacting  that — 

Any  declaration,  inslniction,  opinion,  order,  or  decision  of  any  officer  of  this  Gov- 
ernment which  denies,  restricts,  impairs,  or  questions  the  right  of  expatriation  is 
inconsistent  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  this  Government, 

But  Congress  did  not  indicate  in  that  statute,  nor  has  it  since  done 
so,  what  acts  are  to  be  deemed  to  w^ork  expatriatiou.  For  my  own  guid- 
ance in  determining  such  questions  I  required  (under  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution )  the  opinion  in  writing  of  the  principal  officer  in  each 
of  the  Executive  Departments  upon  certain  questions  relating  to  this 

£,    The  result  satisfies  me  that  further  legrislation  has  become  nee- 
I  therefore  commend  the  subject  to  the  careful  consideration  of 
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Congress,  and  I  transmit  herewith  copies  of  tlie  several  opinioiis  of  the 
principal  officers  of  the  Executive  Dei^rtments,  together  with  other  cor- 
respotulence  and  pertinent  information  on  the  same  subject. 

The  United  States,  who  led  the  way  in  the  overthrow  of  the  feudal 
doctrine  of  perpetual  allegiance,  are  among  the  last  to  indicate  how  tlieir 
fnvn  citizens  may  elect  another  nationality.  The  papers  submitted  liere- 
with  indicate  wdiat  is  necessary'  to  place  us  on  a  par  with  other  leading 
nations  in  lil>erality  of  legislation  on  this  international  question.  We 
have  already  in  our  treaties  assented  to  the  principles  which  would  need 
to  lie  embodied  in  laws  intended  to  accomplish  such  results.  We  have 
agreed  that  citizens  of  the  United  States  may  cease  to  be  citizens  and 
may  voluntarily  render  allegiance  to  other  powers.  We  have  agreed 
that  residence  in  a  foreign  land  'vithout  intent  to  retiini,  shall  of  itself 
work  expatriation.  We  have  agreed  in  some  instances  upon  the  length 
of  time  necessary  for  such  continued  residence  to  work  a  presumption  of 
such  intent,  I  invite  Congress  iio\v  to  mark  out  and  define  when  and 
how  expatriation  can  be  accomplished;  to  regulate  by  la%v  the  conditioti 
of  American  w^nnien  Tuarrying  foreigners;  to  fix  the  status  of  children 
bom  in  a  foreign  country  of  American  parents  resichng  more  or  less  per- 
manently abroad,  and  to  make  rules  for  detenninitig  sucli  other  kindred 
pioints  as  may  seem  best  to  Congress,  Jjd 

l!i  compliance  with  the  request  of  Congress,  I  transmitteil  to  the  Anier-^B 
ican  minister  at  Mailrid,  with  instructions  to  present  it  to  the  Spanish 
Govenuiient,  the  joint  resolution  approved  on  the  3d  of  March  last,  ten- 
dering to  the  people  of  Spain,  in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  the 
American  people,  the  congratulations  of  Congress  upon  the  efforts  to 
consolidate  in  Spain  the  principles  of  universal  lifjerty  in  a  republican 
form  of  govenmient. 

The  existence  of  this  new  Republic  was  inaugurated  by  striking  the 
fetters  from  the  slaves  in  Porto  Rico.  This  bcijeficent  measure  w^as  fol- 
lowed by  the  release  of  several  thousand  persons  illegally  held  as  slaves 
in  Cuba,  Next,  the  Captain- General  of  that  colony  was  deprived  of  the 
power  to  set  aside  the  orders  of  his  superiors  at  Madrid,  which  had  jx^r- 
taiued  to  the  office  since  1825.  The  sequestered  estates  of  American 
citizens,  which  had  been  the  cause  of  long  and  fniitless  correspondence, 
w^ere  ordered  to  lie  restored  to  their  owners.  All  these  liberal  steps  w^ere 
taken  in  the  face  of  a  violent  opposition  directed  by  the  reactionary  slave- 
holders of  Havana,  who  are  \ainly  striving  to  stay  the  march  of  ideas 
w^hich  has  terminated  slavery  in  Christendom,  Cuba  only  excepted.  Un-p^H 
hapi>ily,  ho^vever,  this  baneful  influence  has  thus  far  succeeded  in  defeat-^^^ 
ing  the  efforts  of  all  liberal-minded  men  in  Spain  to  abolish  slaverj^  in 
Cuba,  and  in  preventing  the  promised  reform  in  that  island.  The  strug- 
gle for  political  supremacy  continues  there. 

The  proslaver\*  and  aristocratic  party  in  Cuba  is  gradually  arraiguiug 
itself  in  more  and  more  open  hostiHty  and  defiance  of  the  home  govern- 
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inent,  while  it  still  maiiitaius  a  political  connection  with  the  Republic 
in  the  peninsula;  and  alUiougli  usurping  and  defying  the  authority  of 
the  home  governmeiit  whenever  such  usurpation  or  defiance  tends  iti  the 
direction  of  oppression  or  of  the  maintenance  of  abuses,  it  is  still  a  power 
in  Madrid,  aud  is  recognized  by  the  Go%^ernnient.  Thus  an  element  more 
dangerous  to  continued  colonial  relations  1)etween  Cuba  and  Spain  than 
that  which  inspired  tlie  insuiTection  at  Yara — an  element  op|K)sed  to 
granting  any  relief  from  misrule  and  abuse,  with  no  aspirations  after 
freedom »  cfjmmanding  no  sympathies  in  generous  Ijreasts,  aiming  to  rivet 
still  stronger  the  shackles  of  slaver}'  and  oppression — has  seized  many 
of  the  emblems  of  power  in  Cuba,  and,  under  professions  of  loyalty  to  the 
mother  countiy,  is  exhausting  the  resources  of  the  island,  and  is  doing 
acts  which  are  at  variance  with  those  principles  of  justice,  of  lil>eralily, 
and  of  right  which  give  nobility  of  cliaracter  to  a  republic.  In  the 
interests  of  hnnianity,  of  civilizatioti,  and  of  progress,  it  is  to  be  Iioped 
that  this  e\nl  inlluence  may  be  so<3n  averte<l. 

The  steamer  Vir^finius  was  on  the  26th  day  of  Septemter,  1870,  duly 
registered  at  the  ixjrt  of  New  York  as  a  part  of  the  commercial  marine 
of  the  United  States.  On  the  4th  of  Octolier,  1870*  having  received  the 
certificnte  of  her  register  in  the  usual  legal  form,  she  sailed  from  the  jiort 
of  New  York  and  has  not  since  Ijeen  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  vStates.  On  tlie  31st  day  of  October  last,  wlule  saiHng  under 
the  flag  of  the  United  States  on  the  liigli  seas,  she  was  forcibly  seized 
by  the  Spanish  gunboat  Tontado,  aud  was  carried  into  the  jxirt  of  San- 
tiago de  Cuba,  where  fifty-three  of  her  passengers  and  crew  were  inhn- 
manly,  and,  so  far  at  least  as  relates  to  those  who  were  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  without  due  pnxiess  of  law,  put  to  death. 

It  is  a  welbestablished  principle,  asserted  by  the  United  States  from  the 
beginning  of  their  national  independence,  recognized  by  Great  liritain  and 
other  maritime  |xnvers,  aud  stated  by  the  Senate  in  a  resolution  passed 
unanimously  on  the  T6th  of  June,  1858,  that — 

American  vessels  on  the  high  seas  in  time  of  peace,  hearing  the  Ainerican  flag, 
remain  under  the  jurisiiictlf  ni  of  the  t^oinitry  tn  \vhich  they  belong,  anri  therefore  any 
visitation,  tnolestatioii,  or  cletentii-ii  of  sucli  vestvcl  hy  force,  or  by  the  exhihitiun  nf 
force,  on  the  part  of  a  foreign  power  is  in  deroy^atioii  of  the  sovereignty  of  the  United 
SUtcs, 

In  accordance  with  this  principle,  the  restoration  of  the  Virginiits  and 
the  surrender  of  the  stmivors  of  her  passengers  and  crew,  and  a  dtie  repa- 
ratiou  to  the  flag^  and  the  punishment  of  the  authorities  who  had  been 
guilty  of  the  illegal  acts  of  violt^nce,  were  demanded.  The  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment has  recognized  the  justice  of  the  demand,  and  has  arranged  for 
the  immediate  delivery  of  the  vessel,  and  for  the  surrender  of  the  surviv- 
ors  of  the  passengers  and  crew,  and  for  a  saltite  to  the  flag,  attd  for  pro- 
ceedings looking  to  the  punishment  of  those  who  may  he  proved  to  have 
been  guilty  of  illegal  acts  of  \nolence  toward  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
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and  also  toward  indemnifying  those  who  may  be  shown  to  be  entitled  lo 
iiuleiiinity.  A  copy  of  a  protocol  of  a  conference  between  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  the  Spanish  minister,  in  which  the  terms  of  this  arrangement 
were  agreed  to,  is  transmitted  herewith. 

The  correspondence  on  this  subject  with  the  legation  of  the  United 
States  in  Madrid  was  conducted  in  cipher  and  by  cable,  and  needs  the 
verification  of  the  actual  text  of  the  correspondence.  It  has  seemed  to 
me  to  l^e  due  to  the  importance  of  the  case  not  to  submit  this  correspond- 
ence until  the  accurate  text  can  be  received  by  mail.  It  is  expected 
shortly,  and  will  be  submitted  when  received. 

In  taking  leave  of  this  subject  for  the  present  I  wish  to  renew  the 
expression  of  my  conviction  that  the  existence  of  African  slavery  in  Cuba 
is  a  principal  cause  of  the  lamentable  condition  of  the  island.  I  do  not 
doubt  that  Congress  shares  with  me  the  hope  that  it  will  soon  be  made 
to  disappear,  and  that  peace  and  prosperity  may  follow  its  abolition. 

The  embargoing  of  American  estates  in  Cuba,  cruelty  to  American 
citizens  detected  in  no  act  of  hostility  to  the  Spanish  Government,  the 
murdering  of  prisoners  taken  with  arms  in  their  hands,  and,  finally, 
the  capture  upon  the  high  seas  of  a  vessel  sailing  under  the  United 
States  flag  and  bearing  a  United  States  registry  have  culminated  in  an 
outburst  of  indignation  that  has  seemed  for  a  time  to  threaten  war. 
Pending  negotiations  between  the  United  States  and  the  Government 
of  Spain  on  the  subject  of  this  capture,  I  have  authorized  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  to  put  our  Navy  on  a  war  footing,  to  the  extent,  at  least,  of  the 
entire  annual  appropriation  for  that  branch  of  the  service,  trusting  to 
Congress  and  the  public  opinion  of  the  American  people  to  justify  my 
action. 

Assuming  from  the  action  of  the  last  Congress  in  appointing  a  Com- 
mittee on  Privileges  and  Elections  to  prepare  and  report  to  this  Congress 
a  constitutional  amendment  to  provide  a  better  method  of  electing  the 
President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and  also  from  the  ne- 
cessity of  such  an  amendment,  that  there  will  be  submitted  to  the  State 
legislatures  for  ratification  such  an  improvement  in  our  Constitution,  I 
suggest  two  others  for  your  consideration: 

First.  To  authorize  the  Executive  to  approve  of  so  much  of  any 
measure  passing  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  as  his  judgment  may  dic- 
tate, without  approving  the  whole,  the  disapproved  portion  or  portions 
to  be  subjected  to  the  same  rules  as  now,  to  wit,  to  be  referred  back  to 
the  House  in  which  the  measure  or  measures  originated,  and,  if  passed  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  two  Houses,  then  to  become  a  law  without  the 
approval  of  the  President.  I  would  .add  to  this  a  pro\nsion  that  there 
should  be  no  legislation  by  Congress  during  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
of  its  sitting,  except  upon  vetoes,  in  order  to  give  the  Executive  an 
op]x>rtunity  to  examine  and  approve  or  disapprove  bills  understandingly. 

Second.  To  provide  by  amendment  that  when  an  extra  session  of 
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Congress  is  convened  by  Executive  proclamation  lej^slation  ditring  tlie 
continuance  of  such  extra  session  shall  In:  coiifmotl  tt>  such  subjects  as 
the  Executive  may  brmg  before  it  from  time  to  tiuie  in  writing. 

The  advantages  to  l>e  gained  by  these  two  auiendnients  are  too  obvi- 
ous for  me  to  conunent  upon  them.  One  session  in  each  year  is  pro- 
\nded  for  by  the  Constitution,  in  which  there  are  no  restrictions  as  to  the 
subjects  of  legislation  by  Congress.  If  more  are  required,  it  is  always 
in  the  power  of  Congress,  during  their  term  of  office,  to  provide  for  ses- 
sions at  any  time.  The  first  of  these  amendments  would  protect  the 
public  against  the  many  abuses  and  waste  of  pnl>lic  moneys  w^hich  creep 
into  appropriatiou  bills  and  other  imp4ji1:ant  measures  passing  during  the 
expiring  hours  of  Congress,  to  which  otherwise  due  consideration  can  ULit 
be  given, 

TREASURY    DEPARTMENT. 


The  receipts  of  the  Government  from  all  sources  for  the  last  fiscal 
year  were  $533,738,204,  and  expenditures  on  all  accounts  $290,345,245, 
thus  showing  an  excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  of  $43,392,959. 
But  it  is  not  probable  that  this  fa\*orablc  exhibit  will  Ijc  shown  for  the 
prc*sent  fiscal  %'ear-  Indeed,  it  is  ver>'  doubtful  wliether,  except  with 
great  economy  on  the  part  of  Congress  in  making  appropriations  and 
the  same  economy  in  administering  the  various  Departments  of  Govern- 
ment, the  revenues  wilt  not  fall  short  of  meeting  actual  ex|K*nscs.  iiiclud- 
ing  interest  on  the  public  debt. 

I  commend  to  Congress  such  ea>uonl}^,  and  point  out  two  sources  w-here 
it  seems  to  me  it  might  conunence,  to  wit,  in  the  appropriations  for  pub- 
lic buildings  in  the  many  cities  where  w^ork  has  not  yet  liccn  ct>mmenced; 
in  the  appropriations  for  river  and  hadjor  improvement  in  those  localities 
where  the  improvements  are  of  but  littlt.-  Ijtnefit  to  general  commerce,  and 
for  fortifications. 

There  is  a  still  more  fruitful  source  of  ex|>enthture,  which  T  will  ixiint 
out  later  in  this  message.  I  refer  to  the  easy  method  of  manufacturing 
claims  for  losses  incurred  in  suppressing  the  late  rebellion, 

I  would  not  be  understood  here  as  opposing  the  erection  of  gowl,  sub- 
stantial, and  even  omaraeulal  buildings  by  the  Government  wherever 
such  buildings  are  needed.  In  fact,  I  approve  of  the  Government  own- 
ing its  own  buildings  in  all  sections  of  the  country,  and  hope  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  when  it  will  not  only  possess  them,  but  will  erect  in  the 
capital  suitable  residences  for  all  persons  w!io  now  receive  commutation 
for  quarters  or  rent  at  Government  expense,  and  for  the  Cabinet,  thus 
setting  an  example  to  the  vStates  which  may  hiduce  them  to  erect  build- 
ings for  their  Senators,  But  I  w^mld  have  this  work  conducted  at  a  time 
when  the  revenues  of  the  coinitr>'  would  abundantly  justify  it. 

Tile  revenues  have  materially  fallen  off  for  the  first  five  months  of  the 
present  fiscal  year  from  what  they  were  expected  to  produce,  owing  to 
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the  general  panic  now  prevailing;  which  commenced  about  the  middle  ( 
Septeiiiljer  hist.  The  full  effect  of  this  disaster,  if  it  should  not  prove  a 
**  blessing  in  disgiiise/*  is  yet  to  be  demonstrated.  In  either  event  it  is 
your  duty  to  heed  the  lesson  and  to  provide  by  wise  and  well-considered 
legislation,  as  far  as  it  lies  in  your  power,  against  its  recurrence,  and  to 
lake  advantage  of  all  Ix^nefits  that  may  have  accrued.  ^H 

My  own  judgment  is  that,  however  much  individuals  may  have  suf- 
fered, one  long  step  has  teen  taken  toward  specie  payments;  that  we  can 
never  have  permanent  prosperity  until  a  specie  basis  is  reached;  and  that 
a  specie  basis  can  not  Ije  reached  and  maintained  until  our  exports, 
exclusive  of  gold,  pay  for  our  imports,  interest  due  abroad,  and  other 
sfjecie  obligations,  or  so  nearly  so  as  to  leave  an  appreciable  accunmlatic 
of  the  precious  metals  in  the  coyntr>^  from  the  products  of  our  mines. 

The  developnient  of  the  mines  of  precious  metals  during  the  past  y( 
and  the  prosi>ecti\^e  development  of  them  for  years  to  come  are  gratify- 
ing in  their  results.  Could  but  one-half  of  the  gold  extracted  from  the 
mines  be  retained  at  home,  our  advance  toward  specie  payments  would 
lie  rapid.  Hi 

To  increase  our  exports  sufficient  currency  is  required  to  keep  all  the  '  ' 
industries  of  the  country  employed.  Without  this  national  as  well  as 
individual  bankruptcy  must  ensue.  Undue  inflation,  on  the  other  hand, 
while  it  might  give  temiM:)rary  relief,  would  oidy  lead  to  inflation  of 
prices,  the  impossibility  of  competing  in  our  own  markets  for  the  prod- 
ucts of  home  skill  and  laljor,  and  repeated  renewals  of  present  exjje- 
riences.  Elasticity  to  our  circulating  medium,  therefore,  and  just  enough 
of  it  to  transact  the  legitimate  business  uf  the  cuunlry  and  to  keep  all 
industries  employed,  is  what  is  most  to  be  desired.  The  exact  medium 
is  specie,  the  recognized  medium  of  exchange  the  world  over.  That 
obtained,  we  shall  have  a  currency  of  an  exact  degree  of  elasticity.  If 
there  be  tcx>  nnrch  of  it  for  the  legitimate  purposes  of  trade  and  com- 
merce, it  will  flow  out  of  the  couutr>\  If  too  little,  the  reverse  will 
result.  To  hold  what  we  have  and  to  appreciate  our  currency  to  tliat 
standard  is  the  problem  deserving  of  the  most  serious  consideration  of 
Congress. 

The  experience  of  the  present  panic  has  proven  that  the  currency  of 
the  countr>^  based,  as  it  is,  upon  the  credit  of  the  country,  is  the  best 
that  has  ever  been  devised.  Usually  in  times  of  such  trials  currency  has 
become  worthless,  or  so  much  depreciated  in  value  as  to  inflate  the  values 
of  all  the  necessaries  of  life  as  compared  with  the  currency.  EverN^otie 
holding  it  has  been  anxious  to  dispose  of  it  on  any  terms.  Now  we  wit- 
ness the  reverse.  Holders  of  currency  hoard  it  as  they  did  gold  in  former 
experiences  of  a  like  nature. 

It  is  patent  to  the  most  casual  oliser\'er  that  much  more  currency,  or 
money,  is  required  to  transact  the  legitimate  trade  of  the  country  during 
the  fall  and  printer  months,  when  the  vast  crops  are  being  removed,  than 
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during^  tlie  balance  of  the  year.  With  our  present  system  the  amount 
in  the  country  remains  the  same  throughout  the  entire  year,  resuhing  in 
an  ajccumulation  of  all  the  surplus  capita!  of  the  countrj-^  in  a  few  centers 
when  not  employed  in  the  moving  of  crops,  tempted  there  by  tlie  offer  of 
interest  on  call  loans.  Interest  heing  paid,  this  surplus  capital  must 
earn  tliis  interest  paid  with  a  profit.  Being  subject  to  "call,"  it  can  not 
be  loaned,  oidy  in  j^rt  at  best,  to  the  merchant  or  manufacturer  for  a 
fixed  term.  Hence,  no  matter  how  much  currency  there  might  l>e  in 
the  country » it  would  be  absorbed,  prices  keeping  pace  with  the  volume, 
and  panics,  stringency,  and  disasters  would  ever  l>e  recurring  with  the 
autumn.  Elasticity  in  our  monet^iry  system,  therefore,  is  the  oliject  to 
be  attained  first,  and  next  to  that,  as  far  as  possible,  a  prevention  of  the 
use  of  other  people* s  money  in  stock  and  other  species  (►f  s|it?culation. 
To  prevent  the  latter  it  seems  to  me  that  one  great  step  would  l>e  taken 
by  prohibiting  the  national  banks  from  pajHng  interest  on  deposits,  by 
re([uiring  them  ti>  hold  their  reser\'es  in  their  own  vaults,  and  by  forcing 
them  into  resumption,  though  it  would  only  lie  in  Itgal-tender  notes. 
For  this  purpose  I  would  suggest  the  establishment  of  clearing  houses 
for  your  consideration. 

To  secure  the  former  many  plans  have  Ijeen  suggested,  most,  if  not  all, 
of  which  look  to  me  more  like  inflation  on  the  one  hand,  i>r  compelling 
the  Government,  on  the  other,  to  pny  interest,  without  cor resjKm ding 
benefits,  upon  the  siiq>his  funds  of  the  country  during  the  seasons  when 
otherwise  unemployed, 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  whether  this  difficulty  might  not  be 
overcome  by  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  issue  at  any 
time  to  national  banks  of  issue  any  amount  of  their  own  notes  below  a 
fixed  percentage  of  their  issue  (say  40  ]>er  cent ),  upon  the  banks"  deiwisit- 
ing  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  an  amount  of  Government 
bonds  equal  to  the  amount  of  notes  demanded,  the  banks  to  forfeit  to  the 
Government,  say,  4  per  cent  of  the  interest  accruing  on  the  lK>nds  so 
pledged  during  the  time  they  remain  with  the  Treasurer  as  security  for 
the  increased  circulation,  the  bonds  so  pledged  to  be  redeemaJjle  by  the 
banks  at  their  pleasure,  eitlier  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  returning  their 
own  bills  for  cancellation  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  face  of  tlie  lx>nds 
withdrawm.  I  would  further  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  pro- 
priety of  anthori/jitg  national  banks  to  diminish  their  standing  issue  at 
pleasiire,  by  returning  for  cancellation  their  own  bills  and  withdraw- 
ing so  many  United  States  bonds  as  are  pledged  for  the  bills  returned. 

In  view  of  the  great  actual  contraction  that  has  taken  place  in  the 
airrency  and  the  comparative  contraction  contintiously  going  on,  due  to 
the  increase  of  population,  increase  of  manufactories  and  all  the  indus- 
tries,  I  do  not  believe  there  is  too  mtich  of  it  now^  for  the  dullest  period 
of  the  year.  Indeed,  if  clearing  houses  should  be  established,  thus  for- 
cing redemption,  it  is  a  question  for  your  consideration  whether  banking 
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should  not  l^e  made  free,  retaining  all  the  safeguards  now  required  to 
secure  bill  holders.  In  any  modification  of  the  present  laws  regulating 
national  banks,  as  a  further  step  toward  preparing  for  resumption  of 
specie  payments,  I  invite  your  attention  to  a  consideration  of  the  pro- 
priety of  exacting  from  them  the  retention  as  a  part  of  their  reserve 
either  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  gold  interest  accniing  upon  the  bonds 
pledged  as  security  for  their  issue.  I  have  not  reflected  enough  on  the 
Ijearing  this  might  have  in  producing  a  scarcity  of  coin  with  which  to 
pay  duties  ou  imparts  to  give  it  my  positive  recommendation.  But  >'our 
attention  is  invited  to  the  subject. 

During  the  last  four  years  the  currency  has  been  contracted,  directly, 
by  the  withdrawal  of  3  per  cent  certificates,  compound-interest  notes, 
and  **  seven -thirty''  bonds  outstanding  on  the  4tli  of  March,  1869,  all  of 
which  took  the  place  of  legal-tenders  in  the  bank  reser\'es  to  the  extent 
of  $63,000,000. 

During  the  same  period  there  has  been  a  much  larger  comparative  con- 
traction of  the  currency.  The  population  of  the  country  has  largely 
increased.  More  than  25,000  miles  of  railroad  have  been  built,  requir- 
ing the  active  use  of  capital  to  operate  thenu  Millions  of  acres  of  land 
have  been  opened  to  cultivation,  requiring  capital  to  move  the  protlucts. 
Manufactories  have  multiplied  beyond  all  precedent  in  the  same  period 
of  time,  requiring  capital  weekly  for  the  payment  of  wages  and  for  the 
purchase  of  material;  and  probably  the  largest  of  all  comparative  con- 
traction arises  from  the  organizing  of  free  labor  in  the  South.  Now 
every  laborer  there  receives  his  wages,  and,  for  want  of  savings  banks, 
the  greater  part  of  such  wages  is  carried  in  the  pocket  or  hoarded  until 
required  for  use. 

These  suggestions  are  thrown  out  for  your  consideration,  without  any 
recommendation  that  they  shall  l>e  adopted  literally,  but  hoping  that  the 
l:»est  method  may  be  arrived  at  to  secure  such  an  elasticity  of  the  cur* 
rency  as  will  keep  employed  all  the  industries  of  the  country  and  prevent 
such  an  inflation  as  %vill  put  off  indefinitely  the  resumption  of  specie  pay- 
ments, an  object  so  devoutly  to  he  wished  for  by  all,  and  by  none  more 
earnestly  than  the  class  of  people  most  directly  interested — those  who 
**eam  their  bread  l>y  the  sweat  of  their  brow/'  The  decisions  of  Con- 
gress on  this  subject  will  have  the  hearty  support  of  the  Executive, 

In  previous  messages  T  have  called -attention  to  the  decline  in  Ameri- 
can sliipbuilding  and  recommended  such  legislation  as  would  secure  to 
us  our  proportion  of  the  carr>dng  trade.  Stimulated  by  high  rates  and 
abmidance  of  freight,  the  progress  for  the  last  year  in  shipbuilding  has 
been  very  satisfactor>\  There  has  been  an  increase  of  about  3  per  cent 
in  the  amount  transported  in  American  vessels  over  the  amount  of  last 
year.  With  the  reduced  cost  of  material  which  has  taken  place,  it  may 
reasonably  lie  hoped  that  this  progress  will  be  maintained,  and  even 
increased.     However »  as  we  pay  about  $80,000,000  per  annum  to  foreign 
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vessels  for  tbe  transportation  to  a  market  of  our  surplus  products,  thus 
increasiug  the  balance  of  trade  against  us  to  this  amount,  the  subject  is 
one  worthy  of  your  serious  consideration. 

' '  Cheap  transixjrtatiou  "  is  a  subject  that  has  attracted  the  attention 
of  both  producers  and  consumers  for  the  past  few  years»  and  has  con- 
tributed to,  if  it  has  not  been  the  direct  cause  of,  the  recent  panic  and 
stringency. 

As  Congress^at  its  last  session,  appointed  a  special  committee  to  inves- 
tigate this  whole  subject  during  the  vacation  and  report  at  this  session,  I 

I     have  nothing  to  recommend  until  their  report  is  read. 

|B  There  is  one  work,  however,  of  a  national  character,  in  which  the 
greater  portion  of  the  East  and  the  West,  the  North  and  the  South, 

_^are  equally  interested, to  which  I  will  invite  your  attention. 

H  The  State  of  New  York  has  a  canal  connecting  Lake  Erie  with  tide 
water  on  the  Hudson  Ri%'er.  The  State  of  Illinois  has  a  similar  work 
connecting  Lake  Michigan  with  navigable  water  on  the  Illinois  River, 
tlius  making  water  communication  inland  iDetween  the  East  and  the  West 
and  South.  These  great  artificial  water  courses  are  the  proj^rty  of  the 
States  through  which  they  pass,  and  pay  toll  to  those  States.  Would  it 
not  be  wise  statesmanship  to  pledge  these  States  that  if  they  %ill  oj>en 
these  canals  for  the  passage  of  large  vessels  the  General  Government 

Nwill  look  after  and  keep  in  uavdgable  condition  the  great  public  hi^^h- 
irays  with  which  tliey  connect,  to  wit,  the  Overslaugli  on  the  Hudson, 
the  St.  Clair  Flats,  and  the  Illinois  and  Mississippi  rivers?  This  would 
be  a  national  w^ork;  one  of  great  value  to  the  producers  of  the  West  and 
South  in  gi\iug  them  cheap  transportation  for  their  produce  to  the  sea- 
board and  a  market,  and  to  the  consumers  in  the  East  iu  giving  tliem 
cheaper  focxL  particularly  of  tho.se  articles  of  food  which  do  not  find  a 
foreign  market,  and  the  prices  of  which,  therefore,  are  not  regulated 
by  foreign  demands.  The  advantages  of  such  a  work  are  too  obvious 
for  argument.  I  submit  the  subject  to  you,  therefore,  without  further 
comment. 

In  attempting  to  regain  our  lost  commerce  and  carrying  trade  I  have 
heretofore  called  attention  to  the  States  south  of  us  offering  a  field  where 
much  might  be  accomplished.  To  furtlier  this  object  I  suggest  that  a 
small  appropriation  l»e  made,  accompanied  with  authority  for  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Na\y  to  tit  out  a  naval  vessel  to  ascend  the  Amazon  River  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Madeira;  thence  to  explore  that  river  and  its  tributaries 
into  Bolivia,  and  to  report  to  Congress  at  its  next  session,  or  as  soon  as 
practicable,  the  accessibility  of  the  country^  by  water,  its  resources,  and 
the  population  so  reached.  Such  an  exploration  would  cost  but  little; 
it  can  do  no  harm,  and  may  result  in  estabhshing  a  trade  of  value  to 

■both  nations. 
1    In  further  connection  with  the  Treasury  Department  I  would  recom- 
mend a  revision  and  codification  of  the  tarilf  law^s  and  the  opening  of 
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In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

A  proclamation. 

Whereas  it  has  been  satisfactorily  represented  to  me  that  turbulent 
and  disorderly  persons  have  combined  together  with  force  and  arms  to 
overthrow  the  State  government  of  Louisiana  and  to  resist  the  laws 
and  constituted  authorities  of  said  State;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  that 
the  United  States  shall  protect  every  State  in  this  Union,  on  application 
of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  when  the  legislature  can  not  be 
convened,  against  domestic  violence;  and 

Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  laws  of  the  United  States  that  in  all 
cases  of  insurrection  in  any  State  or  of  obstruction  to  the  laws  thereof 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States,  on  application 
of  the  legislature  of  such  State,  or  of  the  executive  when  the  legislature 
can  not  be  convened,  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  any  other  State  or  States, 
or  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  as  shall  be  judged 
necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  suppressing  such  insurrection  or  causing  the 
laws  to  be  duly  executed;  and 

Whereas  the  legislature  of  said  State  is  not  now  in  session  and  can  not 
be  convened  in  time  to  meet  the  present  emergency,  and  the  executive 
of  said  State,  under  section  4  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  has  therefore 
made  application  to  me  for  such  part  of  the  military  force  of  the  United 
States  as  may  be  necessary  and  adequate  to  protect  said  State  and  the 
citizens  thereof  against  domestic  violence  and  to  enforce  the  due  execu- 
tion of  the  laws;  and 

Whereas  it  is  required  that  whenever  it  may  be  necessary,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  President,  to  use  the  military  force  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, he  shall  forthwith,  by  proclamation,  command  such  insurgents  to 
disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  homes  within  a  limited 
time: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  make  proclamation  and  command  said  turbulent  and  disor- 
derly persons  to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes 
within  five  days  from  this  date,  and  hereafter  to  submit  themselves  to 
the  laws  and  constituted  authorities  of  said  State;  and  I  invoke  the  aid 
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shall  be  put  in  immediate  readiness  for  warlike  service.  This  has  been 
and  is  being  done  promptly  aod  effectively,  and  I  am  assured  that  all  the 
available  ships  and  every  authorized  man  of  the  American  Navy  will  be 
ready  for  whatever  action  is  required  for  the  safety  of  our  citizens  or  the 
maintenance  of  our  honor.  This,  of  course,  w^ill  recpiire  the  expenditure 
in  a  short  time  of  some  of  the  appropriations  whicli  were  calculated  to 
extend  through  the  fiscal  year,  but  Congress  will,  I  doubt  not,  under- 
stand and  appreciate  the  emergency,  and  w^ill  provide  adequately  not 
only  for  the  present  preparation,  but  for  the  future  maiutenance  of  our 
naval  force.  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  during  tlic  past  year  been 
quietly  putting  some  of  our  most  efTective  monitors  in  condition  for  serv- 
ice, and  thus  the  exigency  finds  us  in  a  much  better  condition  for  work 
than  we  could  possibly  have  been  without  his  action. 

POST-OFFICK    DEPARTMENT. 

™  A  complete  exhibit  is  presented  in  the  aca>mpauying  report  of  the 
Postmaster-General  of  the  operations  of  the  Post-Office  Department  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  ordinary  jwstal  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1873,  amounted  to  $22,996,741.57,  and  the  expenditures  of  all 
kinds  to  $29,084,945.67.  The  increase  of  revenues  over  1872  was 
5i,i:)8i,3i5,2o,  and  the  increase  of  expenditures  $2,426,753.36. 

Independent  of  the  payments  made  from  special  appropriations  for 
mail  steamship  Hues,  the  amount  drawn  from  the  General  Treasur>^  to 
meet  deficiencies  w^as  $5,265,475.  The  constant  and  rapid  extensiou  of 
our  postal  .ser\nce,  imrticularly  uix»n  raihvays,and  the  iniprovetl  facilities 
for  the  collection,  transmission,  distribution,  and  delivery  of  the  mails 
which  are  constantly  Ijcing  provided  account  for  the  increased  expendi- 
tures of  this  popular  branch  of  the  public  senice. 

The  total  numlx^r  of  post-offices  in  ojKTation  on  Jinie  30.  1873,  was 
33,244.  a  net  increase  of  1,381  over  the  Tniml>er  reported  the  preceding 
year.  The  uural^er  of  Presidential  offices  was  1*363,  an  increase  of  163 
during  the  year.  The  total  length  of  railroad  mail  routes  at  the  close 
of  the  year  was  63,457  niiles»  an  increase  of  5,546  miles  over  the  year 
1872,  Fift>'-niue  railway  |x>st-office  lines  were  iu  operation  June  30, 1873, 
extending  over  14,866  miles  of  railroad  routes  and  perfonuing  an  aggre- 
gate service  of  34,925  miles  daily. 

The  number  of  letters  exchanged  with  foreign  comi tries  was  27,459,- 
185,  an  increase  of  3,096,685  over  the  previous  year,  and  the  postage 
thereon  amounted  to  $2,02 1 ,3 10,86,  The  total  weight  t)f  corres]x>ndence 
exchanged  in  the  mails  with  European  countries  exceeded  912  tons,  an 
increase  of  92  tons  over  the  previous  year.  The  total  cost  of  the  United 
States  ocean  steamship  ser\'ice,  including  $725,000  paid  from  special 
appropriations  to  subsidi/^ed  lines  of  mail  steamers,  \vas  $1,047,271.35. 

New  or  additional  postal  conventions  have  been  concluded  %vith 
Sweden^  Norway,  Belgium,  Germany,  Canada,  Newfoundland,  and  Japan, 
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reducing  postage  rates  on  correspondence  exchanged  with  those  coun- 
tries; and  further  efforts  have  bc^eii  made  to  conclude  a  satisfactory 
postal  convention  with  France,  bnt  witliout  success. 

I  invite  the  favorable  cousitleration  of  Congress  to  the  suggestions 
and  recommendations  of  the  Post  master -General  for  an  extension  of  the 
free-deUvery  system  in  all  cities  having  a  iK>pulation  of  not  less  than 
10,000;  for  the  prepaA'uient  of  postage  on  newspapers  and  other  printed 
matter  of  the  second  class;  for  a  uniform  i>ostage  and  limit  of  weight  on 
miscellaneous  matter;  for  adjusting  the  compensation  of  all  postmasters 
not  appointed  by  the  President,  by  the  old  method  of  commissions  on 
the  actual  receipts  of  the  ofBce,  instead  of  the  present  mode  of  fixing  the 
salary  in  advance  upon  special  returns;  and  especially  do  I  urge  favor- 
able action  by  Congress  on  tbe  important  recommendations  of  the  Post- 
master-General for  the  establishment  of  United  States  postal  savings 
depositories. 

Your  attention  is  also  again  called  to  a  consideration  of  the  question  of 
postal  telegraphs  and  the  arguments  adduced  in  support  thereof,  in  the 
hoi>2  that  you  may  Like  such  action  in  connection  therewith  as  in  your 
judgment  will  most  contribute  to  the  best  interests  of  the  country. 

DEPAKTSLENT  OF   JUSTICE. 

Affairs  in  Utah  require  your  early  and  special  attention.  The  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  case  of  Clinton  vs.  Englebrecht,  decided 
that  the  United  States  marshal  of  that  Territory  could  not  law^fnlly  sum- 
mon jurors  for  the  district  courts;  and  those  courts  hold  that  the  Terri- 
torial marshal  can  not  lawfully  i>erform  that  duty,  because  he  is  elected 
by  the  legislative  assembly,  and  not  appointed  as  pro\4ded  for  in  the  act 
organizing  the  Territor>\  All  proceedings  at  law  are  practically  abolished 
by  these  decisions,  and  there  have  been  but  few  or  no  jur>^  trials  in  the 
district  courts  of  that  Territory  since  the  last  session  of  Congress.  Prop- 
erty is  left  without  protection  by  the  courts,  and  crimes  go  unpunished. 
To  prevent  anarchy  there  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  Congress  pro\4de 
the  courts  w^ith  some  mode  of  obtaining  jurors,  and  I  recommend  legisla- 
tion to  that  end,  and  also  that  the  probate  courts  of  the  Territory  *  now 
assuming  to  issue  writs  of  injunction  and  habeas  corpus  mid  to  try  crimi- 
nal cases  and  questions  as  to  land  titles,  be  denied  all  jurisdiction  not 
possessed  ordinarily  by  courts  of  that  description. 

I  have  liecome  impressed  with  the  behef  that  the  act  approv*ed  March 
2»  1S67,  entitled  '*An  act  to  establish  a  uniform  system  of  bankruptcy 
throughout  the  United  States/*  is  productive  of  more  evil  than  good  at 
this  time.  Many  considerations  might  be  urged  for  its  total  repeal,  but, 
if  this  is  not  considered  advisable,  I  think  it  will  not  be  seriously  ques- 
tioned that  those  portions  of  said  act  providing  for  what  is  called  invol- 
untary bankruptcy  operate  to  increase  the  financial  embarrassments  of  the 
country.     Careful  and  prudent  men  very  often  become  involved  in  debt 
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in  the  transaction  of  their  business,  and  though  they  may  possess  ample 
property,  if  it  could  be  made  available  for  that  purpose,  to  meet  all  their 
liabiUties,  yet,  on  account  of  the  extraordinary  scarcity  of  money,  they 
may  l)e  unable  to  meet  all  their  pecuniar}^  obligations  as  they  become  due, 
in  consequence  of  whicti  tiiey  ttre  liable  to  he  prostrated  in  their  business 
by  proceedings  in  bankniptcy  at  the  instance  of  unrelenting  creditors. 
People  are  now  so  easily  alanned  as  to  mojietar>^  matters  that  the  mere 
filing  of  a  petition  in  bankruptcy  by  an  unfriendly  creditor  will  necessarily 
embarrass^  and  oftentimes  accomplish  tlie  financial  ruin,  of  a  responsible 
business  man.  Those  who  otherwise  might  make  lawful  and  just  arrange- 
ments to  reheve  themselves  from  difficult ies  produced  by  the  pre*ie!it 
stringency  in  money  are  prevented  by  their  constant  exposm-e  to  attack 
and  disappointment  by  proceedings  against  them  in  bankruptcy,  and, 
besides,  the  law  is  made  use  of  in  many  cases  by  obdurate  creditors  to 
frighten  or  force  debtors  into  a  compHance  with  their  wishes  and  into  acts 
of  injustice  to  other  creditors  and  to  themselves.  I  recommend  that  so 
nnich  of  said  act  as  pro\ndes  for  involuntary  bankruptcy  on  account  of 
the  suspension  of  pa>Tnent  1^  repealed. 

Your  careful  attention  is  invited  to  the  subject  of  claims  against  the 
Government  and  to  the  facilities  affordetl  by  existing  laws  for  their  pros- 
ecution. Each  of  the  Departments  of  State,  Treasury,  and  War  has 
demands  for  many  millions  of  dollars  upon  its  files,  and  they  are  rap- 
idly accumulating.  To  these  may  be  added  those  now  (tending  before 
Congress,  the  Court  of  Claims,  and  the  Southern  Claims  Commission, 
making  in  the  aggregate  an  immense  sum.  Most  of  these  grow  out  of 
the  rebellion,  aud  are  intended  to  indemnify  j>ersous  on  both  sides  for 
tlieir  losses  during  the  war;  and  not  a  few  of  them  are  fabricated  and 
supported  by  false  testimon}'.  Projects  are  on  f(X>t,  it  is  believed,  to 
induce  Congress  to  provide  for  new  classes  of  claims,  and  to  revive  old 
ones  through  the  repeal  or  modification  of  the  statute  of  limitations,  by 
which  they  are  now  barred.  I  presume  these  schemes,  if  proposed,  will 
be  received  with  little  favor  by  Congress,  aud  I  reconimeud  that  persons 
having  claims  against  the  United  States  cognizable  by  au)^  tribunal  or 
Department  thereof  be  required  to  present  them  at  an  early  day.  aud 
that  legislation  l»e  directed  as  far  as  practtcal>k  to  the  defeat  of  unfounded 
and  unjust  danauds  upon  the  Government;  and  I  would  suggest,  as  a 
means  of  i>reveutiug  fraud,  that  witnesses  l>e  called  upon  to  appear  in 

rson  to  testify  l^efore  those  tribunals  having  said  claims  Ijcfore  them 

T  adjudication.  Probably  the  largest  saving  to  the  National  Treasury 
'can  be  sectu"ed  by  timely  legislation  on  these  subjects  of  any  of  the  eco- 
notnic  measures  that  will  Ije  proposed. 

You  will  be  advdsed  of  the  operations  of  tlie  Department  of  Justice  by 
the  report  of  the  Attomey-Generab  and  I  iniite  your  attention  to  the 
amendments  of  existing  laws  suggested  by  him,  with  the  view  of  redu- 
dug  the  expenses  of  that  Department, 
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DBPARTMKNT   OF   THE    INTERIOR. 

The  policy  inaugurated  toward  the  Indians  at  the  beginning^  of  the 
last  x^dministration  has  been  *4teadily  pursued,  and,  I  fjelieve,  with  bene- 
ficial results.  It  will  l>e  continued  with  only  such  mcKlificatious  as  time 
and  experience  may  demonstrate  as  necessary. 

With  the  encroachment  of  civilization  ujion  the  Indian  reser\'ations 
and  hunting  grounds,  disturbances  have  taken  place  between  the  Indians 
and  whites  during  the  past  year^  and  proliably  will  continue  to  do  so 
imtil  each  race  appreciates  that  the  other  has  rights  which  must  be 
res|>ected.  ^| 

The  |>olicy  lias  been  to  collect  the  Indians  as  rapidly  as  possible  oti 
resenations,  and  as  far  as  practicable  within  wliat  is  known  as  the 
Intlian  Territor>'.  and  to  teach  them  the  arts  tjf  cnilization  and  self- 
support.  Where  found  ofF  their  reser\'ations,  and  endangerini^  the 
f>eace  and  safety  of  the  whites,  they  have  been  punished,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  l3e  for  like  offenses.  ^| 

The  Indian  Territory  south  of  Kansas  and  west  of  Arkansas  is  stifii- 
cient  in  area  and  agricultural  res^mrces  to  support  all  the  Indians  east 
of  the  Rocky  iMoiuitains.  In  time,  no  doubt,  all  of  them,  except  a  few 
who  may  elect  to  make  their  homes  among  white  people,  will  l>e  col- 
lected there.  As  a  preparatory  step  for  this  consummation,  I  am  now 
satisfied  that  a  Territorial  fonn  of  government  should  be  given  them, 
which  will  secure  the  treaty  rights  of  the  original  settlers  and  protect 
their  homesteads  from  alienation  for  a  period  of  twenty  years. 

The  operations  of  the  Patent  Office  are  growing  to  such  a  magnitude 
and  the  acciunulation  of  material  is  becoming  so  great  tliat  the  neces- 
sity of  more  rc«jm  is  l>ecoming  more  obnous  day  by  day,  I  resfiect fully 
in\nte  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  tlie  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and 
Commissioner  of  Patents  on  this  subject. 

The  Imsiness  of  the  General  Land  Office  exhibits  a  material  increase  in 
all  its  branches  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  During  that  time  there  were 
disposed  of  out  of  the  public  lands  13,030,606  acres,  l)eing  an  amount 
greater  by  1,165.631  acres  than  was  disp<:)sed  of  during  the  preceding 
year.  Of  the  amount  disposed  of,  1,626,266  acres  were  sold  for  cash, 
214,940  acres  were  kicated  with  military  land  w^arrants,  3,793,612  acres 
were  taken  for  homesteads,  655,446  acres  were  located  %vith  agricultural- 
college  scrip,  6,083,536  acres  were  certified  by  railroads,  76,576  acres 
were  granted  to  w^agon  roads,  238,54!=^  acres  were  approved  to  States  as 
swamp  lands,  138,681  acres  wxre  certified  for  agricultural  colleges,  com^^ 
mon  schools,  universities,  and  seminaries,  190,775  acres  were  approvo^B 
to  States  for  internal  improvements,  and  14,222  acres  were  located  W'ith 
Indian  scrip.  The  cash  receipts  during  the  same  time  w^ere  $3,408,- 
5i5'50i  being  $190,415,50  in  excess  of  the  receipts  of  the  previous  year. 
During  the  year  30,488, 1 32  acres  of  public  land  were  surv^eyed,  an  increase 
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Over  the  amoiint  sun-eyed  the  previous  year  of  t  ,037, 193  acres,  aud,  added 
to  the  area  previously  sun-eyed,  aggregates  616,554,895  acres  wliich  have 
l)eeu  sur\^eyed,  leaving  1,218,443,505  acres  of  the  pubHc  land  still  unsur- 
veyed. 

The  increased  and  steadily  increasing  facilities  for  reaching  our  un- 
occupied public  domain  and  for  the  transportation  of  surplus  products 
enlarge  the  available  field  for  desirable  liomestead  locations,  thus  stint - 
ulatiug  settlement  and  extending  year  by  year  in  a  gradually  increasing 
ratio  the  area  of  occupation  and  cultivation. 

The  expressed  desire  of  the  representatives  of  a  large  colony  of  citizens 
of  Russia  to  emigrate  to  this  c<mntry,  as  is  underst<KMb  with  the  consent 
of  their  Govenmient,  if  certain  concessions  can  be  made  to  enaljle  them 
to  settle  in  a  compact  colouy,  is  of  great  interest,  as  going  to  show  the 
Hght  in  which  our  institutions  are  regarded  l)y  an  indiistrious,  intelligent, 
and  wealthy  jieople^  desirous  of  enjoying  civil  and  religious  liberty;  and 
the  acquisition  of  so  large  an  inunigratiou  f>f  citizens  of  a  superior  class 
would  without  doubt  Ije  of  substantial  l>euefit  to  the  coiuilry.  I  invite 
attention  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Secretar>^  of  the  Interior  in  this  l>ehalf . 

There  was  paid  diiring  the  last  fiscal  year  for  pensions,  including 
the  expense  of  disbursement,  $29,185,289.62,  being  an  amount  less  by 
$984,050.98  than  was  expended  for  the  same  purpose  thi.*  preceding 
yean  Although  this  statement  of  expenditures  would  indicate  a  mate- 
rial reduction  in  amount  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  it  is  believed 
that  the  changes  in  the  pension  laws  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  will 
absorb  that  amount  the  cnrren.  year.  At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year 
there  were  on  the  pension  rolls  99,804  invalid  military  pensioners  and 
112.088  widows,  orphans,  and  dependent  relatives  of  deceased  soldiers, 
making  a  total  of  that  class  of  211,892;  18,266  sur\-ivors  of  the  War  of 
1 81 2  and  5,053  widows  of  soldiers  of  that  war  pensioned  un<ler  the  act 
of  Congress  of  February  14,  1871,  making  a  total  of  that  class  of  23,319; 
1,430  invalid  navy  i>ensiouers  and  1,770  widows,  f>rphans,  atid  de]>endent 
relatives  of  deceased  oflicers,  sailors,  and  marines  of  the  Navy,  making  a 
total  of  navy  pensioners  of  3,200,  and  a  grand  total  of  |>ensioners  of  all 
classes  of  238,411.  showing  a  net  increase  during  the  last  fiscal  year  of 
6,182,  During  the  last  year  the  names  of  16,405  j>ensioncrs  were  added 
to  the  rolls,  and  10,223  names  were  dropped  therefrom  for  various  causes. 

The  system  adtipted  for  tlie  detection  of  frauds  against  tlie  Govern- 
ment in  the  matter  of  pensions  has  lx*en  productive  of  satisfactor>^  results, 
but  legislation  is  needed  to  pro\'ide,  if  possible,  against  the  perpetration 
of  such  frauds  in  future. 

The  e\idently  increasing  interest  in  the  cause  of  education  is  a  most 
encouraging  feature  in  the  general  progress  and  prosperity  of  the  coun- 
try, and  the  Bureau  of  Education  is  earnest  in  its  efforts  to  give  proper 
direction  to  the  new  appliances  aud  increased  facilities  wdiich  are  being 
offered  to  aid  the  educators  of  the  couutry  in  their  great  work. 
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The  Ninth  Census  has  been  completed,  the  report  thereof  published 
and  distributed,  and  the  working  force  of  the  Bureau  disbanded.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  renews  his  recommendation  for  a  census  to  be 
taken  in  1875,  to  which  subject  the  attention  of  Congress  is  invited. 
The  original  suggestion  in  that  behalf  has  met  with  the  general  approval 
of  the  country;  and  even  if  it  be  not  deemed  advisable  at  present  to  pro- 
vide for  a  regular  quinquennial  census,  a  census  taken  in  1875,  the  report 
of  which  could  be  completed  and  published  before  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  our  national  independence,  would  be  especially  interesting 
and  valuable,  as  showing  the  progress  of  Ae  country  during  the  first 
century  of  our  national  existence.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  a  regu- 
lar census  every  five  years  would  be  of  substantial  benefit  to  the  coun- 
try, inasmuch  as  our  growth  hitherto  has  been  so  rapid  that  the  results 
of  the  decennial  census  are  necessarily  unreliable  as  a  basis  of  estimates 
for  the  latter  years  of  a  decennial  period. 

DISTRICT  OF  COI.UMBIA. 

Under  the  very  efficient  management  of  the  governor  and  the  board  of 
public  works  of  this  District  the  city  of  Washington  is  rapidly  asstuning 
the  appearance  of  a  capital  of  which  the  nation  may  well  be  proud.  From 
being  a  most  unsightly  place  three  years  ago,  disagreeable  to  pass  through 
in  summer  in  consequence  of  the  dust  arising  from  unpaved  streets,  and 
almost  impassable  in  the  winter  from  the  mud,  it  is  now  one  of  the  most 
sightly  cities  in  the  country,  and  can  boast  of  being  the  best  paved. 

The  work  has  been  done  systematically,  the  plans,  grades,  location  of 
sewers,  water  and  gas  mains  being  determined  upon  before  the  work  was 
commenced,  thus  securing  permanency  when  completed.  I  question 
whether  so  much  has  ever  been  accomplished  before  in  any  American 
city  for  the  same  expenditures.  The  Government  ha\nng  large  reser- 
vations in  the  city,  and  the  nation  at  large  having  an  interest  in  their 
capital,  I  recommend  a  liberal  policy  toward  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  that  the  Government  should  bear  its  just  share  of  the  expense  of 
these  improvements.  Every  citizen  visiting  the  capital  feels  a  pride  in 
its  growing  beauty,  and  that  he  too  is  part  owner  in  the  investments 
made  here. 

I  would  suggest  to  Congress  the  propriety  of  promoting  the  establish- 
ment in  this  District  of  an  institution  of  learning,  or  university  of  the 
highest  class,  by  the  donation  of  lands.  There  is  no  place  better  suited 
for  such  an  institution  than  the  national  capital.  There  is  no  other  place 
in  which  every  citizen  is  so  directly  interested. 

CIVII^-SKRVICK   REFORM. 

In  three  successive  messages  to  Congress  I  have  called  attention  to  the 
subject  of  *  *  civil-ser\dce  reform.** 

Action  has  been  taken  so .  far  as  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  a 


ard  to  devise  rules  goveriHii^  metliods  of  making:  appointments  and 
proiiiotioiis,  but  there  never  has  been  any  action  making  these  rules,  o'' 
aiiy  niles,  binding,  or  even  entitled  to  obser\^ance,  where  persons  desire 

I  the  appointment  of  a  friend  or  the  removal  of  an  official  who  may  be 
liisagreeable  to  them. 
I  To  have  any  rules  ejffective  they  must  have  the  acquiescence  of  Con- 
fess as  well  as  of  the  Executive.  I  commend,  therefore,  the  subject  to 
Jrour  attention,  and  suggest  that  a  sjK^cial  comnnttee  of  Congress  might 
confer  with  the  Ci\'il-Service  Board  during  the  present  session  for  the  pur- 
pose of  devising  such  rules  as  can  be  maintained,  and  which  will  secure 
the  ^en'ices  of  honest  and  capable  officials,  and  which  will  alstj  protect 
them  in  a  degree  of  independence  while  in  office. 

Proper  ndes  will  protect  Congress,  as  well  as  the  Executive,  from 
much  needless  persecution,  and  will  pro\^e  of  great  value  to  the  public  at 
large. 

^B  I  would  recommend  for  your  favorable  consideration  the  passage  of  an 
enabling  act  for  the  admission  of  Colorado  as  a  State  in  the  Union.  It 
possesses  all  the  elements  of  a  pros]>erous  State,  agricultural  and  mineral, 
and,  I  believe,  has  a  population  now  to  justify  such  admission.  In  con- 
nection wnth  this  I  would  also  recommend  the  encouragement  of  a  canal 
for  purposes  of  irrigation  from  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Rocky  Mountains 
to  the  Missouri  River*  As  a  nde  I  am  opposed  to  further  donations  of 
public  lands  for  internal  improvements  owned  and  controlled  by  private 
corporations,  but  in  this  instance  I  would  make  an  exception.  Between 
the  Missouri  River  and  the  Rfxrky  Mountains  there  is  an  arid  Ix^lt  of 
public  land  from  300  to  500  miles  in  width,  perfectly  valueless  for  the 
(xcupation  of  man,  for  the  want  of  sufficient  rain  to  secure  the  growth 
of  any  prcxluct.  An  irrigating  canal  would  make  productive  a  belt  as 
wide  as  the  supply  of  water  could  be  made  to  spread  over  across  this 
entire  country,  and  woidd  secure  a  cordon  of  settlements  connecting  the 
present  popidation  of  the  mountain  and  mining  regions  with  that  of 
the  older  States.  All  the  land  reclaimed  would  be  clear  gain.  If  alter- 
nate  sections  are  retained  by  the  Government,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
retained  sections  be  thrown  open  to  entr>^  under  the  homestead  laws, 
or  sold  to  actual  settlers  for  a  very  Io%v  price. 

I  renew  my  previous  rc*commendation  to  Congress  for  general  amnesty. 
The  numljer  engaged  in  the  late  rebellion  yet  lab  jring  under  disabilities 
is  very  small,  but  enough  to  keep  up  a  constant  irritation.  No  possible 
danger  can  accrue  to  the  Government  by  restoring  them  to  eligibility  to 
hold  office. 

I  suggest  for  your  consideration  the   enactment  of  a   law  to  better 
cure  the  civil  rights  which  freedom  shoiUd  secure,  Init  has  not  efiec- 
secured,  to  the  enfranchised  slave.

To  the  Senate  and  House  0/  Representatives: 

I  herewith  transmit  to  Congress  a  report,  dated  the  2d  instant,  with 
accompanying  papers,*  received  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  sixteenth  and  eighteenth  sections  of 
the  act  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate  the  diplomatic  and  consular  systems 
of  the  United  States,"  approved  August  18, 1856.

Washington,  January  5,  1874. 
To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

I  transmit,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate  wnth  a  view  to  ratifica- 
tion, a  convention  for  the  surrender  of  criminals  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Republic  of  Honduras,  which  was  signed  at 
Comayagua  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  1873.  ^  g   GRANT 

Washington,  January  5,  1874. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  my  annual  message  of  December  last  I  gave  reason  to  expect  that 
when  the  full  and  accurate  text  of  the  correspondence  relating  to  the 
steamer  Virginius,  which  had  been  telegraphed  in  cipher,  should  be 
received  the  papers  concerning  the  capture  of  the  vessel,  the  execution 
of  a  part  of  its  passengers  and  crew,  and  the  restoration  of  the  ship  and 
the  sur\'ivors  would  be  transmitted  to  Congress. 

In  compliance  with  the  expectations  then  held  out,  I  now  transmit  the 
papers  and  correspondence  on  that  subject. 

On  the  26th  day  of  September,  1870,  the  Virginius  was  registered  in 
the  custom-house  at  New  York  as  the  property  of  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  he  having  first  made  oath,  as  required  by  law,  that  he  was  **the 
true  and  only  ownier  of  the  said  vessel,  and  that  there  was  no  subject 
or  citizen  of  any  foreig^u  prince  or  state,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  way  of 
trust,  confidence,  or  otherwise,  interested  therein.** 

Ha\4ng  complied  with  the  requisites  of  the  statute  in  that  behalf,  she 
cleared  in  the  usual  way  for  the  port  of  Cura^oa,  and  on  or  about  the  4th 
day  of  (Dctober,  1870,  sailed  for  that  port.  It  is  not  disputed  that  she 
made  the  voyage  according  to  her  clearance,  nor  that  from  that  day  to 
this  she  has  not  returned  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States.     It  is  also  understood  that  she  presen-ed  her  American  papers, 

*  Report  of  fees  collecteii,  etc.,  by  consular  officers  of  the  United  States  for  1872,  list  of  consular 
officers  and  their  official  residences^  and  tariff  of  consular  fees. 
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and  that  when  within  foreig^n  ports  she  made  the  practice  of  putting 
forth  a  claim  to  American  uatiuiiality,  which  was  recogni/eil  1))^  the 
anthorities  at  such  ports. 

When,  therefore,  she  left  the  port  of  Kingston,  in  Octoljer  last,  under 
the  flag  of  the  United  States,  she  would  appear  to  liave  \v.nl,  as  against 
all  powers  except  the  United  States,  the  right  to  fly  that  flag  and  to  claim 
its  protection ,  as  enjoyed  by  all  regularly  documented  vessels  registered 
as  part  of  our  commercial  marine. 

No  state  of  war  existed  conferring  upon  a  maritime  power  the  right  to 
molest  and  detain  upin  the  high  seas  a  documented  vessel,  and  it  can 
not  be  preteudefi  that  the  Virginius  had  placetl  herself  without  the  pale 
of  all  law  by  acts  of  piracy  against  the  human  race. 

If  her  papers  were  irregular  or  fraudulent,  the  offense  was  one  against 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  justiciable  only  in  tlieir  tribunals. 

When,  therefore,  it  became  known  that  the  Plr^intus  had  been  cap- 
tured on  the  high  sea^^  by  a  Spanisb  man-of-war;  tbat  the  AmericaTi  flag 
had  l>een  hauled  down  by  the  captors;  that  the  \'essel  had  l>een  carried  to 
a  Spanish  port,  and  that  Spanisli  tribunals  were  taking  jurisdiction  o\'er 
the  persons  of  tliose  found  on  her,  and  exercising  that  jurisdiction  upon 
American  citizens,  not  only  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  international  law, 
but  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  1795,  I  directed  a 
demand  to  lie  made  nix>n  Spain  for  the  restoration  of  the  vessel  and 
for  the  return  of  the  survivors  to  the  protection  of  tlie  United  States,  for 
a  salute  to  the  flag,  and  for  the  punishment  of  the  offending  parties. 

The  principles  upm  which  these  demands  rested  could  not  be  seri- 
ously questioned,  but  it  was  suggested  by  the  Siianish  Govennnent  that 
there  were  grave  doubts  whether  the  Virginius  was  entitled  to  the  char- 
acter given  her  by  her  papers,  and  that  therefore  it  might  be  pro|>er  for 
the  United  States,  after  the  surrender  of  the  vessel  and  the  survnvors, 
to  dispense  w^ith  the  salute  to  the  flag,  should  such  fact  be  established  to 
their  satisfaction. 

This  seemed  to  be  reasonable  and  just.  I  therefore  assented  to  it,  on 
the  assurance  that  Spain  would  then  declare  that  no  insult  to  the  flag 
of  the  United  States  had  been  intended. 

I  also  aiUhorized  an  agreenient  to  be  made  that  should  it  be  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  this  Government  that  the  Virginius  was  improperly 
Ijearing  the  flag  proceedings  should  be  instituted  in  our  courts  for  the 
punishment  of  the  offense  committetl  against  the  United  States,  On  her 
part  Spain  undertook  to  proceed  against  tliose  who  had  offended  the  sov- 
ereignty of  the  United  States,  or  who  had  violated  their  treaty  rights. 
The  surrender  of  the  vessel  and  the  survivors  tti  the  jnris<liclifjn  of  the 
I  tribunals  of  the  United  States  was  an  achnission  of  the  principles  ui>on 
i  which  our  demands  had  been  founded.  I  therefore  had  no  hesitation 
I  in  agreeing  to  the  arrangement  fitially  made  between  the  t\vo  Govern- 
I  ments — an  arrangement  which  w^as  moderate  and  just,  and  calculated  to 
I  MP — ^\^oi,  vn— 17 
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cenieiit  the  good  relatious  which  have  so  long  existed  iK^tweeii  Spain  and 
the  United  States. 

Under  this  agreement  the  Virginms,  wnth  the  Aniericau  flag  flying, 
was  dehvered  to  the  Navy  of  the  United  States  at  Bahia  Honda,  in  the 
ishuid  of  Cul>a,  on  the  i6th  ultnno.  She  was  then  in  an  nusea worthy 
condition.  In  the  passage  to  New  York  she  encountered  one  of  the 
most  teni]>estnons  of  onr  winter  storms.  At  tlie  risk  of  their  hves  the 
officers  and  crew  placed  in  charge  of  her  attempted  to  keep  her  afloat. 
Their  efforts  were  unavailing,  and  she  sank  off  Cape  Fear,  The  prison* 
exs  who  sur%nved  the  massacres  were  surrendered  at  Santiago  de  Cuba 
on  the  1 8th  idtimo,  and  reached  the  port  of  New  York  in  safety. 

The  evidence  submitted  on  the  part  of  Spain  to  establish  the  fact  that 
the  llrginius  at  the  time  of  her  capture  was  improperly  hearing  the  flag 
of  the  United  States  is  transmitted  herewith,  together  with  the  opinion  of 
the  Attome>^-General  thereon  and  a  copy  of  the  note  of  the  Spanish  min- 
ister, expressing  on  l3ehalf  of  his  Government  a  disclaimer  of  an  intent 
of  indignity  to  the  flag  of  the  United  States.  ^j   ^    PR  A  NT

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United  States  and  the  most  of  those  cx>untries,  and  with  few  exceptions, 
to  which  reference  is  hereafter  made,  the  absence  of  any  points  of  differ- 
ence to  be  adjusted. 

The  notice  directed  by  the  resolution  of  Congress  of  June  17,  1874,10 
be  given  to  terminate  the  convention  of  July  17,  1858,  between  the 
United  States  and  Belgium  has  been  g^iven,  and  the  treaty  will  accord- 
ingly terminate  on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1875.  This  convention  secured 
to  certain  Belgian  vessels  entering  the  ports  of  the  United  States  excep- 
tional privileges  which  are  not  accorded  to  our  own  vessels.  Other  fea- 
tures of  the  convention  have  proved  satisfactory,  and  have  tended  to  the 
cultivation  of  mutually  beneficial  commercial  intercourse  and  friendly 
relations  between  the  two  countries.  I  hope  that  negotiations  which  have 
been  invited  will  result  in  the  celebration  of  another  treaty  which  may 
tend  to  the  interests  of  both  countries. 

Our  relations  with  China  continue  to  be  friendly.  During  the  past 
year  the  fear  of  hostilities  between  China  and  Japan,  growing  out  of  the 
landing  of  an  armed  force  upon  the  island  of  Formosa  by  the  latter,  has 
occasioned  uneasiness.  It  is  earnestly  hoped,  however,  that  the  diflficul- 
ties  arising  from  this  cause  will  be  adjusted,  and  that  the  advance  of  civ- 
ilization in  these  Empires  may  not  be  retarded  by  a  state  of  war.  In 
consequence  of  the  part  taken  by  certain  citizens  of  the  United  States 
in  this  expedition,  our  representatives  in  those  countries  have  been  in- 
structed to  impress  upon  the  Governments  of  China  and  Japan  the  firm 
intention  of  this  country  to  maintain  strict  neutrality  in  the  event  of  hos- 
tilities, and  to  carefully  prevent  any  infraction  of  law  on  the  part  of  our 
citizens. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  a 
generally  conceded  fact — that  the  great  proportion  of  the  Chinese  immi- 
grants who  come  to  our  shores  do  not  come  voluntarily,  to  make  their 
homes  with  us  and  their  labor  productive  of  general  prosperity,  but  come 
under  contracts  with  headmen,  who  own  them  almost  absolutely.  In  a 
worse  form  does  this  apply  to  Chinese  women.  Hardly  a  perceptible  per- 
centage of  them  perform  any  honorable  labor,  but  they  are  brought  for 
shameful  purposes,  to  the  disgrace  of  the  communities  where  settled  and 
to  the  great  demoralization  of  the  youth  of  those  locahties.  If  this  evil 
practice  can  be  legislated  against,  it  will  be  my  pleasure  as  well  as  duty  to 
enforce  any  regulation  to  secure  so  desirable  an  end. 

It  is  hoped  that  negotiations  between  the  Government  of  Japan  and 
the  treaty  powers,  looking  to  the  further  opening  of  the  Empire  and  to  the 
removal  of  various  restrictions  upon  trade  and  travel,  may  soon  produce 
the  results  desired,  which  can  not  fail  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of  all  the 
parties.  Ha\4ng  on  previous  occasions  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
Congress  the  propriety  of  the  release  of  the  Japanese  Government  from 
the  further  payment  of  the  indemnity  under  the  convention  of  October 
22,  1864,  and  as  no  action  had  been  taken  thereon,  it  became  my  duty  to 
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nnmissioners  appointed  by  the  President,  and  the  extent  and  description 
of  contracts  and  vouchers  objected  to  by  s*  id  Ixjard,  stating  to  what  extent 
payments  have  been  made  thereon  against  their  remoastrauce. ' '

There  liave  now  been  international  expositions  held  by  three  of  the 
great  powers  of  Europe*  It  seems  fitting  that  the  one  hundredth  aimi- 
versary  of  our  independence  should  be  marked  by  an  event  that  will

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display  to  the  world  the  growth  and  progress  of  a  nation  devoted  to  free- 
dom and  to  the  pursuit  of  fame,  fortune,  and  honors  by  the  lowest  citizen 
as  well  as  the  highest.  A  failure  in  this  enterprise  would  be  deplorable. 
Success  can  be  assured  by  arousing  public  opinion  to  the  importance  of 
the  occasion. 

To  secure  this  end,  in  my  judgment,  Congressional  legislation  is  neces- 
sary to  make  the  exposition  both  national  and  international. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a  successful  international  exposition 
are  manifold.  It  will  necessarily  ^be  accompanied  by  expenses  beyond 
the  receipts  from  the  exposition  itself,  but  they  will  be  compensated  for 
many  fold  by  the  commingling  of  people  from  all  sections  of  our  own 
country;  by  bringing  together  the  people  of  different  nationalities;  by 
bringing  into  juxtaposition,  for  ready  examination,  our  own  and  foreign 
skill  and  progress  in  manufactures,  agriculture,  art,  science,  and  civili- 
zation. 

The  selection  of  the  site  for  the  exposition  seems  to  me  appropriate, 
from  the  fact  that  one  hundred  years  before  the  date  fixed  for  the  exposi- 
tion the  Declaration  of  Independence,  which  launched  us  into  the  galaxy 
of  nations  as  an  independent  people,  emanated  from  the  same  spot. 

We  have  much  in  our  varied  climate,  soil,  mineral  products,  and  skill 
of  which  advantage  can  be  taken  by  other  nationalities  to  their  profit. 
In  return  they  will  bring  to  our  shores  works  of  their  skill  and  familiar- 
ize our  people  with  them,  to  the  mutual  ad\^ntage  of  all  parties. 

Let  us  have  a  complete  success  in  our  Centennial  Exposition  or  sup- 
press it  in  its  infancy,  acknowledging  our  inability  to  give  it  the  inter- 
national character  to  which  our  self-esteem  aspires.

so  far  as  they  may  be  sustained  by  the  action  of  that  l:Mxly.  This  must

I  adA-ise  for  the  present  only  such  appropriation  as  may  l>e  adec[uate  to 
continue  the  work  in  its  present  form,  and  w^ould  leave  to  the  future 
to  determine  whether  the  direct  sanction  of  Congress  shonk!  Ik-  given  to 
mles  that  may ,  perhaps,  l>e  devised  for  regulating  the  method  of  selection 
of  appointees,  or  a  f>ortion  of  tlieui,  who  need  to  be  confirmed  by  the 
Senate. 

The  same  amount  appropriated  last  year  would  Ije  adequate  for  the 
coming  year,  but  I  think  the  public  interest  w^ould  be  pnnnoted  by 
authority  in  the  PCxecutive  for  allowing  a  small  compensation  for  spe- 
cial service  performed  beyond  usual  office  hours,  under  the  act  of  187 1, 
to  persons  already  in  the  ser\^ice  of  the  Government.

Where  surveys  are  made  with  the  view  of  sectionizing  the  public 
lands,  preparatory  to  opening  them  for  settlement  or  entry,  there  is  no 
question  but  such  surveys  and  all  work  connected  therewith  should  be 
luider  the  direct  control  of  the  Interior  Department  or  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior.  But  where  the  object  is  to  complete  the  map  of  the  coun- 
try; to  determine  the  geographical,  astronomical,  geodetic,  topographic, 
hydrographic,  meteorological,  geological,  and  mineralogical  features  of 
the  country — in  other  words,  to  collect  full  information  of  the  unexplored 
or  but  partially  known  portions  of  the  country — ^it  seems  to  me  a  matter 


of  no  importance  as  to  which  Department  of  the  Government  should  have 
control  of  the  work.  The  conditions  which  should  control  this  suhject 
are,  in  my  judgment,  first,  w^hich  Department  is  prepared  to  do  the  work 

k  best;  second,  which  can  do  it  the  most  expeditiously  and  economically. 

P  As  the  country  to  l^  explored  is  occupied  iii  great  part  by  uticiA'ihzed 
Indians,  all  parties  engaged  in  the  work  at  hand  must  be  supplied  with 
escorts  from  the  Army,  thus  placing  a  large  |X)rtion  of  the  ex|>ense  upon 
the  War  Department;  and  as  the  liogineer  Corps  of  the  Army  is  com- 
posed of  scientific  gentlemen,  educated  and  practiced  for  just  the  kind 
of  work  to  l>e  done,  and  as  tliey  are  under  pay  whether  employed  in  this 
work  or  not,  it  w  ould  seem  that  the  second  condition  named  would  l>e 
more  fully  complied  with  by  employing  them  to  do  the  work.  There 
is  but  httle  doubt  that  they  will  accomplish  it  as  promptly  and  a:!^  well, 
and  much  more  economically.

•Relatiu(f  tothe  iiivolutitary  dtportaHou  to  the  UnHcd  States  of  forriyn  convicta,  paupers,  idiots, 
itiaane  persons,  ctc.,aad  trauauuttiiig  corrcspouUcucc  rcUitivc  thereto. 
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our  manufactures  aud  are  not  produced  at  home,  it  seems  to  me,  should 
be  entered  free.  Those  articles  of  luaiiufacture  which  \ve  produce  a  con- 
stituent part  of,  but  do  not  produce  the  whole,  that  part  which  w^e  do  not 
produce  should  enter  free  also,  I  will  iu stance  fine  wool,  dyes,  etc.  These 
articles  must  Ik;  imported  to  form  a  part  of  the  manufacture  of  the  higher 
grades  of  w^ooleti  goods.  Chemicals  used  as  dyes,  compouuded  in  medi- 
cines, and  used  in  various  ways  in  manufactures  come  under  this  class. 
The  introduction  free  of  duty  of  such  wools  as  we  do  not  produce  would 
stimulate  the  manufacture  of  goods  reqniring  the  use  of  those  we  do  pro- 
duce, and  therefore  would  be  a  benefit  to  home  production.  There  are 
many  articles  entering  into  ''home  manufactures"  which  we  do  not  pro- 
duce ourselves  the  tariff  upon  which  increases  the  cost  of  producing  the 
manufactured  article.  All  corrections  in  this  regard  are  in  the  direction 
of  Ijringing  labor  and  capital  in  hannon\^  with  each  other  and  of  supplying 
one  of  tlie  elements  of  prosperity  so  nuicli  needed. 

The  reju^rt  of  the  Secretary'  of  War  herewith  attached,  and  forming  a 
part  of  this  message,  gives  all  the  hiformation  conceniing  the  operations, 
wants,  and  necessities  of  the  Army ,  and  contains  many  ,suggestious  and 
recommendations  which  I  commend  to  your  special  attention. 

There  is  no  class  of  Government  employees  who  are  harder  worked 
than  the  Army — officers  and  men;  none  who  perfonn  their  tasks  more 
cheerfully  and  efficiently  and  under  circumstances  of  greater  privations 
and  liardships. 

Legislation  is  desirable  to  render  more  efficient  this  branch  of  the  pub- 
lic service.  All  the  reconmiendations  of  the  Secretar>^  of  War  I  regard  as 
jtidicious,  and  I  especially  comnieiid  to  your  attention  the  following:  The 
consolidation  of  Government  arsenals;  the  restoration  of  mileage  to  offi- 
cers traveling  under  orders;  the  exemption  of  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  subsistence  stores  from  being  covered  into  the  Treasury;  the  use  of 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  suhsistence  stores  without  waiting  for 
the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  for  wdiich  the  appropriation  is  made; 
for  additional  approjiriations  for  the  collection  of  torpedo  material;  for 
increased  ap]>ropriations  for  the  manufacture  of  anns;  for  relie\nng  the 
various  States  from  indebtedness  for  arms  charged  to  them  during  the  re- 
hellion;  for  dropping  officers  from  the  rolls  of  the  Anny  without  trial  for 
the  offense  of  dra\;vnng  pay  more  than  once  for  the  same  period;  for  the 
discouragement  of  the  plan  to  pay  soldiers  by  check,  and  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  professorship  of  rhetoric  and  Englisli  literature  at  West 
Point.  The  reasons  for  these  recommendations  are  obvious,  and  are 
set  forth  sufficiently  in  the  reports  attached,  I  also  reconmiend  that 
the  status  of  the  staff  corps  of  the  Army  be  fixed,  wdiere  this  has  not 
already  been  done,  so  that  promotions  may  be  made  and  vacancies  filled 
as  they  occur  in  each  grade  %vhen  reduced  below  the  number  to  be  fixed 
by  law.  The  necessity  for  such  legislation  is  specially  felt  now  iu  the 
Pay  Department,     The  number  of  officers  in  that  department  is  below 
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the  number  adequate  to  the  jierformauce  of  tlie  duties  required  of  them 
by  law. 

The  efficiency  of  the  Navy  ha?;  l>een  largely  increased  during  the  last 
year.  Under  the  impulse  of  the  foreign  complications  which  threatened 
us  at  the  commence ment  of  the  last  session  of  Congress^  most  of  our  effi- 
dent  wooden  ships  were  put  in  cfnidition  for  iiniiiediate  serv^ice,  and  the 
repairs  of  our  ironclad  fleet  were  pushed  with  the  utmost  vigor.  The 
result  is  that  most  of  these  are  now  in  an  effective  state  and  need  only 
to  he  manned  and  put  in  commission  to  go  at  once  into  ser\'ice. 

Some  of  the  new  sloops  authorized  by  Congress  are  already  in  commis- 
iou»  and  most  of  the  remainder  are  launched  and  wait  otdy  the  comple- 
tion of  their  machinery  to  enable  them  to  take  their  places  as  part  of  our 
effective  force. 

Two  iron  torj>edo  ships  have  been  completed  during  the  last  year,  and 
four  of  our  large  double- turreted  ironclads  are  now  undefgoing  repairs. 
When  these  are  finished,  e\^er>' thing  that  is  useful  of  our  Navy,  as  now 
authorized,  will  be  in  condition  for  ser\'ice,  and  with  the  advance  in  the 
science  of  torpedo  warfare  the  American  Navy,  comparatively  small  as  it 
is,  will  Ije  fomid  at  any  time  powerful  for  the  purposes  of  a  peaceful  nation. 
I  Much  has  txren  accomplished  during  the  year  \\\  aid  of  science  and  to 
increase  the  sum  of  general  knowledge  and  further  the  interests  of  com- 
merce and  civilisation.  Extensive  and  nuich-needed  soundings  have 
been  made  for  hydrographic  purposes  and  to  fix  the  proper  routes  of 
ocean  telegraphs.  Further  surveys  of  the  great  Isthmus  have  lieeti  un- 
dertaken and  completed,  and  two  vessels  of  the  Navy  are  now  employed. 
in  conjunction  with  those  of  England,  France,  Germany,  and  Russia,  in 
observations  cotmected  with  the  transit  of  Venus,  so  tiseful  and  interest- 
ing to  the  scientiiic  world. 

The  estimates  for  this  branch  of  the  pubhc  service  do  not  differ  mate- 
rially from  those  of  hist  year,  those  for  the  general  support  of  the  scnHce 
being  somewhat  less  and  those  for  iJermanent  improvements  at  the  various 
stations  rather  larger  than  the  correspijnding  estimate  made  a  year  ago. 
The  regular  maintenance  and  a  steady  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  this 
most  important  arm  in  proportion  to  the  growth  of  our  maritime  inter- 

urse  and  interests  is  reconunended  to  the  attention  of  Congress. 

The  use  of  the  Navy  in  time  of  t>eace  might  l>e  further  utilized  by  a 
direct  aiithorizatiou  of  the  employment  of  naval  vessehi  in  explorations 
and  stu-veys  of  the  supposed  navigable  waters  of  other  nationalities  on 
this  continent,  especially  the  trilnitaries  of  the  two  great  rivers  of  South 
America,  the  Orinoco  and  the  Amazon.  Nothing  prevents,  under  exist- 
ing law^s,  such  exploration,  except  that  expenditures  nuist  be  made  in  such 
expeditions  beyond  those  usually  provided  for  in  the  appropriations.  The 
field  designated  is  unquestionably  one  of  interest  and  oue  capable  of 
large  de\*elopment  of  commercial  interests— advantageous  to  the  peoples 
reached  and  to  those  who  may  establish  relations  with  them. 
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Education  of  the  people  entitled  to  exercise  the  right  of  franchise  I 
regard  essential  to  general  prosperity  ever>'where,  and  especially  so  in 
republics,  where  birth,  education,  or  previous  condition  does  not  enter 
into  account  in  giving  suflFrage.  Next  to  the  public  school,  the  post-office 
is  the  great  agent  of  education  over  our  vast  territory.  The  rapidity  with 
which  new  sections  are  being  settled,  thus  increasing  the  carrying  of  mails 
in  a  more  rapid  ratio  than  the  increase  of  receipts,  is  not  alarming.  The 
report  of  the  Postmaster- General  herewith  attached  shows  that  there  was 
an  increase  of  revenue  in  his  Department  in  1873  over  the  previous  year 
of  $1,674,41 1,  and  an  increase  of  cost  of  carrying  the  mails  and  pa\4ng 
employees  of  $3 ,  04 1 ,  468 .91.  The  report  of  the  Postmaster- General  gives 
interesting  statistics  of  his  Department,  and  compares  them  with  the  cor- 
responding statistics  of  a  year  ago,  showing  a  growth  in  every  branch  of 
the  Department. 

A  postal  co(hvention  has  been  concluded  with  New  South  Wales,  an 
exchange  of  postal  cards  established  with  Switzerland,  and  the  negotia- 
tions pending  for  several  years  past  with  France  have  been  terminated 
in  a  convention  with  that  country,  which  w^ent  into  effect  last  August. 

An  international  postal  congress  was  convened  in  Berne,  Switzerland, 
in  September  last,  at  which  the  United  States  was  represented  by  an 
officer  of  the  Post-Office  Department  of  much  experience  and  of  qualifica- 
tion for  the  position.  A  convention  for  the  establishment  of  an  interna- 
tional postal  union  was  agreed  upon  and  signed  by  the  delegates  of  the 
countries  represented,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  proper  authorities  of 
those  countries. 

I  respectfully  direct  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Postmaster- 
General  and  to  his  suggestions  in  regard  to  an  equitable  adjustment  of 
the  question  of  compensation  to  railroads  for  carrying  the  mails. 

Your  attention  will  be  drawn  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  affairs  in 
some  of  the  Southern  States. 

On  the  14th  of  September  last  the  governor  of  Louisiana  called  upon 
me,  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  aid 
in  suppressing  domestic  violence  in  that  State.  This  call  was  made  in 
view  of  a  proclamation  issued  on  that  day  by  D.  B.  Penn,  claiming  that 
he  was  elected  lieutenant-governor  in  1872,  and  calling  upon  the  militia 
of  the  State  to  arm,  assemble,  and  drive  from  power  the  usurpers,  as  he 
designated  the  officers  of  the  State  government.  On  the  next  day  I 
issued  my  proclamation  *  commanding  the  insurgents  to  disperse  within 
five  days  from  the  date  thereof,  and  subsequently  learned  that  on  that 
day  they  had  taken  forcible  possession  of  the  statehouse.  Steps  were 
taken  by  me  to  support  the  existing  and  recognized  State  govemmenti 
but  before  the  expiration  of  the  five  days  the  insurrectionary  movement 
was  practically  abandoned,  and  the  officers  of  the  State  goivemiiient, 
with  some  minor  exceptions,  resumed  their  powers  and  duties.     Cotifltdr

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ering:  that  the  present  State  administration  of  Louisiana  has  been  the 
only  government  in  that  State  for  nearly  two  years;  that  it  has  been 
tacitly  acknowledged  and  acquiesced  in  as  snch  by  Congress,  and  more 
than  once  expressly  recognized  by  nie,  I  regarded  it  as  ray  clear  duty, 
when  legally  called  upon  for  that  purpose,  to  prevent  its  overthrow  by 
an  armed  mob  under  pretense  of  fraud  and  irregularity  in  the  election  of 
1872.  I  have  heretofore  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  this  subject, 
stating  that  on  account  of  the  frauds  and  forgeries  committeil  at  said 
election,  and  because  it  appears  that  the  returns  thereof  were  never 
legally  canvassed,  it  was  impossible  to  tell  thereby  who  were  chosen;  but 
from  the  best  sources  of  information  at  my  command  I  have  always 
believed  that  the  present  State  officers  received  a  majority  of  the  legal 
votes  actually  cast  at  that  election.  I  repeat  what  I  said  in  my  spe- 
cial message  of  February  23,  1875,  that  in  the  event  of  no  action  by  Con- 
gress I  must  continue  to  recognize  the  government  heretofore  recognized 
by  me. 

I  regret  to  say  that  with  preparations  for  the  late  election  decided  indi- 
cations appeared  in  some  localities  in  the  Southern  States  of  a  detenni* 
nation,  by  acts  of  violence  and  intimidation,  to  deprive  citizens  of  the 
freedom  of  the  ballot  because  of  their  political  opinions.  Bands  of  nven, 
masked  and  armed,  made  their  appearance;  White  Leagues  and  other 
societies  were  formed;  large  quantities  of  arms  and  ainmuriitiou  were 
imported  and  distributed  to  these  organizations;  militar>"  drills,  with  mena- 
cing demonstrations,  were  held,  and  with  all  these  murders  enough  were 
committed  to  spread  terror  among  those  whose  |>olitical  action  was  to  be 
suppressed,  if  possible,  by  these  intolerant  and  criminal  proceedings.  In 
some  places  colored  laborers  were  compelled  to  vote  according  to  the 
w*ishes  of  their  employers,  under  threats  of  discharge  if  they  acted  other- 
wise; and  there  are  too  many  instances  in  which,  when  these  threats  were 
disregarded,  they  were  remorselessly  executed  hy  those  wlio  made  them, 
I  understand  that  the  fifteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  made 
to  prevent  this  and  a  like  state  of  things,  and  the  act  of  May  .\i,  1H70, 
w^ith  amendments,  was  passed  to  enforce  its  provisions,  the  object  of  In^th 
being  to  guarantee  to  all  citizens  the  right  to  vote  and  to  protect  theoi  in 
the  free  enjo>Tnent  of  that  right.  Enjoined  by  the  Constitution  ' '  to  take 
care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,"  and  convinced  by  undoubted 
e\ndence  that  violations  of  said  act  had  been  committed  and  that  a  wide- 
spread and  flagrant  disregard  of  it  was  contemplated,  the  proper  officers 
were  instructed  to  prosecute  the  offenders,  and  trorjps  were  stationed  at 
convenient  points  to  aid  these  ofBcers,  if  necessary,  in  the  periormance  of 
their  ofhcial  duties.  Complaints  are  made  of  this  interference  by  Federal 
authority;  Ixit  if  said  amendment  and  act  do  not  provide  for  such  inter- 
ference under  the  circumstances  as  above  stated,  tlieii  they  are  without 
meaning,  force,  or  effect,  and  the  whole  scheme  of  colored  enfranchisement 
is  worse  than  mockery  and  little  better  than  a  crune.     Possibly  Congress 
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may  find  it  clue  to  truth  and  justice  to  ascertain,  by  means  of  a  commit- 
tee, whether  the  alleged  wrongs  to  colored  citizens  for  political  purposes 
are  real  or  the  reports  thereof  were  manufactured  for  the  occasion. 

The  whole  number  of  troops  in  the  States  of  Louisiana,  Alabama, 
Georgia,  Florida,  South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Mar>'land,  and  Virginia  at  the  time  of  tlie  election 
was  4,082.  This  embraces  the  garrisons  of  all  the  forts  from  the  Dela- 
ware to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 

Anctther  trouble  has  arisen  in  Arkansas.  Article  13  of  the  constitu- 
tion of  that  State  (wliich  was  adopted  in  1868,  and  upon  the  approval 
of  which  by  Congress  the  State  was  restored  to  representation  as  one  of 
the  States  of  the  Union )  provides  in  effect  that  Ix^fore  an^'  amentlments 
proposed  to  this  constitution  shall  become  a  part  thereof  they  shall  lie 
passed  by  two  successive  assemblies  and  then  submitted  to  and  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  State  voting  thereon.  On  the  1  ith  of 
May,  1874,  the  governor  convened  an  extra  session  of  the  general  assem- 
bly of  the  State,  which  on  the  i8th  of  the  same  month  passed  an  act  pro- 
\'idiDg  for  a  convention  to  frame  a  new  constitution.  Pursuant  to  this 
act,  and  at  an  election  held  on  the  30th  of  Jmie,  1874,  the  convention  was 
approved,  and  delegates  were  chosen  thereto,  who  assembled  on  the  i4tU 
of  last  July  and  framed  a  new  constitution,  the  schedule  of  which  provided 
for  the  election  of  an  entire  new  set  of  State  officers  in  a  manner  contrar}'' 
to  the  then  existing  election  laws  of  the  State.  On  the  13th  of  October, 
1874,  this  constitution,  as  therein  provided,  Avas  submitted  to  the  pe<iple 
for  their  approval  or  rejection,  and  according  to  the  election  returns  was 
approved  by  a  large  majority  of  those  qualified  to  vote  thereon;  and  at 
the  same  election  persons  were  chosen  to  fill  all  the  State,  county,  and 
township  offices.  The  governor  elected  in  1872  for  tlie  term  of  four  years 
turned  over  his  office  to  the  governor  chosen  under  the  new  constitution, 
whereupon  the  lieutenant-governor,  also  elected  in  1872  for  a  term  uf  four 
years»  claiming  to  act  as  governor,  and  alleging  that  said  proceedings  by 
which  the  new  constitution  was  made  and  a  new  set  of  officers  elected 
w^ere  unconstitutional,  illegal,  and  void,  called  upc^n  me,  as  pro\nded  in 
section  4,  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution,  to  protect  the  State  against 
domestic  violence.  As  Congress  is  now  investigating  the  political  affairs 
of  Arkansas,  I  have  declined  to  interfere. 

The  whole  subject  of  Executive  interference  with  the  affairs  of  a  State 
is  repugtiant  to  public  opinion,  to  the  feelings  of  those  who,  from  their 
official  capacity,  must  he  used  in  such  interposition,  and  to  him  or  those 
who  must  direct.  Unless  most  clearly  on  the  side  of  law,  such  interfer- 
ence Ijecomes  a  crime;  with  the  law  to  support  it,  it  is  condemned  without 
a  hearing.  I  desire,  therefore,  that  all  necessity  for  Executive  direction 
in  local  affairs  ma}*  become  unnecessary  and  obsolete.  I  invite  the  atten- 
tion, not  of  Congress,  but  of  the  people  of  the  United  States^  to  the  cattses 
and  effects  of  these  unhappy  questions.     Is  there  uot  a  disposition  on  one 
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side  to  magnify  wrongs  and  outrages,  and  on  the  other  side  to  l>elittle 
them  or  justify  them?  If  pubhc  opinion  could  l_>e  dir^-cted  to  a  correct 
survey  of  what  is  and  to  rebuking  wrong  and  aiding  the  proj^er  authori- 
ties in  punishing  it,  a  bettt^r  state  of  feehng  would  Ix*  inculcated,  and 
the  sooner  we  would  have  that  peace  which  woidd  leave  the  States  free 
indeed  to  regulate  their  own  domestic  affairs.  I  beheve  on  the  part  of 
our  citizens  of  the  Southern  States — the  better  part  of  them — there  is  a 
disposition  to  l>e  law  abiding,  and  to  do  no  violence  either  to  individuals 
or  to  the  laws  existing.  But  do  they  do  right  in  ignoring  the  existence 
of  violence  atid  blootished  in  resistance  to  constituted  authority?  I  sym- 
pathize with  their  prostrate  condition,  and  would  do  all  in  my  power  to 
relieve  them,  acknowledging  that  in  some  instances  they  have  had  most 
trying  governments  to  live  under,  and  very  oppressive  ones  in  the  way  of 
taxation  for  nominal  improvements,  not  giving  benefits  etpia!  to  the  hard- 
ships imix)sed.  But  can  they  proclaim  themselves  entirely  irresponsible 
for  this  condition  ?  They  can  not.  Violence  has  been  rampant  in  some 
localities,  and  has  either  lieen  justified  or  denied  by  those  who  could  have 
prevented  it.  The  theory  is  even  raised  that  there  is  to  !je  no  further 
interTerence  on  the  part  of  the  General  Govenmient  to  protect  citizens 
within  a  State  where  the  State  authorities  fail  to  give  protection.  This 
is  a  great  mistake.  While  I  remain  ^'xecutive  all  the  laws  of  Congress 
and  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  including  the  recent  amendments 
added  tliereto.  will  Ije  enforced  with  rigor,  but  with  regret  that  they 
shonld  have  added  one  jot  or  tittle  to  Executive  duties  or  ixnvers.  L,et 
there  f)e  fairness  in  the  discussion  of  Southern  questions,  the  advocates  of 
both  or  all  political  parties  giving  honest,  truthful  rcixirts  of  occurrences, 
condemning  the  wrong  and  upholding  the  right,  and  soon  all  will  lie  well. 
Under  existing  conditions  the  negro  votes  the  Repulilican  ticket  l+ecause 
he  knows  his  friends  are  of  that  party.  Many  a  grmd  citizen  \'otes  the 
opposite,  not  because  he  agrees  witli  the  great  principles  of  state  which 
separate  parties,  but  liecanse,  generally,  he  is  op]X)sed  to  negro  nile.  Tliis 
is  a  most  delusive  cry.  Treat  the  negro  as  a  citizen  and  a  voter,  as  he  is 
and  nnist  remain,  and  soon  parties  will  be  di\ided,  not  on  the  color  line, 
but  on  principle.  Then  we  sliali  have  no  complaint  of  sectional  inter- 
ference. 

The  report  of  the  Attoniey-General  contains  valuable  reconunenda- 
tions  relating  to  the  administration  of  justice  in  the  courts  of  the  United 
States,  to  which  I  invite  your  attention. 

I  respectfully  suggest  to  Congress  the  propriety  of  increasing  the 
number  of  judicial  districts  in  the  United  States  to  eleven  (the  present 
number  being  nine )  and  the  creation  of  two  additional  judgeships.  The 
territor>'  to  be  traversed  by  the  circuit  judges  is  so  great  and  the  busi- 
ness of  the  courts  so  steadily  increasing  that  it  is  growing  more  and 
more  impossible  for  them  to  keep  up  with  the  business  reciniring  their 
attention.     Whether  this  would  involve  the  necessity  of  adding  two 
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more  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  the  present  number  I  submit  to 
the  judg^ment  of  Congress. 

The  attention  of  Congress  is  incited  to  the  report  of  the  Secretar>'  of 
the  Interior  and  to  the  legislation  asked  for  by  him.  The  domestic 
interests  of  the  people  are  more  intimately  connected  with  this  I>epart- 
ment  than  with  either  of  the  other  Departments  of  Government.  Its 
duties  have  been  added  to  from  time  to  time  initil  they  ha\'e  l>ecome  so 
onerous  that  without  the  most  perfect  system  and  order  it  will  Ije  impos- 
sible for  any  Secretary'  of  tfie  Interior  to  keep  trace  of  all  official  transac- 
tions having  his  sanction  and  done  in  liis  name,  and  for  which  he  is  held 
personally  responsible, 

Tlie  policy  adopted  for  the  manaj^ement  of  Indian  affairs,  known  as 
the  peace  jiolicy,  has  lieen  adhered  to  with  most  beneficial  results.  It  is 
confidently  hoped  tliat  a  few  years  more  will  relieve  our  frontiers  from 
danj^er  of  Indian  depredations. 

I  connnend  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  for  the  extension  of 
the  homestead  laws  to  the  Indians  and  for  some  sort  of  Territorial  go\'- 
emment  for  the  Indian  Territory.  A  great  majority  of  the  Indians 
occupying  this  Territor>'  are  believed  yet  to  be  incapable  of  mairttain- 
ing  their  rights  against  the  more  civilized  and  enlightened  white  man. 
Any  Territorial  fonii  of  government  given  them,  therefore,  should  pro- 
tect them  in  their  homes  and  property  for  a  period  of  at  least  twenty 
years,  and  l>efore  its  final  adoption  should  be  ratified  by  a  majority  of 
those  affected. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  herewith  attached  gives 
much  interesting  statistical  information,  which  I  abstain  from  giv^ing  an 
al>stract  <if,  but  refer  you  to  the  report  itself. 

The  act  of  Congress  providing  the  oath  which  pensioners  must  sub- 
scril>e  to  l^efore  drawing  their  i>ensions  cuts  off  from  this  Ixjunty  a  few 
survivors  of  the  War  of  1S12  residing  in  the  Southern  States.  I  recom- 
mend the  restoratiun  of  this  Ixiunty  to  all  such.  The  numl>er  of  j>erspns 
whose  names  would  thus  be  restored  to  the  Hst  of  pensioners  is  not 
large.  They  are  all  old  persons,  who  could  have  taken  no  |xirt  in  the 
rebellion,  and  the  services  for  which  they  were  awarded  pensions  were 
in  defense  of  the  whole  countr>\ 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  herewith  contains  sug- 
gestions of  nmch  interest  to  the  general  public,  and  refers  to  the  ap- 
proaching Centennial  and  the  part  his  Department  is  ready  to  take  in  it. 
I  feel  that  the  nation  at  large  is  interested  in  having  this  exposition  a 
success,  and  commend  to  Congress  such  action  as  will  secure  a  greater 
general  interest  in  it.  Already  many  foreign  nations  have  signified  their 
intention  to  l»e  represented  at  it,  and  it  may  be  expected  that  ever>'  civi- 
lized nation  will  be  represented. 

The  rules  adopted  to  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  Government  have 
been  adhered  to  as  closely  as  has  been  practicable  with  the  opposition  with 


i 


wliich  they  meet.  The  effect,  I  beheve,  has  been  beneficial  on  the  whole, 
and  has  tended  to  the  elevation  of  the  service.  But  it  is  ini practical >le  to 
maintain  them  without  direct  and  positive  support  of  Congress.  Gen- 
erally the  supjxjrt  which  this  refonn  receives  is  from  those  who  g^ive  it 
their  support  only  to  find  fault  when  the  rnles  are  apparently  departed 
from.  Removals  from  office  without  preferring  charges  against  parties 
removed  are  frequently  cited  as  departures  from  the  rules  adopted .  and 
the  retention  of  those  against  whom  charges  are  made  by  irresponsible 
persons  and  without  good  grounds  is  also  often  condemned  as  a  viola- 
tion of  them.  Under  these  circumstances,  therefore,  I  announce  that 
if  Congress  adjoums  without  positive  legislation  on  the  subject  of  *'civil- 
ser\*ice  reform'*  I  wiH  regard  such  action  as  a  disfipproval  of  the  system, 
and  will  abandon  it,  except  so  far  as  to  require  examinations  for  certain 
apiKiintecs,  to  detennine  their  fitness.  Competitive  examinations  will  be 
abandoned. 

Tiie  gentlemen  who  have  given  their  ser\4ces.  without  compensation, 
as  memlx:rs  of  the  board  to  devise  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  civil  service  of  tlie  countr>^  have  shown  much  zeal  and  ear- 
nestness in  their  work,  and  to  them,  as  well  as  to  myself,  it  wnll  be  a 
source  of  mortification  if  it  is  to  l>e  thrown  away.  But  I  repeat  that  it 
is  impossible  to  canry^  this  system  to  a  successful  issue  without  general 
approval  and  assistance  and  positive  law*  to  support  it. 

I  have  stated  that  three  elements  of  prf>siK'rily  to  the  nation — Capital, 
labor,  skilled  and  unskilled,  and  products  of  the  soil — still  remain  with 
us.  To  direct  the  employment  of  tliese  is  a  jiroblem  deserving  the  most 
serious  attention  of  Congress.  If  emplo\'meut  can  be  given  to  all  the 
labor  offering  itself,  prosperity'  necessarily  follows.  I  ha\'e  expressed 
the  opinion,  and  repeat  it,  that  the  first  requisite  to  the  accomplishment 
of  this  end  is  the  substitution  of  a  sound  currency  in  place  of  one  of  a 
fluctuating  value.  This  secured,  there  are  many  interests  that  might  l)e 
fastered  to  the  great  profit  of  1>oth  labor  and  capital.  How^  to  induce 
capital  to  enq^loy  lalwr  is  the  question.  The  subject  of  cheap  trausiKir- 
tation  has  occupied  the  attention  of  Congress,  Much  new  light  on  this 
question  will  without  doubt  l:ie  given  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
last  Congress  to  investigate  and  report  upon  this  sulqect, 

A  revival  of  shipbuilding,  and  particularly  of  iron  steamship  Iniilding, 
is  of  vast  imix>rtance  to  our  national  pros])erity.  The  United  States  is 
now  paying  over  $uxd, 000,000  per  amiuiu  for  freights  and  passage  on 
foreign  ships — to  Ite  carried  abroad  and  expended  in  the  employment 
and  support  of  other  peoples — l)eyand  a  fair  percentage  of  w  hat  sliould  go 
tt^  foreign  vessels,  estimating  on  the  tonnage  ami  travel  of  each  respec- 
tively. It  is  to  be  regretted  that  this  disparity  in  tlie  carrying  trade 
exists,  and  to  correct  it  I  would  l)e  willing  to  see  a  great  departure  from 
the  usual  course  of  Goverumeiit  in  suppjrting  what  might  usually  be 
termed  private  enterprise.     I  would  not  suggest  as  a  remedy  direct 
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subsidy  to  Aniericaii  steamship  lines,  but  I  would  suggest  the  direct  offer 
of  ample  com jx^nsa lion  for  cam- in ^  the  mails  between  Atlantic  Seaboard 
cities  and  the  Continent  on  American -owned  and  American-built  steam- 
ers, and  would  extend  this  lil^eralitj'  to  vessels  carrying  the  mails  to  South 
American  States  and  tu  Central  America  and  Mexico,  and  would  pursue 
the  same  policy  from  our  Pacific  seaports  to  foreign  seaports  on  the 
Pacific,  It  might  l>e  demanded  that  vessels  built  for  this  service  should 
come  up  to  a  standard  fixed  by  legislation  in  tonnage,  speed,  and  all 
other  f|ualities,  looking  to  the  possibility  of  Government  requiring  them 
at  some  time  for  war  purposes.  The  right  also  of  taking  possession  of 
them  in  such  emergency  should  be  guarded. 

I  offer  these  suggestions,  believing  tliem  worthy  of  consideration,  in 
all  seriousness,  affecting  all  sections  and  all  interests  alike.  If  anything 
better  can  be  done  to  direct  the  country  into  a  cout^^  of  geueral  pros- 
pent),  no  one  will  l)e  more  ready  than  I  to  second  the  plan. 

Forwarded  herewith  will  l>e  found  the  report  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  under  an  act  of  Congress  approveil  June  20,  iS74,to  wind  up 
the  affairs  of  the  District  government.  It  will  fje  seen  from  the  report 
that  the  net  debt  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  less  securities  on  hand  and 
available,  is:

In  addition  to  this  there  are  claims  preferred  against  the  govemmeiit 
of  the  District  amounting,  in  the  estimated  aggregate  reported  by  the 
board  of  aiuHl,  to  $3,  i47,7H7.48,  of  which  the  greater  part  will  proba- 
bly lie  rejected.  This  sum  can  with  no  more  propriety  be  included  in 
the  debt  account  of  the  District  government  than  can  the  thousands  of 
claims  against  the  General  Government  l:>e  included  as  a  i>ortion  of  the 
national  debt.  But  the  aggregate  sum  thus  stated  includes  something 
more  than  the  funded  debt  chargeable  exclusively  to  the  District  of 
Columbia.  The  act  of  Congress  of  June  20,  1874,  contemplates  an  ap- 
portionment between  the  United  States  Goveninient  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  in  respect  of  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
3.65  bt:)nds»  Therefore  in  computing  with  precision  the  lx>nded  debt  of 
the  District  the  aggregate  sums  above  stated  as  respects  3.65  bonds  now 
issued,  the  outstanding  certificates  of  the  board  of  audit,  and  the  unad* 
justed  claims  pending  before  that  board  should  Ix;  reduced  to  the  extent 
of  the  amount  to  Ix*  apportioned  to  the  United  States  Government  in  the 
manner  indicated  iu  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  20, 1874, 
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I  especially  invite  your  attention  to  the  recommendations  of  the  coin- 
missionerfi  of  the  sinking^  fnud  relative  to  llie  ambiguity  of  the  act  of  J  one 
20^  1S74,  the  interest  on  the  District  bonds,  and  the  consolidation  of  the 
indebtedness  of  the  District. 

I  feel  much  indebted  to  the  gentlemen  who  consented  to  leave  their 
private  affairs  and  come  from  a  distance  to  attend  to  t!ie  business  of  this 
District,  and  for  the  able  and  satisfactory  manner  in  which  it  has  lieen 
conducted.  I  am  sure  their  sen^ices  will  he  equally  appreciated  by  the 
entire  country. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  full  report  of  the  Ixjard  of 
health  that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  is  very  satisfactory. 

In  my  opinion  the  District  of  Columbia  should  Ix?  regarded  as  the 
grounds  of  the  national  capital,  iu  %vhich  the  entire  people  are  inter- 
ested. I  do  not  allude  to  this  to  urge  generous  appropriations  to  the 
District,  but  to  draw  the  attention  of  Congress,  in  framing  a  law  for 
the  government  of  the  District,  to  the  magnificent  scale  on  which  the 
city  was  planned  by  the  founders  of  the  Government;  the  manner  in 
which,  for  oruamental  purpwDses,  the  reservations,  streets,  and  avenues 
were  laid  out, and  the  proportion  of  the  property  actually  possessed  by 
the  General  Governnieut.  I  think  the  proportion  of  the  expenses  of  the 
government  and  improvements  to  l>e  borne  by  the  General  Government, 
the  cities  of  Washington  and  Georgetown,  and  the  cotuity  should  f>e 
carefully  and  equitably  defined. 

In  accordance  with  section  3,  act  appro%'ed  June  23^1874.1  api^c^nted 
a  board  to  make  a  survey  of  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River  with  a 
view  to  determine  the  1>est  metliod  of  obtaining  an<l  uiainlaiiung  a  depth 
of  water  sufficient  for  the  puqx>ses  of  commerce, etc.;  and  in  accordance 
with  an  act  entitled  "An  act  tn  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission of  engineers  to  investigate  and  report  a  iK^rmanent  jdan  for  the 
reclamation  of  the  aUu\nal  l>asin  of  the  Mississippi  River  subject  to  in- 
undation," r  appointed  a  comnrission  of  engineers.  Neither  board  has 
yet  completed  its  labors.  When  their  reports  are  received,  they  will  be 
forwarded  to  Cotigress  without  delay.  ^   ^   qt>  a  ^x

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  answer  to  a  Senate  resolution 
of  the  8th  instant,  asking  for  information  as  to  any  interference  t>y  any 
military  officer  or  any  part  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States  with  the 
organization  or  proceedings  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  State  of  Loui- 
siana, or  either  branch  thereof;  and  also  inquiring  in  regard  to  the  exist- 
ence of  armed  orgaui/alions  in  tliat  State  hostile  to  the  govennnent 
thereof  and  intent  on  overturning  such  government  by  force. 

To  say  that  lawlessness,  turbulence,  and  bkwdshed  have  characterized 
the  political  affairs  of  that  State  since  its  reorganization  under  the  recon- 
struction acts  is  only  to  repeat  what  has  becotne  well  known  as  a  part  of 
its  unhappy  bistort';  but  it  may  be  proper  liere  to  refer  to  the  election 
of  1 868,  by  which  the  Republican  vote  of  the  State,  through  fraud  and 
violence,  was  reduced  to  a  few  thousands,  and  the  bloody  riots  of  1866 
and  1868,  to  show  that  the  disorders  there  are  not  due  to  any  recent  causes 
or  to  any  late  action  of  the  Federal  authorities. 

Preparatory  to  the  election  of  1872  a  shameful  and  undisguised  con- 
spiracy was  formed  to  carry  that  election  against  the  Republicans,  withrmt 
regard  to  law  or  riglit,  and  to  that  end  the  most  glaring  frauds  and  for- 
geries were  committed  in  the  retunis,  after  many  colored  citizens  had  been 
denied  registration  and  others  deterred  by  fear  from  casting  their  ballots. 

When  the  time  came  for  a  final  canvass  of  the  votes,  in  view  of  tlie  fore- 
going facts  William  P.  Kellogg,  the  Republican  candidate  for  governor, 
brought  suit  upon  the  equity  side  of  the  United  States  circuit  court  for 
MP— VOL  vii-  ao 
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After  stating  the  origin  of  the  difficuky,  which  grew  out  of  an  at- 
tempt of  whitt^  i>ersons  to  drive  the  parish  judge  aod  sheriff,  apiK*intees  of 
Kellogg,  from  office,  and  their  attempted  protection  by  colored  persons, 
wliich  led  to  some  fighting,  iu  which  quite  a  niiuil>er  of  negroes  were 
killed,  the  judge  states: 

Most  of  those  who  were  not  killed  were  taken  prisoners.  Fifteen  or  sixteen  of  the 
blacks  had  lifted  the  lx>ards  and  taken  refuge  under  the  floor  of  the  court -houjic. 
They  were  all  captured,  AIkjuI  tliirty-scveii  nieu  were  taken  prisoners.  The  nuin- 
twr  is  not  delhiitely  fixed.  They  were  kept  under  j^ard  until  dark.  They  were  led 
out^  two  hs  two,  and  shot.  Slost  of  the  men  were  shot  to  death.  A  few  were 
wounded,  not  mortally,  mwii  by  pretendkig  to  l>e  dead  were  afterwards,  during  the 
night,  able  to  make  their  escape.  Among  them  was  the  Levi  Nelson  nanied  in 
the  indictment. 

The  dead  bodies  of  the  negroes  killed  in  this  affair  were  left  unburietl  until  Tues- 
day, April  15,  when  they  were  buried  by  a  deputy  marshal  and  an  officer  of  the  mili- 
tia from  New  Orleans.  These  persons  found  fifty -nine  dead  bo<hes.  They  showed 
pistol -sshot  wounds,  the  great  majority  in  the  head,  and  most  of  tliem  in  the  I  tack  of 
the  head.  In  addition  to  the  fifty-nine  dead  l>oilies  found,  some  charrei]  remains 
of  dead  bodies  were  discovcre<l  near  the  court-house.  Six  deail  bodies  were  found 
under  a  warehouse,  all  shot  in  the  liead  hut  one  or  two,  which  were  shot  in  the  breast. 

The  only  white  uien  injured  from  the  l:jegiiiniug  of  tliese  troubles  to  their  close 
were  Hadm>t  and  Harris*    Tlie  court-house  and  its  contents  were  entirely  consumed. 

There  is  no  evidence  that  anyone  in  the  cruwil  of  whites  bore  any  lawful  warrant 
for  the  arrest  of  any  of  the  blacks.  There  is  no  evidence  that  either  Nash  or  Caza- 
bat,  after  the  affair,  ever  demanded  their  offices,  towhich  they  had  set  up  claim,  but 
Register  continued  to  act  as  parisli  judge  and  Sliaw  as  sheriff. 

These  are  facts  in  this  case  as  I  understand  them  to  be  admitted. 

To  hold  the  f-jeople  of  Louisiana  generally  responsible  for  these  atroci- 
ties would  not  be  just,  but  it  is  a  lamentaljle  fact  that  insuj>erable  obstruc* 
lions  were  throw^n  in  the  way  of  putiishing  these  murderers;  and  the 
so-called  consen-ative  pajiers  of  the  State  not  only  justified  tlie  massacre, 
hut  denounced  as  Federal  tyranny  aud  despotism  the  attempt  of  the 
United  States  officers  to  bring  them  to  justice.  Fierce  denunciations 
ring  through  the  country  alx)Ut  office  holding  and  election  matters  in 
Lotiisiaua,  wliile  every  one  of  the  Colfax  miscreants  goes  innvhipiKnl  of 
Justice,  and  no  way  can  be  found  in  this  Ixjasted  land  of  civilization  and 
Christianity  to  punish  the  perpetrators  of  this  Moody  and  monstrciis 
crime. 

Not  unhke  this  was  the  massacre  in  August  last.  Several  Northern 
young  men  of  capital  and  enterprise  had  started  the  little  and  flonrish- 
ing  town  of  Coushatta,  Some  of  them  were  Rcpublicatis  and  oflice- 
holders  under  Kellogg,  They  w*ere  therefore  doomed  to  death.  Six  of 
them  were  seized  and  carried  away  from  their  homes  and  nuirdered  in 
cold  blood.  No  one  has  l^een  punished,  and  the  conservative  press  of 
the  State  denounced  all  efforts  to  that  end  and  lj<ddly  justified  the  crime. 

Many  murders  of  a  like  clianicter  have  been  committed  in  individual 
cases,  which  can  not  here  Ix'  detailed.  For  example,  T.  S.  Crawford. 
judge,  and  P*  H.  Harris,  district  attorney,  of  the  twelfth  judicial  district 


of  the  State*  on  their  way  to  court  were  shot  from  their  horses  l)y  men 
in  anibiLsli  (jii  the  8th  of  Octolier,  1873:  and  the  widow  of  the  former,  in 
a  coniiiniiiicatiou  to  the  Departoieiit  of  Justice,  tells  a  pite<jus  tale  of 
the  perseciiliotis  of  her  husband  because  he  was  a  Union  man,  and  of  the 
efforts  made  to  screen  thost^  who  had  commhted  a  crime  which,  to  use 
her  own  language,  **left  two  widows  and  nine  orphans  desolate.'* 

To  say  that  the  murder  of  a  negro  or  a  white  Republican  is  not  ci^n- 
sidered  a  crime  in  Louisiana  would  probably  Ix*  unjust  to  a  great  part  of 
the  [leople,  but  it  is  true  that  a  great  number  of  such  uuirders  have  l)een 
conuiiitted  and  no  one  has  been  pmiished  therefor;  and  manifestly,  as  to 
them,  the  spirit  of  hatred  and  violence  is  stnmger  than  law* 

Representations  were  made  to  uie  that  the  presence  of  troops  in  Loui- 
siana was  unnecessary  and  irritating  to  the  f>eop]e,  and  that  there  w^as  no 
danger  of  public  disturbance  if  they  were  taken  away.  Conse<pientl_v 
early  in  last  sunnner  the  troops  were  all  withdrawn  from  the  State,  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  garrison  at  New  Orleans  Barracks.  It  was 
claimed  that  a  coniparati\'e  state  of  quiet  had  su])ervened.  Political 
excitement  as  to  Louisiana  affairs  seemed  to  be  dying  out.  But  the 
NovemKier  election  was  approaching,  and  it  was  necessar>''  for  party 
purposes  that  the  flame  should  be  rekindled. 

Accordingly,  on  the  14th  of  September  D.  P.  Penn,  claiming  that  he 
was  elected  lieutenant-governor  in  1872,  issued  an  inflammatory-  procla- 
mation  calling  upt»n  the  militia  of  the  State  to  ann,  assemljle,  and  drive 
from  power  the  usurpers,  as  he  designated  the  officers  of  the  State.  The 
White  Leagues,  armed  and  ready  for  the  conflict,  promptly  responded. 

Ou  the  same  day  the  governor  made  a  formal  requisition  upon  me, 
pursuant  to  the  act  of  1795  and  section  4,  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution, 
to  aid  in  suppressing  domestic  violence.  Ou  the  next  day  I  issued  my 
proclaination^^  commanding  the  insurgents  to  disperse  within  live  days 
from  the  date  thereof;  but  before  the  proclamation  was  published  in 
New  Orleans  the  organized  and  armed  forces  recognizing  a  nsuqntig 
governor  had  taken  forcible  possession  of  the  statehouse  and  tempo- 
rarily subverted  the  government.  Tw^enty  or  more  people  w*ere  killed, 
iiiclnding  a  number  of  the  police  of  the  city.  The  streets  of  the  city  were 
stained  with  blood.  All  that  was  desired  in  the  way  of  excitement  had 
been  accomplished,  and,  in  view  of  the  steps  taken  to  repress  it,  the  rev- 
olution  is  apparently,  tliough  it  is  believed  not  really,  abandoned,  and  the 
cry  of  Federal  usurpation  and  tyranny  in  Louisiana  was  renewed  with 
redoubled  energy.  Troops  had  been  sent  to  the  State  under  this  requi- 
sition of  the  governor,  and  as  other  disturbances  seemed  imminent  they 
were  allowed  to  remain  there  to  render  the  executive  such  aid  as  might 
become  necessary  to  enforce  the  law*s  of  the  State  and  repress  the  con- 
tinued violence  which  seemed  inevitable  the  moment  Federal  support 
shoidd  be  withdrawn. 

•Se«  pp.  376-277. 
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Prior  to,  and  with  a  view  to,  the  late  election  in  Louisiana  white  men 
associated  themselves  together  in  armed  bodies  called  '*  White  Leagues," 
and  at  the  same  time  threats  were  made  in  the  Democratic  joiimaLs  of 
the  State  that  the  election  should  be  carried  against  the  Republicans  at 
all  hazards,  which  ver>'  naturally  greatly  alarmed  the  colored  voters.  By 
section  8  of  the  act  of  Fcbruar>'  28,  1871,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  United 
States  marshals  and  their  deputies  at  pjoUs  where  votes  are  cast  for  Rep- 
resentatives in  Congress  to  keep  the  peace  and  prevent  any  violations  of 
the  so-called  enforcement  acts  and  other  offenses  against  the  laws  of  the 
United  States;  and  upon  a  requisition  of  the  marshal  of  Louisiana,  and 
in  view  of  said  armed  organizations  and  other  portentous  circumstances, 
I  caused  detachments  of  troops  to  be  stationed  in  various  localities  in  the 
State,  to  aid  him  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duties.  That  there 
was  intimidation  of  Republican  voters  at  the  election,  notwithstanding 
these  precautions,  admits  of  no  doubt.  The  foUowing  are  specimens  of 
the  means  used: 

On  the  1 4th  of  October  eighty  persons  signed  and  pubhshed  the  fol- 
lowing at  Shreveport: 

We,  the  undersigned,  merchants  of  the  city  of  Shreveport,  in  obedience  to  a  request 
of  the  Shreveport  Campaign  Club,  agree  to  use  even'  endeavor  to  get  our  employees 
to  vote  the  People*s  ticket  at  the  ensuing  election,  and  in  the  event  of  their  refusal 
90  to  do,  or  in  case  they  vote  tlie  Radical  ticket,  to  refuse  to  employ  them  at  the 
expiration  of  their  present  contracts. 

On  the  same  day  another  large  body  of  persons  pubhshed  in  the  same 

place  a  paper  in  which  they  used  the  following  language: 

We,  the  undersigned,  merchants  of  the  city  of  Shreveport,  alive  to  the  great  impor- 
tance of  securing  good  and  honest  government  to  the  Stale,  do  agree  and  pledge 
ourselves  not  to  advance  any  supplies  or  money  to  any  planter  the  coming  year  who  | 
will  give  employment  or  rent  lauds  to  laborers  who  vote  the  Radical  ticket  in  the 
coming  election. 

I  have  no  information  of  the  proceedings  of  the  returning  board  for 
said  election  which  may  not  be  found  in  its  report,  which  has  l>een  pub- 
lished; but  it  is  a  matter  of  public  information  that  a  great  part  of  the 
time  taken  to  canvass  the  votes  was  consumed  by  the  arguments  of  law- 
yers, several  of  whom  represented  each  party  before  the  board.  I  have 
no  evidence  that  the  proceedings  of  this  board  were  not  in  accordance 
with  the  law  under  which  they  acted.  Whether  in  excluding  from  their 
count  certain  returns  they  were  right  or  wrong  is  a  question  that  depends 
upon  the  evidence  they  had  before  them;  but  it  is  very  clear  that  the  law 
gi^-es  them  the  power,  if  they  choose  to  exercise  it,  of  deciding  that  way, 
and,  pfimafade,  the  persons  whom  they,retum  as  elected  are  entitled  to 
the  oflSces  for  which  they  were  candidates. 

Respecting  the  alleged  interference  by  the  militarj*  with  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  legislature  of  Louisiana  on  the  4th  instant,  I  have  no  knoi;\^l- 
edge  or  information  which  has  not  been  received  by  me  since  that  time 
and  published.     My  first  information  was  from  the  papers  of  the  morning 
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of  the  5th  of  Jarmary.  I  did  not  know  that  any  such  thiti^c^  was  atitici- 
paled,  find  no  unlers  nor  suggestions  were  ever  given  to  any  niilitary  offi- 
cer in  that  State  upon  that  subject  prior  to  the  occurrence.  I  am  well 
aware  that  any  niiHtar>^  interference  by  the  officers  or  tnx»ps  of  the  ITnited 
States  with  the  organization  of  tlie  State  legislature  or  any  of  its  pnx:eed- 
ings,  or  with  any  civil  department  of  the  Government,  is  repugnant  to 
our  ideas  of  government .  I  can  conceive  of  no  case,  not  invoh-ing  relxrl- 
Hon  or  insurrection,  where  such  interference  by  authority  of  the  General 
Govemmeut  ought  to  be  permitted  or  can  l>e  justifiecL  But  there  are  cir- 
cumstances connected  with  the  late  legislative  imbrc^glio  in  Louisiana 
which  seem  to  exempt  the  military  from  any  intentional  wrong  in  that 
matter.  Knowing  that  they  had  been  placed  in  Louisiana  to  prevent 
domestic  violence  and  aid  in  the  enforcemeut  of  the  State  laws,  the  offi- 
cers and  troops  of  the  United  States  may  well  have  supposed  that  it  was 
their  duty  to  act  when  called  upon  by  the  governor  for  that  purpose. 

Each  branch  of  a  legislative  assend>ly  is  the  judge  of  Uie  election  and 
qualifications  of  its  own  mendxTs;  but  if  a  mob  or  a  l>i:)dy  of  unauthor- 
ized [persons  seize  and  hold  the  legislative  hall  in  a  tumultuous  and  riot- 
ous manner,  and  so  prevent  any  organization  by  those  legally  returned  as 
elected,  it  might  l>ecome  the  duty  of  the  State  executive  to  interpise,  if 
requested  by  a  majority  of  the  memlijers  elect,  to  suppress  the  disturl^ance 
and  enable  the  fTersous  elected  to  organize  the  house. 

Any  exercise  of  this  jK>\ver  would  only  lie  just i liable  luider  most  extraor- 
dinary circumstances,  and  it  would  then  l^e  the  duty  of  the  governor  to 
c-all  upon  the  constabulary^  or,  if  necessary,  the  military  force  of  the  State. 
But  with  reference  to  Louisiana,  it  is  to  Ix?  borne  in  miu<l  that  any  attempt 
by  the  governor  to  use  the  pohce  force  of  that  State  at  this  time  woidd 
have  inidoulitedly  p»recipitated  a  bkx:)dy  conflict  w^itli  the  White  League, 
as  it  did  on  the  14th  of  September. 

There  is  no  doubt  btit  that  the  presence  of  the  Unitetl  States  troops  upon 
that  occasion  prevented  bloodshed  and  the  loss  of  life.  Both  parties  appear 
to  have  relietl  U{>on  them  as  conservators  of  the  public  peace. 

The  first  call  w^as  made  by  the  Democrats,  to  remove  persons  obnoxious 
to  them  from  the  legislative  halls;  and  the  second  was  from  the  Repul> 
licans,  to  remove  persons  who  had  usurped  .seats  in  the  legislature  with- 
out legal  certificates  authorizing  thetn  to  seats,  and  in  sufficient  numlxT 
to  change  the  majority. 

Noljody  was  disturbed  by  the  military  who  had  a  legal  right  at  that 
time  to  occupy  a  seat  in  the  legislature.  That  the  Democratic  minority 
of  the  house  undertook  to  seize  its  organization  by  fraud  and  violence; 
that  in  tliis  attempt  they  trampled  under  foot  law;  that  they  undertook 
to  make  persons  not  returned  as  elected  members,  so  as  to  create  a  major- 
ity; that  they  acted  under  a  preconcerted  plan,  and  under  false  pretenses 
introduced  into  the  hall  a  hotly  of  men  to  suppi^rt  their  pretensions  by 
force  if  necessary,  aud  that  conflict,  disorder,  and  riotous  proceedings 
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fullowecl  are  facts  that  seem  to  be  well  established;  and  I  am  credibly 
iiifornied  that  these  violent  proceedings  were  a  part  of  a  premeditated 
plan  to  have  the  house  organized  in  this  way,  recognize  what  has  been 
called  the  McEnery  senate,  then  to  depose  Governor  Kellogg,  and  so 
revolutionize  the  State  government. 

Whetlier  it  was  wrong  for  the  governor,  at  the  request  of  the  majority 
of  the  members  returned  as  elected  to  the  house,  to  use  such  means  as 
were  in  his  pjwer  to  defeat  these  lawless  and  revolutionary  proceedings 
is  perhaps  a  debatable  question;  but  it  is  quite  certain  that  there  woidd 
have  been  no  troiilile  if  those  who  now  complain  of  illegal  interference 
had  allowed  the  house  to  be  organized  in  a  lawful  and  regular  manner. 
When  those  who  inaugurate  disorder  and  anarchy  disavow  such  proceed- 
ings, it  will  be  time  enough  to  condemn  those  who  by  such  means  as 
they  ha\x*  prevent  the  success  of  their  lawless  and  desperate  schemes. 

Lieuteuant-General  Sheridan  was  requested  by  me  to  go  to  Louisiana 
to  obserx^e  and  report  the  situation  there,  and,  if  in  his  opinion  neces- 
sary, to  assume  the  command,  which  he  did  on  the  4th  instant,  after  the 
legislative  disturbances  had  occurred,  at  9  o'clock  p.  m. ,  a  number  of  hours 
after  the  disturbances.  Xo  party  motives  nor  prejudices  can  reasonably 
Ije  imputed  to  him;  but  honestly  convinced  b>'  what  he  has  seen  and  heard 
there,  he  has  characterized  the  leaders  of  the  Wliite  Leagues  in  severe 
terms  and  suggested  summary  modes  of  procedure  against  them,  which, 
though  they  can  not  be  adopted,  would,  if  legal,  soon  put  an  end  to  the 
troubles  and  disorders  in  that  State.  General  Sheridan  was  kx)king  at 
facts,  and  possibly,  not  thinking  of  proceedings  which  would  be  the  only 
proper  ones  to  pursue  in  time  of  peace,  thought  more  of  the  utterly  law- 
less condition  of  society  surrounding  him  at  the  time  of  his  dispatch  and 
of  what  would  |>rove  a  sure  reinedy.  He  never  proposed  to  do  an  illegal 
act  nor  expressed  detennination  to  proceed  l>eyond  what  the  law  in  the 
future  might  authorize  for  the  jmnishment  of  the  atnxrities  which  have 
been  committed,  and  the  commission  of  wliieh  can  not  be  successfully 
denied.  It  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  political  crimes  and  murders  have 
been  committed  in  Louisiana  which  have  gone  unpunished,  and  which 
have  been  justified  or  apologized  for,  which  nxust  rest  as  a  reproach  \i\ion 
the  State  and  ct>untry  long  after  the  present  generation  has  passed  away. 

I  have  no  desire  to  have  United  States  troops  interfere  in  the  domestic 
concerns  of  Louisiana  or  an  v  other  State. 

On  the  9th  of  Deceml>er  last  Go\'ernor  Kellogg  telegraphed  to  tne  his 
apprehensions  that  the  White  League  intended  to  make  another  attack 
upon  the  statehouse,  to  which,  on  the  same  day,  I  made  the  following 
answer,  since  which  no  communication  has  been  sent  to  him: 

Your  dispatch  of  this  date  just  received.  It  is  exceedingly  unpalatable  to  tise 
troops  in  fluticipation  of  danger.  I,et  the  State  autliorities  l>e  right,  and  then  pro- 
ceed with  their  duties  without  apprehension  of  danger.  If  they  are  then  molestedi 
the  question  will  be  determined  whether  the  United  States  is  able  to  maintaiti  law 
and  <^rd^r  within  it^  limits  or  n^t* 
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1  have  .lepdored  the  necessity  which  seenied  to  make  it  my  duty  mider 
the  Constitution  and  laws  to  direct  such  interference,  I  have  always 
refused  except  where  it  seemed  to  l>e  my  imperative  dut}^  to  act  iu  such 
a  manner  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  I  have 
repeatedly  and  earnestly  entreated  t!ic  i>e(>ple  of  the  South  to  live  to- 
gether in  peace  and  obey  the  laws;  and  nothing  would  give  me  greater 
pleasure  than  to  see  reconciliation  and  tranquillity  everywhere  prevail, 
ancl  thereby  remove  all  necessity  for  the  presence  of  tnxrps  among  them. 
I  regret,  however,  to  say  that  this  state  of  things  does  not  exist,  nor 
does  its  existence  seem  to  be  desired,  in  some  localities;  and  as  to  those 
it  may  be  proper  fur  me  to  say  that  to  the  extent  tliat  Congress  has 
conferred  power  upon  me  to  prevent  it  neither  Kuklux  Klans,  White 
Leagues,  nor  any  other  association  using  arms  and  violence  to  execute 
their  unlawful  purptuses  can  l>e  permitted  in  that  way  to  govern  any 
part  of  this  country;  nor  can  I  see  with  indifTerence  Union  men  or 
Republicans  ostracized,  persecuted,  and  murdered  on  account  of  their 
opinions,  as  they  now  are  in  some  localities. 

I  have  heretofore  urged  the  case  of  Ltntisiana  wpon  the  attention  of 
Congress,  and  I  can  not  but  think  that  its  inaction  has  produced  great 
evil. 

To  summarize:  In  Septeml>er  last  an  armed,  organized  Ixidy  of  men,  in 
the  support  of  candidates  who  had  been  put  in  nomination  fur  the  offices 
of  governor  and  lieutenant-governor  at  the  November  election  in  1872, 
and  who  had  lieen  declared  not  electe<l  by  the  l>oard  of  canvassers,  rec- 
ognized by  all  the  courts  to  which  the  questioti  had  been  submitted, 
undertook  to  subvert  and  overthrow  the  State  government  that  had  been 
recognized  by  me  in  accordance  with  previous  ]irecedents.  The  recog- 
nized governor  was  driven  from  the  statehouse,  and  but  for  his  finding 
shelter  in  the  United  States  custom-house,  in  the  capital  of  the  State  of 
which  he  was  govenior.  it  is  scarcely  to  be  doubted  that  he  would  have 
been  killed. 

From  the  statehoiise,  before  he  had  been  driven  to  the  custom-house. 
a  call  was  made,  in  accordance  witli  the  fourth  section,  fourth  article,  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  for  the  aid  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment to  suppress  domestic  violence.  Under  those  circumstances,  and 
in  accordance  with  my  sworn  duties,  my  proclamation*  of  the  15th  of 
Septeml:)er,  1874,  was  issued.  This  sensed  to  reinstate  Governor  Kellogg 
to  liis  position  nominally,  but  it  can  not  he  claimed  that  the  insurgents 
liave  to  this  day  surrendered  to  the  State  authorities  tlie  arms  Ixdonging 
to  the  State,  or  that  they  have  in  any  sense  disarmed.  On  the  contrary, 
it  is  known  that  the  same  armed  organizations  that  existed  on  the  14th 
of  September,  1874.  in  opposition  to  the  recognized  State  government, 
still  retain  their  organization,  equipments,  and  commanders,  and  can  be 
called  out  at  any  hour  to  resist  the  State  government.     Under  these 
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circiimstances  the  same  military  force  has  been  continued  in  Louisiana  as 
was  sent  there  iinrler  the  first  call,  and  under  the  same  j^eneral  instruc- 
tKjtis.  I  repeat  that  the  task  assumed  by  the  troops  is  not  a  pleasant  one 
to  them;  that  the  Army  is  not  cr^mposed  oi  lawyers,  capable  of  judging 
at  a  moment* s  notice  of  just  how  far  they  can  go  in  the  maintenance  of 
law  and  r>rder,  and  that  it  was  impossible  to  give  specific  instructions  pro- 
viding for  all  fjTjssible  contingencies  that  might  arise.  The  troops  were 
tir>imd  to  act  npon  the  judgment  of  the  commanding  officer  up^xi  each 
sudden  contingency  that  arose,  or  wait  instructions  which  could  only 
reach  them  after  the  threatened  wrongs  had  been  committed  which  they 
were  cnllerl  on  to  pre%-ent.  It  should  be  recollected,  too.  that  upon  my  rec- 
ognitir>n  of  the  Kellr>gg  government  I  reported  the  fact,  with  the  grounds 
of  recognition,  to  Congress,  and  asked  that  body  to  take  action  in  the 
matter;  otherwise  I  should  regard  their  silence  as  an  acquiescence  in  my 
a>urse.  No  action  has  been  taken  by  that  body,  and  I  ha\-e  maintained 
the  position  then  marked  out. 

If  error  has  Ixren  committed  by  the  Army  in  these  matters,  it  has 
always  txren  on  the  side  of  the  preservation  of  good  order,  the  mainte- 
nance of  law,  and  the  protection  of  life.  Their  bearing  reflects  credit 
upon  the  soldiers,  and  if  wrong  has  resulted  the  blame  is  with  the  tur- 
bulent element  surrounding  them. 

I  now  earnestly  ask  that  such  action  Ixj  taken  by  Congress  as  to  leave 
my  duties  perfectly  clear  in  dealing  with  the  affairs  of  Louisiana,  gi\'ing 
assurance  at  the  same  time  that  whatever  may  be  done  by  that  body  in 
the  premises  will  Ix;  executed  according  to  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the 
law,  without  fear  or  favor. 

I  herewith  transmit  copies  of  documents  containing  more  specific  in- 
formation as  to  the  subject-matter  of  the  resolution.

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

Senate  bill  No.  1044,  "to  provide  for  the  resumption  of  specie  pay- 
ments," is  iK'fore  nie,  and  this  day  receives  my  signature  of  approval. 

I  venture  iiix^n  this  unusual  method  of  conveyhig  the  notice  of  approval 
to  the  *' House  in  which  the  measure  originated"  because  of  its  great 
ini]K)rtance  to  the  country  at  large  and  in  order  to  suggest  further  legis- 
lation which  seems  to  me  essential  to  make  this  law  effective. 

It  is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  a  measure  has  become  law  which 
fixes  a  dale  when  specie  resumption  shall  commence  and  implies  an  obli- 
gation on  the  part  of  Congress,  if  in  its  power,  to  give  such  legislation  as 
may  jirove  necessary  to  redeem  this  promise. 

To  this  end  I  resj)ectfully  call  your  attention  to  a  few  suggestions: 

I«*irst.  The  necessity  of  an  increased  revenue  to  carry  out  the  obliga- 
tion of  adding  to  the  sinking  fund  annually  i  per  cent  of  the  public  debt, 
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anioutiting  now  to  ulMJiit  $34,t3<jo,<x>:>  per  anouin,  and  to  carry  out  tlie 
promises  of  this  uieaMire  t«i  redeem,  under  certain  coiuiiigencies,  eiglity 
niilliuns  of  the  present  legal -tenders,  and,  without  contingency,  the  frac- 
tional currency  now  in  circulation 

liow  to  increase  the  surplus  rexenue  is  for  Congress  to  devise,  but  I 
will  venture  to  suggest  that  the  duty  on  tea  and  cxjffec  niiglit  Ik*  restored 
with^jut  |)ennaiiently  enhancing  the  cost  to  the  consumers,  and  that  the 
lu  j)cr  cLiit  horizontal  reduction  of  the  tariff  on  articles  specifietl  in  the 
law  of  June  6,  i«S72,  Ik*  reix;xded.  The  supply  of  tea  and  cofTee  already 
on  hand  in  the  United  .States  would  in  all  probability  Ix?  advanced  in 
price  by  adop>tiug  tliis  measure.  But  it  is  known  that  the  adoption  of 
free  entr>'  to  those  articles  of  necessity  did  not  cheajjeii  them ,  but  merely 
adde^l  t<>  the  profits  of  the  conutries  producing  them,  or  of  the  middlemen 
in  those  countries,  who  have  the  exclusive  trade  in  thenu 

Second,  The  first  section  of  the  hill  now  nnder  consideration  provides 
that  the  fractitjna!  currency  shall  Ix^  redeemed  in  silver  coin  as  rapitlly  as 
practicalde.  There  is  no  provision  i>reventing  the  fluct nation  in  the 
value  of  the  paper  currency.  With  gold  at  a  premium  of  anything  over 
lu  per  cent  alxive  the  currency  in  use,  it  is  jjroljable.  almost  certain,  tliat 
silver  would  L>e  Ixjught  up  for  expjrtatiun  as  fast  as  it  was  put  out,  or 
until  change  would  become  so  scarce  as  to  make  the  premium  on  it  ctjual 
to  the  premium  on  gold,  or  sufficiently  high  to  make  it  no  longer  profit- 
able to  buy  for  exix>rt,  thereby  causing  a  direct  loss  to  the  ctnnmunity  at 
large  and  great  embarrassment  to  trade. 

As  the  present  law  connnaiids  final  resumption  on  the  ist  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1879,  and  as  the  gold  receipts  by  the  Treasury  are  larger  Ihan  the 
gold  payments  and  the  currency  receipts  are  smaller  tlian  tlie  currency 
payments,  thereby  making  monthly  sales  of  gold  necess^iry  t<»  meet  cur- 
rent currency  ex|x;nses,  it  (jccurs  to  me  that  these  difficulties  might  l>e 
remedied  by  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  redeem  legal- 
tendcr  notes,  whenever  presetited  in  sums  of  not  less  tlian  Skxs  and  mul- 
tiples therc^jf.  at  a  premium  for  gold  (vf  lu  per  cent,  less  interest  at  the 
rate  of  2j^  per  cent  ikt  annuju  from  the  ist  day  of  January,  1875,  to 
the  date  tjf  putting  this  law  into  ojK^ration,  and  diminishing  tins  prennum 
at  the  same  rate  until  final  resnmj>liun^clianging  tlie  rate  of  i)remiuni 
demamled  from  time  to  time  as  the  interest  amounts  to  one-quarter  of  i 
percent.  I  suggest  this  rate  of  interest  Ijecause  it  would  bring  currency 
at  par  with  gold  at  the  date  fixed  by  law  ft>r  final  resumption,  I  suggest 
10  i>er  cent  as  the  demand  premium  at  the  beginning  l>ecause  I  believe 
this  rate  would  insure  the  retention  of  silver  in  the  country  for  change. 

The  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the  act  will  prevent  condiinalious 
being  made  to  exhaust  the  Treasur>^  of  coin. 

With  such  a  law  it  is  presumalile  that  no  gold  would  lx^  called  for  not 
rcrpiiied  for  legitimate  Imsiness  purposes,  \Mien  large  amounts  of  coin 
should  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  correspondingly  large  amounts  of 
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currency  would  be  w^thdrawTi  from  circulatiou,  thus  causing  a  sufficient 
stringency  in  currency  to  stop  the  outward  flow  of  coin. 

The  advantages  of  a  currency  of  a  fixed  known  value  would  also  be 
reached.  In  my  opinion,  by  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  busitiess  and 
industries  would  revive  and  the  beginning  of  prosperity  on  a  fimi  basis 
would  Ix'  reached. 

Other  means  of  increasing  revenue  than  those  suggested  should  prob- 
ably l>e  devised,  and  also  other  legislation. 

In  fact,  to  carr>*  out  the  first  section  of  the  act  another  mint  becomes  a 
necessity.  With  the  present  facilities  for  coinage,  it  would  take  a  perictd 
proliably  beyond  that  lixed  by  law  for  final  specie  resumption  to  coin  the 
silver  necessary  to  transact  the  business  of  the  country. 

There  are  now  smelting  furnaces,  for  extracting  the  silver  and  gold 
from  the  ores  brought  from  the  mountain  territories,  in  Chicago,  St. 
Louts,  and  Omaha — ^three  in  the  former  city — ^and  as  much  of  the  change 
required  will  be  wanted  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  States,  and  as  the 
metals  to  be  coined  come  from  west  of  those  States,  and,  as  I  understand, 
the  charges  for  trans|Mjrtation  of  bullion  from  cither  of  the  cities  named 
to  the  mint  in  Philadelphia  or  to  New  York  City  amount  to  $4  for  each 
$i,<:kxi  worth,  with  an  equal  expense  for  trans|"Kirtatiou  back,  it  would 
seem  a  fair  argument  in  favor  of  adopting  one  or  more  of  those  cities  as 
the  place  or  places  for  the  establishment  of  new  coining  facilities, 

I  have  ventured  upon  this  subject  with  great  diffidence,  l>Gcause  it  is 
so  unusual  to  approve  a  measure — as  I  most  heartily  do  this,  e\'en  if  no 
further  legislation  is  attainable  at  this  time — and  to  announce  the  fact 
by  message.  But  I  do  so  because  I  feel  that  it  is  a  suliject  of  such  vital 
importance  to  the  whole  country  that  it  should  recei\'e  the  attcntiota  of 
and  Ix"  discussed  by  C«^ngress  and  the  people  tlirough  the  press,  and  in 
every  way,  to  the  end  that  the  best  and  most  siitisfactory  course  may  be 
reached  of  executing  what  I  deem  most  beneficial  legislation  on  a  most 
vital  question  to  the  interests  and  prosperity  of  the  nation,

lu  my  annual  message  of  December  i,  1S73,  while  inviting  general 
attention  to  all  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  your 
special  consideration  was  invited  to  "the  importance  of  preparing  for 
war  in  time  of  jieace  by  providing  proper  armament  for  onr  seacoast  de- 
fenses. Proper  armament  is  of  vastly  more  importance  than  fortifica- 
tions. The  latter  can  Ije  supplied  very  speedily  for  temporarj^  purposes 
wlieii  needed;  the  former  can  not/' 

These  views  gain  increased  strength  and  pertinence  as  the  years  roll 
by»  and  I  have  now  again  the  honor  to  call  special  attention  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  ** armament  of  our  fortifications"  and  the  absolute  necessity 
for  immediate  provision  l)y  Congress  for  the  procurement  of  heavy  can- 
non. The  large  expenditures  requiretl  to  supply  the  numljer  of  guns  for 
our  forts  is  the  strongest  argumeut  that  can  l>e  adduced  for  a  liberal 
annual  appropriation  for  their  gradual  accumulation.  In  time  of  w^ar 
such  preparations  can  not  l)e  made;  cannon  can  not  be  pnrcbased  in 
open  market  nor  manufactured  at  short  notice;  they  uuist  l>e  the  product 
of  years  of  experience  and  lalx>r. 

I  herewith  inclose  copies  of  a  report  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  and  of 
a  l>oard  of  ordnance  officers  on  the  trial  of  an  H-iucb  rifle  converted  from  a 
10-inch  suKXJthtore,  which  shows  very  conclusively  an  economical  means 
of  utilizing  these  useless  smoothbores  and  making  tlieui  into  8-iuch  rifles, 
capable  of  piercing  7  inches  of  iron.  The  1,294  lo-inch  Rodman  guns 
should,  in  my  opinion,  Ix*  so  utilized,  aud  the  appropriation  requested  by 
the  Chief  of  Ordnance  of  $250,000  to  commence  these  conversions  is 
urgently  recommended. 

While  convinced  of  the  economy  and  necessity  of  these  couversions, 
the  determination  of  the  best  and  most  economical  method  of  providing 
guns  of  still  larger  calilaer  should  no  longer  be  delayed.  The  experience 
of  other  nations,  based  on  the  new  conditions  of  defense  brought  prinui- 
nently  forward  by  the  introduction  of  ironclads  into  every  navy  aiioat, 
demands  heavier  metal  and  rifle  guns  of  not  less  than  12  inclies  in  cali- 
ber. These  enormous  masses,  hurling  a  shot  of  700  pouiids,  can  alone 
meet  many  of  the  requirements  of  the  national  defenses.  They  must  be 
provided,  and  experiments  on  a  large  scale  can  alone  give  the  data  neces- 
sary  for  the  determination  of  the  question,  A  suitable  proving  ground, 
with  all  the  facilities  and  conveniences  referred  to  by  the  Chief  of  Ord- 
nance, with  a  liberal  annual  appropriation,  is  an  undoubted  necessity. 
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The  guns  now  ready  for  trial  can  not  be  experimented  wnth  without 
funds,  and  the  estimate  of  $250,000  for  the  purpase  is  deemed  reasonable 
and  is  strongly  recommended. 

The  constant  appeals  for  legislation  on  the  ' '  armament  of  fortifica- 
tions *  *  ought  no  longer  to  be  disregarded  if  Congress  desires  in  peace  to 
prepare  the  important  material  without  which  future  wars  must  inevita- 
bly lead  to  disaster. 

This  subject  is  submitted  with  the  hope  that  the  consideration  it  de-

I  will  venture  to  express  the  opinion  that  all  the  testimony  shows  that 
in  the  election  of  1872  Joseph  Brooks  was  lawfully  elected  governor  of 
that  State;  that  he  has  been  unlawfully  deprived  of  the  possession  of  his 
office  since  that  time;  that  in  1874  the  constitution  of  the  State  w^as  by 
violence,  intimidation,  and  revolutionary  proceedings  overthrown  and  a 
new  constitution  adopted  and  a  new  State  government  established. 

These  proceedings,  if  permitted  to  stand,  practically  ignore  all  rights 
of  minorities  in  all  the  States.  Also,  what  is  there  to  prevent  each  of 
the  States  recently  readmitted  to  Federal  relations  on  certain  conditions 
changing  their  constitutions  and  violating  their  pledges  if  this  action  in 
Arkansas  is  acquiesced  in? 

I  respectfully  submit  whether  a  precedent  so  dangerous  to  the  stability 
of  State  government,  if  not  of  the  National  Government  also,  should  be 
recognized  by  Congress.  I  earnestly  ask  that  Congress  will  take  definite 
action  in  this  matter  to  relieve  the  Executive  from  acting  upon  questions 
which  should  be  decided  by  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government.

By  letter  from  the  Adjutatit- General's  Office,  War  Department,  No- 
venilier  2^  1870,  he  was  in  formed  he  could  not  be  discharged  as  requested, 
as  the  President  had  decided  staff  officers  did  not  come  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act. 

Subsequently  the  President  decided  that  staff  officers  who  applied  and 
could  be  spared  conld  go  out  under  the  act.  Accordingly.  Assistant 
Surgeon  Pope  was  discharged,  on  his  original  application,  to  date  Decem- 
ber 31,  1870,  Ijy  special  order  of  that  date,  this  lK*cause  time  did  not  per- 
mit to  connnunicate  w^itli  him,  and  the  lielief  that  his  desire  to  leave  the 
service  was  unchanged. 

He  drew  a  year's  pay  and  mileage  under  the  order,  came  to  Washing- 
ton, and  on  May  19,  1871,  applied  for  revocation  of  the  order  of  discharge 
on  the  ground  that,  having  been  officially  notilied  of  disapproval,  he  had 
made  arrangements  to  remain  in  sennce.  Forwarded  by  the  Surgeon- 
General  recommended.  Disapproved  by  the  Secretary  of  War  May  23, 
1871. 

June  17,  1 87 1 ,  the  order  of  discharge  was  revoked.  Assistant-Surgeon 
Pope  tlien  refunded  the  year's  pay  and  mileage  and  drew  pay  for  con- 
tinuous servdce.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  by  the  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  *'An  act 
for  the  creation  of  a  court  for  the  adjudication  and  disposition  of  certain 
moneys  received  into  the  Treasury  under  an  award  made  by  the  tribunal 
of  arbitration  constituted  by  virtue  of  the  first  article  of  ihe  treaty  con- 
cluded at  Washington  the  8th  of  May,  A.  D.  1871,  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,"  approved  June  23* 
1874,  it  is  provided— 

That  the  judges  of  the  court  created  by  this  act  shall  convene  in  tlie  city  of  Wash- 
in  jjton  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  he  after  their  appointment;  and  the  said  court 
shall  exist  for  one  year  from  the  date  of  its  first  convening  and  organizing;  and 
should  it  be  found  impracticable  to  complete  the  work  of  the  sai<i  court  before  the 
expiration  of  tlie  said  one  3'ear,  the  President  may  by  proclamation  extend  the  lime 
of  the  duration  thereof  to  a  period  not  more  than  six  months  beyond  the  expiration  of 
the  said  one  year;  and  in  such  case  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  taken  and 
held  to  be  tlie  same  as  though  the  continuance  of  the  said  court  had  been  originally 
fixed  by  this  act  at  tlie  limit  to  which  it  may  be  thus  extended. 

And  whereas  it  has  Ijeen  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  me  that  the 
said  court  convened  on  the  2 2d  of  July,  1874,  and  that  a  large  portion  of 
the  business  of  said  court  still  remains  undisposed  of,  and  that  it  is  fomid 
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impracticable  to  complete  tlie  work  of  the  said  court  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  one  year  from  its  first  convening  and  organizing: 

Now,  therefore,  Ije  it  known  that  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  the  provisions  of  the  said  eighth  section  of  the  act  of  Congress  afore- 
said, do  hereby  extend  the  rime  of  the  duration  of  said  **  Court  of  Com- 
missioners of  Alabama  Claims  "  for  a  period  of  six  months  from  and  after 
the  22d  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1875.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

ExECUTivK  Mansion,  March  p,  i8'/5. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act 
of  Congress  entitled  '  *  An  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil 
expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1876, 
and  for  other  purposes,*'  approved  March  3,  1875,  the  board  heretofore 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  articles  and  materials  to  be  exhibited 
by  the  several  Executive  Departments,  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and 
the  Agricultural  Department  at  the  International  Exhibition  of  1876  is 
hereby  continued  under  the  following  regulations  and  distribution  of 
duties,  viz: 

The  funds  appropriated  by  the  above-named  section  will  be  drawn 
from  the  Treasury  upon  the  requisition  of  the  chairman  of  the  board, 
and  be  disbursed  as  are  other  public  moneys  under  the  existing  laws 
relating  to  disbursing  officers. 

An  oflScer  of  the  Army  will  be  detailed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  as 
disbursing  officer  of  the  board. 

Each  representative  of  an  Executive  Department  and  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  of  the  Agricultural  Department,  and 
the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Food  Fishes  will  have  charge  of  the 
matters  pertaining  to  his  respective  Department,  subject  to  the  general 
advisement  of  the  board;  and  all  bills  will  be  paid  by  the  disbursing 
officer  upon  vouchers  certified  by  such  representative  and  countersigned 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board. 

The  disbursing  officer  will  render  monthly  accounts  current  of  all 
advances  to  and  disbursements  by  him  to  the  First  Auditor  of  the  Treas- 
ury for  audit  and  settlement  in  the  same  manner  as  are  other  accounts  of 
disbursing  officers  of  the  Government. 

Each  representative  will  be  held  responsible  to  the  head  of  his  respec- 
tive Department  for  all  public  property  of  the  United  States  furnished  by 
the  head  of  such  Department  or  otherwise  coming  to  his  hands  for  the 
purposes  of  the  exhibition,  and  will  render  proper  accounts  of  the  same 
to  such  head  of  Department  until  the  property  is  returned.

The  importation  of  breech- loading  rifles,  and  fixed  ammunition  suit- 
able therefor,  into  the  Territory  of  Alaska,  and  the  shipment  of  such 
rifles  or  ammunition  to  any  port  or  place  in  the  Territor>^  of  Alaska,  are 
hereby  forbidden,  and  collectors  of  customs  are  instructed  to  refuse  clear- 
ance of  any  vessel  having  un  board  any  such  arms  or  ammunition  des- 
tined for  any  port  or  place  in  said  Territor>\ 

If,  however,  any  vessel  intends  to  touch  or  trade  at  a  port  in  Alaska 
Territory  or  to  pass  within  the  waters  thereof,  but  shall  he  ultimately 
destined  for  some  port  or  place  not  within  the  limits  of  said  Territory', 
and  shall  have  on  hoard  any  such  firearms  or  ammunition,  the  master  or 
chief  officer  thereof  will  be  required  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  col- 
lector of  customs  at  the  port  of  clearance  a  good  and  sufficient  bond. 
%vith  two  sureties,  in  double  the  value  of  such  merchandise,  conditioned 
that  such  arms  or  amnmnition,  or  atiy  part  thereof,  shall  not  l>e  landed  or 
disposed  of  within  the  Territor^.^  of  Alaska.  Such  bond  shall  be  taken  for 
such  time  as  the  collector  shall  deem  proper,  and  may  be  satisfied  upon 
proofs  similar  to  those  required  tu  satisfy  ordinar>^  export  bonds,  showing 
that  such  arms  have  l^en  landed  at  some  foreign  port;  or,  if  such  mer- 
chandise is  landed  at  any  port  of  the  United  States  not  within  the  limits 
of  the  Territor\^  of  Alaska,  the  Umd  may  be  satisfied  upon  production  of 
a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the  collector  of  the  port  where  it  is  so 
landed.

nel secured  and  maintained  from  time  to  time  in  said  channel,  together 
wnth  such  other  information  as  the  Secretar}^  of  War  may  direct," 

2.  Pro  led  ion  of  the  interests  of  the  United  States  so  far  as  the  taking  of 
material  is  conrenied. — Said  Eads  and  his  associates  shall,  prior  to  taking 
material  from  any  public  lands,  obtain  authority  to  do  so  from  the  Secre-

these  shall  be  erected  in  such  a  way  and  at  such  places  as  uot  unneces- 
sarily to  interfere  with  navigation  or  any  other  interest  in  which  the 
ITnited  States  is  concerned,  whereof  the  Secretar>^  of  War  shall  h^  the 
judge.     At  his  direction  any  such  structure  shall  be  at  once  removed. 

4.  Protection  of  fames  B.  Eads's  interests. — No  person  save  said  Eads 
and  his  contractors  shall  erect  any  Imilding,  tent,  or  other  habitation  on 
the  military  reservation  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Any  per- 
son so  doing  may  lie  sunnnarily  ejected  by  the  I'fnited  Stales  marshal  or 
his  deputy.

As  a  mark  of  respect  for  the  memor>'  of  the  deceased,  it  is  ordered  that 
the  Executive  Mansion  and  several  Departments  of  the  Government  at 
Washington  be  draped  in  mourning  until  the  close  of  the  day  designated 
for  his  funeral,  and  that  all  public  business  be  suspended  on  that  day.

The  officers  of  the  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  will  wear  the  usual  badge 
of  mourning  attached  to  the  sword  hilt  and  on  the  left  arm  for  the  period

The  eminent  station  of  the  deceased,  his  high  character,  his  long  career 
in  the  sennce  of  his  State  au<l  of  the  Union,  his  devotion  to  the  cause  of 
freedom,  and  the  ability  which  he  brought  to  the  discharge  of  every  duty 
stand  conspicuous  and  are  indelibly  impressed  on  the  hearts  and  affec- 
tions of  the  American  people. 

In  testimony  of  respect  for  this  distinguished  citizen  and  faithful  pub- 
lic servant  the  various  Departmeuts  of  the  Oovermncnt  will  be  closed  on 
the  day  of  the  funeral,  and  the  Executive  Mansion  and  all  the  Executive 
Departments  in  W^asliiugton  will  be  draped  with  badges  of  mourning  for 
thirty  days. 

The  Secretaries  of  W^ar  and  of  the  Navy  will  issue  orders  that  appro- 
priate military  and  naval  honors  he  rendered  to  the  memory  of  one  whose 
virtues  and  services  will  long  be  borne  in  recollection  by  a  grateful  nation.

SEVENTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Executive  Mansion,  December  7,  iSys^ 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  submitting  my  seventh  annual  message  to  Congress,  in  this  centen- 
nial year  of  our  national  existence  as  a  free  and  independent  people,  it 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  recur  to  the  advancement  that  has  been  made 
from  the  time  of  the  colonies,  one  hundred  years  ago.  We  were  then  a  peo- 
ple numbering  only  3,000,000.  Novir  we  number  more  than  40,000,000. 
Then  industries  were  confined  almost  exclusively  to  the  tillage  of  the 
soil.     Now  manufactories  absorb  much  of  the  labor  of  the  country. 

Oiu*  Uberties  remain  unimpaired;  the  bondmen  have  been  freed  from 
slavery;  we  have  become  possessed  of  the  respect,  if  not  the  friendship, 
of  all  civilized  nations.  Our  progress  has  been  great  in  all  the  arts — ^in 
science,  agriculture,  commerce,  navigation,  mining,  mechanics,  law,  medi- 
cine, etc. ;  and  in  general  education  the  progress  is  likewise  encouraging. 


Ulysses  S,  Grant 
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Our  thirteen  States  have  become  thirty-eight,  iuchidiiig  Colorado  (which 
has  takeu  the  initiatory  steps  to  become  a  State),  aud  eight  Territories, 
indudiiig  the  Indian  Territory  and  Alaska^  and  excluding  Colorado,  mak- 
ing a  territory  extending  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  On  the  south 
we  have  extended  to  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  in  the  west  from  the  Mis- 
sissippi to  the  Pacific. 

One  hundred  years  ago  the  cotton  gin,  the  steauiship^  the  railroad,  the 
telegraph,  thu  reaping,  sewing,  and  modem  printing  machines,  and  nu- 
merous other  inventions  of  scarcely  less  value  to  our  business  and  happi- 
ness were  entirely  unknown. 

In  1776  manufactories  scarcely  existed  even  in  name  in  all  this  vast 
territor)^  In  1S70  more  than  2,000,000  persons  w^ere  employed  in  man- 
ufactories, producing  more  than  $2,100,000,000  of  products  in  amount 
annually,  nearly  equal  to  our  national  debt.  From  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  population  of  1776  being  engaged  in  the  one  occupation  of  agricul- 
ture, in  1870  so  numerous  and  diversified  had  become  the  occupation  of 
our  |>eople  that  less  than  6,000,000  out  of  more  than  40,000,000  were 
so  engageil.  The  extraordinary  effect  produce<l  in  our  countr>^  by  a 
resort  to  diversified  occupations  has  built  a  market  for  the  products  of 
fertile  lands  distant  from  tlie  sealxjard  and  the  nmrkets  of  the  world. 

The  American  system  of  locating  various  and  extensive  mannfactoHes 
next  to  the  plow  and  the  pasture,  and  adding  connecting  railroads  and 
steamboats,  has  produced  in  onr  distant  interior  country  a  result  notice- 
able by  the  intelligent  jirtrtions  of  all  commercial  nations.  The  ingeiutity 
and  skill  of  American  mechanics  ha%^e  been  demonstrated  at  home  and 
abroad  in  a  manner  most  flattering  to  their  pride.  But  for  the  extraor- 
dinar\'  genius  and  ability  of  our  mechanics,  the  achievements  of  our 
agriculturists,  mamifacturers,  and  transporters  tliroughout  the  country 
w*nukl  have  been  impossible  of  attainment. 

The  progi'css  (  f  the  miner  has  also  l>een  great.  Of  coal  onr  production 
was  small;  now  many  milhons  of  tons  are  mined  annually.  So  with  iron, 
which  formed  scarcely  an  appreciable  part  of  our  products  half  a  century 
ago,  we  now  produce  more  than  the  world  consumed  at  the  !>eginning 
of  our  national  existence.  Lead,  zinc,  and  copper,  from  being  articles  of 
imjwrt,  w^e  may  expect  to  l:>e  large  exporters  of  in  the  near  future.  The 
development  of  gold  and  silver  mines  in  the  I'nited  States  and  Territories 
has  not  only  l>een  remarkable,  but  has  had  a  large  influence  upon  the 
business  of  all  commercial  nations.  Our  merchants  in  the  last  hundred 
years  have  had  a  success  and  have  established  a  reputation  for  enterprise, 
sagacity,  progress,  and  integrity  unsurpassed  by  peoples  of  older  national- 
ities. This  ' '  good  name ' '  is  not  confined  to  their  homes,  but  goes  out 
upon  ever^^  sea  and  into  e^^ery  port  where  commerce  enters.  With  equal 
pride  we  can  point  to  onr  progress  in  all  of  the  learned  professions. 

As  we  are  now  about  to  enter  \\^m  our  second  centennial^ — commen- 
[cing  our  manhood  as  a  nation — it  is  w^ell  to  look  liack  upon  the  past  and 
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study  what  will  be  best  to  pr^erve  and  advance  our  future  greatness. 
From  the  fall  of  Adam  for  his  transgr^sion  to  the  present  day  no  nation 
has  ei'er  l>een  free  from  threatened  danger  to  its  prosperity  and  happi- 
ness. W'e  should  look  to  the  dangers  threatening  us»  and  remedy  them 
so  far  as  lies  in  our  power.  We  are  a  repubhc  whereof  one  man  is  as 
good  as  another  before  the  law.  Under  such  a  form  of  government  it 
is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  all  should  be  possessed  of  education 
and  intelligence  enough  to  cast  a  vote  with  a  right  understanding  of  its 
meaning.  A  large  association  of  ignorant  men  can  not  for  any  consid* 
erable  period  oppose  a  successful  resistance  to  t>Tannyand  oppression 
from  the  educated  few,  but  will  inexitably  sink  into  acquiescence  to  the 
wil!  of  intelligence,  whether  directed  by  the  demagogue  or  by  priestcraft. 
Hence  the  education  of  the  masses  becomes  of  the  first  necessity  for  the 
preservation  of  our  institutions.  They  are  worth  preserving,  because 
they  liave  secured  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  proportion  of  the 
jxjpulation  of  any  form  of  go\^eniraent  yet  devHsed.  All  other  forms 
of  government  approach  it  just  in  proportion  to  the  general  diffusion  of 
education  and  independence  of  thought  and  action.  As  the  primar>^ 
.step,  therefore,  to  our  advancement  in  all  that  has  marked  our  progress 
in  the  past  century,  I  suggest  for  your  earnest  consideration,  and  most 
earnestly  recommend  it,  that  a  constitutional  amendment  be  submitted  to 
the  legislatures  of  tlie  several  States  for  ratification,  making  it  the  duty 
of  each  of  the  several  States  to  establish  and  forever  maintain  free  public 
schools  adetiuate  to  the  education  of  all  the  children  in  the  rudtmentar)^ 
branches  within  their  respective  limits,  irrespective  of  sex,  color,  birth- 
place, or  religions;  forbidding  the  teaching  in  said  schools  of  religious, 
atheistic,  or  pagan  tenets;  and  prohibiting  the  granting  of  any  school 
funds  or  school  taxes,  or  any  part  thereof,  either  by  legislative,  munici- 
pal, or  other  authority,  for  the  benefit  or  in  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  of 
any  religious  sect  or  denomination,  or  in  aid  or  for  the  benefit  of  any 
other  object  of  any  nature  or  kind  whatever. 

In  connection  with  this  important  question  I  would  also  call  your 
attention  to  the  importance  of  correcting  an  evil  that,  if  permitted  to 
continue,  will  probably  lead  to  great  trouble  in  our  land  before  the  close 
of  the  nineteenth  centur>\  It  is  the  accumulation  of  vast  amounts  of 
untaxed  church  prof>erly. 

In  1850,  I  believe,  the  church  property  of  the  United  States  which 
paid  no  tax,  municipal  or  State,  amounted  to  about  $83,000,000.  In 
i860  the  amount  had  doubled:  in  1875  it  is  about  $1,000,000,000.  By 
1900,  without  check,  it  is  safe  to  say  this  property  ^^11  reach  a  sura 
exceeding  $3,000,000,000.  So  vast  a  sum,  receiving  all  the  protection 
and  benefits  of  Government  \rithout  bearing  its  proportion  of  the  bur- 
dens and  expenses  of  the  same,  will  not  be  looked  upon  acquiescently  by 
those  who  have  to  pay  the  taxes.  In  a  gromng  countr>\  where  real 
estate  enhances  so  rapidly  with  time,  as  in  the  United  States,  there  is 
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scarcely  a  limit  to  the  wealth  that  may  be  acquired  by  corpora t ions, 
rehgioiis  or  otherwise,  if  allowed  to  retain  real  estate  without  taxation. 
The  contemplation  of  so  vast  a  property  as  here  alluded  to,  without 
taxation,  may  lead  to  sequestration  without  constitutional  authority  and 
through  blood. 

I  w^ould  suggest  the  taxation  of  all  property  equally,  whether  church 
or  corporation,  exempting  only  the  last  resting  place  of  the  dead  and 
po(Ssibly,w^ith  proper  restrictions,  church  edifices. 

Our  relations  with  most  of  the  foreign  powers  continue  on  a  satisfac- 
tor>^  and  friendly  f(X)ting. 

Increased  iBtercourse,  the  extension  of  commerce,  and  the  cultivation 
of  mutual  interests  have  steadily  improved  our  relations  with  the  large 
niajority  of  the  powers  of  the  world,  rendering  practicable  the  peaceful 
solution  of  questions  which  from  time  to  time  necessarily  arise t  leaving 
few  which  demand  extended  or  particular  notice. 

The  correspondence  of  the  Departnient  of  State  with  our  diplomatic 
representatives  abroad  is  transmitted  herewith. 

I  am  happ)^  to  aunonnce  the  passage  of  an  act  by  the  General  Cortes 
of  Portugal,  proclaimed  since  the  adjournment  of  Congress,  for  the  abo- 
lition of  servitude  in  the  Portuguese  colonies.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
such  legislation  may  be  another  step  toward  the  great  consummation  to 
Ix^  reached,  when  no  man  shall  be  permitted,  directly  or  indirectly,  under 
any  guise,  excuse,  or  fonn  of  law^  to  hold  his  fellow-man  in  bondage. 
I  am  of  opinion  aUso  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  United  States,  as  contrib- 
uting toward  that  end»  and  required  by  the  spirit  of  the  age  in  which 
we  live,  to  provide  by  suitable  legislation  that  no  citizen  of  the  United 
States  shall  hold  slaves  as  property  in  any  other  country  or  be  interested 
therein. 

Chile  has  made  reparation  in  the  case  of  the  whale  ship  Good  Return y 
seized  without  sufficient  cause  upward  of  forty  years  ago.  Though  she 
had  hillierto  denietl  her  accountability,  the  denial  was  never  acquiesced 
in  by  this  Government,  and  the  justice  of  the  claim  has  been  so  earnestly 
contended  for  that  it  has  been  gratifying  that  she  should  have  at  last 
acknowledged  it. 

The  arbitrator  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  steamer  Mmitijo,  for  the 
seizure  and  detention  of  which  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
Colombia  was  held  accountable,  has  decided  in  favor  of  the  claim.  This 
decision  has  settled  a  question  which  had  been  pending  for  several  years, 
and  which,  while  it  continued  open,  might  more  or  less  disturb  the  good 
understanding  which  it  is  desirable  should  be  maintained  between  the  two 
Republics. 

A  reciprocity  treaty  wntli  the  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  w^as  con- 
cluded some  months  since.  As  it  contains  a  stipulation  that  it  shall  not 
take  effect  until  Congress  shall  enact  the  proper  legislation  for  that  pur- 
pose»  copies  of  the  iustrument  are  herewith  submitted,  in  order  that,  if 
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such  should  be  the  pleasure  of  Congress,  the  necessary-  legislation  upon 
the  subject  may  be  adopted. 

In  March  last  an  arrangement  was  made»  through  Mr.  Gushing,  our 
minister  in  Madrid,  with  the  Spanish  Government  for  the  payment  by  the 
latter  to  the  United  States  of  the  sum  of  $80,000  in  coin,  for  the  purpose 
of  the  relief  of  the  families  or  persons  of  the  ship's  company  and  certain 
passengers  of  the  Virginius.  This  sum  was  to  have  been  paid  in  three 
installments  at  two  months  each.  It  is  due  to  the  Spanish  Government 
that  I  sh<»yld  state  that  the  payments  were  fully  and  spontaneously  antici- 
pated by  tlmt  Government,  and  that  the  whole  amount  was  paid  within 
but  a  few  days  more  than  two  months  from  the  date  of  the  agreement,  a 
copy  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted-  In  pursuance  of  the  terms  of  the 
adjustment.  I  have  directed  the  distribution  of  the  amount  among  the  par- 
ties entitled  thereto,  including  the  ship's  company^  and  such  of  the  pas- 
sengers as  were  American  citizens.  Payments  are  made  accordingly,  on 
the  application  by  the  parties  entitled  thereto. 

The  past  year  has  furnished  no  evidence  of  an  approaching  termination 
of  the  ruinous  conflict  which  has  Ijeen  raging  for  seven  years  in  tlie  neigh- 
boring island  of  Cuba.  The  same  disregard  of  the  laws  of  civilized  war- 
fare and  of  the  just  demands  of  humanity  which  has  heretofore  called 
forth  expressions  of  condenuiation  from  the  nations  of  Christendom  has 
continued  to  blacken  the  sad  scene.  Desolation,  ruin,  and  pillage  are 
perv^ading  the  rich  fields  of  one  of  the  most  fertile  and  productive  regions 
of  the  earth,  and  the  incendiar}''s  torch,  firing  plantations  and  valuable 
factories  and  buildings,  is  the  agent  marking  the  alternate  advance  or 
retreat  of  contending  parties. 

The  ])rotracted  continuance  of  this  strife  seriously  affects  the  interests 
of  all  commercial  nations,  but  those  of  the  United  States  more  than 
otlters,  by  reason  of  close  proximity,  its  larger  trade  and  intercourse  with 
Culia,  and  the  frequent  and  intimate  personal  and  social  relations  which 
havx*  grown  up  Ixtweeii  its  citizens  and  tliose  of  the  island.  Moreover^ 
the  property  of  our  citizens  in  Cuba  is  large »  and  is  rendered  insecure  and 
depreciated  in  value  and  in  capacity  of  production  by  the  continuance  of 
the  strife  and  the  unnalural  mode  of  its  conduct.  The  same  is  true,  dif- 
fering only  in  degree,  with  respect  to  the  interests  and  people  of  other 
nations;  aiwl  the  absence  of  any  reasonable  assurance  of  a  near  termina- 
tion of  the  conllict  must  of  necessity  soon  compel  the  States  thus  suffering 
to  consider  what  the  interests  of  their  owu  people  and  their  duty  toward 
themselves  may  demand. 

I  have  hoped  that  Spain  would  be  enabled  to  establish  peace  in  her 
colony,  to  afford  security  to  the  property  and  the  interests  of  our  citizens, 
and  allow  legitimate  scope  to  trade  and  commerce  and  the  natural  pro- 
ductions of  the  island.  Because  of  this  ho^x*,  and  from  an  extreme 
reluctance  to  interfere  in  the  most  remote  manner  in  tlie  affairs  of 
another  and  a  friendly  nation,  especially  of  one  whose  sympathy  and 
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friendship  in  the  struggling  infancy  of  our  own  existence  ninsl  ever  be 
remembered  with  gratitude,  I  have  patiently  and  anxiously  waited  the 
progress  of  events.  Our  own  ci\il  conflict  is  too  recent  for  us  not  to 
consider  the  difficulties  which  surround  a  government  distracted  by  a 
dynastic  rebellion  at  home  at  the  same  time  that  it  has  to  cope  with 
a  separate  insurrection  in  a  distant  colony.  But  whatever  causes  may 
have  produced  the  situation  which  so  grievously  affects  our  interests,  it 
exists,  with  all  its  attendant  evils  operating  directly  upon  this  country 
and  its  people.  Thus  far  all  the  efforts  of  Spain  have  proved  abortive, 
and  time  has  marked  no  improvement  in  the  situation.  The  armed 
bands  of  either  side  now  occupy  nearly  the  same  ground  as  in  the  past, 
with  the  difference,  from  time  to  time,  of  more  lives  sacrificed,  more  prop- 
erly destroyed,  and  wider  extents  of  fertile  and  productive  fields  and 
more  and  more  of  valuable  property  constantly  wantonly  sacrificed  to  the 
incendiary *s  torch. 

In  contests  of  this  nature,  where  a  considerable  bofly  of  people  who 
have  attempted  to  free  themselves  of  the  control  of  the  superior  govern- 
ment have  reached  socli  \m\\\t  in  r»ccupation  of  territory,  in  power,  and 
in  general  organization  as  to  constitute  in  fact  a  l>ody  ix>litic;  having  a 
goveniment  in  substance  as  well  as  in  name;  possessed  of  the  elements 
of  stability  and  equipped  with  the  machiner>^  for  the  administration  of 
internal  policy  and  the  execution  of  its  laws;  prepared  and  able  to  admin- 
ister justice  at  home,  as  well  as  in  its  dealings  with  other  powers,  it  is 
within  the  province  of  those  other  powers  to  recognize  its  existence  as  a 
new  and  independent  nation.  In  such  cases  other  nations  simply  deal 
with  an  actually  existing  condition  of  things,  and  lecognixe  as  one  of  the 
powers  of  the  earth  that  body  politic  which,  possessing  the  necessary 
elements,  has  in  fact  become  a  new  power.  In  a  word,  the  creation  of  a 
new  state  is  a  fact. 

To  establish  the  condition  of  things  essential  to  the  recognition  of  this 
fact  there  must  be  a  |x;ople  occupying  a  kno\^Ti  territory,  united  under' 
some  known  and  defined  form  of  government,  acknowledged  by  those 
subject  thereto,  in  which  the  functions  of  government  are  administered 
by  usual  methods,  competent  to  mete  out  justice  to  citizens  and  stran- 
gers, to  afford  remedies  for  public  and  for  private  wrongs,  and  able  to 
assume  the  correlative  inteniational  obligations  and  ca|>able  of  perform- 
ing the  corresponding  international  duties  resulting  from  its  acquisition 
of  the  rights  of  sovereignty.  A  jxjwer  should  exist  complete  in  its  organi- 
zation, ready  to  take  and  able  to  maintain  its  place  among  the  nations  of 
the  earth* 

While  conscious  that  the  insurrection  in  Cuba  has  shown  a  strength 
and  endurance  which  make  it  at  least  doubtful  whether  it  be  in  the  power 
of  Spain  to  sulxlue  it,  it  seems  unquestionable  that  no  such  dvil  organiza- 
tion exists  which  may  Ije  recognized  as  an  indeiiendent  government  capa- 
ble of  performing  its  international  obligations  and  entitled  to  be  treated 
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settled,  it  must  be  expected  that  this  important  service  will  be  more  or 
less  a  burden  iipoti  the  Treasury  for  many  years  to  come.  But  there  is 
no  branch  of  the  public  service  which  interests  the  whole  people  more 
than  that  of  cheap  and  rapid  transmission  of  the  mails  to  ever>'  inhabited 
part  of  our  territory:  Next  to  the  free  school,  the  post -office  is  the  great 
educator  of  the  people,  and  it  may  well  recei%^e  the  support  of  the  General 
Government. 

The  subsidy  of  $150^000  per  annum  given  to  vessels  of  the  United 
States  for  carrying  the  mails  lx*tween  New  York  antl  Rio  de  Janeiro  hav* 
ing  ceased  on  the  30th  day  of  September  last,  we  are  %vithout  direct  mail 
facilities  with  the  South  American  States.  This  is  greatly  to  be  regretted, 
aud  I  do  not  hesitate  to  reconnuend  tlie  authorization  of  a  renewal  of  that 
contract,  and  also  that  the  ser\dce  may  be  increased  from  monthly  to  semi- 
monthly  trips.  The  commercial  adv^antages  to  be  gained  by  a  direct  line 
of  American  steamers  to  the  South  American  States  will  far  outweigh  the 
expense  of  the  service. 

By  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1875,  almost  all  matter,  whether 
properly  mail  matter  or  not,  may  l>e  sent  any  distance  through  the  mails, 
in  packages  not  exceeding  4  pounds  in  weight,  for  the  sum  of  16  cents 
per  pound.  So  far  as  the  transmission  of  real  mail  matter  goes,  this 
would  seem  entirely  proper;  but  I  suggt;st  that  the  law  be  so  amended 
as  to  exclude  from  the  mails  merchandise  of  all  descriptions,  and  limit 
this  transportation  to  articles  enumerated,  and  which  may  be  classed  as 
mail  matter  proper. 

The  discovery  of  gold  in  the  Black  Hills,  a  portion  of  the  Sioux  Reser- 
vation, has  had  the  effect  to  induce  a  large  emigration  of  miners  to  that 
point.  Thus  far  the  effort  to  protect  the  trt^aty  rights  of  the  Indians  to 
that  section  has  been  successful,  but  the  uext  3'ear  will  certainly  witness 
a  large  increase  of  such  emigration.  The  negotiations  for  the  relinquish- 
ment of  the  gold  fields  having  failed,  it  will  be  necessary  for  Congress  to 
adopt  some  measures  to  relieve  the  embarrassment  growing  out  of  the 
causes  named.  The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  suggests  that  the  supplies 
now  appropriated  for  the  sustenance  of  that  people,  being  no  longer  oWi- 
gatory  imder  the  treaty  of  1868,  but  simply  a  gratuity,  may  l>e  issued  or 
w^itliheld  at  his  discretion. 

The  condition  of  the  Indian  Territory,  to  wnicn  I  have  referred  in  sev 
eral  of  my  former  annual  messages,  remains  practically  unchanged.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  has  taken  measures  to  obtain  a  full  report  of  the 
condition  of  that  Territory,  and  will  make  it  the  subject  of  a  special  report 
at  an  early  day.  It  may  then  Ije  necessarj^  to  make  some  further  recom- 
mendation in  regard  to  legislation  for  the  government  of  that  Territor>\ 

The  steady  growth  and  increase  of  the  business  of  the  Patent  Office 
indicates  in  some  measure  the  progress  of  tlie  industrial  activity  of  the 
country.  The  receipts  of  the  office  are  in  ej<cess  of  its  ex|>end!tures,  and 
the  office  generally  is  in  a  prosperous  and  satisfactory  condition. 
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The  report  of  the  General  Land  Office  shows  that  there  were  2,459,601 
acres  less  disposed  of  during  this  thaa  during  the  last  year.  More  than 
one-lialf  of  this  decrease  was  in  lands  disposed  of  under  the  homestead 
and  timber-culture  law^s.  The  cause  of  this  decrease  is  supposed  to  be 
found  in  the  grasshopper  scourge  and  the  droughts  which  prevailed  so 
extensively  in  some  of  the  frontier  States  and  Territories  during  that 
time  as  to  discourage  and  deter  entries  by  actual  settlers.  The  cash  re- 
ceipts were  less  by  $690,322.23  than  during  tlie  i>recediog  year. 

The  entire  sur\'eyed  area  of  the  public  domain  is  680,253,094  acres, 
of  wdiich  26,077,531  acres  w*ere  surveyed  during  the  past  year,  leaving 
1,154,471,762  acres  still  unsurveyed. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  presents  many  interesting  sugges- 
tions in  regard  to  the  management  and  disiiosition  of  the  public  domain 
and  the  modification  (if  existing  laws,  the  apparent  imjxirtauce  of  which 
should  insure  for  them  the  careful  consideration  of  Congress, 

The  number  of  pensioners  still  continues  to  decrease,  the  highest 
number  hax-ing  Ijeen  reached  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1873,  Dur- 
ing  the  last  year  11,557  i^ames  were  added  to  the  rolls,  and  12,977  were 
dropped  therefrom,  showing  a  net  decrease  of  i  ,420.  But  while  the  nnm- 
l)er  of  i^ensioners  has  decreased,  the  annual  amount  due  on  the  pension 
rolls  has  increased  $44,733.13.  This  is  caused  by  the  greatly  increased 
average  rate  of  peusious»  Avliich,  hy  the  liberal  legislation  of  Congress, 
has  increased  from  $90,26  in  1872  to  $103.91  in  1875  to  each  invalid  pen- 
sioner, an  increase  in  the  average  rate  of  15  per  cent  in  the  three  years. 
During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1S75,  there  w^as  paid  on  account  of 
pensions,  inclnding  the  exi>enses  of  disburseuient,*$29,683,i  16,  being 
$910,632  less  than  w^as  paid  the  preceding  year.  This  reduction  in 
amount  of  expenditures  was  produced  by  the  decrease  in  the  amount  of 
arrearages  due  on  allowed  claims  and  ou  pensions  the  rate  of  which  was 
increased  by  the  legislation  of  the  preceding  session  of  Congress.  At 
the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  tliere  were  on  the  pension  rolls  234,821 
perscms,  of  whom  210,363  were  army  pensioners,  105,478  being  invalids 
and  104,885  widows  and  dependent  relatives;  3,420  were  na\^'  pensioners, 
of  whom  1,636  were  invalids  and  1,784  widows  and  dependent  relatives; 
21,038  were  pensioners  of  the  War  of  1812,  15,875  of  whom  were  sur- 
vivors and  5, 163  were  w idows, 

It  is  estimated  that  $29,535,000  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of 
pensions  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  an  amount  $965,000  less  than  the  esti- 
mate for  the  present  year. 

The  geological  explorations  have  lieeu  prosecuted  with  energy  during 
the  year,  covering  an  area  of  about  40,000  scjuare  miles  in  the  Territo- 
ries of  Colorado,  Utah,  and  New  Mexico,  developing  the  agricultural  and 
mineral  resources  and  furnishing  interesting  scientific  and  to|X>gTaphical 
details  of  that  region. 

The  method  for  the  treatment  of  the  Indians  adopted  at  the  beginning 
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of  my  first  term  has  beeu  steadily  pursued,  and  witli  satisfactory  and  en- 
couraging results.  It  lias  been  productive  of  evident  improvement  iu  the 
condition  of  that  race»  and  will  l)e  continued,  \^itli  only  such  modifica- 
tions as  further  experience  may  inchcate  to  Ix;  necessary. 

The  board  heretofore  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  articles  and 
materials  pertainitig  to  the  War,  the  Navy,  the  Treasiir\\  the  Interior, 
and  the  Post -Office  Departments,  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  and  the  Commission  of  Food  Fisihes,  to  be  con- 
tributed, under  the  legislation  of  last  session^  to  the  international  exhi- 
bition to  he  held  at  Philadelphia  during  the  centennial  year  1876,  has 
been  dihgent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  which  have  devolved  upon  it; 
and  the  preparations  s<j  far  made  with  the  means  at  ojmmand  give  assur- 
ance that  the  governmental  contribution  will  be  made  one  of  the  marked 
characteristics  of  the  exhibition.  The  board  has  obser\^ed  commendable 
economy  in  the  matter  of  the  erection  of  a  building  for  the  governmental 
exhibit,  the  expense  of  wliich  it  is  estimated  will  not  exceed,  say,  $80,000. 
This  amount  has  been  withdraw^n,  under  the  law.  from  the  appropriations 
of  five  of  the  principal  Departments,  which  leaves  some  of  those  Depart- 
ments without  sufficient  means  tu  render  their  respective  practical  ex- 
hibits complete  and  satisfactory.  The  exhibition  being  an  international 
one,  and  the  Govennnent  l^eing  a  voluntary  contributor,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  its  contribution  should  be  of  a  character,  in  quality  and  extent »  to 
sustain  the  dignity  and  credit  of  so  distinguished  a  contributor.  The 
advantages  to  the  country  of  a  creditalile  display  are,  in  an  international 
point  of  view»  of  the  first  importance,  while  an  indifferent  or  uncreditable 
participation  by  the  Government  would  lie  humiliating  to  the  patriotic 
feelings  of  our  people  themselves.  I  connnend  tlie  estimates  of  the  lx>ard 
for  the  necessar>^  additional  appropriations  to  the  favorable  consideration 
of  Congress. 

The  powers  of  En  rope  almost  without  exception,  man  3-  of  the  South 
American  States,  and  even  the  more  distant  Eastern  powers  have  mani- 
fested their  friendly  sentiments  tow^ard  the  United  States  and  the  interest 
of  the  world  in  our  progress  by  taking  steps  to  join  w  ith  us  in  celebrat- 
ing the  centennial  of  the  nation,  and  1  strongly  reconnnend  that  a  more 
national  imiK>rtance  l>e  given  to  this  exhibition  by  such  legislation  and 
by  such  appri>priation  as  will  insure  its  success.  Its  vahic  in  bringing 
to  our  shores  iunnmerable  useful  works  of  art  and  skill,  the  connnin- 
gling  of  the  citizens  of  foreign  countries  and  our  own,  and  the  inter- 
change of  ideas  and  manufactures  will  far  exceed  any  pecuniary  outlay 
we  may  make. 

I  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  Commissioners,  the  lioard  of  audit,  and 
the  board  of  liealth  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  all  of  which  I  invite 
your  attention. 

The  Bureau  of  Agriculture  has  accomplished  much  iu  disseminating 
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useful  kiiowledge  to  the  agriculturist,  and  also  iu  introdudug  new  and 
useful  pruducUons  ailapted  to  uur  soil  and  climate,  and  is  worthy  of  the 
continued  encouragement  of  the  Government. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  which  accompanies  the 
rej^Kjrt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  shows  a  gratifying  progress  in 
educational  matters. 

In  nearly  ever>'  annual  message  that  I  have  had  the  honor  of  trans- 
mitting to  Congress  I  have  called  attention  to  the  anomalous,  not  to  say 
scandalous,  condition  of  affairs  existing  in  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  have 
asked  for  definite  legislation  to  correct  it.  That  pilygamy  should  exist 
in  a  free,  enlightened,  and  Christian  country,  without  the  power  to  punish 
sfj  flagrant  a  crime  against  decency  and  morality,  seems  preposterous. 
True,  lliere  is  no  law  to  sustain  this  unnatural  vice;  but  what  is  needed 
is  a  law  to  punish  it  as  a  crime,  and  at  the  same  time  to  fix  the  status  of 
the  innocent  children,  the  c^fFspring  of  this  sj'steni^  and  of  the  possibly 
innocent  plural  wives.  But  as  an  institution  polygamy  should  l>e  liau- 
ished  from  the  land. 

While  this  is  beiug  done  I  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  auother, 
though  |>crhaps  ito  less  an  evil — the  importation  of  Chinese  women,  but 
few  of  whom  are  brought  to  our  shores  to  pursue  honorable  or  useful 
occupations. 

Ol^servations  while  visiting  the  Territories  of  Wyoming,  Utah,  and  Col- 
orado during  the  past  autumn  convinced  me  that  existing  laws  regulat- 
ing the  disposition  of  public  lands,  timber,  etc.,  and  probably  the  mining 
laws  themselves,  are  very  defective  and  should  lie  carefully  amended,  and 
at  an  early  day.  Territory  where  culti\'atiou  of  the  soil  can  only  be 
followed  by  irrigation,  and  wiaere  irrigation  is  not  practicable  the  lands 
can  onl>'  I>e  used  as  pasturage,  and  tliis  cmly  where  stock  can  reach 
water  (to  quench  its  thirst),  can  not  l)e  governed  by  the  same  laws  as  to 
entries  as  lands  every  acre  of  which  is  an  independent  estate  by  itself. 

Land  must  he  held  in  larger  t|uantities  to  justify  the  ex|iense  of  con- 
ducting water  upon  it  to  make  it  fruitful,  or  to  justify  utilizing  it  as 
pasturage.  The  timber  in  most  of  the  Territories  is  principally  confined 
to  the  UKHintain  regions,  which  are  held  for  entry  in  small  quantities  only, 
and  as  mineral  lands.  The  tindxT  is  the  property  of  the  United  States, 
for  the  disixisal  of  which  there  is  now  no  adequate  law.  The  settler  must 
become  a  ci>nsumer  of  this  timber,  whether  he  lives  upon  the  plain  or 
engages  in  working  the  mines.  Hence  every  man  becomes  either  a  tres- 
passer himself  or  knowingly  a  patron  of  trespassers. 

My  opportunities  for  observ^ation  were  not  sufficient  to  justify  me  in 
recommending  specific  legislation  on  these  subjects,  but  I  do  recommend 
that  a  joint  committee  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress,  sufficiently  large 
to  be  divided  into  sulconnnittees.  l>e  orgattized  tn  visit  all  the  mining 
States  and  Territories  during  the  coming  .summer,  and  that  the  commit- 
tee shall  report  to  Congress  at  the  next  session  such  laws  or  amendments 
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to  laws  as  it  may  deem  necessan-  to  secure  the  best  interests  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  people  of  these  Territories,  who  are  doing  so  much  for 
their  development, 

I  am  sure  the  citizens  occupying  the  territor^^  described  do  not  wish 
to  be  trespassers,  nor  will  they  be  if  legal  ways  are  provided  for  them  to 
become  owners  of  these  actual  necessities  of  their  jKJsition. 

As  this  will  l>e  the  last  annual  message  which  I  shall  have  the  honor 
of  transmitting  to  Congress  before  my  successor  is  chosen,  I  will  repeat 
or  recapitulate  the  t|uestions  which  I  deem  of  vital  importance  which 
may  be  legislated  upon  and  settled  at  this  session: 

First.  That  the  States  shall  be  required  to  afford  the  opporttinitN"  of  a 
good  conunonschotil  edncalion  to  ever>^  child  within  their  limits. 

Second.  No  sectarian  tenets  shall  ever  be  taught  in  any  school  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  State,  nation,  or  by  the  proceeds  of  an 3' 
tax  levied  upon  any  community.  Make  education  conipulsor}^  so  far  as 
to  deprive  all  persons  who  can  not  read  and  write  from  Vjccoming  voters 
after  the  year  1890,  disfranchising  none,  however,  on  grounds  of  illiteracy 
who  may  be  voters  at  the  time  this  amendment  takes  effect. 

Third.  Declare  church  and  state  forever  separate  and  distinct,  but  each 
free  within  their  prop)er  splieres;  and  that  all  church  property  shall  bear 
its  own  proportion  of  taxation. 

Fourth.  Drive  out  licensed  immorality,  such  as  polygamy  and  the  im- 
portation of  women  for  illegitimate  purposes.  To  recur  again  to  the  cen- 
tennial year,  it  would  seem  as  though  now,  as  we  are  al>out  to  tegin  the 
second  century  of  our  national  existence,  would  Ix:  a  most  fitting  time 
for  these  reforms. 

Fifth.  Enact  such  laws  as  will  insure  a  speedy  return  to  a  sound  cur- 
rency, such  as  \\.4l  command  the  respect  of  the  world. 

Believing  tli3.t  v^ese  views  will  commend  themselves  to  the  great  ma- 
jority of  tlK  right  -thinking  and  patriotic  citizens  of  the  United  States,  I 
submit  the  lest  to  Congress.  ^   g    GRANT

This  tribe  has  recently  been  removed  to  the  Indian  Territory,  and  is 
without  means  of  subsistence  except  as  supplied  by  the  Government. 
Its  members  have  evinced  a  disposition  to  become  self-supporting,  and 
it  is  believed  that  only  temporar>'  aid  will  be  required  by  them.  The 
sums  advanced  by  the  United  States  for  this  purpose  it  is  expected  will 
be  refunded  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Pawnee  Reservation  in 
Nebraska. 

The  present  destitute  condition  of  these  Indians  would  seem  to  call 
for  immediate  relief,  and  I  recommend  the  subject  to  your  early  and

I  have  given  very  attentive  consideration  to  a  resolution  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  passed  on  the  3d  of  April,  requesting  the  President  of

•Explanatory  of  the  object,  intent,  and  character  of  the  power  conferred  upon  A.  B.  Steinbcrger, 
special  ag:ent  to  the  Samoan  or  Na\ijirntors  Islands,  and  transmitting  correspondence  relative  to 
the  object,  operation,  and  result  of  his  agency'. 
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acts,  or  duties,  and,  if  any,  what,  have  ^Hthin  a  specified  period  been  per- 
formed  at  a  distance  from  the  seat  of  Government  established  by  law,  etc. 

I  liave  never  hesitated  and  shall  not  hesitate  to  communicate  to  Con- 
jfress,  and  to  either  branch  thereof,  all  the  information  which  the  Consti- 
tution makes  it  the  duty  of  the  President  to  give,  or  which  my  judgment 
may  suggest  to  me  or  a  ref|uest  from  either  House  may  indicate  to  me 
will  l)e  useful  in  the  discharge  of  the  appropriate  duties  confided  to  them. 
I  fail,  however,  to  find  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  the 
authority  given  to  the  House  of  Representatives  (one  branch  of  the  Con-

What  the  House  of  Representatives  may  require  as  a  right  in  its  de- 
mand ujHMi  the  lixecutive  for  information  is  limited  to  what  is  necessar}* 
for  the  j)roi)er  discharge  of  its  powers  of  legislation  or  of  impeachment. 

The  incjuiry  in  the  resolution  of  the  House  as  to  where  executive  acts 
have  within  the  last  seven  years  l>een  performed  and  at  what  distance 
fnun  any  jnirticular  sjx)t  or  for  how  long  a  period  at  any  one  time,  etc, 
tUH\s  not  tKvossarily  l)elong  to  the  proiance  of  legislation.  It  does  not 
profess  to  W  asked  for  that  object. 

If  this  information  W  sought  through  an  inquiry  of  the  President  as 
to  his  exivutivo  acts  in  view  or  in  aid  of  the  power  of  impeachment 
Nested  in  the  Housl\  it  is  askt^d  in  derogation  of  an  inherent  natural 
li^ht.  uvo>;ni/ed  in  this  country  by  a  constitutional  guaranty  which 
piotivts  overv  citi/en.  the  President  as  well  as  the  humblest  in  the 
l.ind.  tioin  Iving  nuule  a  witness  against  himself.

If,  ho\vever,  the  House  of  Representatives  desires  to  know  whether 
iiiring  the  period  of  npward  of  se\'en  years  during  which  I  have  held 
the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States  I  have  been  ahsent  from  the 
seat  of  Goveminent,  and  whether  during  that  period  I  have  performed 
or  have  neglected  to  perform  the  duties  of  my  office,  I  freely  inform  the 
House  that  from  the  time  of  my  entrance  uix>n  my  office  I  liave  heeii  in 
the  habit,  as  were  all  of  lU)'  predecessors  ( wnth  the  exception  of  one,  who 
lived  only  one  month  after  assuming  the  duties  of  Ins  office ^  and  one  whose 
continued  presence  in  Washington  was  necessary  from  the  existence  at 
the  time  of  a  fiowerful  rebellion ),  of  absenting  myself  at  times  from  the 
seat  of  Government,  and  that  during  such  al>sences  I  did  not  neglect  or 
forego  the  obligations  or  the  duties  of  my  office,  but  continued  to  dis- 
charge all  of  the  executive  offices,  acts,  and  duties  which  were  required 
of  me  as  the  President  of  the  United  States.  I  am  not  aware  that  a 
faikire  occurred  in  any  one  instance  of  my  exercising  the  functions  and 
piwers  cjf  my  office  ip  every  case  requiring  their  discharge,  or  of  my  exer- 
cisiug  all  necessary  executive  acts,  in  whatever  part  of  the  United  States 
I  may  at  the  time  have  lieen.  Fortunately,  the  rapiility  of  travel  and  of 
mail  communication  and  the  facility  of  ahnast  instautaneims  correspond- 
ence  with  the  offices  at  the  seat  of  Government,  which  the  telegraph 
affords  to  the  Presideirt  in  w-halever  section  of  the  Union  he  may  be, 
enable  him  in  these  days  to  maintain  as  constant  and  almost  as  quick 
intercourse  with  the  Departments  at  Washington  as  may  be  maintained 
while  he  remains  at  the  capital. 

The  necessity  of  the  performance  of  executive  acts  by  the  President  of 
the  Ihiited  States  exists  and  is  devoh-ed  upon  him,  wherever  he  may  be 
within  the  United  States,  during  his  term  of  office  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States. 

His  civil  jx^wers  are  no  more  limited  or  capable  of  limitation  as  to 
the  place  where  they  shall  be  exercised  than  are  those  which  he  nu'ght 
he  required  to  discharge  in  his  capacity  of  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
Army  and  Navy,  which  latter  powders  it  is  e\ndent  he  might  be  called 
upon  to  exercise,  possibly,  even  without  the  limits  of  the  United  States, 
Had  the  efforts  of  those  recently  in  relx^Uion  against  the  Government  been 
successful  in  driving  a  late  President  of  the  ITnited  States  from  Washing- 
ton, it  is  manifest  that  he  must  ha%'e  discharged  his  functions,  both  civil 
and  military t  elsewhere  than  in  the  place  named  by  law*  as  the  seat  of 
Govemnient. 

No  act  of  Congress  can  limit,  suspend,  or  confine  this  constitutional 
duty,  I  am  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  any  act  of  Congress  which 
assumes  thus  to  limit  or  restrict  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  the  Execu- 
tive, Were  there  such  acts,  I  should  nevertheless  recognize  the  superior 
authority  of  the  Constitution,  and  should  exercise  the  powers  required 
thereby  of  the  President, 

The  act  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  resolution  of  the  House 
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relates  to  the  establishing  of  the  seat  of  Government  and  the  providing 
of  suitable  buildings  and  removal  thereto  of  the  oflBces  attached  to  the 
Government,  etc.  It  was  not  understood  at  its  date  and  by  General 
Washington  to  confine  the  President  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and 
powers  to  actual  presence  at  the  seat  of  Government.  On  the  30th  of 
March,  1791,  shortly  after  the  passage  of  the  act  referred  to,  General 
Washington  issued  an  Executive  proclamation  having  reference  to  the 
subject  of  this  ver>-  act  from  Georgetown,  a  place  remote  from  Philadel- 
phia, which  then  was  the  seat  of  Government,  where  the  act  referred  to 
directed  that  *  *  all  offices  attached  to  the  seat  of  Government ' '  shotdd  for 
the  time  remain. 

That  none  of  his  successors  have  entertained  the  idea  that  their  execu- 
tive offices  could  be  performed  only  at  the  seat  of  Government  is  e\ndenced 
by  the  hundreds  upon  hundreds  of  such  acts  performed  by  my  predeces- 
sors in  unbroken  line  from  Washington  to  Lincoln,  a  memorandum  of  the 
general  nature  and  character  of  some  of  which  acts  is  submitted  here- 
with; and  no  question  has  ever  been  raised  as  to  the  \'alidit>-  of  those  acts 
or  as  to  the  right  and  propriety  of  the  Executive  to  exercise  the  powers 
of  his  office  in  any  part  of  the  United  States.

Memorandum  of  absences  of  the  Presidents  oftkf  United  Slates  from  ttke  national 
capital  during  each  of  the  several  Administralions^  and  of  put>lie  and  ejreeutive 
acts  peffonned  during  the  time  of  such  absences. 

President  Washington  was  frequently  absent  from  the  capital;  he  9,ppcmzs  to  have 
been  thus  absent  at  least  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  days  during  his  term. 

During  his  several  absences  he  discharged  official  and  executive  duties;  among 
them  — 

In  March.  t79i,he  issued  a  proclamation,  dated  at  Geoigetown,  in  reference  to 
running  the  boundary-  for  the  territor\-  of  the  permanent  seat  of  the  Government. 

From  Mount  ^'emon  he  signeil  an  official  letter  to  the  Emperor  of  Morocco,  and 
from  the  same  place  the  commission  of  Oliver  Wolcott  as  Comptroller  of  the  Treas- 
ury and  the  proclamation  respecting  the  whisky  insurrection  in  PennsyU-ania;  also 
various  sea  letters,  the  proclamation  of  the  treaty  of  1 795  between  the  United  States 
and  Spain,  the  Executive  oriier  of  August  4, 1792,  relative  to  the  duties  on  distilled 
spirits,  etc. 

WTien  at  Germantown  he  signed  the  commission  of  John  Breckenridge  as  attorney 
of  the  United  Sutes  for  Kentucky,  and  that  of  engineer  of  the  United  States  Mint 

He  proposed  to  ha\-e  ^Ir.  Yrujo  officially  presented,  as  envoy  extraordinary  and 
minister  plenipotentiary'  from  Spain,  to  him  at  Mount  Vernon;  bat  although  Mr. 
Yrujo  went  there  for  the  purpose,  the  ceremony  of  presentation  was  ptwented  by 
Mr.  Yrujo's  having  accidentally  'eft  his  crevienti^ils. 

President  John  Adams  w.is  aKscnl  fn^m  the  capital  during  his  term  of  four  years, on 
various  occasions,  three  hundred  and  eightA'-five  da>-s.  He  discharged  official  duties 
and  performed  the  most  solemn  public  acts  at  Quincy  in  the  same  manner  as  when 
at  the  seat  of  Government.  In  1707  .\ugust  25  he  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  a  number  of  passports  which  he  had  signed  at  Quincy.  He  issued  at  Quincy 
commissions  to  numerous  officers  of  various  grades,  ci\-il  and  military.  On  the  28th 
of  September,  1797,  he  forwarded  to  the  SecreUrj-  of  State  a  commission  for  a  justice 
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of  Uic  Supreine  Court,  siKned  in  blank  at  Quincy,  instructing  the  Secretary  to  fill 
it  with  the  name  of  John  Marshall  if  he  would  accept,  and,  if  not,  Bushrod  Wash- 
ington. He  issued  a  proclamation  opening  tmde  with  certain  porU*  of  St.  Domiugo, 
antl  signed  TAarrants  for  the  execution  of  two  soldit_"rs  and  for  a  pardon. 

President  Jefferson  was  absent  from  tlie  seat  of  Government  during  his  two  terms 
of  oHice  seven  hundred  and  ninety-six  days,  more  thaji  oue-fourth  of  the  whole  offi- 
cial period.  During  hi?*  absence  he  signed  and  issued  from  JlonticeOo  seventy -five 
commissions,  one  letter  to  the  Emperor  of  Kussia,  and  nine  letters  of  credence  to 
diplomatic  agents  of  tlie  United  SLatts  accredited  to  other  governments. 

President  Madison  was  absent  from  tlie  seat  of  Government  during  his  two 
Presidential  tenus  six  hundred  and  thirty-seven  days.  He  signed  and  issued  from 
Monlpelier  during  his  absence  from  the  capital  seventy-one  commissions,  one  proc- 
lamation, and  nine  letters  of  cretlence  to  ministers,  accrediting  Oitm  to  foreign 
governments,  and »  as  it  appears,  transacted  generally  all  the  necessary  routine  busi- 
ness incident  to  the  Executive  office. 

President  Monrt>e  was  absent  from  the  capital  duritig  his  Presidential  ser\dce  of 
eight  years  seven  hundreil  and  eight  ilays,  independent  of  the  year  1824  and  the  two 
months  of  1825,  for  which  period  no  dnUi  are  found.  He  transacted  public  business 
wherever  he  happened  to  be,  sometimes  at  his  fami  in  Virginia,  again  at  his  sum- 
mer resort  on  the  Chesa[>eake,  and  sometimes  while  traveling.  Pie  signefl  and  issued 
from  tliese  several  places,  away  from  the  capital,  numerous  commissions  to  civil 
ofhcers  of  the  Government,  execpuiturs  to  foreign  consuls,  letters  of  credence,  two 
letters  to  sovereigns,  and  thirty-seven  piirtltjns. 

President  John  y,  Adams  was  absent  from  the  capital  during  his  Presidential  tenn 
of  four  years  two  huntlred  aud  twenty-two  d.'iys.  During  such  absence  he  performed 
official  and  public  acts,  signing  and  issuing  conunissions,  exequaturs,  pardons,  proc- 
lamations, etc.  Referring  to  his  absence  in  August  and  September,  1S27,  Mr.  Adams, 
in  his  memoirs,  volume  H,  page  75 >  says:  **I  left  with  him  [the  chief  clerk]  some  blank 
signatures,  to  be  used  when  necessary  for  proclaiimtions,  remission  of  penalties,  and 
commissions  of  c^msids,  taking  uf  him  a  receipt  for  the  number  and  kind  of  blanks 
left  with  liim,  with  directions  to  return  to  me  when  I  came  liack  all  the  .signed 
blanks  remaining  unused  and  to  keep  and  give  me  an  account  of  all  those  that  shall 
have  l>een  disposed  of.  This  has  been  my  constant  practice  with  res|>ect  to  signed 
blanks  of  this  descriptitin.     I  do  the  Scime  with  regani  to  patents  and  land  grants." 

p-csident  Jackson  was  absent  from  the  capital  during  liLs  Presitleiitial  service  of 
eight  yea.ii  fivj  liuailrc?  I  and  two  days.  He  also  pL^formed  execuiive  duties  and 
public  acts  while  absent.  He  appears  to  have  signed  and  issued  while  absent  from 
the  capital  ver>'  many  public  papers,  embracing  commissions,  letters  of  credence, 
exequaturs,  pardons,  and  among  them  four  P^xecutive  proclamations.  On  the  26th 
of  June,  1H33,  he  addressed  a  letter  from  Boston  to  Mr.  Duane,  Secretajy  of  the 
Treasur)',  giving  his  views  at  large  on  the  removal  of  the  "deposits"  from  the  United 
States  Bank  and  placing  them  in  the  State  banks,  directing  that  the  change,  with  all 
its  arrangements,  shoidd  be,  if  possible,  completed  by  the  15th  Septemt)er  following, 
and  recommending  that  Amos  Kendall  shoul<l  be  appointed  an  agent  of  the  Treas- 
ur>^  r>epartment  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  with  the  State  banks.  Soon 
after,  September  23,  a  paper  signed  by  the  President  and  purporting  to  have  been  read 
to  the  Cabinet  was  published  in  the  newspapers  of  the  Avlj,  Early  in  the  next  ses- 
sion of  Congress  a  resolution  piissed  the  Senate  inquiring  of  the  President  whether 
the  |japer  was  genuine  or  not  and  if  it  was  published  by  his  authority,  and  request* 
ing  that  a  copy  be  laid  before  that  ImkIv,  The  President  replied,  avowing  the  gen- 
uineness of  the  paper  and  that  it  was  published  by  his  authority,  but  declined  to 
furnish  a  copy  to  the  Senate  on  the  ground  that  it  was  purely  executive  business, 
and  that  the  request  of  tlie  Senate  wiis  an  undue  interference  with  the  independence 
of  the  Executi%*e,  a  coordinate  branch  of  the  Government,    In  January,  1S37  ( 26th  J » 
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?'eneziiela  on  account  of  claims  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  under 
ae  convention  of  the  25th  of  April,  1866,  I  transmit  a  report  from  the 
Secretary  of  State,  to  whom  the  resolution  was  referred.

Resolved  by  the  Senuie  and  House-  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
Ajmenta  in  Congress  assembled^  That  in  case  any  of  the  folh>wing  appropriation 
bills  for  the  fiscal  year  endiug  June  30, 1877,  shall  not  have  passed  by  the  conunence- 
ment  of  such  year,  so  that  the  funds  tf*  lie  iippropriated  thereby  may  then  be  avail- 
able for  expenditure — that  is  to  say^  the  bill  providing  for  the  legislative,  executive, 
and  judicial  expcnseii;  tlie  bill  providing  ft>r  the  consular  and  diplomatic  expenses; 
the  bill  providing  for  tlic  sen'ice  of  the  Post-Office  Department;  the  bill  providing 
for  the  support  of  the  Army,  and  tlie  bill  providing  for  the  naval  service— the  appro- 
priation act  lor  the  current  fiscal  year  corresponding  in  its  general  description  and 
object  to  such  appropriation  bill  shall  extend  to  the  fiscal  year  next  ensuing  until 
such  appropriation  bill  is  enacted  and  takes  effect,  to  the  end  that  the  provisions 
of  such  appropriation  act  which  apply  to  the  ordinary  and  necessarj'  expenses  of  the 
public  service  for  the  current  fiscal  year  shall  in  like  manner  be  applicable  to  similar 
expenses  which  may  accrue  during  the  period  inter\^ening  between  the  end  of  the 
current  fiscal  year  and  the  time  when  such  appropriation  bill  for  the  next  ensning 
fiscal  year  shall  be  enacted  and  take  effect. 


Washington,  y««^?  20,  rSyS, 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

By  tlie  tenth  article  of  the  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain  signed  in  Washington  on  the  9th  day  of  August,  1842,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  two  Govermnents  should,  upon  mutual  requisitions  respectively 


made,  deliver  up  to  justice  all  ixTsons  who,  being  charged  with  certain 
crimes  therein  euumeratetl,  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  either, 
should  seek  an  asylum  or  be  found  within  the  territories  of  the  other. 

The  only  condition  or  limitation  contained  in  the  treaty  to  the  recip- 
rocal oljligatiun  thus  to  deliver  up  the  fugitive  was  that  it  should  be  done 
only  upon  such  evidence  of  criminality  as,  according  to  the  laws  of  the 
place  where  the  fugitive  or  person  so  charged  should  be  found,  woulil 
justify  his  apprehension  and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  crime  or  offense 
had  there  been  committed. 

In  the  mouth  of  February  last  a  requisition  was  duly  made,  in  pursu- 
ance of  tlie  provisions  of  the  treaty,  by  this  Government  upon  that  of 
Great  Britain  for  the  surrender  of  one  E/^ra  D,  Winslow,  charged  with 
extensive  forgeries  and  the  utterance  of  forged  pai>er,  committed  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  who  had  sought  an  asylum  and  was 
found  wdtliiu  the  territories  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  was  appre- 
hended in  Loudon,  The  evidence  of  the  criminality  of  the  fugitive  was 
duly  furnished  and  lieard,  and,  l>eiug  found  sufficient  to  justify  his  appre- 
hension and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  crimes  had  been  committed  in 
Great  Britain,  he  was  held  and  committed  for  extradition. 

Her  Majesty's  Government,  however,  did  not  deliver  up  the  fugitive  in 
|hccordance  with  the  terms  of  the  treaty,  notwithstanding  ever>^  require- 
ment thereof  had  been  met  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  but,  instead 
of  surrendering  the  fugitive,  demanded  certain  assurances  or  stipulations 
not  mentionetl  in  the  treaty,  but  foreign  to  its  provisions,  as  a  condition 
of  the  iierfcinnance  by  Great  Britain  of  her  obligations  under  the  treaty. 

In  a  recent  communication  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  in  an- 
swer to  a  call  from  that  Ixxiy  for  information  on  this  case,  I  submitted  the 
correspondence  which  has  passed  between  the  twf )  Governments  \\dth  ref- 
erence thereto.  It  will  be  found  in  Executive  Document  No.  173  of  the 
House  of  Representativ^es  of  the  present  session,  and  I  respectfully  refer 
thereto  for  more  detailed  information  bearing  on  the  question. 

It  appears  from  the  correspondence  that  the  British  Government  bases 
its  refusal  to  surreiider  the  fugitive  and  its  demand  for  stipulations  or  as- 
sin^ances  from  this  Government  on  the  requirements  of  a  purely  domestic 
enactment  of  the  British  Parliament,  passed  in  the  year  1870. 

This  act  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  this  Government  shortly  after 
its  enactment,  and  Her  Majesty's  C^verument  was  advised  that  the 
Unitetl  States  understix>d  it  as  giving  continued  effect  to  the  existuig 
engagements  under  the  treaty  of  1S42  for  the  extraditioti  of  criminals; 
and  with  this  knowledge  on  its  part,  and  without  dissent  from  the  de- 
clared views  of  the  United  States  as  to  the  unchanged  nature  of  the 
recipnx^al  rights  and  obligations  of  the  two  powers  under  the  treaty, 
Great  Britain  has  continued  to  make  recjuisitions  and  to  grant  surren- 
ders in  numerous  instances,  without  suggestion  that  it  w*as  contemplated 
to  depart  from   the   practice  under  the  treaty  which  has  obtained  for 
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more  than  thirty  years,  until  now,  for  the  first  time,  in  this  case  of  Wins- 
low,  it  is  assumed  that  under  this  act  of  Parliament  Her  Majesty  may 
require  a  stipulation  or  agreement  not  provided  for  in  the  treaty  as  a 
condition  to  the  observance  by  her  Goveniment  oi  its  treaty  obligations 
toward  this  country. 

This  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  emphatically  to  repeh 

In  addition  to  the  case  of  Wioslow,  requisition  was  also  made  by  this 
Government  on  that  of  Great  Britain  for  the  surrender  of  Charles  J. 
Brent,  also  charged  with  forgery,  committed  in  the  United  States,  and 
found  in  Great  Britain.  The  evidence  of  criminality  was  duly  heard 
and  the  fugitive  committed  for  extradition. 

A  similar  stipulation  to  that  demanded  in  Winslow's  case  was  also 
asked  in  Brent's,  and  was  likewise  refused. 

It  is  with  extreme  regret  tliat  I  am  now  called  upon  to  annoimce  to 
yon  that  Her  Majesty's  Government  has  finally  released  both  of  these 
fugitives,  Winslovv  and  Brent,  and  set  them  at  lil>erty,  thus  omitting  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  the  treaty  under  which 
the  extradition  of  fugitive  criminals  is  made  between  the  two  Govern- 
ments. 

The  position  thus  taken  by  the  British  Government,  if  adhered  toucan 
not  but  be  regarded  as  the  abrogation  and  annulment  of  the  article  of  the 
treaty  on  extradition. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  will  not,  in  my  judgment,  comport  with 
the  dignity  or  self-respect  of  this  Goverament  to  make  demands  upon 
that  Govennnent  for  the  surrender  of  fugitive  criminals,  nor  to  entertain 
any  requisition  of  that  character  from  tliat  Govennnent  under  the  treaty. 

It  will  Ije  a  cause  of  deep  regret  if  a  treaty  which  has  been  thus  far 
lieneficial  in  its  practical  operation,  which  has  worked  so  w^ell  and  so  effi- 
ciently, and  which,  notwithstanding  the  exciting  and  at  times  violent 
political  disturbances  of  which  totli  countries  have  been  the  scene  during 
its  existence,  has  given  rise  to  no  complaints  on  the  part  of  either  Gov- 
ernment against  either  its  spirit  or  its  provisions,  should  be  abruptly 
tenninated. 

It  has  tended  to  the  protection  of  society  and  to  the  general  interests 
of  both  countries.  Its  violation  or  annulment  would  l>e  a  retrograde  step 
in  international  intercourse. 

I  have  Ixren  anxious  and  ha\'e  made  the  effort  to  enlarge  its  scope  and 
to  make  a  ne%v  treaty  which  would  be  a  still  more  eE&cient  agent  for  the 
punishment  and  prevention  of  crime.  At  the  .same  time,  I  have  felt  it  my 
duty  to  decline  to  entertain  a  proposition  made  by  Great  Britain,  pend- 
ing its  refusal  to  execute  the  existing  treat}^  to  amend  it  by  practically 
conceding  by  treaty  the  identical  conditions  which  that  Government 
demands  under  its  act  of  Parliament.  In  addition  to  the  impossibility 
of  the  I' nited  States  entering  upon  negotiations  under  the  menace  of  aa 
intended  violation  or  a  refusal  to  execute  the  terms  of  an  existing  treaty, 
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jtned  it  inadvisable  to  treat  of  only  the  one  amendment  proposed  by 
Great  Britain  while  the  United  States  desires  an  enlargement  of  the  list 
of  crimes  for  which  extradition  may  be  asked,  and  other  improvements 
which  experience  lias  show^n  might  be  embodied  in  a  new  treat>^ 

It  is  for  the  wisdom  of  Congress  to  determine  whether  the  article  of 
the  treat>^  relating  to  extradition  is  to  be  any  longer  r^arded  as  obliga- 
tor>'  on  the  Government  of  die  United  States  or  as  forming  part  of  the 
supreme  law^  of  the  land.  Should  the  attitude  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment remain  unchanged,  I  shall  not,  unthout  an  expression  of  the  w^h 
of  Congress  that  I  should  do  so,  take  any  action  either  in  making  or 
granting  requisitions  for  the  surrender  of  fugitive  criminals  under  the 
treaty  of  1842.

The  act  making  appropriatioas  for  aoadry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gar* 

ennneot  for  the  ^scal  year  etiding  June  30,  iSyj*  is  so  delectire  in  what 
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it  omits  to  provide  for  that  I  can  uot  announce  its  approval  without  at 
the  same  time  i>ointing  out  what  seenis  to  me  to  be  its  defects.  It  makes 
but  inadequate  provision  for  the  semce  at  best,  and  in  some  instances 
fails  to  make  any  provision  whatever. 

Notably  among  the  first  class  is  the  reduction  in  the  ordinary  annual 
appropriations  for  the  Revenue-Cutter  Ser\'ice»  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
custouLS  revenue. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Signal  Sendee,  as  also  the  failure  to  pro- 
vide for  the  increased  expense  devolved  upon  the  mints  and  assay  offices 
by  recent  legislation  >  and  thus  tending  to  defeat  the  objects  of  that  legis- 
lation. 

Of  this  class  also  are  public  buildings,  for  the  protection,  presentation, 
and  completion  of  which  there  is  no  adec^uate  appropriation,  while  the 
sum  of  $100,000  only  is  appropriated  for  the  repairs  of  the  different  navy 
yards  and  stations  and  the  presentation  of  the  same»  the  ordinary  and 
customary  appropriations  for  which  are  not  less  than  $1,000,000, 

A  similar  reduction  is  made  in  the  expenses  for  armories  and  arsenals. 

The  provision  for  the  ordinary'  judicial  expenses  is  much  less  than  the 
estimated  amount  for  that  important  sendee,  the  actual  expenditures  of 
the  last  fiscal  year,  and  the  certain  demands  of  the  current  year. 

The  provision  for  the  expenses  of  tlie  surveys  of  public  lands  is  less 
than  one-half  of  the  usual  ai>propriation  for  that  semce  and  what  are 
understcxxl  to  !je  its  actual  demands. 

Reduction  in  the  expenditures  for  light-houses,  l>eacons,  and  fog  sta- 
tions is  also  made  in  similar  proportion. 

Of  the  class  for  which  no  appropriation  is  made,  among  the  most  notice- 
able, perliaps,  is  that  portion  of  the  general  expenses  of  the  District  t.f 
Columbia  on  l>ehalf  of  the  United  States,  as  appropriated  in  fomier  years, 
and  the  jndgnients  of  the  Court  of  Claims.  The  faihire  to  make  a  reason- 
able contribution  to  the  expenses  of  the  nation's  capital  is  an  apparent 
dereliction  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  and  rank  injustice  to  the 
pecjplc  here  who  bear  the  burdens,  while  to  refuse  or  neglect  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  solemn  judgments  of  its  ow'n  courts  is  apparently 
to  repudiate.  Of  a  different  character,  but  as  prejudicial  to  the  Treas- 
ury,  is  the  omission  to  make  provision  to  enable  the  Secretar>^  of  the 
Treasur}'  to  have  the  rebel  archives  and  records  of  captured  and  aban- 
doned property  examined  and  infonnation  furnished  therefrom  for  the 
use  of  the  Go\"ernment. 

Finally,  without  further  specification  of  detail,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
act  which  in  its  title  purports  to  make  provision  for  a  diverse  and  greatly 
extended  civil  senice  unhappily  appropriates  an  amount  not  more  than 
65  per  cent  of  its  ordinary  demands. 

The  legislative  department  establishes  and  defities  the  sendee,  and 
devolves  upon  the  Executive  Departments  the  obligation  of  submitting 
annually  the  needful  estimates  of  expenses  of  such  service.     Congress 
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properly  exacts  iniplicit  ol)edieiice  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  in 
the  administration  of  the  public  i^emce  and  rigid  accountability  in  the 
expenditures  therefor.  It  is  submittetl  that  a  corresponding  responsibil- 
ity and  obligation  rest  upoti  it  to  make  the  adetjiiate  appropriations  to 
render  possible  such  administration  and  tolerable  such  exaction.  Any- 
thing  short  of  an  ample  provision  for  a  specified  service  is  necessarily 
fraught  vi^th  disaster  to  the  public  interests  and  is  a  positive  injustice 
io  those  charged  with  its  execution. 

I  To  appropriate  and  to  execute  are  corresponding  obligations  and  duties, 
and  the  adequacy  of  the  former  is  the  n€cessar>'  measure  of  the  efficiency 
of  the  execution, 

I  In  this  eighth  month  of  the  present  session  of  Congress — nearly  one 
month  of  the  fiscal  year  to  wliich  this  appropriation  applies  having 
passed^ — I  do  not  feel  warranted  in  vetoing  an  absohitely  necessary  ap- 
propriation bill;  but  in  signing  it  I  deem  it  a  duty  to  show  where  the 
responsibility  lielongs  for  whatever  embarrassments  may  arise  in  the  exe- 
cution of  the  trust  confided  to  me.

These  inclosiires  embrace  all  the  information  in  my  possession  touching 
the  late  disgraceful  and  brutal  slaughter  of  unoffending  men  at  the  town 
of  Hamburg,  S.  C,  My  letter  to  Governor  Chaml>erlain  contains  all  the 
comments  I  wish  to  make  on  the  subject*  As  allusion  is  made  in  that 
letter  to  the  condition  of  other  States,  and  particularly  to  Louisiana  and 
Mississippi,  I  ha\'e  added  to  the  inclosiires  letters  and  testimony  in  regard 
to  the  lawless  condition  of  a  portion  of  the  people  of  the  latter  State- 
In  regard  to  Louisiana  affairs,  murders  and  massacres  of  innocent  men 
for  opinion's  sake  or  on  account  of  color  have  been  of  too  recent  date 
and  of  to<3  frequent  occurrence  to  require  recapitulation  or  testimony  here. 
All  are  familiar  with  their  horrible  details,  the  only  wonder  being  that  so 
many  justify  them  or  apologize  for  them. 

But  recently  a  committee  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  \isited  the 
State  of  Mississippi  to  take  testimony  on  the  subject  of  frauds  and  violence 
in  elections.  Their  report  has  not  yet  l^een  made  public,  but  I  await  its 
forthcoming  with  a  feeling  of  confidence  that  it  will  fully  sustain  all  that 
I  have  stated  relating  to  fraud  and  violence  in  the  State  of  Mississippi.

I  transmit  herewith  a  telegram  of  the  5th  of  August  instant  from 
Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  to  General  Sherman,  a  letter  of  the  i  ith  of 
the  present  month  from  General  Sherman  to  the  Secretary'  of  War,  and 
a  letter  from  the  latter  of  the  same  date  to  me,  all  setting  forth  the  pos- 
sible needs  of  the  Army  in  consequence  of  existing  hostilities, 

I  would  strongly  urge  upon  Congress  the  necessity  for  making  some 
provision  for  a  contingency  which  ma}^  arise  during  the  vacation — for  more 
troops  in  the  Indian  country*  than  it  is  now  possible  to  send. 

It  would  seem  to  me  to  be  much  more  economical  and  better  to  author- 
ize an  increase  of  the  present  cavalry  force  by  2,500  privates,  but  if  this 
is  not  deemed  advisable,  then  that  the  President  be  authorized  to  call  out 
not  exceeding  five  regiments,  1,000  strong  each,  of  v^olunteers,  to  serve 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Should  this  latter  authority  be  given,  I  would  not  order  out  any  vol- 
unteers unless  in  m>'  opinion,  based  upon  reports  from  the  scene  of  war, 
I  deemed  it  absolutely  necessary,  and  then  only  the  smallest  number  con- 
sidered sufficient  to  meet  the  emergency.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

In  affixing  my  signature  to  the  river  and  harbor  bill.  No.  3822,  I  deem 
it  my  duty  to  announce  to  the  House  of  Representatives  my  objections 
to  some  features  of  the  bill,  and  the  reason'  I  sign  it.  If  it  was  obh- 
gatory  upon  the  Executive  to  exi>end  all  the  money  appropriated  by 
Congress,  I  should  return  the  river  and  harbor  l:>ill  with  my  objections, 
notwithstanding  the  great  inconvenience  to  the  public  interests  resulting 
therefrom  and  the  loss  of  expenditures  from  previous  Congresses  upon 
incompleted  works.  Without  enumerating,  many  appropriations  are 
made  for  works  of  purely  private  or  local  interest,  in  no  sense  national. 
I  can  not  give  my  sanction  to  these,  ^\\A  will  take  care  that  during  my 
term  of  office  no  public  money  shall  be  expended  upon  them. 

There  is  very  great  necessity  for  economy  of  expenditures  at  this  time, 
growing  out  of  the  loss  of  rev^enue  likely  to, arise  from  a  deficiency  of 
appropriations  to  insure  a  thorough  collection  of  the  same.  The  reduc- 
tion  of  revenue  districts,  diminution  of  sjjecial  agents,  and  total  abolition 
of  super\^sors  may  result  in  great  falling  off  of  the  revenue.  It  may  be 
a  question  to  consider  whether  any  expenditure  can  Ije  authorized  under 
the  river  and  harbor  appropriation  further  than  to  protect  works  already 
done  and  i>aid  for.  Under  no  circumstances  will  I  allow  expenditures 
upon  works  not  clearly  national,  y,  „    p-R  AMT 
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Washington,  August  //,  jSj6, 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

%  In  annomicing.  as  I  do,  that  I  have  attached  ray  signature  of  official 
approval  to  the  '*Act  making  appropriations  for  the  consular  and  diplo- 
matic ser\ace  of  the  Government  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1877,  and 
for  other  purposes, "  it  is  my  duty  to  call  attention  to  a  provision  in  the 
act  directing  that  notice  be  sent  to  certain  of  the  diplomatic  and  consular 
officers  of  the  Government ' '  to  close  their  offices. ' ' 

In  the  literal  sense  of  this  direction  it  would  be  an  invasion  of  the 
constitutional  prerogatives  and  duty  of  the  Executive. 

By  the  Constitution  the  President  "shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of 
the  Senators  present  concur:  and  he  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  apix>int,  ambassadors,  other  public 
ministers,  and  consuls, ' '  etc. 

It  is  within  the  power  of  Congress  to  grant  or  withhold  appropriation 
of  money  for  the  payment  ol  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  foreign  rcpre- 

ntatives  of  the  Government. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  CnDvernment  a  sum  in  gross  was  appropriated, 
aving  it  to  the  Executive  to  determine  the  grade  of  the  officers  and  the 
Coi;ntries  to  which  they  should  be  sent. 
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Latterly,  for  very  iTian>-  years,  specific  sums  have  l^en  apprnpriated  for 
designated  missions  or  employ  me  ills,  and  as  a  rule  tbe  omission  by  Con- 
gress to  make  an  appropriation  for  any  specific  port  has  heretofore  been 
accepted  as  an  indication  of  a  wish  on  the  part  of  Congress  which  the 
executive  branch  of  the  Government  respected  and  complied  with. 

In  calling  attention  to  the  passage  which  I  have  indicated  I  assume 
that  the  intention  of  the  provision  is  only  to  exercise  the  constitutional 
prerogative  of  Congress  over  the  expenditures  of  tlie  Government  and  to 
fix  a  time  at  which  the  compensation  of  certain  diplomatic  and  consular 
officers  shall  cease,  and  not  to  invade  the  constitutional  rights  of  the 
Kxecntive,  which  T  should  ^je  comjielled  to  resist;  and  ray  present  object 
is  not  to  discuss  or  dispule  the  wnsdom  of  failing  to  appropriate  for  sev- 
eral offices,  but  to  guard  against  the  construction  that  might  possibly  be 
placed  on  the  language  used,  as  implying  a  riglit  in  the  legislative  branch 
to  direct  the  closing  or  discontinuing  of  any  of  the  diplomatic  or  consular

'*It  appears  from  the  records  of  this  office  that  James  A.  Hile,  private  Company  F, 
Twenty-first  Missouri  Volunteers,  enlisted  July  T5,  iS6r;  deserted  June  [4,  1862;  re- 
turned August  2,  1862:  was  restored  to  duty  by  special  order  No.  3S,  headquarters 
District  of  Columbus.  Department  of  Tennessee,  dated  Columbus,  Ky,,  February  26, 
1H63.  He  recnlisted  Fehruary  28, 1864*  ^**  »  veteran  volunteer;  was  tried  by  general 
court-martial  for  absence  without  leave  from  November  25, 1864,  to  December  13, 1864, 
and  sentenced  to  forfeit  all  pay  and  allow^atices  for  time  absent  by  general  order 
No.  48,  beadf|uarters  Second  Division,  Sixteenth  Army  Corps,  dated  May  22,  1S65. 

*'  On  the  muster-out  roll  of  company  dated  April  19,  1866,  he  is  reported »  '  Eteserted 
March  i,  1866,  at  Bladen  Springs,  Ala,' 

"This  man,  in  his  application  to  this  office  for  discharge^  stated  under  oath  (affi- 
davit dated  July  27,  1870)  that  he  left  his  command  without  leave  and  returned  to 
his  home  February  28,  1866,  having  previously  applieil  for  a  furlough^  which  was 
refused, 

*'  This  man,  according  to  his  own  statement  under  oath,  did  desert  as  reported^  and 
if  this  bill  becomes  a  law  it  will  be  ati  injustice  to  every  soldier  who  sensed  honorably 
with  his  command  until  his  sendees  were  no  longer  required  by  the  Government,  in 
addition  to  falsifying  the  record,  as  the  bill  directs  the  record  shall  be  made  to  show 
he  is  no  deserter.

Luckett,  assig^iees  of 
William  T.  Cheatham  ,*' and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  its  approval 
by  you,  I  have  to  say  that  tliere  are  no  tlata  on  file  in  the  Department,  5t>  far  as  I 
can  learn,  which  indicate  that  the  amount  it  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  refund  to  the 
assignees  of  Mr.  Chcathani  was  wrongfully  collected  or  that  tlie  amount  should  be 
ref«iide<i. 

The  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  in  his  report  to  me  in  reference  to  the 
matter,  says: 

"The  reimbursement  to  the  United  States  by  said  Cheatham  of  tlie  salary  paid  to 
this  storekeeper  by  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  for  the  months  of  Decemfjer. 
1869,  and  January,  1870,  was  JU  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  joint  resolution  of 
March  29,  T1S69  ( 16  V,  S.  Stattites  at  I^arge,  p.  52),  and  there  appears  to  l>e  no  reason 
for  the  refun<Hnj^  by  the  Uniteil  States  to  the  asisignees  of  said  Cheatham  the  salary 
of  this  storekeeper  that  would  not  apply  with  equal  force  to  similar  payments  by  all 
other  distillers  who  were  operating  their  distilleries  or  had  spirits  in  their  warehouses 
at  that  time.'* 

The  facts  above  stated  are  considered  by  this  office  valid  and  serious  objections  to 
the  approval  of  tins  bill,  and  they  would  have  been  communicated  to  the  Congres- 
sional committee  before  the  passage  of  tlie  hill  had  they  called  tlie  attention  of  this 
office  to  the  subject.

Herewith  I  retuni  Senate  bill  No.  172,  entitled  "An  act  fixing  the  sal- 
ary of  the  President  of  the  United  States/'  without  my  approval. 

I  am  constrained  to  this  course  from  a  sense  of  duty  to  my  successors 
in  office,  to  myself,  and  to  what  is  due  to  the  dignity  of  the  position  of 
Chief  Magistrate  of  a  nation  of  more  than  40,000,000  people. 

When  the  salary^  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  pursuant  to  the 
Constitution,  w*as  fixed  at  $25,000  per  annum,  we  were  a  nation  of  but 
3,000,000  people,  poor  from  a  long  and  exJiaustive  war,  without  com- 
merce or  manufactures,  wnth  but  few  wants  and  those  cheaph'  stippUed. 
The  salary  must  then  have  been  deemed  small  for  the  responsibilities

and  dignity  of  the  position,  but  justifiably  so  from  the  impoverished  con- 
dition of  the  Treasuiy  and  the  simplicity  it  was  desired  to  cultivate  in 
the  Republic. 

The  salary  of  Congressmen  under  the  Constitution  was  first  fixed  at  $6 
per  day  for  tlie  lime  actually  in  session — ^an  average  of  alxjut  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  days  to  each  session — or  $720  per  year,  or  less  than  one- 
thirtieth  of  the  salary  of  the  Prevsidenl, 

Congress  have  legislated  upon  their  own  salaries  from  time  to  time 
since,  until  finally  it  reached  $5,000  per  annum,  or  one-fifth  that  of  the 
President,  before  the  salary  of  the  latter  was  increased. 

No  one  having  a  knowledge  of  the  cost  of  living  at  the  national  capi- 
tal  will  contend  that  the  present  salary  of  Congressmen  is  too  high, 
unless  it  is  the  intention  to  make  the  office  one  entirely  of  honor,  when 
the  salary  should  be  alx>lished — a  proposition  repugnant  to  our  repub- 
lican ideas  and  institutions. 

I  do  not  ljelie\'e  the  citizens  of  this  Republic  desire  their  public  sen^ants 
to  serve  them  without  a  fair  compensation  for  their  services.  Twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  does  not  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Executive  for 
one  year,  or  has  not  in  my  experience.  It  is  not  now  one-fifth  in  value 
of  what  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  in  supply- 
ing demands  and  wants. 

Having  no  personal  interest  in  this  matter,  I  have  felt  myself  free  to 
return  this  bill  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated  with  my  objections, 
belie\ing  that  in  doing  so  I  meet  the  wishes  and  judgment  of  the  great 
majority  of  those  who  indirectly  pay  all  the  salaries  and  other  expenses 
of  Government.

Bflwarcl  S.  Meyer  served  as  a  private  in  the  Fourth  Ohio  Volunteers  ( til ree  months) 
from  May  4,  1H6],  ti>  Au^^st  18,  1861,  He  again  enlisted  as  private,  Nineteenth  Ohio 
Volunteers,  September  10.  1861;  was  promoted  first  lieutenant  Noveml^er  i,  i86i,  and 
resi^ied  SeplemWr  27,  JS62.  He  was  commissioned  captain,  One  hundred  an<l  sev- 
enth Ohio  Vol un Leers.  November  11,  1862;  was  wounded  at  Chancellorsville,  Va., 
May  2,  1863,  and  discharged  for  physical  disability  Jaimary  1,  1S65.  He  was  again 
nmslered  into  service  February'  fi»  1865,  as  major,  Fifth  United  States  V^eteran  Volun- 
teers ( I  lancock *s  Corjis ) ,  and  nmstered  out  Marcli  2i\  i S66.  Was brevetted  lieutenant* 
colonel,  colonel,  and  brigadier-general  of  vokuiteers  March  15,  1S65, 

He  was  app<iin»ed  captain,  Thirty-lifth  United  Slates  Infantry,  July  28,  1866;  became 
unasNigneil  Augu  .1  12,  1H69;  assigtied  to  Nineteenth  Infantry  Augtist  5,  1870,  and 
Iransferreil  to  Ninth  Cavalry  January  i,  1871.     Retired  August  24^  1872. 

July  8,  1869,  Captain  Meyer  applied  for  retirement  on  account  of  wounrls  received 
at  Chancel lorsvi lie  May  2,  1863,  by  whicli  he  wa-s  incapacitated  for  active  senice. 
No  action  was  then  liad  on  the  request,  |>ending  action  by  Congress  reducing  the 
Army. 

October  6,  1869,  he  asked  to  l>e  placed  on  waiting  orders,  being  unfit  for  duty,  and 
no  possibility  of  improvement  without  going  North.  He  was  accordingly  relieved 
from  iiiity  and  orderefl  home  to  await  orders, 

Decemljer  r8,  1869,  he  called  on  the  Secretary  of  War  and  askerl  to  l>e  assigned  to 
duty. 

January  4,  1870,  he  again  applied  to  be  assigned  to  duty  with  some  regiment  on  the 
frnntier,  stating  that  his  wound  had  hcale<l,  etc.,  and  asking  to  withdraw  his  previous 
recpiest  for  retirement.  This  was  accompanied  by  a  similar  request  from  his  fatlier, 
Mr.  S*  Meyer,  of  Ohio. 

July  29,  rR7o,  he  applteil  the  third  time  to  withdraw  application  for  retirement 
find  to  lie  assigned  to  duty.  On  Januar>^  i,  1871,  in  accordance  with  his  repeated  re- 
«|Uesls  to  be  assigned  to  duty,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Ninth  Cavalry,  ser\nng  in  Texas. 
He  Joine<l  the  regiment,  and  on  March  4,  1872,  he  renew^ed  his  former  recpiest  to  lie 
orderetl  beftire  it  retiring  l>oard,  stating  that  he  found  his  injuries  woulil  not  allow 
him  lo  remain  on  duty  on  tlie  frontier;  that  his  disability  was  consUinlly  increasing, 
etc.  Tile  medical  director  of  the  department  approved  the  request,  and  addeil  llmt 
Captain  Meyer's  wounds  certainly  unfitted  him  for  ser\-ice  on  the  frontier. 

April  13, 1S72,  Senator  Sherman  joinetl  in  requesting  retirement  of  Captain  T^Icyer. 
He  was  ordered  before  the  retiring  board  and  on  August  20,  1872,  was  examined. 

The  board  found  Captain  Meyer  "  incapacitated  for  active  ser\-ice,  and  tlial  said 
incapacity  results  from  a  gunshot  wound  received  in  his  lower  jaw^  at  tbe  Ixittle  nf 
Chancellorsville,  Va.,  May  2,  1863/*  when  captain  in  One  hundred  and  seventh  Ohio 
Volunteers.     He  was  retired  in  accordance  wHth  the  finding. 

March  21  and  Deceml>er  6,  1873,  Captain  Meyer  asked  restoration  to  active  service 
and  reappointment  as  a  captain  of  cavalry,  which  application  w^as  disapproved  by 
the  General  of  the  Army,

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  return  herewith,  in  accordance  with  your  verhitl  request, 
a  bill  entitled  ''An  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  a  i>i>nion  of  tlie  reservation  nf  the 
confetlerated  Otoe  and  Missouna  and  the  Sacs  and  Foxes  of  the  Missouri  tnl*es  dl 
Indians,  in  the  States  of  Kanss^s  and  Nebraska, *'  with  my  views  thereon » the  same 
having  passed  botli  Houses  of  Congress  and  now  awaits  tlie  aiiproval  of  the  President, 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  inv-iteti  to  the  act  of  June  10,  1872  ( 17  U.  S.  Statutes 
at  Large,  p.  391 ),  which  provides  for  the  sale  of  these  reser\'ations,  or  a  portion  of 
tiiem.  The  whole  of  lx>th  these  reservations  hfis  been  sur\'eyed,  a  jxirtion  in  accord- 
ance with  this  act  of  Congress  and  the  remainder  witli  a  view  to  the  allotment  of 
lands  to  U;e  Indian>s. 

The  second  section  of  the  hill  provides  for  the  appraisement  of  the  whole  reserva* 
tion,  while  the  third  section  authorizes  the  sale  of  a  portion  not  exceeding  120,000 
acres,  a  portion  of  which  is  in  Kansas. 

The  bill  authorizes  the  sale  of  that  portion  lying  in  Kansas  through  tlie  land  office 
located  at  Beatrice,  Nebn  No  provision  is  made  for  the  relief  of  such  Indians,  if  any 
there  be,  who  may  have  settled  upon  tlie  portion  authorized  to  be  sold,  and  w*ho  may 
have  made  improvements  thereon*  Moreover,  in  fnltilbnent  of  treaty  obligations,  the 
assent  of  the  Indians  to  the  operations  of  the  whole  hill,  and  not  simply  to  the  first 
section,  should  Ise  required,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Menominees  (  16  U.  S.  Statutes  at 
Large*  p.  410).  In  my  opinion,  this  bill  shouhl  not  receive  the  appro\^l  of  the 
President.

The  l>ill  as  im,ssed  iKjth  Houses  awarils  ^'siich  suiii  a«4  shall  equal  the  travel  pay  of 
a  captain  of  volunteers  from  WashinjL^on,  D,  C,  to  Sau  Francisco,  Cal.,"  whereas  at 
the  date  of  the  discharge  of  Junius  T.  Turner  he  was  a  private  of  Company  E.  Cali- 
fornia Battalion,  Second  Massachusetts  Cavalry,  and  UJt  a  -i^ommissioned  officer. 

Aside  from  this,  under  the  established  regulations  and  rulings  of  the  Treasury  and 
War  Departments,  *'a  sf_ildier»  on  receiving  and  accepting  a  commission  as  a  com- 
pany officer,  is  not  entitled  to  traveling  allowances."  A  departure  from  this  rule, 
heretofore  adhered  to,  would  open  up*  a  very  wide  field  for  similar  claims. 

Private  Junius  T.  Turner,  Second  Massachusetts  Cavalr\',  was  discharged  liy  way  of

PROCLAMATIONS. 


Bv  THE  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
A  proclamation. 

Whereas  by  the  first  section  of  an  act  entitled  '  'An  act  to  authorize 
the  President  to  accept  for  citizens  of  the  United  States  the  jurisdiction 
of  certain  tribunals  in  the  Ottoman  dominions  and  Eg^ypt,  established 
or  to  be  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Sublime  Porte  and  of 
the  Government  of  Egj^pt,"  approved  Marcb  23, 1874,  it  was  enacted  as 
follows: 

Tliat  whenever  the  President  of  tlie  United  States  shall  receive  eatisfactory  infor- 
inatioii  that  the  Ottoumn  Govennncnt  or  that  of  Egypt  has  organizcrl  other  tribu- 
nals on  a  1>asis  likely  to  secure  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  their  domains  the 
same  inipartial  justice  which  they  now  enjoy  there  under  the  judicial  functions 
exercised  by  the  minister^  consuls,  and  other  functionaries  of  the  Unite*!  States  pur- 
suant to  tlie  act  of  Congress  approved  tlie  22d  of  June,  i860,  entitled  "An  act  to  cany 
into  effect  provisions  of  the  treaties  between  the  United  States,  China,  Persia,  and 
other  countries  giving  certain  judicial  powers  to  niinisters  and  consuls  or  other 
functionaries  of  Uie  United  States  in  tliose  countries,  and  for  other  purposes/*  he  is 
hereby  autliorized  to  suspend  the  operations  of  said  acts  as  to  the  dominions  in  whidi 
such  tribunals  may  be  organized  so  far  as  Uie  jurisdiction  of  said  tribtinals  may 
embrace  matters  now  cognizable  by  tlie  minister,  consuls,  or  otlier  functionaries  of 
the  United  States  in  said  dominions,  and  to  notify  the  Government  of  the  StiMime 
Porte,  or  that  of  Egypt,  or  either  of  them^  that  the  United  States  during  such  sus- 
pension will,  as  aforesaid,  accept  for  their  citizens  the  jurisdiction  of  the  tribunals 
aforesaid  over  citizens  of  the  United  States  which  has  heretofore  l)eeu  exercised  by 
the  minister,  consuls,  or  other  functionaries  of  the  United  Stat^. 

And  whereas  satisfactory  information  has  been  received  by  me  that 
the  Government  of  Eg>'pt  has  organized  other  tribunals  on  a  basis  likely 
to  secure  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  the  dominions  subject  to 
such  Government  the  impartial  justice  which  they  now  enjoy  there  under 
the  judicial  functions  exercised  by  the  minister,  consul,  or  other  func- 
tionaries of  the  United  States  pursuant  to  the  said  act  of  Congress  ap- 
proved June  22,  i860: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
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Anierica,  by  \'irtiie  of  tlie  power  and  authority  conferred  upon  me  l>y  the 
said  act  approved  March  23,  1874,  do  hereby  suspend  during  the  pleasure 
of  the  President  tlie  oi>eration  of  the  said  act  approved  June  22,  i860, 
as  to  the  said  doniintons  subject  to  the  Goveniment  of  Iv^ypt  in  which 
such  tribunals  have  l>eeu  organized,  so  far  as  the  jurisdiction  of  said  tribu- 
nals may  embrace  matters  now  co^iizabk  by  the  minister,  consuls,  or 
other  functionaries  of  the  United  vStates  in  said  dominions,  except  as  to 
cases  actually  commenced  before  the  date  hereof.

That  it  be,  and  is  hereby,  recommende*!  by  the 
Senate  ami  House  of  Representatives  to  the  people  of  the  several  States  thut  Ibey 
assemble  in  their  several  connties  or  towns  on  the  approaching  ct^ntennial  aimi- 
versarj'  of  our  national  iiiilependence,  anrl  Uiat  they  cause  to  have  delivered  on  sucli 
day  an  historit'al  sketch  of  said  county  or  town  from  its  ffinnation,  and  that  a  copy 
of  said  sketch  may  be  file^l,  in  print  or  manuscript,  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  county, 
and  an  achhtional  copy,  in  print  or  maiuiscript,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Librarian 
of  Congresa^to  the  intent  that  a  conipiete  record  niay  thus  be  obtained  of  the  prog- 
ress of  our  institutions  during  the  first  centennial  of  their  existence. 

And  whereas  it  is  deemed  proper  that  sucli  recommendation  be  brought 
to  the  notice  and  knowledge  of  the  people  of  the  United  States: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  vS.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States, 

do  hereby  declare  and  make  known  the  same,  in  the  hope  that  the  object 

of  such  resolution  may  meet  the  approval  of  the  people  of  the  Unite^l 

States  and  that  proper  steps  may  lK^  taken  to  carry  the  same  into  effect.

The  centennial  anniversary  of  the  day  on  which  the  people  of  the  United 
States  declared  their  right  to  a  separate  and  equal  station  among  the 
powers  of  the  earth  seems  to  demand  an  exceptional  observance. 

The  founders  of  the  Government,  at  its  birth  and  in  its  feebleness, 
invoked  the  blessings  and  the  protection  of  a  Divine  Providence,  and  the 
thirteen  colonies  and  three  millions  of  people  have  expanded  into  a  nation 
of  strength  and  numbers  commanding  the  position  which  then  was  asserted 
and  for  which  fervent  prayers  were  then  offered. 

It  seems  fitting  that  on  the  occurrence  of  the  hundredth  anniversary 
of  our  existence  as  a  nation  a  grateful  acknowledgment  should  be  made 
to  Almighty  God  for  the  protection  and  the  bounties  which  He  has 
vouchsafed  to  our  beloved  country. 

I  therefore  invite  the  good  people  of  the  United  States,  on  the  approach- 
ing 4th  day  of  July,  in  addition  to  the  usual  observances  with  which  they

Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  did,  by  an  act  approved  on 
the  3d  day  of  March,  1875,  authorize  the  inhabitants  of  the  Territory  of 
Colorado  to  form  for  themselves  out  of  said  Territory  a  State  government 
with  the  name  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  for  the  admission  of  such 
State  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States  upon 
certain  conditions  in  said  act  specified;  and 

Whereas  it  was  provided  by  said  act  of  Congress  that  the  convention 
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elected  by  the  people  of  said  Territor^^  to  frame  a  State  constitution  should, 
when  assembled  for  that  purpose  and  after  organ iz-at ion,  declare  on  be- 
half of  the  people  that  they  adopt  the  Constitution  of  the 'United  States, 
and  should  also  provide  by  an  ordinance,  irrevocable  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  United  States  and  the  people  of  said  State,  that  perfect  tolera- 
tion of  religious  sentiment  shall  be  secured  and  that  no  inhabitant  of 
said  State  shall  ever  lie  molested  in  person  or  property  on  account  of  his 
or  her  mode  of  religious  worship,  and  that  the  people  inhabiting  said 
Territory'  do  agree  and  declare  that  they  forever  disclaim  all  right  and 
title  to  the  unappropriated  pul>lic  lands  lying  witliin  said  Territory  and 
that  the  same  shall  Ije  and  remain  at  the  sole  and  entire  dispt>sitii>n  of 
the  United  States,  and  that  the  lands  belonging  to  citizens  i>f  the  United 
States  residing  without  the  said  State  shall  never  Ix?  taxed  higher  than 
the  lands  iKdonging  to  residents  thereof^  and  that  no  taxes  shall  1^  im* 
posed  by  the  State  on  lands  or  property  therein  belonging  to  or  which 
may  hereafter  ijc  purchased  by  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  it  was  further  provided  by  said  act  that  the  constitution  thus 
formed  fi>r  the  people  t>f  the  Territory  of  Colorado  slioiikb  by  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  convention  forming  the  same,  be  submitted  to  the  people 
of  said  Territory  for  ratification  or  rejection  at  an  election  to  l^e  held 
in  the  month  of  July,  1876^  at  which  election  tlie  lawful  voti-Ts  of  said 
new  State  should  vote  directly  for  or  against  the  proposed  constitution, 
and  the  returns  of  said  election  should  be  made  to  the  acting  governor 
of  the  TerTitor>%  who,  with  the  chief  justice  and  United  States  attorney 
of  said  Territor\%  or  any  two  of  them,  should  canvass  the  same,  and,  if  a 
majority  of  legal  votes  should  Ije  cast  for  said  constitution  in  said  pro- 
posed State  the  s;ud  acting  governor  should  certify  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  together  wnth  a  copy  of  said  constitution  and 
ordinances,  whereuiion  it  should  l>e  the  duty  of  the  President  of  tlie 
United  States  to  issue  bis  prcxrlamation  declaring  the  Statu  admitted 
into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  without  any 
further  action  whatever  on  the  part  of  Congress;  and 

Whereas  it  has  Ijeen  certified  to  me  by  the  acting  govenior  of  said  Terri- 
tory of  Colorado  that  within  the  time  prescril>ed  by  said  act  of  Congress 
a  constilution  for  said  prop<jsed  State  has  Ijeen  adopted  and  the  same 
ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  proposed  new  State,  in 
accordance  wnth  the  conditions  prescribed  by  Siiid  act  of  Congress;  and 

Wliereas  a  duly  authenticated  copy  of  said  constitution  and  of  the  decla- 
ration and  orth nance  required  by  said  act  has  been  received  by  me: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  do,  in  accordance  with  the  pro\dsions  of  the  act  of  Congress 
aforesaid,  declare  and  proclaim  the  fact  that  the  fundamental  conditions 
imposed  by  Congress  on  the  State  of  Colorado  to  entitle  that  State  to 
admission  to  the  Union  have  been  ratified  and  accei>ted ,  and  that  the  ad- 
mission of  the  said  State  into  the  Union  is  now  complete.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  b)^  Article  V  of  a  convention  concluded  at  Washington  upon 
the  3otli  day  of  January,  1875,  between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  it  was  pro\4ded  as 
follows,  viz: 

The  present  convention  shall  take  effect  as  soon  as  it  sball  have  been  appro\'ed 
and  proclaimed  by  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  shaU  have 
been  ratified  and  duly  proclaimed  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  tlie  Unite*! 
States,  but  not  nntil  a  law  to  carrj'  it  into  operation  shall  have  been  passc<l  by  the 
Conj^eHS  of  the  United  States  of  America*  Such  assent  having  been  given  and 
the  ratifications  of  the  convention  having  been  exchanged  as  provided  in  Article 
VI,  the  convention  shall  rctnain  in  force  for  seven  years  from  the  date  at  which  it 
may  come  into  operation,  and,  further,  until  tlie  expiration  of  twelve  months  after 
either  of  the  high  contracting  parties  shall  give  notice  to  the  other  of  its  wish  to 
terminate  the  same,  each  of  the  high  contracting  parties  being  at  liberty  to  gi\'e 
such  notice  to  the  other  at  the  end  of  tlie  said  term  of  seven  years  or  at  any  time 
thereafter. 

And  %vhereas  snch  convention  has  been  approved  and  proclaimed  by 
His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  has  l>een  ratified  and 
duly  proclaimed  on  tlie  part  of  the  United  States,  and  a  law  to  carr>^  the 
same  into  operation  has  been  passed  b%^  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  ratifications  of  the  convention  have  been  exchanged  as  provided 
in  Article  VI  thereof;  and 

Whereas  the  Acting  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  and  His 
Majesty's  envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiary  at  Washing- 
ton have  recorded  in  a  protocol  a  conference  held  by  them  at  Washington 
on  the  9th  day  of  September,  1876,  in  the  following  lang:iiage; 

Whereas  it  is  providcil  by  Article  V  of  the  convention  between  the  United  States 
of  America  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  concerning  cotnmer- 
cial  reciprocity,  signed  at  Wasliington  on  the  30th  day  of  January,  1875,  as  follows: 

'*Art.  V.  The  present  convention  shall  take  effect  as  soon  as  it  shall  have  been 
approved  and  proclaimed  hy  His  Majesty  tlie  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  shiUl 
have  been  ratified  and  dnly  proclaimed  on  Uie  part  of  the  Go\^rnment  of  the  United 
States,  but  not  until  the  law  to  carry  it  into  operatioii  shall  have  been  passed  by  the 
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Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America.  Such  assent  having  been  given  arid  the 
ratifications  of  the  convention  having  been  exchanged  as  provided  in  ^Vrticle  \'T, 
the  convention  shall  remain  in  force  for  seven  years  from  the  date  at  which  it  may 
come  into  operation,  and,  furtber,  until  the  expiration  of  twelve  montlis  after  either 
of  the  high  contracting  partien  shall  give  notice  to  the  other  of  ita  wish  to  tenuinate 
the  same,  each  of  the  high  contracting  parties  being  at  liberty  to  give  such  notice 
to  the  other  at  the  end  of  the  said  term  of  seven  years  or  at  any  time  thereafter;'*  and 

Wliereiis  tlie  saifi  convention  has  been  approved  anri  proclaime<l  l>y  His  Maj- 
esty the  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  and  has  been  ratified  and  duly  proclaimed 
on  tlie  part  of  the  Govcnnnent  of  Uie  United  States;  and 

Whereas  an  act  was  passed  by  tlie  Senate  anc!  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  entitled  *'An  act  to  carr)^  into  effect 
a  convention  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
the  Hawaiian  Islamls  signed  on  tlie  joth  day  of  January,  1875/*  which  was  approved 
on  tilt  15th  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1S76;  and 

Wliereas  an  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
entitled  "An  act  to  carry  into  effect  a  convention  between  His  Majesty  the  King  and 
the  Unites  I  States  of  America  sigtied  at  Washington  on  the  30th  day  of  January, 
1875,'*  which  was  duly  approved  on  the  i8th  day  of  July,  in  the  year  1876;  and 

Wliereas  the  ratifications  of  the  said  convention  have  been  exchanged  as  provided 
in  Article  VI: 

The  undersigned*  William  Hunter,  Acting  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  the  Hon.  RHsha  H.  Allen,  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  chan- 
cellor of  the  Kingdom,  memf>er  of  the  pri\^  council  of  state ^  and  His  Majesty's 
envoy  extraordinary  and  minister  plenipotentiar)*  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
duly  authori/x*d  for  this  purpose  by  their  respective  Governments,  have  met  together 
at  Washington,  and,  having  found  the  said  convention  has  been  approved  and  pro- 
claimed by  His  Majesty  tlie  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  and  has  been  ratified  and 
duly  proclaimed  on  the  part  of  tlie  Government  of  the  United  States,  an<l  that 
the  laws  required  to  carry  the  said  treaty  into  operation  have  l>een  passed  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America  on  the  one  part  and  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  on  the  other,  hereby  declare  that  the  conveii- 
tit^n  aforesaid,  concluded  between  the  Unitetl  States  of  Ajnerica  and  His  Majesty 
tite  King  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  on  the  30th  day  of  Januarj',  1875,  will  take  effect 
on  tlie  date  hereof.

A  PROCLAMATION. 


Wliereas  it  has  been  satisfactorily  shown  to  me  that  insurrection  and 
domestic  violence  exist  in  several  counties  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina,  and  that  certain  combinations  of  men  against  law  exist  in  many 
comities  of  said  State  known  as  "rifle  clubs/'  who  ride  up  and  down 
by  day  and  ni^^bt  in  arms,  murdering  some  peaceable  citizens  and  intimi- 
dating  others,  which  com lii nations,  though  forbidden  by  the  laws  of  the 
State,  can  not  be  controlled  or  suppressed  by  the  ordinary  coun>e  of  jus- 
tice; and 

Whereas  it  is  pro\dded  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  that 
the  United  States  shall  protect  every  State  in  this  Union,  on  application 
of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  can  not  be 
convened),  against  domestic  violence;  and 

Whereas  by  law^s  in  pin-suance  of  the  above  it  is  provided  (in  the 
laws  of  the  United  States)  that  in  all  cases  of  insurrection  in  any  State 
or  of  obstriiction  to  the  laws  thereof  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  on  application  of  the  legislature  of  such  State,  or  of 
the  executive  (when  the  legislature  can  not  be  convened),  to  call  forth 
the  mibtia  of  any  other  State  or  States,  or  to  employ  such  part  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces  as  shall  be  judged  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
pressing such  insurrection  or  causing  the  laws  to  be  duly  executed;  and 

Whereas  the  legislature  of  said  State  is  not  now  in  session  and  can  not 
lie  convened  in  time  to  meet  the  present  emergency,  and  the  executive 
of  said  State,  under  section  4  of  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
ITnitetl  States  and  the  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  has  therefore 
made  due  application  to  nie  in  the  premises  for  such  part  of  the  mih- 
tary  force  of  the  I  hi  i  ted  States  as  may  lie  necessary  and  adequate  to  pro- 
tect said  State  and  the  citizens  thereof  against  domestic  violence  and  to 
enforce  the  due  execution  of  the  laws;  and 

Whereas  it  is  required  that  whenever  it  may  l'>e  necessary,  in  the  judg-' 
ment  of  the  President,  to  use  the  military  force  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, he  shall  forthwith,  by  proclamation,  command  such  insurgents  to 
disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  homes  within  a  hmited 
time: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  herefjy  make  proclamation  and  command  all  persons  engaged  in  said 
unlawful  and  insurrectionary  proceedings  to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably 
to  their  respective  abodes  within  three  days  from  this  date,  and  hereafter 
al>andon  said  combinations  and  submit  themselves  to  the  laws  and  con- 
stituted authorities  of  said  State, 

And  I  invoke  the  aid  and  cooperation  of  all  good  citizens  thereof  to 
uphold  the  laws  and  preserve  the  public  peace.

In  addition  to  these  favors  accorded  to  us  as  individuals,  we  have 
especial  occasion  to  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  Almighty  God  that 
by  His  providence  and  guidance  our  Government,  established  a  century 
ago,  has  been  enabled  to  fulfill  the  piu^xjse  of  its  founders  in  offering  an 
asylum  to  the  people  of  every  race,  securing  civil  and  religious  liberty  to 
all  within  its  borders,  and  meting  out  to  every  individual  alike  justice 
and  equality  before  the  law. 

It  is,  moreover,  esjXfcially  our  duty  to  offer  our  humble  prayers  to  the 
Father  of  All  Mercies  for  a  continuance  of  His  divine  favor  to  us  as  a 
nation  and  as  individuals.

A  joint  resolution  adopted  by  Congress  August  5, 1876,  declares  that— 

Whereas  it  is  ascertained  that  the  hostile  Indians  of  the  Northwest  are  largely 
equipped  with  arms  which  require  special  metallic  cartridges,  and  that  such  special

ktnitiunition  is  in  large  part  supplied  to  such  hostile  Indians,  directly  or  indirectly, 
through  traders  and  otliers  in  the  Indian  country:  Therefore, 

Resolved  hy  tfu  Senate  and  House  of  Nepresentaiives  of  the  United  States  of 
Ameriea  in  Congress  assembled ^  That  the  PrestcJent  of  the  United  States  is  hereby 
authorized  and  requested  to  take  such  measures  as  in  his  judgment  may  he  necessary 
to  prevent  such  special  metallic  anmmnition  l>eing  conveye*!  to  such  hostile  Indians, 
and  is  furtlier  authorized  to  declare  the  same  contrahand  of  war  in  such  district  of 
country  as  he  may  desi^^nate  during  the  continuance  of  hostilities. 

To  carr>^  into  effect  the  above-cited  resolution,  the  sale  of  fixed  ammii- 
nitian  or  metallic  cartridges  by  any  trader  or  other  person  in  any  district 
of  the  Indian  country  occupied  by  hostile  Indians,  or  over  which  tliey 
roam,  is  hereby  prohibited;  and  all  snch  ammunition  or  cartridges  intro- 
duced into  said  country  by  traders  or  other  persons,  and  that  are  hable 
in  any  way  or  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  l>e  received  by  such  hos- 
tile Indians,  shall  lie  deemed  contraband  of  w^ar,  seized  by  any  military 
officer  and  confiscated;  and  tiie  district  of  country  to  which  this  prohi- 
bition shall  apply  during  the  continuance  of  hostilities  is  herel>y  desig- 
nated as  that  which  embraces  all  Indian  country,  or  cotmtry  tjccupied  by 
Indians  or  subject  to  their  \nsits,  lying  within  the  Territories  of  Mon- 
tana, Dakota,  and  Wyoming  and  the  States  of  Nebraska  and  Colorado.

EIGHTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE, 


ExKCUTivE  Mansion,  Deccfnbtr  5,  1876. 
To  the  Settaff  and  House  of  Representatives: 

In  submitting  my  eighth  and  last  annual  message  to  Congress  it  seems 
proper  that  I  should  refer  to  and  in  some  degree  recapitulate  the  events 
and  official  acts  of  the  past  eight  years. 

It  was  my  fortune,  or  misfortune,  to  he  called  to  l!ie  office  of  Chief 
Execiiti%'e  without  any  previous  political  training.  From  the  age  of  17 
I  had  never  even  witnessed  the  excitement  attending  a  Presidential  cam- 
paign l>ut  twice  aiitecedent  to  my  own  candidacy,  and  at  but  one  of  thera 
was  I  eligible  as  a  voter. 

Under  such  circumstances  it  is  but  reasonable  to  suppose  that  errors  of 
judgment  must  have  occurred.  Even  had  they  not.  differences  of  opinion 
l>etweeu  the  Executive,  bound  by  an  oath  to  the  strict  performance  of  his 
duties,  and  \^Titers  and  debaters  must  have  arisen.  It  is  not  necessarily 
evidence  of  bltmder  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  because  there  are  these 
differences  of  views.  Mistakes  have  lieen  made,  as  all  can  see  and  I 
admit,  but  it  seems  to  me  oftener  in  the  selectiotis  made  of  the  assistants 
Ippointed  to  aid  in  carrj^'ing  out  the  various  duties  of  administering  the 
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Government — in  nearly  every  case  selected  withoiil:  a  pergonal  ncqnaint- 
ance  with  the  apinnntee,  but  n|x>n  reconimeiidations  of  the  representa- 
tives  chfjsen  directly  by  the  people.  It  is  impossible,  where  su  many 
trusts  are  to  be  allotted,  that  the  right  parties  should  Ije  chosen  in  every 
instance.  History  shows  that  no  Adniiiiistratioii  from  the  time  of  Wash- 
ington to  the  present  has  l^en  free  from  these  mistakes.  But  I  leave 
comparisons  to  history,  claitning  only  that  I  have  acted  in  every  instance 
from  a  conscientious  desire  to  do  what  was  right,  constitutional,  within 
the  law,  and  for  the  very  l^st  interests  of  the  whole  people.  Failures 
have  been  errors  of  judgment,  not  of  intent. 

My  civil  career  commenced,  too,  at  a  most  critical  and  difficult  time. 
Less  than  four  years  before,  the  countr>'  had  emerged  from  a  conflict 
such  as  no  other  tiation  had  ever  sundved.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  States 
had  revolted  against  the  Govx-niraent,  and  of  those  remaining  faithful  to 
tlie  Union  a  large  percentftge  of  the  population  sympathized  with  the  re- 
liellion  and  made  an  ' '  enemy  in  t!ie  rear  * '  almost  as  dangerous  as  the 
more  lionoralyle  enemy  in  the  front.  The  latter  connnitted  errors  of  judg- 
ment, but  they  maintahied  them  openly  and  couragecjusly;  the  forme 
received  the  protection  of  the  Govenmient  they  waiuld  see  destroyed,  and 
reaped  all  the  |K*cuniary  advantage  to  be  gained  out  of  the  then  existing 
state  of  affairs,  njau\^  of  them  by  obtaining  contracts  and  by  swandhng 
the  Government  in  the  delivery  of  their  goixls. 

Immediately  on  the  cessation  of  hostilities  the  then  noble  President, 
who  had  carried  the  country' so  far  through  its  i>erils,  fell  a  martyr  to 
patriotism  at  the  hands  of  an  assassin. 

The  inter\'eniiig  time  to  my  first  inauguration  was  filled  up  with  wran- 
glings  between  Congress  and  the  new  Executive  as  to  the  l^est  mode  of 
"  reconstruction/'  or,  to  speak  plainly,  as  to  w^hether  the  control  of  the 
Government  should  be  thrown  inmiediately  into  the  hands  of  those  who 
had  so  recently  and  persistently  tried  to  destroy  it,  or  whether  the  vic- 
tors should  continue  to  liave  an  e€]ual  voice  with  them  in  this  control. 
Reconstruction,  as  finally  agreed  uixm,  means  this  and  only  this,  except 
that  the  late  slave  was  enfranchised,  giving  an  increase,  as  was  sup- 
posed, to  the  llnion-Ioving  and  Union-supporting  votes,  li  free  in  the 
full  sense  of  the  word,  they  would  not  disappoint  this  expectation. 
Hence  at  the  beginning  of  my  fii*st  Administration  the  work  of  recon- 
struction, much  embarrassed  l>y  the  long  delay,  virtually  commenced. 
It  was  the  work  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government.  My 
province  was  wholly  in  approving  their  acts,  wliicli  I  did  most  heartily, 
urging  the  legislatures  of  States  that  had  not  yet  done  so  to  ratify  the 
fifteenth  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  The  coiuitry  w^as  laboring 
imder  an  enormous  debt,  contracted  in  the  snpprCvSsion  of  rebellion,  and] 
taxation  was  so  oppressive  as  to  discourage  production.  Another  dan- 
ger also  threatened  us — a  foreign  war.  The  last  difficulty  had  to  1^ 
adjusted »  and  was  adjusted  without  a  w^ar  and  in  a  manner  highly  hoii- 
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arable  to  all  parties  coticenied.  Taxes  have  been  reduced  within  the 
last  seven  years  nearly  $300,000,000,  and  the  national  debt  has  been 
reduced  in  the  same  time  over  $435,000,000.  By  refunding  the  6  per 
cent  tjonded  debt  for  tends  l)earing  5  and  4j4  per  cent  interest,  resf^ec- 
tively,  tlie  annual  interest  has  been  reduced  from  over  $130,000,000  in 
1S69  to  but  little  over  $100,000,000  in  1876.  The  balance  of  trade  has 
been  changed  from  over  $130,000,000  against  the  United  States  in  1869 
to  more  than  $120,000,000  in  our  favor  in  1876, 

It  is  confidently  beheved  that  the  Imlance  of  trade  in  favor  of  the 
United  States  will  increase,  not  diminish,  and  that  the  pledge  of  Congress 
to  resume  specie  payments  in  1879  will  l^e  ei  sily  accomplished,  even  in 
the  absence  of  mucli-desired  further  leprislation  on  the  subject. 

A  policy  has  been  adopted  toward  the  Indian  tribes  inhabiting  a  large 
portion  of  the  territory^  of  the  United  States  which  has  Ijeen  humane  and 
has  substantially  ended  Indian  hostilities  in  the  whole  land  except  in  a 
portion  of  Nebraska,  and  Dakota,  Wyoming,  and  Montana  Territories — 
the  Black  Hills  regioti  and  approaches  thereto.  Hostilities  there  have 
grown  out  of  the  avarice  of  the  white  man,  who  has  violated  our  treaty 
stipulations  in  liis  search  for  gold.  The  question  might  lie  asked  why 
the  Government  has  not  enforced  oljedience  to  the  terms  of  the  treaty 
prohibiting  the  occupation  of  the  Black  Hills  region  by  whites.  The 
answer  is  simple:  The  first  immigrants  to  the  Black  Hills  were  removed 
by  troops,  but  rumors  of  rich  discoveries  of  gold  took  into  that  region 
increased  numbers.  Gold  has  actually  been  found  in  paying  quantity, 
and  an  effort  to  remove  the  miners  w^ould  only  result  in  the  desertion  of 
the  bulk  of  the  troops  that  might  l>e  sent  there  to  remove  thenu  All 
difficulty  in  this  matter  has,  however,  been  removed — subject  to  tlie 
approval  of  Congress^ — by  a  treaty  ceding  the  Black  Hills  and  approaclies 
to  settlement  by  citizens. 

The  subject  of  Indian  polic}^  and  treatment  is  so  fully  set  forth  V)y  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  and  tny 
views  so  full}^  expressed  therein^  that  I  refer  to  their  reports  and  recom- 
mendations as  my  own. 

The  relations  of  the  United  States  with  foreign  powers  continue  on  a 
friendly  fcKiting. 

Questions  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  in  the  foreign  relations  of  the 
Government,  but  the  United  States  have  l>een  happily  free  dnring  the  past 
year  from  the  complications  and  embarrassments  which  have  surrounded 
some  of  the  foreign  powers. 

The  diplomatic  correspondence  submitted  herewith  contains  informa- 
tion as  to  certain  of  the  matters  which  have  occupied  the  Government. 

The  cordiality  which  attends  our  relations  with  the  powers  of  the  eartli 

has  been  plainly  shown  by  the  general  ixirticipation  of  foreign  nations 

in  the  exhibition  wliich  has  just  closed  and  by  the  exertions  made  by 

distant  powers  to  show  their  interest  in  and  friendly  feelings  toward 
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Ihu  United  States  in  the  coimiiemoration  of  the  cetiteiitiial  of  the  nation. 
The  Guveniment  and  people  of  the  United  States  have  not  only  fully 
appreciated  this  exhibition  of  kindly  feeling,  but  it  may  be  justly  and 
fairly  expected  that  no  small  benefits  will  result  both  to  ourselves  and 
other  nations  from  a  better  acquaintance,  and  a  lietter  appreciation  of  our 
mutual  advantages  and  nnitual  wants. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  saw  fit  to  reduce  the  amount  usually  appro- 
priated for  foreign  intercourse  by  withholding  appropriations  for  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  in  certain  foreign  countries  and  for  certain 
consular  officers,  and  by  reducing  the  amounts  usually  appropriated  for 
certain  other  diplomatic  posts,  and  tluis  necessitating  a  change  in  the 
grade  of  the  representatives.  For  these  reasons,  immediately  ui>on  the 
passage  of  the  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  diplomatic  and  consular 
sennce  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  instructions  were  issued  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  at  Bolivia.  Ecuador,  and  Colombia,  and  to 
the  consular  officers  for  whom  no  appropriation  had  been  made,  to  close 
their  respective  legations  and  consulates  and  cease  from  the  perfonnance 
of  their  duties;  and  in  like  manner  steps  were  immediately  taken  to  sub- 
stitute charges  d'affaires  for  ministers  resident  in  Portugal,  Denmark. 
Greece,  Switzerland,  and  Paraguay. 

While  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  wisdom  of  sound  economy  in 
the  foreign  service,  as  in  other  branches  of  the  Government,  I  can  not 
escape  the  conclusion  that  in  some  instances  the  wathliolding  of  appro- 
priations  will  prove  an  exjiensive  economy,  and  that  the  small  retrench- 
ment secured  by  a  change  of  grade  in  certain  diplomatic  posts  is  not  an 
adeqtvate  consideration  for  the  loss  of  influence  and  impMirtance  which 
will  attend  our  foreign  representatives  under  tliis  reduction,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  a  reexamination  of  the  sutjject  will  oiuse  a  change  in  some 
instances  in  the  conclusions  reached  on  these  subjects  at  the  last  session 
of  Congress. 

The  Court  of  Commissioners  of  Alabama  Claims,  whose  functions  were 
continue<l  by  an  act  of  the  last  session  of  Congress  until  the  ist  day  of 
January,  1877,  has  carried  on  its  labors  with  diligence  and  general  satis- 
faction. By  a  report  from  the  clerk  of  the  court,  transmitted  herewith, 
bearing  date  November  14,  1876,  it  appears  that  within  the  time  now 
allowed  by  la%v  the  court  will  have  disposed  of  all  the  claims  presented 
for  adjudication.  This  report  also  contains  a  statement  of  the  general 
results  of  the  labors  of  the  court  to  the  date  thereof.  It  is  a  cause  of 
satisfaction  that  the  method  adopted  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  classes 
of  claims  submitted  to  the  court,  which  are  of  long  standing  and  justly 
entitled  to  early  consideration,  should  have  proved  successful  and  ac- 
ceptable. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  am  enabled  to  state  that  the  work  of  the 
joint  commission  for  determining  the  toundary  line  between  the  United 
States  and  British  possessions  from  the  northwest  angle  of  the  Lake  of 
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Wootls  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  commenced  in  1872,  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  final  agreements  of  the  conimissioners,  with  the  maps.  ha%'e 
been  duly  signed,  and  the  work  of  the  commission  is  complete. 

The  fixing  of  the  boundary  upon  the  Pacific  coast  by  the  protocol  of 
March  10,  1873,  pursuant  to  the  award  of  the  Emperor  of  Germany  by 
Article  XXXIV  of  the  treaty  of  Washington,  with  the  tenninatiou  of  the 
work  of  this  commission,  adjusts  and  fixes  the  entire  boundary  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Britisli  possessions,  except  as  to  the  portion  of 
territory  ceded  by  Russia  to  the  United  States  under  the  treaty  of  [867.

the  new  tribunals.  Satisfactor>^  information  having  !>een  received  of  the 
organization  of  such  new  tribunals  in  Kgypt,  I  caused  a  proclamation-*^  to 
be  issued  upon  the  27th  of  March  last,  suspending  the  operation  of  tlie 
act  of  June  22,  1860^  iu  Egypt,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act, 
A  copy  of  the  proclamation  accompanies  this  message.  The  Ihiited 
States  has  united  with  the  other  powers  in  the  organization  of  these 
courts.  It  is  hoped  that  the  jurisdictional  questions  which  have  arisen 
may  lje  readily  adjusted,  and  that  this  advance  in  judicial  reform  may  be 
hindered  by  no  obstacles. 
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The  necessary  legislation  to  carr>^  into  effect  the  convention  respect- 
ing coninierdal  reciprocity  concluded  with  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in  1875 
having  been  had,  the  proclamation  to  carr\'  into  effect  the  convention,  as 
pro\nded  by  the  act  approved  August  15,  1876,  w*as  duly  issue<l  upon  the 
9th  day  of  September  last.    A  copy  thereof  accompanies  this  message  * 

The  commotions  which  have  been  prevalent  in  Mexico  for  some  time 
past,  and  wdiicli,  unhappily,  seem  to  be  net  yet  wholly  quieted,  have  led 
to  complaints  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  injuries  by  persons  in 
authority.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  these  will  ultimately  be  adjusted 
to  the  satisfaction  of  both  Govemmentst  The  frontier  of  the  United 
States  in  that  quarter  has  not  been  exempt  from  acts  of  violence  by  citi- 
zens of  one  Republic  on  those  of  the  other.  The  frequency  of  these  is 
supposed  to  Ixr  increased  and  their  adjustment  made  more  difficult  by  the 
considerable  changes  in  the  course  of  the  lower  part  of  the  Rio  Grande 
River,  which  river  is  a  part  of  the  boundary  between  the  two  countries. 
These  changes  have  placed  on  either  side  of  that  river  portions  of  land 
which  by  existing  conventions  belong  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Goveni- 
ment  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  The  subject  of  adjustment  of  this 
cause  of  difficulty  is  under  consideration  l>etween  the  two  Republics. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia  has  paid  the  award 
in  the  case  of  the  steamer  MontijOy  seized  by  authorities  of  that  Gov- 
ernment some  years  since,  and  the  amount  has  been  transferred  to  the 
claimants. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  announce  that  the  joint  com- 
mission for  the  adjustment  of  claims  between  the  Utiited  States  and 
Mexico  under  the  convention  of  1868,  the  duration  of  which  has  been 
several  times  extended,  has  brought  its  labors  to  a  close.  From  the 
report  of  the  agent  of  the  United  States,  which  accompanies  the  papers 
transmitted  herewith,  it  will  Ix;  seen  that  within  the  time  limited  by  the 
commission  1,017  claims  ou  the  part  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
against  Mexico  were  referred  to  the  commission,  Of  these  claims  831 
w^ere  dismissed  or  disallowed,  and  in  186  cases  aw^ards  were  made  in 
favor  of  the  claimants  against  the  Mexican  Republic,  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  $4,125,622,20,  Within  the  same  period  998  claims  on  the 
part  of  citizens  of  the  Mexican  Republic  against  the  United  States  were 
referred  to  the  commission.  Of  these  claims  831  were  dismissed  or  dis- 
allowed, and  in  167  cases  awards  were  made  in  favor  of  the  claimants 
against  the  United  States,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $150,498.41. 

By  the  terms  of  the  convention  the  amount  of  these  awards  is  to  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  awarded  in  favor  of  our  citizens  against 
Mexico,  and  the  balance  only  to  l)e  paid  by  Mexico  to  the  Uniteti  States, 
leaving  the  United  States  to  make  provision  fur  this  proportion  of  the 
awards  in  favor  of  its  own  citizens. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  legislation  which  will  be  necessary  lo 
provide  for  the  payment. 
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In  this  connection  I  am  pleased  to  Ije  able  to  express  the  acknowledg- 
ments tine  to  Sir  Kdward  Thornton,  the  umpire  of  the  commission,  who 
has  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  large  nundier  of  claims  submitted  to 
hini  much  time,  unwearied  patience,  and  that  firmness  and  intelligence 
which  are  well  known  to  belong  to  the  accomplished  representative  of 
Great  Britain,  and  which  are  likewise  recognized  by  the  representative 
in  this  a>untr>^  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

Monthly  payments  of  a  very  small  part  of  the  amount  due  by  the  Gov- 
enxment  of  Venezuela  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  claims 
of  the  latter  against  that  Govenuueiit  continue  to  be  made  with  reason- 
able punctuality.  That  Govenimeiit  has  proposed  to  change  the  system 
which  it  has  hitherto  pursued  in  this  respect  by  issuing  bonds  for  part  of 
the  amount  of  the  several  claims.  The  proposition,  however,  could  not, 
it  is  supposed,  properly  be  accepted,  at  least  without  the  consent  of  the 
holders  of  certificates  of  the  indebtedness  of  Venezuela.  These  are  so 
much  dispersed  that  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  ascertain 
their  disposition  on  the  subject. 

In  former  messages  I  have  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  tlie 
necessity  of  legislation  with  regard  to  fraudulent  naturalization  and  to 
the  subject  of  expatriation  and  the  election  of  nationality. 

The  lumiliers  of  persons  of  foreign  birth  seeking  a  home  in  the  United 
States,  the  ease  and  facility  with  which  the  honest  emigrant  may,  after 
the  lapse  of  a  reasonable  time,  Ix^conie  possessed  of  all  the  privileges  of 
citi/ensliip  of  the  United  States,  and  the  frequent  occasions  which  induce 
such  adopted  citizens  to  return  to  the  country  of  their  birth  render  the 
subject  of  naturalization  and  the  safegitards  which  experience  has  proved 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  honest  naturalized  citizen  of  para- 
mount  importance.  The  very  simplicity  in  the  requirements  of  law  on 
this  question  affords  opixirtunity  for  fraud,  and  the  w^ant  of  uniformity  in 
the  proceedings  and  records  of  the  various  courts  and  in  the  fonns  of  the 
cerlificatesof  naturalization  issued  affords  a  constant  source  of  diffieuity. 

I  suggest  no  additional  requirements  to  the  acquisition  of  citizenship 
l>eyond  those  now  existing,  but  I  invite  the  earnest  attention  of  Congress 
to  the  necessity  and  wisdom  of  some  provisions  regarding  uniformity  in 
the  records  and  certificates,  and  pro\dding  against  the  frauds  which 
frequently  take  place  and  for  the  vacating  of  a  record  of  naturalization 
obtained  in  fraud. 

These  provisions  are  needed  in  aid  and  for  the  protection  of  the  honest 
citizen  of  foreign  birth,  and  for  the  want  of  which  he  is  made  to  suffer 
not  infre(|uently.  The  United  States  has  insisted  upon  the  right  of  expa- 
triation, and  has  obtained ,  after  a  long  struggle,  an  admission  of  the  prin- 
ciple contended  for  by  acquiesc:ence  therein  on  the  part  of  many  foreign 
powers  and  by  the  conclusion  of  treaties  on  that  subject.  It  is,  however, 
but  justice  to  the  government  to  w^hich  such  naturalized  citizens  have 
formerly  owed  allegiance,  as  well  as  to  the  United  States^  that  certain 
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tlie  United  States  in  the  com  111  em  oral  ion  of  the  centennial  of  the  nation. 
The  Govemmeiit  and  people  of  the  United  States  have  not  only  fully 
appreciated  this  exhibition  of  kindly  feeling,  bnt  it  may  l^e  justly  and 
fairly  expected  that  no  small  benefits  will  result  both  to  ourselves  and 
other  nations  from  a  better  acquaintance,  and  a  better  appreciation  of  our 
nnitual  advantages  and  nnitiial  wants. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  saw  fit  to  reduce  the  amount  usually  appro- 
priated for  foreign  intercourse  by  withholding  appropriations  for  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  in  certain  foreign  countries  and  for  certain 
consular  oflicers,  and  by  reducing  the  amounts  usually  appropriated  for 
certain  other  diplomatic  posts,  and  tints  necessitating  a  change  in  the 
grade  of  the  representatives.  For  these  reasons,  immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  the  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  diplomatic  and  consulai 
ser\nce  for  the  present  fiscal  )'ear,  instrnctions  were  issued  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  at  Bolivia,  Ecuador,  and  Colomliia.and  to 
the  consular  officers  for  whom  no  appropriation  had  lx?en  made,  to  close 
their  respective  legations  and  consulates  and  cease  from  the  performance 
of  their  duties;  and  in  like  manner  steps  were  immediately  taken  to  sub- 
stitute charges  d'affaires  for  ministers  resident  in  Portugal,  Denmark, 
Greece,  Switzerland,  and  Paraguay. 

While  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  wisdom  of  sound  economy  in 
the  foreign  service ,  as  in  other  branches  of  the  Government,  I  can  not 
escape  the  conclusion  that  in  some  instances  the  withholding  of  appro- 
priations will  prove  an  ex]>ensive  economy,  and  that  the  small  retrench- 
ment secured  by  a  change  of  grade  in  certain  diplomatic  posts  is  not  an 
adequate  consideration  for  the  loss  of  influence  and  importance  which 
will  attend  our  foreign  representatives  under  tliis  reduction.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  a  reexamination  of  the  subject  will  cause  a  change  in  some 
instances  in  the  conclusions  reached  on  these  subjects  at  the  last  session 
of  Congress. 

The  Court  of  Commissioners  of  Alabama  Claims,  %vhose  functions  were 
contitmed  by  an  act  of  the  last  session  of  Congress  until  the  ist  day  of 
January,  1877,  has  carried  on  its  lalxjrs  with  diligence  and  general  satis- 
faction.

The  Go\  ernment  and  j^eople  of  the  United  States  have  not  only  fully 
appreciated  this  exhibition  of  kindly  feelinj^,  but  it  may  be  justly  and 
fairly  expected  that  no  small  benefits  will  result  both  to  ourselves  and 
other  nations  from  a  better  acquaintance,  and  a  better  appreciation  of  our 
mutual  advantages  and  nnitual  wants. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  saw  fit  to  reduce  the  amount  usually  appro- 
priated for  foreign  intercourse  liy  withholding  appropriations  for  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  in  certain  foreign  countries  and  for  certain 
consular  officers,  and  by  reducing  the  amounts  usually  appropriated  for 
certain  other  diplomatic  posts,  and  tltus  necessitating  a  change  in  the 
grade  of  the  representatives.  For  these  reasons,  immediately  upon  the 
passage  of  the  bill  making  appropriations  for  the  diplomatic  and  consulat 
service  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  instructions  were  issued  to  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  at  Bolivia.  Ecuador,  and  Colombia,  and  to 
the  consular  officers  for  whom  no  appropriatioti  had  l:>een  made,  to  close 
their  respecti\'e  legations  and  consulates  antl  cease  from  the  i)erformance 
of  their  duties;  and  in  like  manner  steps  were  immediately  taken  to  sub- 
stitute cliarges  d'affaires  for  ministers  resident  in  Portugal,  Denmark, 
Greece,  Switzerland,  and  Paraguay* 

While  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  wisdom  of  sound  economy  in 
the  foreign  service,  as  in  other  branches  of  the  Government,  I  can  not 
escape  the  conclusion  that  in  some  instances  the  withholding  of  appro- 
priattons  will  prove  an  expensive  economy,  and  that  the  small  retrench- 
ment secured  by  a  change  of  grade  in  certain  diplomatic  posts  is  not  an 
adequate  consideration  for  the  loss  of  influence  and  imiwrtance  which 
will  attend  our  foreign  representatives  under  this  reduction.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  a  reexamination  of  the  subject  will  cause  a  change  in  some 
instances  in  the  conclusions  reached  ou  these  subjects  at  the  last  session 
of  Congress. 

The  Court  of  Commissioners  of  Alabama  Claims,  whose  functions  were 
continued  by  an  act  of  the  last  session  uf  Congress  until  the  ist  day  of 
January,  1877,  has  carried  on  its  labors  with  diligence  and  general  satis^ 
faction.  By  a  report  from  the  clerk  of  the  court,  transmitted  herewith, 
bearing  date  November  14,  1876,  it  appears  that  within  the  time  uow 
allowed  by  law  the  court  will  have  disposed  of  all  the  claims  presented 
for  adjudication.  This  report  also  contains  a  statement  of  the  general 
results  of  the  labors  of  the  court  to  the  date  tliereof.  It  is  a  cause  of 
satisfaction  that  the  method  adoptetl  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  classes 
of  claims  subnntted  to  the  court,  which  are  of  long  standing  and  justly 
entitled  to  early  consideration,  should  have  proved  successful  and  ac- 
ceptable. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  am  enabled  to  state  that  the  work  of  the 
joint  commission  for  determining  the  boundary'  line  between  the  United 
States  and  Britisli  possessions  from  the  northwest  angle  of  the  Lake  of 
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thj  Woods  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  comnieiicecl  in  1S72,  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  final  agreements  of  the  commissioners,  witli  the  maps,  have 
been  duly  signed,  and  the  work  of  the  commission  is  complete. 

The  fixing  of  the  boundary  upon  the  Pacific  coast  by  the  protocol  of 
March  10,  1873,  pursuant  to  the  award  of  the  Emi>eror  of  German}'  by 
Article  XXXIV  of  the  treaty  of  Washington,  v^nth  the  temiination  of  the 
work  of  this  commission,  adjusts  and  fixes  the  entire  tomidan,^  lietween 
the  United  States  and  the  British  possessions,  exct:pt  as  to  the  portion  of 
territory  ceded  by  Russia  to  the  United  States  under  the  treaty  of  1867. 
The  work  intrusted  to  the  comnnSssioner  and  the  officers  of  the  Army 
attached  to  the  commission  has  l>een  well  and  satisfactorily  performed. 
The  original  of  the  final  agreement  of  the  commissioners,  signed  npoti 
the  29th  of  May,  1876,  with  the  original  ofllcial  "lists  of  astronomical 
stations  obser\^ed/'  the  original  official  "list  of  monuments  marking  the 
international  boundary  line/'  and  the  maps,  records,  and  general  reports 
relating  to  the  commission,  have  l>een  deposited  in  the  Department  of 
State.  The  official  report  of  the  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States,  with  the  report  of  the  chief  astronomer  of  tlie  United  States,  will 
be  submitted  to  Congress  within  a  short  time. 

I  reser\^e  for  a  separate  communication  to  Congress  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  questions  which  lately  arose  with  Great  Britain  resj^ect- 
ing  the  surrender  of  fugitive  criminals  under  the  treaty  of  1842. 

The  Ottoman  Government  gave  notice,  under  date  of  January  15, 1874, 
of  its  desire  to  terminate  the  treaty  of  1862,  concerning  commerce  and 
navigation,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  twenty-second  article  thereof. 
Under  this  notice  the  treaty  tenninated  upon  the  5th  day  of  June,  1876. 
That  Government  has  invited  negotiations  toward  the  conclusion  of  a 
new  treaty. 

By  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  23,  1874,  the  President  was  author- 
ized, when  he  should  receive  satisfactory  iti  formation  that  the  Ottoman 
Government  or  that  of  Kgypt  had  organized  new  tribunals  likely  to 
secure  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  the  same  imimrtial  justice  enjoyed 
under  the  exercise  of  judicial  functions  by  diplomatic  and  considar  offi- 
cers  of  the  United  vStates,  to  susjx-nd  the  o]>eration  of  the  act  of  June  22, 
1 860,  and  to  accept  for  citizens  of  the  Ihiited  States  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  new  tribunals.  Satisfactory  information  having  been  received  of  the 
organiz-ation  of  such  new  tribunals  in  Kgypt,  I  caused  a  proclamation*  to 
be  issued  uix)n  the  27th  of  March  last,  suspending  the  operation  of  the 
act  of  June  22,  i860,  in  Egypt,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act. 
A  copy  of  the  pnx'lamation  accompanies  this  message.  The  United 
States  has  united  wnth  the  other  p>wers  in  the  organization  of  these 
courts.  It  is  hoped  that  the  jurisdictional  questions  which  have  ariseu 
may  be  readily  adjusted,  and  that  this  advance  in  judicial  reform  may  be 
hindered  by  no  obstacles,

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The  nece55sary  legislation  to  carry  into  effect  the  convention  respect- 
ing commercial  reciprocity  concluded  with  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in  1S75 
ha\nng  been  had,  the  proclamation  to  can^^  into  effect  the  convention,  as 
provided  by  the  act  approved  August  15,  1876,  was  duly  issued  upon  the 
9th  day  of  September  last.    A  copy  thereof  accompanies  this  message  * 

The  commotions  which  have  l^een  prevalent  in  Mexico  for  some  time 
past,  and  which,  unhappihv,  seem  to  be  net  yet  wholly  quieted,  have  led 
to  complaints  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  iojuries  by  persons  in 
authority.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  these  will  ultimately  be  adjusted 
to  the  satisfaction  of  both  Govemnientse  The  frontier  of  the  United 
States  in  that  quarter  has  not  been  exempt  from  acts  of  \iolence  by  citi- 
zens of  one  Republic  on  those  of  the  other.  The  frequency  of  these  is 
supposed  to  l^e  increased  and  their  adjustment  made  more  difficult  by  the 
considerable  changes  in  the  course  of  the  lower  part  of  the  Rio  Grande 
River,  wdiich  river  is  a  part  of  the  lx>undary  betw^een  the  two  countries. 
These  changes  ha\'e  placed  on  either  side  of  that  river  portions  of  land 
which  by  existing  conventions  belong  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Govern- 
ment on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river.  The  subject  of  adjustment  of  this 
cause  of  difficulty  is  under  consideration  between  the  two  Republics, 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  Colombia  has  paid  the  award 
in  the  case  of  the  steamer  Montijo^  seized  by  authorities  of  that  Gov- 
ernment some  years  since,  and  the  amount  has  been  transferred  to  the 
claimants. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  announce  that  the  joint  com- 
mission for  the  adjustment  of  claims  between  the  United  States  and 
Mexico  under  the  convention  of  186S,  the  duration  of  which  has  been 
several  times  extended,  has  brought  its  labors  to  a  close.  From  the 
report  of  the  agent  of  the  United  States,  which  accompanies  the  papers 
transmitted  herewith,  it  will  lie  seen  that  Avithin  the  time  limited  by  the 
commission  1,017  claims  on  the  part  of  citizens  of  the  United  States 
against  Mexico  were  referred  to  the  commission.  Of  these  claims  831 
were  dismissed  or  disallo%vcd,  and  in  186  cases  awards  were  made  in 
favor  of  the  claimants  against  the  Mexican  Republic,  amounting  in  the 
^RRregate  to  $4,125,622.20,  Within  the  same  period  998  claims  on  the 
part  of  citizens  of  the  Mexican  Republic  against  the  United  States  were 
referred  to  the  commission.  Of  these  claims  831  were  dismissed  or  dis- 
allowed, and  in  167  cases  awards  were  made  in  favor  of  the  claimants 
against  the  United  States,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $150,498,41, 

By  the  terras  of  the  convention  the  amount  of  these  awards  is  lo  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  awarded  in  favor  of  our  citizens  against 
Mexico,  and  the  balance  only  to  l>e  paid  l>y  Mexico  lo  the  United  States, 
leai-ing  the  United  States  to  make  provision  for  this  proportion  of  tbe 
awards  in  favor  of  its  own  citizens. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  legislation  which  va)X  be  necessar\^  to 
provide  for  the  payment,

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lis  connection  I  am  plea^sc^  to  be  uble  to  express  tlie  acknowledg- 
ments due  to  Sir  Kdward  Thornton,  the  nmpire  of  the  commission,  who 
has  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  larj^je  luiniLwLT  of  claim s  submitted  to 
him  much  time,  unwearied  patience,  and  that  firmness  and  intelliji^ence 
wliich  are  well  known  to  l^elong  to  the  accomplijshcd  representative  of 
Great  Britain,  and  which  are  likewise  recognized  by  the  representative 
in  this  country  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

Monthly  pajments  of  a  very  small  part  of  the  amount  due  by  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Venezuela  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  on  account  of  claims 
of  the  latter  against  that  Govennnent  continue  to  l>e  made  with  reason - 
aljle  punctuality.  That  Government  has  proposed  to  change  the  system 
which  it  has  hitherto  pursued  iu  this  respect  by  issuing  bonds  for  part  of 
the  amoutit  of  the  several  claims.  The  proposition,  however,  could  not, 
it  is  suppc.^sed,  properly  l)e  accepted,  at  least  without  the  consent  of  the 
holders  of  certificates  of  the  indebtedness  of  Venezuela.  These  are  so 
much  dispersed  that  it  would  lie  difficult,  if  not  iniix>ssible,  to  ascertaia 
their  dis|>osition  on  the  subject* 

In  former  messages  I  have  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the 
necessity  of  legislation  with  regard  to  frauclulcnt  naturalization  and  to 
tlie  subject  of  expatriation  and  the  election  of  nationality. 

The  numbers  of  persons  of  foreign  birth  seeking  a  home  in  the  United 
States,  the  ease  and  facility  with  which  the  honest  emigrant  may,  after 
the  lapse  of  a  reasonable  time,  become  possessed  of  all  the  privileges  of 
citizenship  of  the  United  States,  and  the  frequent  occasions  which  induce 
such  adopted  citizens  to  return  to  the  country  of  their  birth  render  the 
subject  of  naturalization  and  the  safeguards  which  experience  has  proved 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  honest  naturalized  citizen  of  |>ara- 
raount  importance.  The  very  simplicity  in  the  requirements  of  law  on 
this  question  affords  opportunity  for  fraud,  and  the  want  of  uniformity  iu 
the  proceedings  and  records  of  the  various  courts  and  in  the  forms  of  the 
certificates  of  naturalization  issued  afiFords  a  constant  source  of  difficulty. 

I  suggest  no  additional  requirements  to  the  acquisition  of  citizenship 
beyond  those  now  existing,  but  I  in\nle  the  earnest  attention  of  Congress 
to  the  necessity  and  wisdom  of  scmie  provisions  regarding  uniformity  in 
the  records  and  certificates,  and  providing  against  the  frauds  which 
frequently  take  place  and  for  the  vacating  of  a  record  of  naturalization 
obtained  in  fraud. 

These  provisions  are  needed  in  aid  and  for  the  protection  of  the  honest 
citizen  of  foreign  birth,  and  for  the  want  of  which  he  is  made  to  suffer 
not  infrequently.  The  United  States  has  insisted  upon  the  right  of  expa- 
triation, and  has  obtained,  after  a  long  struggle,  an  admission  of  the  prin- 
ciple ccMi tended  for  by  acquiescence  therein  on  the  part  of  many  foreign 
.powers  and  by  the  conclusion  of  treaties  on  tliat  subject.     It  is,  however, 

t  jtistice  to  the  govenmient  to  which  such  naturalized  citizens  have 
formerly  owed  allegiance,  as  well  as  to  the  United  States,  that  certain 
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fixed  and  definite  rules  should  be  adopted  governing  such  cases  and 
providing  how  expatriation  may  be  accomplished. 

While  emigrants  in.  large  numbers  become  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
it  is  also  true  that  persons,  both  native  Ixjm  and  naturalized,  once  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States^  either  by  formal  acts  or  as  the  effect  of  a  series 
of  facts  and  circumstances,  abandon  their  citizenship  and  cease  to  be 
entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  United  States,  but  continue  on  conven* 
ient  occasions  to  assert  a  claim  to  protection  in  the  absence  of  provisions 
on  these  questions. 

And  in  this  connection  I  again  invite  your  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  legislation  concerning  the  marriages  of  American  citizens  contracted 
abroad,  and  concerning  the  status  of  American  women  who  may  marry 
foreigners  and  of  children  boni  of  American  parents  in  a  foreign  coiintr)'. 

The  delicate  and  complicated  questions  continually  occurring  with 
reference  to  naturalization,  expatriation,  and  the  status  of  such  persons 
as  I  have  above  referred  to  induce  me  to  earnestly  direct  your  attention 
again  to  these  subjects. 

IiT  hke  manlier  I  repeat  my  recommendation  that  some  means  be  pro- 
vided for  the  hearing  and  determination  of  the  just  and  subsisting  claims 
of  aliens  upon  the  Government  of  the  United  States  within  a  reasonable 
H nutation,  aud  of  such  as  may  hereafter  arise.  While  by  existing  pro- 
\'isions  of  law  the  Court  of  Claims  may  in  certain  cases  be  resorted  to  by^^^ 
an  alien  claimant,  the  absence  of  any  general  provisions  governing  alla^| 
such  cases  aud  the  want  of  a  tribunal  skilled  in  the  disjxjsitiou  of  such 
cases  upon  recognized  fixed  and  settled  principles,  either  provides  no 
remedy  in  many  deserving  cases  or  compels  a  consideration  of  sucli  claims 
by  Congress  or  the  executive  department  of  the  Government. 

It  is  Ijelieved  that  other  governments  are  in  advance  of  the  United 
States  uix>n  this  question,  and  that  the  practice  now  adopted  is  entirely 
unsatisfactory. 

Congress,  by  an  act  approved  the  3d  day  of  March,  1875,  authorized 
the  inliabitants  of  the  Territory  of  Colorado  to  form  a  State  govern- 
ment, with  tile  name  of  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  therein  provided  for 
the  admission  of  said  State,  when  formed,  into  the  Union  upon  an  equal 
footing  w*ith  the  original  States. 

A  constitution  having  been  adopted  and  ratified  by  the  people  of  that 
State,  and  the  acting  governor  having  certified  to  me  the  facts  as  pro\'ided 
by  said  act,  together  with  a  copy  of  such  constitution  and  ordinances 
provided  for  in  the  said  act,  and  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  Congress 
having  been  duly  complied  with,  I  issued  a  proclamation*  upon  the  istof 
August*  1876,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  W^ar  shows  that  the  Army  has  been 
actively  employed  during  the  year  in  subduing,  at  the  request  of  the 
Indian  Bureau,  certain  wild  bands  of  the  Sioux  Indian  Nation  and  in

preserving  the  peace  at  the  South  during  the  election.  The  commis- 
sion constituted  under  the  act  of  July  24,  1876,  to  consider  and  report 
on  the  '* whole  sul>ject  of  the  reform  and  reorganization  of  the  Army" 
m^t  in  August  last,  and  has  collected  a  large  mass  of  statistics  and 
opinions  bearing  on  the  subject  before  it.  These  are  now  under  con- 
sideration, and  their  report  is  progressing,  I  am  advised,  though,  by 
the  president  of  the  commission  that  it  will  be  impracticable  to  a  mi  ply 
with  the  clause  of  the  act  requiring  the  report  to  be  presented,  through 
me,  to  Congress  on  the  first  day  of  this  session,  as  there  has  not  yet 
been  time  for  that  mature  deliberation  which  the  importance  of  the 
subject  demands.  Therefore  I  ask  that  the  time  of  making  the  rejiort 
be  extended  to  the  29th  day  of  January,  1877. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  August  15,  1876,  the  Army  regula- 
tious  prepared  under  the  act  of  March  i ,  1875,  have  not  been  promulgated, 
but  are  held  until  after  the  report  of  the  above-mentioned  commission 
shall  have  l>een  received  and  acted  on. 

By  the  act  of  August  15,  i876»  the  cavalry  force  of  the  Army  was 
increased  by  2,^00  men,  with  the  proviso  that  they  should  l^e  discharged 
on  the  expiration  of  hostilities.  Under  this  authority  the  cavalry  regi- 
ments have  been  strengthened,  and  a  portion  of  them  are  now  in  the  field 
pursuing  the  remnants  of  the  Indians  with  w^hom  they  have  been  engaged 
during  the  summer. 

The  estimates  of  the  War  Department  are  made  up  on  the  basis  of  the 
number  of  men  authorized  by  law,  and  their  requirements  as  shown  by 
years  of  experience,  and  also  with  the  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  bureau 
officers  to  provide  for  all  contingencies  that  may  arise  during  the  time 
for  which  the  estimates  are  made.  Exclusive  of  engineer  estimates  (pre- 
sented in  accordance  with  acts  of  Congress  calling  for  sur\^eys  and  esti- 
mates for  improvements  at  various  localities ) ,  the  estimates  now  presented 
are  about  six  millions  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  for  the  years  1874-75 
and  1875-76,  This  increase  is  asked  in  order  to  provide  for  the  increased 
cavalr>^  force  (should  their  services  he  necessary),  to  prosecute  econom- 
ically work  u|K)n  important  put>lic  buildings,  to  provide  for  annament  of 
fortifications  and  manufacture  of  small  arms,  and  to  replenish  the  work- 
ing stock  in  the  supply  departments.  The  appropriations  for  these  last 
named  have  for  the  past  few  years  been  so  limited  that  the  accumulations 
in  store  will  be  entirely  exhausted  during  the  present  year,  and  it  wull  be 
necessar^^  to  at  once  Ijegin  to  replenish  them, 

I  imnte  your  special  attention  to  the  following  recommendations  of 
the  Scx:retar>^  of  War: 

First.  That  the  claims  under  the  act  of  July  4, 1864,  for  supplies  taken 
by  the  Army  during  the  war  be  removed  from  the  offices  of  the  Quar- 
termaster and  Commissary  Generals  and  transferred  to  the  Southern 
Claims  Commission,  These  claims  are  of  precisely  similar  nature  to  those 
now  before  the  Southern  Claims  Commission,  and  the  War  Department 
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bureaus  have  not  the  clerical  force  for  their  examination  nor  proper 
inachiiier>^  for  investigatiug  the  loyalty  of  the  claimants. 

Second.  That  Congress  sanction  the  scheme  of  an  annuity  fund  for 
the  benefit  of  the  families  of  deceased  officers,  and  that  it  also  provide 
for  the  permanent  organimtiou  of  the  Signal  Service,  both  of  which  were 
recommended  in  my  last  annual  message. 

Third.  That  the  manufacturing  operations  of  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment be  concentrated  at  three  arsenals  and  an  armory,  and  that  the 
remaining  arsenals  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  appHed  to  this  object  by 
the  Ordnance  Department, 

The  appropriations  for  river  and  harbor  improvements  for  the  current 
year  were  $5,015,000.  With  my  approval,  the  Secretary  of  War  directed 
that  of  tills  amount  $2,000,000  should  be  expended,  and  no  new  works 
should  he  begun  and  none  prosecuted  which  were  not  of  national  im- 
portance. Subsequently  this  amount  was  increased  to  $2,237,600,  and 
the  works  are  now  progressing  on  this  basis. 

The  improvement  of  the  South  Pass  of  the  Mississippi  River,  under 
James  B.  Eads  and  his  ass<3ciates,  is  progressing  favorably.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  there  is  a  channel  of  20.3  feet  in  depth  lx?tween  the  jetties  at 
the  muuth  uf  the  pass  and  18.5  feet  at  the  head  of  the  pass.  Neither 
chaiuiel,  however,  has  the  width  required  l>efore  payments  can  be  made 
by  the  United  States.  A  commission  of  engineer  officers  is  now  examin* 
ing  these  works,  and  their  reports  will  lie  presented  as  soon  as  received. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar}^  of  the  Navy  shows  tliat  bratich  of  the 
service  to  be  in  condition  as  effective  as  it  is  possible  to  keep  it  with 
the  means  and  authority  given  the  Department.  It  is,  of  course,  not 
possible  to  rival  the  costly  mid  progressive  establishments  of  great  Euro- 
l>ean  p>wers  wnth  the  old  material  of  our  Na\y,  to  which  no  increase  has 
been  authorized  since  the  w^ar.  except  the  eight  small  cruisers  built  to 
supply  tlie  place  of  otliers  which  had  gone  to  decay.  Yet  the  most  has 
been  done  that  was  possible  with  the  means  at  command;  and  by  sub- 
stantially rebuilding  some  of  our  old  ships  with  durable  material  and 
completely  repairing  and  refitting  our  monitor  fleet  the  Naw  has  l>een 
gradually  so  brought  u|>  tlial,  thougli  it  does  not  maintain  its  relative 
position  among  the  progressive  navies  of  the  world,  it  is  now  in  a  ooudi- 
tion  more  powerful  and  effective  than  it  ever  has  l>een  in  time  of  peace. 

The  complete  rejKiirs  of  our  five  heavy  ironclads  are  only  delayed  on 
accoimt  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriations  made  last  year  for  th€ 
wurking  bureaus  of  the  Department,  which  were  actually  less  in  amoimt 
than  thase  made  before  the  war,  notwithstanding  the  greatly  enlianced 
price  of  labor  and  materials  and  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  naval 
ser\*ice  gro%ving  out  of  the  universal  use  and  great  expense  of  steam 
inachiner>\  The  money  necessary  for  these  repairs  should  be  provided 
at  once,  that  they  may  be  completed  without  further  tinnecessary  delay 
fuid  expense, 
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When  this  is  done,  all  the  strength  that  there  is  in  our  Navy  will  lie 
developed  and  useful  to  its  full  capacity,  and  it  will  he  powerfnl  for  pur- 
poses of  defense,  and  alst:j  for  offensive  action,  shoukl  the  necessity  for 
that  arise  within  a  reasonable  distance  from  our  shores. 

The  fact  that  our  Navy  is  not  more  modem  and  powerful  than  it  is  has 
been  made  a  cause  of  complaint  against  the  Secretary  of  the  Na\^'  hy  per- 
stjns  who  at  the  same  time  criticise  and  compkiin  of  his  endeavors  to  bring 
the  Navy  that  we  have  to  its  best  and  most  efficient  condition;  but  the 
go^xl  sense  of  the  country  will  understand  that  it  is  really  due  to  his 
practical  action  that  we  have  at  tiiis  time  any  eiTective  naval  force  at 
connnand. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster- General  sln:*ws  the  excess  of  expenditures 
(exclnchng  expenditures  on  account  of  previous  years)  over  receipts  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  rSyG,  to  Ijc  $4,151,988.66. 

Estimated  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1878,  are 
$3^>.723, 432.43. 

Kslimated  revenue  for  same  period  is  $30,645,165,  leaving  estimated 
excess  of  expenditure,  to  be  appropriated  as  a  deficiency,  of  $6,078,267.43. 

The  Postmaster-General,  like  Ins  predecessor,  is  convinced  that  a  change 
in  the  basis  of  adjusting  the  salaries  of  postmasters  of  the  fourth  class  is 
necessar>'  for  the  gocxl  of  the  service  as  well  as  for  the  interests  of  the 
Governmeni,  and  urgently  recommends  that  the  conii>ensation  of  the  class 
of  postmasters  above  mentioned  l^e  based  upon  the  business  of  their  re- 
sjjective  offices,  as  ascertained  from  the  sworn  returns  to  the  Auditor  of 
stamps  canceled. 

A  few  postmasters  in  the  Southern  States  have  expressed  great  appre- 
hension of  their  personal  safety  on  account  of  their  coimection  with  the 
postal  ser\icL\  and  have  specially  requested  that  their  reixjrts  of  appre- 
hended danger  should  not  be  made  public  lest  it  should  result  in  the  loss 
of  their  lives.  But  no  positive  testimony  of  interference  has  Ijeeii  sub- 
mitted, except  in  the  case  of  a  mail  messenger  at  Spartanburg,  in  South 
Carolina,  who  refjorted  that  he  had  lx;en  violently  driven  away  while  in 
charge  of  the  mails  on  account  of  his  ]x>litical  afhliations.  An  assistant 
superintendent  of  the  Railway  Mail  Ser\'ice  investigated  this  case  and 
reporte<l  that  the  nies.senger  had  disappeared  from  his  post,  leaving  his 
work  to  l>e  performed  by  a  substitute.  The  Postmaster- General  tliiuks 
tins  case  is  sufficiently  suggestive  to  justify  him  in  recommending  that  a 
more  severe  punishment  should  be  provided  for  the  offense  of  assiiuUing 
any  person  in  charge  of  the  mails  or  of  retarding  or  otherwise  obstructing 
them  by  threats  of  personal  injury. 

**A  ver\^  gratifying  result  is  presented  in  the  fact  that  the  deficiency  of 
this  Department  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  reduced  to  $4,081,790. 18, 
as  against  $6,169,938.88  of  the  preceding  year.     The  difference  can  be 
traced  to  the  large  increase  in  its  ordinar>^  receipts  (wk'ch  greatly  ex* 
the  estimates  therefor)  and  a  slight  decrease  in  its  expenditures/* 
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Tile  ordinary  receipts  of  the  Post-Office  Department  for  the  past  seven 
fijscal  years  have  increa^sed  at  an  average  of  over  8  per  cent  per  annum. 
while  the  increase  of  expenditures  for  the  same  period  has  been  but  about 
5,50  per  cent  per  annum,  and  the  decrease  of  deficiaicy  in  the  revenues 
lias  l)een  at  the  rate  of  nearly  2  per  cent  per  annum. 

The  reix)rt  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agricultnre  accompanying  this 
message  will  l>e  found  one  of  great  interest,  markings  as  it  does,  the  great 
progress  of  the  last  centur>^  in  the  variety  of  products  of  the  soil;  increased 
knowledge  and  ski!!  in  the  lalxjr  of  pnKlucing,  saving,  and  manipulating 
the  same  to  prepare  them  for  the  use  of  man;  in  the  improvements  in 
machinery  to  aid  the  agriculturist  in  his  labors,  and  in  a  knowledge  of 
those  scientific  subjects  necessary  to  a  thorough  system  of  economy  in 
agricultural  production,  namely,  chemistry,  botany,  entomology,  etc.  A 
study  of  this  report  by  those  interested  in  agriculture  and  deriving  their 
supfKirt  from  it  will  fiud  it  of  value  in  pointing  out  those  articles  which 
are  raised  in  greater  quantity  than  the  needs  of  the  world  require,  and 
must  sell,  therefore,  for  less  than  the  cost  of  production,  and  those  w'hich 
cummand  a  profit  over  cost  of  production  because  there  is  not  an  over- 
production. 

I  call  s|>ecial  attention  to  the  need  of  the  Department  for  a  new  gallery 
for  the  reception  of  the  exhibits  returned  from  the  Centennial  Exhibition, 
including  the  exhibits  donated  by  very  many  foreign  nations,  and  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  generally. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Commissioners  and  the  board  of  health 
are  just  received — too  late  to  read  them  and  to  make  recommendations 
thereon — and  are  herewith  submitted. 

The  international  exhibition  held  in  Philadelphia  this  year,  in  com- 
memoration of  the  one  hundredth  anniversarj'  of  American  independ- 
ence, has  proven  a  great  success,  and  will,  no  doubt,  be  of  enduring 
advantage  to  the  country.  It  has  shown  the  great  progress  in  the  arts, 
sciences,  and  mechanical  skill  made  in  a  single  centur>%  and  danon- 
slnUed  that  we  are  but  little  behind  older  nations  in  any  one  branch, 
while  in  some  we  scarcely  have  a  rival.  It  has  served,  too,  not  only  to 
l>ritig  peoples  and  products  of  skill  and  labor  from  all  parts  of  the  world 
together,  but  in  bringing  together  people  from  all  sections  of  our  own 
oonntr>%  wliich  must  prove  a  great  benefit  in  the  information  imparted 
and  pride  of  countr\'  engendered. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  scientists  interested  in  and  connected  with 
the  Stnithsonian  Institution,  in  a  communication  herewith,  that  the  Gov- 
ernment exhibit  be  removed  to  the  capital  and  a  suitable  building  be, 
erected  or  purchased  for  its  accommodation  as  a  permanent  exhibit. 
earnestly  recommend  this;  and  believing  tliat  Congress  would  second 
this  view,  I  directed  that  all  Gox-emment  exhibits  at  the  Centennial 
Exhibition  should  remain  where  they  are,  except  such  as  might  be  in- 
jured by  remaining  in  a  building  not  intended  as  a  protection  in  inclemeut 
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'rpeather,  or  such  as  may  be  wanted  by  the  Department  furnishing  them, 
until  the  question  of  permatieut  exhibition  is  acted  on. 

Although  the  moneys  appropriated  by  Congress  to  enable  the  partici- 
pation of  the  several  Executive  Departments  in  the  International  Exhi- 
bition of  1876  were  not  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  undertaking  to  the  ful! 
extent  at  first  contemplated,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  refer  to  the  very 
efficient  and  creditable  manner  in  which  the  board  appointed  from  these 
several  Departments  to  provide  an  exhibition  on  the  part  of  the  Go\'ern- 
ment  have  discharged  their  duties  with  the  funds  placed  at  their  com- 
maud.  Without  a  precedent  to  guide  them  in  the  preparation  of  such  a 
display,  the  success  of  their  labors  was  aniph^  attested  by  the  sustained 
attention  which  the  contents  of  the  Government  building  attracted  during 
the  period  of  the  exhibition  from  lx)th  foreign  and  native  visitors. 

I  am  strongly  impressed  with  the  value  of  the  collection  made  by  the 
Government  for  the  purposes  of  the  exhibition,  illnstrating,  as  it  does, 
the  mineral  resources  of  the  country,  the  statistical  and  practical  evi- 
dences of  our  growth  as  a  nation,  and  the  uses  of  the  mechanical  arts  and 
the  applications  of  applied  science  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
Govenrment. 

■  Man)'  nations  have  voluntarily  contributed  their  exhibits  to  the  United 
States  to  increase  the  interest  in  any  permanent  exhibition  Congress  may 
pro%'ide  for.  For  this  act  of  generosity  they  should  receive  the  thanks 
of  the  jx^ople.  and  I  respectfully  suggest  that  a  resolution  of  Congress  to 
that  effect  be  adopted. 

The  attention  of  Congress  can  not  be  too  earnestly  called  to  the  neces- 
sity of  throwing  some  greater  safeguard  over  the  method  of  choosing  and 
declaring  the  election  of  a  President*  Under  the  present  system  there 
seems  to  be  no  provided  remedy  for  contesting  the  election  in  any  one 
State.  The  remedy  is  partially,  no  doubt,  in  the  enlightenment  of  elect- 
ors. The  corapulsorj^  support  of  the  free  school  and  the  disfranchise- 
ment of  all  who  can  not  read  and  write  the  English  language,  after  a 
fixed  probation,  would  meet  my  liearty  approval.  I  would  not  make  this 
apply,  however,  to  those  already  voters,  but  I  w^ould  to  all  becoming  so 
after  the  expiration  of  the  probation  fixed  upon.  Foreigners  coming  to 
this  country  to  become  citizens,  who  are  educated  in  their  own  language, 
aould  acquire  the  requisite  knowledge  of  ours  during  the  necessary^  resi- 
dence to  obtain  naturalization.  If  they  did  not  take  interest  enough  in 
our  language  to  acquire  sufficient  knowledge  of  it  to  enable  them  to  study 
the  institutions  and  laws  of  the  countr>'  intelligently,  I  would  not  confer 
upon  them  the  right  to  make  such  laws  nor  to  select  those  who  do. 

I  apix^nd  to  this  message,  for  convenient  reference,  a  synopsis  of  admin- 
istrative events  and  of  all  recommendations  to  Congress  made  by  me  dur- 
ing the  last  seven  years.  Time  may  show  some  of  these  recommendations 
not  to  have  been  wisely  conceived,  but  I  believe  the  larger  part  will  do 
no  discredit  to  the  Administration.     One  of  these  recommendations  met 
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WASHiSGrov,  /anuary  2j,  iSjj, 
To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States:

I  follow  the  example  heretofore  occasionally  permitted  of  communicat- 
ing in  this  mode  my  approval  of  the  **  act  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the 
counting  of  votes  for  President  and  Vice-President,  and  the  decision  of 
questions  arising  thereon,  for  the  term  commencing  March  4,  A.  D.  1877," 
because  of  my  appreciation  of  the  imminent  peril  to  the  institutions  of

the  coimtn*  from  which,  in  my  judgment,  the  act  affords  a  wise  and 
constitutional  means  of  escape. 

For  the  first  time  \\\  the  historv'  of  our  country,  tmder  the  Constitution 
as  it  now  is,  a  dispute  exists  with  regard  to  the  result  of  the  election  of 
the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  nation. 
j  It  is  understood  that  upon  the  disposition  of  disputes  touching  the 

electoral  votes  cast  at  the  late  election  by  one  or  more  of  the  States  de- 
pends the  question  whether  one  or  the  other  of  the  candidates  for  the 
Presidency  is  to  lie  the  lawful  Chief  Magistrate.  The  im|>ortance  of 
having  clearly  ascertained,  by  a  procedure  regulated  by  law,  ^vhich  of  the 
two  citizens  has  Ix-en  elected,  and  of  having  the  right  to  this  high  office 
recognized  and  cheerfully  agreed  in  by  all  the  people  of  the  Republic,  can 
not  be  overestimated,  and  leads  nie  to  express  to  Congress  and  to  the 
nation  my  great  satisfaction  at  the  adoption  of  a  measure  that  allords  an 
orderly  means  of  decision  of  a  gravely  exciting  question. 

While  the  histor>^  of  our  coiintr>^  in  its  earlier  |>eriods  shows  that  the 
Presidi;nt  of  the  Senate  has  counted  the  votes  and  declared  tlieir  staufl- 
ing»  our  whole  history  show*s  that  in  no  instance  of  doubt  or  dispute  has 
he  exercised  the  power  of  deciding,  and  that  tlie  two  Houses  of  Cimgress 
have  disjxysed  of  all  such  doubts  and  disputes,  although  in  no  instance 
hitherto  have  they  been  such  that  their  decision  could  essentially  have 
affected  tlie  result. 

For  the  first  time  the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  n^m  brought 
to  meet  the  question  as  one  vital  to  the  result,  and  this  under  conditions 
not  the  best  calcidated  to  produce  an  agreement  or  to  induce  calm  feeling 
in  the  several  l>ranches  of  the  Government  or  among  the  people  of  the 
country.  In  a  case  wdiere,  as  now,  the  result  is  involved,  it  is  the  highest 
duty  of  the  lawmaking  power  to  provide  in  advatice  a  constitutional, 
orderly,  and  just  method  of  execulitig  the  Constitution  in  tliis  most 
interesting  and  critical  of  its  provisions.  The  doitig  so,  far  from  being 
a  compromise  of  right,  is  an  enforcement  of  right  and  an  execution  of 
powers  conferred  by  the  Constitution  on  Congress. 

I  think  that  this  orderly  method  has  been  secured  by  the  bill,  wdiich, 
appealing  to  the  Constitntion  and  the  law  as  the  guide  in  ascertaining 
rights,  provides  a  means  of  deciding  questions  of  single  returns  through 
the  direct  action  of  Congress,  and  in  respect  to  double  returns  by  a  tri- 
bunal of  inquin\  who.se  decisions  stand  unless  both  Houses  of  Congress 
shall  concur  in  determining  otherwise^  thns  securing  a  definite  disposi- 
tion of  all  questions  of  dispute,  in  w^hatever  aspect  they  may  arise.  With 
or  without  this  law,  as  all  of  the  States  have  voted,  and  as  a  tie  vote  is 
impossiljle,  it  must  be  that  one  of  the  tw^o  candidates  has  been  elected; 
and  it  w^oiild  be  deploral:)le  to  witness  an  irregiilar  controversy  as  to 
which  of  the  two  should  receive  or  which  should  continue  to  liold  the 
office.  In  all  periods  of  history  controversies  have  arisen  as  to  the  suc- 
cession or  choice  of  the  chiefs  of  atates^  and  no  party  or  citizens  loving 
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thdr  country  and  its  free  institutions  can  sacrifice  too  much  o!  mere 
feelinj^  in  presen-ing  through  the  upright  course  of  law  their  country^ 
from  the  smallest  danger  to  its  peace  on  such  an  occasion;  and  it  can 
not  be  impressed  too  firmly  in  the  hearts  of  all  the  people  that  true 
liberty  and  real  progress  can  exist  only  through  a  cheerful  adherence 
to  constitutional  law, 

The  bill  purports  to  provide  only  for  the  settlement  of  questions  aris* 
ing  from  the  recent  elections.  The  fact  that  such  questions  can  arise 
demonstrates  the  necessity,  whicli  I  can  not  doubt  will  before  long  be 
supplied,  of  permanent  general  legislation  to  meet  cases  which  have  not 
been  contemplated  in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  country. 

The  bill  may  not  be  perfect,  and  its  provisions  may  not  be  sucli  as 
would  be  best  applicable  to  all  future  occasions,  but  it  is  calculated  to 
meet  the  present  condition  of  the  question  and  of  the  country. 

The  country  is  agitated.  It  needs  and  it  desires  peace  and  quiet  and 
harmony  Ix^tween  all  parties  and  all  sections.  Its  industries  are  ar- 
rested, labor  unemployed,  capital  idle,  and  enterprise  paralyzed  by  reason 
of  the  doubt  and  anxiety  attending  the  uncertainty  of  a  double  claim  to 
the  Chief  Magistracy  of  the  nation.  It  wants  to  be  asstu-ed  that  the 
result  of  the  election  will  be  accepted  without  resistance  from  tlie  sup- 
porters of  the  disap|5*3inted  candidate,  and  that  its  highest  officer  shall 
not  hold  his  place  with  a  questioned  title  of  right.  Beheving  that  the 
bill  will  secure  these  ends,  I  give  it  my  signature.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  importance  of  provid- 
ing for  the  continuance  of  the  fx^ard  for  testing  iron,  steel,  and  other 
metals,  which  l>y  the  sundr>'  civil  appropriation  act  of  last  year  was 
ordered  to  Ijt:  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  i>resent  fiscal  year.  This 
Ixjard,  consisting  of  engineers  and  other  scientific  cxi>erts  from  the  Army, 
the  Navy,  and  from  civil  life  (all  of  whom,  except  the  secretar>%  give 
their  time  and  laljors  to  this  object  without  compensation),  was  organized 
by  authority  of  Congress  in  the  spring  of  1875,  and  immediately  drafted 
a  comprehensive  plan  for  its  investigations  and  contracted  for  a  testing 
machine  of  400  tons  capacity,  which  would  enable  it  to  properly  conduct 
the  experiments.  Meanwhile  the  subcommittees  of  the  lx>ard  have  de- 
vote<i  their  time  to  such  experiments  as  could  l)e  made  with  the  smalle 
testing  machines  already  available.  This  large  machine  is  just  now' 
completed  and  ready  for  erection  at  the  Watertown  Arsenal,  and  the 
real  labors  of  the  !x)ard  are  tlierefore  just  about  to  be  commenced.  If 
the  Ixsard  is  to  be  discontinued  at  the  end  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  the 
money  already  appropriated  and  the  ser\-ices  of  the  gentlemen  who  have 
given  so  much  time  to  the  subject  will  be  unproductive  of  any  results.

The  importance  of  these  ex|^nments  can  hardly  be  overestimated 
when  we  consider  the  almost  endless  variety  of  purixjses  for  whicli  iron 
and  steel  are  employed  in  this  country  and  the  many  thousands  of  lives 
which  daily  depend  on  the  soundness  of  iron  slructiu'es.  I  need  hardly 
refer  to  the  recent  disaster  at  the  Ashtabula  bridge,  iu  Ohio,  and  the  con- 
flicting theories  of  experts  as  to  the  cause  of  it,  as  au  instance  of  what 
might  have  been  averted  by  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  properties 
of  iron  and  the  f>est  modes  of  construction.  These  experiments  can  not 
pro|_>erly  be  cotidiicted  by  private  firms,  not  only  on  account  of  the  ex- 
pense, but  l>ecause  the  results  must  rest  upon  the  authority  of  disinter- 
ested persons.  They  must  therefore  lje  undertaken  under  the  sanction 
of  the  Government.  Compared  with  their  great  value  to  the  industrial 
interests  of  the  country,  the  expense  is  very  slight. 

The  Iward  reconunend  au  appropriation  of  $40,000  for  the  next  fiscal 
year,  and  I  earnestly  commend  their  request  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  Congress.  I  also  recommend  that  the  Ijoard  be  required  to  con- 
duct their  investigations  under  the  direction  of  tlie  Secretary  of  War,  and

By  the  act  of  Congress  approved  January  14,  KS75,  **  to  provide  for  the 
resumption  of  specie  payments/'  the  1st  of  January ^  i>*79,  is  fixed  as 
the  date  wiien  such  resumption  is  to  begin.  It  nia)^  not  l>e  desirable  to  fix 
an  earlier  date  when  it  sliall  actually  become  obligatory  u^kju  the  Govern- 
ment to  redeem  its  outstanding  legal-lender  notes  iu  coin  on  presentation, 
but  it  is  certainly  most  desirable,  and  will  prove  most  Ix^neficial  to  every 
pecuniary  interest  of  the  country,  to  hasten  the  day  when  the  pap>er  cir- 
culation of  the  counlr\'  and  the  gold  coin  shall  have  efpial  values. 

At  a  later  day,  if  currency  and  coin  should  retain  equal  values,  it  might 
become  advisable  to  authorize  or  direct  resumption.  I  believe  the  time 
has  come  when  by  a  simple  act  of  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment this  most  desirable  result  can  be  attained.  I  am  strengthened  iu 
this  vaew  by  the  course  trade  has  taken  iu  the  last  two  years  and  by 
the  strength  of  the  credit  of  the  United  States  at  home  and  abroad,

vision of  the  statutes  of  the  United  States,"  without  my  approval.  My 
objection  is  to  the  single  provision  which  amends  section  3823  of  the 
Revised  Statutes. 

That  section  is  as  follows: 

Skc.  3823.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  select  in  Virginia, 
South  Carolina,  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana, 
Texas,  and  Arkansas  one  or  more  newspapers,  not  exceeding  the  number  allowed 
by  law,  in  which  such  treaties  and  laws  of  the  United  States  as  may  be  ordered  for 
publication  in  newspapers  according  to  law  shall  be  published,  and  in  some  one  or 
more  of  which  so  selected  all  such  advertisements  as  may  be  ordered  for  publica- 
tion in  said  districts  by  any  United  States  court  or  judge  thereof,  or  by  any  officer 
of  such  courts,  or  by  any  executive  officer  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  published, 
the  compensation  for  which  and  other  terms  of  publication  shall  be  fixed  by  said 
Clerk  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  $2  per  page  for  the  publication  of  treaties  and  laws, 
and  not  exceeding  $1  per  square  of  eight  lines  of  space  for  the  publication  of 
advertisements,  the  accounts  for  which  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  proper  accounting 
officers  and  paid  in  the  manner  now  authorized  by  law  in  tlie  like  < 


The  bill  proposes  to  amend  this  section  as  follows: 

By  striking  out  all  after  the  word  *  *  in  "  in  the  first  line  to  the  word 
"one**  in  the  third  line,  and  inserting  therefor  the  words  **each  State 
and  Territory  of  the  United  States.'* 

Prior  to  1867  the  advertising  of  the  Executive  Departments  had  been 
subject  to  the  direction  of  the  heads  of  those  Departments,  and  had 
been  published  in  newspapers  selected  by  them  and  on  terms  fixed  by 
them.  In  the  year  1867  (14  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  pp.  466,  467), 
while  the  ten  States  above  named  were  yet  unrestricted,  and  when  there 
existed  a  radical  difference  of  opinion  between  the  executive  and  legis- 
lative departments  as  to  the  administration  of  the  Government  in  those 
States,  this  provision  was  enacted.  Subsequently,  during  the  same  year 
(15  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  8),  so  much  of  this  provision  *'  as  relates 
to  the  publication  of  the  laws  and  treaties  of  the  United  States**  was 
extended  to  all  the  States  and  Territories,  leaving  the  advertisements 
ordered  by  Congress  and  by  the  Executive  Departments  unaffected 
thereby.  The  continuance  of  this  provision  after  the  reconstruction  acts 
had  taken  effect  and  the  bringing  it  forward  into  the  Revised  Statutes 
were  probably  through  inadvertence. 

The  existence  of  this  section  (3823)  of  the  Revised  Statutes  seems  to 
have  been  ignored  by  Congress  itself  in  the  adoption  of  section  3941, 
authorizing  the  Postmaster- General  to  advertise  in  such  newspapers  as 
he  may  choose.  But  the  present  act,  if  it  should  go  into  effect,  would 
compel  him  and  the  other  heads  of  the  Executive  Departments,  as  well  as 
all  the  courts,  to  publish  all  their  advertisements  in  newspapers  selected 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives^     It  would  make  general 
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in  its  operation  a  provision  which  was  exceptional  and  temporan,^  in  its 
origin  and  character.  This,  in  my  judgment,  would  be  unwise,  if  not 
also  an  actual  encroachment  upon  the  constitutional  rights  of  the  exec- 
utive branch  of  the  Goveniment.  The  person  who  should  l>e  appointed 
by  law  to  select  all  the  newspapers  throughout  the  country'  to  which  the 
patronage  of  all  branches  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  should 
be  given,  if  not  an  officer  of  the  United  States  under  Article  II,  section  2, 
clause  2,  of  the  Constitution,  would  certainly  have  powers  and  duties 
which  have  hitherto  been  regarded  as  official. 

But  without  reference  to  the  qnestion  of  its  constitutionality,  I  am  sat- 
isfied that  this  pro\'ision  would  not  operate  useftilly  or  fairly.  I  am  con- 
strained, therefore,  to  withhold  from  it  ray  approval.  I  regret  that  my 
objection  to  this  one  clause  of  the  act  can  not  be  made  available  with- 
out withholding  my  approval  from  the  entire  act,  which  is  otherwise 
unobjectionable.  U_  g_  GRANT.

Sir:  In  the  matter  of  the  enrolled  bill  (S.691)  extending  letters  patent  of  E^iward 
A.  Leiand,  I  have  tlie  honor  to  report  that  said  letters  patent  were  grantetl  for  an 
improve<l  paint  can  August  14,  j86c),  for  the  term  of  fourteen  years;  that  they  con- 
sequently  expiretl  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  1874,  whereupon  the  invention  l>ecanie 
the  property  of  the  public. 

The  present  act  proposes  to  extend  the  term  of  the  patent  seven  jcars  from  said 
I4lh  day  of  August,  1874,  and  give  to  it  the  same  effect  in  law  as  if  it  had  been  origi- 
nally granted  for  tlie  term  of  twenty-one  yeara. 
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It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  tliat  those  who  have  innocently  used  and  purchased  the 
invention  since  the  expiration  of  the  letters  patent  on  the  14th  of  August,  1874,  under 
the  impression  that  the  invention  was  the  property  of  the  public,  will,  by  the  retro- 
active terms  of  the  bill,  be  liable  for  damages  for  such  use  upon  suits  for  infringe- 
ment. 

This  hardship  is  generally,  if  not  always,  provided  against  by  a  proviso  to  such 
bills,  setting  forth  in  terms  "that  no  person  shall  be  held  liable  for  the  infringement 
of  said  patent,  if  extended,  for  making  use  of  said  invention  since  tlie  expiration  of 
the  original  term  of  said  patent  and  prior  to  the  date  of  its  extension." 

Unless  such  a  proviso  is  incorporated  into  the  present  bill,  the  injustice  alluded  to 
may  be  done.

PROCLAMATION. 

By  thk  President  of  thr  United  States  of  America, 
a  proclamation. 

Whereas  objects  of  interest  to  the  United  States  require  that  the  Sen- 
ate should  be  convened  at  12  o'clock  on  the  5th  day  of  March  next  to 
receive  and  act  upon  such  communications  as  may  be  made  to  it  on  the 
part  of  the  Executive: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  President  of  the  United  States, 
have  considered  it  to  be  my  duty  to  issue  this  my  proclamation,  declar- 
ing that  an  extraordinary  occasion  requires  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  to  convene  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  the  Capitol,  in  the 
city  of  Washington,  on  the  5th  day  of  March  next,  at  12  o'clock  at  noon 
on  that  day,  of  which  all  who  shall  at  that  time  be  entitled  to  act  as 
members  of  that  body  are  hereby  required  to  take  notice. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  United  States,  at  Washing- 
p  1     ton,  the  2d  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1877,  and  of  the  Independence 

of  the  United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  first.

Rutherford  B.  Hayes 

March  4,  1877,  to  March  4,  1881 
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a  voter  he  acted  with  the  Whig  party,  votiug  for  Hear>'  Clay  in  1844, 
for  General  Taylor  m  1848,  and  for  General  Scott  in  1852.  Hanng  from 
his  youtli  cherished  antislavery  feelings,  he  joined  the  Republican  party 
aii  soon  as  it  was  organized,  and  earnestly  advocated  the  election  of  Fre- 
mont in  1856  and  of  Lincohi  in  i860.  At  a  great  mass  meeUng  held 
in  Cincinnati  immediately  after  the  firing  on  Fort  Sumter  was  made 
chairman  of  a  coimiiittee  on  resolutions.  His  hterary  club  formed  a 
militaiy  cumi>any,  of  which  he  was  elected  captain.  June  7,  1861,  was 
appointed  by  the  governor  of  Ohio  major  of  the  Twenty-third  Ohio 
Vuhintecrs,  September  19,  1861,  was  appointed  by  General  Rosecrans 
judge-advocate  of  the  Department  of  the  Ohio,  October  24,  1861,  w*as 
promoted  to  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel.  In  the  battle  of  South 
Mountain,  Septeml>er  14,  1862,  distinguished  himself  by  gallant  conduct 
in  leading  a  charge  and  in  holding  a  ptjsition  at  the  head  of  his  troops 
after  l^eing  severely  wounded  in  Ms  left  arm,  October  24,  1862.  w^as  ap- 
pointed colonel  ot  the  Twenty-third  Ohio,  In  July,  i863,wliile  w^th  the 
army  in  soutliwestern  Virginia,  caused  an  expedition  of  two  regiments 
and  a  section  of  artillery  under  his  command  to  be  dispatched  to  Ohio 
for  the  pur]xjse  of  checking  the  raid  of  the  Confederate  general  Joliu 
Morgan,  and  aided  materially  in  preventing  the  raiders  from  recrossing 
the  Ohio  River  and  in  compelling  Morgan  to  surrender.  In  the  spring 
of  1864  commanded  a  brigade  in  General  Crook's  expedition  to  cut  the 
principal  liiit^s  of  communication  between  Riehniond  and  the  Southwest, 
Distinguished  himself  by  conspicuous  bravery  at  the  head  of  his  brigade 
in  storming  a  fortified  position  on  the  crest  of  Cloyd  Mountain.  Com- 
manded a  brigade  in  the  first  battle  of  WiiTchester.  Took  a  crech table 
part  in  the  engagement  at  Benyville,  and  at  the  second  battle  of  Win- 
chester, September  19,  1864,  performed  a  feat  of  great  braver>\  Lead- 
ing an  assault  upon  a  batter>^  on  an  eminence,  he  found  in  his  way 
a  morass  ov^er  50  yards  wide.  Being  at  the  head  of  his  brigade,  he 
plunged  in  first,  and,  his  horse  becoming  mired  at  once,  he  dismounted 
and  waded  across  alone  under  the  enemy's  fire.  Signaled  his  men  to 
come  over^  and  when  about  40  had  joined  him  he  rushed  upon  the  battery 
and  captured  it  after  a  hand-to-hand  fight.  At  Fishers  Hill,  Septeml)er 
22,  1H64,  JK^ing  then  in  command  of  a  division,  executed  a  brilliant  flank 
movement  over  mountaius  and  through  woods,  took  many  pieces  of  artil- 
lery»  ajid  routed  llie  enemy.  At  the  battle  of  Cedar  Creek,  October  19, 
1864,  his  conduct  attracted  so  much  attention  that  his  commander,  Gen- 
eral Crook,  commended  him,  saying,  "Colonel,  from  this  day  j^ou  will 
be  a  brigadier-general.*'  The  commission  reached  him  a  few  days  after- 
wards. March  13,  1865,  received  the  rank  of  brevet  major-general  '*for 
gallant  and  distinguished  ser\ices  during  the  campaign  of  1864  in  West 
Virginia,  and  particularly  at  the  Ixxttles  of  Fishers  Hill  and  Cedar  Creek, 
Virginia."  In  August,  1864,  while  in  the  field,  was  nominated  for  Con- 
gress and  elected.     After  the  war»  returned  to  civil  life,  and  took  his 
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seat  ill  Congress  Deccml:>er  4,  1865,  Voted  with  his  party  on  qiiestions 
connected  with  the  reconstruction  of  the  Sonthern  States;  snpported  a 
resolution  declaring  the  sacredness  of  tlie  puhlic  debt  and  denouncing 
repudiation,  and  aWt  one  commending  President  Johnson  for  declining 
to  accept  preiient>s  and  condenniing  the  i>ractice;  opposed  a  resohition 
favoring  an  increase  of  pay  of  niumbers  of  Congress;  introduced  in  a 
Republican  caucus  resolutions  declaring  that  the  oidy  mode  of  obtain* 
ing  from  the  States  lately  in  rel>elhon  irreversible  guaranties  was  by  con- 
stitutional amendment,  and  that  an  amendment  basing  representation 
upon  voters  instead  of  ix>pulation  ought  to  be  acted  upon  without  delay. 
In  August,  1866.  was  renominated  for  Congress  by  acclamation ,  and  was 
reelected.  Supported  the  impeachment  of  President  Johnson.  In  June, 
1867,  w^as  nominated  for  governor  of  Ohio,  and  at  the  election  defeated 
Judge  Allen  G.  Thurman.  In  June,  1S69,  was  again  nomhiated  for  gov- 
ernor, and  at  the  election  defeated  George  H.  Pendleton.  At  the  expi- 
ration of  his  term  as  go\'ernor  declined  to  he  a  candidate  for  tlie  United 
States  Senate  against  John  Sherman.  In  1.S72  w^as  again  nominated  for 
Congress,  but  at  the  election  was  defeated.  Declined  the  office  of  assist- 
ant treasurer  of  the  United  States  at  Cinciiniati.  In  1873  establislied  his 
home  at  Fremont  with  the  intention  of  retiring  from  public  life.  In  1875 
was  again  nominated  for  governor  of  Ohio,  and  at  the  election  defeated 
William  Allen.  Was  tiominated  for  President  of  the  United  States  at 
the  national  Republican  convention  at  Cincinnati  on  June  16,  1876,  The 
Democrats  selected  as  their  candidate  Samuel  J.  Tilden,  of  New  York. 
The  result  of  the  election  became  the  subject  of  acrimonious  dispute. 
Each  party  charged  fraud  upon  the  other,  and  both  parties  claimed  to 
have  carried  the  States  of  Louisiana,  South  Carohna,  and  Florida,  To 
avoid  a  deadlock,  wdiich  might  have  happened  if  the  canvass  of  the  clec* 
toral  votes  had  been  left  to  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  (the  Senate 
having  a  Republican  and  the  House  of  Representatives  a  Democratic 
majority),  an  act,  advocated  by  members  of  both  parties,  w^as  passed  to 
refer  all  contested  cases  to  a  conunission  composed  of  five  Senators,  five 
Representatives,  and  five  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  decision  of 
this  commission  to  Ixi  final  iniless  set  aside  b}^  a  couciirrent  vote  of  the 
two  Houses  of  Congress.  The  cojnniissiou^  refusing  to  go  behind  the 
certificates  of  the  governors,  decided  in  each  contested  case  by  a  vote  of 
8  to  7  in  favor  of  the  Republican  electors,  beginning  with  Florida  on 
Febniar>"  7,  and  on  March  2  Mr,  Hayes  was  declared  duly  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.  Was  inaugurated  March  5,  1877.  At  the 
expiration  of  his  tenn  returned  to  his  home  at  Fremont,  Ohio.  Was 
the  recipient  of  various  distinctions.  The  degree  of  LL*  D.  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  Kenyon  College,  Harvard  University,  Yale  College,  and 
Johns  Hopkins  Uuiversity.  Was  made  senior  vice-commander  of  the 
Military  Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  commander  of  the  Ohio  command- 
ery  of  the  same  order,  first  president  of  the  Society  of  the  Army  of  V 
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remedied  by  the  united  and  harmonious  efforts  of  both  races,  actuated 
by  motives  of  mutual  sympathy  and  regard;  and  while  in  duty  bound 
and  fully  determined  to  protect  the  rights  of  all  by  every  constitutional 
means  at  the  disposal  of  my  Administration,  I  am  sincerely  anxious  to 
use  every  legitimate  influence  in  favor  of  honest  and  efficient  local  self- 
government  as  the  true  resource  of  those  States  for  the  promotion  of 
the  contentment  and  prosperity  of  their  citizens.  In  the  effort  I  shall 
make  to  accomplish  this  purpose  I  ask  the  cordial  cooperation  of  all 
who  cherish  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  country,  trusting  that  party 
ties  and  the  prejudice  of  race  will  be  freely  surrendered  in  behalf  of  the 
great  purpose  to  be  accomplished.  In  the  important  work  of  restoring 
the  South  it  is  not  the  political  situation  alone  that  merits  attention. 
The  material  development  of  that  section  of  the  country  has  been  ar- 
rested by  the  social  and  political  revolution  through  which  it  has  passed, 
and  now  needs  and  deserves  the  considerate  care  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment within  the  just  limits  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  wise 
public  economy. 

But  at  the  basis  of  all  prosperity,  for  that  as  well  as  for  every  other 
part  of  the  country,  lies  the  improvement  of  the  intellectual  and  moral 
condition  of  the  people.  Universal  suffrage  should  rest  upon  universal 
education.  To  this  end,  liberal  and  permanent  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  support  of  free  schools  by  the  State  governments,  and,  if  need  be, 
supplemented  by  legitimate  aid  from  national  authority. 

Let  me  assure  my  countrymen  of  the  Southern  States  that  it  is  my 
earnest  desire  to  regard  and  promote  their  truest  interests — the  interests 
of  the  white  and  of  the  colored  people  both  and  equally — and  to  put  forth 
my  best  efforts  in  behalf  of  a  civil  policy  which  will  forever  wipe  out 
in  our  political  affairs  the  color  line  and  the  distinction  between  North 
and  South,  to  the  end  that  we  may  have  not  merely  a  united  North  or  a 
united  South,  but  a  united  country. 

I  ask  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  paramount  necessity  of  reform 
in  our  civil  service — a  reform  not  merely  as  to  certain  abuses  and  prac- 
tices of  so-called  official  patronage  which  have  come  to  have  the  sanc- 
tion of  usage  in  the  several  Departments  of  our  Government,  but  a 
change  in  the  system  of  appointment  itself;  a  reform  that  shall  be  thor- 
ough, radical,  and  complete;  a  return  to  the  principles  and  practices  of 
the  founders  of  the  Government.  They  neither  expected  nor  desired 
from  public  officers  any  partisan  service.  They  meant  that  pubHc  officers 
should  owe  their  whole  service  to  the  Government  and  to  the  people. 
They  meant  that  the  officer  should  be  secure  in  his  tenure  as  long  as 
his  personal  character  remained  untarnished  and  the  performance  of  his 
duties  satisfactory.  They  held  that  appointments  to  office  were  not 
to  be  made  nor  expected  merely  as  rewards  for  partisan  services,  nor 
merely  on  the  nomination  of  members  of  Congress,  as  being  entitled  in 
any  respect  to  the  control  of  such  appointments. 


The  fact  that  both  the  great  political  parties  of  tlie  coimtr>',iii  declar- 
ing their  principles  prior  to  the  election,  gave  a  prominent  place  to  the 
subject  of  refonn  of  our  civil  senice,  recoj^nizing  and  strongly  urging 
its  neceasity,  in  terms  ahnost  identical  in  their  specific  import  wilh  those 
I  have  here  employed,  must  be  accepted  as  a  conclusive  argument  in 
l>ehalf  of  these  measures.  It  must  l>e  regarded  as  the  expression  of  the 
united  voice  and  will  of  the  whole  countr)^  upon  this  subject,  and  lx3th 
political  parties  are  virtually  pletlged  to  give  it  their  unreserved  support. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  of  necessit}-  owes  his  election  to 
office  to  the  suffrage  and  zealous  laliors  of  a  political  party,  the  memljers 
of  w^hich  cherish  with  ardor  and  regard  as  of  essential  importance  the 
priticiples  of  their  party  organization;  but  he  should  strive  to  l>e  always 
mindful  of  the  fact  that  he  serves  his  party  best  wdio  senses  the  country 
best. 

In  furtherance  of  the  reform  we  seek,  and  in  other  itniwrtant  respects 
a  change  of  great  importance,  I  recommend  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution prescribing  a  term  of  six  years  for  the  Presidential  office  and 
forbidding  a  reelection. 

With  respect  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  countr>',  I  shall  not  at- 
tempt an  extended  history  of  the  eml^arrassmcnt  and  prostration  which 
we  have  suffered  during  the  past  three  years.  The  depression  in  all  our 
varied  commercial  and  manufacturing  interests  throughout  the  country, 
w^hich  began  in  September,  1873,  still  continues.  It  is  very  gratifying, 
however,  to  be  able  to  say  that  there  are  indications  all  around  us  of  a 
coming  change  to  prosj^erous  times. 

Upon  the  currency  question,  intimately  comiected,  as  it  is,  with  this 
topic,  I  may  lie  fiermitted  to  repeat  here  the  statement  made  in  my  letter 
of  acceptance,  that  in  my  judgment  the  feeling  of  uncertainty  insepara- 
ble from  an  irredeemable  paper  currency,  with  its  fluctuation  of  vahies, 
is  one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  a  return  to  prosperous  times.  The 
onh'  safe  pa^^er  currency  is  one  which  rests  upon  a  coin  basis  aud  is  at  all 
times  and  promptly  convertible  into  coin. 

I  adhere  to  the  views  heretofore  expressed  by  me  in  favor  of  Congres- 
sional legislation  in  Ijehalf  of  an  early  resumption  of  specie  payments,  and 
I  am  satisfied  not  only  that  this  is  wise,  but  that  the  interests,  as  well  as 
the  public  sentiment,  of  the  comitry  imperatively  demand  it. 

Passing  from  these  remarks  upon  the  condition  of  our  own  countr>^  to 
consider  our  relations  with  other  lands,  we  are  reminded  by  the  interna- 
tional complications  abroad,  threatening  the  peace  of  Europe,  that  our 
traditional  rule  of  noninterference  in  the  affairs  of  foreign  nations  has 
proved  of  great  value  in  past  times  and  ought  to  be  strictly  obser\'ed. 

The  policy  inaugurated  by  my  honored  predecessor,  President  Grant, 
of  submitting  to  arbitration  grave  qtiestions  in  dispute  betw^een  ourselves 
and  foreign  powers  points  to  a  new,  and  incomparably  the  best,  instru- 
mentality for  the  preservation  of  peace,  and  will,  as  I  believe,  become  a 
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beneficent  example  of  the  course  to  be  pursued  in  similar  emergencies  by 
other  nations. 

If,  unhappily,  questions  of  difference  should  at  any  time  during  the 
period  of  my  Administration  arise  between  the  United  States  and  any 
foreign  government,  it  will  certainly  be  my  disposition  and  my  hope  to 
aid  in  their  settlement  in  the  same  peaceful  and  honorable  way,  thus 
securing  to  our  countr>^  the  great  blessings  of  peace  and  mutual  good 
offices  with  all  the  nations  of  the  world. 

Fellow-citizens,  we  have  reached  the  close  of  a  political  contest  marked 
by  the  excitement  which  usually  attends  the  contests  between  great  polit- 
ical parties  whose  members  espouse  and  advocate  \n\h.  earnest  faith  their 
resfjective  creeds.  The  circumstances  were ,  perhaps,  in  no  respect  extraor* 
dinary  save  in  the  closeness  and  the  consequent  uncertainty  of  the  result. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  count r)^  it  has  been  deemed 
best,  in  view  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  that  the  objec- 
tions and  questions  in  dispute  w^ith  reference'  to  the  coimting  of  the 
electoral  votes  should  be  referred  to  the  decision  of  a  tribunal  appointed 
for  this  purpose. 

That  tribunal— established  by  law  for  this  sole  purpose;  its  members, 
all  of  them,  men  of  long-established  reputation  for  integrity  and  intel* 
ligeuce,  and,  with  the  exception  of  those  who  are  also  members  of  the 
supreme  judiciary,  chosen  equaOy  from  both  political  parties;  its  delib- 
erations enlightened  by  the  research  and  the  arguments  of  able  coun- 
sel— was  entitled  to  the  fullest  confidence  of  the  American  people.  Its 
decisions  have  been  patiently  waited  for,  and  accepted  as  legally  conclu- 
sive by  the  general  judgment  of  the  public.  For  the  present,  opinion 
will  widely  vary  as  to  the  wisdom  of  tlie  several  conclusions  announced 
by  that  tribunal.  This  is  to  be  anticipated  in  ever>^  instance  where 
matters  of  dispute  are  made  the  subject  of  arbitration  under  the  forms 
of  law.  Human  judgment  is  nev^er  unerring,  and  is  rarely  regarded  as 
otherwise  than  wTong  by  the  unsuccessful  party  in  the  contest. 

The  fact  that  tw^o  great  political  parties  have  in  this  w^ay  settled  a  dis- 
pute in  regard  to  which  good  men  differ  as  to  the  facts  and  the  law  no 
less  than  as  to  the  proper  course  to  be  pursued  in  solving  the  question 
in  controversy  is  an  occasion  for  general  rejoicing. 

Upon  one  point  there  is  entire  unanimity  in  public  sentiment^that 
conflicting  claims  to  the  Presidency  must  be  amicably  and  peaceably 
adjusted,  and  that  when  so  adjusted  the  general  acquiescence  of  the 
nation  ought  surely  to  follow. 

It  has  been  reser\^ed  for  a  government  of  the  people,  witere  the  right 
of  sufirage  is  universal,  to  give  to  the  world  the  first  example  in  his- 
tory of  a  great  nation,  in  the  midst  of  the  struggle  of  opposing  parties 
for  power,  hushing  its  party  tnmults  to  yield  the  issue  of  the  contest  to 
adjustment  according  to  the  fonns  of  law.

By  \drtue  of  authority  conferred  upon  the  President  of  the  United 
States  by  the  provisions  of  section  2132,  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United 
States,  as  follows: 

The  President  is  authorized,  whent^ver  in  his  opinion  the  public  interest  may 
require  the  same,  to  prohibit  the  iutroduction  of  goods,  or  of  any  particular  article, 
into  the  country  belonging  ta  any  Indian  tribe,  and  to  direct  all  licenses  to  trade 
with  such  tribe  to  be  revoked  and  all  applications  therefor  to  be  rejected.  No 
trader  to  any  other  trilx?  shall,  so  long  as  such  prohibition  may  continue,  trade  with 
any  Indians  of  or  for  tlie  tribe  against  which  such  prohibition  is  issued— 

the  introduction  into  the  Indian  country,  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or 
exchange  to  or  with  Indians,  of  any  breech -loading  firearms,  and  of  any 
special  ammunition  adapted  to  such  arms,  and  the  sale  and  exchange  to 
Indians  in  the  Indian  cotuitry  of  any  stich  arms  or  ammunition,  is  hereby 
prohibited;  and  it  is  hereby  directed  that  all  authority  under  any  license 
to  trade  in  such  arms  or  ammunition  is  hereby  revoked. 

The  introduction  into  the  country  or  district  occupied  by  any  tribe  of 
hostile  Indians,  for  the  pnrpose  of  sale  or  exchange  to  them,  of  arms 
or  amniunition  of  i&x\w  description,  and  the  sale  or  exchange  thereof  to  or 
with  such  Indians,  is  hereby  prohibited;  and  it  is  hereby  directetl  that  all 
license  to  trade  in  arms  or  ammunition  of  any  description  with  such  tribe 
be  revoked. 

By  virtue  of  section  2150,  Revised  Statutes,  as  follows: 

The  military  forces  of  the  United  States  may  l>e  employed  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  direct —

Third,  In  preventing  the  introduction  of  persona  and  property  into  the  Indian 
country  contrar}'  to  law,  which  persons  and  property  shall  be  proceeded  against 
according  to  law.

Fellow- Ciihens  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

The  adjournment  of  the  last  Congress  without  making  appropriatioos 
for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  present  fiscal  year  lias  rendered  nec- 
essary a  suspension  of  payments  to  the  officers  and  men  of  the  sums  due 
them  for  ser\^ices  rendered  after  the  30th  day  of  June  last.  The  Army 
exists  by  \drtue  of  statntes  which  prescribe  its  numl)ers,  regulate  its 
organization  and  employment,  and  which  fix  the  pay  of  its  officers  and 
men  and  declare  tlieir  right  to  receive  the  same  at  stated  periods.  These 
statutes,  however,  do  not  authorize  the  payment  of  the  troops  in  the 
absence  of  specific  appropriations  therefor.  The  Constitution  has  wisely 
provided  that  ' '  no  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasurj^  but  in  con- 
sequence of  appropriations  made  by  law;''  and  it  has  also  been  declared 
by  statute  that  ' '  no  department  of  the  Government  shall  expend  in  any 
one  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  appropriations  made  by  Congress  for 
that  fiscal  year, ' '  We  have,  therefore,  an  Arnij'  in  serv'ice,  authorized 
by  law  and  entitled  to  be  paid,  but  no  funds  available  for  that  purpose. 

It  may  also  be  said,  as  an  additional  incentive  to  prompt  action  by  Con- 
gress, that  since  the  commencement  of  the  fiscal  year  the  Army,  though 
without  pay,  has  lieen  constantly  and  actively  employed  in  arduous  and 
dangerous  service,  in  the  performance  of  which  both  officers  and  men 
have  discharged  their  duty  with  fidelity  and  courage  and  without  com- 
plaint. These  circumstances,  in  my  judgment,  constituted  an  extraordi- 
nary occasion  requiring  that  Congress  be  convened  in  advance  of  the 
time  prescribed  by  law  for  \'onr  meeting  in  regular  session.  The  impor- 
tance of  speedy  action  upou  this  subject  on  the  part  of  Congress  is  so 
manifest  that  I  venture  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  making  the  neces- 
sary appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  current  year  at 
its  present  maximum  numerical  strength  of  25,000  men,  lea\ing  for 
future  consideration  all  questions  relating  to  an  increase  or  decrease  of 
the  number  of  enlisted  men.  In  the  event  of  the  reduction  of  the  Army 
by  subsequent  legislation  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  excess  of  the  appro- 
priation could  not  be  expended;  and  in  the  event  of  its  enlargement  the 
additional  sum  required  for  the  payment  of  the  extra  force  could  l>e  pro- 
vided in  due  time.  It  would  l>e  unjust  to  the  troops  now  in  service,  and 
whose  pay  is  already  largely  in  arrears,  if  payment  to  them  sliould  be 
further  postponed  until  after  Congress  shall  have  considered  all  the  ques- 
tions likely  to  arise  in  the  effort  to  fix  the  proper  limit  to  the  strength 
of  the  Army. 

Estimates  of  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  militar>'  establish- 
ment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1878 » were  transmitted  to  Cou- 
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gress  by  the  fonner  Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  at  the  openitig  of  its 
session  ill  December  last.  These  estimates,  modified  by  the  present 
Secretary  so  as  to  confonii  to  present  requirements,  are  now  renewed, 
amountiiij^:  to  $32,436,764.98,  and,  having  been  transmitted  to  both 
Houses  of  Congress,  are  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

ThtTc  is  al^  required  by  the  Na\^  Department  $2,003,861,24.  This 
sum  is  made  up  of  $1,446,688. 16  due  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  for  the 
last  quarter  of  tile  last  fiscal  year;  §311.953.50  due  for  advances  made 
by  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  Government  in  Loudon  for  the  support  of  the 
foreign  ser\4ce;  $50,000  due  to  the  uaval- hospital  fund;  $150,000  due 
for  arrearages  of  pay  to  officers,  and  $45,219,58  for  the  support  of  the 
Marine  Corps, 

There  will  also  l)e  needed  an  appropriation  of  $262,535,22  to  defray 
the  inisettled  exi>enses  of  the  United  States  courts  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30  last,  now  A\\^  to  attorneys,  clerks,  commissi  oners  ^  and 
marshals,  and  for  rent  of  court  rooms,  the  support  of  prisoners,  and  other 
deficiencies. 

A  part  of  the  building  of  the  Interior  Department  was  destroyed  by 
fire  oil  the  24th  of  last  mouth.  Some  immediate  repairs  and  temporary 
structures  ha\^e  in  consequence  Ijecome  uecessar\',  estimates  for  which 
will  be  transmitted  to  Congress  immediately,  and  an  appropriation  of  the 
requisite  funds  is  respectfully  recommended. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasur}^  will  communicate  to  Congress,  in  con- 
nection with  the  estimates  for  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 
Anny  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  estimates  for  such  other  deficiencies  in 
the  different  branches  of  the  public  service  as  require  immediate  action 
and  can  not  without  inconvenience  be  postponed  until  the  regular  session. 

I  take  this  opportunity  alsti  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  propriety 
of  adopting  at  your  present  session  the  necessary  legislation  to  enable 
the  people  of  the  United  States  to  participate  in  the  advantages  of  the 
International  Exhibition  of  Agriculture,  Industry,  and  the  Fine  Arts 
which  is  to  l>e  held  at  Paris  in  1878,  and  in  which  this  Government  has 
been  in\dted  by  the  Government  of  France  to  take  part. 

This  invitation  was  communicated  to  this  Government  in  May,  1876, 
by  the  minister  of  France  at  this  capital,  and  a  copy  thereof  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  proper  committees  of  Congress  at  its  last  session,  but  no 
action  was  taken  upon  the  subject. 

The  Department  of  State  has  received  many  letters  from  various  parts 
of  the  country  expressing  a  desire  to  participate  in  the  exhibition,  and 
numerous  applications  of  a  similar  nature  have  also  been  made  at  the 
United  States  legation  at  Paris. 

The  Department  of  vState  has  also  received  official  advice  of  the  strong 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  French  Government  that  the  United  States 
should  participate  in  this  enterprise,  and  space  has  hitherto  been  and 
still  is  reser\'ed  in  the  exhibition  buildings  for  the  use  of  exhibitors

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gress  by  the  former  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  at  the  opening  of  its 
session  in  December  last.  These  estimates,  modified  by  the  present 
Secretary  so  as  to  conform  to  present  requirements,  are  now  renewed, 
amounting  to  $32,436,764.98,  and,  having  been  transmitted  to  both 
Houses  of  Congress,  are  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

There  is  also  required  by  the  Navy  Department  $2,003,861.24.  This 
sum  is  made  up  of  $1,446,688. 16  due  to  oflScers  and  enlisted  men  for  the 
last  quarter  of  the  last  fiscal  year;  $311,953.50  due  for  advances  made 
by  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  Government  in  London  for  the  support  of  the 
foreign  service;  $50,000  due  to  the  naval-hospital  fund;  $150,000  due 
for  arrearages  of  pay  to  officers,  and  $45,219.58  for  the  support  of  the 
Marine  Corps. 

There  will  also  be  needed  an  appropriation  of  $262,535.22  to  defray 
the  unsettled  expenses  of  the  United  States  courts  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30  last,  now  due  to  attorneys,  clerks,  commissioners,  and 
marshals,  and  for  rent  of  court  rooms,  the  support  of  prisoners,  and  other 
deficiencies. 

A  part  of  the  building  of  the  Interior  Department  was  destroyed  by 
fire  on  the  24th  of  last  month.  Some  immediate  repairs  and  temporary 
structures  have  in  consequence  become  necessary,  estimates  for  which 
will  be  transmitted  to  Congress  immediately,  and  an  appropriation  of  the 
requisite  funds  is  respectfully  recommended. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will  communicate  to  Congress,  in  con- 
nection with  the  estimates  for  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 
Army  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  estimates  for  such  other  deficiencies  in 
the  different  branches  of  the  public  service  as  require  immediate  action 
and  can  not  without  inconvenience  be  postponed  until  the  regular  session. 

I  take  this  opportunity  also  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  propriety 
of  adopting  at  your  present  session  the  necessary  legislation  to  enable 
the  people  of  the  United  States  to  participate  in  the  advantages  of  the 
International  Exhibition  of  Agriculture,  Industry,  and  the  Fine  Arts 
which  is  to  be  held  at  Paris  in  1878,  and  in  which  this  Government  has 
been  in\4ted  by  the  Government  of  France  to  take  part. 

This  invitation  was  communicated  to  this  Government  in  May,  1876, 
by  the  minister  of  France  at  this  capital,  and  a  copy  thereof  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  proper  committees  of  Congress  at  its  last  session,  but  no 
action  was  taken  upon  the  vSubject. 

The  Department  of  State  has  received  many  letters  from  various  parts 
of  the  country  expressing  a  desire  to  participate  in  the  exhibition,  and 
numerous  applications  of  a  similar  nature  have  also  been  made  at  the 
United  States  legation  at  Paris. 

The  Department  of  State  has  also  received  official  advice  of  the  strong 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  French  Government  that  the  United  States 
should  participate  in  this  enterprise,  and  space  has  hitherto  been  and 
still  is  reserved  in  the  exhibition  buildings  for  the  use  of  exhibitors 
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from  the  United  States,  to  the  exclusion  of  other  parties  who  have  been 
a  I  >pl  ica  M  t  s  t  h  LTe  for. 

In  order  that  our  industries  may  be  properly  represented  at  the  exhi- 
bition, an  appropriation  will  l>e  needed  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
expenses  of  conmiissifjners,  for  the  transportation  of  goods,  and  for  other 
purposes  in  coiniection  with  the  object  in  vie^^';  and  as  May  next  is  the 
time  fixed  fc^r  the  openin^^  of  the  exhibition,  if  onr  citizens  are  to  share 
the  advantages  of  this  international  competition  for  the  trade  of  otlier 
nations  the  necessity  of  immediate  action  is  apparent. 

To  enable  the  lTnite<l  Stntes  to  cooperate  in  the  international  exhibi- 
tion which  was  held  at  \*ienna  in  1873,  Congress  then  i>assed  a  joint 
resolution  making  an  appropriation  of  $200,000  and  authorizing  tlie 
PrL'sident  to  app*3int  a  certain  number  of  practical  artisans  and  scientific 
Uicn  who  slionld  attend  the  exhibition  and  report  iheir  proceedings  and 
obsen^ations  to  hinu  Provision  was  also  made  for  the  appointment  of  a 
number  of  honorary  commissioners. 

1  have  felt  that  prompt  action  by  Congress  in  accepting  the  invitation 
of  the  Government  of  France  is  of  so  much  interest  to  the  people  of  this 
country  and  so  suitable  to  the  cordial  relations  between  the  Governments 
of  the  two  countries  that  the  subject  might  projx^rly  be  presented  for 
attention  at  your  present  session. 

The  Goveniment  of  Sweden  and  Norw^ay  has  addressed  an  official 
invitation  to  this  Government  to  take  part  in  the  International  Prison 
Congress  to  be  held  at  Stockholm  next  year.  The  problem  which  the 
congress  proposes  to  study — how  to  diminish  crime — is  one  in  which  all 
civilized  nations  have  an  interest  in  common,  and  the  congress  of  Stock- 
holm seems  likely  to  prove  the  most  important  convention  ever  held  for 
the  study  of  this  grave  question,  ITnder  authority  of  a  joint  resolution 
of  Congress  approved  Februar>'  16,  1S75,  a  commissioner  was  appointed 
by  my  predecessor  to  represent  the  United  States  upion  that  occasion,  and 
the  Prison  Congress  having  been,  at  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Swedish 
Goveniment,  postponed  to  1878,  his  commission  was  renewed  by  me. 
An  appropriation  of  $8,000  was  made  in  the  sundr>"  ci\nl  act  of  1875  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  the  commissioner,  I  recommend  the  reapprupna- 
'  tion  of  that  sum  for  the  same  purpose,  the  former  appropriation  having 
been  covered  into  the  Treasury  and  being  no  longer  available  for  the  pur- 
pose without  further  action  by  Congress.  The  subject  is  brought  to  v'onr 
attention  at  tliis  time  in  view  of  circtimstances  which  render  it  highly 
desirmble  that  the  cxxnmissioner  should  proceed  to  the  discharge  of  his 
important  duties  immediately. 

As  the  several  acts  of  Congress  providing  for  detailed  reports  from  the 
diffennit  Departments  of  the  Gov^^runent  require  their  sabmission  at 
the  beginning  of  the  negnlar  annual  session,  I  defer  tmtil  that  time  any 
further  nefarance  to  subjects  of  pnbUc  interesL

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PROCLAMATION. 


By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 


A  PROCLAMATION. 

The  completed  circle  of  summer  and  winter,  seedtime  and  harv^est, 
lias  brought  us  to  the  accustomed  season  at  which  a  reHgious  people 
celebrates  with  praise  and  thanksgiving  the  enduring  mercy  of  Ahnighty 
God.  This  devout  and  public  confession  of  the  constant  deix^tidence  of 
man  upon  the  divine  favor  for  all  the  good  gifts  of  life  and  ht^alth  and 
peace  and  happiness,  so  early  in  our  history  made  the  habit  of  our  peo- 
ple, finds  in  the  survey  of  the  post  year  new  grounds  for  its  joyful  and 
grateful  manifestation. 

In  all  the  blessings  which  depend  upon  Vjenignant  seasons,  this  has 
indeed  been  a  memorable  year.  Over  the  wide  territoiy  of  our  country, 
with  all  its  diversity  of  soil  and  chmate  and  products,  the  earth  has 
yielded  a  bountiful  retm^n  to  the  labor  of  the  husbandman.  The  health 
of  the  jxjople  has  l>een  blighted  by  no  prevalent  or  widespread  diseases. 
No  great  disasters  of  shipwreck  upon  our  coasts  or  to  our  commerce  on 
the  seas  have  brought  loss  and  hardship  to  merchants  or  mariners  and 
clouded  the  happiness  of  the  community  with  sympathetic  sorrow. 

In  all  that  concerns  our  strength  and  peace  and  greatness  as  a  nation; 
in  all  that  touches  the  |xrrnianence  and  securit3'  of  our  Government  and 
the  beneficent  institutions  on  which  it  rests;  in  all  that  affects  the  char- 
acter and  dispositions  of  our  people  and  tests  our  capacity  to  enjoy  and 
uphold  the  equal  and  free  condition  of  society,  now  permanent  and  uni- 
versal throughout  the  land,  the  experience  of  the  last  year  is  conspicu* 
ously  marked  by  the  protecting  providence  of  God  and  is  full  of  promise 
and  hope  for  the  coming  generations. 

Under  a  sense  of  these  infinite  obligations  to  the  Great  Ruler  of  Times 
and  Seasons  and  Events,  let  us  humbly  ascribe  it  to  our  own  faults  and 
frailties  if  in  any  degree  that  perfect  concord  and  happiness,  peace  and 
justice,  which  such  great  mercies  should  diffuse  through  the  hearts 
and  lives  of  our  people  do  not  altogether  and  always  and  ever}- where 
prevail.  Let  us  with  one  spirit  and  with  one  voice  lift  up  praise  and 
thanksgi\n ng  to  God  for  His  manifold  goodness  to  our  laud»  His  mani- 
fest care  for  our  nation, 

Now%  therefore,  I,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  appoint  Thursday,  tlie  29th  day  of  November  next,  as  a  day  of  na* 
tional  thanksgiving  and  prayer;  and  I  earnestly  recommend  that,  with- 
drawing themselves  from  secular  cares  and  lafxjrs,  the  people  of  the 
United  States  do  meet  together  on  that  day  in  their  respective  places 
of  worship,  there  to  give  thanks  and  praise  to  Ahnighty  God  for  His 
mercies  and  to  devontlv  beseech  their  continuance. 
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the  readjustiiieut  of  our  coinage  system  by  the  renewal  of  the  silver  dollar 
as  an  element  in  our  specie  currency,  endowed  by  legislation  with  the 
quality  of  legal  tender  to  a  greater  or  less  extent. 

As  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  Congress  under  the  Constitu- 
tion *'to  coin  money  and  regulate  the  value  thereof/' and  as  this  power 
covers  the  whole  range  of  authority  applicable  to  the  metal,  the  rated 
value  and  the  legal-tender  qnalitj'  which  shall  be  adopted  for  the  coin- 
age, the  considerations  which  should  induce  or  discourage  a  particular 
measure  connected  with  the  coinage,  belong  clearly  to  the  province  of 
legislative  discretion  and  of  public  expediency.  Without  intruding  upon 
this  province  of  legislation  in  the  least,  I  have  yet  thought  the  subject 
of  such  critical  iniportance,  in  the  actual  condition  of  our  affairs,  as  to 
present  an  occasion  for  the  exercise  of  the  duty  imposed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion on  the  President  of  recommending  to  the  consideration  of  Congress 
**such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient/' 

Holding  the  opinion,  as  I  do,  that  neither  the  interests  of  the  Gov* 
eniment  nor  of  the  i>eople  of  the  United  States  would  be  promoted  by 
disparaging  silver  as  one  of  the  two  precious  metals  which  furnish  the 
coinage  of  the  world,  and  that  legislation  which  looks  to  maintaining 
the  volume  uf  intrinsic  money  to  as  full  a  measure  of  Ixith  metals  as 
their  relative  commercial  values  will  permit  w^ould  be  neither  unjust  nor 
inex|>edient,  I  must  ask  your  indulgence  to  a  brief  and  definite  statement 
of  certain  essential  features  in  any  such  legislative  measure  which  I  feel 
it  my  duty  to  recommend. 

I  do  not  propose  to  enter  the  debate,  represented  on  both  sides  by  such 
able  disputants  in  Congress  and  l.>efore  the  ])eople  and  in  the  press,  as  to 
the  extent  to  wliich  the  legislation  of  any  one  nation  can  control  this 
question,  even  wdthin  its  own  borders,  against  the  nnwTitten  laws  of 
trade  or  the  positive  laws  of  other  governments.  The  wisdom  of  Con- 
gress in  shaping  any  particular  law  that  may  be  presented  for  my 
approval  may  wholly  supersede  the  necessity  of  my  entering  into  tliese 
considerations,  and  I  willingly  avoid  either  vague  or  intricate  inquiries. 
It  is  only  certain  plain  and  practical  traits  of  such  legislation  that  I 
desire  to  recommend  to  your  attention. 

In  any  legislation  providing  for  a  silver  coinage,  regulating  its  value, 
and  imparting  to  it  the  quality  of  legal  tender,  it  seems  to  me  of  great 
importance  that  Congress  should  not  lose  sight  of  its  action  as  operating 
in  a  tw^ofold  capacity  and  in  two  distinct  directions.  If  the  United  States 
Government  w^ere  free  from  a  public  debt,  its  legislative  dealing  wdth  the 
question  of  silver  coinage  would  l^e  purely  sovereign  and  governmental, 
under  no  restraints  but  those  of  constitutional  power  and  the  public  good 
as  affected  by  the  proposed  legislation.  But  in  the  actual  circumstances 
of  the  nation,  with  a  vast  public  debt  distributed  ver>'  widely  among  our 
ow^n  citizens  and  held  in  gi*eat  amounts  also  abroad,  the  nature  of  the 
silver-coinage  measure,  as  affecting  this  relation  of  the  Government  to 
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the  holders  of  the  public  debt,  becomes  an  element,  in  any  proposed 
legislation,  of  the  highest  concern.  The  obligation  of  the  public  faith 
transcends  all  questions  of  profit  or  public  advantage  othervt^ise.  Its 
unquestionable  xtiaintenance  is  the  dictate  as  well  of  the  highest  expe- 
diency as  of  the  most  necessary  duty,  and  will  ever  be  carefully  guarded 
by  Congress  and  people  alike. 

The  public  debt  of  the  United  States  to  the  amount  of  $729,000,000 
bears  interest  at  tlie  rate  of  6  per  cent,  and  $708,000,000  at  the  rate  of  5 
per  cent,  and  the  only  way  in  which  the  countr>'  can  be  relieved  from  the 
payment  of  these  high  rates  of  interest  is  by  advantageously  refunding 
the  indebtedness.  Whether  the  debt  is  ultimately  paid  in  gold  or  in  sil- 
ver coin  is  of  but  little  moment  compared  with  the  possible  reduction  of 
interest  one-third  by  refunding  it  at  such  reduced  rate.  If  the  United 
States  had  the  unquestioned  right  to  pay  its  bonds  in  silver  coin,  the 
little  benefit  from  that  process  would  be  greatly  overbalanced  by  the 
injurious  effect  of  such  payment  if  made  or  proposed  against  the  honest 
convictions  of  the  public  creditors. 

All  the  Ixiinds  that  have  been  issued  since  Februarj^  12,  1873,  when  gold 
became  the  only  inilimiled  legal- tender  metallic  currency  of  the  country, 
are  justly  payable  in  gold  coin  or  in  coin  of  equal  value.  During  the  time 
of  these  issues  the  only  dollar  that  could  be  or  \vas  received  by  the  Gov- 
ernment in  exchange  for  bonds  w^as  the  gold  dollar.  To  require  the  public 
creditors  to  take  in  repayment  any  dollar  of  less  commercial  value  would 
be  regarded  by  them  as  a  repudiation  of  the  full  obligation  assumed. 
The  lx)nds  issued  prior  to  1873  were  issued  at  a  time  when  tlie  gold  dol- 
lar was  the  only  coin  in  circulation  or  contemplated  by  either  the  Gov- 
ernment or  the  holders  of  the  bonds  as  the  coin  in  whicli  they  were  to  be 
paid.  It  is  far  better  to  pay  these  bonds  in  that  coin  than  to  seem  to 
take  advantage  of  the  unforeseen  fall  in  silver  bullion  to  pay  in  a  new 
issue  of  silver  coin  thus  made  so  much  less  valuable.  The  power  of  the 
United  States  to  coin  mone>^  and  to  regulate  the  value  thereof  ought 
never  to  lie  exercised  for  the  imri>osc  of  enabling  the  Government  to 
pay  its  obligations  in  a  coin  of  less  value  than  that  contemplated  by  the 
parties  when  the  bonds  ^vere  issued.  Any  attempt  to  pay  the  national 
indebtedness  in  a  coinage  of  less  commercial  value  than  the  money  of  the 
world  W'Ould  involve  a  violation  of  the  public  faith  and  work  irreparable 
injur>^  to  the  public  credit. 

It  was  the  great  merit  of  the  act  of  March,  1869,  in  strengthening  the 
public  credit,  that  it  removed  all  doubt  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  United 
States  to  pay  their  bonded  debt  in  coin.  That  act  was  accepted  as  a 
pledge  of  pubhc  faith.  The  Government  has  derived  great  benefit  from 
it  in  the  progress  thus  far  made  in  refunding  the  public  debt  at  low^  rates 
of  interest.  An  adherence  to  the  wise  and  just  policy  of  an  exact  ob- 
sen^ance  of  the  public  faith  will  enable  the  Government  rapidly  to  reduce 
the  burden  of  interest  on  the  national  debt  to  an  amount  exceeding 
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$20,000,000  per  annum,  and  tffect  an  aggregate  saving  to  the  United 
States  of  more  than  $300,000^000  before  the  lx)nds  can  be  fully  paid. 

In  adapting  the  new  silver  coinage  to  the  ordinary  uses  of  currency 
in  the  ever^^day  transactions  of  hfe  and  prescribing  the  quality  of  legal 
tender  to  be  assigned  to  it,  a  consideration  of  the  first  importance  should 
be  so  to  adjust  the  ratio  between  tlie  silver  and  the  gold  coinage,  which 
now  constitutes  our  specie  currency,  as  to  accomplish  the  desired  end  of 
maintaining  the  circulation  of  the  two  metalHc  currencies  and  keeping 
up  the  volume  of  the  two  precious  metals  as  our  intrinsic  money.  It  is 
a  mixed  question,  for  scientific  reasoning  and  historical  experience  to 
detemiine,  how  far  and  by  w^hat  methods  a  practical  equilibrium  can  be 
maintained  which  will  keep  both  metals  in  circulation  in  their  appro- 
priate spheres  of  common  use. 

An  absolute  equality  of  commercial  value,  free  from  disturbing  fluc- 
tuations, is  hardly  attainable,  and  without  it  an  unlimited  legal  tender 
for  private  transactions  assigned  to  both  metals  would  irresistibl)-  tend 
to  drive  out  of  circulation  the  dearer  coinage  and  disappoint  the  principal 
object  prn|X)sed  by  the  legislation  in  view.  I  apprehend,  therefore,  that 
the  two  conditions  of  a  near  approach  to  equality  of  commercial  value 
between  the  gold  and  silver  coinage  of  the  same  denomination  and  of  a 
limitation  of  the  amounts  for  which  the  silver  coinage  is  to  l^  a  legal 
tender  are  essential  to  maintaining  both  in  circulation.  If  these  condi- 
tions can  Tje  successfully  obser\^ed,  the  issue  from  the  mint  of  silver  dol- 
lars would  afford  materia!  assistance  to  the  community  in  the  transition 
to  redeemable  pa|:>er  money,  and  would  facilitate  the  resumption  of  specie 
payment  ajid  its  permanent  establishment.  Without  these  conditions  I 
fear  that  only  mischief  and  misfortune  would  flow  from  a  coinage  of  sil- 
ver dollars  with  the  quality  of  unlimited  legal  tender,  even  in  private 
transactions. 

Any  expectation  of  temporary  ease  from  an  issue  of  silver  coinage  to 
pass  as  a  legal  tender  at  a  rate  materially  abo\'e  its  commercial  value 
is»  I  am  persuaded,  a  delusion.  Nor  can  I  think  that  there  is  any  sub- 
stantial distinction  l:>etween  an  original  issue  of  silver  dollars  at  a  nomi- 
nal \^alue  materially  alcove  their  commercial  value  and  the  restoration 
of  the  silver  dollar  at  a  rate  which  once  was,  but  has  ceased  to  be,  its 
commercial  value.  Certainly  the  issue  of  our  gold  coinage,  reduced  in 
weight  materially  l>elow  its  legal- tender  value,  would  not  be  any  the  less 
a  present  debasement  of  the  coinage  by  reason  of  its  equaUng,  or  even 
exceeding,  in  weight  a  gold  coinage  which  at  some  past  time  had  been 
commercially  equal  to  the  legal- tender  value  assigned  to  the  new  issue. 

In  reconnnending  that  the  regulation  of  any  silver  coinage  wliich  may 
be  authorized  by  Congress  should  obser\^e  these  conditions  of  commer- 
cial value  and  limited  legal  tender,  I  am  governed  by  the  feeling  that 
every  possible  increase  should  be  given  to  the  volume  of  metallic  money 
which  can  be  kept  in  circulation,  and  thereby  every  possible  aid  afforded 
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to  tlie  people  in  the  process  of  resiiiiiiiig^  specie  payments.  It  is  because 
of  my  firm  conviction  that  a  disregard  of  these  conditions  would  frus- 
trate the  good  results  which  are  desired  frotn  the  proposed  coinage,  aut 
embarrass  with  new  elements  of  confusion  and  uncertainty  the  business 
of  the  country,  that  I  urge  upon  }*our  attention  these  considerations. 

I  respectfully  recommend  to  Congress  that  in  any  legisiation  provid- 
ing for  a  silver  coinage  and  imparting  to  it  the  quality  of  legal  tender 
there  be  impressed  upon  the  measure  a  firm  provision  exempting  the 
public  debt  heretofore  issued  and  now  outstanding  from  payment,  either 
of  principal  or  interest,  in  any  coinage  of  less  commercial  value  than  the 
present  gold  coinage  of  the  country. 

The  organization  of  the  qvtA  service  of  the  countr>"  has  for  a  number 
of  years  attracted  more  and  more  of  the  pnblic  attention.  So  general 
has  become  the  opinion  that  the  methods  of  admission  to  it  and  the  con- 
ditions of  remaining  in  it  are  unsound  that  both  the  great  political  parties 
have  agreed  in  the  most  explicit  declarations  of  the  necessity  of  reform 
and  in  the  most  emphatic  demands  for  it.  I  have  fully  lielieved  these 
declarations  and  demands  to  be  the  expression  of  a  sincere  conviction 
of  the  intelligent  masses  of  the  people  upon  the  subject,  and  that  they 
should  be  recognized  and  followed  by  earnest  and  prompt  action  on  tlte 
part  of  the  legislative  and  executive  departments  of  the  Government,  in 
pursuance  of  the  purpose  indicated. 

Before  my  accession  to  office  I  endeavored  to  have  my  own  views  dis- 
tinctly understood,  and  upon  ray  inauguration  my  accord  with  the  public 
opinion  was  stated  in  terms  believed  to  be  plain  and  unambiguous.  My 
experience  in  the  executive  duties  has  strongly  confirmed  the  lielief  in 
the  great  advantage  the  country  w^ould  find  hi  observing  strictly  the  plan 
of  the  Constitution,  which  imposes  upon  the  Ivxecutive  the  sole  duty 
and  responsibility  of  the  selection  of  tliose  Federal  officers  who  by  law 
are  appointed,  not  elected,  and  which  in  like  manner  assigns  to  the  Sen- 
ate the  complete  right  to  advise  and  consent  to  or  to  reject  the  nomina- 
tions so  made,  whilst  the  House  of  Representatives  stands  as  the  public 
censor  of  the  performance  of  official  duties,  with  the  prerogative  of  inves- 
tigation and  prosecution  in  all  cases  of  dereliction.  The  blemishes  and 
imperfections  in  the  civil  service  may,  as  I  think,  be  traced  in  most  cases 
to  a  practical  confusion  of  the  duties  assigned  to  the  several  Departments 
of  the  Government.  My  purfxise  in  this  respect  has  l>een  to  return  to 
the  system  established  by  the  fundamental  law,  and  to  do  this  with  the 
heartiest  cooperation  and  most  cordial  understanding  with  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives. 

The  practical  difficitlties  in  the  selection  of  numerous  officers  for  posts 
of  widely  varying  responsibilities  and  duties  are  acknowledged  to  be  ver>' 
great.  No  system  can  be  expected  to  secure  absolute  freedom  from  mis- 
takes, and  the  Ijegi lining  of  any  attem]>tcd  change  of  custom  is  quite 
likely  to  be  more  embarrassed  in  this  respect  than  any  subsequent  period.

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It  is  here  that  the  Constitution  seems  to  me  to  prove  its  claim  to  the 
great  wisdom  accorded  to  it.  It  gives  to  the  Executive  the  assistance 
of  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  Senate,  which,  when  acting  upon 
nominations  as  to  wliich  they  may  he  disinterested  and  impartial  judges, 
secures  as  strong  a  guaranty  of  freedom  from  errors  of  importance  as  is 
perhaps  possible  in  human  affairs. 

In  addition  to  this,  I  recognize  the  puhUc  advantage  of  making  all 
nominations,  as  nearly  as  passible,  imi^ersonal,  in  the  sense  of  being  free 
from  mere  caprice  or  favor  in  the  selection;  and  in  those  offices  in  w^hicli 
special  training  is  of  greatly  increased  value  I  believe  such  a  rule  as  to 
the  tenure  of  office  should  obtain  as  may  induce  men  of  proper  quaHfi- 
cations  to  apply  themselves  industriously  to  the  task  of  Ijecoming  pro- 
ficients. Bearing  these  things  in  mind,  I  have  endeavored  to  reduce  the 
number  of  changes  in  subordinate  places  usually  made  upon  the  change 
of  the  general  administration,  and  shall  most  heartily  cooperate  w  ith  Con- 
gress in  the  better  systematizing  of  sncli  methods  and  rules  of  admission 
to  the  public  ser\'ice  and  of  prtHnotion  within  it  as  may  promise  to  be 
most  successful  in  making  thorough  competency,  efficiency,  and  character 
the  decisive  tests  in  these  matters. 

I  ask  the  renewed  attention  of  Congress  to  \^dlat  has  already  lieen 
done  by  the  Civil  Service  Conniiission,  appointed,  in  pursuance  of  an  act 
of  Congress,  by  my  predecessor,  to  prepare  and  revise  civil-service  rules. 
In  regard  to  much  of  the  departmental  service,  especially  at  Washing- 
ton, it  may  be  difficult  to  organize  a  better  system  than  that  which  has 
thus  been  provided,  and  it  is  now  being  used  to  a  considerable  extent 
under  my  direction.  The  Commission  has  still  a  legal  existence,  although 
for  several  years  no  appropriation  has  !)ecn  made  for  defraying  its  ex- 
penses. Believing  that  this  Commission  has  rendered  valuable  service 
and  will  be  a  most  useful  agency  in  improving  the  administration  of  the 
civil  service,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  a  suitable  appropriation,  to 
be  immediately  available,  be  made  to  enable  it  to  continue  its  labors. 

It  is  my  pnrpase  to  transmit  to  Congress  as  early  as  practicable  a 
report  by  the  chairman  of  the  Commission,  and  to  ask  your  attention  to 
such  measures  on  this  subject  as  in  my  opinion  will  further  promote  the 
improvement  of  the  civil  service. 

During  the  past  year  the  United  States  have  continued  to  maintain 
peaceful  relations  with  foreign  powers. 

The  outbreak  of  war  between  Russia  and  Turkey,  though  at  one  time 
attended  by  grave  apprehension  as  to  its  effect  upon  other  European 
nations,  has  had  no  tendency  to  disturb  the  amicable  relations  existing 
between  the  United  States  and  each  of  the  two  contending  powers.  An 
attitude  of  just  and  impartial  neutrality  has  been  preserved,  and  I  am 
gratified  to  state  that  in  the  midst  of  their  hostilities  both  the  Russian 
and  the  Turkish  Governments  have  showm  an  earnest  disposition  to 
adhere  to  the  obligations  of  all  treaties  with  the  United  States  and  to  give 
due  regard  to  the  rights  of  American  citizens. 

By  the  terms  of  the  treaty  defining  the  rights,  immunities,  and  privi- 
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leges  of  consuls,  between  Italy  and  the  United  vStates,  ratified  in  1868, 
either  Govenimeiit  may,  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years,  terminate  the  exist- 
ence of  the  treaty  by  giving  twelve  months'  notice  of  its  intention.  The 
Government  of  Italy,  a%'ailing  itself  of  this  faculty,  has  now  given  the 
required  notice,  and  the  treaty  will  accordingly  end  on  the  1 7th  of  Sep- 
tember, 1878.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  the  Italian  Goveniment 
wishes  to  renew  it  in  its  general  scope,  desiring  only  certain  modifica- 
tions in  some  of  its  articles.  In  this  disposition  I  concur,  and  shall  hope 
that  no  serious  ol>stacles  may  inter^^ene  to  prevent  or  delay  the  negotia- 
tion of  a  satisfactory'  treaty. 

Numerous  questions  in  regard  to  passports,  naturalization,  and  ex- 
emption from  military  sendee  have  continned  to  arise  in  cases  of  emi- 
grants from  Germany  who  have  returned  to  their  native  countr}'.  The 
provisions  of  the  treaty  of  February  22,  1868,  however,  have  proved  to 
be  so  ample  and  so  judicious  that  the  legation  of  the  United  States  at 
Berhn  has  been  able  to  adjust  all  claims  arising  under  it,  not  only  without 
detriment  to  the  amicable  relations  existing  I>etween  the  two  Govern- 
ments, but,  it  is  believed,  without  injury  or  injustice  to  any  duly  natural- 
ized American  citizen.  It  is  desirable  that  the  treaty  originally  made 
with  the  North  Germau  Union  in  1868  should  now  be  extended  so  as  to 
appl>'  equally  to  all  the  States  of  the  Kmpire  of  Germany, 

The  invitation  of  the  Government  of  France  to  participate  in  the  Ex- 
position of  the  Products  of  Agricultnre,  Industry,  and  the  Fine  Arts  to  l>e 
held  at  Paris  during  the  coming  year  was  submitted  for  your  considera- 
tion at  the  extra  session.  It  is  not  doubted  that  its  acceptance  by  the 
United  States,  and  a  well -selected  exhibition  of  the  pnxlucts  of  American 
industry  on  that  occasion,  will  tend  to  stimulate  international  commerce 
and  emigration,  as  well  as  to  promote  the  traditional  friendship  between 
the  two  countries. 

A  question  arose  some  time  since  as  to  the  proper  meaning  of  the 
extradition  articles  of  the  treaty  of  1842  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain.  Both  Governments,  however,  are  now  in  accord  in  the 
belief  that  the  question  is  not  one  that  should  be  allow^ed  to  frustrate 
the  ends  of  justice  or  to  disturb  the  friendship  between  the  two  nations. 
No  serious  difficulty  has  arisen  in  accomplishing  the  extradition  of  crim- 
inals when  necessary.  It  is  probable  that  all  points  of  disagreement 
will  in  due  time  Ije  settled,  and,  if  need  be»  more  explicit  declarations  be 
made  in  a  new  treaty. 

The  Fisher>^  Commission  under  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV  of  the  treaty 
of  Washington  has  concluded  its  session  at  Halifax.  The  result  of  the 
deliberations  of  the  commission »  as  made  public  by  the  commissioners, 
will  be  communicated  to  Cong^ress. 

A  treaty  for  the  protection  of  trade-marks  has  been  negotiated  with 
Great  Britain,  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  its  consid- 
eration. 

The  revolution  whicli  recently  occurred  in  Mexico  was  followed  by  the 
accession  of  the  successful  party  to  power  and  the  installation  of  its  chief, 
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General  PoHxrio  Diaz,  in  the  Presidential  office.  It  has  l>eeii  the  custom 
of  the  United  States,  when  such  chang^es  of  goveninient  have  heretofore 
occurred  in  Mexico,  to  reeog^uize  and  enter  into  official  relations  with  the 
de facto  government  as  soon  as  it  should  appear  to  have  tlie  approval  of 
the  Mexican  people  and  should  manifest  a  disposition  to  adhere  to  the 
obligations  of  treaties  and  international  friendship.  In  the  present  case 
such  official  recognition  has  l_>een  deferred  liy  the  occurrences  on  the  Rio 
Grande  Iwrder,  the  records  of  which  have  been  already  comniuniaited 
to  each  House  of  Congress  in  answer  to  their  respective  resolutions  of 
inquiry.  Assurances  have  been  received  that  the  authorities  at  the  seat 
of  the  Mexican  Government  have  both  the  disposition  and  the  power  to 
prevent  and  punish  such  unlawful  invasions  and  depredations.  It  is 
earnestly  to  1>e  hoped  that  events  may  prove  these  assurances  to  be  well 
founded.  The  best  interests  of  lx)th  countries  require  the  maintenance 
of  peace  upon  the  border  and  the  development  of  commerce  between  the 
two  Republics. 

It  is  gratifying  to  add  that  this  temporar}^  interruption  of  official  rela- 
tions has  not  prevented  due  attention  by  the  representatives  of  the  United 
States  in  Mexico  to  the  protection  of  American  citizens,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable; nor  has  it  interfered  with  the  prompt  payment  of  the  amounts 
due  from  Mexico  to  the  United  States  under  the  treaty  of  July  4,  j868, 
and  the  awards  of  the  joint  conimisston.  While  I  do  not  anticipate  an 
interruption  of  friendly  relations  with  Mexico,  yet  I  can  not  but  look 
with  some  solicitude  upon  a  continuance  of  Ixirder  disorders  as  expos- 
ing the  two  countries  to  initiations  of  ixipular  feeling  and  mischances 
of  action  which  are  naturally  unfavorable  to  complete  amity.  Firmly 
determined  that  nothing  shall  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  promote  a  good 
understanding  !)etween  the  two  nations,  I  yet  must  ask  the  attention  of 
Congress  to  the  actual  occurrences  on  the  lx>rder,  that  the  Hv^es  and  prop- 
erty of  our  citizens  may  lie  adequately  protected  and  peace  preserved. 

Another  year  has  passed  witliout  l>ringing  to  a  close  the  protracted 
contest  between  the  Spanish  Government  and  the  insurrection  in  the 
island  of  Cuba.  While  the  United  States  have  sedulously  abstained 
from  any  inter\'etitiou  in  tliis  contest,  it  is  impossible  not  to  feel  that  it 
is  attended  with  incidents  affecting  the  rights  and  interests  of  American 
citizens.  Apart  from  the  eilect  of  the  hostilities  upon  trade  Ix^tween  the 
United  States  and  Cuba,  tlieir  progress  is  inevitably  accompanied  by 
complaints,  having  more  or  less  foundatiou,  of  searches,  arrests,  embar- 
goes, and  oppressive  taxes  upon  the  property  of  American  residents,  and 
of  unprovoked  interference  with  American  vessels  and  commerce.  It  is 
due  to  the  Government  of  Spain  to  say  that  during  the  past  year  it  has 
promptly  disavowed  and  offered  reparation  for  any  unauthorized  acts  of 
unduly  zealous  subordinates  whenever  such  acts  ha\^e  l>een  brought  to 
its  attention.  Nevertheless,  such  occurrences  can  not  but  tend  to  excite 
feelings  of  auuoyancei  suspicion,  and  resentment,  which  are  greatly  to  be 
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deprecated,  l>etwetrn  the  respective  subjects  and  citizens  of  two  friendly 
powers. 

Much  delay  (consequent  npon  accusations  of  fraud  in  some  of  the 
awards)  has  occurred  in  respect  to  the  distribution  of  the  limited  amounts 
received  from  Venezuela  ntuler  the  treaty  of  April  25,  1866,  applicable  to 
the  awards  of  the  joint  commission  created  by  that  treaty.  So  long  as 
these  matters  are  pending  in  Congress  the  Executive  can  not  assume 
either  to  pass  \\\m\\  the  questions  presented  or  to  distribute  the  fund 
received.  It  is  eminently  desirable  that  definite  legislative  action  should 
be  taken,  eitlier  afTirniing  the  awards  to  be  final  or  providing  some 
method  for  reexanxination  of  the  claims.  Our  relations  with  tlie  Repub- 
lics of  Central  and  South  America  and  with  the  Empire  of  Brazil  have 
continued  without  serious  change,  further  than  the  temporary  interrup- 
tjon  of  diplomatic  intercourse  with  Venezuela  and  with  Guatemala. 
Amicable  relations  have  already  been  fully  restored  with  Venezuela,  and 
it  is  not  doubted  that  all  grounds  of  misunderstanding  with  Guatemala 
will  speedily  be  removed.  From  all  these  countries  there  are  favor- 
able indications  of  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  their  Governments  and 
people  to  reciprocate  our  efforts  in  the  direction  of  increased  commercial 
intercourse. 

The  Government  of  the  Samoan  Islands  has  sent  an  envo3%  in  the 
person  of  its  secretary'  of  state,  to  invite  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  to  recognize  and  protect  their  indei>endence,  to  establish  commer- 
cial relations  with  tlieir  people,  and  to  assist  them  in  their  steps  toward 
regulated  and  responsible  goveniment.  The  inhabitants  of  these  islands, 
having  made  considerable  progress  in  Christian  civilizatiun  and  the  de- 
velopment of  trade,  are  doubtful  of  their  ability  to  maintain  peace  and 
iiidei^ndence  without  the  aid  of  some  stronger  power.  The  subject  is 
deemed  worthy  of  respectful  attention,  and  the  claims  ujion  our  assistance 
by  this  distant  conun unity  will  be  carefully  considered. 

The  long  commercial  depression  in  the  United  States  has  directed 
attention  to  the  subject  of  the  possible  increase  of  our  foreign  trade  and 
the  methods  for  its  development,  not  only  with  Europe,  but  with  other 
countries,  and  especially  with  the  States  and  S4n  ereignties  of  the  Westeni 
Hemisphere.  Instructions  from  the  Department  of  State  were  issued  to 
the  various  diplomatic  and  consular  officers  of  the  Government,  asking 
them  to  de\*ote  attention  to  the  question  of  methods  by  whicli  trade 
between  the  respective  countries  of  their  official  residence  and  the  United 
States  could  be  most  judiciously  fostered.  In  obedience  to  these  instruc- 
tions, examinations  and  rex>orts  upon  this  subject  have  l^een  made  by 
many  of  these  officers  and  transmitted  to  the  Department,  and  the  same 
are  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  Congress. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  on  the  state  nf  the 
finances  presents  im|x>rtant  questions  for  the  action  of  Congress,  upon 
some  of  which  I  have  already  remarked. 
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The  revenues  of  the  Government  during  tlie  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1877,  were  $269,000,586.62;  the  total  exjienditures  for  the  same 
period  were  $238,660,008.93,  leavino^  a  suq^lus  revenue  of  $30,340,- 
577.69.  This  has  substantially  supplied  the  requirements  of  the  sinking 
fund  for  that  year.  The  estimated  revenues  of  the  current  fiscal  year 
are  $265,500,000,  and  the  estimated  exiJenditures  for  the  same  period  are 
$232,430,643.72.  If  these  estimates  prove  to  lie  correct,  there  will  be  a 
surplus  revenue  of  $33,069,356.28 — an  anrouut  nearly  sufficietit  for  the 
sinking  fund  for  that  year.  The  estimated  revenues  fur  the  next  fiscal 
year  are  $269,250,000.  It  appears  from  tlie  report  that  dining  the  last 
fiscal  year  the  revenues  of  the  Government,  compared  with  the  previous 
year,  have  largely  decreased.  This  decrease,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
$18,481,452.54,  was  mainly  in  customs  duties,  caused  partly  by  a  large 
falling  off  of  the  amount  of  imported  dutiable  goods  and  partly  by  the 
general  fall  of  prices  in  the  markets  of  production  of  such  articles  as  pay 
ad  vahrem  taxes. 

While  this  is  felt  injuriously  in  the  diminution  of  the  revenue,  it  has 
been  accomi>anied  with  a  very  large  increase  of  exportations.  The  total 
exports  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  including  coin,  have  been  $658,637,457, 
and  the  imports  have  1jeen  $492,097,540.  leaving  a  balance  of  trade  in 
favor  of  the  United  States  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $166,539,917,  the 
beneficial  effects  of  which  extend  to  all  branches  of  business. 

The  estimated  revenue  for  the  next  fiscal  year  will  impose  upon  Con- 
gress the  duty  of  strictly  limiting  appropriations,  including  the  requisite 
sum  for  the  maintenance  of  the  sinking  fund,  within  the  aggregate  esti- 
mated receipts. 

While  the  aggregate  of  taxes  should  not  be  increased,  amendments 
might  be  made  to  the  revenue  laws  that  would,  without  diminishing  the 
revenue,  relieve  the  i>eople  from  unnecessary  burdens.  A  tax  on  tea  and 
coffee  is  showni  by  the  experience  not  only  of  our  owTt  countr>%  but  of 
other  countries,  to  be  easily  collected,  without  loss  by  unden-aluatiou 
or  fraud,  and  largely  lx>rne  in  the  country  of  production.  A  tax  of  10 
cents  a  pound  on  tea  and  2  cents  a  pound  on  coffee  would  produce 
a  revenue  exceeding  $12,000,000,  and  thus  enable  Congress  to  repeal  a 
multitude  of  annoying  taxes  yielding  a  revenue  not  exceeding  that  sum. 
The  internal-revenue  system  grew  out  of  the  necessities  of  the  war,  and 
most  of  the  legislation  impasing  taxes  upon  domestic  products  under  this 
system  has  been  repealed.  By  the  suljstitution  of  a  tax  on  tea  and  coffee 
all  forms  of  internal  taxation  may  be  repealed,  except  that  on  whisky, 
spirits,  tobacco,  and  beer.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  necessity  of 
enacting  more  vigorous  law^s  for  the  protection  of  the  revenue  and  for 
the  punishment  of  frauds  and  smugghng.  This  can  best  be  done  by 
judicious  provisions  that  will  induce  the  disclosure  of  attempted  fraud 
by  unden-aluatiou  and  snuiggling.  All  revenue  law\s  should  be  sim- 
ple in  their  provisions  and  easily  understood.     So  far  as  practicable,  the 
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rates  of  taxation  should  l:>e  in  the  form  of  s|>ecific  duties,  and  not  ad 
valorem,  requiring  the  judgment  of  experienced  men  to  ascertain  values 
and  exposing  the  revenue  to  the  temptation  of  fraud. 

My  attention  has  heen  called  during  the  recess  of  Congress  to  abuses 
existing  in  the  collection  of  the  customs,  and  strenuous  efforts  have  l)een 
made  for  their  correction  by  Executive  orders.  The  recommendations 
syl>mitte<i  to  the  Secretary'-  of  the  Treasury  by  a  commission  app^ointed 
to  examine  into  the  collection  of  customs  duties  at  the  port  of  New  York 
contain  many  suggestions  for  the  modification  of  the  customs  laws,  to 
which  the  attention  of  Congress  is  invited. 

It  is  matter  of  congratulation  that  notwithstanding  the  severe  biu'dens 
caused  by  the  war  the  public  faith  with  all  creditors  has  been  preserved, 
and  that  as  the  result  of  this  polic\^  the  public  credit  has  continuously 
advaticed  and  our  pul>lic  securities  are  regarded  with  the  highest  favor 
in  the  markets  of  the  world.  I  tritst  that  no  act  of  the  Government  will 
cast  a  shadow  upon  its  credit* 

The  progress  of  refunding  the  public  debt  has  been  rapid  and  satisfac- 
tory. Under  the  contract  existing  when  1  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  my  office,  bonds  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  ^%  per 
cent  were  l>eing  rapidly  sold,  and  within  three  months  the  aggregate 
sales  of  these  bonds  had  reachetl  the  sum  of  $200,000,000,  With  my 
sanction  the  vSecretary  of  the  Treasur>'  entered  into  a  new  contract  for 
the  sale  of  4  per  cent  bonds,  and  \vithin  thirty  days  after  the  i>opular 
subscription  for  such  bonds  was  opened  subscriptions  were  had  amount- 
ing to  $75,496,550,  which  were  paid  for  within  ninety  days  after  the 
date  of  subscription.  By  this  process,  within  but  little  more  than  one 
year,  the  annual  interest  on  the  public  debt  was  reduced  in  the  sum  of 
$3,775,000. 

I  recommended  that  suitable  pro\nsion  be  made  to  enable  the  people 
to  easily  convert  their  savings  into  Government  secinities,  as  the  best 
mmle  in  which  smgill  savings  may  l>e  well  secured  and  yield  a  moderate 
interest.  It  is  an  object  of  public  policy  to  retain  among  our  own  people 
the  securities  of  the  United  States,  In  this  way  our  countr3^  is  guarded 
against  their  sudden  return  from  foreign  countries,  caused  by  war  or  other 
disturbances  Ijeyoud  our  limits. 

The  commerce  of  the  United  States  wnth  foreign  nations,  and  espe- 
cially the  export  of  domestic  productions,  has  of  late  years  largely  in- 
creased; but  the  greater  portion  of  this  trade  is  conducted  in  foreign 
vessels.  The  imp)ortance  of  enlarging  our  foreign  trade,  and  especially 
by  direct  and  speedy  interchange  with  countries  on  this  continent,  can 
not  be  overestimated;  and  it  is  a  matter  of  great  moment  that  our  own 
shipping  interest  should  receive,  to  the  utmost  practical  extent,  the  ben- 
efit of  our  connnerce  with  other  lands.  These  considerations  are  for- 
cibly urged  hy  all  the  large  commercial  cities  of  the  country,  and  public 
attention  is  generally  and  wisely  attracted  to  the  solution  of  the  problems 
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they  present.  It  is  not  doubted  that  Congress  will  take  them  up  in  the 
broadest  spirit  of  Hl^erality  and  respond  to  the  public  demand  by  prac- 
tical legislation  upon  this  important  subject. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  shows  that  the  Army  has  been 
actively  employed  during  the  year,  and  has  rendered  very  important 
service  in  suppressing  hostilities  in  the  Indian  country  and  in  preserving 
peace  and  protecting  life  and  property  in  the  interior  as  well  as  along 
the  Mexican  border.  A  long  and  arduous  campaign  has  been  prose- 
cuted, witli  final  complete  success,  against  a  portion  of  the  Nez  Perce 
trilje  of  Indians.  A  fidl  account  of  this  campaign  will  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  General  of  the  Army.  It  wnll  be  seen  that  in  its  course 
several  severe  battles  were  fought,  in  which  a  nunilier  of  gallant  offi- 
cers and  men  lost  their  lives.  I  join  with  tlie  Secretar>'  of  War  and  the 
General  of  the  Army  in  awarding  to  the  officers  and  men  employed 
in  the  long  and  toilsome  pursuit  and  in  the  final  capture  of  these  Indians 
the  honor  and  praise  which  are  so  justly  their  due. 

The  very  serious  riots  wliich  occurred  in  several  of  the  States  in  July 
last  rendered  necessary-  the  employment  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
Ami)'  to  preserve  the  peace  and  maintain  order.  In  the  States  of  West 
Virginia,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  and  Illinois  these  disturbances  were  so 
formidable  as  to  defy  the  Icjcal  and  State  authorities,  and  the  National 
Exectitive  was  called  uixm,  in  the  mode  provided  hy  tlie  Constitution  and 
lawSj  to  furnish  military  aid.  I  am  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
trotjps  sent  in  response  to  these  calls  for  aid  in  the  suppression  of  domes- 
tic violence  were  able,  by  the  influence  of  their  presence  in  the  disturbed 
regions,  to  preserv^e  the  peace  and  restore  order  without  the  use  of  force. 
In  the  discharge  of  tliis  delicate  and  important  dutv  both  of&cers  and  men 
acted  with  great  prudence  aud  courage,  and  for  their  services  deserve  tlie 
thanks  of  the  country. 

Disturbances  along  the  Rio  Grande  In  Texas,  to  which  I  have  alread\^ 
referred,  have  rendered  necessary  the  constant  eraplojTuent  of  a  military* 
force  in  that  vicinity.  A  full  report  of  all  recent  military  operations  in 
that  quarter  has  l>een  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representativcj?  in  an- 
swer to  a  resoltition  of  that  body,  and  it  will  therefore  not  be  necessar>^ 
to  enter  into  details,  I  regret  to  say  that  these  lawless  incursions  into 
our  territor>'  by  armed  bands  from  the  Mexican  side  of  the  line»  for  the 
purpose  of  robl^^ry,  have  been  of  frequent  occurrence,  aud  in  spite  of 
the  most  vigilant  efforts  of  the  commander  of  otn*  forces  the  marauders 
have  generally  .succeeded  in  escaping  into  Mexico  witli  their  phmder.  In 
Ma}'  last  I  gave  orders  for  the  exercise  of  the  utmost  vigilance  on  the 
part  of  our  troops  for  the  suppression  of  these  raids  and  the  punishment 
of  the  guilty  parties,  as  well  as  the  recapture  of  property  stolen  by  them. 
General  Ord,  commanding  in  Texas,  was  directed  to  invite  the  coopera* 
tion  of  the  Mexican  authorities  in  efforts  to  this  end,  and  to  assure  them 
that  I  was  anxious  to  avoid  giving  the  least  offense  to  Mexico,     At  the 
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same  time,  he  was  directed  to  give  notice  of  m}*  determination  to  put 
an  end  to  the  invasion  of  our  territory  by  lawless  bauds  intent  njion 
the  plunder  of  our  peaceful  citizens,  even  if  the  effectual  punishment 
of  the  outlaws  should  make  the  crossing  of  the  border  by  our  troops  in 
their  pursuit  uecessar>\  It  is  believed  that  this  policy  has  had  the  effect 
to  check  somewhat  these  depredatiotis,  and  that  w^ith  a  consitlerable 
increase  of  our  force  upon  that  frontier  and  the  establishment  of  several 
additional  military  posts  along  the  Rio  Grande,  so  as  more  effectually 
to  guard  that  extensive  border,  peace  may  be  preserved  and  the  lives 
and  property  of  our  citizens  in  Texas  fully  protected. 

Prior  to  the  ist  da}^  of  July  last  the  Army  was,  in  accordance  with  law\ 
reduced  to  the  maxinnnn  of  25,000  enlisted  men,  being  a  reduction  of 
2,500  below  the  force  previously  authorized.  This  reduction  was  made» 
as  required  by  law»  entirely  from  the  infantry  and  artillery  brandies  of 
the  service,  without  any  reduction  of  the  cavalry.  Under  the  law  as  it 
now  stands  it  is  necessary  that  the  cavalry  regiments  be  recruited  to  100 
men  in  each  company  for  ser\4ce  on  the  Mexican  and  Indian  frontiers. 
The  necessary  effect  of  this  legislation  is  to  reduce  the  infantry  and 
artillery  anus  of  the  ser\  ice  l>elow  the  nimil)er  required  for  efficiency, 
and  I  concur  with  the  Secretary  of  War  in  recommending  that  authority 
be  given  to  recruit  all  companies  of  infantry  to  at  least  50  men  and  all 
batteries  of  artillery  to  at  least  75  men,  with  the  power,  in  case  of  emer- 
gency, to  increase  the  former  to  roo  and  the  latter  to  122  men  each. 

I  invite  your  special  attention  to  the  following  recommendations  of  the 
Secretary  of  War: 

First.  That  pro\ision  l*e  made  for  supply ing  to  the  Anu)-  a  more  abun- 
dant and  better  supply  of  reading  matter. 

Second,  That  early  action  be  taken  by  Congress  looking  to  a  complete 
revision  and  republicatioti  of  the  Army  Regulations. 

Third.  That  section  i  258  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  limiting  the  niunber 
of  officers  on  the  retired  list,  l)e  rejjealed. 

Fourth.  That  the  claims  arising  imder  the  act  of  July  4,  1864,  for  sup- 
plies taketi  by  the  Army  during  the  war,  Ix^  taken  from  the  offices  of  the 
Quartermaster  and  Commissar}^  Generals  and  transferred  to  the  Southern 
Claims  Commission,  or  some  other  tribunal  having  more  time  and  better 
facilities  for  their  prompt  investigation  and  decision  than  are  possessed 
by  thtjse  officers. 

Fifth,  That  Congress  provide  for  an  annuity  fund  for  the  famihes 
of  deceased  soldiers,  as  recommended  by  the  Paymaster- General  of  the 
Army. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shows  that  we  have  six 
squadrons  now  engaged  in  the  protection  of  our  foreign  commerce  and 
other  duties  pertaining  to  the  naval  service.  The  condition  and  opera- 
tions of  the  Department  are  also  show^n.  The  total  expenditures  for  the 
fiscal  year  fuding  June  30,  1877,  wxre  $16,077,974.54.    There  are  unpaid 
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claiois  against  the  Department  chargeable  to  the  last  year,  which  are 
presented  to  the  consideration  of  Congress  by  the  report  of  the  Secre- 
tary, The  estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  i,  1S7S,  are 
$16,233,234.40,  exclusive  of  the  sum  of  $2,314,231  submitted  for  new 
buildings,  repairs,  and  improvements  at  the  several  navy*yards.  The 
appropriations  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  commencing  July  i,  1877,  are 
$iJt592,932-90.  The  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasur>^  from  July  i  to 
November  i,  1877,  is  $5,343,037.40,  of  which  there  is  estimated  to  be 
yet  available  $1,029,528.30,  showing  the  amount  of  actual  expenditure 
during  the  first  four  months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  to  have  been 
$4,313,509-10. 

The  report  of  the  Post  master- General  contains  a  full  and  clear  state- 
ment of  the  operations  and  condition  of  the  Post-Office  Department. 
The  ordinarj"  revenues  of  the  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1877,  including  receipts  from  the  money-order  business  and  from 
official  stamps  and  stamped  enveloix^s,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $27,531,- 
585.26.  The  additional  sum  of  $7,013,000  was  realized  from  appropria- 
tions from  the  general  Treasury  for  various  purposes,  making  the  receipts 
from  all  a^urces  $34,544,885.26,  The  total  expenditures  during  the 
fiscal  year  amounted  to  $33,486,322.44,  leaving  an  excess  of  total  re- 
ceipts ov^er  total  expenditures  of  $1,058,562,82,  and  an  excess  of  total 
expenditures  over  ordinary  receipts  of  $5,954,737- 18.  Deducting  from 
the  total  receipts  the  sum  of  $63,261.84^  received  from  international 
money  orders  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  detlucti ng  from  the  total 
expenditures  the  sum  of  $1,163,818.20,  paid  on  liabilities  incurred  in 
pre\ioiis  fiscal  years,  the  expenditures  and  receipts  appertaining  to  the 
business  of  the  last  fiscal  year  were  as  follows:

The  ordinar>'  revenues  of  the  Post-Office  Department  for  the  year  end- 
ing Jnne  30,  1879,  are  estimated  at  an  increase  of  3  per  cent  over  those 
of  1 87 7,  making  $29,034,098.28,  and  the  exi>enditures  for  the  same  year 
are  estimated  at  $36,427,771,  leaving  an  estimated  deficiency  for  the 
year  1879  of  $7»393,672.72.  The  additional  legislation  recommended 
by  the  Postmaster- General  for  improvements  of  the  mail  sendee  and  to 
protect  the  postal  revenues  from  the  abuses  practiced  under  existing 
laws  is  respectfully^  commended  to  the  careful  consideration  of  Congress. 

The  report  of  the  Attorney- General  contains  several  suggestions  as  to 
the  administration  of  justice,  to  which  I  in\ite  your  attention.  The 
pressure  of  business  in  the  Supreme  Court  and  in  certain  circuit  courts 
of  the  United  States  is  now  such  that  serious  delays,  to  the  great  injur>\ 
and  even  oppression,  of  suitors,  occur,  and  a  remedy  should  be  sought  for 
this  condition  of  affairs.     W^hether  it  will  be  found  in  the  plan  briefly 
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sketched  in  the  report,  of  increasing  the  number  of  judges  of  the  circuit 
courts,  and,  by  means  of  this  addition  to  the  judicial  force,  of  creating  an 
intermediate  court  of  errors  and  appeals,  or  whether  some  other  mode 
can  be  dc'V'ised  for  obviating  the  difficuhies  which  now^  exist,  I  leave  to 
your  mature  consideration. 

The  present  condition  of  the  Indian  tril>es  in  the  territor>'  of  the  United 
States  and  our  relations  with  them  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  reports  of 
the  SiKrretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs. 
After  a  series  of  most  deplorable  conflicts^ — the  successful  termination  of 
which,  while  reflecting  honor  \\\Kn\  the  brave  soldiers  who  accomplished 
it,  can  not  lessen  our  regret  at  their  occurrence— we  are  now  at  peace 
with  all  the  Indian  tribes  within  our  Ixjrders.  To  preserve  that  peace 
by  a  just  and  humane  |K3liey  will  be  the  object  of  my  earnest  endeavors. 
Whatever  may  l>e  said  of  their  character  and  savage  propensities,  of  the 
difficulties  of  introducing  among  them  the  habits  of  civilized  life,  and  of 
the  obstacles  they  have  offered  to  the  progress  of  settlement  and  enter- 
prise in  certain  parts  of  the  country,  the  Indians  are  certaitdy  entitled  to 
our  sympathy  and  to  a  conscientious  respect  on  our  part  for  their  claims 
upon  our  sense  of  justice.  They  were  the  alxiriginal  occupants  of  the 
laud  we  now  possess.  They  have  been  driven  from  place  to  place.  The 
purchase  money  paid  to  them  in  some  cases  for  what  they  called  their 
own  has  still  left  them  pcmr.  In  many  instances,  when  they  had  settled 
down  ujxjn  land  assigned  to  them  by  compact  and  begun  to  support  them- 
selves by  their  own  later,  they  were  rudely  jostled  off  and  thrust  into 
the  wilderness  again.  Many,  if  not  most,  of  our  Indian  w^ars  have  had 
their  origin  in  broken  promises  and  acts  of  injustice  upon  our  part,  and 
the  advance  of  the  Indians  in  civih/.ation  has  been  slow  because  tbe 
treatment  they  received  did  not  permit  it  to  be  faster  and  more  general. 
We  can  not  expect  them  to  impro\'e  and  to  follow^  our  guidance  unless 
we  keep  faith  with  them  in  respecting  the  rights  they  possess,  and  un- 
less, instead  of  depriving  them  of  their  opi)ortunities,  we  lend  them  a 
helping  hand. 

I  cordially  approve  the  policy  regarding  the  management  of  Indian 
affairs  outlined  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs.  The  faithful  performance  of  our 
promises  is  the  first  condition  of  a  good  understanding  with  the  Indians. 
I  can  not  too  urgently  recommend  to  Congress  that  prompt  and  liberal 
provision  be  made  for  the  conscientious  fulfillment  of  all  engagements 
entered  into  by  the  Government  with  the  Indian  tribes.  To  withhold 
the  means  necessary  for  the  performance  of  a  promise  is  always  false 
economy,  and  is  apt  to  prove  disastrous  in  its  consequences.  Especial 
care  is  recommended  to  provide  for  Indians  settled  on  their  reserv^ations 
cattle  and  agricultural  implements,  to  aid  them  in  whatever  efforts  they 
may  make  to  support  themselves,  and  by  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance  of  schools  to  bring  them  under  the  control  of  civilized  influences. 
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I  see  no  reason  why  Indians  who  can  give  satisfactory  proof  of  having 
by  their  own  labor  supp<jrted  their  families  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
who  are  willing  to  detach  themselves  from  tlieir  trilial  relations,  should 
not  be  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  homestead  act  and  the  privileges  of 
citizenship,  and  I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  to  that  effect.  It 
will  be  an  act  of  justice  as  well  as  a  measure  of.enconragenient.  Ear- 
nest efforts  are  Ijeing  made  to  purify  the  Indian  service,  so  that  everj- 
dollar  appropriated  by  Congress  shall  redound  to  the  benefit  of  the  In- 
dians, as  intended.  Those  efforts  will  have  my  firm  support.  With 
an  improved  service  and  e\  ery  possible  encouragement  held  out  to  the 
Indians  to  better  their  condition  and  to  elevate  themselves  in  the  scale 
of  civilization,  we  may  hope  to  accomplish  at  the  same  time  a  good 
work  for  them  and  for  ourselves. 

I  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  importance  of  the  statements 
and  suggestions  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  concerning  the 
depredations  committed  on  the  timfjer  lands  of  the  United  States  and 
the  necessity  for  the  preservation  of  forests.  It  is  believed  that  the 
measures  taken  in  pursuance  of  existing  laws  to  arrest  those  depreda- 
tions will  be  entirely  successful  if  Congress,  by  an  appropriation  for  that 
purpose,  renders  their  continued  enforcement  possible.  The  experience 
of  other  nations  teaches  ns  that  a  a3untr\^  can  not  be  stripped  of  its 
forests  with  impunity,  and  we  shall  exi>ose  ourselves  to  the  gravest  con- 
sequences unless  the  wasteful  and  improvident  manner  in  wbich  the  for- 
ests in  the  United  States  are  destroyed  be  effectualh^  checked.  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  the  measures  suggested  by  the  Secretar>^  of  the  Interior 
for  the  suppression  of  depredations  on  the  public  timber  lands  of  the 
Ignited  States,  for  the  selling  of  timl>er  from  the  public  lands,  and  for 
the  preservation  of  forests  be  enilx>died  in  a  law,  and  that,  considering  the 
urgent  necessity  of  enabling  the  people  of  certain  States  and  Territories 
to  purcliase  timljer  from  the  public  lands  in  a  legal  manner,  which  at 
present  they  can  not  do»  such  a  law  be  passed  without  unavoidable  delay. 
I  would  also  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  statements  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  concerning  the  disposition  that  might  be  made 
of  the  desert  lands,  not  irrigable,  west  of  the  one  hundredth  meridian. 
These  lands  are  practically  unsalable  luider  existing  laws,  and  the  sug- 
gestion is  worthy  of  consideration  that  a  system  of  leasehold  tenure 
would  make  them  a  source  of  profit  to  the  United  States^  while  at  the 
same  time  legalizing  the  business  of  cattle  raising  which  is  at  present 
Carried  on  upon  them. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  contains  the  gratifying 
announcement  of  the  extraordinarv'  success  which  has  rewarded  the  agri- 
cuUura!  industrv^  of  the  couutrv^  for  the  past  year.  With  the  fair  prices 
which  obtain  for  the  products  of  the  soil^  especiaHy  for  the  surplus  which 
our  people  hav^e  to  export,  we  may  confidently  turn  to  this  as  the  most 
important  of  all  our  resources  for  the  revival  of  the  depressed  industries 
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of  tlie  country.  The  report  shows  our  agricultural  prog-ress  during^  the 
year,  and  contains  a  stateiiietit  of  the  work  done  by  this  Department  for 
the  advancement  of  agricultural  industry',  uiK>n  which  the  prosperity 
of  our  people  so  largely  depends.  Matters  of  infoniiation  are  included  of 
great  interest  to  all  who  seek,  by  the  experience  of  others,  to  improve 
their  own  methods  of  cultivation.  The  efforts  of  the  Department  to 
increase  the  prcHiuction  of  important  articles  of  consumption  will,  it  is 
hojmd,  improve  the  demand  for  labor  and  advance  the  business  of  the 
oountr>',  and  eventually  result  in  saving  some  of  the  many  millions  that 
are  now  annually  paid  to  foreign  nations  for  sugar  and  other  staple 
prixlucts  which  habitual  use  has  made  necessary  in  our  domestic  everyday 
life. 

The  1x>ard  on  liehalf  of  the  United  States  Kxecutive  Departments  at 
the  International  Exhilvition  of  1876  has  concluded  its  lal>ors.  The  final 
report  of  the  board  was  transmitted  to  Congress  hy  the  Prc-sident  near 
the  close  of  the  last  session.  As  these  pai>ers  are  understood  to  contain 
interesting  and  valuable  information,  and  will  constitute  the  only  report 
emanating  from  the  Government  on  the  subject  of  the  exhibition  ^  I  invite 
attention  to  the  matter  and  recommend  that  the  report  Ix;  published  for 
general  information. 

Congress  is  empow*ered  by  the  Constitution  with  the  authority  of 
exclusive  legislation  over  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  which  the  seat 
of  Ciovernment  of  the  nation  is  kicateil.  The  interests  of  the  District, 
ha\ang  no  direct  representation  in  Congress,  are  entitled  to  especial  con- 
sideration and  care  at  the  hands  of  the  General  Govemment.  The  capi- 
tal of  the  United  States  belongs  to  the  nation,  and  it  is  natural  that  the 
American  people  should  take  pride  in  the  seat  of  their  National  Govern- 
ment and  desire  it  to  l>e  an  ornament  to  the  country.  Much  has  been 
done  to  render  it  healthful,  convenient,  and  attractive,  but  much  remains 
to  be  done,  which  its  pennanent  inhabitants  are  not  able  and  ought 
not  to  l>e  expected  to  do.  To  impose  upon  them  a  large  proportion  of 
the  cost  required  for  public  improvements,  wliich  are  in  a  great  measure 
planned  and  executed  for  the  convenience  of  the  Government  and  of  the 
many  thousands  of  \nsitors  from  all  parts  of  the  country  wdio  temporarily 
reside  at  the  capital  of  the  nation,  is  an  evident  injustice.  SfwxMal  atten- 
tion is  asked  by  the  Conmiissioners  of  the  District  in  their  report,  which 
is  herewith  transmitted,  to  the  importance  of  a  pennanent  adjustment  by 
Congress  of  the  financial  relations  l>etween  the  United  States  and  the 
District,  involving  the  regular  annual  contribution  by  the  United  States 
of  its  just  proiK>rtion  of  the  expenses  of  the  District  government  and 
of  the  outlay  for  all  needed  public  improvementSj  and  such  measure  of 
relief  from  the  burden  of  taxation  now^  resting  upon  the  people  of  the 
District  as  in  the  w-isdom  of  Congress  may  Ix;  deemed  just. 

The  rejx>rt  of  the  Commissioners  shows  that  the  affairs  of  the  District 
are  in  a  condition  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected  in  view  of  the 
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heavy  burden  of  debt  resting  upon  it  and  its  very  limited  means  for 
necessary  exi)eiises.

The  Commissioners  also  ask  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  im- 
provement of  the  Potomac  River  and  the  recliiination  of  the  marshes 
bordering  the  city  of  Washington,  and  their  views  njxjn  this  subject  are 
concurred  in  by  the  meinl>ers  of  the  lx>ard  of  health,  whose  report  is  also 
herewith  transmitted.  Both  the  commercial  and  sanitary  interests  of  the 
District  will  1^  greatly  promoted.  I  doubt  not,  by  this  improvement. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Commissioners  and 
of  the  lx>ard  of  health  for  the  organization  of  a  board  of  charities,  to  have 
stiper\^ision  and  control  of  the  disbursement  of  all  moneys  for  chan table 
purposes  from  the  District  treasury.  I  desire  also  to  ask  your  especial 
attention  to  the  need  of  adding  to  the  efficiency  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  District  by  supplemental  aid  from  the  National  Treasury.  Tliis  is 
especially  just,  since  so  large  a  numlier  of  those  attending  these  schools 
are  children  of  employees  of  the  Government.  I  eamestly  commend  to 
your  care  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  District,  who  are  so  intimately 
associated  with  the  Government  establishments,  and  to  w^hose  enterprise 
the  good  order  and  attractiveness  of  the  capital  are  largely  due;  and  I 
ask  your  attention  to  the  request  of  the  Commissioners  for  legislation  in 
behalf  of  the  interests  intrusted  to  their  care.  The  appropriations  asked 
for  the  care  of  the  reserv^ations  belonging  to  the  Government  within  the 
city,  by  the  Conimissioner  of  Public  Buildings  and  Grounds,  are  also  com- 
mended to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  report  of  the  joint  commission  created  by  the  act  approved  2d 
of  Atigiist,  1876,  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  completion  of  the 
Washington  Monument/'  is  also  herewith  transmitted,  with  accompa- 
nying documents.  The  lx)ard  of  engineer  officers  detailed  to  examine 
the  monument,  in  compliance  with  the  second  section  of  the  act,  have 
reported  that  tlie  foundation  is  insufficient.  No  authority  exists  for 
making  the  exi>enditure  necessary  to  secure  its  stability,  I  therefore 
recommend  that  the  commission  be  authorized  to  expend  stich  portion 
of  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  act  as  may  be  necessar>^  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  present  unfinished  condition  of  the  monument,  begun  so 
long  ago,  is  a  reproach  to  the  nation.  It  can  not  be  doubted  that  the 
patriotic  sense  of  the  country  will  warmly  respond  to  stich  prompt  pro- 
vision as  may  be  made  for  its  completion  at  an  early  day,  and  I  urge 


upon  Congress  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  immediate  legislation  for 
this  purpose. 

The  wisdom  of  legislation  upon  the  part  of  Congress,  in  aid  of  the 
States,  for  the  education  of  the  whole  people  in  those  branches  of  study 
which  are  taught  in  the  common  schtxils  of  the  country  is  no  longer  a 
question.  Tlie  intelligent  judgmeut  of  the  country  goes  still  further, 
regarding  it  as  also  l>oth  constitutional  and  expedient  for  the  General 
Govertunent  to  extend  to  technical  and  higher  education  such  aid  as 
is  deemed  essential  to  the  general  welfare  and  to  our  due  prominence 
among  the  enlightened  and  cultured  nations  of  the  world.  The  ultimate 
settlement  of  all  questions  of  the  future,  whether  of  administration  or 
finance  or  of  true  nationality  of  sentiment,  depends  upon  the  virtue  and 
intelligence  of  the  people.  It  is  vain  to  hope  for  the  success  of  a  free 
government  without  the  means  of  insuring  tlie  intelligence  of  those  who 
are  the  source  of  power.  No  less  than  one-seventh  of  the  entire  voting 
population  of  our  country  are  yet  unable  to  read  and  write. 

It  is  encouraging  to  observe,  in  connection  with  the  growth  of  frater- 
nal feeling  in  those  States  in  which  slavery  formerly  existed,  e\ddeuces 
of  increasing  interest  in  universal  education,  and  I  shall  lie  glad  to  give 
my  approval  to  any  appropriate  measures  which  may  Ix:  enacted  by  Con- 
gress for  the  purpose  of  supplementing  with  national  aid  the  local  sys- 
tems of  education  in  those  States  and  in  all  the  States;  and,  having 
already  invited  )'our  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
witli  respect  to  its  public-school  system,  I  here  add  that  I  believe  it 
desirable,  not  so  much  with  reference  to  the  local  wants  of  the  District, 
but  to  the  great  and  lasting  benefit  of  the  entire  country,  that  this  sys- 
tem should  be  crowned  wnth  a  university  in  all  respects  in  keeping  with 
the  national  capital,  and  thereby  realize  the  cherished  hopes  of  Wash- 
ington on  this  subject. 

I  also  earnestly  commend  the  request  of  the  Regents  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made  for  the  estab- 
hshment  and  conduct  of  a  national  museum  under  their  snjx^rvdsion. 

The  qtiestion  of  providing  for  the  preservation  and  grow^th  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  is  also  one  of  national  importance.  As  the  deposi- 
tory of  all  copyright  publications  and  records,  this  librar>'  has  outgrown 
the  provisions  for  its  accommodation;  and  the  erection,  on  such  site 
as  the  judgment  of  Congress  may  approve,  of  a  fireproof  library  build- 
ing, to  preserve  the  treasures  and  enlarge  the  usefulness  of  this  valuable 
collection,  is  recommended,  I  reconnnend  also  such  legislation  as  will 
render  available  and  efficient  for  the  pur|X)ses  of  instruction,  so  far  as 
is  consistent  with  the  pulilic  service,  the  cabinets  or  museums  of  inven- 
tion, of  surger>%  of  education,  and  of  agriculture,  and  other  collections 
tlie  property  of  the  National  Govennnent. 

The  capital  of  the  nation  should  Ix*  something  more  than  a  mere  polit- 
ical center.     We  should  avail  ourselves  of  all  the  opportunities  which 
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Providence  has  here  placed  at  our  command  to  promote  the  general 
intelligence  of  the  people  and  increase  the  conditions  most  favorable  to 
the  success  and  perpetuity  of  our  institutions.  j.    „    HAYKS

VETO  MESSAGES. 

Executive  Mansion,  February  28,  1878. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

After  a  very  careful  consideration  of  the  House  bill  No.  1093,  entitled 
"An  act  to  authorize  the  coinage  of  the  standard  silver  dollar  and  to 
restore  its  legal-tender  character,"  I  feel  compelled  to  return  it  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  with  my  objections  to 
its  passage. 

Holding  the  opinion,  which  I  expressed  in  my  annual  message,  that 
"neither  the  interests  of  the  Government  nor  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States  would  be  promoted  by  disparaging  silver  as  one  of  the  two  pre- 
cious metals  which  furnish  the  coinage  of  the  world,  and  that  legislation 
which  looks  to  maintaining  the  volume  of  intrinsic  money  to  as  full  a 
measure  of  both  metals  as  their  relative  commercial  values  \\\\\  permit 
would  be  neither  unjust  nor  inexpedient,**  it  has  been  my  earnest  desire

Rutherford  B.  Hayes 
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to  concur  with  Congress  in  the  adoption  of  such  measures  to  increase  ihe 
silver  coinage  of  the  country  as  would  not  impair  the  obhgatioii  of  con- 
tracts, either  pubHc  or  private,  nor  itijuriously  affect  the  pnbhc  credit. 
It  is  only  upon  the  counction  that  this  bill  does  not  meet  these  essential 
requirements  that  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  %vitlihold  from  it  my  approval. 

My  present  official  duty  as  to  this  bill  permits  only  an  attention  to  the 
specific  objections  to  its  passage  which  seem  to  me  so  important  as  to 
justify  me  in  asking  from  the  wisdom  and  duty  of  Congress  that  fnrtlier 
consideration  of  the  bill  for  which  the  Constitution  has  in  such  cases 
provided. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  of  the  weight  of  4 1 2  j4 
grains  each,  of  standard  silver,  to  be  a  legal  tender  at  their  nominal  value 
for  all  debts  and  dues,  public  and  private,  except  where  otherwise  ex- 
pressly stipulated  in  the  contract.  It  is  well  known  that  the  market 
value  of  that  number  of  graius  of  standard  silver  during  the  past  year 
has  l:)een  from  90  to  92  cents  as  compared  with  the  standard  gold  dollar. 
Thus  the  silver  dollar  authorized  by  this  bill  is  w^ortli  S  to  10  per  cent 
less  than  it  purports  to  be  worth,  and  is  made  a  legal  tender  for  debts 
contracted  w^hen  the  law  did  not  recognize  snch  coins  as  lawful  mone\\ 

The  right  to  pay  duties  in  silver  or  in  certificates  for  silver  deposits 
will,  when  they  are  issued  in  sufficient  amount  to  circulate,  put  an  end 
to  the  receipt  of  reveruie  in  gold,  and  thus  comix^l  the  payment  of  silver 
for  both  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  public  debt.  One  billion  one 
hundred  and  forty-three  million  four  hundred  and  ninety-three  thousand 
four  hundred  dollars  of  the  bonded  debt  now  outstanding  w^as  issued 
prior  to  Februar>%  1873,  wdien  the  silver  dollar  was  unknown  in  circula- 
tion in  this  country,  and  was  only  a  convenient  form  of  silver  bullion  for 
exportation;  $583,440,350  of  the  funded  debt  has  been  issued  since  Feb- 
ruary', 1873,  when  gold  alone  was  the  coin  for  which  the  lx>nds  were  sold, 
and  gold  alone  was  the  coin  in  w^hich  lx>th  parties  to  the  contract  under* 
stood  that  the  bonds  would  l>e  paid.  These  bonds  entered  into  the  mar- 
kets of  the  world.  They  w*ere  paid  for  in  gold  when  silver  had  greatly 
depreciated,  and  when  no  one  would  luve  bought  them  if  it  had  been 
imderstood  that  they  would  be  paid  in  silver.  The  sum  of  $225^000,000 
of  these  bonds  has  been  sold  during  my  Administration  for  gold  coin, 
and  the  United  States  received  the  benefit  of  these  sales  by  a  reduction  of 
the  rate  of  interest  to  4  per  cent.  During  the  progress  of  these  sales 
a  doubt  was  suggested  as  to  the  coin  in  which  payment  of  these  bonds 
would  be  made.  The  public  announcement  was  thereupon  authorized 
that  it  w*as  *  *  not  to  lj)e  anticipated  that  any  future  legislation  of  Congress 
or  any  action  of  any  department  of  the  Government  would  sanction  or 
tolerate  the  redemption  of  the  principal  of  these  bonds  or  the  payment  of 
the  interest  thereon  in  coin  of  less  value  than  the  coin  authorized  by  law 
at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  lx>nds,  being  the  coin  exactc*d  by  the  Gov- 
ernment in  exchange  for  the  same/'     In  view  of  these  facts  it  will  be 
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justly  •regarded  as  a  grave  breach  of  the  public  faith  to  undertake  to  pay 
these  bonds,  principal  or  interest,  in  silver  coin  worth  in  the  market  less 
than  the  coin  recei%^ed  for  them. 

It  is  said  that  the  silver  dollar  made  a  legal  tender  by  this  bill  will 
under  its  operation  be  equivalent  in  value  to  the  gold  dollar.  Many 
supporters  of  the  bill  believe  this,  and  would  not  justify  an  attempt  to 
pay  debts,  either  public  or  priv-ate,  in  coin  of  inferior  value  to  the  money 
of  the  world.  The  capital  defect  of  the  bill  is  that  it  contains  no  pro- 
vision protecting  from  its  operation  preexisting  debts  in  case  the  coinage 
which  it  creates  shall  continue  to  be  of  less  value  than  that  w^hich  was 
the  sole  l^al  tender  when  they  were  contracted.  If  it  is  now*  proposed » 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  advantage  of  the  depreciation  of  silva^  in  the 
payment  of  debts,  to  coin  and  make  a  legal  tender  a  silver  dollar  of  less 
commercial  value  than  any  dollar,  whether  of  gold  or  paper,  which  is  now 
lawful  money  in  this  countr>%  such  measure,  it  will  hardly  be  questioned, 
will,  in  the  judgment  of  mankind,  be  an  act  of  bad  faith.  As  to  all 
debts  heretofore  contracted,  the  silver  dollar  should  be  made  a  legal 
tender  only  at  its  market  \*alue.  The  standard  of  value  should  not  be 
changed  without  tlie  consent  of  both  parties  to  the  contract.  National 
promises  should  be  kept  with  unflinching  fidelity.  There  is  no  power  to 
compel  a  nation  to  pay  its  just  debts*  Its  credit  depends  on  its  honor. 
The  nation  owes  w hat  it  has  led  or  allowed  its  creditors  to  expect.  I  can 
not  approve  a  bill  which  in  my  judgment  authorizes  the  \dolation  of 
sacred  obhgations.  The  obligation  of  the  public  faith  transcends  all 
questions  of  profit  or  public  advantage.  Its  unquestionable  maintenance 
is  the  dictate  as  well  of  the  highest  expediency  as  of  the  most  necessary 
duty,  and  should  e\er  be  carefully  guarded  by  the  Executive,  by  Con- 
gress, and  by  the  people. 

It  is  my  firm  con\-iction  that  if  the  country  is  to  be  benefited  by  a 
Silver  coinage  it  can  be  done  only  by  the  issue  of  silver  dollars  of  full 
value,  which  will  defraud  no  man.  A  currency  worth  less  than  it  pur- 
ports to  be  worth  wnll  in  the  end  defraud  not  only  creditors,  but  all  who 
are  engaged  in  legitimate  business,  and  none  more  surely  than  those 
who  are  dependent  on  their  daily  labor  for  their  daily  bread.

I  return  herewith  House  biU  No,  3072,  entitled  **An  act  to  authorize 
a  special  term  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern 
district  of  Mississippi  to  be  held  at  Scranton,  in  Jackson  County/*  with 
the  following  objections  to  its  becoming  a  law: 

The  act  provides  that  a  special  tenn  of  the  circuit  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  southern  district  of  Mississippi  shall  be  held  at  Scranton, 
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m  Jackson  County,  Miss. ,  to  begin  on  the  second  Monday  in  March,  1878, 
and  directs  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  *  *  cause  notice  of  said  special  term 
of  said  court  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  and  also 
in  a  newspaper  in  Scran  ton,  at  least  ten  daj's  before  the  beginning 
thereof.*' 

The  act  can  not  be  executed,  inasmuch  as  there  is  not  sufficient  time 
to  give  the  notice  of  the  holding  of  the  special  term  which  Congress 
thought  proper  to  require. 

The  number  of  suits  to  he  tried  at  the  special  term  in  which  the  United 
States  is  interested  is  forty-nine»  and  the  amount  involved  exceeds 
$300,000.  The  Government  can  not  prepare  for  trial  at  said  special 
term,  because  no  fund  appropriated  by  Congress  can  be  made  available 
for  that  purpose.  If,  therefore,  the  Govern  men  t  is  compelled  to  go  to 
trial  at  the  sjK^cial  term  provided  for  by  this  bill,  tlie  Ignited  States  must 
Ije  defeated  for  want  of  time  and  means  to  make  preparation  for  the  proper 
vindication  of  its  rights. 

The  bill  is  therefore  returned  for  the  further  consideration  of  Congress.

PROCLAMATIONa

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WTiereas  it  is  provided  in  the  laws  of  the  United  States  that  whenever, 
by  reason  of  unlaw^fnl  obstructions,  combinations  or  assemblages  of  per- 
sons, or  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Govenmient  of  the  United 
States,  it  shall  Ix^come  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Presi- 
dent, to  enforce  by  the  ordinarj'^  course  of  judicial  proceedings  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  within  any  State  or  Tcrritoiy,  it  shall  l>c  lawful 
for  the  President  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  any  or  all  the  States  and  to 
employ  such  parts  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  enforce  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  to  suppress  such  rclx'llion,  in  whatever  State  or  Terri- 
tor>'  thereof  the  laws  of  the  United  States  may  be  forcibly  opposed  or  the 
execution  thereof  forcibly  obst met ed;  and 

WTiereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  me  that,  by  reason  of  unlawful 
combinations  and  assemblages  of  persons  in  arms,  it  has  become  imprac- 
ticable to  enforce  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  within  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  and  especially 
wnthin  Lincoln  County  therein,  and  that  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
have  lieen  therein  forcibly  opposed  and  the  execution  thereof  forcibly 
resisted;  and 

Whereas  tL^  laws  of  the  United  States  require  that  whenever  it  may 
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be  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  use  the  military'  force 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  he  shall  forthwith,  by  proclamation,  command  such  insur- 
gents to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  within 
a  limited  time: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  admonish  all  good  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  especially 
of  the  Territor>'  of  New  Mexico,  against  aiding,  countenancing,  abetting, 
or  taking  part  in  any  such  unlawful  proceedings;  and  I  do  hereby  warn 
all  persons  engaged  in  or  connected  with  said  obstruction  of  the  laws  to 
disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  on  or  before  noon 
of  the  13th  day  of  October  instant.

The  resources  thus  furnished  to  our  re\n\*ing  industr>-  and  expanding 
commerce  are  hastening  the  day  when  discords  and  distresses  through 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land  will,  under  the  continued  favor  of 
Pro\-idence.  have  given  way  to  confidence  and  energy*  and  assured  pros- 
perity. 

Peace  with  all  nations  has  been  maintained  unbroken,  domestic  tran- 
quillity has  prex'ailed.  and  the  institutions  of  liberty  and  justice  which 
the  wisdom  and  \nrtue  of  our  fathers  established  remain  the  glory  and 
defend  of  their  children.

ExEcnrivE  Mansion,  Decern^  2,  iSjS. 
Fellow- Citizens  0/  the  Senate  and  House  0/  Representatives: 

Our  heartfelt  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Divine  Being  who  holds  in  His 
hands  the  destinies  of  nations  for  the  continued  bestowal  during  the  last 
year  of  countless  blessings  upon  our  country'. 

We  are  at  peace  i;\'itli  all  other  nations.  Our  pubUc  credit  has  greatly 
improved,  and  is  perhaps  now  stronger  than  ever  before.  Abundant 
harvests  have  rewarded  the  labors  of  those  who  till  the  soil,  our  manu- 
facturing industries  are  re\n\ing,  and  it  is  believed  that  general  pros- 
perity, which  has  been  so  long  anxiously  looked  for,  is  at  last  within  our 
reach. 

The  enjoyment  of  health  by  our  people  generally  has,  howe\*er,  been 
interrupted  during  the  past  season  by  the  prevalence  of  a  fatal  pesti- 
lence (the  yellow  fever)  in  some  portions  of  the  Southern  States,  creating 
an  emergency  which  called  for  prompt  and  extraordinar>*  measures  of 
relief.  The  disease  appeared  as  an  epidemic  at  New  Orleans  and  at 
other  places  on  the  Lower  Mississippi  soon  after  midsummer.  It  was 
rapidly  spread  by  fugitives  from  the  infected  cities  and  tovxTis,  and  did 
not  disappear  until  early  in  November.  The  States  of  Louisiana,  Mis- 
sissippi, and  Tennessee  have  suffered  severely*  About  100,000  cases 
are  believed  to  have  occtured,  of  which  about  20,000,  according  to  intel- 
ligent estimates,  proved  fatal.  It  is  impossible  to  estimate  with  any 
approach  to  accuracy  the  loss  to  the  countr>'  occasioned  by  this  epidemic. 
It  is  to  be  reckoned  by  the  hundre<l  millions  of  dollars.  The  suffering 
and  destitution  that  resulted  excited  the  deepest  sympathy  in  all  parts  of 
the  Union.  Physicians  and  nurses  hastened  from  every  quarter  to  the 
assistance  of  the  afl9icte<:l  communities.  Voluntar>*  contributions  of  money 
and  supplies,  in  every  needed  form,  were  speedily  and  generously  fur- 
nished. The  Government  was  able  to  respond  in  some  measure  to  the 
call  for  help,  by  prodding  tents,  medicines,  and  fo«->d  for  the  sick  and  des- 
titute, the  requisite  directions  for  the  purpose  being  given  in  the  con- 
fident expectation  that  this  action  of  the  Executive  would  receive  the 
sanction  of  Congress,  About  1,800  tents,  and  rations  of  the  value  of 
about  $25,000,  were  sent  to  cities  and?  tomans  which  applied  for  Uiem,  full 
details  of  which  will  be  furnished  to  Congr^s  by  the  proper  Department. 

The  fearful  spread  of  this  pestilence  has  awakened  a  ver>'  general 
public  sentiment  in  favor  of  national  sanitary  administration,  wliich  shall 
not  only  control  quarantine,  but  have  the  sanitar>'  supervision  of  inter- 
nal commerce  in  times  of  epidemics,  and  hold  an  advisory  relation  to 
the  State  and  mimicipal  health  authorities,  with  power  to  deal  with 
whatever  endangers  the  public  healthy  and  which  the  municipal  and 
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Stale  authorities  are  unable  to  regulate.  The  national  quarantine  act 
approved  April  29,  1878,  which  was  passed  too  late  in  the  last  session  of 
Congress  to  provide  the  means  for  carrying  it  into  practical  ojieration 
during  the  past  season,  is  a  step  in  the  direction  here  indicated.  In 
view  of  the  necessity  for  the  most  effective  measures,  by  quarantine  and 
otherwise,  for  the  protection  of  our  seaports  and  the  country  generally 
from  this  and  other  epidemics,  it  is  recommended  that  Congress  give  to 
the  w-hole  subject  early  and  careful  consideration. 

The  permanent  ]>acification  of  the  country  by  the  complete  protection 
of  all  citizens  in  every  civil  and  jwjitical  right  continues  to  be  of  para- 
mount interest  w^ith  the  great  \yody  of  our  people.  Every  step  in  this 
direction  is  welcomed  with  public  approval,  and  ever>^  interrupt  ion  of 
steady  and  uniform  progress  to  the  desired  consummation  awakens  gen- 
eral uneasiness  and  widespread  condemnation.  The  recent  Congressional 
elections  have  furnished  a  direct  and  trustwortliy  test  of  the  advance 
thus  far  made  in  the  practical  establishment  of  the  right  of  suffrage  se- 
cured by  the  Constitution  to  the  liberated  race  in  the  Southern  States. 
All  disturbing  influences,  real  or  imaginary^  had  been  removed  from  all 
of  these  States. 

The  three  constitutional  amendments  which  conferred  freedom  and 
equality  of  civil  and  jiolitical  rights  upon  the  colored  people  of  the  South 
were  adopted  by  the  concurrent  action  of  the  great  tody  of  good  citizens 
who  maintained  the  authority  of  the  National  Go%'ernment  and  the  in- 
tegrity and  x>erix*tuity  of  the  Union  at  such  a  cost  of  treasure  and  life, 
as  a  wise  and  necessary  embodiment  in  the  organic  law^  of  the  just  results 
of  the  w^ar.  The  people  of  the  former  slaveholding  States  accepted  these 
results,  and  gave  in  ever>^  practicable  form  assurances  that  the  thirteenth, 
fourteenth,  and  fifteenth  amendments,  and  laws  passed  in  pursuance 
thereof,  should  in  g<xjd  faith  l:>e  enforced,  rigidly  and  impartially,  in  letter 
and  spirit,  to  the  end  that  the  humblest  citizen,  without  distinction  of  race 
or  color,  should  under  them  receive  full  and  equal  protection  in  person 
and  property  and  in  political  rights  and  pri\i leges.  By  these  constitu* 
tional  amendments  the  southern  section  of  the  Union  obtained  a  large 
increase  of  political  power  in  Congress  and  in  the  electoral  college,  and 
tiae  conntr>^  justly  expected  that  elections  w^ould  proceed,  as  to  the  en- 
franchised race,  upon  the  same  circumstances  of  legal  and  constitutional 
freedom  and  protection  which  obtained  in  all  the  other  States  of  the 
Union.  The  friends  of  law  and  order  looked  forward  to  the  conduct  of 
these  elections  as  offering  to  the  general  judgment  of  the  countr>^  an 
important  opportimity  to  measure  the  degree  in  which  the  right  of  suf- 
frage could  lie  exercised  by  the  colored  people  and  would  be  respected  by 
their  fellow -citizens;  but  a  more  general  enjoyment  of  freedom  of  suf- 
frage by  the  colored  people  and  a  more  just  and  generous  protection  of 
that  freedom  by  the  communities  of  which  they  form  a  part  were  gener- 
ally anticipated  than  the  record  of  the  elections  discloses.     In  some  of 
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those  States  in  which  the  colored  people  have  been  unable  to  make  their 
opinions  felt  in  the  elections  the  result  is  mainly  due  to  influences  not 
easily  measured  or  remedied  by  legal  protection;  but  in  the  States  of 
Louisiana  and  South  Carolina  at  large,  and  in  some  particular  Congres- 
sional districts  outside  of  those  States,  the  records  of  the  elections  seem 
to  compel  the  conclusion  that  the  rights  of  the  colored  voters  have  been 
overridden  and  their  participation  in  the  elections  not  permitted  to  be 
either  general  or  free. 

It  will  be  for  the  Congress  for  which  these  elections  were  held  to  make 
such  examinations  into  their  conduct  as  may  be  appropriate  to  determine 
the  validity  of  the  claims  of  members  to  their  seats.  In  the  meanwhile 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  the  executive  and  judicial  departments  of  the 
Government,  each  in  its  pronnce,  to  inquire  into  and  punish  violations 
of  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which  have  occurred.  I  can  but  repeat 
what  I  said  in  this  connection  in  my  last  message,  that  w^hatever  author- 
ity rests  with  me  to  this  end  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  put  forth;  and  I  am 
unwilling  to  forego  a  renewed  appeal  to  the  legislatures,  the  cotnts^  the 
executive  authorities,  and  the  people  of  the  States  where  these  wrongs 
have  been  peqx*trated  to  give  their  assistance  toward  bringing  to  justice 
the  offenders  and  preventing  a  repetition  of  the  crimes.  No  means 
wnthin  my  power  will  be  spared  to  obtain  a  full  and  fair  investigation 
of  the  alleged  crimes  and  to  secure  the  conviction  and  just  punishment  of 
the  guilty. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  principal  appropriation  made  for  the 
Department  of  Justice  at  the  last  session  contained  the  following  clause: 

And  for  defraying  the  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
act  approved  Febniary  28,  1871,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  approved  May  31, 
1870,  entitled  'An  act  to  enforce  tlie  rights  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  in 
the  several  States  of  this  Union,  and  for  other  purposes/  •*  or  any  acts  amendatory 
thereof  or  supplementary^  thereto. 

It  5S  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  that  the  expenses  of  these 
proceedings  will  largely  exceed  the  amount  which  was  thus  provided, 
and  I  rely  confidently  upon  Congress  to  make  adequate  appropriations 
to  enable  the  executive  department  to  enforce  the  laws. 

I  respectfully  urge  upon  your  attention  that  the  Congressional  elec- 
tions, in  every  district,  in  a  ver\'  important  sense,  are  justly  a  matter  of 
political  interest  and  conceni  throughout  the  whole  countr>'.  Each 
State,  ever>'  pohtical  party,  is  entitled  to  the  share  of  power  which  is 
conferred  by  the  legal  and  constitutional  suffrage.  It  is  the  right  of 
every  citizen  possessing  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  law  to  cast  one 
unintimidated  ballot  and  to  have  his  ballot  honestly  counted.  So  long 
as  the  exercise  of  this  power  and  the  enjoyment  of  this  right  are  common 
and  equal,  practically  as  well  as  formally,  submission  to  the  results  of  the 
suffrage  will  be  accorded  loyally  and  cheerfully,  and  all  the  departments 
of  Government  will  feel  the  true  vigor  of  the  popular  will  thus  expressed. 
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No  temporarj^  or  administrative  interests  of  Government,  however  urgent 
or  weighty,  will  ever  displace  the  zeal  of  our  people  in  defense  of  the 
primary  rights  of  citizenship.  They  understand  that  the  protection  of 
liberty  requires  the  maintenance  in  full  vigor  of  the  manly  methods  of 
free  speech,  free  press,  and  free  suffrage,  atid  will  sustain  tlie  full  author- 
ity  of  Go\'ernnient  to  enforce  the  laws  which  are  framed  to  preser\^e 
these  inestimable  rights.  The  material  progress  and  welfare  of  the 
States  depend  on  the  protection  afforded  to  their  citizens.  There  can  be 
no  peace  without  such  protection,  no  prosperity  without  peace,  and  the 
whole  countr>*  is  deeply  interested  in  the  growth  and  prosperity  of  all 
its  parts. 

While  the  country  has  not  yet  reached  complete  unity  of  feeling  and 
reciprocal  confidence  between  the  communities  so  lately  and  so  seriously 
estranged,  I  feel  an  absolute  assurance  that  the  tendencies  are  in  that 
direction,  and  witli  increasing  force.  Tlie  power  of  public  opinion  will 
override  all  p<ihtical  prejudices  and  all  sectional  or  State  attachments  in 
demanding  that  all  over  our  wide  territor>^  the  name  and  character  of 
citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  mean  one  and  the  same  thing  aud  carry 
with  them  unchallenged  security  and  respect. 

Our  relations  ^nth  other  countries  continue  peaceful.  Our  neutrality 
in  contests  between  foreign  powers  has  been  maintained  and  respected. 

The  Universal  Exposition  held  at  Paris  during  the  past  summer  has 
been  attended  by  large  numbers  of  our  citizens.  The  brief  period  allowed 
for  the  preparation  and  arrangement  of  the  contributions  of  our  citizens 
to  this  great  exposition  was  well  employed  in  energetic  and  judicious 
efforts  to  overcome  this  disadvantage.  These  efforts,  led  and  directed 
by  the  commissi  oner- general,  were  remarkably  successful,  and  the  exhi- 
bition of  the  products  of  American  industry  was  creditable  and  gratifynng 
in  scope  and  character.  The  reixjrts  of  the  United  States  commission- 
ers, giving  its  results  in  detail,  will  be  duly  laid  before  you.  Our  partici- 
pation in  this  international  competition  for  the  favor  and  the  trade  of 
the  world  may  be  expected  to  produce  useful  and  importaiit  results^-in 
promoting  intercourse,  friendship,  and  commerce  with  other  nations. 

In  accordance  with  the  pro\45ions  of  the  act  of  February  28,  1878, 
three  commissioners  were  appointed  to  an  international  conference  on 
the  subject  of  adopting  a  common  ratio  between  gold  and  silver,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  internationally  the  use  of  bimetallic  money  aud 
securing  fixity  of  relative  value  bet%veen  those  metals. 

Inntations  w^ere  addressed  to  the  various  governments  which  had 
expressed  a  willingness  to  participate  in  its  deliberations.  The  confer- 
ence held  its  meetings  in  Paris  in  August  last.  The  report  of  the  com- 
missioners, he  rem  th  submitted,  will  show  its  results.  No  common  ratio 
between  gold  aud  silver  could  be  agreed  upon  by  the  conference.  The 
general  conclusion  was  reached  that  it  is  necessar}^  to  maintain  in  the 
world  the  monetary  functions  of  silver  as  well  as  of  gold,  leaving  the 
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selection  of  the  use  of  one  or  the  other  of  these  two  metals,  or  of  both, 
to  be  made  by  each  state. 

Congress  having  appropriated  at  its  last  session  the  sum  of  $5,500,000 
to  pay  the  award  of  tlie  joint  commission  at  Halifax,  if,  after  correspond* 
ence  with  the  British  Government  on  the  subject  of  the  conformity  of 
the  award  to  the  requirements  of  the  treaty  and  to  the  tenns  of  the  ques- 
tion thereby  submitted  to  the  commission,  the  President  shall  deem  it 
bis  duty  to  make  the  payment,  communications  upon  these  points  were 
addressed  to  the  British  Go\^ernment  through  the  legation  of  the  United 
States  at  London.  Failing  to  obtain  the  concurrence  of  the  British  Gov- 
ernment in  the  \aews  of  this  Government  respecting  the  awards  I  have 
deemed  it  my  duty  to  tender  the  sum  named  witliin  the  year  fixed  b%^ 
the  treaty,  accompanied  by  a  notice  of  the  grounds  of  the  payment  and 
a  protest  against  any  other  construction  of  the  same.  The  correspond- 
ence uf>on  this  subject  will  Ije  laid  liefore  you. 

The  Spanish  Government  has  officially  announced  the  termination  of 
the  insmrection  in  Cuba  and  the  restoration  of  peace  throughout  that 
island.  Confident  expectations  are  expressed  of  a  revival  of  trade  and 
prosperity,  which  it  is  earnestly  hoped  may  prove  well  founded.  Nu- 
merous claims  of  American  citizens  for  relief  for  injuries  or  restoration 
of  property  have  been  among  the  incidents  of  tlie  long-continued  hos- 
tilities. Some  of  these  claims  are  in  process  of  adjustment  by  Spain, 
and  the  others  are  promised  early  and  careful  consideration. 

The  treaty  made  with  Italy  in  regard  to  reciprocal  consular  privileges 
has  been  duly  ratified  and  proclaimed. 

No  questions  of  grave  importance  have  arisen  wdth  any  other  of  the 
European  powers. 

The  Japanese  Government  has  been  desirous  of  a  re\nsion  of  such 
parts  of  its  treaties  with  foreign  powers  as  relate  to  commerce,  and  it 
is  understood  has  addressed  to  each  of  the  treaty  powers  a  request  to 
open  negotiations  with  that  view\  The  United  States  Government  has 
been  inclined  to  regard  the  matter  favorably.  Whatever  restrictions 
upon  trade  with  Japan  are  found  injurious  to  that  people  can  not  but 
affect  injuriously  nations  holding  commercial  intercourse  with  them. 
Japan,  after  a  long  period  of  seclusion,  has  within  the  past  few^  years 
made  rapid  strides  in  the  path  of  enlightenment  and  progress,  and,  not 
unreasonably,,  is  looking  forward  to  the  time  when  her  relations  with  the 
nations  of  Europe  and  America  shall  be  assimilated  to  those  which  they 
hold  with  each  other.  A  treaty  looking  to  this  end  has  been  made, 
w^hich  will  be  snbmittecl  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate, 

After  an  interval  of  several  years  the  Chinese  Government  has  again 
sent  envoys  to  the  United  States.  They  have  been  received,  and  a  per- 
manent legation  is  now  established  here  by  that  Government,  It  is  not 
doubted  that  this  step  will  be  of  adx^antage  to  both  nations  in  promoting 
friendly  relations  and  removing  causes  of  difference. 
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The  treaty  with  the  Sainoaii  Islands,  having  heeo  duly  ratified  and 
accepted  on  the  part  of  both  Govenitnents,  is  now  in  operation,  and  a 
survey  and  soundings  of  the  harlx>r  of  Pago- Pago  have  been  made  by 
a  naval  vessel  of  the  United  States,  with  a  view  of  its  occupation  as  a 
naval  station  if  found  desirable  to  tlie  sen'ice. 

Since  the  resumption  of  diplomatic  relations  with  Mexico  correspond- 
ence has  been  opened  and  still  continues  l^etween  the  two  Governments 
upon  the  various  questions  %vhich  at  one  time  seemed  to  endanger  their 
relations.  While  no  formal  agreement  has  lx;en  reached  as  to  the  trou- 
bles on  the  border^  much  has  bec^n  done  to  repress  and  diminish  them. 
The  elTc^tive  force  of  United  vStates  troops  on  the  Rio  Grandt,  by  a 
strict  and  faithful  comphance  with  instructions,  has  done  much  to  re- 
move the  sources  of  dispute,  and  it  is  now  understood  that  a  like  force 
of  Mexican  troops  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  is  also  making  an  ener- 
getic movement  against  the  marauding  Indian  tribes.  This  Government 
looks  with  the  greatest  satisfaction  upon  every  evidence  of  strength  in 
the  national  authority  of  Mexico,  and  upon  every  effort  put  forth  to  pre- 
vent or  to  pimish  incursions  upon  our  territor^^  Reluctant  to  assume 
any  action  or  attitude  in  the  control  of  these  incursions  by  military 
movements  across  the  border  not  imperatively  demanded  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  lives  and  property  of  our  own  citizens,  I  shall  take  the 
earliest  opportunity  consistent  with  the  proper  discharge  of  this  plain 
duty  to  recognize  the  ability  of  the  Mexican  Government  to  restrain 
effectively  \'iolations  of  our  territory.  It  is  proposed  to  hold  next  year 
an  international  exhibition  in  Mexico,  and  it  is  Ijelieved  that  the  dis- 
play of  the  agricultural  and  manufacturing  products  of  the  two  nations 
will  tend  to  l^etter  understanding  and  increased  commercial  intercourse 
between  their  people. 

With  Brazil  and  the  Republics  of  Central  and  South  America  some 
steps  have  been  taken  toward  the  development  of  closer  commercial  in- 
tercourse. Diplomatic  relations  have  been  resumed  with  Colombia  and 
with  Boli\na.  A  boundar>^  question  between  the  Argentine  Republic 
and  Paraguay  has  been  submitted  by  those  Governments  for  arbitration 
to  the  President  of  the  Unitt^d  States,  and  I  have,  after  careful  examina- 
tion, given  a  decision  upon  it. 

A  naval  expedition  up  the  Amazon  and  Madeira  rivers  has  brought 
hack  information  valual>le  Ix^th  for  scientific  and  commercial  purposes. 
A  like  expedition  is  aljfjut  visiting  the  coast  of  Africa  and  the  Indian 
Ocean.  The  reports  of  diplomatic  and  consular  officers  in  relation  to 
the  development  of  our  foreign  commerce  have  furnished  many  facts 
that  have  proved  of  public  interest  and  have  stimulated  to  practical 
exertion  the  enterprise  of  our  people. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  furnishes  a  detailed  state- 
ment  of  the  operations  of  that  Department  of  the  Government  and  of 
the  condition  of  the  pubUc  finances, 
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The  ordinal^'  revenues  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1 8 78,  were  $257,763,878,70;  the  ordinary  expenditures  for  the  same 
period  were  $236,964,326.80,  leaving  a  surplus  revenue  for  the  year  of 
$20^799^551.90.  The  receipts  for  the  present  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30, 
1879,  actual  and  estimated,  are  as  follows:  Actual  receipts  for  the  first 
quarter,  commencing  July  r,  1878,  $73,389,743*43;  estimated  receipts  for 
the  remaining  three  quarters  of  the  year,  $191,110,256.57;  total  receipts 
for  the  current  fiscal  year,  actual  and  estimated,  $264,500,000.  The 
expenditures  for  the  same  period  will  l>e,  actual  and  estimated,  as  fol- 
lows: For  the  quarter  commencing  July  i,  1878,  actual  expenditures^ 
$73»344»573-*7J  ^^^^1  for  the  remaining  three  quarters  of  the  year  the 
expenditures  are  estimated  at  $166, 755, 426. 73 » making  the  total  expend* 
itures  $240,100,000,  and  leaving  an  estimated  surplus  revenue  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1879,  of  $24,400,000.  The  total  receipts  during 
the  next  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30, 1880,  estimated  according  to  exist- 
ing laws,  will  l>e  $264,500,000,  and  the  estimated  ordinary  exi^)endi- 
tures  for  the  same  period  will  be  $236,320,412.68,  leaving  a  surplus  of 
$28,179,587.32  for  that  year. 

In  the  foregoing  statements  of  expenditures,  actual  and  estimated,  no 
amount  is  allowed  for  the  sinking  fund  provided  for  by  the  act  approved 
Februar>^  25,  1862,  which  requires  that  i  per  cent  of  the  entire  debt  of 
the  United  States  shall  l)e  purchased  or  paid  within  each  fiscal  year,  to 
be  set  apart  as  a  sinking  fund.  There  has  been,  however,  a  substantial 
compliance  with  the  conditions  of  the  law\  By  its  terms  the  public  debt 
should  have  been  reduced  l>et%veen  1862  and  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
year  $518,361,806.28;  the  actual  reduction  of  the  ascertained  debt  in 
that  period  has  been  $720,644,739.61,  being  in  excess  of  the  reduction 
required  by  the  sinking  fund  act  $202,282,933.33. 

The  amount  of  the  public  debt,  less  cash  in  the  Treasur>',  November  i, 
1878,  was  $2,024,200,083.18,3  reduction  since  the  same  date  last  yeav 
of  $23,150,617.39. 

The  progress  made  during  the  last  year  in  refunding  the  public  debt 
at  lower  rates  of  interest  is  very  gratifying.  The  amount  of  4  per  cent 
Ijonds  sold  during  the  present  year  prior  to  November  23,  1878,  is 
$100,270,900,  and  6  per  cent  bonds,  commonly  known  as  five- twenties, 
to  an  equal  amount,  have  been  or  will  be  redeemed  as  calls  mature. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  place  the  4  per  cent  bonds 
wnthin  easy  reach  of  ever>^  citizen  who  desires  to  invest  his  savings, 
whether  small  or  great,  in  these  securities.  The  Secretary  of  the  Trea**- 
ury  recommends  that  the  law  be  so  modified  that  small  sums  may  be 
invested,  and  that  through  the  post-offices  or  other  agents  of  the  Gov- 
ernment  the  freest  opportunity  may  be  given  in  all  parts  of  the  country 
for  such  investments. 

The  best  mode  suggested  is  that  the  Department  l>e  authorized  to 
issue  certificates  of  deposit,  of  the  denomination  of  $10,  bearing  interest 
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at  the  rate  of  3.65  per  cent  per  annum  aud  convertible  at  any  time 
within  one  year  after  their  issue  into  the  4  per  cent  bonds  authorized  by 
the  refunding^  act,  and  to  be  issued  only  in  exchange  for  United  States 
notes  sent  to  the  Treasury  by  mail  or  otherwise.  Such  a  pro\ision  of 
law,  supported  b>'  suitable  regulations,  would  enable  any  person  readily ^ 
without  cost  or  risk,  to  convert  his  mone>'  into  an  interest -bearing  secu- 
rit>'  of  the  United  States,  and  the  money  so  received  could  be  appUed  to 
the  redemption  of  6  per  cent  bonds. 

The  coinage  of  gold  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $52,798,980, 
The  coinage  of  silver  dollars  under  the  act  passed  Februar>^  28,  1878, 
amounted  on  the  23d  of  November,  1878,  to  $19,814,550,  of  w^hich  amount 
$4,984,947  are  in  circulation,  and  the  Ixtlance,  $14,829,603,  is  still  in  the 
possession  of  the  Government. 

With  \dews  unchanged  with  regard  to  the  act  under  which  the  coinage 
of  silver  proceeds,  it  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Secretary  faithfully  to 
execute  the  law  and  to  afford  a  fair  trial  to  the  measure. 

In  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  country  I  am  persuaded  that 
the  welfare  of  legitimate  business  and  industry  of  every  description  wdll 
he  best  promoted  by  abstaining  from  all  attempts  to  make  radical  changes 
in  the  existing  financial  legislation.  Let  it  be  understood  that  during 
the  coming  year  the  business  of  the  country  will  be  undisturbed  by  gov* 
enimental  interference  with  the  laws  affecting  it,  and  we  may  confidently 
expect  that  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,  which  will  take  place  at 
the  apiKjinted  time,  will  be  successfully  and  easily  maintained,  and  that  it 
will  be  followed  by  a  healthful  and  enduring  revival  of  business  prosperity. 

Let  the  healing  influence  of  time,  the  inherent  energies  of  our  people, 
and  the  fKJundless  resources  of  our  country  have  a  fair  opportunity,  and 
relief  from  present  difficulties  will  surely  fol1ow\ 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  shows  that  the  Army  has  been 
well  and  economically  supplied;  that  our  small  force  has  been  actively 
employed  and  has  faithfully  performed  all  the  servdce  required  of  it. 
The  morale  of  the  Army  has  improved  and  the  number  of  desertions 
has  materially  decreased  during  the  year. 

The  Secretary  recommends— 

1.  That  a  pension  be  granted  to  the  widow  of  the  late  Lieutenant 
Henry  H.  Benner,  Eighteenth  Infantry,  w^ho  lost  his  life  by  yellow^  fever 
while  in  command  of  the  steamer/.  Af.  Chambers,  sent  with  supplies  for 
the  relief  of  sufferers  in  the  South  from  that  disease. 

2.  The  establishment  of  the  annuity  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  the  heirs 
of  deceased  officers,  as  suggested  by  the  Paymaster- General, 

3.  The  adoption  by  Congress  of  a  plan  for  the  publication  of  the  rec- 
ords of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  now  being  prepared  for  that  purpose. 

4.  The  increase  of  the  extra  per  diem  of  soldier  teachers  employed  in 
post  schools,  and  liberal  appropriations  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for 
schools  and  libraries  at  the  different  posts. 
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^.  The  repeal  or  amendment  of  tlie  act  of  June  i8,  1878,  forbidding 
the  use  of  the  Army  "as  2.  posse  €omiiaius,Qi  otlien\*isei  for  the  purpose  of 
executing  the  laws,  except  in  such  cases  and  under  such  circumstances 
as  such  employment  of  said  force  may  be  expressly  authorized  by  the 
Constitution  or  by  act  of  Congress.  * ' 

6.  The  passage  of  a  joint  resohition  of  Congress  legahzing  the  issues 
of  rations,  tents,  and  medicines  which  were  made  for  the  relief  of  sufferers 
from  yellow"  fever, 

7,  That  pro%"isiou  be  made  for  the  erection  of  a  fireproof  building  for 
the  preserv^ation  of  certain  valuable  records,  now  constantly  exposed  to 
destruction  by  fire* 

These  recommendations  are  all  commended  to  your  favorable  consider- 
ation. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar>-  of  the  Navy  shows  that  the  Navy  has  im- 
proved during  the  last  fiscal  year.  Work  has  been  done  on  seventy-five 
vessels,  ten  of  \^hich  have  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  made  ready 
for  sea*  Two  others  are  in  rapid  progress  toward  completion.  The 
total  expenditures  of  the  year,  including  the  amount  appropriated  for 
the  deficiencies  of  the  previous  year,  were  $17,468,392.65.  The  actual 
expenses  chargeable  to  the  year,  exclusive  of  these  deficiencies,  were 
$i3j3o6,9I4.09,  or  $767,199, 18  less  tlian  those  of  the  prenous  year,  and 
$4,928,677.74  less  than  the  expenses  including  the  deficiencies.  The 
estimates  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1880,  are  $14,562,381.45, 
exceeding  the  appropriations  of  the  present  year  only  $33,949.75,  %vhich 
excess  is  occasioned  by  the  demands  of  the  Naval  Academy  and  the 
Marine  Corps,  as  explained  in  the  Secretar>''s  report.  The  appropria- 
tions for  the  present  fiscal  year  are  $14,528,431.70,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Secretary,  will  be  ample  for  all  the  current  exjx?nses  of  the  Depart- 
ment during  the  year.  The  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury  from  July 
I  to  November  i,  1878,  is  $4,740,544.14,  of  which  $70,980.75  has  been 
refunded,  leaving  as  the  expenditure  for  that  period  $4,669,563.39,  or 
$520^899.24  less  than  the  corresponding  period  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

The  report  of  the  Post  master- General  embraces  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  operations  of  the  Post-Office  Department.  The  expenditures  of  that 
Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1878,  were  $34,165,084.49. 
The  receipts,  including  sales  of  stamps,  money-order  business,  and  official 
stamps,  W'cre  $29,277,516.95.  The  sum  of  $290,436.90,  included  in  the 
foregoing  statement  of  expendittires,  is  chargeable  to  preceding  years,  so 
that  the  actual  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1878,  are 
$33,874,647.59.  The  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury  on  appropria- 
tions, in  addition  to  the  revenues  of  the  Department,  was  $5,307,652.82. 
The  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1880,  are  estimated 
^t  $36,571,900  and  the  receipts  from  all  sources  at  $30,664,023.90,  leav- 
ing a  deficiency  to  be  appropriated  out  of  the  Treastn^^  of  $5,907,876*10, 
The  report  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  compensation  of  postmasters 
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and  of  railroads  for  carr>dng  the  mail  is  regulated  by  law,  and  tliat  the 
failure  of  CongTess  to  appropriate  the  amounts  required  for  these  pur- 
poses does  not  relieve  the  Govenimeut  of  responsibility,  but  necessa- 
rily increases  the  deficiency  bills  which  Congress  will  tje  called  upon  to 
pass. 

In  providing  for  the  postal  service  the  following  questions  are  pre- 
sented: Should  Congress  annually  appropriate  a  sum  fur  its  expenses 
largely  in  excess  of  its  revenues,  or  should  such  rates  of  postage  be  estab- 
lished as  %vill  make  the  Department  self-sustaining?  Should  the  postal 
ser\''ice  be  reduced  by  excluding  from  the  mails  matter  which  does  not 
pay  its  way?  Should  the  number  of  post  routes  be  diminished?  Should 
other  methods  be  adopted  which  will  increase  the  revenues  or  diminish 
the  expenses  of  the  postal  service? 

The  International  Postal  Congress  which  met  at  Paris  May  i,  1878,  and 
continued  in  session  until  June  4  of  the  same  year,  was  composed  of  dele- 
gates from  nearly  all  the  civilized  countries  of  the  world.  It  adopted  a 
new  convention  (to  take  the  place  of  the  treaty  concluded  at  Berne  Octo- 
ber 9,  1874),  which  goes  into  effect  on  the  1st  of  April,  1879,  between  the 
countries  whose  delegates  have  signed  it.  It  was  ratified  and  approved, 
by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  President,  August  13.  1878.  A  synopsis  of 
tins  Uni%'ersal  Postal  Convention  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Post- 
niaster*General,  and  the  full  text  in  the  appendix  thereto.  In  its  origin 
the  Postal  Union  comprised  twenty- three  conn  tries,  liaving  a  population 
of  350,000,000  people.  On  the  ist  of  April  next  it  will  comprise  forty- 
three  cotintries  and  colonies,  with  a  population  of  more  than  650,000,000 
people,  and  will  soon,  by  the  accession  of  the  few  remaining  countries  and 
colonies  which  maintain  organized  postal  ser\dces,  constitute  in  fact  as 
well  as  in  name,  as  its  new  title  indicates,  a  universal  union,  regulat- 
ing; upon  a  iniiform  basis  of  cheap  fxistage  rates,  the  postal  intercourse 
between  all  civilized  nations. 

Some  embarrassment  has  arisen  out  of  the  conflict  between  the  cus- 
toms laws  of  this  ajutitry  and  the  provisions  of  the  Postal  Convention 
in  regard  to  the  transmission  of  foreign  bfjoks  and  newspapers  to  this 
country  by  mail.  It  is  hoped  that  Congress  will  be  able  to  devise  some 
means  of  reconciling  the  difficulties  which  have  thus  been  created,  so  as 
to  do  justice  to  all  parties  involved. 

The  business  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  courts  in  many  of  the 
circuits  Ims  increased  to  such  an  extent  during  the  past  year  that  addi- 
tional legislation  is  imperative  to  relieve  and  prevent  the  delay  of  jus- 
tice and  possible  oppression  to  suitors  which  is  thus  occasioned.  The 
encuml>ered  condition  of  these  dtH:kets  is  presented  anew  in  the  report  of 
the  Attorney- General,  and  the  remedy  suggested  is  earnestly  urged  for 
Congressional  action.  The  creation  of  additional  circuit  judges^  as  pro- 
posed, would  afford  a  complete  remedy,  and  would  involve  an  expense, 
at  the  present  rate  of  salaries,  of  not  more  than  $60,000  a  year. 
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The  annual  reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Indian  Affairs  present  an  elaborate  account  of  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  Indian  tril>es  and  of  that  branch  of  the  public  servnce  which 
ministers  to  their  interests.  While  the  conduct  of  the  Indians  generally 
has  been  orderly  and  their  relations  with  their  neighbors  friendly  andf 
peaceable,  two  local  disturbances  have  occurred,  which  were  deplorable  in 
their  character,  but  remained,  happily,  confiued  to  a  comparatively  small 
number  of  Indians.  The  discontent  among  the  Bannocks,  which  led  first 
to  some  acts  of  violence  on  the  part  of  some  members  of  the  tril>e  and 
finally  to  the  outbreak,  appears  to  have  been  caused  by  an  insufficiency 
of  food  on  the  reservation*  and  this  insufficiency  to  have  been  owing  to 
the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriations  made  by  Congress  to  the  wants 
of  the  Indians  at  a  time  when  the  Indians  were  prevented  from  supply- 
ing the  deficiency  by  hunting.  After  an  arduous  pursuit  by  the  troops 
of  the  United  States,  and  several  engagements,  the  hostile  Indiaus  were 
reduced  to  subjection,  and  the  larger  part  of  them  surrendered  them* 
sel\^es  as  prisoners.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the 
recommendation  made  by  the  Secretar>^  of  the  Interior,  that  a  sufficient 
fund  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Executive,  to  be  used,  with  proper 
accountability,  at  discretion,  in  sudden  emergencies  of  the  Indian  ser\*ice. 

The  other  case  of  disturbance  was  that  of  a  band  of  Northeni  Chey- 
eunes,  who  suddenly  left  their  reser\'ation  in  the  Indian  Territory  and 
marched  rapidly  tlirough  the  States  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska  in  the  direc- 
tion of  their  old  hunting  grounds,  committing  murders  and  other  crimes 
on  their  way.  From  documents  accompanying  the  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  it  appears  that  this  disorderly  band  was  as  fully  supplied 
with  the  necessaries  of  life  as  the  4,700  other  Indians  who  remained 
quietly  on  the  resenr'ation,  and  that  the  disturbance  was  caused  by  men 
of  a  restless  and  mischievous  disposition  among  the  Indians  themselves. 
Almost  the  whole  of  this  band  have  surrendered  to  the  militar)^  authori- 
ties; and  it  is  a  gratifying  fact  that  when  some  of  them  had  taken  refuge 
in  the  camp  of  the  Red  Cloud  Sioux,  with  whom  they  had  been  in  friendly 
relations,  the  Sioux  held  them  as  prisoners  and  readily  gave  tliem  up  to 
the  officers  of  the  United  States,  thus  giving  new  proof  of  the  loyal  spirit 
which,  alarming  rumors  to  the  contrar>^  notwithstanding,  they  have  uni- 
formly shown  ever  since  the  wishes  they  expressed  at  the  council  of 
September,  1877,  had  been  complied  with. 

Both  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretar>'  of  War  unite  in 
the  recommendation  that  provision  l>e  made  by  Congress  for  the  organi- 
zation of  a  corps  of  mounted  ' '  Indian  auxiUaries, '  *  to  be  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  Army  and  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  Indians 
on  their  reser\'ations  and  preventing  or  repressing  disturbance  on  their 
part,  I  earnestly  concur  in  this  recommendation.  It  is  believed  that 
the  organization  of  such  a  body  of  ludian  cavalr>%  receidng  a  moder- 
ate pay  from  the  Government,  would  considerably  weaken  the  restless 


element  among^  the  Indians  by  withdrawing  from  it  a  number  of  young 
men  and  giving  them  congenial  employment  under  the  Government,  it 
being  a  matter  of  experience  that  Indians  in  our  service  almost  without 
exception  are  faitlxful  iu  the  performance  of  the  duties  assigned  to  them. 
Such  an  organization  would  materially  aid  the  Army  in  the  accomplish- 
ment of  a  task  for  w^hich  its  numerical  strength  is  sometimes  found 
insufficient. 

But  while  the  employment  of  force  for  the  prevention  or  repression 
of  Indian  trouliles  is  of  occasional  necessity,  and  wise  preparation  should 
be  made  to  that  end,  greater  reliance  must  l^e  placed  on  humane  and 
civilizing  agencies  for  the  ultimate  solution  of  what  is  called  the  Indian 
problem.  It  may  l)e  \^er>^  difficult  aud  require  nmch  patient  effort  to 
curb  the  unruly  spirit  of  the  savage  Indian  to  llie  restraints  of  civilized 
life,  but  exj>erience  shows  that  it  is  not  impossible.  Many  of  the  tribes 
which  are  now  quiet  and  orderly  and  self-snpix>rting  were  once  as  sav- 
age as  any  that  at  present  roam  over  the  plains  or  in  the  mountains  of 
the  far  West,  and  were  then  considered  inaccessible  to  civilizing  influ* 
ences.  It  may  l>e  impossible  to  raise  them  fully  up  to  tlie  level  of  the 
white  population  of  the  United  States;  but  we  should  not  forget  that 
they  are  the  aborigines  of  the  coimtr>\  and  caOed  the  soil  their  own  on 
which  our  people  have  grow^u  rich,  pow^erful,  and  happy.  We  owe  it  to 
them  as  a  moral  dut>^  to  help  them  in  attaining  at  least  that  degree  of 
civilization  which  they  may  be  able  to  reach.  It  is  not  only  our  duty, 
it  is  also  our  interest  to  do  so.  Indians  who  have  become  agriculturists 
or  herdsmen,  and  feel  an  interest  iu  proi>erty,  will  theuceforth  cease  to 
be  a  w^arlike  and  disturbing  element.  It  is  also  a  wel  bant  hen  tica  ted  fact 
that  Indians  are  apt  to  be  {>eaceable  and  quiet  when  their  children  are 
at  school,  and  I  am  gratified  to  know,  from  the  expressions  of  Indians 
themselves  and  from  many  concurring  reports,  that  there  is  a  steadily 
increasing  desire^  even  among  Indians  belonging  to  comparatively  wild 
tribes,  to  have  their  children  educated,  I  invite  attention  to  the  rejK)rts 
of  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Interior  and  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs 
touching  the  experiment  recently  inaugurated,  iu  taking  fifty  Indian 
children,  boys  and  girls^  from  different  tribes,  to  the  Hampton  Normal 
Agricultural  Institute  in  Virginia,  w^here  they  are  to  receive  an  elemen- 
tary English  education  and  training  in  agriculture  and  other  useful 
works»  to  l>e  returned  to  their  tribes,  after  the  completed  course,  as  in- 
terpreters, instructors,  and  examples.  It  is  reported  that  the  officer 
charged  with  the  selection  of  those  children  might  have  had  thousands 
of  young  Indians  sent  with  him  had  it  been  possible  to  make  provision 
for  them.  I  agree  with  the  Secretar>^  of  the  Interior  in  saying  that 
'*the  result  of  this  interesting  experiment,  if  favorable,  may  be  destined 
to  become  an  important  factor  in  the  advancement  of  civilization  among 
the  Indians.*' 

The  question  whether  a  change  in  the  control  of  the  Indian  service 
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should  be  made  was  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  referred  to  a  com« 
mittee  for  inquir>'  and  report.  Without  desiring  to  anticipate  that 
repi^rt,  I  venture  to  express  the  hoj^e  that  in  the  decision  of  so  important 
a  question  the  views  expressed  above  may  not  l>e  lost  sight  of,  and  that 
the  decision,  whatever  it  may  l>e.  will  arrest  further  agitation  of  this 
subject,  such  agitation  being  apt  to  produce  a  distiu^bing  eifect  upon  the 
service,  as  well  as  on  the  Indians  themselves. 

In  the  enrollment  of  the  bill  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil 
expenses,  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  that  portion  which  pro\dded 
for  the  continuation  of  the  Hot  Springs  Commission  was  omitted.  As 
the  commission  had  completed  the  work  of  taking  testimony  on  the  many 
conflicting  claims,  the  suspension  of  their  lalx>rs,  before  determining  the 
rights  of  claimants,  threatened  for  a  time  to  embarrass  the  interests,  not 
only  of  the  Government,  but  also  of  a  large  numl^er  of  the  citizens  of 
Hot  Springs,  who  were  w^aiting  for  final  action  on  their  claims  l>efore 
beginning  contemplated  improvements.  In  order  to  prevent  serious 
difficulties,  which  were  apprehended,  and  at  the  solicitation  of  many 
leading  citizens  of  Hot  Springs  and  others  interested  in  the  welfare  of 
the  town,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  was  authorized  to  request  the 
late  commissioners  to  take  charge  of  the  records  of  their  proceedings 
and  to  perform  such  work  as  could  properly  Ije  done  by  them  under 
such  circumstances  to  facilitate  the  future  adjudiciition  of  the  claims  at  an 
early  day  and  to  preser\'e  the  status  of  the  claimants  until  their  rights 
should  be  finally  determined.  The  late  commissioners  complied  with 
that  request,  and  report  that  the  testimony  in  all  the  cases  has  been 
written  out,  examined,  briefed,  and  so  arranged  as  to  facilitate  an  early 
settlement  when  authorized  by  law.  It  is  recommended  that  the  requi- 
site authority  be  given  at  as  early  a  day  in  tlie  session  as  possible,  and 
that  a  fair  compensation  he  allowed  the  late  commissioners  for  the  ex- 
pense incurred  and  the  labor  performed  by  them  since  the  25th  of  June 
last, 

I  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Secretarj^  of  the  Interior  with  regard  to  the  preser\^ation  of  the  timber 
on  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States.  The  protection  of  the  public 
property  is  one  of  the  first  duties  of  the  Government.  The  Department 
of  the  Interior  should  therefore  be  enabled  by  sufficient  appropriations 
to  enforce  the  laws  in  that  respect.  But  this  matter  appears  still  more 
important  as  a  question  of  public  economy.  The  rapid  destruction  of 
our  forests  is  an  evil  fraught  with  the  gravest  consequences,  especially 
in  the  mountainous  districts,  where  the  rocky  slopes,  once  denuded  of 
their  trees,  will  remain  so  forever.  There  the  injury »  once  done,  can  not 
be  repaired.  I  fully  concur  with  the  Secretan,^  of  the  Interior  in  the 
opinion  that  for  this  reason  legislation  touching  the  puhhc  timlier  in 
the  mountainous  States  and  Territories  of  the  West  should  be  especially 
well  considered,  and  that  existing  laws  in  which  the  destruction  of  the

forests  is  not  sufficiently  guarded  against  slioukl  be  speedily  modified. 
A  general  law  conceniing  this  important  subject  appears  to  rae  to  Ije  a 
matter  of  urgent  public  necessity. 

From  the  orgauization  of  the  Government  the  importance  of  encour- 
aging by  all  possible  means  the  increase  of  our  agricultural  productions 
has  l)€cn  acknowledged  and  urged  upon  the  attention  of  Congress  and 
the  XHH^ple  as  the  surest  and  readiest  means  of  increasing  our  substantial 
and  enduring  prosperity. 

The  words  of  Washington  are  as  applicable  to-day  as  when^  in  his 
eighth  annual  message,  he  said: 

It  will  not  be  douhterl  that,  with  reference  either  to  individua]  or  national  welfare, 
agriculture  is  of  primary  importance.  In  proportion  as  nations  advance  in  popula- 
tion and  other  circumstances  of  maturity  this  truth  becomes  more  apparent,  and 
renders  the  cuUivation  of  the  soil  more  and  more  an  object  of  public  j>atronage. 
Institutions  for  promoting  it  grow  up^  supported  by  the  public  purse;  and  to  what 
object  can  it  l>e  dedicated  with  j^reater  propriety?  Among  the  means  which  have 
been  employed  to  this  end  none  have  t>een  attended  witli  greater  success  than  the 
estAblishment  of  boards  (composed  of  proper  characters)  charged  witli  collecting 
and  diffusing  infoniiation,  and  enabled  by  premiums  and  small  pecuniary  aids  to 
encourage  and  assist  a  spirit  of  discovery  and  improvement.  This  species  of  estab- 
lishment contributes  doubly  to  the  increase  of  improvement,  by  stimulating  to  enter- 
prise and  experiment,  and  by  drawing  to  a. common  center  the  results  everywhere  of 
individual  skill  and  obser\''ation  and  spreading  them  thence  over  tlie  whole  nation. 
Experience  accordingly  hath  shewn  that  they  are  very  cheap  instruments  of  immense 
national  benefits. 

The  preponderance  of  the  agricultural  over  any  other  interest  in  the 
United  States  entitles  it  to  all  the  consideration  claimed  for  it  byWa.sli- 
ington.  About  one-half  of  the  population  of  the  United  States  is  en- 
gaged in  agriculture.  The  value  of  the  agricultural  products  of  the 
United  States  for  the  year  1S78  is  estimated  at  $3,000, 000 » 000.  The 
exports  of  agricultural  products  for  the  year  1S77,  as  appears  from 
the  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  were  $524,ooc\ooo.  The  great 
extent  of  our  country,  with  its  diversity  of  soil  and  climate,  enables  us 
to  produce  wdtliiu  our  own  borders  and  by  otir  own  labor  not  only  the 
Becessaries,  but  most  of  the  Itixuries,  that  are  consumed  in  civilized  coun- 
tries. Yet,  notwithstanding  onr  advantages  of  soil,  climate,  and  inter- 
commtmication,  it  appears  from  the  statistical  statements  in  the  report  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculttire  that  we  import  amnially  from  foreign 
lands  many  millions  of  dollars  worth  of  agricultural  products  which 
could  be  raised  in  our  own  cotuitry. 

Numerous  questions  arise  in  the  practice  of  advanced  agriculture  which 
can  only  be  answ^ered  by  experiments,  often  costly  and  sometimes  f rait- 
less,  w  hich  are  l»eyond  the  means  of  private  individtials  and  are  a  just 
and  proper  charge  on  the  whole  nation  for  the  benefit  of  the  nation.  It 
is  good  policy,  especially  in  times  of  depression  and  uncertainty  in  other 
business  pursuits,  with  a  vast  area  of  uncultivated,  and  hence  unproduc- 
tive, territory,  wisely  opened  to  homestead  settlemeuti  to  cucourage  by

The  external  commerce  of  the  United  States  has  for  many  years  been 
the  subject  of  solicitude  Ijecause  of  the  outward  drain  of  the  precious 
metals  it  has  caused.  For  fully  twenty  years  previous  to  1S77  the  ship* 
ment  of  gold  was  constant  and  hea\^^^ — so  heav^)^  during  the  entire  period 
of  the  suspension  of  specie  payments  as  to  preclude  the  hope  of  resump- 
tion safely  during  its  continuance.  In  1S76,  however,  vigorous  efforts 
were  made  by  enterprising  citizens  of  the  cotintry.  and  have  since  been 
continued,  to  extend  our  general  commerce  with  foreign  lands,  especially 
in  manufactured  articles,  and  these  efforts  have  been  attended  with  very 
marked  success. 

The  inqx>rtation  of  maiuifactnred  goods  was  at  the  same  time  reduced 
in  an  equal  degree,  and  the  result  has  been  an  extraordinary  reversal  of 
the  conditions  so  long  prevailing  and  a  complete  cessation  of  the  outward 
drain  of  gold.  The  official  statement  of  the  values  represented  in  foreign 
commerce  will  show  the  unprecedented  magnitude  to  which  the  move- 
ment has  attained,  and  the  protection  thus  secured  to  the  public  interests 
at  the  time  when  conunercial  security  lias  become  indispensable* 

The  agencies  through  which  tliis  change  has  been  effected  must  be 
maintained  and  strengthened  if  the  future  is  to  be  made  secure.  A 
return  toexcessi%^e  imports  or  to  a  material  decline  in  export  trade  would 
render  possible  a  return  to  the  fonner  condition  of  adverse  balances,  with 
the  inevitable  outward  drain  of  gold  as  a  necessar>^  consequence.  Every 
element  of  aid  to  the  intnxluction  of  the  products  of  our  soil  and  manu- 
factures into  new  nmrkets  should  be  made  available.  At  present  such  is 
tlie  favor  in  which  many  of  the  products  of  the  United  States  are  held 
that  they  obtain  a  renumerative  distribution,  notwithstanding  positive 
differences  of  cost  resulting  from  our  defective  shipping  and  the  im|>er- 
fection  of  our  arrangements  in  every  respect,  in  comparison  with  those  of 
our  competitors,  for  conducting  trade  with  foreign  markets. 

If  we  have  equal  commercial  facilities,  we  need  not  fear  competition 
an>^vhere. 

The  laws  have  now  directed  a  resumption  of  financial  equality  with 
other  nations,  and  have  ordered  a  return  to  the  basis  of  coin  values.  It 
is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  commercial  condition  now  fortu- 
nately attained  shall  l^e  made  permanent,  and  that  our  rapidly  increasing 
export  trade  shall  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  for  want  of  the  ordinary  means 
of  communication  with  other  countries. 

The  accompanying  re|x>rts  contain  a  valuable  and  instructive  sum- 
mar>^  of  information  with  respect  to  our  commercial  interests  in  South 
America,  %vhere  an  inviting  field  for  the  enterprise  of  our  people  is  pre- 
sented. They  are  transmitted  with  the  assurance  that  any  measures  that 
may  be  enacted  in  furtherance  of  these  important  interests  will  meet

In  addition  thereto  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  observ^ations: 

The  custom-house  in  New  York  collects  more  than  tw^o-thirds  of  all 
the  customs  revenues  of  tlie  Government,  Its  administration  is  a  matter 
not  of  local  interest  merely,  but  is  of  great  importance  to  the  people  of 
the  whole  country.  For  a  long  period  of  time  it  has  been  used  to  man- 
age and  control  political  affairs. 

The  officers  suspended  by  me  are  and  for  several  years  have  been 
engaged  in  the  active  personal  management  of  the  party  politics  of  the 
city  and  State  of  New  York.  The  duties  of  the  offices  held  by  them 
have  been  regarded  as  of  subordinate  importance  to  their  partisan  work. 
Their  offices  have  been  conducted  as  part  of  the  political  machinery 
under  their  control.  They  have  made  the  custom-house  a  center  of 
partisan  political  management.  The  custom-house  should  h^  a  business 
office.  It  should  be  conducted  on  business  principles.  General  James, 
the  postmaster  of  New  York  City,  writing  on  this  subject,  says: 

The  post-office  is  a  business  institution,  and  should  be  run  as  such.  It  is  my 
deliberate  judgment  that  I  and  my  subordinates  can  do  more  for  the  party  of  our 
choice  by  giving  the  f>eople  of  this  city  a  good  and  efficient  postal  service  than  by 
controlhng  primaries  or  dicLiting  nominations. 

The  New  York  custom-house  should  be  placed  on  the  same  footing 
with  the  New  York  post-office.  But  under  the  suspendefl  officers  the 
custom-house  would  be  one  of  the  principal  political  agencies  in  the  State 

«  Relating  to  lite  claim  of  John  C.  Landrcau  agalaBt  the  Covemtaetit  of  Peru. 
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of  New  York,  To  change  tliis,  they  profess  to  believe,  would  be,  in  the 
language  of  Mr.  Cornell  in  his  response,  *'to  surrender  their  personal 
and  political  rights.'* 

Convinced  that  the  people  of  New  York  and  of  the  country  generally 
wish  the  New  York  cnstom-house  to  be  administered  solely  with  a  view 
to  the  public  interest,  it  is  mj^  purpose  to  do  all  in  my  power  to  intro- 
duce into  this  great  office  the  reforms  which  the  countn'^  desires. 

With  my  information  of  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  with  a  deep  sense  of 
the  responsible  obligation  imposed  upon  me  by  the  Constitution  * '  to  take 
care  that  the  laws  lie  faithfully  executed/'  I  regard  it  as  my  plain  duty 
to  suspend  the  ofhcers  in  question  and  to  make  the  nominations  now 
before  the  Senate,  in  order  that  this  important  office  may  be  honestly

I  have  received  from  the  United  States  Centennial  Commission  their 
final  report,  presenting  a  full  exhibit  of  the  result  of  the  Ignited  States 
Centennial  Celebration  and  Exhibition  of  1H76,  as  required  by  the  act  of 
June  1, 1872. 

In  transmitting  this  report  for  the  consideration  of  Congress,  I  express, 
I  believe,  the  general  judgment  of  the  countr>-,  as  well  as  my  own,  in 
assigning  to  this  exhibition  a  measure  of  success  gratifying  to  the  pride 
and  patriotism  of  our  people  and  full  of  promise  to  the  great  industrial  and 
commercial  interests  of  the  nation.  The  ver>^  ample  and  generous  con- 
tributions which  the  foreign  nations  made  to  the  splendor  and  usefulness 
of  the  exhilntion  and  the  cordiality  with  which  their  representatives  took 
part  in  our  national  commemoration  deserve  our  profound  acknowledg- 
ments. At  this  close  of  the  great  sendees  rendered  by  the  United  States 
Centennial  Commission  and  the  Centennial  board  of  finance,  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  commend  to  your  attention  and  that  of  the  people  of 
the  whole  country  the  lalx>rious,  faithful,  and  prosperous  performances 
of  their  duties  which  have  marked  the  administration  of  their  respective 
trusts.

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resolved  to  renew,  in  a  manner  clear  and  positive,  by  means  of  a  treaty  or 
general  convention  of  |>eace,  amilj",  and  commerce,  the  rules  which  shall 
in  future  be  mutually  observed  in  the  intercourse  of  their  respective  conn- 
tries/*  and  proceeds  in  its  thirty  articles  to  lay  out  a  careful  and  compre- 
hensive system  for  the  commercial  relations  of  our  people  with  China. 
The  main  substance  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  treaty  is  to  define  and 
secure  the  rights  of  our  people  in  respect  of  access  to,  residence  and  pro- 
tection in,  and  trade  with  China.  The  actual  provisions  in  our  favor  in 
these  respects  were  framed  to  be,  and  have  been  found  to  be,  adequate 
and  appropriate  to  the  interests  of  our  commerce;  and  by  the  concluding 
article  we  receive  the  important  guaranty  that — 

Should  at  any  time  the  Ta  Tsing  Empire  ^rant  to  any  nation,  or  the  nicrchants  or 
citizens  of  any  nation »  any  right,  privilege^  or  fa vor^  connected  either  with  naviga- 
tion, commerce,  political  or  other  intercourse*  which  is  not  conferred  by  this  treaty, 
snch  right,  privilege,  and  favor  shall  nt  once  freely  innre  to  the  benefit  of  the  United 
Stales,  its  public  oflicers,  merchants,  and  citizens. 

Against  this  body  of  stipulations  in  our  favor  and  this  permanent 
engagement  of  equality  in  respect  of  all  future  concessions  to  foreign 
nations  the  general  promise  of  permanent  peace  and  good  offices  on  our 
part  seems  to  Ije  the  only  equivalent.  For  this  the  first  article  under- 
takes as  follows: 

There  shall  be,  as  there  have  always  lieen,  peace  and  friendship  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  Ta  Tsing  FCnipire,  and  lietween  their  j>eople  respectively. 
They  shall  not  insult  or  oppress  each  other  for  any  trithng  cause,  so  as  to  produce  an 
estrangement  between  them;  and  if  any  other  nation  should  act  unjustly  or  oppn^s- 
sively^  the  United  States  will  exert  their  good  offices,  on  being  informed  of  the  case^ 
to  bring  about  an  amicable  arrangement  of  the  question,  thus  showing  their  friendly 
feelings. 

At  the  date  of  the  negotiation  of  this  treaty  our  Pacific  possessions 
had  attracted  a  considerable  Chinese  emigration,  and  the  advantages 
and  the  inconveniences  felt  or  feared  therefrom  had  become  more  or  less 
manifest;  but  they  dictated  no  stipulations  on  the  subject  to  Ije  incor- 
p<jrated  in  the  treaty.  The  year  1868  was  marked  by  the  striking  event 
of  a  s|x>ntaneous  embassy  from  the  Chinese  Empire,  headed  by  an  Amer- 
ican citizen,  Anson  Burlingame,  who  had  relinquished  his  diplomatic 
representation  of  his  own  country  in  China  to  assume  that  of  the  Chinese 
Empire  to  the  United  States  and  the  EurojK^an  nations.  By  this  time 
the  facts  of  the  Chinese  immigration  and  its  nature  and  influences,  pres- 
ent and  prospective,  had  become  more  noticeable  and  were  more  obser\^ed 
by  the  population  innncdiately  alTected  and  by  this  Government.  The 
principal  feature  of  the  Burlingame  treaty  %vas  its  attention  to  and  its 
treatment  of  the  Chinese  immigration  and  the  Chinese  as  forming,  or  as 
they  should  form,  a  jmrt  of  our  population.  Up  to  this  time  our  uncove' 
nanted  hospitality  to  immigration,  our  fearless  liberality  of  citizenship, 
our  er^ual  and  comprehensive  justice  to  all  inhabitants,  wltether  they 
abjured  theu:  foreign    nationality  or  not,  our  civil   freedom,  and  our 
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religious  toleration  had  made  ail  comers  welcome,  and  under  these  pro* 
tec t ions  the  Chinese  in  considerable  uumljers  had  made  their  lodgment 
upon  our  soil. 

The  Biirhiig^ame  treaty  undertakes  to  deal  with  this  situation,  and  its 
fifth  and  sixth  articles  embrace  its  most  im|Kjrtant  provisions  in  this 
regard  and  the  main  stipulations  in  which  the  Chinese  Government  has 
secured  au  obUgatory  protection  of  its  subjects  within  our  territory. 
They  read  as  follows: 

Art.  V.  Till'  t 'iiiled  States  of  America  and  the  Emi>eror  of  China  cordially  recog-- 
nize  tlie  inherent  and  inalienablt^  right  of  man  to  change  his  home  and  .illegiauce. 
and  alsio  the  nnitual  advanUige  of  the  frt-e  ini^ijration  and  emigration  of  their  citi- 
zens and  siibjectii  respectively  from  the  one  country  to  the  other  for  purposes  of 
curiosity,  of  trade,  or  as  permanent  residents.  The  high  contracting  parties  there- 
fore join  ill  reprobating  any  other  thau  an  entirely  voluntary  emigration  for  these 
purpojies.  They  consequently  agree  to  pass  laws  making  it  a  penal  offense  for  a 
citizen  of  the  Unite<l  Stale,^  or  Chinese  suhjcK!ts  to  talce  Chinese  subjects  either  to 
the  United  States  or  to  any  other  foreign  country',  or  for  a  Chinese  subject  or  citi* 
zen  of  the  United  States  to  take  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  China  or  to  any 
other  foreign  country,  without  their  free  ami  vohmtary  consent,  respectively. 

Art.  VI.  Citizens  of  the  United  States  visiting  or  residing  in  China  shall  enjoy 
tlie  same  privileges,  immunities,  or  exemptions  in  respect  to  travel  or  residence  as 
may  there  be  enjoyefl  by  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favoretl  nation » and, 
reciprocally^  Chinese  subjects  %dsiting  or  residing  in  the  United  States  shall  enjoy 
the  same  privileges,  immunities,  and  exemptions  in  resj>ect  to  travel  or  residence 
as  may  there  be  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nation. 
But  nothing  herein  contained  shall  l>e  held  to  confer  iiaturalization  upon  citizens 
of  the  United  States  in  China,  nor  upon  the  subjects  of  China  in  the  United  States. 

An  examination  of  these  two  articles  in  the  light  of  the  experience 
then  inflnenlial  in  snt;(gesting  their  * 'necessity"  will  show^  that  the  fifth 
article  was  f ranted  in  hostility  to  wiiat  seemed  the  principal  mischief  to 
be  guarded  against,  to  wit,  the  introduction  of  Chinese  labf>rers  by  meth- 
ods which  should  have  the  character  of  a  forced  and  ser\'ile  inip>ortation, 
and  not  of  a  voluntary  emigration  of  freemen  seeking  otir  shores  upon 
motives  and  in  a  manner  consonant  with  the  sy.steni  of  our  institutions 
and  appro\'ed  by  the  experience  of  the  nation.  Unquestionalily  the  ad- 
liesion  of  the  Government  of  China  to  these  liberal  principles  of  freedom 
in  emigration,  with  which  we  were  so  familiar  and  with  which  we  were 
so  well  satisfied,  was  a  great  advance  toward  opening  that  Empire  to  our 
civihzation  and  religion,  and  gave  promise  in  the  future  of  greater  and 
greater  practical  results  in  the  diffusion  throughout  that  great  popula- 
tion of  our  arts  and  industries,  our  manufactures,  our  material  improve- 
ments, and  the  sentiments  of  government  and  religion  which  seem  to  us 
so  important  to  the  welfare  of  mankind.  The  first  clause  of  tliis  article 
secures  this  acceptance  by  China  of  the  American  doctrines  of  free  migra- 
tion to  and  fro  among  the  peoples  and  races  of  the  earth. 

The  second  clause,  however,  in  its  reprobation  of  "any  other  than 
au  entirely  voluntary  emigration ' '  by  both  the  high  contracting  parties, 
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and  in  the  reciprocal  obligations  whereby  we  secured  the  solemn  and 
unqualified  engagement  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  China  **to 
pass  laws  making  it  a  penal  offense  for  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  or 
Chinese  subjects  to  take  Chinese  subjects  either  to  the  United  States 
or  to  any  other  foreign  country  without  their  free  and  volnntar>'  con- 
sent/* constitutes  the  great  force  and  value  of  this  article.  Its  impor- 
tance iKjth  in  principle  and  in  its  practical  ser\nce  toward  our  protection 
against  serv^ile  importation  in  tlie  guise  of  immigration  can  not  be  over- 
estimated. It  comnuts  the  Chinese  Gov^ertiment  to  active  and  efiEcient 
measures  to  suppress  this  initiuitous  system,  where  those  measures  are 
most  necessary  and  can  be  most  effectuaL  It  gives  to  this  Government 
the  footing  of  a  treaty  right  to  such  measures  and  the  means  and  oppor- 
tunity of  insisting  uix>n  their  adoption  and  of  complaint  and  resentment 
at  their  neglect.  The  fifth  article,  therefore,  if  it  fall  short  of  what  the 
pressure  of  the  later  experience  of  oiu"  Pacific  States  may  urge  upon 
the  attention  of  this  Government  as  essential  to  the  public  welfare,  seems 
to  be  in  the  right  direction  and  to  contain  important  advantages  which 
once  relinquished  can  not  l>e  easily  recoA^ered. 

The  second  topic  w^hich  interested  the  two  Go^'emments  tmder  the 
actual  condition  of  things  which  prompted  the  Burlinganie  treaty  was 
adequate  protection,  under  the  solemn  and  definite  guaranties  of  a  treaty, 
of  the  Chinese  already  in  this  country  and  those  w^ho  should  seek  our 
shores.  This  was  the  object,  and  fonns  the  subject  of  the  sixth  article,  by 
whose  reciprocal  engagement  the  citizens  antl  subjects  of  tlie  two  Gov- 
ernments, respectively,  visiting  or  residing  in  the  country  of  the  other 
are  secured  the  same  privileges,  imnuuiities,  or  exemptions  there  enjoyed 
by  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nations.  Tlie  treat>^  of 
1858,  tO'whicl:  these  articles  are  made  supplementah  provides  for  a  great 
amount  of  f>rivilege  and  protection,  both  of  jierson  and  property,  to  Ameri- 
can citizens  in  China,  but  it  is  upon  this  sixth  article  that  the  main  Ixidy 
of  the  treaty  rights  and  securities  of  the  Chinese  already  in  this  country 
depends.  Its  abrogation,  were  the  rest  of  the  treaty  left  in  force,  woidd 
leave  them  to  such  treatment  as  wc  should  vokintarily  accord  them  by  our 
laws  and  customs.  Any  treaty  obligation  would  l>e  wanting  to  restrain 
our  Hberty  of  action  toward  them,  or  to  measure  or  sustain  the  right  of 
the  Chinese  Government  to  complaint  or  redress  \x\  their  behalf. 

The  lapse  often  years  since  tlie  negotiation  of  the  Burlingame  treaty 
has  exhil>ited  to  the  notice  of  the  Chinese  Government,  as  well  as  to  our 
own  people,  the  working  of  this  experiment  of  immigration  in  great  num- 
bers of  Chinese  lalxjrers  to  this  coimtry,  and  their  maintenance  here  of 
all  the  traits  of  race,  religion,  manners,  and  customs,  hal>itations,  mode 
of  life,  segregation  here,  and  the  keeping  up  of  the  ties  of  their  original 
home,  which  stamp  them  as  strangers  and  sojourners,  and  not  as  incor- 
porated elements  of  our  national  life  and  growth.  This  experience  may 
naturally  suggest  the  reconsideration  of  the  subject  as  dealt  wnth  by  the 
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Burlinganie  treaty,  and  ma}-  properly  become  the  occasion  of  more  direct 
and  circumspect  recognition,  in  renewed  negotiations,  of  the  difficulties 
surrounding  this  political  and  social  probletn.  It  may  well  t>e  that,  to 
the  apprehension  of  the  Chinese  Government  no  less  than  our  owti,  the 
simple  provisions  of  the  BurUngame  treaty  may  need  to  be  replaced 
by  more  careful  methods,  securing  the  Chinese  and  ourselves  against  a 
larger  and  more  rapid  iufusion  of  this  foreign  race  than  our  system  of 
industry  and  society  can  take  up  and  assimilate  with  ease  and  safety. 
This  ancient  Goveniment,  ruling  a  polite  and  sensitive  people,  distin- 
guished by  a  high  sense  of  national  pride,  may  properly  desire  an  adjust- 
ment of  their  relations  w^ith  us  which  would  in  all  things  confirm  and  in 
no  degree  endanger  the  permanent  peace  and  amity  and  the  growing 
commerce  and  prosperity  which  it  has  been  the  object  and  the  effect  of 
our  existing  treaties  to  cherish  and  perp>etuate. 

I  regard  the  very  grave  discontents  of  the  people  of  the  Pacific  States 
with  the  present  working  of  the  Chinese  immigration,  and  their  still 
graver  apprehensions  therefrom  in  the  future,  as  deservdng  the  most 
serious  attention  of  the  people  of  the  whole  country  and  a  solicitous 
interest  on  the  part  of  Congress  ami  the  Executive.  If  this  were  not 
my  own  judgment,  the  passage  of  this  bill  by  both  Houses  of  Congress 
would  impress  upon  me  the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  when  a  major- 
ity of  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  the  W'hole  couutr}^  had  thought 
fit  to  justify  so  serious  a  measure  of  relief. 

The  authority  of  Congress  to  terminate  a  treaty  with  a  foreign  power 
by  expressing  the  will  of  the  nation  no  longer  to  adhere  to  it  is  as  free 
from  controvers\'  under  our  Constitution  as  is  the  further  proposition 
that  the  power  of  making  new  treaties  or  modifying  existing  treaties  is 
not  lodged  by  the  Constitution  in  Congress,  but  in  the  President,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  as  shown  by  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  that  body.  A  dennncialion  of  a  treaty  by  an\^  goveni- 
ment is  confessedly  justifiable  only  upon  some  reason  both  of  the  high- 
est justice  and  of  the  highest  necessity.  The  action  of  Congress  in  the 
matter  of  the  French  treaties  in  1798,  if  it  be  regarded  as  an  abrogatioa 
by  this  nation  of  a  subsisting  treaty,  strongly  illustrates  the  character 
and  degree  of  justification  which  was  then  thought  suitable  to  such  a 
proceeding.     The  preamble  of  the  act  recites  that  the — 

Treaties  concluded  between  tlie  United  Suites  and  France  have  been  repeatedly 
violated  on  the  part  of  the  French  Government,  and  the  Just  claims  of  the  United 
States  for  rcpamtion  of  the  injuries  so  cotumitte*!  have  been  refused^  and  their 
allenipts  to  negotiate  \\n  aniicahle  adjustment  of  all  complaints  between  the  two 
nations  have  been  repelled  with  indignity. 

And  that— 

Under  autliority  of  the  French  Government  there  is  yet  pursued  against  the  United 
States  a  system  of  predator^'  violence,  infracting  the  said  treaties  and  hostile  to  the 
rights  of  a  free  and  independent  nation. 

The  enactment,  as  a  logical  consequence  of  these  recited  facts,  declares — 

That  the  United  States  are  of  right  freed  and  exonerated  from  the  stipulations  of 

the  treaties  and  of  the  consular  convention  heretofore  concluded  between  the  United 
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States  and  France,  and  that  the  same  shall  not  henceforth  t>e  regarded  as  legally 
obligatory  on  the  Government  or  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

The  histor>^  of  the  Govern ment  shows  no  other  instance  of  an  abroga- 
tion of  a  treaty  by  Congress. 

Instances  have  sometimes  occurred  where  the  ordinary"  legislation  of 
Congress  has,  by  its  conflict  with  some  treaty  obligation  of  the  Govern- 
ment toward  a  foreign  pt^wer,  taken  effect  a.s  an  hijradion  of  the  treaty, 
and  been  judicially  declared  to  be  operative  to  that  result;  but  neither 
such  legislation  nor  such  judicial  sanction  of  the  same  has  been  regarded 
as  an  abrogaiioii,^\^\\  for  the  mument,  of  the  treaty.  On  the  contrary, 
the  treaty  in  such  case  still  subsists  between  the  governments,  and  the 
casual  infraction  is  repaired  by  appropriate  satisfaction  in  maintenance 
of  the  treaty. 

The  bill  Ix^fore  me  does  not  enjoin  \\\yQ^\\  the  President  the  abrogation 
of  the  entire  Burlingame  treaty,  much  less  of  the  principal  treaty  of  which 
it  is  made  the  supplement,  hs  the  power  of  modifying  an  existing 
treaty,  whether  by  adding  or  striking  out  provisions,  is  a  part  of  the 
treaty-making  power  under  the  Constitution,  its  exercise  is  not  com- 
petent for  Congress,  nor  w^ould  the  assent  of  China  to  this  partial  abro- 
gation of  the  treaty  make  the  action  of  Congress  in  thus  procuring  an 
amendment  of  a  treaty  a  competent  exercise  of  authority  under  the  Con- 
stitution. The  importance,  however,  of  this  special  a:)nsideration  seems 
superseded  by  the  principle  that  a  denunciation  of  a  part  of  a  treaty  not 
made  by  the  terms  of  the  treaty  itself  separable  from  the  rest  is  a  denun- 
ciation of  the  whole  treaty.  As  the  other  high  contracting  party  has 
entered  into  no  treat)'  obligations  except  such  as  include  the  part  de- 
nounced, the  denunciation  by  one  party  of  the  part  necessaril>'  liberates 
the  other  party  from  the  whole  treaty* 

I  am  convinced  that,  whatever  urgency  might  in  any  quarter  or  by  any 
interest  be  supposed  to  require  an  instant  suppression  of  further  immi- 
gration from  China,  no  reas^ins  can  require  the  immediate  withdrawal  of 
our  treaty  protection  of  the  Chinese  already  in  this  country,  and  no  cir- 
cumstances can  tolerate  an  exposure  of  our  citizens  in  China,  merchants 
or  missionaries,  to  the  consequences  of  so  sudden  an  abrogation  of  their 
treaty  protection.  Fortunately,  however,  the  actual  recession  in  the 
flow  of  the  emigration  from  China  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  shown  by  trust- 
worthy statistics,  reliev^es  us  from  any  apprehension  that  tlie  treatment  of 
the  subject  in  the  proper  cotirse  of  diplomatic  negotiations  will  introduce 
any  new  feattires  of  discontent  or  disturbauce  among  tlie  communities 
directly  affected.  Were  such  delay  fraught  with  more  inconveniences 
than  have  ever  been  suggested  by  the  interests  most  earnest  in  promot- 
ing this  legislation,  I  can  not  but  regard  the  summary  disturbance  of 
our  existing  treaties  with  China  as  greatly  more  inconvenient  to  much 
wider  and  more  permanent  interests  of  the  country. 

I  have  no  occasion  to  insist  npcni  the  more  general  considerations  of  in- 
terest and  dnty  which  sacredly  guard  the  faith  of  the  nation,  in  whatever 
form  of  obligation  it  may  have  been  given.     These  sentiments  animate 
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the  deliberations  of  Congress  and  pervade  the  minds  of  our  whole  people. 
Our  history  gives  little  occasion  for  any  reproach  in  this  regard;  and  in 
asking  the  renewed  attention  of  Congress  to  this  bill  I  am  persuaded 
that  their  action  will  maintain  the  public  duty  and  the  public  honor.

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America 
a  proclamation. 

Whereas  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Forty-fifth  Congress  without 
making  the  usual  and  necessar\'  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  execu- 
tive, and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1880,  and  without  making  the  usual  and  necessary  appropria- 
tions for  the  support  of  the  Army  for  the  same  fiscal  year,  presents  an 
extraordinary  occasion  requiring  the  President  to  exercise  the  power 
vested  in  him  by  the  Constitution  to  convene  the  Houses  of  Congress  in 
anticipation  of  the  day  fixed  by  law  for  their  next  meeting: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do,  by  virtue  of  the  power  to  this  end  in  me  vested  by  the  Constitution, 
convene  both  Houses  of  Congress  to  assemble  at  their  respective  cham- 
bers at  12  o'clock  noon  on  Tuesday,  the  i8th  day  of  March  instant,  then 
and  there  to  consider  and  determine  such  measures  as  in  their  wisdom 
their  duty  and  the  welfare  of  the  people  may  seem  to  demand. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  aflfixed.

Regretting  the  existence  of  the  emergency  which  requires  a  special 
session  of  Congress  at  a  time  when  it  is  the  general  judgment  of  the 
country  that  the  public  welfare  w^ill  be  best  promoted  by  pennanency  in 
our  legislation  and  by  peace  and  rest,  I  commend  these  few  necessary 
measures  to  your  considerate  attention,

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the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  with  my  objections,* 
having  upon  its  reconsideration  by  that  body  failed  to  become  a  law%  I 
respectfnlly  call  your  attention  to  the  immediate  necessity  of  making 
some  adequate  provision  for  the  due  and  efficient  execution  by  the  mar- 
shals and  deputy  marshals  of  the  United  States  of  the  constant  and 
important  duties  enjoined  upon  them  by  the  existing  laws.  All  appro- 
priations to  pro\'ide  for  the  performance  of  these  indispensable  duties 
expire  to-day.  Under  the  laws  prohibiting  public  officers  from  involv- 
ing the  Government  in  contract  liabilities  l:>eyond  actual  appropriations, 
it  is  apparent  that  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  tlie  executive  department 
for  executing  the  laws  through  the  regular  ministerial  officers  wHll  after 
to-day  be  left  inadequate.  The  suspension  of  these  necessary  functions 
in  the  orderly  administration  of  the  first  duties  of  govennnent  for  the 
shortest  period  is  inconsistent  with  the  pubhc  interests,  and  at  any 
moment  may  prove  inconsistent  with  the  public  safety. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  look  without  grave  conceni  upon  a  state  of 
things  which  will  leave  the  public  serv^ice  thus  unprovided  for  and  the 
public  interests  tlius  unprotected,  and  I  earnestly  urge  upon  your  atten- 
tion the  necessity  of  making  innnediate  appropriations  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  service  of  the  marshals  and  depnty  marshals  for  the  fiscal 
year  which  commences  to-morrow\

Executive  Mansioist,  Apn'I  ^p,  iSyp, 
To  ike  House  of  Representatives: 

T  have  maturely  considered  the  important  questions  presented  by  the 
bill  entitled  ' '  An  act  making;  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  r88o,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  I 
now  return  it  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated, 
with  my  objections  to  its  approval. 

The  bill  provides  in  the  usual  form  for  the  appropriatious  required 

•Sec  pp. 545*547- 
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for  die  support  of  the  Army  during  the  next  fiscal  year.  If  it  contained 
no  other  provisions,  it  would  receive  my  prompt  approval.  It  includes, 
however,  further  legislation,  which,  attached,  as  it  is,  to  appropriatious 
which  are  requisite  for  the  efficient  performance  of  some  of  the  most 
necessary  duties  of  the  Government,  involves  questions  of  the  gravest 
character.  The  sixth  section  of  the  bill  is  anieudator>^  of  the  statute 
now  in  force  in  regard  to  the  authority  of  |iersons  in  the  q\y\\,  military, 
and  naval  ser\ice  of  the  United  States  *  *  at  the  place  where  any  general 
or  special  election  is  held  in  any  State/'  This  statute  was  adopted 
Febniary  2^,  1865,  after  a  protracted  debate  In  the  Senate,  and  ahtiost 
without  opposition  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  the  concurrent 
votes  of  Ixjth  of  the  leading  political  parties  of  the  collntr>^,  and  became 
a  law  by  the  approval  of  President  Lincoln.  It\vas  reenacted  iu  1S74  in 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  sections  2002  and  5528,  which 
are  as  follow^s: 

Sec  2002.  No  military  or  naval  officer^or  other  person  engaged  in  the  civil,  niili* 
tary,or  naval  sennce  of  the  Unitetl  Statuj*,  shall  ordtr,  bring,  keep,  or  have  under  his 
authority  or  control  any  troops  or  arnie<l  men  at  the  place  where  any  geneml  or  special 
election  is  held  in  any  State,  unless  it  be  necessary  to  repel  the  armed  enemies  of  the 
ITnited  States  or  to  keep  the  peace  at  the  jk)11s. 

Sec.  5528-  Every  officer  of  the  Army  or  Navy ,  or  other  person  in  Uie  civil,  militarj', 
or  naval  service  of  the  United  Slates,  who  orders,  brings,  keeps,  or  lias  under  his 
mithority  or  control  any  troops  or  armed  tiien  at  any  place  where  a  general  or  special 
election  is  held  in  any  State,  unless  sudi  force  be  necessary  to  repel  armed  enemies 
of  the  United  States  or  to  keep  the  peace  at  the  |k»11s,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
115,000  and  suffer  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  not  less  than  three  months  nor  more 
tlian  five  years. 

The  amendment  proposed  to  this  statute  in  tlie  bill  t>efore  me  omits  from 
both  of  the  foregoing  sections  the  words  "or  to  keep  the  jieaccat  the  polls.  ** 
The  effect  of  the  adoption  of  this  amendment  may  be  considered — 

First.  Upon  the  right  of  the  United  States  Government  to  use  military^ 
force  to  keep  the  peace  at, the  elections  for  Memljers  of  Congress;  and 

Second.  Upon  the  right  of  the  Government,  by  civil  authority,  to  pro- 
tect these  elections  from  \'iolence  and  fraud. 

In  addition  to  the  sections  of  the  statute  above  quoted,  the  following 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  use  of  the  military  power  at  the  elections 
are  now  in  force: 

Src.  2003.  No  officer  of  tlie  Army  or  Navy  of  t1)e  United  States  shall  prescribe  or 
fix,  or  attempt  to  prescril>c  or  fix,  by  proclamation,  order,  or  otherwise,  Uie  qualifi- 
cations of  voters  in  any  State,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  mth  the  freedom  of  any 
election  in  any  State,  or  with  the  exercise  of  the  free  right  of  suffrage  in  any  Stale. 

Sec.  5529.  Every  officer  or  other  person  in  the  military  or  naval  service  who^  by 
force,  threat,  intimidation,  order,  advice^  or  otherwise,  prevents^  or  attempts  to  pre* 
vent,  .iny  qualified  voter  of  any  State  from  freely  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage  at 
any  general  or  special  election  in  such  State  shall  be  fined  not  more  tlian  |5,ooo  and 
imprisoned  at  hard  Itilxsr  not  more  than  five  years. 

Skc-  5530.  Every  officer  of  die  Aniiy  or  Navy  who  prescribes  or  fixes,  or  attempts 
to  prescribe  or  fix,  whether  by  proclamation,  order,  or  otherwise,  the  qualifications  of 
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voters  at  any  election  in  any  State  shall  be  punished  ns  provided  in  the  preceding 
section. 

Sec*  5531.  B>ery  oflicer  or  other  person  in  the  military  or  naval  service  who,  by 
force,  threat,  intimidalioii,  order,  or  othen^  ise,  coniptfls,  or  attempts  to  conif>el,  any 
officer  holding  an  election  in  any  State  to  receive  a  vote  from  a  person  not  legally 
qualified  to  vote,  or  who  imposes,  or  attempts  to  impose,  any  regulations  for  conthict- 
ing  niny  general  or  special  election  in  a  St'itc  different  from  thof^e  prcscrilierl  l>3^  law, 
or  who  interferes  in  any  manner  with  any  oHTjcer  of  an  flection  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duty,  shall  l>e  punished  as  providevl  in  section  5529. 

Skc.  5532.  Every  jDcrson  convicted  of  any  of  the  ofFense-s  specified  in  the  five  preced- 
ing sections  shall,  in  addition  to  the  punishments  therein  severally' prescribed,  be  dis- 
qualified from  hohling  any  office  of  lionor»  profit,  or  trust  under  the  United  States;  but 
nolhing  in  tliose  sections  shall  be  construed  lo  prevent  any  officer,  soldier,  sailor,  or 
marine  from  exercising  the  right  of  suffrage  in  any  election  district  to  which  he  may 
belong,  if  otherwise  qualified  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which  he  offers  to 
vote. 

The  foregoing  eimctnients  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  to  prevent  tnili- 
tary  ijiterference  with  the  elections.  But  the  last  Congress,  to  remove 
all  apprehension  of  such  interference,  added  to  this  !>o<ly  of  law  section  15 
of  an  act  entitled  '*An  act  niaking  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the 
Army  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1879.  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  June  18,  1878,  which  is  as  follows: 

Skc.  15.  IVom  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  employ 
any  jjart  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  as  ^  posse  comifatus  or  otherwise,  for  the 
puqjose  of  execuliiig  the  laws,  except  iu  such  cases  and  imder  such  circumstances  as 
such  enipli>yment  of  siiid  force  may  l>e  expressly  authorized  by  the  Constitution  or 
by  act  of  Congress;  and  no  money  appropriated  by  tliis  act  shall  be  usetl  to  pay  any 
of  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  employment  of  any  troops  in  violation  of  this  sec- 
tif>n;  and  any  person  willfully  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  Ijcdeemefl 
guilty  of  a  mis<lemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not 
exceeding  |io,ooo  or  impristnnnent  not  exceeiliiig  tw^o  years,  or  by  Ixith  such  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

This  act  passed  the  Senate,  after  full  consideratii >ii ,  without  a  single 
vote  recorded  against  it  on  its  final  passage,  and,  by  a  majority  of  more 
than  two- thirds,  it  was  ct>ncurrcd  iu  by  the  House  of  Representativ^es. 

The  purpose  of  the  section  quoted  was  stated  in  the  Senate  by  one  of 
its  supporters  as  follows: 

Therefore  I  hope,  without  getting  into  any  controversy  about  the  past,  but  acting 
wisely  for  tlie  future,  that  we  shall  take  away  the  idea  that  the  Army  can  l)e  used  by 
a  general  or  special  deputy  marshal,  or  any  marshal,  merely  for  election  purposes,  as  a 
posse,  ordering  them  about  the  polls  or  ordering  them  an^^wherc  else,  when  there 
is  an  election  going  on,  to  prevent  disorders  or  to  suppress  disturbances  that  should 
be  suppressed  by  the  peace  officers  of  the  State;  or,  if  they  must  bring  others  to 
their  aid  they  should  sunmion  the  unorganized  citizens,  and  not  summon  the  officers 
and  men  of  the  Anny  as  sl  posse  fomilnius  to  quell  disorders,  and  thus  get  up  a  feel- 
i!ig  which  will  be  disiistrous  to  peace  among  the  people  of  the  country. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives  the  object  of  the  act  of  1878  was 
stated  by  the  gentleman  who  had  it  in  charge  iu  similar  terms.    He  said: 

But  these  arc;  all  minor  points  and  insignificant  questions  compared  with  the  great 
principle  which  was  incurporateii  by  the  House  in  the  bill  in  reference  to  the  use 
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of  the  Army  in  time  of  peace.  The  Senate  had  already  conceded  what  they  called 
and  what  we  might  accept  as  the  principle,  but  they  had  stricken  out  the  penalty, 
and  had  stricken  out  the  word  ^*  expressly,^^  so  that  the  Army  might  be  used  in  all 
cases  where  implied  authority  might  be  inferred.  The  House  committee  planted 
themselves  firmly  upon  the  doctrine  that  rather  than  yield  this  fundamental  princi- 
ple, for  which  for  three  years  this  House  had  struggled,  they  would  allow  the  bill  to 
fafl.  notwithstanding  the  reforms  which  we  had  secured,  regarding  these  reforms  as 
of  but  little  consequence  alongside  the  great  principle  that  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  in  time  of  peace,  should  be  under  the  control  of  Congress  and  obedient  to  its 
laws.  After  a  long  and  protracted  n^otiation.  the  Senate  committee  have  conceded 
that  principle  in  all  its  length  and  breadth,  including  the  penalty,  which  the  Senate 
had  stricken  out.  We  bring  yon  back,  therefore,  a  report,  with  the  alteration  of  a 
single  word,  which  the  lawyers  assure  me  is  proper  to  be  made,  restoring  to  this  bill 
the  principle  for  which  we  have  contended  so  long,  and  which  is  so  vital  to  secure  the 
rights  and  liberties  of  the  people. 

Thus  have  we  this  day  secured  to  the  people  of  this  country  the  same  great  pro- 
tection against  a  standing  army  which  cost  a  struggle  of  two  hundred  years  for  the 
Commons  of  England  to  secure  for  the  British  people. 

From  this  Wef  review  of  the  subject  it  sufficiently  appears  that  under 
existing  laws  there  can  be  no  military'  interference  with  the  elections. 
No  case  of  such  interference  has,  in  fact,  occurred  since  the  passage  of 
the  act  last  referred  to.  Xo  soldier  of  the  United  States  has  appeared 
under  orders  at  any  place  of  election  in  any  State.  Xo  complaint  even 
of  the  presence  of  United  States  troops  has  been  made  in  any  quarter. 
It  may  therefore  be  confidently  stated  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the 
enactment  of  section  6  of  the  bill  before  me  to  prevent  militar>-  inter- 
ference with  the  elections.  The  laws  already  in  force  are  all  that  is 
required  for  that  end. 

But  that  part  of  section  6  of  this  bill  which  is  significant  and  \4tally 
important  is  the  clause  which,  if  adopted,  will  deprive  the  dvil  authori- 
ties of  the  United  States  of  all  power  to  keep  the  peace  at  the  Congres- 
sional elections.  The  Congressional  elections  in  e\-er>*  district,  in  a  ver>' 
important  sense,  are  jitstly  a  matter  of  political  interest  and  concern 
throughout  the  whole  countr>\  Each  State,  ever>-  pohtical  part>%  is 
entitled  to  the  share  of  power  which  is  conferred  by  the  legal  and  consti- 
tutional sufPrage.  It  is  the  right  of  e\*er>'  citizen  possessing  the  qualifi- 
cations prescribed  by  law  to  cast  one  unintimidated  ballot  and  to  have 
his  ballot  honestly  counted.  So  long  as  the  exercise  of  this  power  and 
the  enjojTnent  of  this  right  are  common  and  equal,  practically  as  well  as 
formally,  submission  to  the  results  of  the  suffrage  will  be  accorded  loy- 
ally and  cheerfully,  and  all  the  departments  of  Go\~emnient  will  feel  the 
true  \ngor  of  the  popular  will  thus  expressed. 

Two  pro\4sions  of  the  Constitution  authorize  legislation  by  Congress 
for  the  r^ulatioo  c^  the  Congressional  elections. 

Section  4  of  Article  I  of  the  Constitution  declares — 

The  times,  places,  and  manner  erf  holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Rcprututa- 
tivn  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  kgislatore  thereof;  but  the  Coqgreai 
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may  at  any  time,  t»y  law,  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  olaces  of 
cboosing  Senators. 

The  fifteenth  amendment  of  the  Constittition  is  as  follows: 

Sec.  t.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shall  not  be  denied  or 
abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on  account  of  race»  color,  or  previous 
condition  of  servitude. 

Sec.  2.  The  Cougreiss  shall  have  power  to  enforce  tliis  article  by  appropriate  legis* 
lation. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  this  amendment  invests  the  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  with  a  new  constitutional  right  which  is  wnthin 
the  protecting  power  of  Congress.  That  right  the  court  declares  to  be 
exemption  from  discrimination  in  the  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise 
on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  senntude.  The  power 
of  Congress  to  protect  this  right  by  appropriate  legislation  is  expressly 
aflimietl  by  the  court. 

National  legislation  to  provide  safeguards  for  free  and  honest  elections 
is  necessar>',  as  experience  has  shown,  not  only  to  secure  the  right  to  \'ote 
to  the  enfranchised  race  at  the  Stnith,  but  also  to  prevent  fraudulent 
voting  in  the  large  cities  of  the  North.  Congress  has  therefore  exercised 
the  power  conferred  by  the  Constitution,  and  lias  enacted  certain  laws  to 
prevent  discriminations  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition 
of  servitude,  and  to  punish  fraud » violence,  and  intimidation  at  Federal 
elections.  Attention  is  called  to  the  following  sections  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States,  viz: 

Section  2004,  which  guarantees  to  all  citizens  the  right  to  vote,  without 
distinction  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of  servitude. 

Sections  2005  and  2006,  which  guarantee  to  all  citizens  equal  opportu- 
nity, without  discrimination,  to  perfonn  all  the  acts  required  by  law  as  a 
prerequisite  or  qualification  for  voting. 

Section  2022,  which  authorizes  the  United  States  marshal  and  his  depu- 
ties to  keep  the  peace  and  preserve  order  at  the  Federal  elections. 

Section  2024,  which  expressly  authorizes  the  United  States  marshal 
and  his  deputies  to  summon  a  posse  com  Hat  us  whenever  they  or  any  of 
them  are  forcibly  resisted  in  the  execution  of  their  duties  luwler  the  law 
or  are  prevented  from  executing  such  duties  by  violence. 

Section  5522.  which  provides  for  the  punishment  of  the  crime  of  inter- 
fering %vitli  the  supennsors  of  elections  and  deputy  marshals  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties  at  the  elections  of  Representatives  in  Congress. 

These  are  some  of  the  laws  on  this  subject  which  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  executive  department  of  the  Government  to  enforce.  The  intent 
and  effect  of  the  sixth  section  of  this  bill  is  to  prolTibit  all  the  civil 
officers  of  tlie  United  States,  under  penalty  of  fine  and  inipristmment, 
from  employing  any  adequate  ci\il  force  for  this  purpose  at  the  place 
where  their  enforcement  is  most  necessary,  namely,  at  the  places  where 
the  Congressional  elections  are  hekL  Among  the  most  valuable  enact- 
ments to  w^hich  I  have  referred  are  those  which  protect  the  supervisors 
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of  Federal  elections  hi  the  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  polls.  If  the 
proposed  legislation  should  become  the  law,  there  will  be  no  power  vested 
in  any  officer  of  the  Government  to  prottct  from  ^noleiice  the  officers  of 
the  United  States  engaged  iti  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  Their  rights 
and  duties  under  the  law  will  remain,  but  the  National  Government 
will  l>e  pf-Hverless  to  enforce  its  own  statutes.  The  States  may  employ 
both  mihtary  and  civil  power  to  keep  the  peace  atid  to  euforce  the  laws 
at  State  elections.  It  is  now  proposed  to  deny  to  the  United  States 
even  the  necessar\'  civil  authority  to  protect  the  national  elections.  No 
sufficient  reason  has  been  given  for  this  discrimination  in  favor  of  the 
State  and  against  the  national  authority.  If  well-founded  objections 
exist  against  the  present  national  election  laws,  all  gocxl  citizens  should 
unite  in  theit  amendment.  The  laws  pro\nding  the  safeguards  of  the 
elections  should  be  impartial,  just,  and  efficient.  They  should,  if  pos- 
sible, l>e  so  nonpartisan  and  fair  in  their  oi-jeration  that  the  minority — 
the  party  out  of  power — will  have  no  just  grounds  to  complain.  The 
present  laws  have  in  practice  unquestionably  conduced  to  the  preven- 
tion of  fraud  and  violence  at  the  elections.  In  several  of  the  States 
meml>ers  of  different  |X)liiical  parties  have  applied  for  the  safeguards 
which  they  funnsh.  It  is  the  right  and  duty  of  the  National  Govern- 
ment  to  enact  and  enforce  laws  which  will  secure  free  and  fair  Congres- 
sional  elections.  The  laws  now  in  force  should  not  be  repealed  except 
in  connection  with  the  enactment  of  measures  which  will  better  accom- 
plish that  imixirtant  end.  Believing  that  section  r>  of  the  bill  l3efore  me 
will  weaken,  if  it  does  not  altogether  take  away,  the  power  of  the  National 
Government  to  protect  the  Federal  elections  by  the  ci\dl  authorities,  I  am 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  ought  not  to  receive  my  approval. 

This  section  is,  however,  not  presented  to  me  as  a  separate  and  inde* 
pendent  measure,  but  is,  as  has  been  stated,  attached  to  the  bill  making  the 
usual  annual  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army.  It  makes  a  vital 
change  in  the  election  laws  of  the  countr>',  which  is  in  no  way  connected 
with  the  tise  of  the  Army*  It  prohibits,  under  hea\n,'  penalties,  any  person 
engaged  ia  the  civil  service  of  the  ITnited  States  from  ha\nng  any  force  at 
Ihe  place  of  any  election,  prepared  to  preserve  order,  to  make  arrests,  to 
keep  the  jx^ace,  or  in  any  niarnier  to  enforce  the  laws.  This  is  altogether 
foreign  to  the  purpose  of  an  Army  appropriation  bill.  The  practice  of 
tacking  to  appropriation  bills  measures  not  pertinent  to  such  bills  did 
not  prevail  until  more  than  forty  years  after  the  adoption  of  the  Consti- 
tution. It  has  become  a  connnon  practice.  All  parties  when  in  power 
have  adopted  it.  Many  abuses  and  great  waste  of  public  money  have  in 
this  way  crept  into  appropriation  bills.  The  public  opinion  of  the  coun- 
tr>'  is  aj-^aitist  it.  The  States  which  have  recently  adopted  constitutions 
have  generally  pro\aded  a  remedy  for  the  evil  by  enacting  that  no  law 
shall  contain  more  than  one  subject,  which  shall  be  plainly  expressed 
in  its  title.     The  constitutions  of  more  than  half  of  the  States  contain 
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substantially  this  provision.  The  public  welfare  will  l>e  promoted  in 
many  ways  by  a  return  to  the  early  practice  of  the  Government  and  to 
the  true  principle  of  legislation,  which  requires  that  every  measure  shall 
stand  or  fall  according  to  its  own  merits.  If  it  were  underst^xxl  that  to 
attach  to  an  appropriation  bill  a  measure  irrelevant  to  the  general  object 
of  the  bill  would  imperil  and  probaljly  prevent  its  final  passage  and 
approval,  a  valuable  reform  in  the  parliamentary  practice  of  Congress 
would  be  accomplished.  The  best  justification  that  has  lx:en  offered  for 
attaching  irrelevant  riders  to  appropriation  bills  is  that  it  is  done  for  con- 
venience* sake,  to  facilitate  the  passage  of  measures  which  are  deemed 
expedient  by  all  the  branches  of  Government  which  participate  in  legis- 
latlon.  It  can  not  \y^  claimed  that  there  is  any  such  reason  for  attach- 
ing this  amendment  of  the  election  laws  to  the  Army  appropriation  bill. 
The  histor>'  of  the  measure  contradicts  this  assumption,  A  majority  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  last  Congress  was  in  favor  of  section 
6  of  this  bilL  It  was  known  that  a  majority  of  the  vSenate  was  opposed 
to  it,  and  that  as  a  separate  measure  it  could  not  l>e  adopted.  It  was 
attached  to  the  Army  appropriation  bill  to  compel  the  Senate  to  assent 
to  it.  It  was  plainly  announced  to  the  Senate  that  the  Army  appropria- 
tion bill  would  not  lie  allowed  to  pass  unless  the  proposed  amendments  of 
the  election  laws  were  adopted  with  it.  The  Senate  refused  to  assent 
to  the  bill  on  account  of  this  irrelevant  section.  Congress  thereupon 
adjourned  without  passing  an  appropriation  hill  for  the  Army,  and  the 
present  extra  session  of  the  Forty-sixth  Congress  became  necessary  to 
furnish  the  means  to  carr>'  on  the  Goveniment. 

The  ground  upon  which  the  action  of  the  House  of  Representatives  is 
defended  has  been  distinctly  stated  by  many  of  its  advocates.  A  week 
Ijefore  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  doctrine  in  question 
was  stated  hy  one  of  its  ablest  defenders  as  follows: 

It  ia  oiu"  duty  to  rtpeal  tliese  laws.  It  is  not  worth  while  to  attempt  the  rejjeal 
except  upon  an  appropriation  hiU.  The  Repnhlican  Senate  would  not  agree  to  nor 
the  Republican  President  sign  u  fjiJ!  for  such  repe^d.  Whatevt.T  objeetion  to  legisla- 
tion upon  appropriation  hillji  mjiy  be  made  in  ordinary'  cases  does  not  apply  where 
free  elections  and  the  liberty  of  the  citizens  fire  concerned.  *  ♦  *  We  Imve  the 
power  to  vote  money;  let  us  annex  conditionii  to  it,  and  insist  npon  the  redress  of 
grievances. 

By  another  ulstinguished  memfjer  of  the  House  it  was  said: 

The  right  of  tlie  Representatives  of  the  people  to  wnthhold  supplies  is  as  old  as 
English  liberty.  HLstor>'  records  numerous  instances  where  Oie  Commons,  feeling 
that  the  petjple  were  oppressed  by  laws  tlmt  the  Lords  would  not  consent  to  repeal 
by  the  ordinary  methods  of  legislation,  obtained  redress  at  last  by  refusing  appro- 
priations unless  accompanied  by  relief  measures. 

That  a  question  of  the  gravest  magnitude,  and  new  in  this  country, 
was  raised  by  this  course  of  proceeding,  was  fully  recognized  also  by  its 
defenders  in  the  Senate.     It  was  said  by  a  distinguished  Sctiator: 

Perhaps  no  greater  question,  in  the  form  we  arc  brought  to  consider  it,  was  ever 
considered  by  the  American  Congress  in  time  of  peace;  for  it  involves  not  merely 
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a  nomination  or  appointment  to  office,  tjr  that  a  decision  or  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Conrt  is  a  grievance,  and  that  the  ineasnre  of  redress  is 
to  withhold  the  appropriations  required  for  tlie  support  of  the  offending 
l>ranch  of  the  Government. 

BeUeving  that  this  hill  is  a  dangerous  i^aolation  of  the  spirit  and  mean- 
ing of  the  Coustitutiou,  I  am  compelled  to  return  it  to  the  House  in 
which  it  originated  without  my  approval.  The  qualified  negative  with 
which  the  Constitution  invests  the  President  is  a  trust  that  involves  a 
duty  which  he  can  not  decline  to  perform.  With  a  firm  and  conscien- 
tiotis  purpose  to  do  what  I  can  to  presence  unimpaired  the  constitutional 
ixiwers  and  equal  independence,  not  merely  of  tlie  Kxecutive,  but  of 
every  branch  of  the  Government,  which  will  l>e  imperiled  by  the  adop- 
tion of  the  principle  of  this  bill,  I  desire  earnestly  to  urge  upon  the  House 
of  Representatives  a  return  to  the  wise  and  wliolesome  usage  of  the 
earher  days  of  the  Republic,  which  excluded  from  appropriation  bills  all 
irrelevant  legislation.  By  this  course  you  will  inaugurate  an  important 
reform  in  the  method  of  Congressional  legislation;  your  action  will  he 
in  harmony  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
patriotic  sentiment  of  nationality  which  is  their  finn  support,  and  yon 
will  resltjre  to  the  country  tliat  feeling  of  confidence  and  security  and  the 
repose  which  are  so  essential  to  the  prosperity  of  all  of  our  fellow-citizens.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  prohibit 
military  interference  at  elections/'  I  return  it  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, in  which  it  originated,  wnth  the  following  objections  to  its 
approval: 

In  the  commmiicatiou  sent  to  the  House  of  Representatives  on  the 
29th  of  last  month,  returning  to  the  House  without  my  approval  the  bill 
entitled  **Au  act  making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1880, and  for  other  purposes/'  I  endeav- 
ored to  show,  by  quotations  from  the  statutes  of  the  United  States  now 
in  force  and  by  a  brief  statement  of  facts  in  regard  to  recent  elections  in 
the  several  Stales,  that  no  additional  legislation  was  necessary  to  pre- 
vent interference  with  the  elections  by  tlie  niilitar>^  or  uaval  forces  of 
the  United  States.  The  fact  was  presented  in  that  communication  that 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  of  June  18,  1878,  in  relation  to  the 
employment  of  the  Army  as  a  posse  comiiaius  or  otherwise,  it  was  main- 
tained by  its  friends  that  it  would  establish  a  vital  and  fundamental 
principle  which  would  secure  to  the  people  protection  against  a  standing 
army.  The  fact  w^as  also  referred  to  that  since  the  p>assage  of  this  act 
Congressionab  State,  and  nmnicipal  elections  have  been  held  throughout 
the  Union,  and  that  in  no  instance  has  complaint  been  made  of  the  pres- 
ence of  United  States  soldiers  at  the  polls. 
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Holding,  as  I  do,  the  ojnnion  that  any  military  interference  whatever 
at  the  j^xjlls  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  our  institntions  and  would  tend  to 
destroy  the  freedom  of  elections,  and  sincerely  desiring  to  concur  with 
Congress  in  all  of  its  measures,  it  is  with  very  g^reat  regret  that  I  am 
forced  to  the  conchision  that  the  bill  before  nie  is  not  only  unnecessary 
to  prevent  sncli  interference,  but  is  a  dangerous  departure  from  long- 
settled  and  iniiiortant  constitutional  principles. 

The  true  rule  as  to  the  employment  of  military  force  at  the  elections  is 
not  doubtfuh  No  iiitiniidatiou  or  coercion  should  be  allowed  to  control  or 
influence  citizens  in  the  exercise  of  their  right  to  vote,  whether  it  appears 
in  the  sha|)e  of  combinations  of  evibdis{X)sed  persons,  or  of  anued  IxKlies 
of  the  militia  of  a  State,  or  of  the  military  force  of  the  United  Stales. 

The  elections  should  be  free  from  all  forcible  interference,  and,  as  far 
as  practicable,  from  all  apprehensions  of  such  interference.  No  soldiers, 
either  of  the  Union  or  of  the  State  militia,  should  be  present  at  the  polls 
to  take  the  place  or  to  i>erform  the  duties  of  the  ordinary  civil  police 
force.  There  has  been  and  will  be  no  violation  of  this  rule  under  orders 
from  me  during  this  Administration;  but  there  should  be  no  denial  of 
the  right  of  the  National  Government  to  employ  its  military  force  on  any 
day  and  at  any  place  in  case  such  employment  is  necessary  to  enforce 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  bill  before  me  is  as  follows: 

Be  it  atacied,  eii\^  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  hriiig  to  or  employ  at  any  place 
where  a  general  or  special  election  is  being  held  in  a  State  any  part  of  the  Army  or 
^B,yy  of  the  United  States,  unless  such  force  be  nece*;sary  to  repel  the  armed  enemies 
of  the  United  States  or  to  enforce  section  4,  Article  IV,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  and  the  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  on  application  of  the  legisla- 
ture or  executive  of  the  State  where  such  force  is  to  be  usefl;  and  so  much  of  all 
laws  as  is  inconsistent  herewitli  is  hereby  repealed. 

It  will  be  ol>ser\^ed  that  the  bill  exempts  from  the  general  prohibition 
against  the  employment  of  military  force  at  the  polls  two  specified  cases. 
These  exceptions  recognise  and  concede  the  soundness  of  the  principle 
that  military  force  may  properh^  and  constitutionally  l)e  used  at  the  place 
of  elections  when  such  use  is  necessary  to  enforce  the  Constitution  and 
the  laws;  but  the  excepted  cases  leave  tlie  prohibition  so  extensive 
and  far-reaching  that  its  adoption  will  seriously  impair  the  efi&ciency  of 
the  executive  department  of  the  Government. 

The  first  aci  expressly  authorizing  the  use  of  military  power  to  exe- 
cute the  laws  was  passed  almost  as  early  as  the  organization  of  the 
Government  nnder  the  Constitution,  and  was  approved  by  President 
Washington  May  2,  1792.     It  is  as  follows: 

Shc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Tliat  whenever  t!ie  laws  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  opposed  or  the  execution  thereof  obstructed  in  any  State  by  combinations 
too  powerful  to  be  suppressed  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  or  by 
the  powers  vested  in  the  marshals  by  this  act,  the  same  being  notified  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  by  an  associate  justice  or  the  district  judge,  it  shall  be 
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laM-fiil  for  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  such  State 
to  suppress  such  combinations  and  to  cause  the  laws  to  be  <l«ly  executed.  And  if 
the  tnihtia  of  a  State  where  such  combination  may  happen  sliall  refuse  or  he  insuffi- 
cient to  svippress  the  same,  it  shall  Ije  lawful  for  the  PresidenU  if  the  Legislature  of 
the  United  States  be  not  in  session,  to  call  forth  and  eniplo^^  such  numbers  of  tlie 
militia  of  any  other  State  or  States  most  convenient  tliereto  as  may  lie  necessar\'; 
and  the  use  of  militia  so  to  be  calletl  forth  may  he  continued,  if  necessary,  until  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  after  the  commencenient  of  the  ensuing  session. 

In  1795  this  provision  was  substantially  reenacted  in  a  law  which 
repealed  the  act  of  1792.  In  1807  the  following  act  became  the  law 
by  the  approval  of  President  Jefferson: 

That  in  all  cases  of  insurrection  or  obstruction  to  the  laws,  either  of  tlie  Unite*! 
Suites  or  of  any  individuLil  State  or  Territon.'.  where  it  is  lawful  for  the  President  of 
lliL'  Unite*!  States  to  call  forth  the  militia  for  tlir  purpise  of  suppressing  such  iiisTU"* 
rection  or  of  causing  th  ^  laws  to  be  duly  executed,  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  him  to  em- 
ploy for  the  same  purposes  such  part  of  tlie  laud  or  naval  fofce  of  the  United  States 
as  sha!l  be  judged  necessary^  having  first  obser\'ed  all  the  prerequisites  of  the  law  in 
that  respect. 

By  this  act  it  will  be  seen  that  the  scope  of  the  law  of  1795  was 
extended  so  as  to  authorize  the  National  Govemnient  to  use  not  only 
the  militia,  but  the  Anuy  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  iu  * '  causing  the 
laws  to  lie  duly  executed, '  ^ 

The  important  pro\dsion  of  the  acts  of  1792, 1795,  and  1807,  modified 
iu  its  tenus  frcjm  time  to  time  to  adapt  it  to  the  existing  emergency, 
remained  in  force  until,  b}^  an  act  approved  by  President  Lincoln  July 
29,  1861,  it  was  reenacted  substantially  in  the  same  language  iu  which 
it  is  now  found  in  the  Revised  Statutes,  viz: 

Skc-  5298,  Wlienever,  by  reason  of  unlawful  obstructions,  combinations,  or  assem- 
blages of  persons,  or  rehelhon  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  Unitetl 
States,  it  shall  become  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  enforce 
by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within 
any  State  or  Territory,  it  shall  l)e  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  fortli  the  militia 
f»f  any  or  all  the  States  and  to  employ  such  parts  of  the  land  and  na\*al  forces  of 
the  United  States  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  enforce  tlie  faithfiil  execution  of  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  to  suppress  such  rebelHon,  in  whatever  State  or  Terri- 
l<iry  thereof  the  laws  of  the  United  States  may  be  forcibly  opposed  or  the  execution 
thereof  forcibly  obstructed  . 

This  ancient  and  fundamental  law  has  been  in  force  from  the  founda- 
tion of  the  Government.  It  is  now  proposed  to  abrogate  it  on  certain 
days  and  at  certain  places.  In  my  judgment  no  fact  has  been  produced 
which  tends  to  show  that  it  ought  to  \h^  repealed  or  suspended  for  a  sin- 
gle hour  at  any  place  in  any  of  the  States  or  Territories  of  the  Union. 
All  the  teachings  of  experience  in  the  course  of  our  histor\^  are  in  favor 
of  sustaining  its  efficiency  unimpaired.  On  ever>'  fxrcasion  when  the 
supremacy  of  the  Constitution  has  been  resisted  and  the  perpetuity-  of 
our  institutions  imperiled  the  principle  of  this  statute,  enacted  by  the 
fathers,  has  enabled  the  Govenmient  of  the  Union  to  maintain  its  author- 
ity and  to  preser\  e  the  integrity  of  the  nation. 


Rutherford  B.  Hayes 

At  the  most  critical  perimls  of  our  histnry  my  predecessors  in  the  exec- 
utive office  have  reHed  on  this  great  principle.  It  was  on  this  principle 
that  President  Washington  suppressed  the  whisky  ret^ellion  in  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1794- 

In  1806,  on  the  same  principle.  President  Jefferson  broke  up  the  Burr 
conspiracy  by  issuing  **orders  for  the  employment  of  such  force,  either 
of  the  regulars  or  of  the  militia,  and  by  such  proceedings  of  the  civil 
authorities,  *  *  *  as  might  enable  them  to  suppress  effectually  the 
further  progress  of  the  enteq^rise."  And  it  was  under  the  same  author- 
ity that  President  Jackson  crushed  nullification  in  South  Carolina  and 
that  President  Lincoln  issued  bis  call  for  troops  to  save  the  Union  in 
1861,  On  nnnierous  other  occasions  of  less  significance,  under  prob- 
al>ly  every  Adininistration,  and  certainly  under  the  present,  this  power 
has  Ixren  usefully  exerted  to  enforce  the  laws,  without  objection  by  any 
party  in  the  country » and  almost  without  attracting  public  attention. 

The  great  elementary  constitutional  principle  whicli  was  the  founda- 
tion of  the  original  statute  of  1792,  and  which  h*is  l>een  its  essence  in 
the  various  forms  it  has  assumed  since  its  first  adoption,  is  that  the 
Goveniment  of  the  Ignited  States  possesses  under  the  Constitution,  in 
full  measure,  the  ixjwer  of  self- protect! on  by  its  own  agencies,  altogether 
independent  of  State  authority,  and,  if  need  be,  against  the  hostility  of 
State  governments.  It  should  remain  em!x>died  in  our  statutes  unim- 
paired, as  it  has  Ix^en  from  the  ver>'  origin  of  the  Government.  It 
should  be  regarded  as  hardly  less  valuable  or  less  sacred  than  a  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitution  itself. 

There  are  many  other  important  statutes  containing  provisions  that 
are  liable  to  be  suspended  or  annulled  at  the  times  and  places  of  holding 
elections  if  the  bill  l>efore  me  should  1>ecome  a  law,  I  do  not  under- 
take to  furuish  a  list  of  them.     Mauy  of  them — perhaps  the  most  of 

them — have  been  set  forth  in  the  debates  on  this  measure.     They  relate 

*■ 

to  extradition,  to  crimes  against  the  election  laws,  to  quarantine  regula- 
tions,  to  neutrality,  to  Indian  re.ser\^ations,  to  the  civil  rights  of  citizens, 
and  to  other  subjects.  In  regard  to  them  all  it  may  be  safely  said  that 
the  meaning  and  effect  of  this  bill  is  to  take  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment an  important  part  of  its  power  to  enforce  the  laws. 

Another  grave  objection  to  the  bill  is  its  discrimination  in  favor  of  the 
State  and  against  the  national  authority.  The  presence  or  employment 
of  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  is  lawful  under  the  terms  of 
this  bill  at  the  place  where  an  election  is  being  held  in  a  State  to  uphold 
the  authority  of  a  State  government  then  and  there  in  need  of  such  mtli- 
tar>^  iuterv^ention,  but  unlawful  to  uphold  the  authority  of  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  then  and  there  in  need  of  such  mihtary 
intervention.  Under  this  bill  the  presence  or  employment  of  the  Army 
or  Na\y  of  the  Ihiited  States  would  be*  lawful  and  might  be  necessary 
to  maintain  the  conduct  of  ^  State  election  against  the  domestic  violence 
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that  would  overthrow  it,  but  would  be  unlawful  to  maintain  the  cx)nduct 
of  a  national  election  against  the  same  local  \nolence  that  would  over- 
throw it.  This  discrimination  has  never  been  attempted  in  any  pre\aous 
legislation  by  Congress,  and  is  no  more  compatible  with  sound  principles 
of  the  Constitution  or  the  necessar>'  maxims  and  methods  of  our  system 
of  government  on  occasions  of  elections  than  at  other  times.  In  the 
early  legislation  of  1792  and  of  1795,  by  which  the  militia  of  the  States 
was  the  only  military  power  resorted  to  for  the  execution  of  the  consti- 
tutional powers  in  support  of  State  or  national  authority,  both  ftmctions 
of  the  Government  were  put  upon  the  same  footing.  By  the  act  of  1807 
the  employment  of  the  Army  and  Xa\'>'  was  authorized  for  the  perform- 
ance of  both  constitutional  duties  in  the  same  terms. 

In  all  later  statutes  on  the  same  subject-matter  the  same  measure  of  au- 
thority to  the  Government  has  been  accorded  for  the  performance  of  both 
these  duties.  No  precedent  has  been  found  in  any  previous  legislation, 
and  no  sufficient  reason  has  been  given  for  the  discrimination  in  favor  of 
the  State  and  against  the  national  authority  which  this  biU  contains. 

Under  the  sweeping  terms  of  the  bill  the  National  Government  is 
efFectually  shut  out  from  the  exercise  of  the  right  and  from  the  dis- 
charge of  the  imperative  duty  to  use  its  whole  executive  power  when- 
ever and  wherever  required  for  the  enforcement  of  its  laws  at  the  places 
and  times  when  and  where  its  elections  are  held.  The  emploj-ment  of 
its  organized  armed  forces  for  any  such  purpose  would  be  an  ofFense 
against  the  law  unless  called  for  by,  and  therefore  upon  permission  of,  the 
authorities  of  the  State  in  which  the  occasion  arises.  What  is  this  but 
the  substitution  of  the  discretion  of  the  State  governments  for  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  as  to  the  performance  of  its 
own  duties?  In  my  judgment  this  is  an  abandonment  of  its  obligations 
by  the  National  Government — ^a  subordination  of  national  authority  and 
an  intrusion  of  State  super\'ision  over  national  duties  which  amounts,  in 
spirit  and  tendency,  to  State  su|Jremacy. 

Though  I  believe  that  the  existing  statutes  are  abundantly  adequate 
to  completely  prevent  military-  interference  with  the  elections  in  the  sense 
in  which  the  phrase  is  used  in  the  title  of  this  bill  and  is  employed  by 
the  people  of  this  country-,  I  shall  find  no  difficulty  in  concurring  in  any 
additional  legislation  limited  to  that  object  which  does  not  interfere  wnth 
the  indispensable  exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  Government  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws.  ^   ^   HA  VPS

To  the  House  0/  Representatives : 

After  mature  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  **An  act  making  appro- 
priations for  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1880,  and  for  other  purposes," 
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I  herewith  return  it  lo  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  wliich  it  origi- 
nated, with  the  following  objections  to  its  approval: 

The  main  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  appropriate  the  money  recpilred 
to  support  during  the  next  fiscal  year  the  several  civil  departments  of 
the  Government.  The  amount  appropriated  exceeds  in  the  aggregate 
$18,000,000. 

This  money  is  needed  to  keep  in  operation  the  essential  functions  of 
all  the  great  departments  of  the  Govennnent- — legislative,  executive,  and 
judicial.  If  the  bill  contained  ho  other  provisions,  no  objection  Lo  its 
approval  would  l>e  made.  It  endjraces,  howe\'er,  a  nund^er  of  clauses, 
relating  to  subjects  of  great  general  interest,  which  are  wholly  uncon- 
nected wnth  the  appropriations  wdiich  it  provides  for.  The  objections  lo 
the  practice  of  tacking  general  legislation  to  appropriation  IjilLs^  cs^ie- 
cially  when  the  object  is  to  deprive  a  coordinate  branch  of  tbe  Govern- 
ment of  its  right  to  the  free  exercise  of  its  own  discretion  and  judgment 
touching  such  general  legislation,  were  set  forth  iti  the  special  message 
in  relation  to  Hoitse  bill  No.  i,  which  was  returned  to  the  House  of 
Represetitatives  on  the  29th  of  last  month.  I  regret  that  the  objections 
wbich  were  then  expresst-d  to  tbis  method  of  legislation  bave  not  seemed 
to  Congress  of  sufficient  weight  to  dissuade  from  this  rcnevvetl  incorpora- 
tion of  general  enactments  in  an  appropriation  bill,  and  that  my  constitu- 
tional duty  in  res])ect  of  the  general  legislation  thus  placed  liefore  me  can 
not  lie  discharged  without  seeming  to  delay,  however  briefly,  the  nec- 
essary appropriations  by  Congress  for  the  support  of  the  Government. 
Without  reix;ating  these  objections,  I  res]">ectfull>  refer  to  that  message 
for  a  statement  of  my  views  on  the  principle  maintained  in  detete  by  tlie 
advocates  of  this  bill,  \nz,  that  "to  withhold  appropriations  is  a  consti- 
tutional means  for  the  redress"  of  what  the  majority  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  regard  as  "a  grievance.** 

The  bill  contains  the  following  clauses,  viz: 

And  provided  fHrihn\  That  the  following  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  Stales^  namely ,  sections  2016,  2018,  and  2030,  junl  all  of  the  succeedinjjj  sections 
of  said  statutes  down  to  and  including  section  2027^  and  also  section  5522. 1)e,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  repealed-  *  ^^  *  and  that  all  tlie  other  sections  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  and  al!  laws  and  parts  of  laws  autliorizing  the  appointizient  of  chief  super- 
\Hsors  of  elections,  special  deputy  marshals  of  elections,  or  general  deputy  marshals 
having  any  duties  to  perform  in  respect  to  any  election,  and  prescribing  their  duties 
und  }x>wi'rs  and  allowing  them  compensation,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

It  also  contains  clauses  amending  sections  2017,  2019,  2028,  and  2031 
of  the  Revised  Statutes, 

The  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes  which  the  bill,  if  approved,  woidd 
repeal  or  amend  are  part  of  an  act  approved  May  30,  1870,  and  amended 
Februar>'  28.  1871,  entitled  "An  act  to  enforce  the  rights  of  citizens  of 
the  United  States  to  vote  in  the  several  States  of  this  Union,  and  for 
other  purposes. ' '  All  of  the  provisions  of  the  ateve-named  acts  which 
it  is  proposed  in  this  bill  to  repeal  or  modify  relate  to  the  Congressional 
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electkifM.  The  rensainhig  j^jftic*:  of  the  !aw.  wbSch  win  oxitiiine  in 
force  after  the  en»:tnient  of  thi^  sieascre.  L*  that  irhicii  pforoks  for 
the  afij^/intinent.  >a'  a  jadj^e  of  the  circuit  cr/ttrt  of  the  United  States,  of 
two  Miperviv/rs  of  eiecty/n  in  each  ekction  district  at  any  Congiessxooal 
ekctk/n,  r/n  doe  applkation  ^/  dtizens  who  desire,  in  the  langtag^  oi  the 
law,  "to  have  *tKh  election  f^uarded  and  scrutinized."  The  dnties  of 
the  su^ftrvisfprs  will  Ije  to  attend  at  the  polls  at  all  GGngresaonal  elec- 
tirj«M,  and  to  remain  after  the  polls  are  open  until  every  vote  cast  has  been 
cr/nnted;  1/nt  the>'  will  '*have  no  anthontyto  make  arrests  or  to  pafonn 
other  duties  than  Ui  Ix:  in  the  immediate  presence  of  the  officers  holding 
the  electi^/n  and  to  witness  all  their  proceedings,  including  the  counting 
of  the  v^-ztes  and  the  making  of  a  return  thereof."  The  part  of  the  elec- 
tion law  whirh  will  Ix:  repealed  h>'  the  appro\-al  of  this  bill  includes  those 
Mxrti^/ns  which  give  authr^ity  to  the  supervi.sors  of  elections  "to  person- 
ally scrutinize,  c^iunt ,  and  canva.ss  each  Ijallot,  *  *  and  all  the  sections  which 
cr/nfer  authr/rity  upon  the  United  States  marshals  and  deputy  marshals 
in  cfmnixtifm  with  the  Congressional  elections.  The  enactment  of  this 
Mil  will  also  repeal  .section  5522  of  the  criminal  statutes  of  the  United 
States,  which  was  enacted  fr/r  the  protection  of  United  States  officers 
engaged  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  Congressional  elections. 
This  section  protects  supervisors  and  marshals  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  by  making  the  ofjstruction  or  the  assaulting  of  these  officers, 
(jr  any  interference  with  them,  by  briber>'  or  solicitation  or  otherwise, 
crimes  against  the  United  States. 

The  true  meaning  and  efFect  of  the  proposed  leg^lation  are  plain. 
The  stipcrvisrjrs,  with  the  authority  to  observ^e  and  wntness  the  proceed- 
ings at  the  Congressional  elections,  will  be  left, 'but  there  will  be  no 
power  to  protect  them,  or  to  prevent  interference  with  their  duties,  or  to 
fnniish  any  violation  of  the  law  from  which  their  powers  are  derived.  If 
this  Wll  is  .approved,  only  the  shadow  of  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  at  the  national  elections  will  remain;  the  substance  will  be  gone. 
The  supervision  of  the  elections  will  be  reduced  to  a  mere  inspection, 
without  authority  on  the  part  of  the  supervisors  to  do  any  act  whatever 
to  make  the  election  a  fair  one.  All  that  will  be  left  to  the  supervisors 
is  the  |)ermission  to  have  such  oversight  of  the  elections  as  political  par- 
ties arc  in  the  habit  of  exercising  without  any  authority  of  law,  in  order 
to  prevent  their  opponents  from  obtaining  unfair  advantages.  The  object 
of  the  bill  is  to  destroy  any  control  whatever  by  the  United  States  over 
the  Congressional  elections. 

The  passage  of  this  bill  has  been  urged  upon  the  ground  that  the  elec- 
tion of  nicnil)ers  of  Congress  is  a  matter  which  concerns  the  States  alone; 
that  these  elections  should  be  controlled  exclusively  by  the  States;  that 
there  are  and  can  be  no  such  elections  as  national  elections,  and  that  the 
existing  law  of  the  United  States  regulating  the  Congressional  elections 
is  without  warrant  in  the  Constitution. 
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It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  fraiiiers  of  the  Constitution  regarded 
the  election  of  members  of  Congress  in  every  State  and  in  every  district 
as  in  a  very-  important  sense  justly  a  matter  of  political  interest  and  con- 
cern to  the  whole  countr>*.  The  original  provision  of  the  Constitution 
on  this  subject  is  as  follows  (sec.  4,  Art,  I): 

The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives shaU  be  prescriheti  in  each  State  by  tlie  legislature  thereaf ;  but  the  Congress 
may  at  any  time,  by  law,  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  aft  to  Uie  phices  of 
choosing  Senators. 

A  further  provision  has  been  since  added,  which  is  embraced  in  the 
fifteenth  amendment.     It  is  as  follows: 

Sec  I,  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  shaU  not  be  denied  or 
abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by  any  State  on  account  of  race^  color,  or  previous 
condition  of  servitude. 

Sec  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this  article  by  appropriate  leg- 
islation. 

Under  the  general  provision  of  the  Constitution  (sec.  4,  Art.  I)  Con- 
gress in  1866  passed  a  comprehensive  law  which  prescribed  full  and 
detailed  regulations  for  the  election  of  Senators  by  the  legislatures  of 
the  several  States.  This  law  has  been  in  force  almost  thirteen  years. 
In  pursuance  of  it  all  the  members  of  the  present  Senate  of  the  United 
vStates  hold  their  seats.  Its  constitutionality  is  not  called  in  question. 
It  is  confidently  Mieved  that  no  sound  argutnent  can  l>e  made  in  sup- 
port of  the  constitutionality  of  national  regulation  of  Senatorial  elections 
which  will  not  show  that  the  elections  of  menil>ers  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  may  also  be  constitutionally  regulated  by  the  national 
authority. 

The  bill  before  me  itself  recognizes  the  principle  that  the  Congres- 
sional elections  are  not  State  elections,  but  national  elections.  It  leaves 
in  full  force  the  existing  statute  under  which  supervisors  are  still  to  be 
appointed  by  national  authority  to  *'obser\^e  and  witness"  the  Congres- 
sional elections  whenever  dtie  application  is  made  by  citizens  who  desire 
said  elections  to  be  ''guarded  and  scrutinized/'  If  the  power  to  super- 
vise in  any  respect  whatever  the  Congressional  elections  exists  under 
section  4,  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  a  power  which,  hke  ex-ery 
other  power  belonging  to  the  Goveniment  of  the  United  States,  is  para- 
mount and  supreme,  and  includes  the  right  to  employ  the  necessary 
means  to  carr}-  it  into  efifect. 

The  statutes  of  the  United  States  which  regulate  the  election  of  mem- 
hers  of  the  Hotise  nf  Representatives,  an  esseiUial  part  of  which  it  is 
proposed  to  repeal  1)}-  this  bill,  have  been  in  force  about  eight  years. 
Four  Congressional  elections  have  been  held  under  them,  two  of  which 
were  at  the  Presidential  elections  of  1872  and  1876.  Numerous  prose- 
cutions, trials,  and  convictions  have  been  had  in  the  courts  of  the  United 
States  in  all  parts  of  the  Union  for  violations  of  the^  laws.     In  no 
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reported  case  has  their  constitutionality  been  called  in  question  by  any 
judge  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  The  validity  of  these  laws  is 
sustained  by  the  nniform  course  of  judicial  action  and  opinion. 

If  it  is  urged  that  the  Ignited  States  election  laws  are  not  necessar>% 
an  ample  reply  is  furnished  by  the  histor)'  of  their  ongin  and  of  their 
results.  They  were  especially  prompted  by  the  investigation  and  expo- 
sure of  the  frauds  committed  in  the  city  and  State  of  New  York  at  the 
elections  of  1868.  Committees  representing  both  of  the  leading  political 
parties  of  the  country  have  submitted  reports  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives on  the  extent  of  those  frauds,  A  committee  of  the  Fortieth 
Congress,  after  a  full  1  n vest igation»  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  num- 
ber of  fraudulent  votes  cast  in  the  city  of  New  York  alone  in  1868  was 
not  less  than  25,000,  A  committee  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress  in  their 
rej>ort,  submitted  in  1877,  adopted  the  opinion  that  for  every  100  actual 
voters  of  the  city  of  New  York  in  1868  108  votes  were  cast,  when  in  fact 
the  nunil:>er  of  lawful  votes  cast  could  not  have  exceeded  88  per  cent  of 
the  actual  voters  of  the  chy.  By  this  statement  the  nuuil>er  of  fraudu- 
lent votes  at  that  election  in  the  city  of  New  York  alone  was  between 
thirty  and  forty  thousand.  These  frauds  completely  reversed  the  result 
of  the  election  in  the  State  of  New  York,  b<3th  as  to  the  choice  of  gov- 
ernor and  State  officers  and  as  to  the  choice  of  electors  of  President  and 
Vice-President  of  the  United  States.  They  attracted  the  attention  of  tlie 
wdiole  countr^^  It  was  plain  that  if  they  could  l:)e  continued  and  repeated 
with  impunity  free  government  was  impossible.  A  distinguished  Sen- 
ator, in  opposing  the  passage  of  the  election  laws,  declared  that  he  had 
•'for  a  long  time  l>elieved  that  our  form  of  government  was  a  comparative 
failure  in  the  larger  cities/'  To  meet  these  evils  and  to  prevent  these 
crimes  the  United  States  laws  regulating  Congressional  elections  were 
enacted. 

The  frainers  of  these  law^s  have  not  been  disappointed  in  their  results. 
In  the  large  cities,  under  their  prolusions,  the  elections  have  been  com- 
paratively peaceable,  orderly,  and  honest.  Even  the  opponents  of  these 
laws  have  borne  testimony  to  their,  value  atid  efficiency  and  to  the  neces- 
sity for  their  enactment.  The  committee  of  the  Forty-fourth  Congress, 
composed  of  members  a  majorit\*  of  whom  \\ere  opiKJsed  to  these  laws,  in 
their  report  on  the  New  York  election  of  1876,  said: 

Tht?  conmiiUee  would  coimnerid  to  other  portions  of  tlie  coiintr>'  and  to  other  cities 
this  ri^markiible  sy.steni,  developed  through  the  fluency  of  hcjth  local  and  Federal 
authorities  acting  in  hnnnon y  for  an  honest  purpose.  In  no  portion  of  the  world  and 
id  no  era  of  titnc  where  there  has  been  an  exprc54sion  of  the  popular  will  through  the 
forms  of  law  ha^  there  l>eeii  a  more  complete  and  thorough  illustration  of  republican 
inRtitiitions.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  previous  habit  or  conduct  of  elections  in 
those  cities^or  howsoever  they  may  conduct  theniselveis  in  the  future,  this  election  of 
1876WUII  stand  as  a  monument  of  what  good  faith,  honest  endeavorj legal  forms, and 
just  autliority  may  do  for  the  protection  of  the  electoral  franchise. 

This  bill  recognizes  the  authority  atid  duty  of  the  United  States  to 
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appoint  ftui>en-isors  to  guard  and  scrutinize  the  Congressional  elections, 
but  it  denies  to  the  Governnient  of  the  United  States  all  power  to  make 
its  super\'ision  effectuaL  The  great  boch^  of  the  people  of  all  parties 
want  free  and  fair  elections.  They  do  not  think  that  a  free  election 
means  freedom  from  the  wholesome  restraints  of  law  or  that  the  place 
of  election  should  be  a  sanctuary  for  lawlessness  and  crime.  On  the 
day  of  an  election  peace  and  gootl  order  are  more  necessar}^  than  on  any 
other  day  of  the  year.  On  that  day  the  humblest  and  feeblest  citizens, 
the  aged  and  the  infirm,  should  l>e,  and  should  have  reason  to  feel  that 
they  are.  safe  in  the  exercise  of  their  most  responsible  duty  and  their 
most  sacred  right  as  meml)ers  of  society — their  duty  and  their  right  to 
vote.  The  constitutional  authority  to  regulate  the  Congressional  elec- 
tions which  telongs  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  which 
it  is  necessary  to  exert  to  secure  the  right  to  vote  to  every  citizen  pos- 
sessuig  the  requisite  qualifications,  ought  to  be  enforced  by  appropriate 
legislation.  So  far  from  public  opinion  in  any  part  of  the  country  favor- 
ing any  relaxation  of  the  authority  of  the  Government  in  the  protection 
of  elections  from  violence  and  corruption,  I  believe  it  demands  greater 
vigor  both  in  the  enactment  and  in  the  execution  of  the  laws  framed  for 
that  purpose.  Any  oppression,  any  partisan  partialit}  ,  which  exiierience 
may  have  showni  in  the  working  of  existing  laws  may  well  engage  the 
careful  attention  iKjth  of  Congress  and  of  the  Executive,  in  their  respec- 
tive spheres  of  duty,  for  the  correction  of  these  mischiefs.  As  no  Con- 
gressional elections  occur  until  after  the  regular  session  of  Congress  will 
have  been  held,  there  seems  to  be  no  public  exigency  that  would  pre- 
clude a  seasonable  consideration  at  that  session  of  any  administrative 
details  that  might  improve  the  present  methods  designed  for  the  protec- 
tion of  all  citizens  in  the  complete  and  equal  exercise  of  tlie  riglit  and 
power  of  the  suffrage  at  such  elections.  But  with  my  views,  both  of  tlie 
constitutionality  and  of  the  value  of  the  existing  laws,  I  can  not  approve 
any  measure  for  their  repeal  except  in  connection  with  the  enactment  of 
other  legislation  which  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  afford  wiser  and 
more  efficient  safeguards  for  free  and  honest  Congressional  elections.

To  the  House  of  Representatives : 

After  careful  examination  of  the  bill  entitled  *'An  act  making  appro- 
priations for  certain  judicial  expenses,"  I  return  it  herewith  to  the  House 
of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  with  the  following  objections 
to  its  approval: 

The  general  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  provide  for  certain  judicial  ex- 
penses of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  rSSo,  for 
which  the  sura  of  $2,690,000  is  appropriated.     These  appropriations  are 
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required  to  keep  in  operation  the  general  functions  of  the  judicial  depart- 
ment of  the  Government,  and  if  this  part  of  the  l>ill  stCKxi  alone  there 
would  be  no  objection  to  its  approval.  It  contains,  however,  other  pro- 
visions, to  which  1  desire  respectfully  to  ask  \^our  attention. 

At  the  present  session  of  Congress  a  majority  of  both  Houses,  favoring 
a  repeal  of  the  Congressional  election  laws  embraced  in  title  26  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  passed  a  measure  for  that  purpose,  as  part  of  a  bill 
entitled  **An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive, 
and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Go\^erninent  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1880,  and  for  other  purptises.  *'  Unalile  to  concur  with  Congress  in 
that  measure,  on  the  29th  of  May  last  I  returned  the  bill  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  without  my  approval,  for  that 
further  consideration  for  which  the  Constitution  provides.  On  recon- 
sideration the  bill  was  approved  by  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  House, 
and  failed  to  become  a  law^  The  election  laws  therefore  remain  valid 
enactments,  and  the  supreme  law*  of  the  land,  binding  not  only  upon  | 
all  private  citizens,  but  also  alike  and  equally  binding  upon  all  who  are 
charged  with  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  legislative,  the  exec- 
utive, and  the  judicial  departments  of  the  Government. 

It  is  not  sought  by  the  bill  before  me  to  repeal  the  election  laws.  Its 
object  is  to  defeat  their  enforcement .  The  last  clause  of  the  first  section 
is  as  follows: 

And  no  jiart  of  the  money  hereby  appropriated  is  appropriated  to  pay  any  salaries, 
com pensa lion,  fees,  or  expenses  under  or  in  virtue  of  title  26  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
or  of  any  provision  of  said  title. 

Title  26  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  clause, 
relates  to  the  elective  franchise,  and  contains  the  laws  now  in  force  regu- 
lating the  Congressional  elections. 

The  second  section  of  the  bill  reaches  much  further.     It  is  as  follows; 

Sec  2.  That  the  sums  appropriated  in  this  act  for  the  persons  and  public  ser\''ice 
embraced  in  its  provisions  are  in  full  for  such  persons  and  public  service  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  iHfSo;  and  no  Department  or  officer  of  Ihe  Government  shaU  dur- 
ing said  fiscal  year  make  any  contract  or  incur  any  liability  for  the  futiu"e  payment 
of  money  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  title  26  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  Unitrcl 
States  authorizinj^  the  appointment  or  payment  of  j^eneral  or  special  deputy  marshals 
for  service  in  connection  with  elections  or  on  election  day  until  an  appropriation 
suHicient  to  meet  such  contract  or  pay  such  liability  shall  have  first  been  made  by  law. 

This  section  of  the  bill  is  intended  to  make  an  extensive  and  essential 
change  in  the  existing  laws.  The  following  are  the  proidsious  of  the 
statutes  on  the  same  subject  which  are  now  in  force: 

Skc.  3679.  No  Department  of  the  Government  shall  expend  in  any  one  fiscal  yenr 
m\y  sum  in  excess  of  appropriations  made  by  Conj^css  for  that  fiscal  year,  or  involve 
the  Govenmicnt  in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment  ot  money  in  excess  of  such 
appropriutions, 

Skc.  3732,  No  contract  or  purchase  on  Ijehalf  of  the  Unite<l  States  shall  be  made 
unless  the  same  is  authorized  by  law  or  is  under  an  appropriation  adequate  tu  its 
fulfillment,  except  in  the  War  and  Navy  Departments,  ft>r  clothing,  subsistence, 
forage,  fuel,  quarters,  or  transportation,  which,  however,  shall  not  exceed  the  neces- 
sities of  the  current  year. 


The  object  of  these  sections  of  the  Rensed  Statutes  is  plaiu.  It  is, 
first,  to  prevent  aoy  money  from  being  expended  unless  appropriations 
have  lx*en  made  therefor,  and,  second,  to  prevent  the  Giwerunient  from 
being  bound  by  any  contract  not  pre\nously  authorized  by  law.  except  for 
certain  necessary  purposes  in  the  War  and  Na\^^  Departments. 

Under  the  existing  laws  the  failure  of  Congress  to  make  the  appropria- 
tions required  for  the  execution  of  the  pro\'isions  of  the  election  laws 
would  not  prevent  their  enforcement.  The  right  and  duty  to  apix>int  the 
(general  and  s|'>ecial  deputy  marshals  which  they  pro\'ide  for  wonkl  still 
remain,  and  the  executive  department  of  llie  Government  would  also  be 
empowered  to  incur  the  requisite  liability  for  their  compensation.  But 
the  second  section  of  this  bill  cx>ntains  a  prohibition  not  found  in  any  I 

previous  legislation.     Its  design  is  to  render  the  election  laws  inopera-  i 

tive  and  a  dead  letter  during  the  next  fiscal  year.  It  is  sought  to  ac- 
complish  this  by  omitting  to  appropriate  money  for  their  enforcement  I 

and  by  expressly  prohibiting  any  Department  or  officer  of  the  Govern- 
ment from  incurring  any  lialjiltty  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  title  26 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  authorizing  the  appointment  or  payment  of 
general  or  special  deputy  marshals  for  service  on  election  days  until  an 
appropriation  sufficient  to  pay  such  liability  shall  have  first  been  made. 

The  President  is  called  upon  to  give  his  affirmative  approval  to  positive 
enactments  wiiich  in  effect  deprive  him  of  the  ordiiiar>'  and  necessary 
means  of  executing  laws  still  left  in  the  statute  book  and  embraced 
within  his  constitutional  duty  to  see  that  the  laws  are  executed.  If 
he  approves  the  bill,  and  thus  gives  to  sucli  positive  enactments  the 
authority  of  law,  he  participates  in  the  curtailment  of  his  means  of 
^eing  that  the  law  is  faithfully  executed,  while  the  obligation  of  the 
law  and  of  his  constitutional  duty  remains  unimpaired. 

The  appointment  of  special  deputy  marshals  is  not  ujade  liy  the  statute 
a  spontaneous  act  of  authority  on  the  part  of  any  executive  or  judicial 
officer  of  the  Go\'ernment,  but  is  accorded  as  a  popular  right  of  tlie 
citizens  to  call  into  oi>eration  this  agency  for  securing  the  purity  and 
freedom  of  elections  in  any  city  or  town  having  20,000  inhabitants  or 
upward.  vScction  2021  of  the  Revised  Statutes  puts  it  in  the  |KAver  of 
any  two  citizens  of  such  city  or  town  to  require  of  the  marshal  of  tlie 
district  the  appDintment  of  these  special  deputy  marshals.  Thereupon 
the  duty  of  the  marshal  l)ecnmes  imperative,  and  its  nonperformance 
would  expose  him  to  judicial  mandate  or  punishment  or  to  removal  from 
office  by  the  President,  as  the  circumstances  of  his  conduct  might  require. 
The  bill  now  before  me  neither  revokes  this  popular  right  of  the  citizens, 
nor  relieves  the  marshal  of  the  duty  imposed  by  law.  nor  the  President 
of  his  duty  to  see  that  this  law  is  faithfully  executed. 

I  forbear  to  enter  again  upon  au}^  general  discussion  of  the  wisdom 
and  necessity  of  the  election  laws  or  of  the  dangerous  and  unconstitu- 
tional principle  of  this  bill — that  the  powder  vested  in  Congress  to  origi- 
nate appropriations  involves  the  right  to  compel  the  Executive  to  approve 
any  legislation  whicli  Congress  may  see  fit  to  attach  to  such  bills,  under 
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service*  Believing  that  it  was  «ot  the  intention  of  Congress  to  require 
such  repayment,  the  bill  is  returned  without  my  signature  to  the  House 
in  which  it  originated.  ^  ^   HAYES 


Executive  Mansion,  June  jo,  i8jg. 
To  ike  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  the 
bill  entitled  "An  act  nialcing  appropriations  to  i>ay  fees  of  United  States 
marshals  and  their  general  deputies/' with  the  following  objections  to 
its  becoming  a  law: 

The  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  $600,000  for  the  payment  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1880,  of  United  States  marshals  and  their  gen- 
eral deputies.  The  offices  thus  pro\'ided  for  are  essential  to  the  faithful 
execution  of  the  laws.  They  w^ere  created  and  their  powders  and  duties 
defined  by  Congress  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  the  Consti- 
tution in  the  judiciary  act  wdiich  was  approved  Septeml^er  24,  1789. 
Their  general  duties,  as  defined  in  the  act  which  originally  estaWished 
them,  were  substantially  the  same  as  those  prescriljed  in  the  statutes 
now  in  force. 

The  principal  provision  on  the  subject  in  the  Re\4sed  Statutes  is  as 
follows: 

Shc.  787.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  of  each  district  to  attend  the  rlistrict 
and  circuit  courts  when  sitting  therein,  and  to  execute  throughout  the  district  all 
lawful  precepts  directed  to  tiim  and  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Uniteil  States; 
and  he  shall  have  power  to  command  all  necessary  assistance  in  the  execution  of  his 
duty. 

The  original  act  was  amended  February  28 »  1795,  and  the  amendment 
is  now  found  in  the  Revised  Statutes  in  the  following  form: 

Sec.  7S8.  The  marshals  aud  their  deputies  shall  have  in  each  State  the  same 
powers  in  executing  the  laws  of  the  United  States  as  the  sheriffs  and  their  ilepiities 
in  such  State  may  have  by  law  in  executing  the  laws  thereof. 

By  subsequent  statutes  additional  duties  have  been  from  time  to  time 
im|x>sed  upon  the  marshals  and  their  deputies,  the  due  and  regular  per- 
formance of  which  are  required  for  the  efficiency  of  almost  every  branch 
of  the  public  serv^ice.  Without  these  officers  there  w^ould  be  no  means 
of  exectiting  the  warrants,  decrees,  or  other  process  of  the  courts^  and 
the  judicial  system  of  the  country  would  be  fatally  defective.  The  crim- 
inal jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  is  ver>'  extensive. 
The  crimes  committed  within  the  maritime  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States  are  all  cognizable  only  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  Crimes 
against  public  justices  crimes  against  the  operations  of  the  Government, 
such  as  forging  or  counterfeiting  the  money  or  securities  of  the  United 
States;  crimes  against  the  postal  laws;  offenses  against  the  elective  fran- 
chise, against  the  civil  rights  of  citizens,  against  the  existence  of  the 
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the  penalt\'  of  refusing  the  means  needed  to  carry  on  essential  functions 
of  the  Government.  My  \-ie\vs  on  these  suhjects  have  been  sufiSciently 
presented  in  the  special  messages  sent  by  me  to  tlie  House  of  Represent- 
atives during  their  present  session.  What  M-as  said  in  those  messages  I 
regard  as  conclusive  as  to  my  duty  in  respect  to  the  bill  before  me.  The 
arginnents  urged  in  those  communications  against  the  refieal  of  the  elec- 
tion laws  and  against  the  right  of  Congress  to  deprive  the  Executive  of 
that  separate  and  independent  discretion  and  judgment  wliich  the  Con- 
stitution confers  and  requires  are  equally  cogent  in  oppositi^ju  to  this  bilL 
This  measure  leaves  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  sui)er\Hsors  of  elections 
untouched.  The  compensation  of  those  oflFLcers  is  provided  for  tuider 
permanent  laws,  and  no  liability  for  which  an  approiiriation  is  now  re- 
quired would  therefore  be  incurred  by  their  apjKiintment.  But  the  power 
of  the  National  Government  to  protect  them  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty  at  the  p3lls  would  l>e  taken  away.  The  States  may  employ  both 
civil  and  military  jxiwer  at  the  elections,  hut  by  this  bill  even  the  civil 
atilhority  to  protect  Congressional  elections  is  denied  to  the  United  States. 
The  object  is  to  prevent  any  adequate  control  by  the  United  States  over 
the  national  elections  by  forbidding  the  payment  of  deputy  marshals^  the 
officers  who  are  clothed  with  authority  to  enforce  the  election  laws. 

The  fact  that  these  laws  are  deemed  objectionable  by  a  majority  of 
both  Houses  of  Congress  is  urged  as  a  sufficient  warrant  for  this  legis- 
lation. 

There  are  two  lawful  ways  to  overturn  legislative  enactments.  One 
is  their  repeal^  the  other  is  the  decision  of  a  competent  tribunal  against 
their  validity.  The  effect  of  this  hill  is  to  deprive  the  executive  depart- 
ment of  the  Gov^emment  of  the  means  to  execute  laws  which  are  not 
jepealed.  which  have  not  Ix^en  declared  invalid,  and  which  it  is  there- 
fore the  duty  of  the  executive  and  of  every  other  department  of  Gov- 
ernment to  ol>ey  and  to  enforce. 

I  haxe  in  my  former  message  on  this  subject  expressed  a  willingness 
to  concur  in  suitable  amendments  for  the  improvement  of  the  election 
laws;  but  I  can  not  consent  to  their  absolute  and  entire  repeal »  and  I 
can  not  approve  legislation  which  seeks  to  prevent  their  enforcement,

I  return  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  the 
hill  entitled  **An  act  making  appropriations  to  pay  fees  of  United  States 
marshals  and  their  general  deputies,"  wnth  the  following  objections  to 
its  becoming  a  law: 

The  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  $600,000  for  tlie  payment  during  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1880,  of  United  States  marshals  and  their  gen- 
eral deputies.  The  offices  thus  pro\Hded  for  are  essential  to  the  faithful 
execution  of  the  laws.  They  were  created  and  their  powers  and  duties 
defined  by  Congress  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  the  Consti- 
tution in  the  judiciary  act  w^hich  was  approved  Septemljer  24,  1789. 
Their  general  duties,  as  defined  in  the  act  which  originally  established 
tliem,  were  substantially  the  same  as  those  prescril>ed  in  the  statutes 
now  in  force. 

The  principal  provision  on  the  subject  in  the  Revised  Statutes  is  as 
follows: 

Skc.  787.  It  5ball  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  of  each  district  to  attend  the  district 
and  circuit  courts  when  sittiu>(  therein,  and  to  execute  throughout  Uie  district  all 
lawful  precepts  directed  to  him  and  issued  under  tlie  authority  of  the  Unitetl  States; 
and  he  ahaU  have  power  to  command  all  necessary  assistance  in  the  execution  of  his 
duty. 

The  original  act  was  amended  February  28,  1795.  and  the  amendment 
is  now  found  in  the  Revised  Statutes  in  the  following  form: 

Sec.  788.  The  marshals  and  their  deputies  shaU  have  in  each  State  the  same 
powers  in  executing  tlie  laws  of  the  United  States  as  tlie  sheriffs  and  their  deputies 
in  such  State  may  have  by  law  in  executing  the  laws  thereof. 

By  subseqttent  statutes  additional  duties  have  been  from  time  to  time 
imposed  upon  the  marshals  and  their  deputies,  the  dne  and  regular  per- 
formance of  which  are  required  for  the  efficiency  of  almost  ever>'  branch 
of  the  public  service.  Witliout  these  officers  there  would  be  no  means 
of  executing  the  warrants,  decrees,  or  other  process  of  the  courts,  and 
the  judicial  system  of  the  country  would  Ixf  fatally  defective.  The  crim- 
inal jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  is  very  extensive. 
The  crimes  committed  wnthin  the  maritime  jurisdiction  of  tlie  United 
States  are  all  cognizable  only  in  the  courts  of  the  ITnited  States.  Crimes 
against  public  justice;  crimes  against  the  operations  of  the  Government, 
such  as  forging  or  counterfeiting  the  money  or  securities  of  the  United 
States;  crimes  against  the  postal  laws;  offenses  against  the  elective  fran* 
chise,  against  the  ci\nl  rights  of  citizens,  against  the  existence  of  the 
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Government;  crimes  against  the  internal-revenue  laws,  the  customs  laws, 
the  neutrality  laws;  crimes  against  laws  for  the  protection  of  Indians 
ami  of  the  public  lands — all  of  these  crimes  and  many  others  can  be 
punished  only  under  United  States  laws,  laws  which,  taken  together, 
crnLstitute  a  body  of  jurisprudence  which  is  vital  to  the  welfare  of  the 
whole  country,  and  which  can  be  enforced  only  by  means  of  the  marshals 
and  deputy  marshals  of  the  United  States.  In  the  District  of  Columbia 
all  of  the  process  of  the  courts  is  executed  by  the  officers  in  question. 
In  shrnt,  the  execution  of  the  criminal  laws  of  the  United  States,  the 
service  of  all  civil  process  in  cases  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  party, 
and  the  execution  of  the  revenue  laws,  the  neutrality  laws,  and  many 
other  laws  of  large  importance  depend  on  the  maintenance  of  the  mar- 
shals and  their  deputies.  They  are  in  efFect  the  only  police  of  the  United 
States  Government.  Officers  with  corresponding  powers  and  duties  are 
found  in  every  State  of  the  Union  and  in  every  country  which  has  a  juris- 
pnideiice  which  is  worthy  of  the  name.  To  deprive  the  National  Gov- 
ernment of  these  officers  would  be  as  disastrous  to  society  as  to  abolish 
the  sheriffs,  constables,  and  police  officers  in  the  several  States.  It  would 
Ix!  a  denial  to  the  United  States  of  the  right  to  execute  its  laws — a  denial 
of  all  authority  which  requires  the  use  of  civil  force.  The  law  entitles 
these  officers  to  Ije  paid.  The  funds  needed  for  the  purpose  have  been 
collected  from  the  people  and  are  now  in  the  Treasury.  No  objection  is, 
therefore,  made  to  that  part  of  the  bill  before  me  which  appropriates 
money  for  the  support  of  the  marshals  and  deputy  marshals  of  the  United 
States. 

The  bill  contains,  however,  other  provisions  which  are  identical  in  tenor 
and  effect  with  the  second  section  of  the  bill  entitled  **An  act  making 
appropriations  for  certain  judicial  expenses,'*  which  on  the  23d  of  the 
present  month  was  returned  to  the  House  of  Representatives  with  my 
objections  to  its  approval.     The  provisions  referred  to  are  as  follows: 

Skc.  a.  Thut  the  sums  appropriated  in  this  act  for  the  persons  and  public  service 
cnibmcc<l  in  its  provisions  are  in  full  for  such  persons  and  public  service  for  the 
fistful  year  cudin)(  June  30,1880;  and  no  Department  or  officer  of  the  Government 
Nhnll  during  said  fiscal  year  make  any  contract  or  incur  any  liability  for  the  future 
])nymcnt  of  money  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  title  26  mentioned  in  section  i  of 
this  net  until  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  meet  such  contract  or  pay  such  liability 
Aliall  have  first  l>cen  made  by  law. 

ITjX)!!  a  reconsideration  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  bill 
which  ct>ntained  these  provivsions  it  lacked  a  constitutional  majority,  and 
therefore  failed  to  become  a  law.  In  order  to  secure  its  enactment,  the 
same  measure  is  again  presented  for  mj^  appro\'al,  coupled  in  the  bill 
before  me  with  appropriations  for  the  support  of  marshals  and  their 
deputies  during  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  object,  manifestly,  is  to  place 
before  the  Kxccuti\'e  this  alternative:  Either  to  allow  necessar>'  func- 
tions of  the  public  serxHce  to  be  crippled  or  suspended  for  want  of  the 
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appropriations  required  to  keep  them  in  operation » or  to  approve  legisla- 
tion which  ill  official  communications  to  Congress  he  has  declared  would 
be  a  violation  of  his  constitutional  duty.  Thus  in  this  bill  the  principle 
is  clearly  emlx)dit^d  that  l>y  virtue  of  the  provision  of  the  Constitution 
which  requires  that  "all  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  orig^inate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives'*  a  bare  majority  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives has  the  right  to  withhold  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Gov- 
ernment unless  the  Executive  consents  to  approve  any  legislation  which 
may  be  attached  to  appropriation  bills,  I  respectfully  refer  to  the  com- 
munications on  tliis  subject  which  I  have  sent  to  Congress  during  its 
present  session  for  a  statement  of  the  grounds  of  my  conclusions^  and 
desire  here  merely  to  repeat  that  in  my  judgment  to  establish  the  prin- 
ciple of  this  l>ill  is  to  make  a  radical,  dangerous,  and  unconstitutional 
cliange  in  the  character  of  our  institutions.

A  PROCLAJVIATION. 

Whereas  it  has  liecome  known  to  me  that  certain  evil-disposed  persons 
have  within  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  begun 
and  set  on  foot  preparations  for  an  organized  and  forcible  possession  of 
and  settlement  ui>on  the  lands  of  what  is  known  as  the  Indian  Territor}% 
west  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  which  Territorj^  is  designated »  recognized, 
and  described  by  the  treaties  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  by  the 
executive  authorities  as  Indian  country,  and  as  such  is  only  subject  to 
occupation  by  Indian  tril:)es,  officers  of  the  Indian  Department,  military 
posts,  and  such  persons  as  may  be  privileged  to  reside  and  trade  therein 
under  the  intercourse  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  those  laws  provide  for  the  removal  of  all  persons  residing 
and  trading  therein  without  express  peruiission  of  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment and  agents,  and  also  of  all  persons  whom  such  agents  may  deem  to 
be  improper  persons  to  reside  in  the  Indian  countr>^: 

NoWi  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  properly  protecting  the  interests 
of  the  Indian  nations  and  tribes,  as  well  as  of  the  United  States,  in  said 
Indian  Territory,  and  of  dtily  enforcing  the  laws  governing  the  same.  I, 
Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President  of  the  United  States,  do  admonish  and 
warn  all  such  persons  so  intending  or  preparing  to  remove  upon  said 
lands  or  into  said  Territor>^  without  permission  of  the  proper  agent  of 
the  Indian  Department  against  any  attempt  to  so  remove  or  settle  upon 
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any  of  the  lands  of  said  Territory;  and  I  do  further  warn  and  notify  any 
and  all  such  persons  who  may  so  offend  that  they  will  be  speedily  and 
immediately  removed  therefrom  by  the  agent,  according  to  the  laws  made 
and  provided;  and  if  necessar^^  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  militar>* 
forces  of  the  United  States  ^lill  l>e  invoked  to  carry  into  proper  execution 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  herein  referred  to.

During  the  past  year,  also»  unbroken  peace  wnth  all  foreign  nations,  the 
general  prevalence  of  domestic  traiiqnilUty»  the  supremacy  and  security 
of  the  great  institutions  of  civil  and  religious  freedom,  ha%'e  gladdened 
the  hearts  of  our  people  and  confirmed  their  attachment  to  their  Govern- 
ment, which  the  wisdom  and  courage  of  our  ancestors  so  fitly  framed 
and  the  wisdom  and  courage  of  their  descendants  have  so  finnly  main- 
tained to  l>e  the  haljitation  of  liberty  and  justice  to  successive  generations.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS.

ExKCUTivE  Mansion, 
General  E.  A.  MerriTT.  IVashin^/on,  February'  /.  1879- 

My  Dear  General:  I  congratulate  you  on  your  confirmation.  It 
is  a  great  gratification  to  me^  very  honorable  to  you,  antl  will  prove, 
I  believe,  of  signal  service  to  the  country.  My  desire  is  that  the  office 
be  conducted  on  strictly  business  principles,  and  according  to  the  rules 
for  the  civil  service  which  were  recommended  by  the  Civil  Ser\nce  Com- 
mission iu  the  Administration  of  General  Grant.  I  want  you  to  be  per- 
fectly independent  of  mere  influence  from  any  quarter.  Neither  my 
recommendation,  nor  that  of  Secretary  Shenuan,  nor  of  au}^  menil>er  of 
Congress  or  other  influential  person  must  be  specially  regarded.  Let 
appointments  and  removals  be  made  on  business  principles  and  according 
to  rules.  There  must  1^,  I  assume,  a  few  places  filled  by  those  yon  per- 
sonally know  to  Ije  trustworth3%  but  restrict  the  area  of  patronage  to  the 
narrowest  limits.  Irct  no  man  be  put  out  merely  because  he  is  a  frieud 
to  Mr.  Arthur,  and  no  man  put  in  merely  l)ecause  he  is  our  friend.  The 
good  of  the  ser\dce  should  l>e  the  sole  end  in  view.  The  test  means  yet 
presented,  it  seems  to  me,  are  the  rules  recommended  by  the  Ci\dl  Serv- 
ice Commission.  I  shall  issue  no  new  order  on  the  sul>ject  at  present, 
I  am  glad  you  approve  of  the  message,  and  I  wish  you  to  see  that  all 
that  is  expressed  or  implied  in  it  is  faithfully  carried  out. 

Again  congratulating  you,  and  assuring  you  of  my  entire  confidence, 
I  remain,  sincerely,  ^   ^   HAYES.

To  Officers  of  (he  Customs  Revenue,  Ah-dkal  Officers  of  the  Marine^Hospital  Stnnee, 
and  others  whotn  it  may  concern: 
The  act  approved  April  29^  1 878 » entitled  '*An  act  to  prevent  the  introduction  of 
contagious  or  iiifeclious  diseases  into  the  United  States,*'  provides  that  no  vessel 
coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  country  where  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease 
exists,  nor  any  vessel  conveying  infected  merchandise,  shall  enter  any  port  of  the 
United  Stales  or  pass  the  boundary  line  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign 
country  excejit  in  such  manner  as  may  he  prescribed  under  said  act. 

Attention  liaij  been  called  to  the  prevalence  of  a  dangerous  epidemic  disease  in 
southern  Russia  known  as  t!ie  ''plague,*'  and  its  extremely  virulent  and  contagious 
character,  as  manifested  in  the  late  outbreak,  leaves  no  doubt  that  it  is  similar  to,  if 
not  identical  witli,  the  '*  pla^e"  which  devastated  the  Old  World  in  past  centuries. 
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Because^  therefore,  of  the  danger  whicH  attaches  to  rags,  furs,  etc.^  as  carriers  ol 
infection  J  the  following  regulation?*  are  framed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary] 
of  the  Treasury,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President,  for  the  protection  of  the] 
health  of  the  people  of  tlie  United  States  against  the  danger  referred  to: 

Until  further  orders  no  vessel  from  any  port  of  the  Black  Sea  or  the  Sea  of  Azof  J 
conveying  anj^  rags,  furs,  skins,  hair,  feathers,  boxed  or  baled  clothing  or  bedding,  ori 
any  similar  articles  liable  to  convey  infection,  nor  any  vessel  from,  any  port  of  the 
Mediterranean  or  Red  seas  having  on  board  such  articles  coming  from  southern 
Russia,  shall  enter  any  port  of  the  United  States  until  such  articles  shall  ha\*e  been  | 
removed  from  the  vessel  to  open  lighters  or  to  some  isolated  locality  and  the  vessel 
disinfected   and  thoroughly  ventilated;  and  the  suspected  articles  shall  be  disin- 
fected, either  by  chemical  agents  and  exposure  to  free  currents  of  air  or  by  burning, . 
as  shall  be  determined  in  each  case  by  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine-Hospital  \ 
Service. 

The  certificate  of  the  State  or  municipal  quarantine  officer  of  health  may  be  accepted 
as  satisfactory  evidence  of  compliance  with  these  regulations  on  the  part  of  the  vessel.

I,  Every  application  for  appointment  to  a  vacancy  in  tlie  lowest  grade  of  any  group 
in  the  offices  of  the  collector  and  the  surveyor  of  customs,  the  naval  officer,  the  ap- 
praiser^ and  the  assistant  treasurer  of  the  United  States  in  the  city  of  New  York  must 
be  made  in  the  handwriting  of  the  applicant  to  the  head  of  the  office  in  which 
emplo^Tnent  is  desired.

Every  application  must  also  he  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  a  pmctictng 
physician  as  to  the  applicant's  genend  health  and  pliysieal  capacity  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  position  to  which  he  desires  to  be  appointed:  Provii/i'd,  hOimTcr,  That 
no  appointment  w^ill  be  made  to  any  position  in  active  outdoor  serv'ice  unless  a  sur* 
geon  of  the  United  States  Marine-Hospital  Service  shall  certify  that  he  has  made  a 
physical  examination  of  t!ie  appHcatit  and  foiuid  him  fit  for  such  position.  Such 
surgeon *s  examination  may  l>e  ^xjstjionetl  until  required  by  the  nominating  officer.

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work  of  the  Ci\Hi  Semce  Commission.  Economy  will  be  promoted  by 
authorizing  a  moderate  compensation  to  persons  in  the  public  service 
who  may  perform  extra  lalxir  npou  or  under  the  Commission,  as  the 
Executive  may  direct. 

I  am  coii\'inced  that  if  a  just  and  adequate  test  of  merit  is  enforced  for 
admission  to  the  public  service  and  in  making  promotions  such  abuses 
as  removals  without  good  cause  and  partisan  and  official  interference 
with  the  proper  exercise  of  the  appointing  power  wnll  in  large  measure 
disappear* 

There  are  other  administrative  abuses  to  which  the  attention  of  Con- 
gress should  l>e  asked  in  this  connection.  Mere  partisan  appointments 
and  the  constant  peril  of  removal  without  cause  very  naturalh*  lead  to 
an  absorbing  and  niischievous  political  acti\dty  on  the  part  of  those  thus 
appointed,  which  not  only  interferes  with  the  due  discharge  of  official 
duty,  but  is  incompatible  with  the  freedom  of  elections.  Not  without 
warrant  in  the  \iews  of  several  of  my  predecessors  in  the  Presidential 
office,  and  directly  witliin  ttie  law  of  1871,  already  cited,  I  endeavored, 
by  regulation  made  on  the  22d  day  of  June,  1877,  to  P^'l  some  reasonable 
limits  to  such  abuses.  It  may  not  be  easy,  and  it  may  never  perhaps  be 
neeessary,  to  define  with  precision  the  propter  limit  of  poHtical  action  on 
the  part  of  Federal  officers.  But  while  their  right  to  hold  and  freely 
express  their  opinions  can  not  be  questioned,  it  is  ver>'  plain  that  they 
should  neither  Ix;  allowed  to  devote  to  other  subjects  the  time  needed 
for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  official  duties  nor  to  use  the  authority 
of  their  office  to  enforce  their  own  opinions  or  to  coerce  the  political 
action  of  those  who  hold  different  opinions. 

Reasons  of  justice  and  public  policy  quite  analogous  to  those  w*hich 
forbid  the  use  of  official  power  for  the  oppression  of  the  private  citizen 
impose  upon  the  Government  the  duty  of  protecting  its  officers  and 
agents  from  arbitrary  exactions.  In  whatever  aspect  considered,  the 
practice  of  making  levies  for  party  pur|^if>ses  upon  the  salaries  of  offi- 
cers is  highly  demoralizing  to  the  public  ser\Hce  and  discreditable  to 
the  country.  Though  an  officer  should  be  as  free  as  any  other  citizen 
to  give  his  own  money  in  aid  of  his  opinions  or  his  party,  he  should 
also  be  as  free  as  any  other  citizen  to  refuse  to  make  such  gifts.  If 
salaries  -ire  but  a  fair  compensation  for  the  time  and  labor  of  the  offi- 
cer, it  is  gross  injustice  to  le\'y^  a  tax  upon  them.  If  they  are  made 
excessive  in  order  that  they  may  bear  the  tax,  the  excess  is  an  indirect 
robbery  of  the  public  funds. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  snch  a  revision  and  extension  of  present  stat* 
utes  as  shall  secure  to  those  in  every  grade  of  official  life  or  public  em- 
ployment the  protection  w^ith  w^kich  a  great  and  enlightened  nation 
should  guard  those  who  are  faithful  in  its  ser\4ce. 

Our  relations  with  foreign  countries  have  continned  peaceful. 

With  Great  Britain  there  are  still  unsettled  questions,  gro\ring  out  of 
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the  local  laws  of  the  maritime  prov^inces  and  the  action  of  provincial 
authorities  deemed  to  be  in  derogation  of  rights  secured  by  treat}"  to 
American  fishermen.  The  United  States  minister  in  Loudon  has  been 
instructed  to  present  a  denmud  for  $105,305.02  in  view  of  the  damages 
received  by  American  citizens  at  Fortune  Bay  on  the  6th  day  of  January, 
1878.  The  subject  has  been  taken  into  consideration  by  the  British 
Government,  and  an  early  reply  is  anticipated. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  necessary  preliminary  examinations  the  sub- 
ject of  our  participation  in  the  provincial  fisheries,  as  regulated  by  treaty, 
will  at  once  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  British  Government,  with 
a  view  to  an  early  and  permanent  settlement  of  the  whole  question,  which 
was  only  temporarily  adjusted  by  the  treaty  of  Washington. 

EfiForts  have  been  made  to  obtain  the  removal  of  restrictions  found 
injurious  to  the  exportation  of  cattle  to  the  United  Kingdom. 

Some  correspondence  has  also  occurred  with  regard  to  the  rescue  and 
saving  of  life  and  property  upon  the  Lakes,  which  has  resulted  in  imiK>r- 
taut  modifications  of  the  pre^'ious  regulations  of  the  Dominion  go%^ern- 
ment  on  the  subject  in  the  interest  of  humanity  and  commerce. 

In  accordance  with  the  joint  resolution  of  the  last  session  of  Congress, 
commissioners  were  appointed  to  represent  the  United  States  at  the  two 
international  exhibitions  in  Australia,  one  of  which  is  now  in  progress  at 
Sydney,  and  the  other  to  be  held  next  year  at  Melbourne.  A  desire  has 
been  expressed  by  our  merchants  and  manufacturers  interested  in  the 
important  and  growing  trade  with  Australia  that  an  increased  provision 
should  Ixr  made  by  Congress  for  the  representation  of  our  industries  at 
the  Meltounie  exhibition  of  next  year,  and  the  subject  is  respectfully 
submitted  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  assent  of  the  Government  has  been  given  to  the  landing  on  the 
coast  of  Massachusetts  of  a  new  and  independent  transatlantic  cable 
between  France,  by  way  of  the  French  island  of  St.  Pierre,  and  this 
country,  subject  to  any  future  legislation  of  Congress  on  the  subject. 
The  conditions  imposed  before  allowing  this  connection  with  our  shores 
to  be  established  are  such  as  to  secure  its  competition  with  any  existing 
or  future  lines  of  marine  cable  and  preclude  amalgamation  therewith,  to 
pro\4de  for  entire  equality  of  rights  to  our  Government  and  people  with 
those  of  France  in  the  use  of  the  cable,  and  prevent  any  exclusive  pos- 
session of  the  privilege  as  accorded  by  France  to  the  disadvantage  of 
any  future  cable  communication  between  France  and  the  United  States 
which  may  be  projected  and  accomplished  by  our  citizens.  An  impor- 
tant reduction  of  the  present  rates  of  cable  communication  with  Europe, 
felt  to  be  too  burdensome  to  the  interests  of  our  commerce,  must  neces- 
sarily flow  from  the  establishment  of  this  competing  line. 

The  attention  of  Congress  was  drawn  to  the  propriety  of  some  general 
regulation  by  Congress  of  the  whole  subject  of  transmarine  cables  by 
my  predecessor  in  his  message  of  December  7,  1875,  and  I  respectfully 
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He  concurs  with  the  General  of  the  Army  in  recommending  such 
legislation  as  will  authorize  the  enlistment  of  the  full  number  of  25,000 
men  for  the  line  of  the  Army,  exclusive  of  the  3,463  men  required  for 
detached  dutj',  and  therefore  not  available  for  service  in  the  field. 

He  also  recommends  that  Congress  be  asked  to  provide  by  law  for  the 
disposition  of  a  large  number  of  abandoned  military  posts  and  reserva- 
tions, which,  though  very  valuable  in  themselves,  have  been  rendered 
useless  for  military  purposes  by  the  advance  of  civilization  and  settlement. 

He  unites  with  the  Quartermaster-General  in  recommending  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  for  the  construction  of  a  cheap  and  perfectly  fire- 
proof building  for  the  safe  storage  of  a  vast  amount  of  money  accounts, 
vouchers,  claims,  and  other  valuable  records  now  in  the  Quartermaster- 
GeneraPs  Office,  and  exposed  to  great  risk  of  total  destruction  by  fire. 

He  also  recommends,  in  conformity  with  the  views  of  the  Judge- 
Advocate-General,  some  declaratory  legislation  in  reference  to  the  mili- 
tary statute  of  limitations  as  applied  to  the  crime  of  desertion. 

In  these  several  recommendations  I  concur. 

The  Secretary  of  War  further  reports  that  the  work  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  South  Pass  of  the  Mississippi  River,  under  contract  with 
Mr.  James  B.  Eads,  made  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of  Congress,  has  been 
prosecuted  during  the  past  year  with  a  greater  measure  of  success  in 
the  attainment  of  results  than  during  any  previous  year.  The  channel 
through  the  South  Pass,  which  at  the  beginning  of  operations  in  June, 
1875,  had  a  depth  of  only  7>^  feet  of  water,  had  on  the  8th  of  July,  1879, 
a  minimum  depth  of  26  feet,  having  a  width  of  not  less  than  200  feet 
and  a  central  depth  of  30  feet.  Payments  have  been  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  statute,  as  the  work  progressed,  amounting  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  $4,250,000;  and  further  payments  will  become  due,  as  provided 
by  the  statute,  in  the  event  of  success  in  maintaining  the  channel  now 
secured. 

The  reports  of  the  General  of  the  Army  and  of  his  subordinates  present 
a  full  and  detailed  account  of  the  military  operations  for  the  suppression 
of  hostilities  among  the  Indians  of  the  Ute  and  Apache  tribes,  and  praise 
is  justly  awarded  to  the  officers  and  troops  engaged  for  promptness,  skill, 
and  courage  displayed. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  almost  unbroken  peace  and  quiet  on  the 
Mexican  frontier,  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  efforts  of  this 
Government  and  of  Mexico  to  maintain  order  in  that  region  will  prove 
permanently  successful. 

This  Department  was  enabled  during  the  past  year  to  find  temporary, 
though  crowded,  accommodations  and  a  safe  depository  for  a  portion  of 
its  records  in  the  completed  east  wing  of  the  building  designed  for  the 
State,  War,  and  Navy  Departments.  The  construction  of  the  north  wing 
of  the  building,  a  part  of  the  structure  intended  for  the  use  of  the  War 
Department,  is  being  carried  forward  with  all  possible  dispatch,  and  the 


work  should  receive  from  Congress  such  liberal  appropriations  as  will 
secure  its  speedy  completion. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  shows  continued  improvement 
in  that  branch  of  the  service  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  Extensive 
repairs  have  l^eeti  made  upon  vessels,  and  two  new  ships  have  been  com- 
pleted and  made  ready  for  sea. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  year  ended  June  30,  1879,  including 
specific  appropriations  not  estimated  for  by  the  Department,  were  $13,- 
555.710.09,  The  exiDeuses  chargeable  to  the  year,  after  deducting  the 
amount  of  these  specific  appropriations,  were  $13,343,317*79;  but  this  is 
subject  to  a  reduction  of  $283,725. 99,  that  amount  having  l>een  drawn 
upon  warrants,  but  not  paid  out  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  appro- 
priations applicable  to  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $14,538,646.17.  There 
was,  therefore,  a  balance  of  $1,479,054,37  remaining  unexpended  and 
to  the  credit  of  the  Department  on  June  30,  1879,  The  estimates  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1881,  are  $14,864,147.95,  wdiich  exceeds 
the  appropriations  for  the  present  fiscal  year  $361 » 897. 28.  The  reason 
for  this  increase  is  explained  in  the  Secretary's  report.  The  appropria- 
tions available  for  the  present  fiscal  year  are  $14,502,250.67,  which  will, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretar>\  answer  all  the  ordinary  demands  of  the 
ser\ice.  The  amount  drawn  from  the  Treasury  from  July  i  to  Novem- 
ber I,  1879  was  $5,770.404, 12,  of  which  $1 ,095,440.33  has  been  refunded, 
leaving  as  the  expenditure  for  that  period  $4,674,963.79.  If  the  expend- 
itures of  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  the  year  do  not  exceed  the  propor- 
tion for  these  four  months,  there  will  remain  unexpended  at  the  end  of 
the  year  $477,359.30  of  the  current  appropriations.  The  report  of  the 
Secretary  shows  the  gratifj'ing  fact  that  among  all  the  disbursing  offi- 
cers of  the  Pay  Corps  of  the  Xavy  there  is  not  one  who  is  a  defaulter 
to  the  extent  of  a  single  dollar.  1  unite  with  him  in  recommending  the 
removal  of  the  obser\^ator>^  to  a  more  healthful  location.  That  institu- 
tion reflects  credit  upon  the  nation,  and  has  obtained  the  approbation  of 
scientific  men  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  Its  rerao%'al  from  its  present 
location  would  not  only  \)q  conducive  to  the  health  of  its  officers  and 
professors,  but  would  greatly  increase  its  usefulness. 

The  appropriation  for  judicial  expenses,  which  has  heretofore  been 
made  for  the  Department  of  Justice  in  gross,  was  subdivided  at  the  last 
session  of  Congress,  and  no  appropriation  whatever  was  made  for  the 
payment  of  the  fees  of  marshals  and  their  deputies,  either  in  the  service 
of  process  or  for  the  discharge  of  other  duties;  and  since  June  30  these 
officers  have  continued  the  performance  of  their  duties  without  com- 
pensation from  the  Government,  taking  upon  themselves  the  necessary 
incidental  outlays,  as  well  as  rendering  their  own  sendees.  In  only  a 
few  unavoidable  instances  has  the  proper  execution  of  the  process  of  the 
United  States  failed  by  reason  of  the  al>sence  of  the  requisite  appropria- 
tion.    This  course  of  official  conduct  on  the  part  of  these  officers,  highly 
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ci\^ ligation  and  prosperity,  and  the  progress  already  achieved  by  them, 
will  be  found  of  more  tliaii  onlinary  interest.  The  general  conduct  of 
our  Indian  population  lias  been  so  satisfactory  that  the  occurrence  of  two 
disturbances,  which  resulted  in  bloodshed  and  destruction  of  property,  is 
all  the  more  to  be  lamented. 

The  history  of  the  outbreak  on  the  White  River  Ute  Reservation,  in 
western  Colorado,  has  become  so  familiar  by  elaborate  reports  in  the 
public  press  that  its  remarkable  incidents  need  not  be  stated  here  in 
detaih  It  is  expected  tbat  the  settlement  of  this  diffictilty  will  lead  to 
such  arrangements  as  will  prevent  further  hostile  contact  between  the 
Indians  and  the  border  settlements  in  western  Colorado. 

The  other  disturbance  occurred  at  the  Mescalero  Agency,  in  New 
Mexico,  where  Victoria,  at  the  head  of  a  small  band  of  marauders,  after 
committing  many  atrocities,  being  vigorously  chased  by  a  railitar>^  force, 
made  his  way  across  the  Mexican  border  and  is  now  on  foreign  soih 

While  these  occurrences,  in  wdiich  a  couparatively  small  numl>er  of 
Indians  were  engaged,  are  most  deplorable,  a  vast  majority  of  our  Indian 
population  have  fully  justified  the  expectations  of  those  who  beheve  that 
by  humane  and  |>eaceful  influences  the  Indian  can  l>e  led  to  abandon  the 
habits  of  savage  hfe  and  to  develop  a  capacity  for  useful  and  civilized 
occupations.  What  they  have  already  accomplished  in  the  pursuit  of 
agricultural  and  mechanical  work,  the  remarkable  success  which  has 
attended  the  experiment  of  employing  as  freighters  a  class  of  Indians 
hitherto  counted  among  the  wildest  and  most  intractable,  and  the  general 
and  urgent  desire  expressed  by  them  for  the  education  of  their  children 
may  be  taken  as  sufficient  proof  that  they  will  be  found  capable  of  accom- 
plishing much  more  if  they  continue  to  l>e  wisely  and  fairly  guided.  The 
*' Indian  policy"  sketched  in  the  .report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior, the  object  of  which  is  to  make  liberal  pro%4sion  for  the  education 
of  Indian  youth,  to  settle  the  Indians  upon  farm  lots  in  severalty,  to 
give  them  title  in  fee  to  their  farms,  inalienable  for  a  certain  number 
of  years,  and  when  their  wants  are  thus  provided  for  to  dispose  by  sale  of 
the  lauds  on  their  reserA-ations  not  occupied  and  used  by  them,  a  fund 
to  be  formed  out  of  the  proceeds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians,  which 
will  gradually  relieve  the  Goveniment  of  the  expenses  now  provided 
for  by  annual  appropnations,  must  commend  itself  as  just  and  benefi- 
cial to  the  Indians,  and  as  also  calculated  to  remove  those  obstnictions 
which  the  existetice  of  large  reser^^ations  presents  to  the  settlement  and 
de\'elopment  of  the  country.  I  therefore  earnestly  recommend  the  en- 
actment of  a  law  enabling  the  Government  to  give  Indians  a  title  in  fee, 
inalienable  for  twenty-five  years,  to  the  farm  lands  assigned  to  them  by 
allotment.  I  alscj  repeat  the  recommendation  made  in  my  first  annual 
message,  that  a  law  be  passed  admitting  Indians  who  can  give  satisfac- 
tory proof  of  having  by  their  own  later  supported  their  families  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  who  are  willing  to  detach  themselves  from  their 
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tribal  relations,  tu  the  benefit  of  tlie  hoinestead  act,  and  to  g^rant  tliem  pat- 
ents containing  the  same  provision  of  iiiahenability  for  a  certain  period. 

The  exi>erinient  of  sending  a  niiniber  of  Indian  children  of  both  sexes 
to  the  Hampton  Normal  and  Agricultural  Institute,  in  Virginia,  to  receive 
an  elementary  English  education  and  practical  instruction  in  farming 
and  other  useful  industries,  has  led  to  results  so  promising  that  it  was 
thought  expedient  to  turn  over  the  cavalry  barracks  at  Carlisle,  in  Penn- 
sylvania, to  the  Interior  Department  for  the  establishment  of  an  Indian 
school  on  a  larger  scale.  This  school  has  now  158  pupils,  selected  from 
various  tri1x;s,  and  is  in  full  operation.  Arrangements  are  also  made  for 
the  education  of  a  numl>er  of  Indian  boys  and  girls  belonging  to  tribes 
on  the  Pacific  Slope  in  a  similar  manner,  at  Forest  Grove,  in  Oregon. 
These  institutions  wnll  commend  themselves ,to  the  liberality  of  Congress 
and  to  the  philanthrnpic  munificence  of  the  American  jieople. 

Last  spring  information  was  recei\-ed  of  the  organization  of  an  exten- 
sive movement  in  the  Western  States,  the  object  of  which  was  the  occu- 
pation by  unauthorized  ])ersons  of  certain  lands  in  the  Indian  Territorj'^ 
ceded  by  the  Cherokees  to  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of  settlement 
by  other  Indian  tribes. 

On  the  26th  of  April  I  issued  a  proclamation*  warning  all  persons 
against  participation  in  such  an  attempt,  and  by  the  cooperation  of  a 
militar>^  force  the  invasion  was  promptly  checked.  It  is  my  purpose  to 
protect  the  rights  of  the  Indian  inhabitants  of  that  Territory  to  the  full 
extent  of  the  executive  power;  but  it  would  l->e  unwise  to  ignore  the 
fact  that  a  territory'  so  large  and  so  fertile,  with  a  population  so  sparse 
and  with  so  great  a  wealtli  of  unused  resources,  w^ill  l>e  found  more  ex- 
posed to  the  rep>etitiou  of  such  attempts  as  happened  this  year  when  the 
surrounding  States  are  more  densely  settled  and  the  westward  movement 
of  our  population  looks  still  more  eagerly  for  fresh  lands  to  occupy. 
Under  such  circumstances  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory in  its  present  state  will  greatly  increase,  and  the  Indian  tribes  inliab- 
iting  it  would  do  w^ell  to  prepare  for  such  a  coiitingenc3\  I  therefore 
fully  appro\*e  of  the  advice  given  to  them  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
on  a  recent  occasion,  to  divide  among  themselves  in  severalty  as  large  a 
quantity  of  their  lands  as  they  can  cultivate;  to  acquire  individual  title  in 
fee  instead  of  their  present  trilxil  ownership  in  common,  and  to  cojisider 
in  what  manner  the  balance  of  their  lands  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  Gov- 
ernment for  their  benefit.  By  adopting  such  a  policy  they  would  more 
certainly  secure  for  themselves  the  value  of  their  possessions,  and  at  the 
same  time  promote  their  progress  in  ci%Hlization  and  prosperity,  than  by 
endeavoring  to  perpetuate  the  present  state  of  things  in  the  Territory. 

The  question  whether  a  change  in  the  control  of  the  Indian  service 
should  be  made  w^as  in  the  Forty- fifth  Congress  referred  to  a  joint  com- 
mittee of  lx>th  Houses  for  inquiry  and  report.    In  my  last  annual  message 

♦  See  pp,  547-54*. 
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I  expressed  the  hope  that  the  decision  of  that  question,  then  in  prospect, 
would  **  arrest  further  agitation  of  this  subject,  such  agitation  being  apt 
to  produce  a  disturbing  effect  upon  the  ser\4ce  as  well  as  on  the  Indians 
themselves. ' '  Since  then,  the  committee  ha\'ing  reported,  the  question  has 
been  decided  in  the  negative  by  a  vote  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

For  the  reasons  here  stated,  and  in  \'iew  of  the  fact  that  further  uncer- 
tainty on  this  point  will  be  calculated  to  obstruct  other  much-needed  leg- 
islation, to  weaken  the  discipline  of  the  service,  and  to  unsettle  salutary 
measures  now  in  progress  for  the  government  and  improvement  of  the 
Indians,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  decision  arrived  at  by  Con- 
gress at  its  last  session  be  permitted  to  stand. 

The  efforts  made  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  to  arrest  the  dep- 
redations on  the  timber  lands  of  the  United  States  have  been  continued, 
and  have  met  with  considerable  success.  A  large  niunber  of  cases  of 
trespass  have  been  prosecuted  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States;  others 
have  been  settled,  the  trespassers  offering  to  make  payment  to  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  value  of  the  timber  taken  by  them.  The  proceeds  dt 
these  prosecutions  and  settlements  turned  into  the  Treasury  far  exceed 
in  amount  the  sums  appropriated  by  Congress  for  this  purpose.  A  more 
important  result,  however,  consists  in  the  fact  that  the  destruction  of  our 
public  forests  by  depredation,  although  such  cases  still  occur,  has  been 
greatly  reduced  in  extent,  and  it  is  probable  that  if  the  present  policy  is 
vigorously  pursued  and  sufl5cient  provision  to  that  end  is  made  by  Con- 
gress such  trespasses,  at  least  those  on  a  large  scale,  can  be  entirely  sup- 
pressed, except  in  the  Territories,  where  timber  for  the  dailj'  requirements 
of  the  population  can  not,  under  the  present  state  of  the  law,  be  otherwise 
obtained.  I  therefore  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  td  the 
recommendation  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  that  a  law  be 
enacted  enabling  the  Government  to  sell  timber  from  the  public  lands 
without  conveying  the  fee,  where  such  lands  are  principally  valuable  for 
the  timber  thereon,  such  sales  to  be  so  regulated  as  to  conform  to  domes- 
tic wants  and  business  requirements,  while  at  the  same  time  guarding 
against  a  sweeping  destruction  of  the  forests.  The  enactment  of  such  a 
law  appears  to  become  a  more  pressing  necessity  every  day. 

My  recommendations  in  former  messages  are  renewed  in  favor  of 
enlarging  the  facilities  of  the  Department  of  Ag^culture.  Agriculture 
is  the  leading  interest  and  the  permanent  industry  of  our  people.  It 
is  to  the  abundance  of  agricultural  production,  as  compared  with  our 
home  consumption,  and  the  largely  increased  and  highly  profitable  mar- 
ket abroad  which  we  have  enjoyed  in  recent  years,  that  we  are  mainly 
indebted  for  our  present  prosperity  as  a  people.  We  must  look  for  its 
continued  maintenance  to  the  same  substantial  resource.  There  is  no 
branch  of  industry  in  which  labor,  directed  by  scientific  knowledge, 
yields  such  increased  production  in  comparison  with  unskilled  labor,  and 
no  branch  of  the  public  service  to  which  the  encouragement  of  hberal 
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appropriations  cnu  be  more  appropriately  extended.  The  omission  to 
render  such  aid  is  not  a  wise  economy,  but,  on  the  contrary,  undoubtedly 
results  in  losses  of  immense  sums  annually  that  might  be  saved  through 
well-directed  efforts  by  the  Government  to  promote  this  vital  interest. 

The  results  already  accomplished  with  the  ver}-  limited  means  here- 
tofore placed  at  the  command  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  an 
earnest  of  what  may  be  expected  with  increased  appropriations  for  the 
several  purposes  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Conmiissioner,  with  a 
view  to  placing  the  Department  upon  a  footing  which  will  enable  it  to 
prosecute  more  efFecti\'ely  the  oltjects  for  w^hich  it  is  established. 

Appropriations  are  needed  for  a  more  complete  laboratory,  for  the 
establishment  of  a  veterinar>'  division  and  a  division  of  forestry,  and  for 
an  increase  of  f<irce. 

The  reciuirements  for  these  and  other  purposes,  indicated  in  the  report 
of  the  Commissioner  under  the  head  of  the  immediate  necessities  of  the 
Department,  will  not  invol%^e  any  expenditure  of  money  that  the  coiintr>' 
can  not  with  propriety  now  undertake  in  the  interests  of  agriculture. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  the  Bureau  of  Education  the  extent  to 
which  educational  privileges  throughout  the  United  States  have  been 
advanced  during  the  year.  No  more  fundamental  responsibility  rests 
npon  Congress  than  that  of  devising  appropriate  measures  of  financial 
aid  to  education,  supplemental  to  local  action  in  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories and  in  the  District  of  Cohnnbia.  The  w^ise  forethonght  of  the 
founders  of  our  Govennnent  has  not  only  furnished  the  basis  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  comnion-st*hool  systems  of  the  new^er  States,  but  laid  the 
foundations  for  the  maintenance  of  their  universities  and  colleges  of 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts.  Measm-es  in  accordance  with  this 
traditional  policy,  for  the  further  benefit  of  all  these  interests  and  the 
exteiision  of  the  same  advantages  to  every  f>ortion  of  the  country,  it  is 
hoped  will  receive  your  favorable  consideration. 

To  preserve  and  perpetuate  tlie  national  literature  should  lie  among 
the  foremost  cares  of  the  National  Legislature.  The  hbrar>^  gathered 
at  the  Capitol  still  remains  unpro\nded  w^th  any  suitable  acconnnoda- 
tions  for  its  rapidly  increasing  stores.  The  magnitude  and  importance 
of  the  collection,  increased  as  it  is  by  the  deposits  made  under  the  law 
of  copyright,  by  domestic  and  foreign  exchanges,  and  by  the  scientific 
library  of  the  Smiths4:>nian  Institution,  call  for  building  accommodations 
which  shall  be  at  once  adequate  and  fireproof.  The  location  of  such  a 
public  building,  which  should  provide  for  the  pressing  necessities  of  tlie 
present  and  for  the  vast  increase  of  the  nation's  books  in  the  future,  is 
a  matter  which  addresses  itself  to  the  discretion  of  Congress.  It  is  ear- 
nestly recommended  as  a  measure  which  should  unite  all  suffrages  and 
which  should  no  longer  l>e  delayed. 

The  joint  commission  creited  Ijy  the  act  of  Congress  of  August  2, 
1876,  for  the  purpose  of  supervising  and  directing  the  completion  of  the 
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WashiiigtoTi  National  Monument,  of  which  commission  the  President  is 
a  iiieml^er,  has  g:i\'en  careful  attention  to  this  subject,  and  already  the 
strengthening  of  the  foundation  has  so  far  progressed  as  to  insure 
the  entire  success  of  this  part  of  the  work.  A  massi\^  layer  of  ma* 
sonry  has  been  introduced  below  the  original  foundation,  widening  the 
base,  increasing  the  stability  of  the  structure,  and  rendering  it  possible 
to  carry  the  shaft  to  completion.  It  is  earnestly  reconimended  that 
such  further  appropriations  he  made  for  the  continueil  prosecution  of 
the  work  as  may  be  necessar>*  for  the  cx>mpletion  of  this  national 
monument  at  an  early  day. 

In  former  messages,  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  subject,  I 
have  taken  occasion  to  commend  to  Congress  the  adoption  of  a  gener- 
ous policy  toward  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  District,  herewith  transmitted,  contains  suggestions 
and  recommendations,  to  all  of  which  I  earnestly  in%ite  3*our  careful 
attention.  I  ask  your  early  and  favorable  consideration  of  the  views 
which  they  express  as  to  the  urgent  need  of  kgislation  for  the  recla- 
mation of  the  marshes  of  the  Potomac  and  its  Ivastern  Branch  within 
the  limits  of  the  city,  and  for  the  repair  of  the  streets  of  the  capital, 
heretofore  laid  with  wooden  blocks  and  now  by  decay  rendered  almost 
impassable  and  a  source  of  imminent  danger  to  the  health  of  its  citizens. 
The  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  are  wholly  inadei|uate 
for  the  accomplishment  of  these  impulant  works,  and  should  be  supple- 
mented by  timely  appropriations  from  the  Federal  Treasur>\ 

The  filling  of  the  flats  in  front  of  the  city  will  add  to  the  adjacent 
lands  and  parks  now  owned  by  the  United  States  a  large  and  valu- 
able domain,  sufficient,  it  is  thought,  to  reimburse  its  entire  cost,  and 
will  also,  as  an  incidental  result,  secure  the  permanent  improvement 
of  the  river  for  the  purposes  of  navigation. 

The  Constitution  having  invested  Congress  with  supreme  and  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction  over  the  District  of  Columbia,  its  citizens  must  of  ne- 
cessity look  to  Congress  alone  for  all  needful  legislation  affecting  their 
interests;  and  as  the  territory  of  this  District  is  the  common  property 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States,  w^ho  equally  with  its  resident  citi- 
zens are  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  their  capital,  I  can  not  doubt 
that  3'ou  will  be  amply  sustained  by  the  general  voice  of  the  country  in 
any  measures  you  may  adopt  for  this  purpose. 

I  also  invite  the  favorable  consideration  of  Congress  to  the  wants  of 
the  public  schools  of  this  District,  as  exhibited  in  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners,  While  tlie  number  of  pupils  is  rapidly  increasing,  no 
adequate  provision  exists  for  a  curres|xinding  increase  of  school  accom- 
modalion,  and  the  Conmiissioners  are  without  the  means  to  meet  this 
urgent  need.  A  numlier  of  the  buildings  now  used  for  school  purposes 
are  rented,  and  are  in  important  particulars  uusnited  for  the  purpose. 
The  cause  of  popular  education  in  the  District  of  Columbia  is  surely 
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entitled  to  the  same  coiiskle ration  at  the  hands  of  the  National  Gov- 
ernment as  m  the  several  States  and  Territorie.s,  to  which  munificent 
grants  of  the  puhlic  lands  have  heen  made  for  the  endowment  of 
schools  and  universities.

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a  draft  of  a  bill  submitted  hy 
the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  entitled  '*A  bill 
to  provide  for  the  reclamation  of  the  marshes  in  the  harbors  of  the  cities 
of  Washin^on  and  Georgetowm,  and  for  other  pnq>oses,"  together  with 
the  accompanying  letter  of  the  president  of  the  board  requesting  its 
transmission  to  Congress. 

The  bill  embraces  a  plan  for  the  reclamation  of  the  marshes  of  the 
Potomac  River  and  its  Eastern  Branch  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Washington,  and  is  carefully  framed  with  a  view  to  economy  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  work.  The  attention  of  Congress  is  again  invited  to 
the  urgent  need  of  legislation  for  this  important  work,  which  has  been  so 
long  delayed. 

The  improvement  aintemplated  is  essential  to  the  health  of  those  who 
reside,  whether  permanently  or  temporarily,  at  the  capital,  and  to  the 
safe  and  convenient  navigation  of  the  waters  in  its  vicinity  by  vessels 
employed  in  the  ser\Hce  of  the  Government  and  for  the  purposes  of  com- 
merce. It  is  a  measure  of  more  than  local  l>enefxt.  The  capital  of  the 
nation  should  be  relie\'ed  from  every  disadvantage  which  it  is  practica- 
ble to  remove,  and  should  possess  every  attraction  with  which  it  can  be 
invested  by  the  intelligent  and  fostering  care  of  those  who  are  intrusted 
%vith  its  immediate  supervision.  The  people  of  tlie  country  will  sustain 
and  approve  the  efforts  of  their  representatives  in  the  discharge  of  this 
resix^nsibility.  ^   ^   HAYES.

an  appropriation  to  enable  the  War  Department  to  make  use  of  it.  An 
estimate  of  $20,000  for  the  purpose  was  submitted  to  Congress  in  the 
last  Book  of  Estimates  (see  p.  82), and  an  appropriation  of  that  sum  is 
respectfully  recommended. 

The  act  of  July  31, 1876  (19  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  ch.  246,  p.  119), 
made  an  appropriation  for  completing  the  experiments  in  testing  iron, 
steel,  and  other  metals,  and  provided  that  the  board  should  be  discon- 
tinued from  and  after  the  expenditure  of  the  amount  appropriated.  In 
accordance  with  this  legislation,  the  board  ceased  to  exist  on  the  30th  of 
J^^^''^79.

I  deem  it  ])n)iK*r  to  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject  of 
the  unsettled  claims  of  Si>anish  inhabitants  of  East  Florida  during  the 
years  of  1812  and  1S13,  generally  known  as  the  "East  Florida  claims,** 
the  settlement  of  which  is  provided  for  by  a  stipulation  found  in  Article 
IX  of  the  tawty  of  l^ebruary,  1819,  between  the  United  States  and  Spain. 
The  provision  of  the  treaty  in  question  which  relates  to  the  subject  is 
the  following: 

The  UnitiHl  Stales  wiU  cause  satissfaction  to  be  made  for  the  injuries,  if  any,  which 
hv  pnHX\ss  of  law  shaU  Ix"  cstahlishcti  to  have  been  suffered  by  the  Spanish  officers 
And  individual  S]>anish  inhabitants  by  the  late  operations  of  the  American  army  in 
rionda. 

The  act  of  Coni>rK.\ss  of  the  3d  of  March,  1S23  (3  U.  S.  Statutes  at 
l^ir>i\\  ]>.  7(^8  ^,  to  carr>-  into  effect  the  ninth  article  of  the  treaty  in 
question,  pnnided  for  the  examination  and  judicial  ascertainment  of  the 
clain.s  In-  the  jiulvjes  of  iho  su|x?rior  cv^urts  established  at  St.  Aug^us- 
tine  and  IVnsacv^la.  and  also  made  proN-ision  for  the  pax^ment  by  the 
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Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  such  claiuis  as  might  be  reported  to  him 
by  tlie  said  judges,  upon  lii,s  being  satisfied  that  such  claims  were  just 
and  equitable;  and  a  subsequent  act,  approved  the  26th  of  Juue^  1834 
(6  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p*  569),  gave  further  directions  for  the  pay- 
ment, and  also  provided  for  the  hearing  and  determination  by  the  judge 
of  the  superior  court  of  St.  Augustiue  of  such  claims  as  had  not  then 
teen  already  heard  and  determined.  Under  these  acts  of  Congress  I 
understand  that  all  claims  presented  to  the  judges  in  Florida  were 
passed  upon  and  the  result  of  the  proceedings  thus  had  reported  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  It  also  appears  that  in  the  computation  of 
damages  the  judges  adopted  a  rule  of  5  jier  cent  per  annum  on  tlie  ascer- 
tained actual  loss  from  the  date  of  that  loss  to  the  time  of  the  rendition 
of  their  finding,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  1836,  when 
the  first  rejK^rts  were  presented  to  him,  not  deeming  tliis  ]x>rtion  of  the 
claims  covered  by  the  5  per  cent  rule  just  and  equitable  within  the  mean- 
ing  of  the  treaty  and  the  acts  of  Congress,  refused  to  pay  it»  but  did  con- 
tinue to  pay  the  ascertained  amounts  of  actual  loss.  The  demand  for 
payment  of  this  rejected  item  has  been  pressed  at  various  times  and  in 
various  wa\s  up  to  the  present  time,  but  Mr.  Woodbury \s  successors 
in  the  Treasury  Department  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  review  that 
ruhng. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  have  thought  it  proper  to  lay  the  subject 
before  Congreiis  for  its  consideration  and  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
necessar\'.  The  history  of  the  proceedings  already  had  in  regard  to  the

On  the  recent  death  of  Mr.  C*M)lidget  wltose  wife  had  die^l  a  year  or  two  previously, 
the  desk  became  the  property  of  tlieir  children,  Mr.  J.  Randolph  Coolidge,  Dn  Alger- 
non Coolidge,  Mr.  Thomas  Jefferson  Coolidge,  and  Mrs.  Ellen  Dwight,  who  now 
desire  to  offer  it  to  the  United  States,  vSo  tliat  it  may  henceforth  have  a  place  in  the 
Department  of  State  in  connection  with  the  immortal  instrument  which  was  written 
ujx>n  it  in  1776. 

Tliey  have  done  me  the  honor  to  make  nie  the  medium  of  this  distinguished  gift, 
and  I  ask  permission  to  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  natior.

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  27th  ultimo,  calling  for  copies  of  the  correspondence  with  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Great  Britain  in  regard  to  the  alleged  outrage  upon  American 
fishermen  at  Fortune  Bay,  in  the  Province  of  Newfoundland,  I  transmit 
herewith  the  correspondence  called  for  and  a  report  from  the  Secretary 
of  State  on  the  subject. 

In  transmitting  this  correspondence  and  the  report  I  respectfully  ask 
the  immediate  and  careful  attention  of  Congress  to  the  failure  of  accord 
between  the  two  Governments  as  to  the  interpretation  and  execution  of 
the  fishery  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Washington,  as  disclosed  in  this  cor- 
respondence and  elucidated  by  the  exposition  of  the  subject  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State. 

I  concur  in  the  opinions  of  this  report  as  to  the  measures  proper  to  be 
taken  by  this  Government  in  maintenance  of  the  rights  accorded  to  our 
fishermen  by  the  British  concession  of  the  treatj'^  and  in  prmnlding  for 
suitable  action  toward  securing  an  indemnity  for  the  injury  these  inter- 
ests have  already  suffered. 

Accordingly,  I  recommend  to  Congress  the  adoption  of  these  measures, 
with  such  attendant  detail's  of  legislation  as  in  the  wisdom  of  Congress 
shall  seem  expedient.  j^   g   HAYES

VETO  MESSAGES. 

Executive  Mansion,  May  4.,  1880. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

After  mature  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  *'An  act  making  appro- 
priations to  supply  certain  deficiencies  in  the  appropriations  for  the 
service  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1880,  and 
for  other  purposes,**  I  return  it  to  the  House  of  Representatives,  in 
which  it  originated,  with  my  objections  to  its  passage. 

The  bill  appropriates  about  $8,000,000,  of  which  over  $600,000  is  for 
the  payment  of  the  fees  of  United  States  marshals  and  of  the  general 
and  special  deputy  marshals  earned  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  and 
their  incidental  expenses.  The  appropriations  made  in  the  bill  are 
needed  to  carry  on  the  operations  of  the  Government  and  to  fulfill  its 
obligations  for  the  payment  of  money  long  since  due  to  its  officers  for 
services  and  expenses  essential  to  the  execution  of  their  duties  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States.  The  necessity  for  these  appropriations  is  so 
urgent  and  they  have  been  already  so  long  delayed  that  if  the  bill  be- 
fore me  contained  no  permanent  or  general  legislation  unconnected  with 
these  appropriations  it  would  receive  my  prompt  approval.  It  contains, 
however,  provisions  which  materially  change,  and  by  implication  repeal, 
important  parts  of  the  laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  United  States  elec- 
tions. These  laws  have  for  several  years  past  been  the  subject  of 
vehement  political  controversy,  and  have  been  denounced  as  unnecessary, 
oppressive,  and  unconstitutional.  On  the  other  hand,  it  has  been  main- 
tained with  equal  zeal  and  earnestness  that  the  election  laws  are  indis- 
pensable to  fair  and  lawful  elections,  and  are  clearly  warranted  by  the 
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Constitution.  Under  these  circumstances,  to  attempt  in  an  appropria- 
tion bill  the  modification  or  repeal  of  these  laws  is  to  annex  a  condition 
to  the  passage  of  needed  and  proper  appropriations,  which  tends  to  de- 
prive the  Executive  of  that  equal  and  independent  exercise  of  discretion 
and  judgment  which  the  Constitution  contemplates. 

The  objection  to  the  bill,  therefore,  to  which  I  respectfully  ask  jour 
attention  is  that  it  gives  a  marked  and  deliberate  sanction,  attended  by 
no  circumstances  of  pressing  necessity,  to  the  questionable  and,  as  I  am 
clearly  of  opinion,  the  dangerous  practice  of  tacking  upon  appropria- 
tion bills  general  and  permanent  legislation.  This  practice  opens  a  wide 
door  to  hasty,  inconsiderate,  and  sinister  legislation.  It  in\ntes  attacks 
upon  the  independence  and  constitutional  powers  of  the  Executive  by  pro- 
viding an  easy  and  effective  way  of  constraining  Executive  discretion. 
Although  of  late  this  practice  has  been  resorted  to  by  all  political  parties 
when  clothed  with  power,  it  did  not  prevail  until  forty  years  after  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  it  is  con- 
demned by  the  enlightened  judgment  of  the  countr>^  The  States  which 
have  adopted  new  constitutions  during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  have 
generally  provided  remedies  for  the  evil.  Many  of  them  have  enacted 
that  no  law  shall  contain  more  than  one  subject,  which  shall  be  plainly 
expressed  in  its  title.  The  constitutions  of  more  than  half  of  the  States 
contain  substantially  this  provasion,  or  some  other  of  like  intent  and 
meaning.  The  public  welfare  will  be  promoted  in  many  ways  by  a  re- 
turn to  the  early  practice  of  the  Government  and  to  the  true  rule  of  legis- 
lation, which  is  that  every  measure  should  stand  upon  its  own  merits. 

I  am  firmly  con\4nced  that  appropriation  bills  ought  not  to  contain 
any  legislation  not  relevant  to  the  application  or  expenditure  of  the 
money  thereby  appropriated,  and  that  by  a  strict  adherence  to  this  prin- 
ciple an  important  and  much  needed  refonn  will  be  accomplished. 

Placing  my  objection  to  the  bill  on  this  feature  of  its  frame,  I  forbear 
any  comment  upon  the  important  general  and  permanent  legislation  w- hich 
it  contains,  as  matter  for  specific  and  independent  consideration.

After  mature  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  **An  act  regulating  the 
pay  and  appointment  of  deputy  marshals,  *  *  I  am  constrained  to  withhold 
from  it  my  approval,  and  to  return  it  to  the  Senate,  in  which  it  originated, 
with  my  objections  to  its  passage. 

The  laws  now  in  force  on  the  subject  of  the  bill  before  me  are  con- 
tained in  the  following  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes: 

Sec  2021.  Whenever  an  election  at  which  Representatives  or  Delegates  in  Con- 
gress are  to  be  chosen  is  held  in  any  city  or  town  of  20,000  inhabitants  or  upward,  the 
marshal  for  the  district  iu  which  the  city  or  town  is  situated  shall,  ou  the  application 


in  writing  of  at  least  two  citizens  residing  in  such  city  or  town,  appoint  special 
deputy  marshals,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  required  thereto,  to  aid  and  assist  the 
supervisors  of  election  in  the  verification  of  any  list  of  persons  who  may  have  regis- 
tered or  voted;  to  attend  in  each  election  district  or  voting  precinct  at  tlie  times  and 
places  fijced  for  the  registration  of  voters,  and  at  all  times  or  places  when  antl  where 
the  registration  may  hy  law  be  scrutinized  and  the  names  of  registered  voters  be 
marked  for  challenge;  and  also  to  attend,  at  all  times  for  holding  elections,  the  polls 
in  such  district  or  precinct. 

SKC.  2022.  The  marshal  and  his  general  deputies,  and  such  special  deputies^  shall 
keep  the  peace  and  support  and  protect  the  supcrv'isors  of  election  in  tlie  discharge 
of  their  duties,  preserve  order  at  such  places  of  negiHtratiou  and  at  such  fjolls,  pre- 
vent fraudulent  registration  and  fraudulent  voting  thereat,  or  fraudulent  conduct  on 
the  part  of  any  officer  of  election,  and  immediately,  either  at  tbe  place  of  registration 
or  polling  place,  or  elsewhere,  anri  tithtr  l>efore  or  after  registering  or  voting,  to 
arrest  and  take  into  custody,  with  or  without  process,  any  person  who  conmiits,  or 
attempts  or  offers  to  commit,  any  of  the  acts  or  offenses  prohibited  herein,  or  who 
commits  any  ofTense  against  the  laws  of  the  United  States;  but  no  person  shall  l>e 
arrested  without  process  for  any  offense  not  committed  in  the  presence  of  tlie  marshal 
or  Ills  general  or  special  deputies^  or  either  of  them ,  or  of  tlie  supervisors  of  election,  or 
either  of  tliem;  and  for  the  puqxises  of  arrest  or  the  preservation  of  the  peace  the 
super\nsors  of  election  shall,  in  the  absence  of  tlie  niarsliars  deputies*  or  if  required 
to  assist  such  deputies,  have  the  same  duties  and  jxiwers  as  deputy  marshals;  nor 
shall  any  person,  on  the  day  of  such  election,  be  arrested  wit^iout  process  for  any 
offense  committed  on  the  day  of  registration. 

Sec.  2023,  Whenever  any  arrest  is  made  under  any  provision  of  this  title,  the  per- 
son so  arrested  shall  fortliwith  be  brought  l>efore  a  commissioner,  judge,  or  court  of 
the  United  States  for  eatanii nation  of  the  offenses  alleged  against  him;  and  such  com- 
missioner, judge,  or  court  shall  proceed  in  respect  thereto  as  authorized  by  law  in 
case  of  crimes  against  the  United  States, 

Sec,  2024.  The  marshal  or  his  general  deputies,  or  such  special  deputies  as  are 
thereto  specially  empowered  by  him  in  writing,  and  under  his  hand  and  seal,  when- 
ever he  or  either  or  any  of  them  is  forcibly  resisted  in  executing  their  duties  under 
this  title,  or  shall  by  violence,  threats,  or  menaces  be  prevented  from  executing  such 
duties  or  from  arresting  any  person  whu  has  committed  any  oflense  for  which  the 
marshal  or  his  general  or  his  special  deputies  are  authorized  to  make  such  arrest,  are, 
and  each  of  them  is,  emix>wered  to  summon  and  call  to  his  aid  the  bystanders  or 
posse  comitalus  of  his  district. 

Sec.  2028.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  a  supervisor  of  election  or  a  deputy  mar- 
shal under  the  preceding  provisions  who  is  not  at  the  lime  of  his  appointment  a 
qualified  voter  of  the  city,  town,  county,  parish,  election  district,  or  voting  precinct 
in  which  bis  duties  are  to  l>e  performed. 

Sec.  5521.  If  any  person  be  appointed  a  supervisor  of  election  or  a  special  deputy 
marshal  under  the  provisions  of  title  "The  elective  franchise,"  and  has  taken  the 
oatli  of  office  as  sucli  supervisor  of  election  or  such  special  ileputy  marshal,  and 
thereafter  neglects  or  refuses,  without  good  and  lawful  excuse,  to  perform  and  dis- 
charge fully  the  duties,  obligations,  and  requirements  of  such  ofRce  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  for  which  lie  w*as  appointed,  he  shall  not  only  be  subject  to  removal 
from  office  with  loss  of  all  pay  or  emoluments,  but  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  by  a  iiue  of  not  less 
than  $200  and  not  more  than  I500,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  shall  pay 
the  cost?  of  prosecution* 

Sec,  5522.  Every  fjcrson,  wh ether  with  or  without  any  authority,  power,  or  process, 
or  pretended  authority,  power,  or  process,  of  any  State,  Territory,  or  municipality, 
who  obstructs,  hinders,  assaults,  or  by  bribery,  solicitation,  or  otherwise  interferes 
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with  or  prevents  the  supervisors  of  election,  or  either  of  them,  or  the  marshal  or 
his  general  or  special  deputies,  or  either  of  them,  in  the  performance  of  any  duty 
required  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  or  which  he  or  they,  or  either  of  them,  may  be 
authorized  to  perform  by  any  law  of  the  United  States,  in  the  execution  of  process 
or  oth<;rwise,  or  who  by  any  of  the  means  before  mentioned  hinders  or  prevents  the 
free  attendance  and  presence  at  such  places  of  registration,  or  at  such  polls  of  elec- 
tion, or  full  and  free  access  and  egress  to  and  from  any  such  place  of  registration  or 
poll  of  elc^iou,  or  in  going  to  and  from  any  such  place  of  registialioci  or  poll  of  elec- 
tion, or  to  and  from  any  room  where  any  such  registration  or  election  or  canvass  of 
votes,  or  of  making  any  returns  or  certificates  thereof,  may  be  had,  or  who  molests, 
interferes  with,  removes,  or  ejects  from  any  such  place  of  registration  or  poH  of  elec- 
tion, or  of  canvassing  votes  cast  thereat,  or  of  making  returns  or  certificates  thereof, 
any  supervisor  of  election,  tlie  marshal  or  his  general  or  special  deputies,  or  either  of 
them,  or  who  threatens,  or  attempts  or  offers  so  to  do,  or  refuses  or  n^lects  to  aid 
and  assist  any  super\'i8or  of  election,  or  the  marshal  or  his  general  or  special  depu- 
ties, or  either  of  them,  in  the  jjerformance  of  his  or  their  duties,  when  required  by 
him  or  them,  or  either  of  them,  to  give  such  aid  and  assistance,  shall  be  liable  to 
instant  arrest  without  process,  and  sliall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  not  more 
than  two  years,  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  |3,ooo,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  impris- 
onment, and  shall  pay  the  cost  of  the  prosecution. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  recent  case  oi  Ex  parte 
Siebold  and  others,  decided  at  the  October  term,  1879,  on  the  question 
raised  in  the  case  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  sections  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  above  quoted,  uses  the  following  language: 

These  portions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  are  taken  from  the  act  commonly  known 
as  the  enforcement  act,  approved  May  31,  1870,  and  entitled  **An  act  to  enforce  the 
right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to  vote  in  the  several  States  of  this  Union,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  and  from  the  supplement  to  that  act,  approved  February  28,1871. 
They  relate  to  elections  of  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  were  an 
assertion  on  the  part  of  Congress  of  a  power  to  pass  laws  for  regulating  and  superin- 
tending said  elections  and  for  securing  the  purity  thereof  and  the  rights  of  citizens 
to  vote  thereat  peaceably  and  without  molestation. 

It  must  be  conceded  to  be  a  most  important  power,  and  of  a  fundamental  character. 
In  the  light  of  recent  history  and  of  the  violence,  fraud,  corruption,  and  irregularity 
which  have  frequently  prevailed  at  such  elections,  it  may  easily  be  conceived  that 
the  exertion  of  the  power,  if  it  exists,  may  be  necessary  to  the  stability  of  our  form 
of  government. 

The  greatest  difficulty  in  coming  to  a  just  conclusion  arises  from  mistaken  notions 
with  regard  to  the  relations  which  subsist  between  the  State  and  National  Govern- 
ments.    ♦    ♦    ♦ 

It  seems  to  be  often  overlooked  that  a  national  constitution  has  been  adopted  in 
this  country,  establishing  a  real  government  therein,  operating  upon  persons  and 
territory  and  things,  and  which,  moreover,  is,  or  should  be,  as  dear  to  every  American 
citizen  as  his  State  government  is.  Whenever  the  true  conception  of  the  nature  of 
this  Government  is  once  conceded,  no  real  difficulty  will  arise  in  the  just  interpreta- 
tion of  its  powers;  but  if  we  allow  ourselves  to  regard  it  as  a  hostile  organization, 
opposed  to  the  proper  sovereignty  and  dignity  of  the  State  governments,  we  shall 
continue  to  be  vexed  with  difficulties  as  to  its  jurisdiction  and  authority.  No  greater 
jealousy  is  required  to  be  exercised  toward  this  Government  in  reference  to  the  pres- 
ervation of  our  liberties  than  is  proper  to  be  exercised  toward  the  State  governments. 
Its  powers  are  limited  in  nunil)er  and  clearly  defined,  and  its  action  within  the  scope 
of  tliose  powers  is  restrained  by  a  sufficiently  rigid  bill  of  rights  for  the  protection  of 
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its  citizens  from  oppression.  Hie  true  ijiterests  of  the  people  of  this  country  require 
that  botli  the  National  and  State  Governments  sliould  be  allowed,  without  jealous 
interference  on  either  side,  to  exercise  all  the  powers  which  respectively  belong  to 
them  according  to  a  fair  and  practical  construction  of  the  Ccmstitution*  State  rights 
and  the  rights  of  the  United  States  should  he  equally  respected.  Both  are  essential 
to  the  preservation  of  our  liberties  and  the  peri>etuity  of  uur  institutions.  But  in 
endeavoring  to  vindicate  the  one  we  should  not  allow  our  zeal  to  nullify  or  impair 
the  other,     ♦    ♦    <* 

The  true  doctrine,  as  we  conceive,  is  this,  that  while  the  States  are  realty  sover- 
eign as  to  all  matters  which  have  not  iH-en  grnntetl  to  the  jurisidiction  and  control  of 
the  Unite*l  States,  the  Couslitution  ami  constitutional  laws  of  the  latter  are,  as  we 
have  already  said,  the  supreme  law  uf  the  land,  and  when  they  conflict  with  the  laws 
of  the  States  they  are  of  {xu-amount  authority  and  obligation.  This  i*i  the  funda- 
mental principle  on  which  the  authority  of  the  Constitution  is  based,  and  unless  it 
l>e  conceded  in  practice  as  well  as  theory  the  fabric  of  our  institutions,  as  it  was  con- 
templated by  its  founders,  can  not  stand.  The  questions  involved  have  respect  not 
more  to  the  autonomy  anrl  existence  of  the  States  than  to  the  continued  existence 
of  the  l^riite<l  States  as  a  government  to  which  every  American  citizen  ii\)xy  look  for 
security  and  prutcctitju  in  eveiy  part  of  the  land.     *     *     * 

Why  do  we  have  nuyshals  at  all  if  they  can  not  physically  lay  their  hands  on  persons 
and  things  in  tlie  performance  of  their  proper  <htties?  What  fimctions  can  they  per- 
form if  they  can  not  use  force?  In  executing  the  process  of  the  courts  must  tliey  call 
on  the  nearest  constable  for  protection?  Must  they  rely  on  him  to  use  the  requisite 
compulsion  and  to  keep  the  peace  wdtile  they  are  soliciting  and  entreating  the  par- 
ties and  bystanders  to  allow  the  law  to  take  its  course?  This  is  the  necessary  conse- 
quence of  the  jiositions  that  are  assumed.  If  we  indulge  in  such  impracticable  view^s 
as  these,  ami  keep  on  refining  and  re-refining,  we  shall  drive  the  National  Govern- 
ment out  of  the  United  States  and  rclegnte  it  to  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  perhaps 
to  some  foreign  soib  We  shall  bring  it  back  to  a  condition  of  greater  helplessness 
than  that  of  the  old  Confederation. 

The  argument  is  based  on  a  strained  and  impracticalile  view^  of  the  nature  and 
powers  of  the  National  Government.  It  umst  execute  its  |>owers  or  it  is  no  govern- 
ment. It  must  execute  them  on  the  land  as  well  as  on  the  sea,  on  things  as  w*e]l  as 
on  persons.  Anrl  to  do  this  it  must  necessarily  have  power  to  command  ol>edience, 
preserve  order,  and  keep  the  peace;  and  no  person  or  power  in  this  land  has  the 
right  to  resist  or  question  its  authority  so  long  as  it  keeps  within  the  Iwunds  of  its 
jurisdiction, 

I  have  deemed  it  fitting  and  proper  to  quote  t litis  largely  from  an 
iniportatit  and  elaborate  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  because  the  bill  be- 
fore me  proceeds  upon  a  construction  of  the  Constitution  as  to  the  powers 
of  the  National  Government  which  is  in  direct  conflict  with  the  judg- 
ment of  the  highest  jtidicial  tribinial  of  our  country. 

Under  the  sections  of  the  present  law  above  quoted  officers  of  the 
United  States  are  authorized,  and  it  is  their  duty  in  the  case  of  Con- 
gressional elections,  to  keep  the  peace  at  the  polls  and  at  the  places  of 
registration;  to  arrest  immediately  any  person  who  is  guilty  of  crimes 
against  the  United  States  election  laws;  to  protect  all  officers  of  elec* 
tions  in  the  performance  of  their  duties;  and  whenever  an  arrest  is 
made  to  bring  the  person  so  arrested  before  a  commissioner,  judge,  or 
court  of  the  United  States  for  examination  of  the  offenses  alle3[:ed  against 
him.    * '  Such  special  deputy  marshals  as  are  sj>ecially  empowered  thereto 
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by  the  marshal  in  writing/'  if  forcibly  resisted,  may  call  to  their  aid  thejj 
bystanders  ox  posse  comiiatus.  It  is  made  a  crime  punishable  with  fine  or^ 
imprisonment  to  hinder,  assault,  or  otherwise  interfere  w^ith  the  marshal 
or  '"his  special  deputies/'  or  to  threaten  or  to  attempt  so  to  do.  If  auy 
person  appointed  snch  special  deputy  marshal  has  taken  the  oath  of  office 
and  thereafter  neglects  or  refuses  to  ftilly  discharge  the  duties  of  such 
office,  he  is  punishable  not  only  by  removal  from  office,  but  by  fine  and 
imprisonment.  The  functions  of  the  special  deputy  marshals  now  pro- 
vided  for  by  law  being  executive,  they  are  placed  under  the  authority  of 
the  well-known  chief  executive  officer  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 
They  are  in  fact,  and  not  merely  in  name,  the  deputies  of  the  marshal, 
and  he  and  his  bondsmen  are  resjionsible  for  them.  A  civil  force  for 
the  execution  of  the  law  is  thus  instituted  in  accordance  w^ith  long- 
established  and  familiar  usage,  which  is  simple,  effective,  and  under  a 
responsible  head.  The  necessity  for  the  possession  of  these  powers  by 
appropriate  officers  will  not  Ix?  called  in  question  by  intelligent  citizens^ 
who  appreciate  the  importance  of  peaceable,  orderl}',  and  lawful  elec- 
tions. Similar  powers  are  conferred  and  exercised  under  State  laws 
with  resi>ect  to  State  elections.  The  executive  officers  of  the  United 
States  under  the  existing  laws  have  no  other  or  greater  power  to  super- 
vise and  control  the  conduct  of  the  Congressional  elections  than  the 
State  executive  officers  exercise  in  regard  to  State  elections. 

The  bill  lx;fore  me  changes  completely  the  present  law  by  substitut- 
ing for  the  special  deputy  marshals  of  the  existing  statutes  new  officers 
hitherto  unknown  to  the  law,  and  who  lack  the  i^ower,  res]>c>nsibility, 
and  protection  which  are  essential  to  enable  them  to  act  efficiently  as 
executive  officers. 

The  bill  tinder  consideration  is  as  follows: 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rtftreseniatives  of  the  United  States  (^ 
Ametica  in  Congress  assembied^  That  from  ami  after  the  j>assage  of  this  act  the  j>ay 
of  all  deputy  marshals  for  ser\'ices  in  reference  to  any  election  shall  be  $$  for  each 
day  of  aelual  service,  and  no  more. 

Skc»  2,  That  all  deputy  marshals  to  serve  in  reference  to  any  election  shall  he 
ap|K>iiited  hy  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  Uie  district  in  which  snch 
marshals  are  to  ]>erfonn  their  duties  in  each  year;  and  the  judges  of  the  seveml  cir- 
cuit courts  of  the  United  States  arc  hertliy  anlhorized  to  open  their  respective  courts 
at  any  time  for  that  purpose;  and  iu  case  the  circuit  courts  fthall  not  he  open  for  that 
purpose  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  a  registration,  if  there  be  one»  or,  if  no  rei^stratioit 
be  required,  then  at  least  ten  days  before  such  election,  the  judges  of  the  district 
courts  of  the  United  States  are  hereby  resp>ectively  authorized  to  cause  their  courtj 
to  be  opened  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  such  deputy  marshals,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  said  district  courts;  and  the  officers  so  appointed  shall  be  io  equal 
nundjcrs  from  the  different  jxjlitical  parties^  and  shall  be  well-known  citizens,  of 
good  moral  character,  and  actual  residents  of  tlie  voting  precincts  in  which  their 
duties  are  to  be  performetb  and  shall  not  l>e  candidates  for  any  office  at  such  eleciioa; 
and  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed:  Pnh 
vided.  That  the  marshals  of  the  United  States  for  whom  deputies  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  court  under  tliis  act  shall  not  he  liable  for  any  of  the  acts  of  such  depaties. 


It  will  be  obsen^ed  that  the  deputy  marshals  proposed  by  the  bill 
before  me  are  distinctly  different  officers  from  the  special  deputies  of  the 
marshal,  as  such  officers  are  now  provided  for  iu  the  statutes.  This  bill 
does  not  connect  the  new  officers  with  the  existing  laws  relating  to 
special  deputy  marshals  so  as  to  invest  the  proposed  deputy  marshals 
with  the  same  |xnvers,  to  impose  upon  them  the  same  duties,  and  to  give 
them  the  ^ime  protection  by  means  of  the  criminal  laws.  When  new 
officers  are  created,  distinct  in  character  and  appointed  by  different 
authority,  although  similar  in  name  to  officers  already  provided  for»  such 
officers  are  not  held  by  similar  resijonsihilities  to  the  criminal  law,  do 
not  possess  the  same  powers,  and  are  not  similarly  protected  imless  it  is 
expressly  so  provided  by  legislation. 

The  so-called  deputy  marshals  pro\nded  for  in  this  bill  will  have  no 
executive  head.  The  marshal  can  neither  ap^x^int  nor  remove  them. 
He  can  not  control  them,  and  he  is  not  responsible  for  them.  They  will 
have  no  authority  to  call  to  their  aid,  if  resisted,  the  passe  comiiatus. 
They  are  protected  by  no  criminal  statutes  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  An  assault  Ufxiu  one  of  these  deputies  with  the  intent  to  prevent 
a  law^ful  election  will  be  no  more  tliau  an  ordinary  assault  ui>ou  any  other 
citizen.  They  can  not  keep  the  peace.  They  can  not  make  arrests 
w^heu  crimes  are  committed  in  their  presence.  Whatever  powers  they 
have  are  confined  to  the  precincts  in  which  they  reside.  Outside  of  the 
precincts  for  which  they  are  appointed  the  deputy  marslmls  of  this  bill 
can  not  keep  the  peace,  make  arrests,  hold  prisoners,  take  prisoners  be- 
fore a  proper  tribunal  for  hearing,  nor  perform  any  other  duty.  No 
oaths  of  office  are  required  of  them,  and  they  give  no  bond.  They  have 
no  suiierior  who  is  res|:M3nsible  for  them,  and  they  are  not  punishable  for 
neglect  of  dut>'  or  misconduct  in  office.  In  all  these  respects  this  bill 
makes  a  radical  change  Ijetweeti  the  powers  of  the  United  States  officers 
at  national  elections  and  the  powers  nniformly  possessed  and  exercised 
by  State  officers  at  State  elections.  This  discrimination  against  the 
authority  of  the  United  States  is  a  departure  from  the  usage  of  the  Gov- 
enmient  establislied  l>y  precedents  beginning  with  the  earliest  statutes 
on  the  subject,  and  violates  the  true  principles  of  the  Constitution,  The 
Supreme  Court,  in  the  decision  already  referred  to,  says: 

It  is  argutnl  that  llit*  preservation  of  peace  and  gootl  order  in  society  is  nol  within 
the  powers  confided  to  the  Goverutiient  of  the  United  Stales,  but  belongs  exclnsively 
to  the  States.  Here  again  we  are  met  with  the  theory  that  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  does  not  rest  upon  the  soil  and  territory^  of  the  cotintry.  We  think 
that  this  theorj'  is  founded  on  an  entire  nii&conceptioTi  of  the  nature  and  powers 
of  that  Government.  We  hold  it  to  be  an  incontrovertible  principle  that  die  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States  niay»  by  means  of  physical  force,  exercised  through  its 
official  agents,  execute  on  everj^  foot  of  American  soil  tlie  powers  and  functions  that 
belong  to  it.  This  necessarily  involves  the  power  to  command  obedience  to  its  laws, 
and  hence  the  power  to  keep  the  peace  to  that  extent. 

This  power  to  enforce  its  laws  and  to  execute  its  functions  in  all  places  doe^  not 
derogate  from  tlie  power  of  the  State  to  execute  its  laws  at  the  same  time  aed  iti  the

same  places.  The  one  does  not  exclude  the  other,  except  where  both  can  not  be 
executed  at  the  same  time.  In  that  case  the  words  of  the  Constitution  itself  show 
which  is  to  yield.  "This  Constitution  and  all  laws  which  shall  be  made  in  pursu- 
ance thereof    *    *    ♦    shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land." 

In  conclusion  it  is  proper  to  say  that  no  objection  would  be  made  to 
the  appointment  of  officers  to  act  with  reference  to  the  elections  by  the 
courts  of  the  United  States,  and  that  I  am  in  favor  of  appointing  officers 
to  supervise  and  protect  the  elections  without  regard  to  party;  but  the 
bill  l)efore  me,  while  it  recognizes  the  power  and  duty  of  the  United 
States  to  provide  officers  to  guard  and  scrutinize  the  Congressional  elec- 
tions, fails  to  adapt  its  provisions  to  the  existing  laws  so  as  to  secure 
efficient  supervision  and  protection.  It  is  therefore  returned  to  the 
Senate,  in  which  it  originated,  for  that  further  consideration  which  is 
contemplated  by  the  Constitution.

PROCLAMATIONS. 

By  thk  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
A  proclamation. 

Whereas  it  has  become  known  to  me  that  certain  evil-disposed  persons 
have  within  the  territory  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  begun 
and  set  on  foot  preparations  for  an  organized  and  forcible  possession  of 
and  settlement  \\\}0\\  the  lands  of  what  is  known  as  the  Indian  Territory, 
west  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  which  Territory  is  designated,  recognized, 
and  described  by  the  treaties  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  by  the 
executive  authorities  as  Indian  country,  and  as  such  is  only  subject  to 
occupation  by  Indian  tribes,  officers  of  the  Indian  Department,  military 
posts,  and  such  persons  as  may  l)e  privileged  to  reside  and  trade  therein 
under  the  intercourse  laws  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  those  laws  provide  for  the  removal  of  all  persons  residing 
and  trading  therein  without  express  permission  of  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment and  agents,  and  also  of  all  persons  whom  such  agents  may  deem  to 
be  improper  persons  to  reside  in  the  Indian  country' ;  and 

Whereas,  in  aid  and  support  of  such  organized  movement,  it  has  been 
represented  that  no  further  action  will  be  taken  by  the  Government  to 
prevent  persons  from  going  into  said  territory  and  settling  therein,  but 
such  representations  are  wholly  without  authority: 

Now,  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  properly  protecting  the  interests  of 
the  Indian  nations  and  tribes,  as  well  as  of  the  United  States,  in  said 
Indian  Territory,  and  of  duly  enforcing  the  laws  governing  the  same, 
I,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President  of  the  United  States,  do  admonish 
and  warn  all  such  persons  so  intending  or  preparing  to  remove  upon  said 
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lands  or  into  said  Territory  without  permission  of  the  proper  agent  of 
the  Indian  Department  against  any  attempt  to  so  remove  or  settle  upon 
any  of  the  lands  of  said  Territory;  and  I  do  further  warn  and  notify  any 
and  all  such  persons  who  may  so  oflfend  that  they  will  be  speedily  and 
immediately  removed  therefrom  hy  the  agent,  according  to  the  laws 
made  and  provided,  and  that  no  efforts  will  be  spared  to  prevent  the 
invasion  of  said  Territory,  rumors  spread  by  evil-disposed  persons  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  if  necessary  the  aid  and  assistance 
of  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States  will  be  invoked  to  carry  into 
proper  execution  the  laws  of  the  United  States  herein  referred  to.

WTiereas  satisfactory  evidence  has  been  given  to  me  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  China  that  no  discriminating  duties 
of  tonnage  or  imposts  are  imposed  or  levied  in  the  ports  of  that  nation 
upon  vessels  wholly  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  upon 
the  produce,  manufactures,  or  merchandise  imported  in  the  same: 

Therefore,  I,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  law,  do  hereby 
declare  and  proclaim  that  the  foreign  discriminating  duties  of  tonnage 
and  impost  within  the  United  States  are  and  shall  be  suspended  and  dis- 
continued so  far  as  respects  the  vessels  of  China  and  the  produce,  manu- 
factures, and  merchandise  imported  therein  into  the  United  States  from 
China,  or  from  any  other  foreign  countr>',  so  long  as  the  exemption 
aforesaid  on  the  part  of  China  of  vessels  belonging  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  their  cargoes  shall  be  continued  and  no  longer.

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FOURTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

ExECUTiv^E  Mansion,  December  6,  1880, 
Fellow- Ciiisens  of  (he  Senate  and  House  of  Reptescniatives: 

I  congratulate  you  on  the  continued  and  increasing  prosperity  of  our 
country.  By  the  favor  of  Divine  Providence  we  have  been  blessed  dur- 
ing the  past  year  with  health,  with  almndant  harvests,  with  profitable 
employment  for  all  our  people,  and  with  contentment  at  home,  and  with 
peace  and  friendship  with  other  nations.  The  occurrence  of  the  tw^enty- 
fourth  election  of  Chief  Magistrate  has  afforded  another  opport unity  to 
the  people  of  the  United  States  to  exhibit  to  the  world  a  significant  ex- 
ample of  the  peaceful  and  safe  transmission  of  the  power  aad  authority 
of  government  from  the  public  sen  ants  whose  teniis  of  ofHce  are  about 
to  expire  to  their  newly  chosen  successors.  This  example  can  not  fail  to 
impress  profoundly  thoughtful  people  of  other  countries  with  the  advan- 
tages w'hicti  repuidicau  institutions  afford.  The  immediate,  general, and 
cheerful  acquiescence  of  all  gixxl  citizens  in  the  result  of  the  election 
gives  gratif>4ng  assurance  to  our  country  and  to  its  friends  throughout 
tlie  w^orid  that  a  government  based  on  the  free  consent  of  an  intelligent 
and  patriotic  i>eople  possesses  elements  of  strength,  stability,  and  jjerraa- 
nency  not  found  in  any  other  form  of  government. 

Continued  opposition  to  the  full  and  free  enjoyment  of  the  rights  of 
citizenship  conferred  upon  the  colored  people  by  the  recent  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  still  pre\'ails  in  several  of  the  late  slaveholding 
States-  It  has,  |>erhaps,  not  l)cen  manifested  in  the  recent  election  to 
any  large  extent  in  acts  of  violence  or  intimidation.  It  has,  however, 
by  fraudulent  practices  in  connection  with  the  ballots,  wnth  the  regula- 
tions as  to  the  places  and  manner  of  voting,  and  with  comiting,  return- 
ing, and  canvassing  the  votes  cast,  been  successful  in  defeating  the 
exercise  of  the  right  preserv^ative  of  all  rights — the  right  of  suffrage — 
which  the  Constitution  expressly  confers  upon  our  enfranchised  citizens. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  good  people  of  the  whole  count r>^  that  sectional- 
ism as  a  factor  in  our  politics  should  disappear.  They  prefer  that  no  sec- 
tion of  the  country  should  be  luiited  in  solid  opposition  to  any  other 
section.  The  disposition  to  refuse  a  prompt  and  hearty  obedience  to 
the  eqnal-rights  amendments  to  the  Constitution  is  all  that  now  stands 
in  the  way  of  a  complete  obliteration  of  sectional  lines  in  onr  political 
contests.  As  long  as  either  of  these  amendments  is  flagrantly  violated 
or  disregarded,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  people  who  placed  them  in 
the  Constitution,  as  embodying  the  legitimate  results  of  the  war  for  the 
Union,  and  who  believe  them  to  be  wi.se  and  necessar)%  will  continue  to 
act  together  and  to  insist  that  they  shall  be  obeyed.  The  paramount 
question  still  is  as  to  the  enjo>inent  of  the  right  by  every  American 
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citizen  who  has  the  requisite  qualifications  to  freely  cast  his  vote  and  to 
have  it  honestly  counted.  With  this  question  rightly  settled,  the  coun- 
try will  be  relieved  of  the  contentions  of  the  past;  bygones  will  indeed 
be  bygones,  and  political  and  party  issues,  with  respect  to  economy  and 
efficiency  of  administration,  internal  improvements,  the  tariff,  domestic 
taxation,  education,  finance,  and  other  important  subjects,  will  then  re- 
ceive their  full  share  of  attention;  but  resistance  to  and  nullification  of 
the  results  of  the  war  will  unite  together  in  resolute  purpose  for  their 
support  all  who  maintain  the  authority  of  the  Government  and  the  per- 
petuity of  the  Union,  and  who  adequately  appreciate  the  value  of  the 
victory  achieved.  This  determination  proceeds  from  no  hostile  senti- 
ment or  feeling  to  any  part  of  the  people  of  our  country  or  to  any  of  their 
interests.  The  inviolability  of  the  amendments  rests  upon  the  funda- 
mental principle  of  our  Government.  They  are  the  solemn  expression 
of  the  will  of  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

The  sentiment  that  the  constitutipnal  rights  of  all  our  citizens  must 
be  maintained  does  not  grow  weaker.  It  will  continue  to  control  the 
Government  of  the  country.  Happily,  the  history  of  the  late  election 
shows  that  in  many  parts  of  the  country  where  opposition  to  the  fifteenth 
amendment  has  heretofore  prevailed  it  is  diminishing,  and  is  likely  to 
cease  altogether  if  firm  and  well-considered  action  is  taken  by  Congress. 
I  trust  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  Senate,  which  have  the 
right  to  judge  of  the  elections,  returns,  and  qualifications  of  their  own 
members,  will  see  to  it  that  every  case  of  violation  of  the  letter  or  spirit 
of  the  fifteenth  amendment  is  thoroughly  investigated,  and  that  no  benefit 
from  such  violation  shall  accrue  to  any  person  or  party.  It  will  be  the 
duty  of  the  Executive,  with  sufficient  appropriations  for  the  purpose,  to 
prosecute  unsparingly  all  who  have  been  engaged  in  depriving  citizens 
of  the  rights  guaranteed  to  them  by  the  Constitution. 

It  is  not,  however,  to  be  forgotten  that  the  best  and  surest  guaranty  of 
the  primary  rights  of  citizenship  is  to  be  found  in  that  capacity  for  self- 
protection  which  can  belong  only  to  a  people  whose  right  to  universal  suf- 
frage is  supported  by  universal  education.  The  means  at  the  command 
of  the  local  and  State  authorities  are  in  many  cases  wholly  inadequate 
to  furnish  free  instruction  to  all  who  need  it.  This  is  especially  true 
where  before  emancipation  the  education  of  the  people  was  neglected 
or  prevented,  in  the  interest  of  slavery.  Firmly  convinced  that  the  sub- 
ject of  popular  education  deserves  the  earnest  attention  of  the  people 
of  the  whole  country,  with  a  view  to  wise  and  comprehensive  action  by 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  Con- 
gress, by  suitable  legislation  and  with  proper  safeguards,  supplement  the 
local  educational  funds  in  the  several  States  where  the  grave  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  have  been  devolved  on  uneducated  people 
by  devoting  to  the  purpose  grants  of  the  public  lands  and,  if  necessar>% 
by  appropriations  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.     Whatever 
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Government  can  fairly  do  to  promote  free  popular  education  ought  to  be 
done.  Wherever  general  education  is  found,  peace,  \nrtue»  and  social 
order  prevail  and  civil  and  religious  liberty  are  secure. 

In  my  fomier  annual  messages  I  have  asked  the  attention  of  Congress 
to  the  urgent  necessity  of  a  reformation  of  the  civil-service  system  of  the 
Government.  My  views  concerning  the  dangers  of  patronage,  or  appoint- 
ments  for  personal  or  partisan  considerations,  have  been  strengthened 
by  my  observation  and  experience  in  the  Executive  office,  and  I  lielieve 
these  dangers  threaten  the  stability  of  the  Government.  Abuses  so  seri- 
ous in  their  nature  can  not  be  permanently  tolerated.  They  tend  to 
become  more  alarming  with  the  enlargement  of  administrative  ser\ace,  as 
the  growth  of  the  country  in  population  increases  the  number  of  officers 
and  placemen  employed. 

The  reasons  are  imperative  for  the  adoption  of  fixed  rules  for  the  regu* 
lation  of  appcMntnients,  promotions,  and  removals,  establishing  a  uniform 
method  having  exclusively  in  view  in  every  instance  the  attaitmient  of 
the  best  qualifications  for  the  past t ion  in  question.  Such  a  method  alone 
is  consistent  with  tlie  equal  rights  of  all  citizens  and  the  most  economical 
and  efficient  administration  of  the  public  business. 

Competitive  examinations  in  aid  of  impartial  appointments  and  promo- 
tions have  been  conducted  for  some  years  past  in  several  of  the  Execu- 
tive Departments,  and  by  my  direction  this  system  has  been  adopted  in 
the  custom-bouses  and  post-offices  of  the  larger  cities  of  the  countr>\ 
In  the  city  of  New  York  over  2,000  positions  in  the  civil  sen-ice  have 
been  subject  in  their  appointments  and  tenure  of  place  to  the  operation  of 
published  rules  for  this  purpose  during  the  past  two  years.  The  results 
of  these  practical  trials  have  been  very  satisfactory, and  have  confirmed 
ray  opinion  in  favor  of  this  system  of  selection.  All  are  subjected  to 
the  same  tests,  and  the  result  is  free  from  prejudice  by  personal  favor 
or  partisan  influence.  It  secures  for  the  position  applied  for  the  l>cst 
qualifications  attainable  among  the  competing  applicants.  It  is  an  effec- 
tual protection  from  the  pressure  of  importunity,  which  under  any  other 
course  pursued  largely  exacts  the  time  and  attention  of  appointing  offi- 
cers, to  their  great  detriment  in  the  discharge  of  other  official  duties, 
preventing  the  abuse  of  the  service  for  the  mere  furtherance  of  private  or 
party  purposes,  and  lea\nng  the  employee  of  the  Government  ^  freed  from 
the  obligations  imposed  by  patronage,  to  depend  solely  upon  merit  for 
retention  and  advancement,  and  with  this  constant  incentive  to  exertion 
and  improvement. 

These  invaluable  results  have  been  attained  in  a  high  degree  in  the 
offices  where  the  rules  for  appointment  by  competitive  examination  have 
been  applied. 

A  method  which  has  so  approved  itself  by  experimental  tests  at  points 
where  such  tests  may  be  fairly  considered  conclusive  should  be  extended 
to  all  subordinate  positions  under  the  Govemmeut,     I  believe  tliat  a 
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strong  and  growing  public  sentiment  demands  immediate  measures  for 
securing  and  enforcing  the  highest  possible  efficiency  in  the  ci\'il  ser\'- 
ice  and  its  protection  from  recognized  abuses,  and  that  the  experience 
referred  to  has  demonstrated  the  feasibility  of  such  measures. 

The  examinations  in  the  custom-houses  and  post-offices  have  been  held 
under  many  embarrassments  and  without  pro\'ision  for  compensation  for 
the  extra  labor  performed  by  the  officers  who  have  conducted  them,  and 
whose  commendable  interest  in  the  improvement  of  the  pubUc  serN-ice 
has  induced  this  devotion  of  time  and  labor  without  pecuniar>'  reward. 
A  continuance  of  these  labors  gratuitously  ought  not  to  be  expected,  and 
without  an  appropriation  by  Congress  for  compensation  it  is  not  prac- 
ticable to  extend  the  system  of  examinations  generally  throughout  the 
civil  service.  It  is  also  highly  important  that  all  such  examinations 
should  be  conducted  upon  a  uniform  system  and  under  general  super- 
vision. Section  1753  of  the  Revised  Statutes  authorizes  the  President  to 
prescribe  the  regulations  for  admission  to  the  ci\41  service  of  the  United 
States,  and  for  this  purpose  to  employ  suitable  persons  to  conduct  the 
requisite  inquiries  with  reference  to  '*the  fitness  of  each  candidate,  in 
respect  to  age,  health,  character,  knowledge,  and  ability  for  the  branch 
of  service  into  which  he  seeks  to  enter;**  but  the  law  is  practically  inop- 
erative for  want  of  the  requisite  appropriation. 

I  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $25,000  per  annum  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  a  commission,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  section,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
devise  a  just,  uniform,  and  efficient  system  of  competitive  examinations 
and  to  supervise  the  application  of  the  same  throughout  the  entire  dvil 
service  of  the  Government.  I  am  persuaded  that  the  faciUties  which 
such  a  commission  will  aflFord  for  testing  the  fitness  of  those  who  apply 
for  office  will  not  only  be  as  welcome  a  relief  to  members  of  Congress 
as  it  will  be  to  the  President  and  heads  of  Departments,  but  that  it  will 
also  greatly  tend  to  remove  the  causes  of  embarrassment  which  now 
inevitably  and  constantly  attend  the  conflicting  claims  of  patronage 
between  the  legislative  and  executive  departments.  The  most  efiFectual 
check  upon  the  pernicious  competition  of  influence  and  official  favor- 
itism in  the  bestowal  of  office  will  be  the  substitution  of  an  open  com- 
petition of  merit  between  the  applicants,  in  which  everyone  can  make 
his  own  record  with  the  assurance  that  his  success  will  depend  upon 
this  alone. 

I  also  recommend  such  legislation  as,  while  lea\ang  every  officer  as 
free  as  any  other  citizen  to  express  his  political  opinions  and  to  use  his 
means  for  their  advancement,  shall  also  enable  him  to  feel  as  safe  as 
any  private  citizen  in  refusing  all  demands  upon  his  salary  for  political 
purposes.  A  law  which  should  thus  guarantee  true  liberty  and  jus- 
tice to  all  who  are  engaged  in  the  public  ser\'ice,  and  likewise  contain 
stringent  provisions  against  the  use  of  official  authority  to  coerce  the 
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political  action  of  private  citizens  or  of  official  suburdiiiates^  is  greatly  to 
be  desired. 

The  most  serious  obstacle,  however,  to  an  improvement  of  tlie  civil 
ser\'ice,  and  especially  to  a  reform  in  the  method  of  appointment  and 
removal,  has  been  fonnd  to  Ije  the  practice,  nnder  what  is  known  as  the 
spoils  system,  by  which  the  appointing  power  has  Ijeen  so  largely  en- 
croached upon  by  memljers  of  Congress.  The  first  step  in  the  reform 
of  the  civnl  service  mnst  be  a  complete  divorce  between  Congress  and 
the  Executive  in  the  matter  of  appointments.  The  corrupting  doctrine 
that  "  *  to  the  victors  l)elong  the  sjwils ' '  is  inseparable  from  Congressional 
patronage  as  the  established  rule  and  practice  of  parties  in  power.  It 
comes  to  be  understood  by  applicants  for  office  and  by  the  people  gener- 
ally that  Representatives  and  Senators  are  entitled  to  disburse  the  patron- 
age of  their  respective  districts  and  States.  It  is  not  necessary  to  recite 
at  length  the  evils  resnlting  from  this  invasion  of  the  Executive  func- 
tions. The  true  principles  of  Govertnnent  on  the  subject  of  appoint- 
ments to  office,  as  stated  in  the  national  conventions  of  the  leading  parties 
of  the  a^untry,  have  again  and  again  been  approved  by  the  American 
people,  and  have  not  l>een  called  in  question  in  an>'  quarter.  These 
authentic  expressions  of  public  opinion  upon  this  all-iniixjrtant  subject 
are  the  statement  of  principles  that  belong  to  the  constitutional  structure 
of  the  Government. 

Uiicler  the  Constitution  the  President  and  heads  of  Departments  are  to  make  nomi- 
nations for  office.  The  Senate  is  to  advise  and  consent  to  appointments,  and  the 
House  of  Representatives  is  to  accuse  anii  prosecute  faithless  officers.  The  best 
intirest  of  tlie  pubUc  service  demands  that  these  distinctions  be  respected;  that 
Snenators  and  Representatives,  who  may  be  judges  and  accusers,  should  not  dictate 
appointments  to  office. 

To  this  end  the  cooperation  of  the  legislative  department  of  the  Gov- 
ernment is  recjuired  alike  by  the  necessities  of  the  case  and  by  public 
opinion.  Members  of  Conj^ess  will  nut  be  relieved  from  the  demands 
made  upon  then?  with  reference  to  appfjintments  to  office  until  by  legis- 
lative enactment  the  pernicious  practice  is  condemned  and  forbidden. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  an  act  be  passed  defining  the  rela- 
tions of  memlxjrs  of  Congress  with  respect  to  appointment  to  office  by 
the  President;  and  I  also  recommend  that  the  pro\isions  of  section  1767 
ant!  of  tlie  sections  following  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  comprising  the 
tenure-of -office  act  of  March  2,  1867,  be  repealed. 

Believing  that  to  reform  the  system  and  methods  of  the  ci\dl  service 
in  our  country  is  one  of  the  highest  and  most  imperative  duties  of  states- 
manship, and  that  it  can  be  pennanently  done  only  by  the  cooperation 
of  the  legislat!\'e  and  executive  departments  of  the  Government,  I  again 
commend  the  whole  subject  to  your  considerate  attention. 

It  is  the  recognized  duty  and  purpose  of  the  |)eople  of  the  United 
States  to  suppress  polygamy  where  it  now  exists  in  our  Territories  and

The  -prjw^r  oc  Cocgresc  to  eaact  sniiable'Iaws  to  protect  the  Territories 
is  aicple.  It  is  :>x  a  case  for  halfway  measures.  The  political  power 
of  the  Monn-Dci  sect  is  iacreasng.  It  controls  now  one  of  our  wealthiest 
and  most  populocs  Territories.  It  is  extending  steadily  into  other  Ter- 
ritories. Wherever  it  goes  it  establishes  polygamj-  and  sectarian  pohtical 
power.  The  sanctity  of  ciarriage  and  the  family  relation  are  the  comer 
stone  of  our  .\n:erican  societ>-  and  ci\-ili2ation.  Religious  liberty  and  the 
separation  of  church  and  state  are  among  the  elementary  ideas  of  free 
institutions.  To  reestablish  the  interests  and  principles  which  polygamy 
and  Mormonism  have  imperiled,  and  to  fully  reopen  to  intelligent  and 
virtuous  immigrants  of  all  creeds  that  port  of  our  domain  which  has 
been  in  a  great  degree  closed  to  general  immigration  by  intolerant  and 
immoral  institutions,  it  is  recommended  that  the  government  of  the  Ter- 
ritor>*  of  Utah  be  reorganized. 

I  recommend  that  Congress  pro\'ide  for  the  government  of  Utah  by  a 
governor  and  judges,  or  commissioners,  appointed  by  the  President  and 
confirmed  by  the  Senate — a  government  analogous  to  the  provisional 
government  established  for  the  territor>'  northwest  of  the  Ohio  by  the 
ordinance  of  17S7.  If,  however,  it  is  deemed  best  to  continue  the  exist- 
ing form  of  local  government.  I  recommend  that  the  right  to  vote,  hold 
office,  and  sit  on  juries  in  the  Territor>'  of  Utah  be  confined  to  those 
who  neither  practice  nor  uphold  polygamy.  If  thorough  measures  are 
adopted,  it  is  believed  that  within  a  few  years  the  evils  which  now  aflflict 
Utah  will  be  eradicated,  and  that  this  Territor>^  will  in  good  time  become 
one  of  the  most  prosperous  and  attractive  of  the  new  States  of  the  Union. 

Our  relations  \rith  all  foreign  countries  have  been  those  of  undisturbed 
peace,  and  have  presented  no  occasion  for  concern  as  to  their  continued 
maintenance. 

My  anticipation  of  an  early  reply  from  the  British  Government  to  the 
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demand  of  indemnity  to  our  fishermen  for  the  injuries  suffered  by  that 
industry  at  Fortune  Bay  in  January,  1878,  which  I  expressed  in  my  last 
annual  message,  was  disappointed.  This  answer  was  received  only  in 
the  latter  part  of  April  in  the  present  year,  and  when  received  exhib- 
ited a  failure  of  accord  between  the  two  Governments  as  to  the  measure 
of  the  inshore  fishing  privilege  secured  to  our  fishermen  by  the  treaty  of 
Washington  of  so  serious  a  character  that  I  made  it  the  subject  of  a 
communication  to  Congress,  in  which  I  recommended  the  adoption  of 
the  measures  which  seemed  to  me  proper  to  be  taken  by  this  Govern- 
ment in  maintenance  of  the  rights  accorded  to  our  fishermen  under  the 
treaty  and  toward  securing  an  indemnity  for  the  injury  these  interests 
had  suffered.  A  bill  to  carry  out  these  recommendations  was  under  con- 
sideration by  the  House  of  Representatives  at  the  time  of  the  adjourn- 
ment of  Congress  in  June  last. 

Within  a  few  weeks  I  have  received  a  communication  from  Her  Maj- 
esty's Government  renewing  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  both  of 
the  indemnity  for  the  injuries <it  Fortune  Bay  and  of  the  interpretation 
of  the  treaty  in  which  the  previous  correspondence  had  shown  the  two 
Governments  to  be  at  variance.  Upon  both  these  topics  the  disposition 
toward  a  friendly  agreement  is  manifested  by  a  recognition  of  our  right 
to  an  indemnity  for  the  transaction  at  Fortune  Bay,  leaving  the  measure 
•of  such  indemnity  to  further  conference,  and  by  an  assent  to  the  view  of 
this  Government,  presented  in  the  previous  correspondence,  that  the  reg- 
ulation of  conflicting  interests  of  the  shore  fishery  of  the  provincial  sea- 
coasts  and  the  vessel  fishery  of  our  fishermen  should  be  made  the  subject 
of  conference  and  concurrent  arrangement  between  the  two  Governments. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  basis  may  be  found  for  a  speedy  adjustment 
of  the  very  serious  divergence  of  views  in  the  interpretation  of  the  fish- 
ery clauses  of  the  treaty  of  Washington,  which,  as  the  correspondence 
between  the  two  Governments  stood  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of 
Congress,  seemed  to  be  irreconcilable. 

In  the  important  exhibition  of  arts  and  industries  which  was  held  last 
year  at  Sydney,  New  South  Wales,  as  well  as  in  that  now  in  progress  at 
Melbourne,  the  United  States  have  been  eflBciently  and  honorably  repre- 
sented. The  exhibitors  from  this  country  at  the  former  place  received  a 
large  number  of  awards  in  some  of  the  most  considerable  departments, 
and  the  participation  of  the  United  States  was  recognized  by  a  special 
mark  of  distinction.  In  the  exhibition  at  Melbourne  the  share  taken 
by  our  country  is  no  less  notable,  and  an  equal  degree  of  success  is  con- 
fidently expected. 

The  state  of  peace  and  tranquillity  now  enjoyed  by  all  the  nations  of 
the  continent  of  Europe  has  its  favorable  influence  upon  our  diplomatic 
and  commercial  relations  with  them.  We  have  concluded  and  ratified  a 
convention  with  the  French  Republic  for  the  settlement  of  claims  of  the 
citizens  of  either  country  against  the  other.     Under  this  convention  a 
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commission,  presided  over  by  a  distiiigiiislied  publicist,  appointed  in  pur- 
suance of  the  request  of  both  nations  by  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of 
Brazil,  has  been  organized  and  lias  be^tu  its  sessions  iu  this  city.  A 
congress  to  consider  means  for  the  protection  of  industrial  property  has 
recently  l>cen  in  session  in  Paris,  to  which  I  ha\'e  apj>ointed  the  ministers 
of  the  United  States  in  France  and  iu  Belgium  as  delegates.  The  Inter* 
national  Commission  upon  Weights  and  Measures  also  continues  its  work 
in  Paris.  1  invite  >'oiir  attention  to  the  necessity  of  an  appropriation  to 
Ije  made  in  time  to  enable  this  Government  to  comply  with  its  obliga- 
tions imder  the  metrical  convention. 

Our  friendly  relations  with  the  German  Ivmpire  continue  without  in- 
terruption. At  the  recent  International  lixhibitiou  of  Fish  and  Fish- 
eries  at  Berlin  the  participation  of  the  United  States,  notwithstanding  the 
haste  with  which  the  commission  was  forced  to  nmke  its  prej>arations, 
was  extremely  successfid  and  meritorious,  winning  for  private  exhibitors 
numerous  aw^ards  of  a  high  class  and  for  the  country  at  large  the  priud* 
pal  prize  of  honor  offered  by  His  Majesty  the  Kniperor.  The  results  of 
this  great  success  can  not  but  be  advantageous  to  tliis  important  and 
growing  industry.  There  have  been  some  questions  raised  between  the 
two  Governments  as  to  the  proper  effect  and  interpretation  of  our  trea- 
ties of  naturalization,  but  recent  dispatches  from  our  minister  at  Berlin 
show  that  favorable  progress  is  making  toward  an  understanding  iu 
accordance  with  the  views  of  this  Government,  w^hich  makes  and  admits 
no  distinction  whatever  between  the  rights  of  a  native  and  a  naturalized 
citizen  of  tlie  United  States.  In  practice  the  complaints  of  molestation 
suffered  by  naturalizv^d  citizens  abroad  have  ne\^er  been  fewer  than  at 
present. 

Tliere  is  nothing  of  importance  to  note  in  our  unbroken  friendly  re- 
lations with  the  Govenmients  of  Austria- Hungary,  Russia,  Portugal, 
Sweden  and  Norw^ay,  Switzerland,  Turkey,  and  Greece. 

During  the  last  summer  several  vessels  belonging  to  the  merchant 
marine  of  this  country,  siiiling  in  neutral  waters  of  the  West  Indies,  were 
fired  at,  boarded,  and  searched  by  an  armed  cruiser  of  the  Spanish  Gov- 
ernment. The  circumstances  as  reported  involve  not  only  a  private 
injury  to  the  persons  concerned,  but  also  seemed  too  little  obser\^ant  of 
the  friendly  relations  existing  for  a  century  between  this  country  and 
Spain.  The  wrong  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  tlie  Spanish  Goveni* 
meiit  in  a  serious  protest  and  remonstrance,  and  the  matter  is  undergo- 
ing investigation  by  the  royal  authorities  with  a  view  to  such  explanation 
or  reparation  as  ma\'  be  called  for  by  the  facts. 

The  commission  sitting  in  this  city  for  the  adjudication  of  claims  of 
our  citizens  against  the  Government  of  Spain  is,  I  hope,  approaching 
the  termination  of  its  laljors. 

The  claims  against  the  United  States  under  the  Florida  treaty  with 
Spaiu  were  submitted  to  Congress  for  its  action  at  the  late  session,  and 
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I  again  invite  your  attention  to  this  long-standing  question,  with  a  view 
to  a  final  disposition  of  the  matter. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Spanish  Government,  a  conference  has  recently 
been  held  at  the  city  of  Madrid  to  consider  the  subject  of  protection  by 
foreign  powers  of  native  Moors  in  the  Empire  of  Morocco.  The  minister 
of  the  United  States  in  Spain  was  directed  to  take  part  in  the  deUbera- 
tions  of  this  conference,  the  result  of  which  is  a  convention  signed  on  be- 
half of  all  the  powers  represented.  The  instrument  will  be  laid  before 
the  Senate  for  its  consideration.  The  Government  of  the  United  States 
has  also  lost  no  opportunity  to  urge  upon  that  of  the  Emperor  of  Morocco 
the  necessity,  in  accordance  with  the  humane  and  enlightened  spirit  of  the 
age,  of  putting  an  end  to  the  persecutions,  which  have  been  so  prevalent 
in  that  country,  of  persons  of  a  faith  other  than  the  Moslem,  and  especially 
of  the  Hebrew  residents  of  Morocco. 

The  consular  treaty  concluded  with  Belgium  has  not  yet  been  ofiicially 
promulgated,  owing  to  the  alteration  of  a  word  in  the  text  by  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  which  occasioned  a  delay,  during  which  the  time 
allowed  for  ratification  expired.  The  Senate  will  be  asked  to  extend 
the  period  for  ratification. 

The  attempt  to  negotiate  a  treaty  of  extradition  with  Denmark  failed 
on  account  of  the  objection  of  the  Danish  Government  to  the  usual  clause 
providing  that  each  nation  should  pay  the  expense  of  the  arrest  of  the 
persons  whose  extradition  it  asks. 

The  provision  made  by  Congress  at  its  last  session  for  the  expense  of 
the  commission  which  had  been  appointed  to  enter  upon  negotiations 
with  the  Imperial  Government  of  China  on  subjects  of  great  interest  to 
the  relations  of  the  two  countries  enabled  the  commissioners  to  proceed 
at  once  upon  their  mission.  The  Imperial  Government  was  prepared  to 
give  prompt  and  respectful  attention  to  the  matters  brought  under  nego- 
tiation, and  the  conferences  proceeded  with  such  rapidity  and  success 
that  on  the  17th  of  November  last  two  treaties  were  sigried  at  Peking, 
one  relating  to  the  introduction  of  Chinese  into  this  country  and  one 
relating  to  commerce.  Mr.  Trescot,  one  of  the  commissioners,  is  now  on 
his  way  home  bringing  the  treaties,  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be 
received  in  season  to  be  laid  before  the  Senate  early  in  Januar>^ 

Our  minister  in  Japan  has  negotiated  a  convention  for  the  reciprocal 
relief  of  shipwrecked  seamen.  I  take  occasion  to  urge  once  more  upon 
Congress  the  propriety  of  making  provision  for  the  erection  of  suitable 
fireproof  buildings  at  the  Japanese  capital  for  the  use  of  the. American 
legation  and  the  court-house  and  jail  connected  with  it.  The  Japanese 
Government,  with  great  generosity  and  courtesy,  has  offered  for  this 
purpose  an  eligible  piece  of  land. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  invited  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the 
subject  of  the  indemnity  funds  received  some  years  ago  from  China  and 
Japan.  I  renew  the  recommendation  then  made  that  whatever  portions 
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of  these  tunas  are  due  to  Americau  citizens  should  be  promptly  paid  and 
the  residue  returned  to  the  nations^  respectively,  to  which  they  justly 
and  equitably  belong. 

The  extradition  treaty  with  the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands,  which 
has  been  for  some  time  in  course  of  negotiation,  has  during  the  past  year 
been  concluded  and  duly  ratified. 

Relations  of  friendship  and  amity  have  been  established  between  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  and  that  of  Roumania.  We  liave  sent 
a  diplomatic  representative  to  Bucharest,  and  have  received  at  this  capi- 
tal the  special  envoy  who  has  been  charged  by  His  Royal  Highness 
Prince  Charles  to  announce  the  independent  sovereignty  of  Roumania, 
We  ho|>e  for  a  speedy  development  of  commercial  relations  between  the 
two  countries. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  expressed  the  hope  that  the  prevalence 
of  quiet  on  the  lx>rder  between  this  country  and  Mexico  would  soon  be- 
come so  assured  as  to  justify  the  niodificalion  of  the  orders  then  in  force 
to  our  mihtary  commanders  in  regard  to  crossing  the  frontier,  without 
encouraging  such  disturbances  as  would  endanger  the  peace  of  the  tw^o 
countries.  Events  moved  in  accordance  with  these  expectations,  and  the 
orders  were  accordingly  withdrawn,  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  our  own 
citizens  and  the  Mexican  Government.  Subsequently  the  peace  of  the 
border  was  again  disturlx^d  by  a  sa\'age  foray  under  the  command  of 
the  Chief  Victoria,  but  by  the  combined  and  harmonious  action  of  the 
military  forces  of  bcjth  countries  his  baud  luis  been  brtjken  up  and  sub- 
stantially destro>'ed. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  obstacles  which  have  so  long  pre- 
vented rapid  and  convenient  communication  between  the  United  States 
and  Mexico  by  railways  are  on  the  p<:>int  of  disappearing,  and  that  several 
important  enterprises  of  tliis  character  will  soon  be  set  on  foot,  which 
can  not  fail  to  contribute  largely  to  the  prosijerity  of  lx>tli  countries. 

New  envoys  from  Guatemala,  Colombia,  Bolivia,  Venezuela,  and  Nicara- 
gua have  recently  arrived  at  this  capital,  whose  distinction  and  enlight- 
enment afford  the  1jest  guaranty  of  the  continuance  of  friendly  relations 
betw^een  ourselves  and  these  sister  Republics, 

The  relations  between  this  Government  and  that  of  the  United  States  of 
Colombia  have  engaged  public  attention  during  the  past  year,  mainly  by 
reason  of  the  project  of  an  interoceanic  canal  across  the  Isthmus  of  Pan- 
ama»  to  Ije  built  by  private  capital  under  a  concession  from  the  Colombian 
Government  for  that  purpose.  The  treaty  obligations  sulisisting  between 
the  United  States  and  Colombia,  by  which  we  guarantee  the  neutrality 
of  the  transit  and  the  sovereignty  and  property  of  Colombia  in  the  Isth- 
mus»  make  it  necessary  that  the  conditions  under  which  so  stupendous 
a  change  in  the  region  embraced  in  this  guaranty  should  he  effected — 
transforming,  as  it  would,  this  Isthmus  from  a  barrier  Ijetween  the  Atlan- 
tic and  Pacific  oceans  into  a  gateway  and  thoroughfare  between  them 
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for  the  navies  and  the  merchant  ships  of  the  woficl— should  receive  the 
approval  of  this  Govemtnent,  as  lietng  compatible  with  the  discharge  of 
these  obligations  on  our  part  and  consistent  with  our  interests  as  the  prin- 
cipal commercial  power  of  the  Western  Hemisphere.  The  views  which 
I  expressed  in  a  special  message  to  Cotigress  in  March  last  in  relation  to 
this  project  I  deem  it  my  duty  again  to  press  upon  your  attention.  Sul>- 
sequent  consideration  has  but  confirmed  the  opinion  **  that  it  is  the  right 
and  duty  of  the  United  States  to  assert  and  maintain  such  supervision  and 
authority  over  any  interoceanic  canal  across  the  isthmus  that  connects 
North  and  South  America  as  will  protect  our  national  interest." 

The  war  between  the  Republic  of  Chile  on  the  one  hand  and  the  allied 
Republics  of  Peru  and  Bolivia  on  the  other  still  continues.  This  Gov* 
emment  has  not  felt  called  upon  to  interfere  in  a  contest  that  is  within 
the  belligerent  rights  of  the  parties  as  independent  states.  We  have, 
however,  always  held  ourseh^cs  in  reatliness  to  aid  in  accommodating 
their  difference,  an4  have  at  different  times  reminded  both  belligerents 
of  our  willingness  to  render  such  service. 

Our  good  offices  in  this  direction  w^ere  recently  accepted  by  all  the 
belligerents,  and  it  was  hoped  they  would  prove  efhcacious;  but  I  regret 
to  announce  that  the  measures  which  tbe  ministers  of  the  United  States 
at  Santiago  and  Lima  were  authorized  to  take  with  the  \aew  to  bring 
about  a  peace  were  not  successful.  In  the  course  of  the  w^ar  some  ques- 
tions ha\-e  arisen  affecting  neutral  rights.  In  all  of  these  the  ministers 
of  the  United  States  have,  uncler  their  instructions,  acted  with  prompt- 
ness and  energy^  in  protection  of  American  interests. 

The  relations  of  the  United  States  with  the  ICmpire  of  Bra/Jl  continue 
to  be  most  cordial,  and  their  commercial  intercourse  steadily  increases,  to 
their  mutual  advantage. 

The  internal  disorders  with  which  the  Argentine  Republic  has  for 
some  time  past  been  afflicted,  and  which  have  more  or  less  influenced  its 
external  trade,  are  understood  to  have  been  brought  to  a  close.  This 
happy  result  may  be  exix^cted  to  redound  to  the  benefit  of  the  foreign 
commerce  of  that  Republic,  as  well  as  to  the  development  of  its  vast 
interior  resources. 

In  Samoa  the  Government  of  King  Malietoa,  imder  the  support  and 
recognition  of  the  consular  representatives  of  the  United  States,  Great 
Britain,  and  Germany,  seems  to  have  given  peace  and  trantiuillity  to 
the  islands.  While  it  d<3es  not  appear  desirable  to  adopt  as  a  whole  the 
sclieme  of  tripartite  local  government  w^hich  has  t>een  proposed,  the  com- 
mon interests  of  tbe  three  great  treaty  powers  require  harmony  in  their 
relations  to  the  native  frame  of  government,  and  this  may  be  best  secured 
by  a  simple  diplomatic  agreement  between  them.  It  would  be  well  if  the 
consular  jurisdiction  of  our  representative  at  Apia  were  increased  in 
extent  and  importance  so  as  to  ptard  American  interests  in  the  stir- 
rounding  and  outlying  islands  of  Oceanica, 


6i2  Messages  and  Papers  of  the  Presidents 

The  obelisk  generously  presented  by  the  Khedi\'e  of  Egypt  to  the  city 
of  New  York  has  safely  arrived  in  this  country,  and  will  soon  be  erected 
in  that  metropolis.  A  commission  for  the  liquidation  of  the  Egyptian 
debt  has  lately  concluded  its  work,  and  this  Government,  at  the  earnest 
solicitation  of  the  Khedive,  has  acceded  to  the  provisions  adopted  by  it, 
which  will  be  laid  before  Congress  for  its  information.  A  commission 
for  the  revision  of  the  judicial  code  of  the  reform  tribunal  of  Egypt  is 
now  in  session  in  Cairo.  Mr.  Farman,  consul-general,  and  J.  M.  Batch- 
elder,  esq. ,  have  been  appointed  as  commissioners  to  participate  in  this 
work.  The  organization  of  the  reform  tribunals  will  probably  be  con- 
tinued for  another  period  of  five  years. 

In  pursuance  of  the  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  invita- 
tions have  been  extended  to  foreign  maritime  states  to  join  in  a  sanitary 
conference  in  Washington,  beginning  the  ist  of  January.  The  accept- 
ance of  this  invitation  by  many  prominent  powers  gives  promise  of 
success  in  this  important  measure,  designed  to  estabhsh  a  system  of 
international  notification  by  which  the  spread  of  infectious  or  epidemic 
diseases  may  be  more  effectively  checked  or  prevented.  The  attention 
of  Congress  is  invited  to  the  necessary  appropriations  for  carrying  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  the  act  referred  to. 

The  efforts  of  the  Department  of  State  to  enlarge  the  trade  and  com- 
merce of  the  United  States,  through  the  active  agency  of  consular  officers 
and  through  the  dissemination  of  information  obtained  from  them,  have 
been  unrelaxed.  The  interest  in  these  efforts,  as  developed  in  our  com- 
mercial communities,  and  the  value  of  the  information  secured  by  this 
means  to  the  trade  and  manufactures  of  the  country  were  recognized 
by  Congress  at  its  last  session,  and  provision  was  made  for  the  more 
frequent  publication  of  consular  and  other  reports  by  the  Department  of 
State.  The  first  issue  of  this  publication  has  now  been  prepared,  and  sub- 
sequent issues  may  regularly  be  expected.  The  importance  and  interest 
attached  to  the  reports  of  consular  officers  are  witnessed  by  the  general 
demand  for  them  by  all  classes  of  merchants  and  manufacturers  engaged 
in  our  foreign  trade.  It  is  believed  that  the  system  of  such  publications 
is  deserving  of  the  approval  of  Congress,  and  that  the  necessary  appro- 
priations for  its  continuance  and  enlargement  will  commend  itself  to 
your  consideration. 

The  prosperous  energies  of  our  domestic  industries  and  their  immense 
production  of  the  subjects  of  foreign  commerce  invite,  and  even  require, 
an  active  development  of  the  wishes  and  interests  of  our  people  in  that 
direction.  Especially  important  is  it  that  our  commercial  relations  with 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  of  South  America,  with  the  West  Indies 
and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  should  be  direct,  and  not  through  the  circuit  of 
European  systems,  and  should  be  carried  on  in  our  own  bottoms.  The 
full  appreciation  of  the  opportunities  which  our  front  on  the  Pacific 
Ocean  gives  to  commerce  with  Japan,  China,  and  the  East  Indies,  with 
Australia  and  the  island  groups  which  lie  along  these  routes  of  naviga- 
tion, should  inspire  equal  efforts  to  appropriate  to  our  own  shipping  and 
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to  administer  by  our  own  capital  a  due  proportion  of  this  trade.  What- 
ever modifications  of  our  regulations  of  trade  and  navigation  may  be 
necessar>^  or  useful  to  meet  and  direct  these  impulses  to  the  enlargement 
of  our  exchanges  and  of  our  carrying  trade  I  am  sure  the  wisdom  of 
Congress  will  be  ready  to  supply.  One  initial  measure,  however,  seems 
to  me  so  clearly  useful  and  efiicient  that  I  venture  to  press  it  upon  your 
earnest  attention.  It  seems  to  be  very  evident  that  the  provision  of 
regular  steam  postal  communication  by  aid  from  government  has  been 
the  forerunner  of  the  commercial  predominance  of  Great  Britain  on  all 
these  coasts  and  seas,  a  greater  share  in  whose  trade  is  now  the  desire 
and  the  intent  of  our  people.  It  is  also  manifest  that  the  efforts  of  other 
European  nations  to  contend  with  Great  Britain  for  a  share  of  this  com- 
merce have  been  successful  in  proportion  with  their  adoption  of  regular 
steam  postal  communication  with  the  markets  whose  trade  they  sought. 
Mexico  and  the  States  of  South  America  are  anxious  to  receive  such 
postal  communication  with  this  country  and  to  aid  in  their  development. 
Similar  cooperation  may  be  looked  for  in  due  time  from  the  Eastern 
nations  and  from  Australia.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  lead  in  this 
movement  can  be  expected  from  private  interests.  In  respect  of  for- 
eign commerce  quite  as  much  as  in  internal  trade  postal  communica- 
tion seems  necessarily  a  matter  of  common  and  public  administration, 
and  thus  pertaining  to  Government.  I  respectfully  recommend  to  your 
prompt  attention  such  just  and  efficient  measures  as  may  conduce  to  the 
development  of  our  foreign  commercial  exchanges  and  the  building  up 
of  our  carrying  trade. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  also  to  suggest  the  very  great  service  which 
might  be  expected  in  enlarging  and  facilitating  our  commerce  on  the 
Pacific  Ocean  w^ere  a  transmarine  cable  laid  from  San  Francisco  to  the 
Sandwich  Islands,  and  thence  to  Japan  at  the  north  and  Australia  at 
the  south.  The  great  influence  of  such  means  of  communication  on 
these  routes  of  navigation  in  developing  and  securing  the  due  share 
of  our  Pacific  Coast  in  the  commerce  of  the  world  needs  no  illustration 
or  enforcement.  It  may  be  that  such  an  enterprise,  useful,  and  in  the 
end  profitable,  as  it  would  prove  to  private  investment,  may  need  to  be 
accelerated  by  prudent  legislation  by  Congress  in  its  aid,  and  I  submit 
the  matter  to  your  careful  consideration. 

An  additional  and  not  unimportant,  although  secondary,  reason  for 
fostering  and  enlarging  the  Navy  may  be  found  in  the  unquestionable 
service  to  the  expansion  of  our  commerce  which  would  be  rendered  by 
the  ffequent  circulation  of  naval  ships  in  the  seas  and  ports  of  all  quar- 
ters of  the  globe.  Ships  of  the  proper  construction  and  equipment  to  be 
of  the  greatest  efficiency  in  case  of  maritime  war  might  be  made  constant 
and  active  agents  in  time  of  peace  in  the  advancement  and  protection 
of  our  foreign  trade  and  in  the  nurture  and  discipline  of  young  seamen, 
who  would  naturally  in  some  numbers  mix  with  and  improve  the  crews 
of  our  merchant  ships.  Our  merchants  at  home  and  abroad  recognize  the 
value  to  foreign  commerce  of  an  active  movement  of  our  naval  vessels, 
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of  oflBces  belonging  to  the  same  Department  impedes  the  transaction  of 
current  business.  The  Secretary  suggests  that  the  blocks  surrounding 
Lafayette  Square  on  the  east,  north,  and  west  be  purchased  as  the  sites 
for  new  edifices  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Government  offices,  leaving 
the  square  itself  intact,  and  tliat  if  such  buildings  were  constructed  upon 
a  harmonious  plan  of  architecture  they  would  add  much  to  the  beauty  of 
the  national  capital,  and  would,  together  with  the  Treasury  and  the  new 
State,  Navy,  and  War  Department  building,  form  one  of  the  most  impos- 
ing groups  of  public  edifices  in  the  world. 

The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  expresses  the  confident  belief  that 
his  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  production  of  our  own  sugar  and  tea  have 
been  encouragingly  rewarded.  The  importance  of  the  results  attained 
have  attracted  marked  attention  at  home  and  have  received  the  special 
consideration  of  foreign  nations.  The  successful  cultivation  of  our  own 
tea  and  the  manufacture  of  our  own  sugar  would  make  a  difference  of 
many  millions  of  dollars  annually  in  the  wealth  of  the  nation. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  asks  attention  particularly  to  the  con- 
tinued prevalence  of  an  infectious  and  contagious  cattle  disease  knovra 
and  dreaded  in  Europe  and  Asia  as  cattle  plague,  or  pleuro-pneumonia. 
A  mild  type  of  this  disease  in  certain  sections  of  our  coimtry  is  the  occa- 
sion of  great  loss  to  our  farmers  and  of  serious  disturbance  to  our  trade 
with  Great  Britain,  which  furnishes  a  market  for  most  of  our  live  stock 
and  dressed  meats.  The  value  of  neat  cattle  exported  from  the  United 
States  for  the  eight  months  ended  August  31,  1880,  was  more  than 
$12,000,000,  and  nearly  double  the  value  for  the  same  period  in  1879 — 
an  unexampled  increase  of  export  trade.  Your  early  attention  is  solicited 
to  this  important  matter. 

The  Commfssioner  of  Education  reports  a  continued  increase  of  public 
interest  in  educational  affairs,  and  that  the  public  schools  generally 
throughout  the  country  are  well  sustained.  Industrial  training  is  at- 
tracting deserved  attention,  and  colleges  for  instruction,  theoretical  and 
practical,  in  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts,  including  the  Government 
schools  recently  established  for  the  instruction  of  Indian  youth,  are  gain- 
ing steadily  in  public  estimation.  The  Commissioner  asks  special  atten- 
tion to  the  depredations  committed  on  the  lands  reserved  for  the  future 
support  of  pubHc  instruction,  and  to  the  very  great  need  of  help  from  the 
nation  for  schools  in  the  Territories  and  in  the  Southern  States.  The 
recommendation  heretofore  made  is  repeated  and  urged,  that  an  educa- 
tional fund  be  set  apart  from  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public 
lands  annually,  the  income  of  which  and  the  remainder  of  the  net  annual 
prcx:eeds  to  be  distributed  on  some  satisfactory  plan  to  the  States  and  the 
Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  success  of  the  public  schools  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the 
progress  made,  under  the  intelligent  direction  of  the  board  of  education 
and  the  superintendent,  in  supplying  the  educational  requirements  of  the 
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Distnct  with  thoroughly  trained  and  efficient  teachers,  is  very  gratifying. 
The  acts  of  Congress,  from  time  to  time,  donating  public  lands  to  the 
several  States  and  Territories  in  aid  of  educational  interests  have  proved 
to  be  wise  measures  of  public  policy,  resulting  in  great  and  lasting  benefit. 
It  would  seem  to  be  a  matter  of  simple  justice  to  extend  the  benefits  of  this 
legislation,  the  wisdom  of  which  has  been  so  fully  vindicated  by  experi- 
ence, to  the  District  of  Columbia. 

I  again  commend  the  general  interests  of  the  District  of  Columbia  to  the 
favorable  consideration  of  Congress.  The  affairs  of  the  District,  as  shown 
by  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  are  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 

In  my  annual  messages  heretofore  and  in  my  special  message  of  De- 
cember 19,  1879,  I  have  urged  upon  the  attention  of  Congress  the  neces- 
sity of  reclaiming  the  marshes  of  the  Potomac  adjacent  to  the  capital, 
and  I  am  constrained  by  its  importance  to  advert  again  to  the  subject. 
These  flats  embrace  an  area  of  several  hundred  acres.  They  are  an 
impediment  to  the  drainage  of  the  city  and  seriously  impair  its  health. 
It  is  believed  that  with  this  substantial  improvement  of  its  river  front 
the  capital  would  be  in  all  respects  one  of  the  most  attractive  cities 
in  the  world.  Aside  from  its  permanent  population,  this  city  is  necessa- 
rily the  place  of  residence  of  persons  from  every  section  of  the  country 
engaged  in  the  public  service.  Many  others  reside  here  temporarily 
for  the  transaction  of  business  with  the  Government. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  land  acquired  will  probably  be 
worth  the  cost  of  reclaiming  it  and  that  the  nangation  of  the  river  will 
be  greatly  improved.  I  therefore  again  invite  the  attention  of  Congress 
to  the  importance  of  prompt  provision  for  this  much  needed  and  too  long 
delayed  improvement. 

The  water  supply  of  the  city  is  inadequate.  In  addition  to  the  ordi- 
nary use  throughout  the  city,  the  consumption  by  Government  is  neces- 
sarily very  great  in  the  navy-yard,  arsenal,  and  the  various  Departments, 
and  a  large  quantity  is  required  for  the  proper  preservation  of  the  numer- 
ous parks  and  the  cleansing  of  sewers.  I  recommend  that  this  subject 
receive  the  early  attention  of  Congress,  and  that  in  making  provision  for 
an  increased  supply  such  means  be  adopted  as  will  have  in  view  the 
future  growth  of  the  city.  Temporary  expedients  for  such  a  purpose 
can  not  but  be  wasteful  of  money,  and  therefore  unwise.  A  more  ample 
reservoir,  with  corresponding  facilities  for  keeping  it  filled,  should,  in 
my  judgment,  be  constructed.  I  commend  again  to  the  attention  of 
Congress  the  subject  of  the  removal  from  their  present  location  of  the 
depots  of  the  several  railroads  entering  the  city;  and  I  renew  the  rec- 
ommendations of  my  former  messages  in  behalf  of  the  erection  of  a  build- 
ing for  the  Congressional  Library,  the  completion  of  the  Washington 
Monument,  and  of  liberal  appropriations  in  support  of  the  benevolent, 
reformatory,  and  penal  institutions  of  the  District.

and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  signed  at  Madrid

It  appears  from  the  same  correspondence  that  an  international  exhibi- 
tion of  electricity  is  to  be  held  at  the  palace  of  the  Champs  felys^es,  in 
Paris,  from  Aug^t  15,  1 881,  to  the  15th  of  November  following,  and  it 
is  therefore  suggested  by  the  French  authorities  that  it  might  be  well  to 
invest  the  delegates  selected  to  take  part  in  the  international  congress 
with  the  additional  character  of  commissioners  to  the  international  exhi- 
bition of  electricity. 

In  view  of  the  important  scientific,  industrial,  and  commercial  inter- 
ests designed  to  be  promoted  by  the  proposed  international  congress  of 
electricians  and  exhibition  of  electricity,  I  submit  the  subject  to  your 
favorable  consideration  and  recommend  that  a  suitable  appropriation  be 
made  to  enable  this  Government  to  accept  the  foregoing  invitation  by 
appointing  one  or  more  delegates  to  attend  the  congress  in  question.

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represaitatives: 

In  compHance  with  the  request  of  a  large  number  of  intelligent  and 
benevolent  citizens,  and  believing  that  it  was  warranted  by  the  extraor- 
dinary circumstances  of  the  case,  on  the  i8th  day  of  December,  1880, 
I  appointed  a  commission  consisting  of  George  Crook  and  Nelson  A. 
Miles,  brigadier-generals  in  the  Army;  William  Stickney,  of  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  Walter  Allen,  of  Massachusetts,  and  requested  them  to 
confer  with  the  Ponca  Indians  in  the  Indian  Territory,  and,  if  in  their 
judgment  it  was  advisable,  also  with  that  part  of  the  tribe  which  re- 
mained in  Dakota,  and  "to  ascertain  the  facts  in  regard  to  their  remo\'al 
and  present  condition  so  far  as  was  necessary  to  determine  the  question 
as  to  what  justice  and  humanity  required  should  be  done  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  and  to  report  their  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations in  the  premises. '  * 

The  commission,  in  pursuance  of  these  instructions,  having  visited  the 
Ponca  Indians  at  their  homes  in  the  Indian  Territory  and  in  Dakota 
and  made  a  careful  investigation  of  the  subject  referred  to  them,  have 
reported  their  conclusions  and  recommendations,  and  I  now  submit  their 
report,  together  with  the  testimony  taken,  for  the  consideration  of  Con- 
gress.    A  minority  report  by  Mr.  Allen  is  also  herewith  submitted. 

On  the  27th  of  December,  1880,  a  delegation  of  Ponca  chiefs  from 
the  Indian  Territor>'  presented  to  the  Executive  a  declaration  of  their 
wishes,  in  w^hich  they  stated  that  it  was  their  desire  '*to  remain  on  the 
lands  now  occupied  by  the  Poncas  in  the  Indian  Territory'*  and  '*to 
relinquish  all  their  right  and  interest  in  the  lands  formerly  owned  and 
occupied  by  the  Ponca  tribe  in  the  State  of  Nebraska,  and  the  Territory 
of  Dakota;"  and  the  declaration  sets  forth  the  compensation  which  they 
will  accept  for  the  lands  to  be  surrendered  and  for  the  injuries  done  to 
the  tribe  by  their  removal  to  the  Indian  Territor>^  This  declaration, 
agreeably  to  the  request  of  the  chiefs  making  it,  is  herewith  transmitted 
to  Congress. 

The  public  attention  has  frequently  been  called  to  the  injustice  and 
wrong  which  the  Ponca  tribe  of  Indians  has  suffered  at  the  hands  of  the 
Government  of  the  United  States.    This  subject  was  first  brought  before 
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Congress  and  the  country  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  his  annual 
report  for  the  year  1877,  in  which  he  said: 

The  case  of  the  Poncas  seems  entitled  to  especial  consideration  at  the  hands  of 
Congress.  They  have  always  been  friendly  to  the  whites.  It  is  said,  and,  as  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  learn,  truthfully,  that  no  Ponca  ever  killed  a  white  man.  The 
orders  of  the  Government  have  always  met  with  obedient  compliance  at  their  hands. 
Their  removal  from  their  old  homes  on  the  Missouri  River  was  to  them  a  great  hard- 
ship. They  had  been  born  and  raised  there.  They  had  houses  there  in  which  they 
lived  according  to  their  ideas  of  comfort.  Many  of  them  had  engaged  in  agricul- 
ture and  possessed  cattle  and  agricultural  implements.  They  were  very  reluctant  to 
leave  all  this,  but  when  Congress  had  resolved  upon  tlieir  removal  they  finally  over- 
came that  reluctance  and  obeyed.  Considering  their  constant  good  conduct,  their 
obedient  spirit,  and  the  sacrifices  they  have  made,  they  are  certainly  entitled  to  more 
than  ordinary  care  at  the  hands  of  the  Government,  and  I  urgently  recommend  that 
liberal  provision  be  made  to  aid  them  in  their  new  settlement. 

In  the  same  volume  the  report  of  E.  A.  Howard,  the  agent  of  the 
Poncas,  is  published,  which  contains  the  following: 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  removal  of  the  Poncas  from  the  northern  climate  of 
Dakota  to  the  southern  climate  of  the  Indian  Territory  at  the  season  of  the  year  it 
was  done  will  prove  a  mistake,  and  that  a  great  mortality  will  surely  follow  among 
the  people  when  they  shall  have  been  here  for  a  time  and  become  poisoned  with  the 
malaria  of  the  climate.  Already  the  effects  of  the  climate  may  be  seen  upon  them  in 
the  ennui  that  seems  to  have  settled  upon  each  and  in  the  large  number  now  sick. 

It  is  a  matter  of  astonishment  to  me  that  the  Government  should  have  ordered 
the  removal  of  the  Ponca  Indians  from  Dakota  to  the  Indian  Territory  without  hav- 
ing first  made  vSome  provision  for  their  settlement  and  comfort.  Before  their  removal 
was  carried  into  effect  an  appropriation  should  have  been  made  by  Congress  sufficient 
to  have  located  them  in  their  new  home,  by  building  a  comfortable  house  for  the 
occupancy  of  every  family  of  the  tribe.  As  the  case  now  is,  no  appropriation  has 
been  made  by  Congress,  except  for  a  sum  but  little  more  than  sufficient  to  remove 
them;  no  houses  have  been  built  for  their  use,  and  the  result  is  that  these  people 
have  been  placed  on  an  uncultivated  reservation  to  live  in  their  tents  as  best  they 
may,  and  await  further  legislative  action. 

»**»*♦« 

These  Indians  claim  that  the  Government  had  no  right  to  move  them  from  their 
reservation  without  first  obtaining  from  them  by  purchase  or  treaty  the  title  which 
they  had  acquired  from  the  Government,  and  for  which  they  rendered  a  valua- 
ble consideration.  They  claim  that  the  date  of  the  settlement  of  their  tribe  upon 
tlie  land  composing  their  old  reservation  is  prehistoric;  that  they  were  all  born 
there,  and  that  their  ancestors  from  generations  back  beyond  their  knowledge  were 
bom  and  lived  upon  its  soil,  and  that  they  finally  acquired  a  complete  and  perfect 
title  from  the  Government  by  a  treaty  made  with  the  "Great  Father"  at  Washing- 
ton, which  they  claim  made  it  as  legitimately  theirs  as  is  the  home  of  the  white 
man  acquired  by  gift  or  purchase. 

******* 

The  subject  was  again  referred  to  in  similar  terms  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  Interior  Department  for  1878,  in  the  reports  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Indian  Affairs  and  of  the  agent  for  the  Poncas,  and  in  1879  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  said: 

That  the  Poncas  were  grievously  wronged  by  their  removal  from  their  location  on 
the  Missouri  River  to  the  Indian  Territory,  their  old  reservation  having,  by  a  mistake 
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in  making  the  Sioux  treaty,  been  transferred  to  the  Sioox,  has  been  at  length  and 
repeatedly  set  forth  in  my  reports,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Commissioner  of  Indian 
Affairs.  All  that  could  be  subsequently  done  by  this  Department  in  the  absence  of 
new  legislation  to  repair  that  wrong  and  to  indemnify  them  for  their  losses  has  been 
done  with  more  than  ordinary'  solicitude.  They  were  permitted  to  select  a  new  loca- 
tion for  themselves  in  the  Indian  Territory-,  the  Quapaw  Reserve,  to  which  they  had 
first  been  taken,  being  objectionable  to  them.  They  chose  a  tract  of  coimtry  on  the 
Arkansas  River  and  the  Salt  Fork  northwest  of  the  Pawnee  Reserve.  I  visited  their 
new  reser\'ation  personally  to  satisfy  myself  of  their  condition.  The  lands  they  now 
occupy  are  among  the  very  best  in  the  Indian  Territory  in  point  of  fertility,  well 
watered  and  well  timbered,  and  admirably  adapted  for  agriculture  as  well  as  stock 
raising.  In  this  respect  their  new  reserv-ation  is  unquestionably  superior  to  that 
which  they  left  behind  them  on  the  Missouri  River.  Seventy  houses  have  been  built 
by  and  for  them,  of  far  better  quality  than  the  miserable  huts  they  formerly  occu- 
piefl  in  Dakota,  and  the  construction  of  a  larger  number  is  now  in  progress,  so  that, 
as  the  agent  reports,  every  Ponca  family  ^will  be  comfortably  housed  before  January*. 
A  very  liberal  allowance  of  agricultural  implements  and  stock  cattle  has  been  given 
them,  and  if  they  apply  tliemselves  to  agricultiu^l  work  there  is  no  doubt  that  their 
condition  will  soon  be  far  more  prosperous  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  During  the 
first  year  after  their  removal  to  the  Indian  Territory  they  lost  a  comparatively  large 
number  of  their  people  by  death,  in  consequence  of  the  change  of  climate,  which  is 
greatly  to  be  deplored;  but  their  sanitary  condition  is  now  very  much  improved.  The 
death  rate  among  them  during  the  present  year  has  been  very  low,  and  the  number  of 
cases  of  sickness  is  constantly  decreasing.  It  is  thought  that  they  are  now  sufficiently 
acclimated  to  be  out  of  danger. 

A  committee  of  the  Senate,  after  a  very  full  investigation  of  the  subject, 
on  the  31st  of  May,  1880,  reported  their  conclusions  to  the  Senate,  and 
both  the  majority  and  minority  of  the  committee  agreed  that  *  *  a  great 
wrong  had  been  done  to  the  Ponca  Indians/'  The  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee say: 

««♦♦♦«* 

Nothing  can  strengthen  the  Government  in  a  just  policy  to  the  Indians  so  much  as 
a  demonstration  of  its  willingness  to  do  ample  and  complete  justice  whenever  it  can 
be  shown  that  it  has  inflicted  a  wrong  upon  a  weak  and  trusting  tribe.  It  is  imjxxs- 
sible  for  the  United  States  to  hope  for  any  confidence  to  be  reposed  in  them  by  the 
Indians  until  there  shall  be  shown  on  their  part  a  readiness  to  do  justice. 

The  minority  report  is  equally  explicit  as  to  the  duty  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  repair  the  wrong  done  the  Poncas.     It  says: 

We  should  be  more  prompt  and  anxious  because  they  are  weak  and  we  are  strong. 
In  my  judgment  we  should  be  liberal  to  the  verge  of  lavishness  in  the  expenditure 
of  our  money  to  improve  their  condition,  so  that  they  and  all  others  may  know  that, 
although,  like  all  nations  and  all  men,  we  may  do  wrong,  we  are  wilhng  to  make 
ample  reparation. 

The  report  of  the  commission  appointed  by  me,  of  which  General 
Crook  was  chairman,  and  the  testimony  taken  by  them  and  their  inves- 
tigations, add  very  little  to  what  was  already  contained  in  the  official 
reports  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  report  of  the  Senate 
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committee  touching  the  injustice  done  to  the  Poncas  by  their  removal  to 
the  Indian  Territory.  Happily,  however,  the  evidence  reported  by  the 
commission  and  their  recommendations  point  out  conclusively  the  true 
measures  of  redress  which  the  Government  of  the  United  States  ought 
now  to  adopt. 

The  commission  in  their  conclusions  omit  to  state  the  important  facts 
as  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Poncas  in  the  Indian  Territory,  but 
the  evidence  they  have  reported  shows  clearly  and  conclusively  that  the 
Poncas  now  residing  in  that  Territory,  521  in  number,  are  satisfied  with 
their  new  homes;  that  they  are  healthy,  comfortable,  and  contented,  and 
that  they  have  freely  and  firmly  decided  to  adhere  to  the  choice  announced 
in  their  letter  of  October  25, 1880,  and  in  the  declaration  of  December  27, 
1880,  to  remain  in  the  Indian  Territory  and  not  to  return  to  Dakota. 

The  evidence  reported  also  shows  that  the  fragment  of  the  Ponca 
tribe — perhaps  150  in  number — which  is  still  in  Dakota  and  Nebraska 
prefer  to  remain  on  their  old  reservation. 

In  \new  of  these  facts  I  am  convinced  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
commission,  together  with  the  declaration  of  the  chiefs  of  December  last, 
if  sul)stantially  followed,  will  afford  a  solution  of  the  Ponca  question 
which  is  consistent  with  the  wishes  and  interests  of  both  branches  of  the 
tribe,  with  the  settled  Indian  policy  of  the  Government,  and,  as  nearly  as 
is  now  practicable,  with  the  demands  of  justice. 

Our  general  Indian  policy  for  the  future  should  embrace  the  following 
leading  ideas: 

1.  The  Indians  should  be  prepared  for  citizenship  by  giving  to  their 
young  of  both  sexes  that  industrial  and  general  education  which  is  re- 
quired to  enable  them  to  be  self-supporting  and  capable  of  self-protection 
in  a  civilized  community. 

2.  Lands  should  be  allotted  to  the  Indians  in  severalty,  inalienable  for 
a  certain  period. 

3.  The  Indians  should  have  a  fair  compensation  for  their  lands  not 
required  for  individual  allotments,  the  amount  to  be  invested,  with  suit- 
able safeguards,  for  their  benefit. 

4.  With  these  prerequisites  secured,  the  Indians  should  be  made  citi- 
zens and  invested  with  the  rights  and  charged  with  the  responsibilities 
of  citizenship. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  legislation  be  adopted  in  relation  to 
the  Ponca  Indians,  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  secure 
to  the  individual  meml)ers  c  f  the  Ponca  tribe,  in  severalty,  sufficient  land 
for  their  support,  inalienable  for  a  term  of  years  and  until  the  restriction 
upon  alienation  may  be  removed  by  the  President.  Ample  time  and 
opportunity  should  be  given  to  the  members  of  the  tribe  freely  to  choose 
their  allotments  either  on  their  old  or  their  new  reservation. 

Full  compensation  should  be  made  for  the  lands  to  be  relinquished,  for 
their  losses  by  the  Sioux  depredations  and  by  reason  of  their  removal  to 
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the  Indian  Territory,  the  amount  not  to  be  less  than  the  sums  named 
in  the  declaration  of  the  chiefs  made  December  27,  1880. 

In  short,  nothing  should  be  left  undone  to  show  to  the  Indians  that 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  regards  their  rights  as  equally- 
sacred  with  those  of  its  citizens. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  policy  should  be  to  place  the  Indians 
as  rapidly  as  practicable  on  the  same  footing  with  the  other  permanent 
inhabitants  of  our  country. 

I  do  not  undertake  to  apportion  the  blame  for  the  injustice  done  to 
the  Poncas.  Whether  the  Executive  or  Congress  or  the  public  is  chiefly 
in  fault  is  not  now  a  question  of  practical  importance.  As  the  Chief 
Executive  at  the  time  when  the  wrong  was  consummated,  I  am  deeply 
sensible  that  enough  of  the  responsibility  for  that  wrong  justly  attaches 
to  me  to  make  it  my  particular  duty  and  earnest  desire  to  do  all  I  can  to 
give  to  these  injured  people  that  measure  of  redress  which  is  required 
alike  by  justice  and  by  humanity.

promotions,  together  with  the  report  of  Hon.  Dorman  B.  Eaton,  the 
chairman  of  the  Commission,  in  response. 

The  report  presents  a  very  gratifying  statement  of  the  results  of  the 
application  of  the  rules  referred  to  in  the  two  largest  and  most  impor- 
tant local  offices  in  the  civil  ser\nce  of  the  Government.  The  subject  is 
one  of  great  importance  to  the  people  of  the  whole  country.  I  would 
commend  the  suggestions  and  recommendation  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Commission  to  the  careful  consideration  of  Congress.

VETO  MESSAGE. 

ExKCUTivK  Mansion,  March  j,  188 i. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

Having  considered  the  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  facilitate  the  refunding 
of  the  national  debt,"  I  am  constrained  to  return  it  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, in  which  it  originated,  with  the  following  statement  of  my 
objections  to  its  passage: 

The  imjierative  necessity  for  prompt  action  and  the  pressure  of  public 
duties  in  this  closing  week  of  my  term  of  office  compel  me  to  refrain  from 
any  rittenipt  to  make  a  full  and  satisfactory  presentation  of  the  objections 
to  the  bill. 

The  importance  of  the  passage  at  the  present  session  of  Congress  of  a 
suitable  measure  for  the  refunding  of  the  national  debt  which  is  about  to 
mature  is  generally  recognized.  It  has  been  urged  upon  the  attention 
of  Congress  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  in  my  last  annual 
message.  If  successfully  accomplished,  it  will  secure  a  large  decrease  in 
the  annual  interest  payment  of  the  nation,  and  I  earnestly  recommend, 
if  the  bill  before  me  shall  fail,  that  another  measture  for  this  purpose  be 
adopted  before  the  present  Congress  adjourns. 

While,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  be  unwise  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  in  his  discretion,  to  offer  to  the  public  bonds  bearing  3j^ 
I)er  cent  interest  in  aid  of  refunding,  I  should  not  deem  it  my  duty  to 
interpose  my  constitutional  objection  to  the  passage  of  the  present  bill  if 
it  did  not  contain,  in  its  fifth  section,  provisions  which,  in  my  judgment, 
seriously  impair  the  value  and  tend  to  the  destruction  of  the  present 
national  banking  system  of  the  country.     This  system  has  now  been  in 
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operation  almost  twenty  years.  N«j  safer  or  more  beneficial  banking 
system  was  e\-er  established.  Its  adx-antages  as  a  business  are  free  to  all 
who  have  the  necessar>'  capital.  It  furnishes  a  currency  to  the  public 
which  for  convenience  and  security  of  the  bill  holder  has  probably  ne\'er 
been  equaled  by  that  of  any  other  banking  s\-stem.  Its  notes  are  secured 
by  the  deposit  with  the  Go\'emment  of  the  interest-bearing  bonds  of  the 
United  States. 

The  section  of  the  bill  before  me  which  relates  to  the  national  bank- 
ing system,  and  to  which  objection  is  made,  is  not  an  essential  part  of  a 
refunding  measure.     It  is  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  From  and  after  the  ist  day  of  July,  iSSi,  the  3  per  cent  bonds  authorized 
by  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  the  only  bonds  receivable  as  security  for 
national-bank  circulation  or  as  security  for  the  safe-keeping  and  prompt  payment 
of  the  public  money  deposited  with  such  banks;  but  when  any  such  bonds  deposited 
i.n  the  purposes  aforesaid  shall  be  designated  for  purchase  or  redemption  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury-,  the  banking  association  depositing  the  same  shall  have  the  right 
to  substitute  other  issuers  of  the  bonds  of  the  United  States  in  lieu  thereof:  Prtrvidcd, 
That  no  bond  upon  which  interest  has  ceased  shall  be  accepted  or  shall  be  continued 
on  deposit  as  security  for  circulation  or  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  public  money; 
and  in  case  bonds  so  deposited  shall  not  be  withdrawn,  as  provided  by  law,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  interest  has  ceased  thereon,  the  banking  association  depositing 
the  same  shall  be  subject  to  the  liabilities  and  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  Comp- 
troller provided  for  in  section  5234  of  the  Rerised  Statutes  of  the  United  States:  And 
provided  further, 'VhaX  section  4  of  the  act  of  June  20, 1874,  entitled  **An  act  fixing 
the  amount  of  United  States  notes,  proriding  for  a  redistribution  of  the  national- 
l>ank  cturency,  and  for  other  purposes,**  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re|>ealed,  and 
sections  5159  and  5160  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  reenacted. 

Under  this  section  it  is  ob\nous  that  no  additional  banks  will  hereafter 
be  organized,  except  possibly  in  a  few  cities  or  localities  where  the  pre- 
vailing rates  of  interest  in  ordinar>'  business  are  extremely  low.  No 
new  banks  can  be  organized  and  no  increase  of  the  capital  of  existing 
banks  can  be  obtained  except  by  the  purchase  and  deposit  of  3  per  cent 
bonds.  No  other  lx)nds  of  the  United  States  can  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  one  thousand  millions  of  other  bonds  recently  issued  by  the 
United  States,  and  bearing  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  3  per  cent,  and 
therefore  a  better  security  for  the  bill  holder,  can  not  after  the  ist  of 
July  next  be  received  as  security  for  bank  circulation.  This  is  a  radical 
change  in  the  banking  law.  It  takes  from  the  banks  the  right  they  have 
heretofore  had  under  the  law  to  purchase  and  deposit  as  security  for  their 
circulation  any  of  the  bonds  issued  by  the  United  States,  and  deprives 
the  bill  holder  of  the  best  security  which  the  banks  are  able  to  give  by 
requiring  them  to  deposit  bonds  having  the  least  value  of  any  bonds 
issued  by  the  Government. 

The  average  rate  of  taxation  of  capital  employed  in  banking  is  more 
than  double  the  rate  of  taxation  upon  capital  employed  in  other  legiti- 
mate business.  Under  these  circumstances,  to  amend  the  banking  law 
so  as  to  deprive  the  banks  of  the  privilege  of  securing  their  notes  by  the 
most  valuable  bonds  issued  by  the  Government  will,  it  is  believed,  in  a 
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large  part  of  the  country,  be  a  practical  prohibition  of  the  organization 
of  new  banks  and  prevent  the  existing  banks  from  enlarging  their  capi- 
tal. The  national  banking  system,  if  continued  at  all,  will  be  a  monopoly 
in  the  hands  of  those  already  engaged  in  it,  who  may  purchase  the  Gov- 
ernment bonds  bearing  a  more  favorable  rate  of  interest  than  the  3  per 
cent  bonds  prior  to  next  July. 

To  prevent  the  further  organization  of  banks  is  to  put  in  jeopardy 
the  whole  system,  by  taking  from  it  that  feature  which  makes  it,  as  it 
now  is,  a  banking  system  free  upon  the  same  terms  to  all  who  wi.sh  to 
engage  in  it.  Even  the  existing  banks  will  be  in  danger  of  being  driven 
from  business  by  the  additional  disadvantages  to  which  they  will  be  sub- 
jected by  this  bill.  In  short,  I  can  not  but  regard  the  fifth  section  of  the 
bill  as  a  step  in  the  direction  of  the  destruction  of  the  national  banking 
system. 

Our  country,  after  a  long  period  of  business  depression,  has  just  entered 
upon  a  career  of  unexampled  prosperity. 

The  withdrawal  of  the  currency  from  circulation  of  the  national  banks, 
and  the  enforced  winding  up  of  the  banks  in  consequence,  would  inev- 
itably bring  serious  embarrassment  and  disaster  to  the  business  of  the 
country.  Banks  of  issue  are  essential  instruments  of  modem  commerce. 
If  the  present  eflScient  and  admirable  system  of  banking  is  broken  down, 
it  will  inevitably  be  followed  by  a  recurrence  to  other  and  inferior  meth- 
ods of  banking.  Any  measure  looking  to  such  a  result  will  be  a  dis- 
turbing element  in  our  financial  system.  It  will  destroy  confidence  and 
surely  check  the  growing  prosperity  of  the  country 

Believing  that  a  measure  for  refunding  the  national  debt  is  not  neces- 
sarily connected  with  the  national  banking  law,  and  that  any  refunding 
act  would  defeat  its  own  object  if  it  imperiled  the  national  banking  sys- 
tem or  seriously  impaired  its  usefulness,  and  convinced  that  section  5  of 
the  bill  before  me  would,  if  it  should  become  a  law,  work  great  harm,  I 
herewith  return  the  bill  to  the  House  of  Representatives  for  that  further 
consideration  which  is  provided  for  in  the  Constitution.

Whereas  objects  of  interest  to  the  United  States  require  that  the  Sen- 
ate should  be  convened  at  12  o'clock  on  the  4th  of  March  next  to  receive 
and  act  upon  such  communications  as  may  be  made  to  it  on  the  part 
of  the  Executive: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  President  of  the  United  States, 
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have  cousidered  it  to  be  my  6Mty  to  issue  this  my  proclamation,  declaring 
that  an  extraordinary  occasion  requires  the  Senate  of  the  United  States 
to  convene  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  on  the  4th  doy  of  March  next,  at  12  o'clock  at  noon  on 
that  day,  of  which  all  who  shall  at  that  time  be  entitled  to  act  as  mem- 
bers of  that  body  are  hereby  required  to  take  notice.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER. 

Executive  Mansion, 
The  Secretary  of  War:  Washington,  Febmao'  22,  1881. 

In  view  of  the  well-known  fact  that  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  is  the  cause  of  much  demoralization 
among  both  officers  and  men,  and  that  it  gives  rise  to  a  large  proportion 
of  the  cases  before  general  and  garrison  courts-martial,  involving  great 
expense  and  serious  injury  to  the  service — 

//  is  therefore  directed,  That  the  Secretar>'  of  War  take  suitable  steps, 
as  far  as  practicable  consistently  with  vested  rights,  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage  at  the  camps,  forts,  and  other  posts 
of  the  Army.  r_  j,_  HAYES.
